It  i.s  .sii  |)])()S('(l  tlial  religions  si'i'viccs  ;i  t'tcr  f  In-  Ini'iiis  ol'  tlie 
cliiirc^li  of  Miiglaiid  wci'i.^  (H-c;isi(iii;illy  lidd  lien;  pn-x  imis  10  1704, 
for  in  UotolxT  of  tliat  yt^ar  tlif  Kl-v.  William  N'cscy,  ol'  Tiiiiity 
church,  New  York,  in  ri^[)().l iiiL!,'  the  sraM-  of  r.'liL;i(in  in  this 
county  ro  the  "  Society  for  the  Pi'opafj,ation  of  ihe  Gospel  in 
h'orei^n  PaiTs,"  say.s  there  was  a  tax  of  forty  jiounds  a  year 
laid  ui)ou  the  peo])le  and  tliey  (h-'sired  to  havi-  a  ndnisfer  sent 
to  them.  The  foundation  foi'  this  tax  lay  in  the  act  which  was 
[)assed  undtM'  the  direction  of  (Tovernor  Fletcher  in  101)3,  whicli 
ill  effect  established  the  church  of  lMii;-land  in  the  counties  of 
New  York,  Westchester,  (^)tii'eiis  and  Richmond,  under  the 
patronage  of  the  government.  J^y  this  act  the  inhahifants  of 
each  cfuiuty  named  were  to  choos.;  annually  tiui  \  esirymi  ii  and 
two  church  wardens.  These  ollicers  wpre  em[)owered  to  make 
choice  of  the  nnnisttu'  or  nnnisters  for  each  dislric^r,  and  for 
the  su])])ort  of  these  miiusters  a  certain  sum  was  dii'ected  to  be 
assessed  on  the  inhabitants  of  all  denominal  ioll^  in  each 
county.  The  act  indeed  <lid  not  especia I ly  cn joi u  that  iheuiin 
isters  so  chosen  should  bi;  of  I  he  l'',[)iscopal  church,  and  b\'  an 
explanatory  act.  |)assed  se\'cral  ycai's  aftciward,  it  was  even  de- 
clared that  dissenting  ministers  might  be  clio^cn.  IJy  lodging 
the  right  of  choice,  lujwever,  with  the  v<'>t  r_\iiicn  and  church 
waideiis  aloui',  it  was  \vell  known  thai  l"'i[)iscopal  ndnisters 
would  of  course  be  always  elected. 

Though  this  law  remaineil  upon  the  statute  book  duriuLi,-  the 
colonial  |ieriod  it  liecame  lo  a  di'L;iee  ino[>era  ( ixc,  ihrough  the 
nniniticent   bequest  of  Judge  Ihixbur}  madi' some  years  later. 

Ill  170(5  Ivev.  ,lolin  Talbot  was  sent  here  as  a  missioiiar\',  but 
a  church  in  iVew  ,lers(/y  share(l  his  ministrations.  S.joii  alter 
he  was  succeeded  l)y  the  Rev.  fhieas  ^[(d\ell/.il^  ('al"chists  or 
schoolmasters  Win'n  em])loyed  under  the  direction  of  (he  so- 
ciety as  early  as  1712.  Before  this  time  e\'eii,  the  mait(ir  of 
erecting  a  (ihiirch  building  was  talked  of.  They  wen;  then 
using  the  J'^'tuich  church  foi'  I  heir  worship.  ()n  lln-  (Iih  of 
August,  1711,  William  Tillyi/r  and  .Mary,  his  wife,  ga\e  to  tlie 
society  a  building  site  foi'  a  church  and  luiiial  ground  at  the 
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lieud  of  Fresh  kill,  on  Ivailc's  lu'ck.  lii  171:5  ;i  donation  of 
one  luuulred  ;uul  lil'ly  lucres  of  land  was  made  (o  this  (diiireli 
by  the  generosity  of  A<lol[thiis  Philips,  counselloi';  Lancasler 
(Symes,  a  captain  in  h'oit  Lewis;  l^hene'/ei'  Wilson  and  Peter 
Faulconer,  inerehants,  all  of  Xi'W  York.  This  was  sidd  l)y  the 
ti'nst(:'es,  and  another  jiiece  of  gronnd,  more  conveniently  lo- 
cated, was  pu rcdiased  for  a  ulehr.  1  )nring  the  yea r  171;;  a  cli undi 
was  erected  on  the  uronnd  \\  hi(di  two  years  Ixd'oic  had  been 
given  for  the  [III i'])ose.  This  was  a  ])]ain  stone  striictiiie,  and 
as  far  as  anything  is  known  stimd  on  substantially  t he  same 
site  now  occupied  by  St.  Andrew's  church  at  JMcdinioiid.  In 
the  year  last  mentioned  Mr.  Alclveiizie  wiites  to  the  society 
that  during  the  lifst  seven  years  of  his  ministry  here  lie  hail 
pveaclied  "upon  snlferanci^  in  a  /'Vc^/zc/!.  ( !liiirtdi,"'  but  the(diui  (di 
peo]»le  had  now  "got  a  pretty  handsome  church  of  their  own 
to  [irea(di  in,"  and  a  house  was  about  being  built  on  the  recently 
[)urchased  glebe. 

'J'he  church  was  now  established  nnder  the  I'oyal  (diarter  of 
Queen  Anne,  who  also  presented  the  church  with  [irayer  books, 
a  pulpi t  cover,  a  silver  communion  service  and  a  bell.  The 
names  of  prominent  fi eeholders  on  the  island,  aitacln-d  to  this 
chinch,  apiiear  in  the  (•liarfer,  as  follow^;  l^llis  l)iixbnry, 
Thomas  llarmer,  Angustin  <iraham.  .ioseph  .Vrrow  smit h, 
Lambeit  Uerritson,  Nat  haniid  Hritlain,  William  Tillyer,  IJich 
ai'd  ^Merrill,  .bjhn  iNbugan  and  Alexamhu'  Stewart. 

In  1718  l"]]lis  I )iixbiiry  bcqueatlied  to  this  church  an  extensive 
tract  of  land.  His  will  in-ars  date  May  Ti,  17IS,  and  it  was  ad- 
mitted to  probate  October  'J-J  following.  Tlu'  [uoperiy  was  a 
lilantation  of  two  hundred  acres,  situated  on  the  mu'tlieasl  ex- 
tremity of  I  he  lid ;  and  cons,'(|Ut'nl  I  \'  the  poi  n  i  i  if  land  at  Xt'W 
liriglilon  \sa>,  iiiiiila  ii'criii  daO',  grnnally  known  as  ••piix- 
biiry ' s  1  'oi lit a  nd  soiuci  i iiii's  ' •  '['he  ( J  li'l  h'."  1 1  w  as  luHpiea t  hcd 
to  the  ndnisii'i',  chiircli  wai'deiis  and  scstry  of  St.  .Andrew's 
(diur(di,  for  the  only  use  and  mainteiianci'  <d'  the  minister  and 
iiiciimbi'iit.  The  property  still  owned  liy  thechiircli  at  Toinp- 
kinsville  and  its  vicinity  is  a  part  of  this  bequest.  IjeiiiL;  a  de- 
vise to  a  I'eligioiis  incorpiu'a  I  ion,  it  was  \did  by  law,  but  as  the 
title  (d'  the  church  was  never  (.lisputed,  ami  as  the  stale  by  sev- 
eral acts  incidentally  recou-in/.ed  its  \'alidity,  to  say  nothing  (jf  a 
pos.session  of  imui^  than  a  century  and  a  half,  the  title  has  hmg 
ago  become  nnimpea(diable.     \'>y  the  same  will  the  (dinndi  re-

Rev 
Jlichinond  ('lianninu-  Moon-,  I'ector  of  tlu'  chitreh  at  Ki(dimond, 
oHicialed  in  it  until  he  left  the  parish.  A  fler  his  depart  ure,  his 
son,  Hev.

After 
his  death,  I  In-  sei'\ices  in  the  cha[)el  were  coiuluctcd  liy  .sc\eral 
clergymen  temp(jrarily  engaged  until  May,  ISHl),  whtMi  aiiothei' 
parish  was  oi'ganized,  and  Trinity  cha}iel  bi^came  thr;  ('hintdi  nf 
the  Ascension.

Theodore  Ii'ving,  LL.  I).,  of  Newburgh.  The  (•ongri'ga ti<jn  in- 
creased so  rajiidly  that  the  old  fninic  building  was  f(Miud  \n  l)e 
insuthcient,  and  the  erection  of  a  new  (diiirch  was  determined 
upon.  The  coi-ner  stone  of  the  new  edilice  was  laid  with  a]i- 
])roi)riate  cer(^monies  on  the  :](tth  day  of  August,  1870,  and  was 
first  oiiened  for  divine  service  (ui  Ascension  i)ay,  May  iO,  ]871.

Its  cost  was  J^f), 831.34.  The  linaiuaal  condition  (d'  Iheidinridi 
was  for  nuiiiy  years  considei'ably  dei)res-,ed,  and  iinall\'  llie 
Iniilding  was  sold  nndei'  a  foreclosui'e  in  isi'd.  It  was  [nii'- 
chased  by  Ml'.  Ward,  and  by  him  resold  lo  the  (diundi  on  easy 
tei'ins  of  payment.  Slill  laler,  I  his  generous  bi-md'actor  of  I  he 
chureh.  Judge  Albert  W^ard,  jiroiiosed  lo  eri'cl  al  his  own  e.x- 
pense  a  handsome  stone  (•hui'(di  and  donale  ii  to  ihe  [)arish,  on 
certain  conditions,  whicdi  were  accejited,  and  the  coiaaM'  si  one 
of  the  new  (diurtdi  was  laid  Se]itember  21),  I8(i().  Thi^  eondi- 
tions  referred  to  were  that  the  parisli  should  build  a  i-i-ctory 
and  furnish  I  he  new  (dinrch.  This  building  (d'  the  new  eiinrch 
was  completed  in  1S70,  and  the  lirst  s.'rvice  Indd  in  il  on  Ivisler 
day,  A])ril  17th.  The  church  was  rormally  consecrated  ^lay 
31st,  following,  the  cori)orate  name  having  been  changed  to  "St. 
Panl's  Afemorial  ('hurch,  Edgewater."  The  "  niemoriaT'  was 
with  resi)ect  to  Miss  Mary  Mann  AVard,  a  sister  of  thi?  donm'. 
The  building  is  one  of  very  substantial  arcdii tect ure  and  ciiU 
struction,  aiul  is  said  to  have  cost  abont  $5(t,()()(). 

The  rectors  acting  in  this  church  lia\'<^  been:  W'illiam  II. 
Walter,  18;{(5  to  December  3,  18:58,  e.V(;ept  during  a  leave  (d'  ab- 
sence from  Novembei',  1837,  to  the  time  of  his  I'esignat ion,  his

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ixndll.  C.  Sliinieall;  Williani  Waltdii,  December  '37,  IS'.]',),  to 
October  1,  '1843  ;  Oordoii  Wiiisbnv,  iMay  1,  US44  to  April,  b^.Vi  ; 
Cliarles  A.  Mai^s()Il,  July,  ]8;')2,  (o  April,  IS.")?;  K.  II.  Ure.ssy, 
October,  ISf)!),  to  November,  1801;  T.  \V .  Puiinett,  Ncjvember, 
1801,  to  February,  1875;  Oharle.s  B.  Oolliii,  Apiil,  187."),  to  his 
death,  July  10,  1875;  Albert  U.  Stanl(;y,  N(.veml)ei',  lS7r),  lo 
jNfay  1,  1882  ;  and  Henry  N.  Wayne,  Jnly  1,  1S82,  the  i)rese.nt 
rector. 

Of  St.  Luke'.s  Cliurcdi,  liossvilh',  \vt?  have  been  able  to  [iro- 
cui'e  only  a  lueagre  acconiil.  'l'\\c  pari.sh  regi.slei'  appears  to  have 
beeu  iiiiperi'ectly  kept.  The  (■hnicli  edilice  was  (M'ected  in  J84;), 
and  its  first  rector  was  llev.  C.  D.  Jackson  ;  he  odiciated  some 
six  or  seven  years,  when  he  died  in  \Vestchest(n'  conuty.  He 
was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  William  TI.  "Rees,  wIkj  odiciated 
about  live  years,  when  he  died  at  Newaik,  N.  J.  'J'li((  lu-xt  rec- 
tor of  whom  we  liiul  any  account  was  the  Rev.  Jesse  Round, 
who  died  in  the  parish  after  a  sei'vice  o^  some  nine  or  ten  years. 
JTe  was  succeeded  by  I  lie  Rev.  llt;nry  II.  Rean,  who,  aflei-  sev- 
eral years'  service,  also  died  in  the  |)arish.  'I'luMe  have  been 
other  rectois,  but  there  is  no  record  of  them.  The  prest'iit  rec- 
tor is  the  ]{ev.  AN'illiam  AV^ardlaw. 

The  Church  of  the  I loly  Comfortei',  located  at  Eltinf^villr,  was 
opened  for  worship  October  8,  180."),  its  erection  beim;-  laru,ely 
due  to  the  elbu'tsof  Mr.  Albeit  Journeay,  assisted  l)y  the  ladies 
of  the  neighborhood.  The  building  was  designed  by  Mr.  [Jp- 
john,  the  ai'chitect  of  Ti'inity  (;linrch.  Thei)arish  was  organized 
October  24,  1805;  the  incorporators  W(;re  Albei't  J(Mirneay, 
James  Guyon,  Kdward  Hankei',  Jr.,  S.  K.  Raymond,  John  W^. 
Mei'sereau,  Jr.,  and  (Miarh-s  K.  Ivobins.  The  church  ('(liiicc  was 
consecrated  May  21i,  ISOS.

J(dinson,  sin'ceeded  him  in  1875,  and  liasnnu- 
istered  to  the  clinich  since  I  hat  lime,  'i'he  present  ninnber  ol 
commuidcants  is  about  three  Imndred,  representing  about  two 
hundred  and  twenty  fannlics.

(irdained  on  or  about  .Vugusi  ■i:5,  171)7,  and  at  once  became  [)as- 
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toi'  dl'  (Ill's  ell II rcli,  \\'liic]i  he  cdiil  i II  iiinl  to  seL'Vt;  until  ;il loii  t  I  .S08, 
\vlii'ii  lie  resigned.  Jlr  \\;i.s  siicc('l'(1im1  liy  llcv.  Niclinlas  ('u.v, 
\\\\n  luul  bfi'ii  (iichiiiied  to  tlie  iiiiuisiiy,  but  dit'il  slim  ll)'  nl'li-r- 
\v;ii(l,  when  tlic  [iiilpit  was  >?ui)|)lit"(l  )iy  diU'ciciit  ones  l\)r  a  }-i'ar 
or  molt'. 

Uj)  to  this  time  iiieetin<j,'s  liad  been  lield  in  tlie  open  air,  lu  i- 
vate  dwell in,>i,s  and  school  iiouses.  In  the  early  [)arL  of  ISO'J  it 
A\as  I'esolved  to  build  a  nieelinu,'  house.  This  I'esolulioii  was 
carried  into  ed'ect,  and  the  house  bcin^  siillicieiil  ly  completed, 
was  opened  for  divine  worshi]!  on  tlit^  24th  of  the  rollowin^'  Oc- 
tobei'.  The  lirst  sermon  in  it  was  delivered  by  Parkin- 
son, of  the  First  liaptist  church  in  New  YtJi'k.  This  biiildiiuj,- 
was  about  twenty  by  thirty  feet  in  si/.e,  and  it  stood  on  the  side 
of  tilt?  hill  at  the  junction  of  tht'  old  (Tove  r(rad  and  I  lie  lJi(di- 
mond  road,  in  the  town  of  Soutlilield.  Though  I  he  building- has 
long-  since  disappeared,  its  site  is  still  marked  ))y  the  graves 
which  were  made  near  it,  of  some  of  the  oldest  niend)<:!rs  of  the 
denomination.  This  was  the  only  edilice  owned  by  this  dciiomi- 
nation  in  the  county  up  to  the  year  isiii).  It  was  kno\\  ii  as  the 
"  Old  Clove  (Miiirch,"  and  for  many  yi^ars,  ij\Tn  after  (lie  dale 
mentioned,  was  l  he  fa.\'iirei|  center  to  wllicll  melliliei'S  of  I  lie  sect 
caiiMi  to  worship  from  many  of  the  surrounding  \ill:iges. 

Rev.  .lames  Ihaice  com  meiiced  li  is  jiastoiat  e  here,  -May  I,  bSlO, 
and  was  ordained  at  tie.'  Flist  (diiiicli  in  Mew  V(jrk,  on  the  'Jlst 
of  June  following.  IJe  was  then  a  young  man,  and  soon  en- 
deared hinisidf  to  the  church  by  his  elforts  as  a  ftiithfii  1  ;ind 
earnest  ])astor.  His  career  was  cut  short  by  death  in  February, 
1811.  Uev.  Samuel  ('arpenler  was  called  in  Seiilember  follow- 
ing, and  was  pastor  of  the  chui'ch  until  liis  lesignation  in  Marcli, 
1813.  DilVereiit  ministers  su])])lied  ihe  pulpit  now  until  the 
pastorate  of  Flder  KoImmI  1'\  U'a  lub  il  pli,  of  Sampiowii,  N.  ,1., 
\\lii<'li  began  .Viigusl  (1,  IS!  7.  Ilere^i^lled  in  the  spring  of  181'.), 
and  ill  Ma\'  of  that  year  was  succeeded  by  Tliiuiias  I!.  Sle\'eii- 
soii,  I  Ikmi  a  licentiate.  i'.aplisms  were  at  that  time  frequent  ly 
performed  oil  I  lie  shore  near  John  Jjo(Jveriiia n' s  farm  at  .Mari- 
ners llarbcu',  as  well  as  (Ui  the  slioi'ii  on  the  south  side  of  the 
island.  },\v.  Stevenson  was  (U'dained  on  the  2r)th  of  August, 
1811),  and  continued  to  labor  successfully  wit  h  t  his  congrega- 
tion until  August,  182-?,  when  he  resigiuHl  to  become  a  mission- 
ui'y.  After  an(jtlier  jieriod  of  unsettled  sup])ly  the  ]mlpit  was 
lilled  by  Arnia  ]l.  Martin,  a  liceiitiaJe  of  lUithel  Jiaptist  cliuich

liiiiilly  settled,  (Hi  a  N.-ilary  nf  three  luindred  dollars  a  year  and 
some  ])eriiiiisites  ill  iIk;  line  (if  ] ir< i\'isi(iiis  for  fainily  use.  Ih; 
was  oi'daiiied  .luiit.'  U,  hs-j-l.  At  this  lime  tlie  juemlteisliii)  cd'  iIh? 
ehurcli  mtmbeied  lifty  peisoiis,  consisting"  of  lildeeii  nudes  and 
tlnrtydi ve  females. 

The  worls.  of  the  cliurch  now  moved  steadily  foiward.  ^fi-t-t- 
ings  were  lu'ld  in  the  neighl)orliood  of  Rossville.  i  hen  known  as 
the  "West  (^)iiarler."  A  jiarsonage,  staiidiiii;'  o])])osile  the 
t'liiireli,  was  i)iircliased  during  tin;  JirsI,  year  of  .Mr.  .Marliii's 
pastorate,  and  the  linal  iiaymeiil  on  if  was  niadr'  in  I  )ecend)ei', 
1827.  Tile  history  of  the  church  was  iiiievt/nl  I'lil  diiriiiL;'  a 
|)e)  io(l  of  several  }'eais,  t^KcepI  that  the  .\rariuers'  llarhor  iiumii- 
bers  grew  stronger  in  their  desire  for  a  church  building  nearer 
tlieir  lionies,  and  in  ]8l)()  succeeded  in  erecting  one  at  (Iranile- 
ville.  In  May,  1834,  ihe  lueinbershi i>  of  tin'  church  was 
seventy-six.  Mr.  Martin's  pastoi'ate  closed  wilh  his  deatlu

Samuel  White  was  called  and  liecaine  the  ])astor  of  ihis 
cliurch. Inne  I,  I8:!().  I'lider  his  niiiiist  ra  I  ions  (he  ineinl  lei'shi )  > 
iiicr(-ased  iinlil  in  ISlo  it  reached  one  hiiiidre(l  and  thirly  lour. 
In  ISII  however,  it  was  reduced  lo  ii  i  iiei  y -i  lnve,  \>y  the  wiih- 
drawal  of  llie  church  al  ( )  ra  ii  i  I  e\ i  1  le.  The  (dd  church  now  felt 
inio  a  decline,  and  for  se\'eral  years  was  barely  able  foi'  ;i  paci 
(d'  the  lime  lo  maiiilain  regular  Sal)l)alh  services.  I'lider  Wdiile 
was  assisted  in  the  few  lasi  years  of  his  life  by  su[)|ilie.^  w  ho 
preached  in  the  braie'li  church  and  part  of  the  lime  in  I  he  ()ld 
(Jlove  cliurch.  He  died  May;{,  bSli;!,  afler  a  pastorale  of  tw  eni  v'- 
11  ve  years,  dii  ring  which  linn.;  In-  had  ba  [il  i/,e(  [  i  w  o  h  ii  ic  1  red  and 
lifly  iwo  pei->oii^,  of  whom  se\eial  becanic  liceiitiales  or  tii- 
dained  minisieis.  In  much  of  liisre\i\al  work  he  w  as  a■>^islcd 
by  ihe  U'ew  Mr.  Ailhiir,  falln-r  of  l'\- I'n'.sident  ( Mie--|er  A. 
.\rllinr.  Mr.  Wdiile's  remains  wen^  deposiled  in  I  he  family 
\'a  III  t  in  the  grounds  of  I  he  church  a  I  ( i  rani  I  e\  i  I  le,  on  the  ( ;  u  ii 
I'^achu-y  road. 

hiiriiig  the  summer  of  ISC):!,  .Mr.  Patterson,  a  son  in  law  of 
Mr.  Wdiite,  became  past(U' of  the  church  and  coiilinued  in  thai 
capacity  until  May,  Tsii,").  Following  that  date  ihe  church  had 
sii  [iplies  for  se\'era  1  years,  and  d  ii  i  iiig  I  ha  t  lime  i  l  s  Ii  fe  seemed  I  o 
dissolve  into  that  of  ihe  branch  church  al  ( i  ranileville.  In 
18G8,  the  title  to  the  Old  Chn-e  church  became  \esled  in  the 
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heirs  ol'  Mr.  While  in  li([ui(l;iti(iii  oT  a  chiiiii  w  liicli  lie  had  h»ii,i2; 
held  against  the  chmch.  Tlu;  biiihliiiL;'  was  arierwaul  used  as  a 
school  house  I'oi' sevt'ial  yeai's,  Itiit  in  IS77  it  was  taken  dnwn, 
and  a  local  wi-itei'  of  its  liislory  \'ei'y  apprupiialely  says: 
"(Jidy  the  er  nnihlinL;',  nH)ss-('(  i\  cred  stones  Avhich  mail;  lln^ 
I'estiiiij,'  ])hices  ol'  tiie  loiii;'  1  )n I'iei  1  haplist  dead  itMiiaiii,  as  tiilini;- 
syndjols  to  mark  tlie  spot  u  heic  died  I  he  fairest,  In  iulilest, 
i'ondest  h()]ies  ol'  tlie  early  eoiwerls  and  the  mother  (liureii.

A  new  house  of  worship  was  l)iiilt'  by  the  old  (dnircdi  on  a  sile 
at  Graiiiteville  aliout  half  a  mih;  (^asl  of  the  "Norlh"  chnreli. 
'IMiis  is  the  bnildiiiL;'  \vhl(di  stands  on  the  "  (Jun  h'actoiy  road." 
It  was  opened  for  woiship  in  Ajiiil,  1S4'2,  the  Uev.  Sp<Mieer  II. 
Cone  preaching  the  lirst  sermon.  This  branch  of  the  old 
"Clove"  seci'imnl  to  i)rosj)er  for  a  time,  lull  after  the  death  of 
Mr.  White  it  fell  into  (h^cline.  1^  rom  ISO?  to  1870  it  was  seldom 
opened  for  woj'shij).  Mr.  Waters  was  tMiiployed  a  few  months 
in  the  latter  year.  .lolin  A.  Wilson  prea(died  during  the  latter 
l»art  of  1871,  to  May,  1872,  and  Henry  Willets  followed  a  short 
time.  In  !St?j)t(!nib(U',  J87~J,  J)nncan  \ Diing  b(H'aine  pastor  and 
continued  Chi'ee  years.  Ivev.  Jackson  (JaNiin  labored  eight 
months,  beginning  in  .laiinaiy.  1870.  John  I!.  Pahcrl,  in 
|)i'cember,  1877,  began  ser\ingasa  sn  pply,  a  flei'  llie  house  had 
been  closed  o\a'r  a  yea r.  lie  leiiia i iied  till  July,  I87'.i.  .1  aiiies  15.

])eriods,  but  no  services  have  beiui  held  in  it  since  ISSo.  About

-llliof  jMay.  Dni'ing  his  pastoi'ate  a  remarkable  revival  oc 
cni'red,  known  as  the  re\'ival  in  the  old  Kubber  I'^adory  "  at 
what  is  m)w  West  New  Bi-ighton.  Kifty-oiic  ba[itism>  wci'e  lie- 
I'esulf  of  this.  The  members  of  this  church  now  ivx.hi'd  [•! 
build  a  lujirse  of  W(»iship  at  J'ni't  Kichmond.  This,  a  modest 
frame  building,  was  erected,  and  it  was  dedicated  l'\'bi'nary 
27,  18-fl!.  Sei'\'ices  wei'i'  then  hehl  in  both  houses;  at  (!i-anite 
ville  in  I  he  morning  and  I'ort  U'ichmondin  l  he  e\  t'uinu.  This 
arrangement  cont  iniu'd  nnlil  f'ebi  uary  IT),  bsfi?,  when  the(iian- 
iteville  eililice  became  the  ])roperty  of  the  .Mariners"  llarb(U' 
(dinrcli,  tugani/.ed  al  that  time. 

The  laboi's  of  M  |-.  Seely  closed  August  I.  ISI."),  and  he  was 
succeeded  by  luw.  l)a\'id  .Moi'ris.  whose  sei'\'ice  coiiliuueil  till 
May  1,  18I'.>.  lie  was  followed  by  IJe\  .  15.  C.  Tow  iisiaid.  w  ho 
served  the  chnich  fi'om  .Ma}',  iS.^iO,  to  .Ma\\  IS.^^i".*.  .\aron  .lack- 
son,  the  foni'th  pastor,  ga>'e  idue  months'  sei  vice.  ,b  hn  Seage 
Itecame  [lasior  in  May,  bS.i:!.  and  resigned  in  May,  18.^)(;.  He 
was  followed  by  Z.  V.  Wild,  May  1,  18,')<;,  to  May  IT),  I  Sf.S.  dur- 
ing which  time,  I'^ebiimry  IT),  ISf)?,  forty  eight  nu'inbi-i's  were 
distnissed  to  constitute  (he  Maiiners'  Harbor  Ij.aplisi  cliuridi. 
The  energies  of  the  i*oi't  b'ichmond  <'hur<'h  were  now  cniicen- 
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t.Jiitcd  upon  its  own  localily,  llioii^hiL  \v;is  wcakt'iicd  liy  the 
\\  i t  lidrawal  of  st)  hiri^e  a  iiiinibei'. 

George  \V .  Dodge  became  pastoi-  in  Angus!,  IS.IS,  and  re- 
signed, in  .liine,  Usr>'J.  In  Deceinlicr,  ISdn,  \\'.  A.  I'arnes  liecaine 
pastor,  l)Uf  was  dismissed  about  two  mmitlis  latei'.  Tlu'  (Jiit- 
look  of  tlie  church  at  this  rinu-  seemed  darlv,  and  for  several 
years  its  existence  seemed  a  stiuggh.'  l)iMweeti  lite  and  ih^iith, 
in  which  the  chances  trendiled  in  th(i  l)ahince.  Not  until  the 
summer  o!  bs(itdid  the  chm-cli  enjoy  ministrations  of  a 

settled  pastor,  though  for  a.  whih'  tin.*  Rev.  W .  I!.  Sclirojie 
served  them  as  a  supply.

Edward  Weir,  Catherine, loui'iieay, 
(Jillatta  .Murray,  Catheiine  Hly,  Alice  A.  bjllis,  Pho'be  Amlro- 
vette,  Alalvina  Ellis,  Mahala  .Vrnett,  Sai'ah  .Vnn  Slorer,  Ann 
Androvette,  nannah  Martin  and  i\[ary  jM-neilict.  A  Sunday 
school  was  opened  I  he  lirst  Sunday  in  .May,  18111,  with  .Mi's. 
Catherine  Ely,  sui)erintendent .

Jlev.  Artliur  Day  became  [)astor  of  both  cliuirhi's  .laiiiiai')^  1, 
1801  ;  and  resigned  in  Jaiuiary,  ISt!;?.  Sup])lies  ToUowimI  until 
AVilliani  James  was  settled  over  both  cluuches  in  .laniiary, 
1805,  contiiiuirig  to  February,  18(30.  William  W.  Harris  was 
pastor  from  February  20,  18(57,  to  Mai'ch  J,  1801).  Daviil  Taylor 
was  pastor  one  yeai'  from  -lune  1,  bs(;i).  Tlit^  connection  be- 
tween this  and  tlie  South  church  in  ministerial  suppi}-,  was 
dissolved  in  hS7().  Since  then  this  church  has  had  no  se[)arate 
pastor,  but  has  been  occasionally  sui)[)lied  by  renewal  for  short 
periods  of  the  association  with  the  South  church.

A  fler  lengi  h)' 
dis(aissi()n  tlui  (u-gani/.al  ion  of  a  chui'ch  Ihmc  was  ell'ecied  |)e 
(•ember  II,  I8r)i),  by  the  name  of  the  "  Soul  h  (Jhurch  of  Sla  ten 
island."  The  nHMid)ers  of  this  new  oi'gani/.alion,  who  had  with- 
drawn from  the  West  church,  wcreT.  W  ( 'ouw  ay,  .lolm  TncUi'r. 
S.  r..  lla/elitm,  (b'orge  D.  l'M-h.M\  William  Toole),  Isabella 
iMsher,  Mary  Wrille,  Saiah  .\.  I'lllis,  Maria  T.  lla/.ellou.  Isa- 
bella Ayer,  Mehina  ('ole,  Ann  Sl(»rer  and  S.  1  >.  IJeed. 

The  coriu'i' ston(^  of  a  lu'w  (Mlilici;  was  laid,  and  recognition 
services  lu^ld,  j\b)nday,  h'ebruary  S,  liSdO.  The  chinch  was  sup- 
plied with  ministei'ial  service  in  connection  with  the  AW'st 
church  until  bs7().  The  church  wascleaied  of  debt  in  .\ugn->t, 
1871,  which  hap>py  condition  was  biought  about  largely  by  the 
generous  assistance  of  Mi'.  ,)ohn  Turner,  who  himself  assumed 
one  half  the  burden,  and  in  addil  i(Mi  erected  at  his  own  expense 
a  lecturer  room  in  I'ear  of  the  church.

The  pulpit  \v:is  filled  by  temporary  sni)plies  t'loin  October 
1871,  to  St'[ilt'mbi3i\  KSTf),  when  the  South  and  Wesi  chiirclifs 
were  again  united  in  pastoral  supitort  iind(.*i'  tin-  niinistial  ion  of 
Isaac  W.  ]5rinekerh(jir,  who  coulinued  to  st-rvf  tluMu  till  .lul\' 
1,  1881.  Calvin  A.  Hare  becanK,^  i)a.slor  (jf  the  S(jnth  ciiiiich 
April  10,  18S2,  andrenuiined  until  1884,  when  T.  IJuidette  15olt 
wasi  called.    The  membership  now  numbers  about  one  hundred. 

The  First  J'aptist  churcrh  of  New  Hiinhton  has  bt;en  rec<'nlly 
ui'ganized.  The  I'avorable  location  and  the  earnestwork  put 
I'oith  bid  fair  to  establish  a  lai'ge  Baptist  intei'est  here. 
Ilev.  J.  B.  ?irc(^)uilhiu  was  the  first  pastor.  The  church  was  m'- 
ganized  in  June,  18SI,  with  thirteen  membeis.  In  Novenilx^' 
of  the  same  year  the  (diurch,  having  secured  a  lease  of  the  Uni- 
tarian house  of  worshii)  on  (Jliiiton  av(inue,  e.xtended  a  call  to 
the  Kev.  J.  B.  AfcQuillan,  then  of  Patterson,  N.  J.,  to  beconu- 
tlieii' pastor.  I  lis  past(U  al  term  began  on  the  first  Sabbalh  in 
January,  188;").  A  bai)tist(iry  has  been  placed  iu  the  church, 
and  several  candidates  have  been  immersed,  the  first  in  New 
J3righton  foi'  upwai-ds  of  forty  3'ears.  The  (diurch  now  uuiu- 
Iters  tliirly-ono'  members.  It  was  duly  recognized,  according  to 
tlie  custom  of  the  denomination,  by  a  council  of  Ihe  Southern 
New  York  15aptist  Association,  on  the  2d  of  February,  188(5. 
Mr.  McQuillan  resigned  -luly  1,  1887,  and  the  church  is  at 
present  without  a  regular  ])astor. 

The  introduction  (d"  iMethodism  (ui  Stateii  Island  is  due  to 
the  ])erseveriiig  efforts  of  a  Few  zealous  indi\ id  iia  Is  coiuiected 
with  the  denomination  in  New  Jersey  and  elsewhere.  Thelirst 
]\l(!thodisl  sermon  |)reaclied  on  llie  island  was  in  November, 
1771,  by  h'raiicis  Asbiiry,  in  the  house  of  oiu'  Beter  Vnn  Bell, 
only  twch  e  da\  s  after  his  arri\al  iu  America. 

it  is  lo  (111'  miwe:irit'd  hibor.-^  of  TIioiikis  .Miui'ell  and  IJobert 
Cloud,  (wo  [)reacliers  atlaclied  |(»  the;  l'ili/,;d  lel  li  I  o\\  ii  circuil, 
thai  lliis  church  is  (diielly  indebied  for  its  org;i  uizal  ion.  (  )f 
iMori'ell  it  is  said  ihat  he  had  Ixnui  a  soldier,  and  l)or<'  uiiou  his 
person  scai's  of  wounds  I'eceived  iu  lighting  for  his  counlry. 
He  was  also  a  man  <d'  more  than  ordiu;iry  aliililies  and  actiuii't-!- 
UKjuls.  ()!'  ihe  local  pi'eachers,  Wdlliaiu  (!olewas  iiiosi  prom- 
inent, and  during  llie  inlervals  bel  ween  (he  visits  of  lie-  iiin- 
erants,  fr(-quently  (dlicialed  in  privali;  houses,  school  houses, 
barns  or  any  oilier  [tlace  llial  oll'ered. 

On  the  hflh  day  of  May,  1787,  thelirst  Methodist  .society  on 
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Stateu  Island  was  or^aiii/ed,  ami  llic  following-  jx-i'sfdis  were 
elected  tnistces  to  take  care  ol'  the  tempi  »ial  i  I  ifs  of  lln'  churcli, 
viz.:  Abraliam  (,'ole  (at  whose  house  tin'  im'cliiiL:,-  was  hi'hl  i, 
l)cii  jamiii  hiakcaiid  John  I  li  1 1  ycr,  lirst  cl;ls^,  1  o  sei  \f  one  year; 
(jilhei't 'I'otteii,  .loliii  Slaiij,lil  ami  Joseph  Wood,  siToml  class, 
to  serve  two  years;  Joseph  'J'oti(M),  l^lias  I'rici;;  and  Israel  l)is- 
osway,  tliird  class,  to  serve  thrcf  years. 

]\Ieasiires  were  tlieii  adopted  to  (M'et^t  a  house  of  woi'shi[),  and 
the  following  ai)peal  to  the  Clii  istian  communit\'  was  juiunnl- 
gated: 

"'To  all  Charitahlc,  wdl-disposcd  ( Jlii'isi  ians  of  cvi.m'v  <h'noni- 
in;ition  ol'  Stateii  Ishuul.  Whereas  the  1  nhahitunts  on  the

\Vorshi]),  so  that  numbers,  moi'e  esjiecially  (d'  the  poorer 
and  middling  raid\:s  of  People  who  have  not  ( laj  i  iaues,  cVc, 
are  necessai'ily  pr(:Mdu(h:'d  from  attending  the  Woishi])  of  (iod 
in  a  r*ublic  maniu'r,  their  Children  also  lose  the  iMUhdlf  of  Pub- 
lic Instruction,  and  it  is  to  be  feared  the  ( 'onstviui-nce  will  l)e 
to  tlie  rising  (leneration  a  settled  Contempt  for  the  wor^hip  of 
God  and  the  ordiuiiuces  of  the  House. 

"To  remedy  as  far  as  human  prudem.'e  can  Ivvlend  tin'  afore- 
said, and  numy  other  luctuiveuieuces  that  uduhl  bi'  named,  i  he 
iuend)ers  of  the  ^lethodist  ^[jiscoiial  (Miurch  on  saiil  Inland 
ha\e  chosen  trustees  agreeabh;  lo  Law  in  order  lo  l^h'ect  a 
<Jhurch  foi'  the  Perlormance  of  Divine  Service,  and  lis  Sin)[)osed 
l)y  the  Plessing  of  (lod  this  niay  be  the  uumu  ;  of  m)t  only 
benetitting  tlie  pi'eseni  Generation,  but  that  A'nmbers  Yet  un- 
born nuiy  ha\'e  reason  to  Praise  (Jod  for  the  piou'-;  Care  of  iheii' 
forefatluu's.  Mut  as  t  his  will  be  A  I  tended  with  a  heavy  Ivvpeiice, 
to  which  the  memliei-s  id'  said  ('hui'i'h  are  Inadeqnaie,  ihi'v 
hereby  K'especll'id  solicit  ihe  hunaticui  <it  all  such  w  lio  a  ic  \s  i  1 1

Jt  is  said  ot  Tsrael  Disosway,  that  in  addition  lo  liis  snhsci  i])- 
tion,  which  is  th(.'  hii'gesi  on  iIk'  list,  he  gave  the  tiniher  i'or 
ei'ecting  tin;  new  (diin(di,  out  of  his  o\\  n  woods. 
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With  the  siriall  snin  i-ealiz<'d  by  the  sid)sciii)tions  just  men 
tioned,  the  lii'st  Methodist  chiircdi  on  Statcu  Island  wasl)uiU  on 
tlie  site  now  occupied  l)y  the  Woodrow  church  in  Westliehh 
Tliis  building  is  described  as  a  low,  rouglily  built  house,  with 
gable  to  tlie  road,  and  having  sm;ill  windows  and  a  jilaiii  batti'U 
dooi',  the  I'astening  of  which  was  o[)erated  by  the  old  fashioned 
latch-string.  The  interior  showed  a  uni(iue  altar,  high  backed, 
uncushioned  seats,  and  bare  rafters  overhead.    Its  site  was 
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amid  (he  iial  ural  grandeur  of  the  liixiiriaiu  I'nrcsr,  Ijrokcii  liy 
s<;attered  clearings  and  t  ht^  pi  imilivc  liahital  ions  ol'  a  I'l'W  liaidy 
sef tiers. 

That:  the  trustees  took  exrcllciil  eari;  of  tlin  tt'Ui])()ralil  ics  df 
the  eliui'cli  will  be  ]>erceived  I'loiii  Iho  Followiug  (-.vtract  from 
the  oiigiual  'Vl>ay  Uook  :  " 

A  t  a  Miecl  ing  held  ill  t  he  Mfthodisl  (Miuicli  Tor  chosiiig  a 
Saxon  Id  scrv'c  L"or  oikj  ;\  ('ar  in  said  ('liiircli  to  ki'c|)  said  house 
swept  and  samhid  and  scraped  when  I  he 'rriistues  shall  dii  nct, 
and  all  oilier  necessary  du I ys  (A'  a  saxon  i'oj'  I  he  sii iii  < »!'  ti ve 
dollars  ;  Riehai'd  iMier  was  chosen  and  accepicd."'  Subse- 
quently, tlie  ''saxon''  was  allow(3d  one  shilling  "Tor  every 
lire  lie  makes  in  the  .stove,"  adtlitional. 

In  J842  the  i)resent  cliin'cdi  edihce  was  erected  on  the  site  ol' 
the  lorme]'.  This  edihce  is  considerably  larger  than  the  lirst, 
and  encroaches  upon  some  ol'  the  graves  in  the  surniunding 
clinrch-yard  that  W(jie  made  near  the  old  house. 

Tliis  (dd  burial  gicnind  contains  many  old  graves  of  the  (-arly 
inhabilanls.  The  lirst  white  marble  stone  ere(;ted  liere,  we  aie 
told,  is  that  to  the  menioi'y  ot  itev.  ,Iose])h  Totteii,  one  (d  the 
lirst  members  ol'  tln^  Methodist  (thuridi  on  the  island,  lb.'  was 
I'or  twenty-six  yeais  an  ilineraiil  [ireaclier  of  flit!  gospel,  and 
died  May  !2(),  1818,  while  in  charge  of  the  society  of  St.  JolnTs 
church  at  Philadel |)hia.  Immediately  in  i'l-ont  ot  (ln^  chuiidi 
stands  a  plain  mai  ble  monument,  which  marks  the  grave  of  one 
of  the  most  deeply  revered  preachers  of  I  he  church,  well  kieiwii 
as  "old  l^^ather  l)oehiii.'"  The  monniiK'nt  liears  I  In-  follnwing 
inscription  : 

"  Saci'ed  to  the  memory  of  llev.  lleiii'y  I'oehm,  lioi  n  in  Lan- 
caster, I'a.,  June  8,  177r),  died  ou  Stalen  Island,  1  >cceinbci- -.'S, 
ISTT).  A  cculenai  iaii,  \\  ho  was  for  v,'\iMUy  si\  yc;ii'>  an  lh)n- 
ored  aiul  licloved  M ( ■(  1 1 od i si  iiiiiiisicr,  ;is  emiiiriil  for  social, 
Clii'isliaii  and  ministerial  \drlues  as  foi'  lougcviiy  ;  the  associale 
of  r)islio|)  Asbury  and  his  compeers  in  labors  on  earlh,  he  now 
rests  with  I  hem  in  heaven." 

On  Ihe  I  welfth  day  of  l''i'bruary,  bS'J-i,  at  a  meeling  ledd  al 
the  house  of  James  To!  ten,  il  was  iinaniiiioiisly  resohcd  lo 
build  another  house  of  wiwship,  in  llie  low  ii  of  W'i'sllield,  lo  be 
called  "  The  Tabernacle."  .\  church  appears  lo  have  I  ii  or- 
ganized, and  truslees  duly  (diicted.  In  Aiigusl,  b'^'Jii,  a  public 
meeting  was  held  "in  liie  Tabernacle;"  Ihe  edilice  miisl  ihere-

foro  have  been  ei'iMUcd  inmiedia tcly.  Tlif  hiiililiiii;'  was  rciiidN  (■(! 
several  years  since,  the  eslahlislmieiit,  ol'  churches  al  'i'oLlcii- 
ville,  so  near  by,  doing  away  with  tlie  iiccessiiy  fur  a  chiircli 
here.  Its  site  was  a  few  i-ods  s(;iitlieast  nf  I  he  railrnml  stalinii 
at;  Ricliinoiid  Valh.^y.  Some  of  tliti  roiiiidatiDii  siniics  aic  still 
lying  there. 

Tlie  niend)ership  of  tlu^  oi'igiiial  church  was  so  lai'ge  in  the 
neigld)orhood  o]'  'Pol  trii\  ille  lluil  in  18-1!  il  w as  (hM-iiii'd  ;id\  is- 
able  to  oi'gaiiizi!  another  society  lh(!re.  'IMiis  was  doni',  and  llic 
iiann;  "  Hethel  (Mnirch"  given  to  il.  A  (diiiicli  was  cieclcd  in 
18-12,  and  the  society  ])rosp(U'ed.  'I'ln-  chnich  cost  aljoni 
§;H,0()0.  It  was  deslroye<l  by  lire  on  Smida}'  night,  ,Ianuai_v 
10,  188(j.  The  building  at  that  time,  with  iis  furniture,  heating 
apparatus  and  organ,  was  valued  al  about  s2:5,()0(). 

St.  Paul's,  located  also  at  Tottcnville,  was  organized  in  ISHO. 
Immediate  steps  were  taken  to  ere('t  a  housi'  (d  worship.  The 
cornerstone  to  this  was  laid  Sei)l(Mnl)er  ('>,  J8(j1,  and  the  walls 
were  raiudly  raised.,  and  the  building  ad\anccd  toward  c(jmph-;- 
tion.  A  debt  hung  over  the  chni'ch  until  Movcnibci-  KS,  1881, 
when  by  a  libtM'al  ell'ort  it  was  <;leared.  The  debt  then  amounted 
to  §4, {")()().  Among  I  he  foi-emost  iiam«is  on  the  subscia])t ion  f(ji' 
that  pur})ose  and  at  that  time  were  the  following:  Mrs.  h].  P. 
Wood,  81,100  ;  l^avid  C.  ]3utier,  ;  Henry  \'an  Name,  8^'H)  ; 
Aaron  Van  Name,  J?200  ;  Paul  Van  Nanui,  SKiO;  l)ani<d  Ibitler,

'I"he  early  Methodists  did  not  conline  t hei r  ell'ort s  to  llie  town 
of  Westli(dd;  for,  nol  hmg  aftei'  they  had  liecome  douncileij 
thei'e,  a  small  class,  uiuhu-  the  leadeishi[i  ol'  l''Jias  Price,  who 
aflcruai'd  b.'came  a  hical  preacher,  w  as  orga  ni/ed  in  iheiowh 
of  Xorlhlield,  whicdi,  in  ISO'.*,  had  eXpaudi'd  sii  Hicieii  l  ly  io 
wai'ra nl  I  lu^  crea  I  iou  of  a  ne\s'  sociei y ,  a ic  I  l  he  ereei  ion  of  a'  new 
church,  wdiicli  now  is  I'ecognized  as  tlu'  .Vsbnrv  (dinrch  al  \ew 
Springville.  l^'or  more  I  ha  n  thirty  years  ihis  rliurch  was  the 
only  [ilace  of  puldic  worship  possc'ssed  by  tin;  .\b'l  hodists  (d' 
Northlield  and  (laslh^lon.  Il  was  connected  in  pastoral  siii)[)l)' 
with  the  chundi  al  .Mariners"  llaiiuM-  from  bSIV.l  to  ISI'J,  w  hen 
the  latter  chio'oh  seciiretl  a  ministei' ind(^[)emleni  ly  of  this.

Tlir 
next  year  jNIr.  llolx-rt  C  Siinonson  (jU'ernd  a  lol  n(  laud  on  the 
Pond  road,  Poi  t:  Richnioiid,  as  a  Iret:"  gil  l,  il  I  hey  wdiild  i-i'cci  a 
(;]mr(di  th<'reon.  'I'lii.s  (ill'cr  was  at  oner  acccjil cil  by  tliosi.'  re- 
siding in  that,  vicinity,  and  t  he  ^u'opdscd  (■huicli  at  ( ii  aiiiteville 
Avas  abainloned. 

The  ('hnridi  on  lln;  I'oiid  road  \\as  erected  and  dedicated  early 
in  the  winteJ' of  18;)!),  the  conveyance  of  the  lot  from  Mi'.  Sinuni- 
son  being  drtted  I)ecenil)er  i,  18;};).  The  \Vestli(dd  and  N()rth 
Held  cliaiges  wei'e  di\dded  in  KSJO,  and  haniel  ('mss  became 
tlu!  prea(dier  on  this  circnil,  which  was  called  the  \  oil  li  lii'ld 
and  (j>uai'an I ine  niissi(m.  In  1841  this  was  again  divi<li'(l  and 
made  two  circuits,  that  of  ^I'ortlilield  com|)i''hendinL;  Asbin-y 
and  Mariners'  llarliin-,  w  hile  ihis  w  as  known  as  <  ,>iiaraiil  i lu'  and 
Port  lli(dimond.  Of  this  Rev.  iv,  Lntlon  became  puslnr.  His 
name  ai)])ears  with  those  of  nenjamin  Day  and  ■lelfeisdii  bewi.s, 
between  that  date  and  b'~'18.

Tlu'  house  erected  on  the  INuid  road,  now  occujiicMl  by  ihe 
(iermiiu  Lutheran  church,  continued  to  be  their  house  of  wui- 
sliip  uniil  IS5;;,  when  llie)'  erecled  the  lar^'e  and  CdiunuMlious 
brick  church  editice  al  l  he  ciu  iicr  of  I  lie  S|i(ire  road  and  I  )ougaii 
street,  West  JS'ew  ISrighton.  'i'lie  original  building  and  lol  were 
sold  Ai)ril  28,  185;},  to  the  (lei  inan  Evangelical  Lutherans  for 
the  sntn  of  $l,5o().  Tlu,^  new  church  took  the  name  (<f  Trinity, 
and  was  inc(U'i)oiate(l  under  thai  naim^  Jaiiuar}'  10,  185;},  the 
li'usle(.'s  being  Jasptn'  O.  (Jodmus,  .lolin  \V .  Snedeker,  Lewis 
Edwards,  A/ariali  DnidKUu  and  .lohn  Simoiisoii.  Tlui  land 
on  which  the  present  church  and  parsonage  is  l)uili,  const i 
tilted  tlie  lots  nutTibered  45  and  40  of  the  estate  of  John  iiodine, 
yen.,  and  was  i)nrchased  of  Noyes  P.  IL  liarrett,  June  25,  1851, 


Jasper  (f.  Codiniis,  .Toliii  W .  Siiedekcr,  Lewis  iMhsnrds  ami 
John  Siinoiisoii  htiiiii;  lrusrt'<'s.  It  was  suI)m'ii  iiLii  1 1  y  (lisci»\  lmciI 
that  tln;^  title  was  (lefcclive,  inasiiiiich  as  ihe  hiiid  was  cuii- 
veyed  to  the  above  iiaiiied  persons  iiidividiiall}',  and  l)ei'oie  tlie 
incoi'poration;  tlierel'ore  on  tlie  lOth  day  ol'  July,  IHOD,  the  same 
individnals  qiiit-claimcil  tlie  property  t(j  tlie  lrnsr(^es  oT  the 
clmrch,  and  tlms  I'eniedied  the  defect.  The  Ixdl  and  clock  in 
the  tcjwer  of  this  church  were  procured  by  the  contributions 
the  ])eo])le  residing  in  its  \'iciiiity.  'J'he  stt^wards  in  ISS.")  were 
William  Snedekei',  Noah  Sellick,  ^\''illiam  JJambiM',  'W  1).  T^yons, 
M.  1).,  I'enedict  Parkc-r,  (ieor^e  Perit,  !<].  \j.  KtMuifd)-,  l^phraim 
Sniith,  C.  K.  Smdam,  A.  11.  IMchaids  niid  J  \V.  llodinc 

In  18;i8  the  Methodists  of  Marim^rs'  Harbor  rt^solved,  inas- 
nuich  as  a  church  for  their  accommodation  had  l)ecome  a  nec^es- 
sity,  to  erect  one  nearer  their  own  homes.  Accordingly  on  the 
0th  day  ol"  April,  ]8o9,  a  new  society  was  oi'ganized  by  the 
electtion  of  Peter  Braist(;d,  1  Itijiry  Jones,  lU'iijamin  !>.  Kinst-y, 
John  L.  llicliards  and  ] )aniel  Simonsun  as  trustees.  'I'lif  cer- 
tilicate  of  incorporarion  was  i'e(.'orded  on  the  4th  day  ot  May 
following,  and  immediately  thereafter — that  is,  on  the  lllli  of 
tlie  same  month — a  lot  was  pni'chased  for  tln^  considei'a  1  ion 
of  $275,  and  during  tin--  follow  ing  si.x;  months  I  lip  cliuicli  \vas 
erected,  and  on  the  1st  day  of  December,  ISiJlt  it  wa,>  dcilicaicd. 
For  several  years  the  same  [ireachei'  ser\  ed  this  cli  urch,  ami  the 
one  on  "  (he  Neck"  (m»w  Asbury),  but  in  1811)  the  coiinHciiou 
was  severed,  and  ea<'li  church  Iiecame  indcpeiidcul  of  the  other. 
In  1854  a  pai'soiuige  was  [)urchased.  The  iiu'ml)eiship  of  the 
church  having  rapidly  inci'eased,  it  was  tound  mjcessary  t()  erect 
a  new  and  largei'  house,  whi(4j  was  accordingly  done,  and  the 
new  edilice,  w  hich  has  since  been  know  n  as  the  ••  "^u ui nu'rlield 
riinrcli,"'  was  dedicated  on  ihe  lOlh  day  of  ()cIober,  iSii;).  The 
old  church,  which  is  t  he  sout  hwesternmost  bnilding  witliin  the 
cor])orate  limits  uIl  the  village  of  Port  ]iichm(jnd,  was  sold  fur 
$1,5(X),  and  is  now  occupied  as  an  African  church. 

The  new  chni'cdi  is  nicely  linished  and  the  inter'oi'  tastefully 
fnrnisluMl.  The  society  rejoices  in  the  fact  that  ii  is  clear  of 
d(4)t.  The  minister's  salary  has  lieeii  raised  fiom  81,000  to 
!t^J,50(),  and  the  church  is  now  ranketl  as  the  fourth  in  the  Eliza- 
beth conference  district. 

Orriice  church  was  oi'iginally  called  the  "  North  Shore  Free 
M.  E.  Cluircli."    It  was  oi'ganized  under  Unit  name,  Jannai-y 
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23,  1807,  being  l:lien  composed  ol"  rorty-eighf  persons,  the  most 
of  whom  had  witlidiawn  from  Trinity  M.  E.  cliiiich.  The  nn^'t- 
ing- for  organization  was  held  in  th^^  l^aplist  chiircli  at  Port 
liiclimond,  a!  wlii(;h  phiec  Mh^  first  Saiibalh  services  of  ihis 
chiireh  were  also  held,  on  I  he  27th  of  thesamt'  month.  At  tin; 
first  election  of  trnstees,  on  the  isth  of  I'^ebniary,  1867,  the 
present  na,me  was  ado[)ted.  The  inistees  then  elected  were 
Read  l^enedict,  Ward  McLean,  .lohii  Q.  SiuKnison,  William 
Gi'eer,  N.  P.  XL  l^airett,  John  S.  Spragg,  William  l!aiul)er,  Di-. 
Frank  (J.  .Tohnson  and  (xecnge  F.  Ifeal.  l^re\'ioiis  to  tlie  ere(-- 
tioii  of  tlie  present  church  a  falK^rmuJe,  which  cost  scou,  was 
f(;mp(n'arily  used  for  public  worship. 

The  (;ornei' sloiK!  of  ;  he  new  ch  u  rch  was  laid  August  I,  l,S(j7, 
am^l  the  chui'ch  was  tledicated  I)i'ceml)cM'  f8(')7.  'i'lie  cliurcli 
lot  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  I'oml  street,  on  ihe  south  by 
Cornelins  street,  and  on  the  west  or  fi-ont  ))y  Ilebcrlon  street, 
the  land  having  been  ])urchased  of  (\)rnelius  J5.  .Nferscreau.  The 
building  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  about  ;i>J(),()i)0. 

Tlie  pastors  of  this  church  liave  been:  Ale.xander  M.  Afead, 
1807  to  Sei)tend)er,  J 808;  V.  1).  Day,  September  IT),  1808,  to  the 
end  of  the  (conference  year;  John  Coyle,  1800  to  1871;  A.  .1. 
Palmer,  J872;  ,1.  .1.  Read,  Jr.,  ]87;3;  W.  I.  Gill,  1874  to  1870; 
T.  H.  Lamlon,  1877;  Joseph  A.  Owen,  187S;  J.  S.  (TiUxul,  1870 
to  1881;  E.  (J.  Dutcher,  188:2  to  188:5;  R.  S.  Arndt,  1884  to 
1886. 

In  July,  1872,  tlnj  (Jiurch  known  as  St.  .Mai'ks,  at  Pleasant 
Plains,  was  deeli(;ated.  For  a  britd'  period  it  was  ctjusidered  as 
under  the  i>atromig(^  and  sui)ervision  of  the  Woodrow  (Jiurcli, 
but  in  1873  it  became  an  ind(^[)endeul  orgaiii/:i tion. 

The  Kingsley  MelliodisI  E,pis(Mp;il  church,  situalej  nii  Cebra 
:i  venue  ne;ir  Saiul  Pnul's  a \  en  lie,  Slaplelmi,  is  lUie  ot  t  he  olilesl 
ol'  Ihe  deiioiuin.il  itui  on  the  island.  The  tradilinnul  history, 
sti'ongly  sii[)[)orled  by  docuiui'iitary  evidence,  is  thai  IJev. 
Henry  Poehni,  a  minish'r  in  the  Philatlelphia  ci)nfereiice  of  iliu 
Methodist  E[)iscopal  church,  and  slationed  at  Woodi'ow,  ;)rgan- 
ized  a,  class  in  the  spiiiigof  183r),  at  the  house  of  Widow  WHiite, 
on  "'iSIud  Lane,"  now  known  asSt.  l^auTs  av«niue,  and  direcll\- 
op|)osite  tliii  present  si  I  e  of  \\\(\  church.  Tin;  names  of  this  class, 
as  nearly  as  can  be  ascerlained,  wert^ :  .Mrs.  James  While,  Wil 
liam  Howard,  William  'i'hooii,  Mr.   and   .Mrs.  Kirby,  and  .Mr. 
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iiiid  INfrs.  C;ii)t.  Hart.  William  Tlinon  was  iikuIi'  iIih  It^ailcr  nf 
the  class. 

Public  sei'vices  wei'e  (irst  licM  at  the  i-tjsidfiicc  of  Mrs.  James 
White,  the  lady  above  rel'eiTed  lo,  and  al'lei-waiHl,  iiiilil  ihe  lirst 
chui'(di  wa.s  built,  in  IIk.^  "  Village  Academy." 

The  hi'.sL  board  of  I  rnstees  was  elected  on  the  'ilsl,  and  the 
"Society"  was  iiicor])urared  on  the 'J2d  (jl'.luly,  bsiiri,  under 
the  name  oi'  the  "  Methodist  Ei)iscoi)al  Chur(di  of  'ri)m[)kins- 
ville,  Stateu  Island."  'Jdie  board  of  trustees  (Consisted  of  John 
Totten,  .Joseph  Snuth,  A.  C.  Wheeler,  jfeiiry  (Jole  and  Law- 
rence Ilillyer. 

'J'he  j)i'<'sent  site  of  the  (diui(di  is  the  only  diie  the  society  has 
ev(U' owned,  it  oii<;ina lly  cnnsisled  ai'  fwiir  lots,  and  was  do- 
nated by  Mr.  (Jaleb ']'.  Wai'd,  (d'  Stapleton,  in  1  )e(;(-inber,  ISlifj. 
uu  condition  t.haL  it  l)e  use(.l  only  for  church  [nirposes.  Mr. 
^Vard,  many  years  afterward,  ,i;;ive  the  land  in  fee  to  the  society, 
and  an  additional  piece  of  land,  so  as  to  brinn'  llie  sile  (d'  its 
western  boundary  to  Marion  a\'enne. 

On  the  8th  of  dune,  18:57,  [)lans  foi- a.  churtdi  buildinu'  thirlx  - 
eight  l)y  sixty  feet  were  agieed  u[)on,  and  estimates  wt.^i'e  re- 
ceived for  its  erection.  The  contract  was  linaUy  awarded  lo  .M  r. 
d.  n.  Quilthot  for  one  thousand  (jiie  hundi'ed  and  sixty  dolhirs. 
Ml'.  (Juiltliot  mystei'iously  left  the  jdace  before  the  house  was 
comid(^te<|,  and  it  is  said  was  never  heard  of  afterwai'd.  The 
(diiii-(di,  when  it  was  linislnnl,  cost  the  socii-ly  one  thousand  live 
hundred  dollars.  The  cornei'  sloiie  was  laid  about  the  i^i  of 
duly,  18o7,  and  the  building  was  completed  and  (b'dical ed  about 
the  1st  of  Septend)i;r,  18-58. 

In  185:5  the  building  of  a  new  church  was  agitated,  the  <dd 
oue  bciug  considei-cd  not  well  locaied  ;ind  unsuitable.  Xego-

the  privilege  of  selling  Ihe  old  site,  il  was  found  that  in  al- 
tem[)ling  to  buy  a  new  site  before  the  old  was  sold,  ihe)-  had 
reckoned  "without  their  host,"  for  Mr.  Waid  rtd'used  to  re- 
move the  jn'oviso  in  lluMleed,  ;iiiil  so  they  lost  tludrlliree  hun- 
dred dollai's.  The  idea,  of  a  new  location  was  iheu  al)aiidoned, 
but  theagilation  foi' a  new  church  continiii'd,  unlil  linally,  on 
Ihe  28th  of  May,  185;"),  the  )ii-sl  church  building  was  s(dd  al  pub- 
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lie  aiiclioii.  Mr.  S.  iV.  Hiuciis  \\:is  the  pui'cliasfM',  I'lir  two  liiiii- 
dved  aii([  lifty  ddllais,  and  lie  rciiiovt-d  it  at  once  In  N'cw 
IJriglitdii,  and  c.oiivt-rteil  it  into  a  dwelling  lioii.'sc,  wiu-n-'  it  si  ill 
stands.  Tlie  present  inend)ership  of  the  Sunday  school  is  one 
ljundred  and  twent}^ 

For  lirteen  years  al'tei'  the  oiganiza  I  ion  of  tliis  (diiirch,  il;  was 
connected  with  other  M.  K.  churelics  on  tlie  ishiiid  in  what  is 
called  the  "Cii'cuit"  plan,  making  the  })asror  of  this  cliurch 
also  the  x^astor  of  all  the  others  enil)raced  in  the  circuit. 
AVith  this  ex])lanatioii,  the  tirst  pastor  was  Hew  Henry  P)oehni, 
who  had  been  the  travelling  companion  u[  Bishop  Asbury, 
one  of  the  hrst  bishops  of  the  E.  cliurch  in  the  United 
States.  Fatlier  Boehm,  as  he  was  afterward  called,  lived  to  the 
advanced  age  of  100  years,  and  dieil  on  Staten  Island  the  28th 
of  J)ectMnber,  1875.

In  A])ril,  188,"),  this  sociel  y  com [ilcted  a  I'c-.miit'iil  and  coai- 
modious,  par>onage  at  lheco>i  of  8''-''""*.  li  is  sit  uati'd  on  the 
west  side  of  I  he  elm I'ch,  and  has  a  coiumaiidiiig  view  of  New 
York  bay  and  ("oney  Island.  The  w  hole  elinrch  ]>roperty  is 
valued  at  .'Bin, 000.

Collins,  pastor  of  the  chuich. 

The  corner  stone  of  tlie  second  (diurcli  building  was  laid 
ali()ut  the  1st  of  June,  18r)r),  during  the  ministry  of  IJt^v.  J. 
B.  (jraw,  and  Mas  dedicated  \n  ilh'  worshij*  of  .\lmighty  <Joil 
in  Decemlx'i'  of  t]\r,  same  ye;ir.  Tlic  new  clini'ch  was  known, 
thereafter,  as  the  ''Sta[)leton  .Methodist  Fipisco])al  ('hiirch."

.'i^l2,000.  A  {lev  I  lie.^t.'  inipi'ovMMiieiil.s,  its  name  was  cliaiiged  a,ii,aiii, 
this  time  to  Kiii^'sley  MeilKtdist  l';i)is('<)])ai  cliiirc-li,  Stapletnn, 
after  l^islioj)  Calvin  Kiii,i;sl(^y,  of  tlie  M.  Iv  ('liiiicli.  who  while 
peiroi'iiiiii";' a  tour  of  l']i)isc(i[)al  visitation  of  tlie  woild,  ami 
wlien  on  Jiis  \sa\'  home,  was  attacked  l)y  disease  and  died  al 
liernt,  Syiia,  April  Otii,  1870.  The  biiiUlin^-  has  a  siiatiii^- 
capacity  for  7(H)  jxmsohs,  and  with  a  commodions  lec^llr^^  room 
fur  Sunday  school  and  social  ineetiny,s,  has  evei'y  covenience  in 
the  way  of  room  to  cari'y  on  its  work.  The  present,  nicmhership 
of  the  church  is  one  hiimlreil  and  thirty.  Tlie  Siinilay  sidnxd 
wasorganized  in  Jyij8,  dui'ing  tin;  ministry  of  Kev.  .1.  S.  Jiegle. 
William  Thoi  ne  was  the  tirst  su[)erinten(lent. 

So  faj'  as  is  now  known,  the  lii  st  of  the  denominal  ion  of  ( 'diris- 
tians  calhul  Moiavians,  oi'  l!iiil''(|  Kiel  hren,  on  Slaten  Island,  was 
Ca])tain  Nicdnjlas  (Jarrison.  It  is  said  that  the  shi])  which  he 
conimandetl,  while  on  a  voyage  from  (ceorgia  to  New  ^'ork, 
was  overtaken  by  an  exceedingly  violent  storm.  Among  the 
passengers  on  hoaid  was  the  Jiisho])  Si)angenl)erg.  who  remained 
calm  and  umlisturl)ed  amidst  the  confusion  and  terror  w  hich 
l)revailed  on  hoard,  s})ending  most  of  the  time  in  earnest  prayei'. 
This  ship  was  built  for  the  i)urposes  of  the  Moravian  churcdi, 
most  of  the  expense  having  been  borne  I'y  Bishop  S[)angenberg 
hinrself.  She  made  many  passages  across  the  (jceaii,  ami  on  a 
subse<{uent  voyag(;  was  captured  by  a  h'reiudi  pri\atei'r  and 
finally  wrecki.'d  on  the  coast  of  Cape  ]?i'eton  island.

The  liisl  regularly  stdtled  ])asloi'  was  the  llcv.  Hector  Oani- 
bold,  who  had  come  to  the  licld  August  17,  17(1;!,  and  pending 
tin,'  coinpleli<»u  ol'  the  })ars(jnage  was  accotunujdated  in  anolhtir 
house.  On  the  21st  of  December.  and  his  fandly  moved  into 
tli(^  I'ooms  now  niach'  ready  for  his  occupancy,  and  hei'e  he  Idnnd 
his  lionie  during  his  long  })ast(»i'ale,  which  extended  lo  the^'eai- 
1784.

The  early  dates  and  events  ^'iveii  above  have  hecii  d('ii\'ed 
chielly  from  denoiniiiatioiial  sources,  the  records  of  the  (diiircli 
havinij,'  been  destroyed  diiriiiij,-  the  revolution,  \s  hen  some  l>rit- 
ish  soldiers  I'orcihl}'  enteri'd  llio  parsonage  at-  night,  and  al'tt^r 
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waidonly  destroying  ruinitun'  and  other  ait  ides  hdouiiing  to 
the  oecui)ant,  (;arried  oil'  the  arehiv(\s  df  tle^  inranl  church. 
About  the  satne  time,  ))robably  on  the  same  night,  llit'lions(^ 
of  Capt.  (Jhristian  Jacobson,  in  the  viciuity  of  llicclnirch, 
was  also  (ud<ue(l,  and  he  was  kilh.'d  by  being  shut.  He  was 
an  emiueidly  i)ious  man,  and  ca[.lain  oT  Ihc  .Mora\iau  ship 
'•Irene,"  al'ter  the  rtdii'ement  of  Captain  (Jai-rison. 

The  .society  was  iiH'orpoi'ated  Apiil  I,"),  ]8n8.  The  land  on 
whiidi  the  church  was  elected  was  sold  by  John  Jialy  to  Thomas 
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Yiirrell,  tlie  niiiiistcr,  jiiid  Il(Mny  \':in  Vlet'k,  of  New  Yoi  kcit>', 
aiul  Cornelius  A^aii  1  )t'Veiiter  ami  liicliard  Coniiei',  ol'  liicliiiioiid 
county,  June  J9,  17(;:),  for  los.  'Diis  })arcid  of  ground  con- 
tained Jive  and  a  half  acr(!s,  more  oi'  less,  and  was  IxMinded  on 
tlie  sonrhwest  by  Ooi'iudius  C'ortelyou,  northwest  and  iioi  tln.'ast, 
by  Joliii  iiaty  and  sonlheast  by  the  King's  highway.  .V  deed 
ol:  conlirniatiou  was  given  for  the  same,  to  the  represeidatives 
of  tlie  denomination,  by  I'ldward  liaty,  executor  of  his  fatliei', 
Jolm  Baty,  .\rar(di  2,  1790. 

The  i:)resent  church  editice  was  erected  in  KS-15,  lieing  conse- 
crated iMa}'  ir)lli  of  that  yeai'.  The  old  church  was  le-ari'augi^d 
for  scliool  purposes  and  dwelling  :i|)ai  tments  in  All'.  X. 

J.  Ustiandei',  su [)erint(Mident;  of  the  cemetery,  moveil  into  a 
part  of  tlie  house  in  1872. 

The  old  churcli  has  the  honor  of  having  been  the  fir.st  liouse 
of  worshi[)  on  tlie  island  iu  which  an  organ  was  used.  This 
statement  is  made  on  the  aiithoriiy  of  an  old  lady  whose  mem- 
ory extended  l)a(;k  into  the  pre-revolutionary  time. 

Tlie  Sunday  school  first  organized  -July  10,  1820,  has  con- 
tinued (o  lldiirish  In  the  picsi'ul  time.  On  the  :>lsl  day  of  Au 
gust,  187:5,  the  chapel  and  Sunday  school  building  at  the  I''our 
Corners  was  dedicatetl.  It  was  built  ou  land  donated  for 
tlie  purpose  by  Mr.  Cornelius  Dn  Bois;  the  lot  is  one  hundred 
feet  square.  'J'lie  whole  premises  are  estimab'd  to  be  worth  over 
seven  thousand  dollars. 

The  donations  of  Cloinmodoic  (Jornelius  \'aiiderluli  to  this 
churcli  of  his  forefathers  have  been  munificent.  Wnicn  the 
present  church  edifice  was  erected,  he  contributed  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars  toward  its  comiiletion.  On  tin'  20tli  day 
of  1  >eceiidH'i',  ISli.'i,  he  gra  I  il  i  I  oilsl  \'  coincyed  to  ihe  Iruslcesof 
th('"rniled  lirel  hr<'ii'^  Church  on  Slnteii  Island,"'  eight  and 
a.  iia  1  f  acres  of  land  on  the  east  side  of  the  original  Jive  and 
a  half  acres,  and  on  the  lioih  day  of  Octobt^r,  18(58,  about  f<u'ty- 
six  acres  more  on  the;  north  and  west  sides  t  hereof.  A  new 
parsonage;,  a  very  handsome  building  of  moilci'ii  style,  was 
erected  by  the  gift  of  \Villianill.  V'auderbilt  in  18So,  aiulMr. 
Vogler  niov(;d  into  it  on  tlu;  2lsl  of  Decembi-'r  of  that  year. 
In  1882  Mr.  N'anderbil  t  also  luirchased  properly  of  Mrs.  Susan 
Jane  Fountain,  comprising  about  four  acres,  with  the  buildings 
on  it,  at  a  cost  of  live  thousand  dollars,  ami  presented  it  to 
the  trustees  of  the  church  on  coiiditiou  that  certain  impi'ove- 
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iiMMits  slioiild  he  iiKiili',  wliirli  coiul i I  ioiis  w  ere  nccejiled.  'I'liis 
slaiul.s  on  llie  opjiosile  side  of  llie  'I'odr  Hill  ro.-el  froiu  tlu'  par- 
soiiage,  and  was  given  i'or  a  lesideiu^e  I'oi'  llie  sii[)eriiireiKLent  of 
tli(^  eenielei'y.  By  This  acce^isioii  to  tlie  eliuridi  [)ropery  its  line 
ol'  J'roiitage  along  the  Iviciiniond  road  was  extended  to  nearl}^ 
roiu'  thousand  I'eet  in  length.  The  old  chiireh  was  iiio\eil  hack 
to  its  present  site,  and  proteeteil  hy  [»aiiil  and  repairs  to  pie- 
s(-;r\-e  it,  against  the  encroachineiits  of  time  and  tlui  elements, 
w  hile  the  snri'onndings  were  ini] iro\-ed  and  l)eaiitilied.  Up  to 
that  time  it  was  estimated  that  the  N'anderhilt  Lainily  had  made 
gil'ts  to  this  society,  in  cenuitei'y  pro|)erly,  liiiildings  and  im- 
proveineiifs  to  theamoiint  of  thirty  si'V(.'n  l  lioiisa  iid 'lollars.  In 
addition  to  this,  th(i  society  r(.'(5eived  l)y  l)e(pii;stor  William  II. 
V^anderUilt,  whose  will  bears  da! e  September'  '2^),  ISS  I,  and  whosi- 
death  occuri'ed  Decembers,  ISS."),  the  i»rin(H'ly  gift  ol'  one  hnii 
dred  thousand  dollars. 

Tlie  liist  liomau  ('atholic  eliurch  on  SialiMi  Island  was  organ- 
ized on  theiirst  day  oi'  A^tril,  i^s:!',),  at  New  F>righton.  For  sonu- 
lime  pi'ior  to  this,  however,  a  few  individuals  pr(d'i'ssing  this 
failh,  assembled  regularly  e\'ery  w<'ek  in  a  small  apartment  of 
the  ■■(inn  I'^act  ory,"  an  e'slabl  idi  men  t  wli  ich  ^l  ood  a  I  I  he  coi-m-r 
of  Jiichmond  teiaaci' a nd  Lafayctir  avenue,  and  coiisistcil  nf  iIk:' 
factoi'y  ])roi)er  and  a.  row  of  b]i(;k  two-story  eottages.  The 
ground  on  which  the  church  ^Sl.  Peter's)  was  biiili,  was  do 
nated  for  the  [)Ui'})ose  by  the  "New  l!i-ighlon  Association,"  ami 
will  revei't  when  it  (unises  to  be  used  for  a  church  of   that  faith. 

Till!  first  pastor  was  IJev.  Ihhd'onso  Aledraiio,  a  uati\('  of  Ohl

ceeded  by  his  l)rother,  Uv,v.  .Mark  Miiri)hy,  who  was  siicc(:!eded 
l)y  the  Kev.  James  L.  Conron,  in  .Vugust,  1  Le  c(ml  iniu^d  un-

liKV.  John  Bauky. — N"o  face  is  more  familiar  ui)on  the  sticeis 
of  Btaten  island  than  that  of  \Utv.  l'\allier  John  I'.aiiy,  whose 
resith'iice  of  twenty  seven  years  in  Richmond  cminly  has  re- 
sulted in  great  benelit,  not  only  to  the  cliuich  with  which  he  is 
connected,  but  to  the  community  at  large. 

Fatlier  Jiarry  was  born  in  (Joik,  Ireland,  January  0,  1,s3(i. 
He  graduated  from  "St.  V^incent's  Seminary,"  in  that  city,  in 
1800,  and  in  the  f(dlowing  year  came  toKew  ^^)rk  cily.  Slunlly 
a  fl(^r  his  ari'ival  he  entered  "Si.  J()S(,';})h\s  Seminary,'"  at  l"'(jrd- 
ham,  JN.  Y.,  from  which  he  was  (udained  to  the  jniesl  hood  in 
1851.  After  Ins  or<lination  lie  w:is  aii[ioiuted  by  Ardibishop 
lluglies  liist  assistant  at  Old  St.  I'atrick's  cathedral,  and  re- 
mained in  t  his  jiosi  i  ion  for  li\e  yeai'S,  serving  also  ilui'ing  the 
latter  portion  of  the  tei'ni  as  chaijlain  and  secretary  lo  I  he  arch- 
bishop. It  was  whilt!  h(i  h(d(l  this  horn )rab1e  a nd  im iini  la n t  \<o>i 
thai  I  he  cclcbia  I  ed  coii  I  ro  \  ersy  biM  weiMi  A  l■chbi^ll,  ip  1 1  uglies  a  ml 
Hull.  I'haslns  Hrodlvs  took  place.  l<\ilher  r>ari}  was  (he  Ixiarer 
of  the  bishop's  letters  to  ihe  "  <.'(>///'tcr  (Uid  Kiuiuircr."  Dur- 
ing this  time  also  the  cornerstone  of  the  newcathedral  was  laid, 
Fatlier  ]5arry  acting  as  deacon  on  the  occasion.  His  \alual)hi 
services  wei'e  shortly  afterward  rewarded  b}'  an  appointment  to 
the  Parish  of  Rossville,  S.I.,  which  then  inclu(h;d  the  villages  of 
Ili(dimond  and  ( h'aniteville,  though  l  he  archldshop  had  talked 
of  sending  hinr  as  chaplain  t(;  the  Sixty-nint  li  regiment,  then 
about  to  be  ordered  to  the  fronl. 

Father  Barry  remained  in  tiiis  cliaige  for  nineteen  years,  dm- 
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iiig  wliicli  lie  ('iv(;lt'(l  and  l)L'aiil  ilicil  I  he  ]t()ss\  ill('  cliiiicli,  pur- 
cliascnl  ^I'oiniil  for  and  laid  out  and  coiiseca'atcd  tln'  ciMnclci  N  . 
He  also  liiiill  rlu;  Kiclniioiid  (dinidi,  and  itdxiilt  the  did  I'lmich 
in  GraiiilevillH,  On  the  dcatli  of  Rev.  Father  (Jonicni  he  was 
tiansl'eri'ed  to  St.  Petei-'s  tdinr(di,  at,  New  15ri<;h ti>n.  \s  hfr(-  lie 
.spent  ei^ht  yeai's,  and  still  n^niains.  l)urin<j,-  this  time  lip  has 
e()ini)lelely  (dnini^'ed  the  grounds  a nd  lit-aul  ilii'il  t he  inlci  ioi'  id' 
the  c'lnir(di  at  <;i'eat  expense,  besides  lowerinu,-  ihi'  drhi  (d'  his 
corigreg'al ion.  Tie  also  jirocnred  as  a  i;irt  lioni  Mr.  William 
McSorley  a  piece  of  ground  adjaeeni  lo  St.  Peter's  cenictery  in 
AVest  J^rightoii,  wliieh  lie  added  to  the  cemetery,  making  it 
the  largest  and  best  (Jatliolic  burying  ground  on  Staten  Island. 

Father  Barry  is  one  of  the  most  active,  and  at  the  same  time 
one  of  the  most  cordial  of  men.  lie  l)ends  his  whole  thought  and 
eneigy  to  the  task  befoi'e  him.  Me  is  at  jn-esent  engaged  in  collect- 
ing funds  for  the  erection  of  a  new  (  Catholic  school  in  the  parish, 
wlii(di  is  intended  to  l)e  one  of  the  most  commodious  and  at- 
tractive in  Uichmond  county.  I'issciitially  a  pu))lic  man,  Father 
Bai'iy  has  continually  used  his  inlluence  fiu'  the  promotion  of 
all  thai  is  enobling  and  thai  is  sul)slantial  among  the  peoph' 
with  whom  he  has  lived.  The  good  woi'k  \vhi(di  he  has  uv- 
complished,  and  the  buildings  which  he  has  erected  for  cliarita- 
ble  i)urp)Oses,  will  hjug  remain  wdien  he  has  jiassed  i'ore\  er  fiom 
tlie  scene  of  his  earthly  laboi's,  monuments  to  his  usefulness. 


In  October,  1853,  the  parish  and  cf)ngregation  of  St.  Mary's 
chui'ch,  Clifton,  were  organized  by  the  late  Ar(dibishop  Hughes, 
and  the  Hev.  J.  Lewis  was  ap])ointed  pastor  thcreid',  ami  has 
couliiincd  in  the  snmc  jiastorale  evei' since. 

Immediately  aflcr  his  appoiiil  mrnl,  l''allu'r  Lewis  crcctid  a 
tem[)oiary  clia]")el  and  stdiool.s  at  a  ro^i  of  alKUit  ^<»,0(Ki;  these 
wei'e  used  for  Ji\'e  years. 

In  iMf)?  Arcdihishoj)  Iluglu's  laid  the  coi'iiei'  stone  of  St. 
]\Iary's  chur(di,  on  New  Yoik  avenue,  and  the  cdilict'  was 
completed  the  following  year,  and  cost  alxjut  !sr).S,()(i();  il  is  the 
handsomest  Catholic  church  on  Staten  Island. 

In  1858  and  18;"")'.)  the  rectory  adjoining  the  church  was  built 
at  a  cost  of  $10,000. 

In  1862  Father  Lewis  ])urchased  seven  acres  of  laml  of  the 
Pai'kinson  estate  in  Southlield,  and  laid  it   out   as  a  ceme- 
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tery;  he  also  built  ui>oii  if  a  iicit:  cut t!ii;('  t'oi'  tlit;  krcpci's 
vf'si(l(!iUM\ 

A  lar^t!  scIkioI  Ikhiso,  an  asyliiiii  loi'  the  [jaiisli,  a 

riisidence  Tor  the  sistei.s  of  chaiily,  and  aunihcr  foi-  the  male 
teachers  ol'  tlie  school  were  built  in  18()4,  at  a  cost  of  about 
$30,(K)().  These  scdiools  are  aUKUii;,- t  Ik;  largestou  theislainl;  the 
books  show  a  daily  attendance  of  lU'arly  I'ou]'  liundred  impils, 
wlio  are  gratuit(aisly  instruct^ed  by  six  sistei's  of  cliaiity  uudi'r 
tlu;  supei'visiou  of  I  he  pastor.  l'"at  liei'  Lewis  is  cntil  h'd  In  cuin- 
niendalion  for  his  zeal  and  lidelity  iu  his  efforts  to  iirdiuott-  I  he 
spiiitnal  and  temporal  interests  of  his  ])arishoneis. 

St.  i\Iary\s  hall  for  ItH't ures,  concerts,  dramal  ic  pei  forni;uices 
and  other  ineetinj;s  \\as  erecttul  in  1878  at^  a  cost  ol  s!),(j()(). 
It  holds  about  eight  liuudrtHl  peo})le  and  is  com[tlct(i  for  its 
purposes,  witli  scenei'y,  footliglits,  dressing  rooms  and  the  likt\ 
The  "  Catholic  Young  iMen's  Jjitcrai'y  Union  llalT'  was  built 
by  Fatlier  L(;wis  in  J88!5,  for  the  y(.)ung  men  of  his  })arish. 
Here  they  congregate  in  tlie  evenings  for  I'ecreaticm  and  literary 
exercises.  It  cost  $2,000.  In  1882  Father  Lewis  built,  at  his 
own  expense,  a  very  liandsoine  chapel,  in  the  lieart  of  Staj^leton, 
i'or  tlie  convenience  of  tlu^  aged  and  inlirm  of  his  [)arish.  It  cost 
!t^lO,()00,  and  is  called  the  "(!hapel  of  Lase  of  the  Clifton 
Parisli,"  and  was  dedicated  July  9,  1882.  Father  Lewis  is  de- 
servedly held  in  great  esteem  amongall  classes  on  Staten  Island 
foi-  liis  business  tact  and  his  unseltish  devotiidness  to  his 
parish. 

It  is  the  fortui\e  of  few  clergynuMi  to  spend  a  term  of  thirty- 
five  years  in  one  ])astorate,  still  less  is  it  usual  foi'  nny  public 
ni;iii  to  remain  that  length  of  time  amimg  one  pei)[ile,  retaining 
through  it  all  their  un([ualiiied  a|ipro\;d  and  lespi^'t.  Thai 
I\e\'.  ,lohn  Le\\  i>,  Ol'  I'^illuM  Lewis.  :i.s  lie  i>  generally  called,  has 
done  this  ami  has  at  the  same  time  ac<'omplished  such  I'esiills 
iu  the  way  of  beiu'lit-  to  the  church  which  claims  his  devdiioii, 
s])eaks  volumes  foi'  his  good  judgment  and  taste. 

I''at  Ikm' Lewis  was  b(u  n  in  i^^'amuiin  1821  and  came  to  .Vmerica 
in  I8r)l.  Soon  after  his  arrival  he  was  a[)pointe(|  to  esial)lish  a 
new  parish  at  (!lifton,  and  how  well  he  has  siicctK'ded  is  gener- 
ally known  throughout  IMchniond  county,  h'l-om  the  time 
of  his  arrival  at  Clifton  he  devoted  his  w  hole  thought  to  the 
work  before  him,  and  what  lie  has  accom[)lished  has  b(;en  the 
result  of  his  constant  and  unwavering  elforts.   The  conitnodi(Uis 
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clnircli,  rectoiy,  scliools,  I'csidciice  of  sisters  of  climiry,  i)r[tli;iii 
iis3'liiiii,  St  AJary's  liall,  lilcrnry  liall  for  yoiiiiL!,'  iiicii,  St.  Mary's 
ceiuetory,  (•lia])i:'l  of  ease,  in  Staplelon,  etc.,  make  up  to  day  oik^ 
of  liie  most,  complete  and  heaiitifiil  parishes  in  i  lie  didcese  df 
New  Yorlv  and  helray  his  cleai'  liendedness,  nnilau^in!;-  ener,i;y 
and  sound  linancierin^' abilities.  If  may  br;  said  lo  his  credii 
also  that  he  lia.s  not  eoidined  liimsi'lf  entirely  in  the  w mk  of 
his  own  deiionunal  ion,  hnl  has  been  ;ind  is  (/ver  ready  In  leml  ;i 
lielping  hantl  in  all  lil>eral  and  eliarilalile  mo\em(-nls. 

Fat  liei' Lewis  has  ))een  throuuli  life  a  hard  sfndeiii  niid  has 
attained  foi'  himself  an  hnnorfd  [MisiliDn  ammi^  ihr  li'ai'nc(l 
men  of  his  day.  Iit^lin<'d  in  taste  and  manner  wilhont  aifi^e- 
tatioii,  with  a  connlenance  fidl  of  candor  and  goodness  of  heart, 
a  ri})e  scholar,  sp(\d\iim' Ihieiitly  fn  enr  six  laiiynages,  of  malure 
experien<;e,  much  (Mdai'i^cd  by  t  ravtding,  a  thrn'oni^h  ehanipidn 
of  his  owTi  clnu'cli,  yet  kind  and  foi'bearin^Li,-  lo  those  who  dilfer 
fi'om  liini.  and  ever  ready  to  u'ive  credi t  lotlie  honest  <:on\dc- 
tions  of  others;  all  these  are  i  lie  (pudilie.s  which  lia\i'  enabled 
liini  to  iind\.e  sucli  a  I'emai-kable  success  of  his  n  in  h'l  laki mlis  on 
Stalen  Island,  and  liave  won  for  liiin  the  lo\e  and  esteem  of  his 
fellow  imMi. 

St.  Mary's  lloman  Catholic  church,  I'ort  Richmond,  was  or- 
ganized as  ail  out  mission  of  Si.  IN'ter's  cliiii'cli.  New  Ihii;!!  Ion. 
about  foi'ty  years  a^o.  The  I\,e\\  l'\ilher  .Meii-mo  ceh^bi;) I ed 
the  lirst  mass  for  about  forly  ('at  holies,  which  was  tlie  whole 
iiumbei' (d"  t  hat  deiiominat  ion  li\'iii^in  iheiownof  Noj'ihlield 
at  that  time.  'The  pla(;e  of  worshij)  was  the  old  stone  house 
whi<di  still  stands  near  the  ^ranile  (|nany  at  (iranihn  ill.:. 
Father  iMeti'aiU)  continued  cel. -brat  iiin'  rmiss  there  once  ev.'!'\- 

month,  fiU'  aliout  I  ll  ree  \  .-a  rs.  when  he  was  siiceee.led  b\'  ill.' 
luw.  r.  Murphy.  f'adi.'r  .Murphy's  lincw.-is  shorl  ;  li.'  died 
from  an  al  lack  of  yellow  I.w.m-  cniil  raci ed  w  hi  le  perfoi  ui i  le;'  his 
saci'ed  functions  to  inemb.'rs  of  his  llock  in  the  yellow  fc\t>r 
hosj)i lal.  A  ft (')•  a.  s<'i  vdce  of  abou  I.  I  wo  yea  rs,  he  was  succeede(l 
by  his  brother,  Father  Maik  .Murph).  A  I  this  lime  in.'  nune 
ber  of  catholics  had  increased  loaliouloue  hundred  ;ind  lifl\' 
members.  After  a  few  years  he  [uirchased  a  lar^e  pii'c.*  ..f  land 
Oil  (.^hiaiay  hill,  and  imill  a  frame  buihlil|^■,  sixty  by  ihiriy  I'e.'t, 
two  stories  hiyh,  foi- a  school  house.  Jle  used  il  foi- a  chuich, 
intending  to  build  a  laig<U' ami  moi'e  commodious  bnildinn-  for 
chui'ch  pui'[)()ses.     lie  olliciateil  for  about  eight  years,  when  he 
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was  succeeded  by  tlie  Rev.  Father  Caro,  wlio  was  a})p()iiited 
l)asfo]'  of  St.  Josepli's  clini'cli,  llossville,  and  St.  ^faiy's  was 
attached  as  an  out  mission.  He  served  about  two  years.  He 
was  succeeded  by  Rev.  Father  Mc(Jrausen,  who  officiated 
about  two  yeais. 

Up  to  this  time  there  was  no  regular  Sunday  scliool.  In  1858, 
Rev.  Father  Bany  of  St.  Patrick's,  NewYork,wasai)p()inted  ])as- 
toi'.  Services  still  continued  to  be  held  once  a  month,  l)ut  after 
a  few  years  they  were  held  twice  a  mouth.  The  catholic  popu- 
lation afterward  increased  to  about  four  hundred,  and  services 
were  held  every  Sunday.  During  his  time  a  regular  Sunday 
school  was  formed,  and  in  1873,  T.  F.  Donovan  was  appointed 
superintendent,  a  position  which  he  has  since  held.  Father 
Barry  officiated  for  nineteen  years.  During  his  time  the  tract 
of  land  wliich  was  laid  out  in  previous  3^ears  for  church  pur- 
poses, was  converted  into  a  cemetery. 

In  1877,  the  number  of  catholics  had  increased  to  live  or  six 
hundred.  The  church  authorities  deemed  it  advisable  to  make 
St.  iNfary's  a  separate  parish,  and  therefore  api)ointed  Rev.  11. 
S.  O'Hare,  pastor.  He  sei'ved  one  year  and  three  months. 
In  1878,  Rev.  J.  C.  Campbell  was  ap})ointed  pastor.  His  ap- 
pointment nuirlvs  the  forward  stride  of  St.  Mary's  church.  He 
worked  solely  for  the  temporal  and  spiritual  welfare  of  his 
peo[)le.  The  end  of  the  first  thi'ee  yeai's  of  his  jiastorate  found 
the  church  completely  clear  of  debt,  and  seveial  needed  im- 
provements made  in  the  old  frame  building  wliich  l^'ather  Mur- 
phy had  built  thirty  years  jjrevious,  and  which  was  still  used 
as  a  church.  He  next  had  the  parish  enlarged  by  getting  it  ex- 
tended to  Bodine's  Mill  ci'eek.  The  number  of  Catholics 
bt^Uuigiug  to  St.  Mary's  was  now  about  tughl  liundred. 

'IMiti  old  church  was  now  (oo  small  to  accomniodale  the  grow- 
ing congregation,  and  its  location  was  such  as  to  ])revi'Ui  a  grt'at 
many  from  attending  their  own  church.  Father  Campbell  saw 
that  something  should  be  done  to  supply  the  wants  of  his 
people.  He  accordingly,  in  1882,  purchased  for  one  thousand 
live  hundred  dollars,  a  large  piece  of  property  on  the  Shore  road, 
near  Port  Ri(;iitnond,  and  erected  on  it  one  of  the  handsomest 
church  edifices  on  Staten  Island,  at  a  cost  of  thirty  thousand 
dollars.  The  new  church  is  one  hundred  feet  long  by  fifty-seven 
I'eet  wide,  with  slate  roof,  and  has  a  steeple  one  hundred  and 
twenty-live  feet  high.    The  inside  is  finished  in  pi^lished  oak, 
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and  lius  n  seating  ("ipaciry  of  six  luuulred  ;  all  tlie  windows  are 
of  stained  glass,  and  were  donated  by  the  members  of  the 
church.  'J'he  corner  stone  was  laid  by  Archbishoj)  Corrigan  on 
the  19th  of  August,  188;}.  It  was  ready  for  services  the  follow- 
ing May,  and  on  the  4th  of  that  month  it  was  dedicated  by 
Arclibishop  Corrigan.  In  April,  1885,  Father  Campbell  pur- 
chased a  magnificent  organ  to  be  placed  in  the  church,  at  a  cost 
of  two  thousand  live  liiindred  dollars.  It  was  used  for  the  first 
time  on  the  lii'st  anniversary  of  the  dedication.  lie  has  since 
purchased  a  large  piece  of  property  adjoining  the  church  pro])- 
ert}',  to  be  used  for  church  purposes.  Daniel  D.  ]\fcCartliy 
donated  a  l)ell  weighing  two  thousand  pounds,  which  is  placed 
in  the  tower  of  the  church. 

St.  Joseph's  church,  Rossville,  was  l)uilt  in  18r)l,  and  for 
three  years  after  that  linu^  was  undei'  the  care  of  the  churcli  at 
Clifton.  About  1854  Kev.  Fatlu3r  Caro  became  its  pastor.  He 
was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Bernard  McC'rausen  in  1857.  He 
remained  until  1850,  when  the  Rev.  John  Barr^^  became  its 
pastor,  aiul  the  latter  remained  till  the  year  1877.  Rev.  Ed- 
ward A.  Dunphy  succeeded  him,  I'emaining  until  the  present 
time.  The  congi'egation  of  tliis  church  comes  from  Kreischer- 
ville,  Tottenville,  Green  Ridge,  Eltingville,  Annadale,  Hugue- 
not, Pi-ince's  Bay,  Richmond  Valley  and  Rossville.  Thecliurch 
is  a  frame  building  sixty-one  by  twenty-live  feet  on  the  ground, 
staruling  lU'ar  Shay's  lane.  The  interior  is  tastefully  decorated 
with  oil  i)ainlings,  and  the  house  is  furnisht-d  with  stained  glass 
windows.    It  has  a  seating  capacity  for  about  three  hundred. 

St.  Patrick's  church,  located  at  Richuu)nd,  was  built  in  the 
year  1861.  It  is  of  brick,  seventy-one  l)y  forty  feet  in  size,  and 
is  caiKibK*  of  .scMliug  about  four  hundrrd  pt'oplc.  It  owes  its 
existt'uce  largely,  if  not  wliolly,  to  liic  [inrscviTi ug  ell'orts  of 
Rev.  Fatiier  Jiai  ry,  who  for  num.y  years  was  it^s  fail  li  fid  pastor. 

St.  Rose  of  Lima,  located  on  Castleton  avenue,  at  the  corner 
of  Roe  street.  West  New  Brighton,  was  erected  in  J 804,  on  a 
lot  seventy-iive  by  one  huiulred  and  fifty  feet,  which  had  been 
purchased  of  William  Jones  for  nine  hundred  dollars.  Its 
building  was  due  to  the  eiun'gy  of  Rev.  l<\i(her  Couron,  then 
pastor  of  St.  Peter's  church  at  New  Brighton.  Tlie  chuich  was 
appropriately  dedicated  on  Suiulay,  Decembei'  4,  18(54,  by  the 
celebration  of  high  mass,  and  a  perfoi'mance  of  classic  music  by 
artists  from  St.  Peter's  church,  of  ]3arclay  street,  New  York, 
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and  the  "Italian  Opera  Company."  A  notable  e-veTil  look 
place  here  on  Sunday,  May  22,  1881,  when  one  hundred  and 
fourteen  males  and  an  equal  nund)er  of  females  were  confirmed 
by  Arclihislioi)  Coi'i'igaii,  assisted  by  Father  Poole,  pastt)r  of 
the  church,  and  others. 

In  18.00  a  number  of  the  members  of  the  Reformed  chuic'li  in 
"Richmond,  residing  at  such  a  distance  therefrom  as  lo  render 
their  attendance  inconvenient,  oi-ganized  a  new  church  at  Blooni- 
ingview,  now  known  as  the  "  Church  of  the  Huguenots.'''  A 
plain  but  substantial  church  building  was  erected  on  land 
donated  by  the  Hon.  ]3enjamin  P.  Prall,  and  the  Rev.  James 

A.  M.  Latourelte,  a  descendant  of  a  Staten  Island  Huguenot 
family,  became  its  first  pastor.  Soon  after,  however,  he  re- 
signed his  (diarge,  having  connected  himself  with  tlie  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  church. 

Mr.  Latourfitte  was  su(!ceeded  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  R.  Greg- 
ory, who  also,  after  a  brief  term,  resigned.    The  Rev.  Herman 

B.  Stryker,  a  native  Staten  Islander,  and  son  of  the  Rev.  Peter 
Stryker,  formerly  2)astor  of  the  church  on  the  north  side,  then 
supplied  the  pulj^it  for  several  years.  After  his  resignation, 
the  Rev.  J)r.  Fiancis  M.  Kip  assumed  the  duties  of  the  pastoral 
office. 

"The  First  United  Independent  Christian  Cliurch  of  Staten  Is- 
land"(IInitarian)  was  (jrgani/.ed  at  the  house  of  Minthorne 'I'omp- 
kins  in  Stapleton,  l'\;briuiry  19,  1851,  by  the  election  of  f)i'.  A.  Sid- 
ney Doane,  Miiithorne '1,'onipkins,  Dainel  Low,  F.  S.  Hagadorn, 
William  l<]merson,  I'.  C.  Cortelyou,  John  C.  Thompstjii,  H.  M. 
Harding,  John  Ci'abtree,  A.  J.  Hamilton,  John  Rendernagel, 
and  Philip  13ender,  as  ti'ustees.  This  society  held  theii'  meet- 
ings at  the  LycHMim  in  Sla]»lcton,  where  the  lieveretul  Mc^si's. 
Hellows,  Chapin  aiul  Osgood  (tfien  kindly  olliciali'd  until  the 
l?ev.  ,)(jhn  l^aikman,  of  13oston,  who  had  r(H'enll>  bccitiiiH  a 
resident  of  the  islam!,  accepted  the  charge. 

On  the  21st  of  Septend)er  of  tlu^  same  year  (iSHf)  "The  Con- 
gregational Church  of  the  Evangelists  of  New  Brighton  "  was 
established  by  the  initative  of  Messrs.  James  Parker,  Lucius 
TuckeiMuan,  ^V.  C.  Goodhue,  George  \V.  Jewett,  John  Cralitree, 
A.  J.  Hamilton,  George  A.  Ward,  Jlol)ei't  C.Goodhue,  William 
W.  Russell,  Smith  Ely,  S.  M.  Elliott,  Jolm  I).  Sk)at,  J.  E.  Kun 
hardt,  William  F.  Gary,  Jolm  Jewett,  Jr.,"  L.  G.  Wyeth  and 
iMrs.  ]\L  Pendleton.    This  society  held  their  meetings  at  the 
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Belnujnt  lionse,  New  Brigliton,  Mv.  Parkman  preacliing  on  al- 
ternate Suiulays  there  aiulat  theLyceuiu,  for  al)()ut  six  nioiUlis, 
wlieii,  unable  to  obtain  a  suitable  ]:>la(;e  Tor  worship,  the  oi-^aui- 
zation  was  dissolved,  and  the  members  joined  the  congregation. 
Mr.  Parkniau  was  called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  united  body, 
and  the  name  oT  the  coii)oration  was  changed  to  that  of  The 
Church  of  the  Redeemer,"  Messrs.  Daniel  Low,  George  A. 
Ward,  W.  C.  Groodhue,  John  F.  Raymond,  Lucius  Tuckerman, 
H.  M.  Harding,  A.  J.  Hamilton,  John  Crabtree  and  Daniel  Gr. 
Garrison  being  tlie  boai'd  of  trustees.  A  building  for  church 
purposes  was  el  ected  on  Richmond  turnpike  at  the  foot  of  Cebra 
avenue,  an  isolated  situation,  apparently  selected  because,  be- 
ing about  equi-distant  from  the  several  villages,  it  was  n(;t  more 
inconvenient  to  one  than  to  another.  It  was  dedicated  June 
29,  1853.  The  church  ilourished  and  increased,  aud  it  was 
thought  necessary  to  enlarge  the  building.  Tliis  was  done,  and 
tlie  number  of  pews  almost  d(jubled. 

In  a  comparatively  short  time,  however,  the  disadvantages 
of  the  situation  became  more  and  more  manifest ;  the  roads 
wei'e  bad,  and  there  were  no  sidewalks;  most  of  the  congre- 
gation lived  at  a  distiince;  access  to  the  church  was  diflicult, 
almost  impracticable  at  seas(^ns  to  those  on  foot;  tlie  zeal  of 
numy  of  the  oi'iginal  inend)ers  diminished;  some  died,  more  left 
the  island,  and  their  places  renuiined  empty.  Mi'.  Parkman, 
with  his  family,  went  to  Europe,  aud  was  succeeded  tempora- 
rily liy  Rev.  diaries  Ritter,  and  ))y  Rev.  R.  P.  Cutler,  and 
linally  in  November,  1805,  after  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  in- 
duce Mr.  Parkman,  on  his  return  to  Boston  from  hhirope,  to 
resume  his  former  charge,  the  (diurch  was  closed,  tlin  building 
sold  and  I'cnioN'cd,  the  laud  also  sold,  ami  the  i)iM('eeds  iuvesictl 
in  Ihiited  Stales  bonds.  'L'he  cor[)oration  \\'as  continued,  how- 
ever, and  its  members  patiently  awaited  the  tinu^  when  more 
favoi'able  cii'cumstaiu;;es  should  call  it  to  renewed  activity.  That 
time  came  in  18G8,  when  the  [lopulation  of  New  ]?riglUon,  hav- 
ing greatly  inci'eased,  Rev.  AV.  R.  G.  Mellen,  then  secretary  of 
the  Hudson  River  Coiifei'ence,  gathered  the  congregation  to- 
gether, and  attempted  its  reorganization.  Meetings  were  held  at 
the  Union  Sunday  scliool  room  in  New  ]?righton,  at  which  he 
conducted  the  services,  and  after  much  patient  and  earnest  en- 
deavor on  his  part,  the  desired  result  was  attained.  A  reor- 
ganization was  effected,  and  Messrs.  Daniel  Low,  Geoige  W. 
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.rcwctf,  .loliii  ('.  lleiidci'soii,  (!li;irle.s  0.  Goodluie,  G(njr!4-(^  ^V. 
(Curtis,  .Idliii  If.  I'liiU,  I'ldwnid  15.  MiTiill,  ,1.  Fratil;  Kiiuikuis 
and  Aiidixnv  M.  V.  J)iivis,  wen;  chosen  trustees.  A  lot  ul'  land 
on  the  corner  of  Clinton  avenue  and  Second  street,  New  Brigh- 
ton, was  purcliased,  and  a  church  edifice  erected  tliereon  at  the 
cost  of  nearly  $10,000.  The  hir^'er  part  of  this  sum  was  paid 
l)y  the  funds  in  hand  and  by  sulisi'rii)tioiis,  Imt  a  (h:'l)t  of  nearly 
$0,000  remained. 

Rev.  \\^  C.  Badger  was  called  to  the  pastc^rate,  but  was  com- 
pelled by  ill  health  to  resign  in  about  eighteen  months. 
The  pulpit  was  afterward  su])plied  by  dilferent  clergyman  for 
a  while,  but  for  seveial  months  the  services  were  conducted  by 
j\Ir.  George  AV.  Curtis,  who  lead  sucli  printed  sermons  as  he 
judged  would  interest  and  hel])  the  (>.ongregati(jn.  In  ^fay,  1871, 
Rev:  \V.  R.  G.  Mellen,  who  had,  in  the  meanwhile,  been  })reach 
ing  at  Detroit,  was  settled  as  pastor,  and  remained  in  charge 
until  May,  J 874,  when  circumstances  compelled  him  to  resign. 
After  this  the  services  were  principally  and  gratuitously  c(jn- 
ducted  by  j\Ir.  Curtis,  in  the  manner  a])ove  mentioned,  to  the 
continued  delight  and  satisfaction  of  the  hearers. 

I)uring  this  })eriod  a  line  organ  was  [)Ui'chased  and  ]»aid  for, 
mainly  thi'ough  the  exertion  of  i\lr.  J.  W .  Sinionton,  who  had 
gratuitously  conducted  the  musical  services  of  the  congi'ega- 
tion  since  the  reorganization;  the  del)t  was  paid  olf,  jMi'.  haniel 
J,ow,  deceased,  having  conti'ibuled  largely  foi'  that  pui'jiose, 
and  the  society  was  enabh-d  to  give  assistance  to  other  weak 
chundies,  and  to  desci'ving  ;;haritif!s. 

The  revenues  of  the  "Chui-ch  of  the  Redeemer"  were  raised 
by  subscri})tion  and  not  fi'om  the  rent  of  pews,  the  s(:'ars  l)eing 
absolutely  free.  All  (lersous  of  both  sexes,  of  full  age,  who 
had  been  staled  alltMidanis  on  worship  willi  llic  sociiMy  for 
one  year,  and  had  conlribuled  li\'f  dollai's  aiinmill}'  lo  lis 
Ij-easnry  were  eulitled  to  taki;  part,  and  to  vote  at  all  its  [no- 
ceedings. 

When,  after  a  few  years,  Mr.  Curtis  relinquished  the  con- 
duct of  the  sei  vices  the  society  invited  various  (dergymen  to 
preach,  and  finally  asked  the  Rev.  Alphonso  Weeks  to  become 
the  pastor.  He  was  obliged  to  decline  and  the  religious  ser- 
vices were  then  suspended.  The  church  remained  unoccupied 
for  a  time,  but  in  1884  it  was  let  to  a  T^aptist  society  which  holds 
regular  worship  in  the  building. 
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l^'irst  I<Ml;v\\  ;i  ler  l*re.sl)y (criMii  cliiircli  is  locatod  on 
]3i-()\\ncll  and  McKeoii  streets,  Sta[)let()ii.  ll  was  originally 
called  "'riie  First  Presbyterian  Ciini'(di  (d"  (jlil'ion."  The  or- 
ganization took  place  Wednesday  al'teinoon,  May  14,  IHf)!),  at 
tlie  residence  of  Ct.  W.  Gerard,  Townsend  avenne,  (Mit'toii, 
when  the  Tliird  Presbytery  of  New  York  city  met  for  that 
purpose.  There  were  present  t)f  that  body  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel 
D.  l^iiichard,  A.  K.  Campbell,  Rev.  \V.  Roosevelt,  1).  T.  Mc- 
Laughton,  and  Elders  David  Stevens  and  J.  0.  Ifines,  the  com- 
mittee ap[)ointed  by  the  body  foi'  this  service.  After  reli.ginii.s 
servi(;e,  twenty-one  persons  from  the  Jleformed  Dntch  churcdi  (d' 
Stapletf)n,  and  liv(j  from  other  churches  ))resented  lettei-s  (jf 
dismissal  to  the  new  churcli,  and  having  asseuted  tf)  the  con- 
fession of  the  faitli  and  covenant  were  organized  into  a  Pres- 
byterian cliui'cli.  John  D.  Dix,  E.  S.  Sa.x'ton,  and  G.  AV.  Ger- 
ard were  elected  ehlei  s;  K.  A.  Ludlow,  and  Davidge  deacons; 

and  were  forthwith  installed.  Rev.  ])r.  i^urchard  officiating. 
The  first  commuTUou  of  the  Lcji'd's  Supper  was  celebratetl  in  the 
home  of  l^jjder  Gerard,  Afay  18,  18.00,  when  all  the  mendx'is  of 
[ha  cli  iircfi  wei'e  present. 

Rev.  Alonzo  i'rown  l)ecame  pastor  of  the  church  Octolit'i'  1, 
1856.  This  pastorate  was  dissolved  November  3(»,  18.")7.  'i'lin 
Rev.  Samuel  W.  (IruttemhMi  was  the  ne.xt  ])astor,  and  served 
the  cliurcli  from  April,  18r)8,  until  November  '.),  1S,V.).  (Jn  the 
25th  of  January,  1800,  the  Rev.  AV.  TTowell  'f\iylor  was  elected 
pastor,  and  he  continued  as  such  until  October,  1804.  'IMie  Rev. 
J.  11.  Sinclair  was  next  invited  to  su[)ply  flu-  ])ulpit  for  eight 
months.  1^'rbruai'y -JO,  1805,  the  Rev.  David  R.  l<'raz(;i',  of  Bal- 
timore, was  called  lo  become  the  i)astor.  He  resigned  the 
pastorate,  and  w  as  <m  Oclobi'r  8,  1808,  releasi'd  from  I  lie  . same 
In  Decend)er,  18()5,  iIk;  lii'st  ollicial  ste[)s  were  taken  tt)ward  the 
building  (d'  a  iiew  (diurcdi,  and  resulted  in  the  purcdiase  of  tin- 
present  (diurch  edifice,  then  occupied  by  the  Dutch  Refoi'ined 
(diurcdi,  aud  owned  by  them.  On  Ajjril  13,  1808,  a  congrega- 
tional meetiug  was  held  to  C(Misider  a,n  overture  from  tlie  Re- 
formed Dutch  churcli  of  Stapleton  respecting  a  uuiou  of  the 
two  chur(dies.  which  was  ell'ected.  At  a  meeting  of  the  congrega- 
tion, jMay  20,  1868,  the  name  of  tlie  church  was  changed  to  the 
"]<"'irst  Presl)yterian  ('hurcli,  Edgewater." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  J.  E.  Rockwell,  of  l^rooklyn,  was  elected  pastor 
of  the  (diurcdi  August  5,  18(i8.    Ills  pastorate  was  terminated  J)y 
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his  death,  in  the  year  1882,  after  a  long  and  useful  ministry. 
On  October  29,  1882,  tlie  Rev.  (i.  M.  McCanipbell,  tlie  present 
]):istor,  was  called  to  the  cliui'cli. 

The  chaite],  or  Sunday  school  I'ooni  of  tliis  (^liurcli,  which 
formerly  stood  on  GtJi'ge  street,  now  Bi  oad  street,  was  destroyetl 
l)y  an  incendiary  lire.  After  this  the  i)resent  one  was  erected. 
This  costly  and  (;oniniodions  cha]»el  of  the  clrurch,  erected  in 
1870,  stands  on  the  corner  opposite  the  present  chui'ch  edilice, 
and  is  used  for  Sunday  school  purposes  and  the  weekly  devo- 
tional and  other  meetings  of  the  congregation.  It  is  a  spacious 
and  elegant  brick  edifice,  erected  chiefly,  if  not  wholly,  through 
the  Jiiunilicence  of  a  lady,  who  donated  $8,000  for  the  purpose. 
Tlie  present  membership  numbers  two  hundred  and  forty.  Tliei'e 
are  thi'ee  hundred  children  in  tlu^  Sunday  school.  'J'he  benev- 
olent contributions  during  the  last  year  amounted  to  $1,400, 
while  for  (^ongregationtd  eA'i)enses  $4,000  were  raised. 

The  (Jalvai'y  Presbyterian  ciiurch,  of  ^Vest  New  Brighton, 
was  organized  November  17,  1872,  under  care  of  the  Presbytery 
of  Prooklyii.  It  was  organized  with  thirty-five  members,  most 
of  these  having  been  i)revi(nisly  connected  with  the  J)utch  re- 
formed church  of  Port  Piclimond.  The  following  ^vere  its  lirst 
officers  :  R.  N.  Havens  and  Augustus  AV.  Sexton,  elders  ; 
Ralozie  Fuller  and  William  J.  Ladd,  deacons.  The  cha[)el, 
situated  on  Ihe  coi'uer  of  13enu;nl  and  (!astlet(Ui  aveniu^s,  had 
been  ercicted  before  the  (U'ganization  of  the  church.  It  was 
built  during  the  summer  of  1872,  at  lirst  to  accommodate  the 
Suiulay  sch(M)l,  which  had  been  oi'ganized  May  14th  of  that 
year.  The  church  was  really  tlu; oulgrowtli  of  a  Sunday  school. 
Prom  ils  beginning  until  A^jril,  187:5,  tin;  ])ulpit  of  the  (diurch 
w  as  su pplii'd  by  llw  Ucv.  .lames  S.  Im  uus,  D.  I>.,  who,  as  syn- 
odical  supeiiulendciU  of  chuicli  exleusiou,  had  riuuli'ied  grea t 
assistance  in  ell\.'cting  the  orgaiuzal ion.  (_)n  the  evening  of 
March  nth,  1873,  a  call  was  exteiuled  to  the  Rev.  J.  IMilton 
Greeiu*,  pastor  of  the  Secoiul  Prcsbylerian  church,  of  P)rook- 
lyn,  wiiich  was  acce[)ted  by  him,  and  he  was  installed  ])astor  of 
the  church  on  the  evening  of  Mai'ch  3d,  1873.  lie  continued  to 
minister  to  the  church  for  eight  years,  when  he  resigned  to 
enter  upon  missioiuiry  work  in  Mexico.  Dui'ing  this  time,  be- 
ginning in  May,  1881,  l^resbyterian  services  were  conducted  in 
the  old  school  house  between  Travisville  and  Linoleumville,  by 
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liev.  J.  Ariltou  Greene  and  ('liai)hiin  Jones  of  Sailors'  Snn;;- 
Hai'boi'. 

(/"oiistanl  <i;ro\vtli  charactori/.t'd  t.li((  ()i'<j,'aiii/al ion,  so  tlial  in 
September,  IS?  I,  il-  was  I'onnd  ne(!essary  to  enlar^*?  llie  chapel 
by  one  ball'  ol'  its  original  size.  'IMie  present  jiastor,  llev.  'L\  A. 
Le<i,'g'etl,  was  instalb^d  in  December,  1881.  The  chnrch  has  had 
a  healthy  growth,  and  its  present  membership  is  two  hundred 
and  fifty.  The  Sabbath  scdiool  is  one  ol'  the  largest  on  the 
ishmd,  and  is  tidmitted  by  all  to  be  tiie  most  popular  and 
flourisliing. 

The  chapel,  since  its  enlargement,  is  capable  of  seating  from 
four  to  live  hundred  people;  and  the  interior  is  beautifully  and 
tastefully  finislied  and  furnished.  The  chui'ch  owns  land  ad- 
joining the  chapti],  and  expects  to  erect  U[)on  it  a  substantial 
chur(;h. 

The  "  German  Evangelical  Luthei'an  Ohnrch  of  St.  John," 
at  Port  Richmond,  was  orgarnzed  October  17,  1852.  Tliis  be- 
longs to  the  sect,  U.  A.  0.  (Unaltered  Augsbnrgian  Confession). 
This  confession  was  drawn  up  at  Augsbuig'  by  Melancthon.  and 
hy  him  and  Luther  presented  to  the  Emperoi'  Charles  in  ir)3(». 
The  original  members  were:  John  Rathyen,  Paul  Schmidt, 
Charles  Keulgen,  John  llettsche,  Carl  Senne,  A.  Knopp,  Ernst 
Senne,  Ijouis  Koenig,  J<din  C.  Schiegel,  August  us  Senne,  J.  II. 
IMatthius,  Diedrich  Senne,  Gottlieb  i'.ertsch,  Carl  IN'eidthart, 
Adam  1^'ia^gel,  A.  Iluls(d)us. 

The  i)astors  of  the  church  have  l)een  as  follows:  IJernard  de 
Scluveinitz;  Fi:  Boeling,  from  185:5  to  1855;  H.  Roel,  fj'om  1855 
to  185G;  J.  F.  C.  llennicke,  fi'om  1850  to  1857;  K.  Goehling,  from 
1858  to  1859;  M.  Termenstein,  from  18(i()  to  1807;  J.  E.  Gottlieb, 
from  IStW  lo  IS75;  C.  l-'rincke,  jr.,  hcceiidx'i'  5,  1875,  to  1881; 
,1.  P.  Scliocucr,  .Vpril  I',),  1885,  (o         pics, Mil  lime. 

In  188  !  I  lie  (•liiiich  had  one  hundred  and  lifly-sf  ven  commu- 
nicant mend)ers.  The  congregati(ni  has  a  day  sclu)ol  of  sixty- 
two  pupils,  mostly  childi'en  of  the  membei's.  The  siJiool  had 
a  few  years  since  one  hundred  sclndars.  It  is  conducled  in 
German  and  English.  Some  studies  are  given  in  eithei'  lan- 
guage. It  is  pr()minenl ly  a  religious  school.  The  chur(;h  edi- 
lice  was  purchased  from  the  Methodists.  (See  Trinity  M.  E. 
(diurch). 

The  Unitarian  chuich  on  the  Turn[)ils.e  road  was  [)urchased 
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in  1865,  by  tliis  coiigTe<5ation,  who  were  then  worshipping  under 
tlie  leadersliip  oi'  Rev.  Karl  Goehling.  The  price,  w]ii(;li  included 
a  fine  pij)e  organ  and  the  other  furniture  of  the  Itouse,  was 
thi'ee  thousand  live  hundred  dolhii'S.  The  building  was  re- 
inoved  to  the  corner  of  Heacli  sti'(iet  and  llichniond  load,  on 
gi'onnd  donated  in  pai't  by  Albert  Ward.  Esq.,  for  tlie  site  (jf  a 
churcli.  This  congregation  had  previously  used  the  Metliodist 
Episcopal  church  on  (Jebra  avenue  for  their  meetings. 

There  is  a  Lutheran  church  at  Edgewater,  of  which  we  have 
been  unable  to  i)rocure  information.  It  has  a  parish  school 
connected  with  it. 

The  organization  of  St.  Peter's  congregation  having  been  per 
fected  Rev.  ])r.  L.  Mohn  proposed  ^Ir.  Jacob  Gauss,  a  student  of 
theology,  as  preacher,  to  whom  acc^ordingi}'  a  call  was  sent. 
Mr.  Gauss  preached  his  lii'st  sernu)n  here  on  the  iirst  Sunday  of 
the  Advent  of  J881.  His  zeal  for  the  welfare  of  the  <;ongrega- 
tion  was  of  such  a  sacrihcing  nature  as  to  insure  the  success  of 
Doctor  Mohn's  undertaking  according  to  the  principles  advo- 
cated by  him.  After  having  passed  a  most  satisfactory  exam- 
ination he  was  by  recommendation  of  the  classis  of  Xew  York 
ordained  a  ministei'  of  the  gospel,  and  on  Novembei'  10,  1883, 
was  duly  insl-alled  as  minister  of  the  "German  Evangelical 
St..  Peter's  ('hurch  of  Ki'dSf-lierville,"  l)y  three  mend)ers  of  the 
classis  of  New  Yoi'k.  A  full  choir  of  ladies  and  g(Mitlemen 
Avas  oiganized  and  is  under  the  leadei'ship  of  the  minister.  One 
of  the  mendters  of  the  congregation  acts  as  organist.  Services 
are  held  every  Sunday  from  10  to  11  A.  M.,  and  Sunday  scluxd 
meets  from  9  to  10  A.  M.  A  weekly  lecture  lor  the  bciielit  of 
the  chui'cli  is  given  by  the  minister. 

The  churcdi  is  located  in  tti(>  midst  of  n  small  vilhige  iimr  . 
the  Stateu  l.slnud  sound.     The  froni   of  llu'  ehuich  is  \  i.-sil)l(i 
from  the  public  highway  leading  fioin  T(jttenville  to  liossville. 

The  estal)lishment  of  a  German  church  here  dates  back  to 
the  year  1881,  where  the  now  deceased  l^ev.  Dr.  L.  JMohu,  of 
Ilob(dcen,  N.  J.,  by  his  zeal  in  bringing  about  German  worship, 
was  moved  to  begin  his  labors  in  u  small  chapel,  kindly  offered 
by  the  Methodist  Episcopal  congregation  in  the  village. 

On  the  2;5d  day  of  Octol)er,  1881,  the  church  was  inc()r])orated 
by  the  Honorable  Classis  of  New  York,  and  the  first  consistory 
was  organized  by  representatives  of  the  classis.  The  increased 
popularity  of  the  services  rendered  the  auditoiium  iiuulecjuate 
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to  tlie  nuniV)t'i'  of  nit'iiiher.s  in  atfendaiice,  so  tlial  it  became 
necessary  I'or  tlie  coiigie^atioii  to  ju'ovidti  a  eliurcli  of  its  own. 

Tlie  lai'ge  majority  ol'  the  coM<i,re<,^atioii  being  German  and  of 
German  e.\'traet ion,  consisting  mairdy  of  emidoyees  oi'  llie  lirm 
(jf  B.  Kreischer  &  Sons,  Mr.  B.  Kreisclier,  tlie  senioi- mend)er  of 
the  tiriii,  having  been  an  iidiabitant  of  the  place  since  1852, 
seeing  the  iie(;es.sity  of  a  liouse  of  public  worship,  proceeded  to 
erect  a  line  church  for  tlieir  benelit  at  his  own  ex[)ense. 

He  personally  sujjeiintended  the  erection  of  the  building, 
from  laying  tlie  foundation  to  the  completi(jn  of  the  structure. 
On  tile  lii'st  day  of  July,  1883,  a  fine  little  church  was  ready 
to  open  its  (h)(us  lo  tliose  wdio  wei'e  anxious  to  hear  the  ])raise 
of  the  Lt)rd  expounded  in  the  (firman  language,  the  building 
having  cost  j\rr.  Kreischer  lifteeii  tlujusand  dollars.  In  the  i)res- 
ence  of  every  member  of  Mr.  Kreisclier's  family  the  cluirch  was 
delivered  to  tlie  congregation,  and  services  to  celebrate  tlie  oc- 
casion were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  L.  Mohn,  assisted  1)}^ 
the  Kev.  Jacob  Ganss.  The  Sunday  school  connected  with  the 
church,  and  which  is  in  charge  of  the  consistory',  was  at  tlu^ 
same  time  organized. 

At  the  ])resent  time  ther(!  are  about  two  hiindrtid  menil)ers  of 
tlie  congi-egat ion,  and  one  hundred  and  sixty  children  beli)Ug- 
ing  to  the  Sunda}'  scdiool.  The  meetings  of  the  coii.sistory  are 
lield  in  a  room  litted  up  for  that  purpose  in  the  (diurcU  build- 
ing. The  lirst  ])rea(dier  and  founder  of  the  church  was  IJev. 
Dr.  L.  Mohn.  The  prcseut  members  of  the  consistory  are: 
Charles  (J.  Kreischer.  Ivlward  B.  Kreischer,  elders  ;  August 
Nyclc,  secretaiy  ;  dulius  Meer(jwski,  (xeorge  Werner,  deacons  ; 
Edwai'd  B.  Kreischci',  li'easuier. 

Two  societies  of  ihc  Voui\g  Men's  Chrislian  Associaliou 
ha  \  e  bt'eii  organized  on  (  he  island.  The  assucia  I  iou  of  the  noi  l  It 
shore  was  organi/cd  in  Trinity'  Methodist  l']iiisrii]),\l  churcli, 
■luly  If),  1807,  and  was  incuu'porated  on  the  3d  of  Septeiiibei'  fol- 
lowing, 'i'lie  in(X)rpora tors  were:  M;itliew  S.Taylor,  George 
A.  Middlebrook,  Mulford  D.  Simoiison,  John  D.  Vermeule  ami 
Eugene  Dul^ois.  The  corner  stone  of  their  beautiful  edilice 
was  laid  Tuesday,  August  If),  1871,  willi  ai)i)ropi iate  cere- 
monies, and  was  dedicated  November  22,  1872. 

The  building  (U)ntains  a  reading  room,  sitting  room,  associa- 
tion meeting  room,  and  an  auditorium  capable  of  seating  foui- 
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liundi-ed  and  eighty  persons.  The  total  cost  of  the  biiihliiiii,- 
was  $l!),7r)r).:32. 

On  the  IStli  ol'tluiie,  1883,  a  band  of  yonng  men,  numl)ering 
thirty-seven,  met  in  tlie  Sunday  sdiool  I'ooni  oi'  (lie  Brighton 
Heights  llei"ornHid  church  and  resolved  themselves  int(j  a  soci- 
ety nndei'  the  naine  of  the  Young  Men's  (Jliristian  Association 
of  the  East  Sliore.  As  the  society  gained  a  footing  and  its  vari- 
ous l)ran(!hes  of  work  were  organized,  religious  meetings  were 
held  as  often  as  twice  a  week,  besides  a  meeting  on  Saturday 
afternoon  for  boys.  Literary  entertainments  and  debates  were 
held  during  the  winter,  occasional  le(;tures  were  given,  a  read- 
ing room  was  provided  with  the  weekly  and  daily  papers,  and 
a  library  of  about  five  hundred  volumes.  A  parlor,  supplied 
witli  an  organ  and  other  attractions,  was  open  every  evening, 
social  receptions  were  occasionally  held,  and  a  gymnasium  was 
fitted  up  for  the  use  of  members.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year 
tlie  membership  of  the  association  nundjered  one  hundred  tmd 
fifty,  divided  into  three  classes,  active,  associate  and  sustaining. 


CHAPTER  IX. 


EDUCATION   AND  LITERATURE. 


Tlu;  Schools  of  tlio  Colonial  I'urioil. — Tho  Publio  Scliools  under  the  State  Gov- 
ernment.— Richmond  County  College. — Brighton  Ileiglits  Seniinary. — Staten 
Island  Academy.

IN  I'espect  to  intellectual  culture  and  attention  to  pojnilar 
education  Staten  Islaiul  lia.s  ever  .sustained  a  creditable 
p(jsitioii  in  its  genei'atiou.  It  has  indeed  been  remai'kably 
favoi'ed  in  this  i)articular,  even  iiKjre  so  than  most  loctilities  in 
its  neighborhood.  Always  the  home  of  men  prominent  iuscieii- 
tilic,  literary,  educational  or  pc^litical  fields — iru;n  who  were 
among  tlie  I'oreniost  in  the  councils  of  the  })i()viuce,  state  or 
nation,  in  the  vai'ioiis  lields  o\'  mental  action,  it  has  i)rolited  l)y 
their  leadership,  energy  and  enterprise.  Then  again,  being 
situated,  as  it  were,  under  the  wing  of  the  great  American 
metropolis,  it  has  had  the  beuelit  of  its  attractions,  patronage 
and  beuel'a(;tions. 

The  early  inhabitants  of  the  island  gave  assiduous  tittention 
to  the  education  of  their  children.  Very  meagre  fragments 
only  of  history  may  now  l)e  found  to  tell  us  how  they  accom- 
plislied  this  work,  but  enough  m:iy  l)e  found  to  c(uivinc(i  us  that 
I  hey  appriM'iali'd  the  importance  of  giving  llieir  children  i.lii> 
comniiui  (HliU'alion  of  t  he  t  imcs.  Tlie  liisl  t'diicaiidu  was  very 
naturally  of  a  I'eligious  cluvractcu',  and  given  under  ndigious 
pati'onage.  The  earliest  note  t.hat  we  lind  toiu'hing  this  subject 
is  on(i  in  the  I'ecords  of  I  h(3  "  So(;iety  for  I  Ik;  Projiagation  of 
the  CJospel  in  Foreign  Parts,"  tin  hjiiglish  society  sustained 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Episcopal  church,  f(U'  the  yetir  1710, 
which  is  as  follows  : 

"  Mr.  Macken/y,  the  Society's  iSlissionary  in  Sttiten  Island, 
in  the  Province  of  New  York,  luiving  informed  them  how  much 
they  wtmted  School  Masters  to  iiistriu^t  the  Children  of  tiu^ 
English,  Dutch  ami  Erencih,  in  the  stiid  Ishmd,  ;ind  having 
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recommended  Mr.  Adam  Brown  and  Mr.  Benjamin  Drewit 
for  tluit  Purpose,  the  Society  made  choice  of  them  both." 

These  early  schoolmasters  were  also  sometimes  called  cat- 
echists.  The  two  seem  to  have  been  continued — at  least  that 
number  was  employed — during  the  two  years  following^  but 
in  1712  the  men  apx^ear  to  have  been  changed.  Tliat  year 
Francis  Williamson  and  John  de  Pny  were  eni[)loyed  as  school- 
masters under  the  i)atronage  ol'  the  "Society."  They  received 
ten  pounds  a  year  for  their  salaiy,  and  their  woi'k  was  emi- 
neiUly  satisfactoiy,  as  the  testimony  of  the  missionary,  Rev. 
Mr.  Mackenzy,  together  with  the  approval  of  tlie  justices  of 
the  county  abundantly  proved.  So  l)enelicial  to  the  people 
did  the  work  of  these  early  s(dioolmasters  a})pear  to  be  tliat  the 
society  determined  in  1713  to  employ  tliree  more  catechists 
or  schoolmasters  at  once. 

We  have  the  report  of  Mr.  Brown  of  Uichmond,  one  of  these 
teachers,  the  report  being  dated  April  JO,  1713,  by  which  we 
learn  that  he  had  continued  to  kee[)  scliool  in  the  S(juth  [)recinct 
of  the  county;  that  he  had  taught,  during  the  year  preceding, 
thirty-live  children  to  "  reail,  write  aiul  cypher  ;  "  and  the  cat- 
echism of  the  church,  with  the  exphmations  thereof,  to  such  as 
were  capable  ;  that  he  had  twenty-four  of  his  scholars  i)ublicly 
catechized  in  the  church,  and  the  readiness  with  which  the}' 
answered  all  questions  was  admired  l)y  all  who  lieard  them  ; 
that  he  taught  them  the  use  of  the  "common  prayer,"  so  that 
the  children  could  join  with  the  congregation  in  the  divine  ser- 
vice. This  report  was  certilied  to  l)y  the  minister  and  the  board 
of  justices  of  the  county. 

In  1717,  Cluirles  Taylor  appears  as  the  schoolmaster  of  the 
"Society,"  with  a  salary  of  liftt'cn  pounds  a  year.  He  appears 
to  have  ucrupii'd  the  posiiiou  for  several  years.  In  \1'22  and 
1723  he  was  teaching  respectively,  forty-three  i\nd  forty  two 
scholars.  Besides  the  scholars  in  regulai"  daily  attendance  he 
also  at  that  time  ke])t  a  night  school  for  teaching  negi'oes  and 
tiiose  (^hihli'en  who  had  to  work  during  the  day-time.  The 
salary  received  from  the  "  Society"  was  not  liis  only  reliance. 
He  I'eceived  an  additioiuil  pittance  from  his  })atrous  as  a  rule, 
though  his  own  interest  in  the  cause  and  the  poverty  of  some 
of  his  pupils  induced  him  to  teach  some  without  any  other  pay 
than  the  salary  of  the  society.  He  continued  to  exercise  the 
functions  of  a  schoolnuister  for  many  years.    He  died  in  the 
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service  in  17-12.  as  tlui  rollowing- abstract  iVoiii  the  "Society's" 
niiiiutes  will  show  : 

"And  Mr.  Taylor,  the  Society's  Schoolmaster  at  Staten 
Island  being  dead,  the  Society  ui)on  a  Petition  and  Recommenda- 
tion from  tlie  Heverend  ]\Ir.  Arnold,  their  Missionary,  tind  from 
the  Ciiurch-wardens  and  Vestry  ol'  the  Church  of  Staten  Island, 
of  Mr.  Andrew  right,  as  a  Person  of  good  Morals,  and  a  con- 
stant Communicant,  and  well  qualilied  to  teach,  hath  ajipointed 
him  School-mastei'  there  to  instruct  the  pooi'  white,  anil  black 
Children  also,  if  any  such  ai't^  brought  to  him,  giatis,  in  the 
Principles  of  Christianity,  and  to  read  the  Bible  and  the  Com- 
mon-prayer Book." 

It  is  hardly  to  besupposed  that  these  sclujolmastei's  em[)l(jyed 
by  this  society  were  the  first  or  only  teachers  engaged  at  tlie 
time  in  the  instruction  of  (^hihli'en.  But  we  have  been  unable 
to  lind  any  detiiiitt^  data  in  regard  to  the  early  operations  of  the 
Dutch  in  the  cause  of  education. 

Dui'ing  the  colonial  period  the  secular  schools  were  generally 
under  private  patronage.  To  show  tlie  contj'ast  between  a 
teacher's  certificate  of  that  time  and  those  under  which  teachers 
l)ass  at  the  present  time  we  give  the  following  copy  : 

"We  whose  names  are  under  written  Do  Certify  that  the 
Bearer  hereof,  James  Forrest,  has  lived  in  the  West  end  of 
Slaten  Island  two  years  and  six  months,  During  whicli  time  we 
know  nothing  of  him  but  wliat  is  .lust  and  honest.  Teaching  and 
Instructing  of  Pupils  in  sucli  jtarts  of  Literature  as  their 
Cajiacity  Could  Contain:  with  great  Fidelity'  and  Justice,  (liv- 
ing due  and  llegular  Attendaiu:e  in  said  scho(J  to  our  mutual 
Ar  Intire  Satisfaction  and  Likewise  Instiucted  tlu^in  in  their 
Paris  and  Honours  to  ourgri'al  l'\'liciiy,  and  now  to  i)ait  at  his 
own  Ht'qnest.  As  Witness  our  iiands  (i|h  of  Augusj  Seventeen 
liundred  ;ind  Si.xtynine  17()'J.

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After  the  establisluneut  of  (lie  state  goveriiiiieiit  the  suliject 
of  popular  education  beo-an  to  receive  notice  in  tlie  legislature. 
The  tii'.st  .step  in  that  direction  was  the  incorpoi'ation  of  the 
Kegents  of  the  University,  which  was  done  l)y  I  he  first  legisla- 
ture aftei'  the  adoption  of  the  constitution.  In  1789,  the  state 
set  apart  cei'tain  public  lands  for  gospel  and  school  purposes. 
Tn  ITOf),  an  act  was  passed  for  encouraging  and  maintaining 
schools,  appi'opriating  hfty  thousand  dollars  annually  foi'  live 
years  for  tluit  purpose.  In  1701),  an  act  was  passed  autlioriziug 
and  pi'ovidirig  foi-  raising  tlie  sum  of  one  liundi'od  thousand 
(h)liai's  by  means  of  four  successive  lotteries,  the  money  to  be 
apiu'opiiated  to  the  encouragement  of  schools.  In  180.1,  an  act 
was  passed  by  which  live  hundred  thousand  acres  of  the  public 
lands  of  the  state  were  to  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  devoted  to 
the  establishment  of  a  permanent  fund,  the  income  of  which 
was  to  be  annually  distributed  among  tlie  school  districts  of  the 
state  for  the  su])i)ort  of  common  schools. 

No  system  f(jr  carrying  out  the  benelicence  of  the  state  had 
been  devised  when  Governoi'  Tompkins,  at  tlie  opt^ning  of  tlie 
session,  in  181  0,  addressed  the  legislature,  urging  attention  to 
tliis  matter.  The  income  of  the  fund  at  that  time  amounted  to 
about  twenty-six  thousand  dollars  annually,  the  fund  itself 
having  reached  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  lifty-one  thousand 
(jue  hundred  and  hfteen  dollars  and  si.\ty-nine  cents.  In  1811 
Governor  Tompkins  tigain  urged  the  niatter  upon  the  legisla- 
ture, and  the  result  was  the  passage  of  an  act  organizing  the 
common  scliool  system  as  it  existed  until  18o8.  The  hrst  dis- 
Iriliution  of  money  under  this  system  was  made  in  \S^'S,  the  law 
establishing  it  iiaving  Ix^cii  jiasscfl  June  10,  KS12.  This  system 
di\idt'il  the  several  towns  into  s(dhiol  disiiicts,  and  [ilacrd  tlie 
atVairs  of  each  district  in  (he  hands  of  ihrci'  tiiislecs.  The 
s(diool  nuincy  was  apixu  l  IoiumI  to  the  towns  on  tiit' basis  of  t  heir 
j)opulat)on,  and  again  divided  I  o  each  school  district  on  the  basis 
of  the  numbei"  of  childivn  in  eacdi,  between  the  ages  of  ji\'(?and 
lifteen  years.  Each  town  was  required  to  raise  for  school  piir- 
])oses  a  sum  (Mpial  to  that  which  it  received  from  tlic  stale  The 
lirst  superintendent  of  common  schools  was  (Jideoii  Ifawley, 
whose  term  extended  from  1818  to  1821. 

But  it  is  not  our  puri)ose  to  give  luM'e  even  an  outline  of  the 
development  of  the  (Common  school  system  of  which  to-day  the 
Kmpire  state  may  jnstly  boast.    That  system,  in  its  operations, 
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is  not  different  in  Ricliinoiul  (ujunty  I'roni  orliei'  pai  ts  of  tlu^ 
state.  Its  present  status  is  shown  by  the  ronowini;'  ligures 
from  the  reports  of  the  schools  for  tlie  year  hist  closed  :

In  the  poi)nhir  insti-iiction  aH'orded  by  public  lectures  and 
litei'ary  eiitectaininents  of  a  hig'h  order,  the  people  of  Staten 
Island  have  enjoyed  unusual  facilities.    h\>r  many  years  in- 
structive lecture  courses  iiave  Ixsen  maintained  in  some  of  the 
29 
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villages.  The  siippoi't  given  to  tlieni  si)eaks\vell  for  tlie  intelli- 
gent good  sense  of  the  people.  Tiie  evidences  aie  not  wanting 
to  show  that  the  people  of  Staten  Island  have  been  disjjosed  to 
appi'eciate  the  valne  of  popnlar  edncation  in  many  ways,  and 
to  give  a  generons  support  to  whatever  means  were  presented 
for  its  aoconiplishnient.  The  jjroxiiuit}'  to  New  York  city,  how- 
ever, which  circuinsttmce  has  proven  favorable  to  some  means, 
lias  been  vinfuvorable  to  the  maintenance  here  of  collegiate 
schools  or  academies  of  high  grade.  Attempts  have  been  made 
to  establish  such  institutions,  but  the  results  until  recently 
have  not  been  eminently  encouraging.  An  e.vphination  is 
i'ca.dily  seen  in  the  fact  that  tiu;  best  institutions  of  the  gi'eat 
metropolis,  with  advantages  which  a  rural  county  like  this 
cf)u!d  not  V)e  expected  to  enuilate,  are  daily  accessible  to  the 
residents  of  the  island.  We  shall  notice  but  a  few  of  the  at- 
tempts to  found  schools  foi'  iiighei-  education  on  the  island. 

The  ]?ichnu)nd  county  college  was  incor[)orated  by  an  act  of 
the  legislatui-e  passed  April  21,  18;58.  A  condition  of  its  exist- 
ence was  that  it  should  within  two  years  own  ju'ojierty  to  the 
value  of  $80,000,  in  default  of  which  the  charter  was  to  become 
null  and  void.  Or/den  E(hoards''\  Walter  Fatlerso)i,  Charles 
T.  CaUin^  Jacob  Tyseri,  Thomas  INfcAule}',  Charles  A.  Porter, 
John  S.  Westeroelt,  William  Wilson,  George  Howard,  Caleb  T. 
Ward,  William  W.  Phillips,  Thomas  Wilson,  MintlLon,e 
Toiiipldns,  WiU'tavi  A.  Seele//,  John  N.  McLeod,  Thomas  Cum- 
niing,  Billop  B.  Seaman,  AVilliam  (!.  Prownlee,  Mobert  Patlison, 
Dar.id  .)foore,  Alexander  ^Martin,  Tlioinas  E.  Davis,  James  0. 
Smith,  William  Scott,  Louis  AlcLane,  John  E.  MlUer,  James 
Pollo(;k,  James  B.  jNfurray,  Duncan  J^unbar,  Sainuel  Barton, 
William  Agnew,  Thonias  .1.  Oakley,  Jofin  R.  S,ilf,rli,  aiu1 
William  Soul  were  coiisiituled  the  body  corporale  and  politic, 
and  the  lirst  trustees.  Several  elVorts  were  nuide  to  convene 
the  trustees  without  success,  and  the  matter  finally  died  away 
and  was  foi-gotten. 

IJrigliton  Heights  seminary  for  girls  is  located  on  St.  Mark's 
place,  nearly  opposite  the  Reformed  chui'ch.  Tlie  large  proi)- 
erty  of  Horace  R.  Kelly  was  purchased  for  it.  It  was  estab- 
]isli(Ml  in  1888.  Its  lii-st  priiuMpal  was  Mrs.  ITartt,  the  widow  of 
the  late  Pj'ofessor  (Miarles  1*\  Ilartt,  ol'  Cornell  University.  It 

*  Tlio  iiuines  in  Italicti  were  resiiloiits  ol'  tlie  ishiiid. 
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was  intended  to  make  i he  .school  equal  to  the  best  Ps'^ew  York 
and  Brooklyn  schools. 

Tlie  "  Bright(Mi  Heights  Association"  was  formed  in  the  spi'ing 
of  1883,  by  a  inunber  of  gentlemen,  residents  of  Staten  Island, 
who  pnrchased  property  at  a  cost  of  $30,01)1),  formerly  the  resi- 
dence of  (xeoi'ge  \\'^etherspoon,  Esq.  The  interior  was  re- 
modelled and  litted  to  the  new  pur[)ose  at  a  cost  of  over  -i^lJjnou. 
The  school  was  well  patronized  by  all  parts  of  the  island,  and 
the  bnilding  was  fonnd  too  small,  so  an  additi(jn  was  made  at  a 
cost  of  !t^0,()()0,  built  in  1884,  on  tlie  south  side  of  the  gronnds 
fronting  St.  Mark's  place.  It  is  connected  by  a  covered  passage 
way  with  the  lirst  bnilding.  The  size  of  the  new  addition  is 
forty  by  forty-one  feet,  two  stories  liigh.  The  basement  is  of 
brick,  the  building  frauie.  A  kindergarten  lias  been  added. 
rj'ei)arat(jry,  musi(;,  drawing  and  Fi'encdiare  taught.  The  2)res- 
ent  pi'incipal  is  Dr.  George  VV.  Cook. 

The  Slaten  Island  academy  is  tlie  fullillineut  of  a  desire  long- 
felt  and  discussed,  to  prcjvide  for  this  populous  suburb  of  New 
York  a  school  so  organized  that  it  sln^uld  furnish  graded  in- 
struction complete  ami  of  a  high  order,  froui  the  priuiary  to 
the  collegiate  years.  An  earnest  elfort  in  the  s[)ring  and  sum- 
mer of  1884,  sliaped  a  movement  which  resulted  in  tlie  estab- 
lishment of  an  incorporated  school,  ])lanned  from  the  outset  to 
furnish  such  instruction  and  es[)ecially  to  give  the  carefullest 
X)reparation  for  the  university  oi'  schocds  of  technology. 

The  school  was  lirst  opened  Se^jtember  lo,  1884.  It  is  char- 
tered nnder  the  laws  of  the  state  of  New  York.  Its  general 
management  is  given  to  a  board  of  trustees  elected  by  the 
stockholders.  It  olfers  systematic  courses  of  stmly  in  all 
]irinuiry  and  academic  grades,  w  iih  the  siriciesi  I'cai  itieN  of  a 
thoroughly  t'las-silied  .school  maintained  in  every  de[)ar(  men t. 
The  school  is  exclusively  for  day  scholars  and  receives  [)upils 
of  both  sexes  fi'om  the  primary  grade  upward. 

The  building  now  occupied  by  the  school  is  on  IvichiiKUid 
road,  opi)osite  the  Lyceum,  and  stands  in  one  of  the  quietest 
and  most  attractive  [)ai'ts  of  Sta^ileton.  It  is  su[)[)lied  with 
modern  school  furniture,  electi'ic  bells,  gas,  water,  toilet  rooms 
and  all  that  may  contribute  to  the  comfoi't  of  scholars  and  the 
elli(;iency  of  their  class  work. 

I'he  trustees  of  the  academy  have  designed  to  [)rovide  here  a 
Complete  Froebel  kindergarten,  and  to  this  end  two  rooms  luive 
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been  fiirnislied  with  all  tliat  relates  to  kiiidei'^'ai  teii  woi-k.  In 
one  ol"  these  the  children  ai'e  bnsy  with  their  varions  occupa- 
tions, while  in  the  othei'  and  larger  one  they  have  ample  space 
I'or  the  beautiful  games  and  exercises  of  the  Froebel  system. 

Care  is  taken  that  the  childi'en  shall  be  snrionnded  by  ail 
that  can  help  deveU)p  a  taste  I'or  tiie  l)eautirul,  and  a  iiabit 
kindness  to  the  lower  animals.  An  aquarium  of  fishes,  a  mini- 
ature llower  garden,  singing  birds,  pictures,  and  designs,  of 
which  many  are  the  specimens  of  the  children's  own  handiwork, 
adorn  tlie  i-ooms. 

The  entire  organization  of  the  school  pi'operty,  its  courses  of 
study, etc., has  devolved  upon  tlie  present  i)rincipa],  Frederick  E. 
Partington,  A.M.,  of  lirown  University,  who  was  the  first  to  take 
charge  at  tiu:'  op<^ning  in  iS<^pl(Mnber,  KSS4.  The  s(diool  registers 
now  over  two  hundred  students,  and  can  admit  no  moi'e,  except 
when  vacancies  occur,  and  it  has  a  list  of  thirty  oi'  forty  who 
are  waiting  to  enter  when  tlu'chance  comes.  The  trustees  have 
lately  acquired  a  large  i)roperty,  and  steps  iiave  been  taken  to 
erect  a  large  and  permanent  sti'ucture  which  will  accommodate 
four  hundr(Ml  pupils,  and  \n\  piovid^d  with  a  fine  gymnasium, 
assembly  hall  and  all  the  api)ointments  of  a  modern  preparatory 
school.  Among  the  moi'e  prominent  (sitizens  of  the  island 
closely  interested  in  its  develo[)mHnt  are  Hon.  George  William 
Curtis,  Erastus  Wiman,  Esq.  and  Dr.  Jolm  C.  Eccleston. 

The  present  board  of  trustees  are:  Augustus  Schoverling, 
Dr.  John  L.  Feeny,  Carl  von  Dannenberg,  Hermann  Garbe, 
[^''rederick  W.  Graef,  August  Horrniann,  Algernon  K.  Johnston, 
Dr.  Kudolpli  Mautner,  Anthon  G.  Methfessel,  William  l?,o(;k- 
stroth,  Rcinhardt  Siedenberg,  Hugo  Scliering  and  Erastus 
Wiman. 

St.  Austin's  School,  for  boys,  at  West  New  Brighton,  was 
establisln^i  in  1883,  through  the  dfoi'ts  of  Rev.  Altit'd  (t. 
M(n'liru(M',  the  jiresent  I'ector.  From  its  l)eginning  this  school 
has  met  witJi  nnusu;il  suc(^ess.    In  Feln'uary,  the  projierty 

of  the  late  W.  T.  Garner,  on  Bard  avenue,  consisting  of  fifteen 
acres  of  ground  with  tlie  buihlings  thereon,  was  purchased  foi' 
the  s(diool.  Class  rooms  and  gymnasium,  with  a  front  of  one 
liundred  and  fifty  feet,  were  erected  near  the  main  building. 
The  faculty  imdudes  nine  I'esident  nuisters  from  Brown,  London, 
Oxford,  Cambridge,  Durham,  Fidinburgli,  and  Dublin. 

The  Natural .  Science  Association,  gi'owing  out  of  the  intel- 
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lectual  culture  of  the  island,  developing  in  a  demand  for  scien- 
tilic  investigation  of  the  works  of  nature  on  tlie  island,  was 
orgaJiized  in  November,  1880.  Its  members  are  maiid}'  [)(,'r- 
sons  of  enthusiasm  and  energy  in  tlie  parlicuhir  direction  in 
which  the  investigations  of  eacli  are  absorbed.  In  tlie  study 
of  the  animals,  reptiles,  insects,  birds,  lishes,  plants,  trees, 
rocks,  ea,rths,  foi'ination  and  the  Indian  I'elics,  the  membei's  of 
tills  association  are  performing  an  amount  of  labor  that  is  per- 
fectly bewildering  to  the  mind  of  an  observer,  when  viewed  in 
the  aggregate.  'IMie  society  numbers  about  lifty  tictive  mem- 
bers, and  they  hold  meetings  iiunithlyat  the  village  hall  in  New 
Brighton,  when  the  results  of  tlie  labors  (jf  the  dilfereut  mem- 
bers are  re])orted  and  notes  of  information  com[)ared.  A  c(j1- 
lection  of  several  hundred  objects  has  been  made,  and  this  is  all 
the  time  increasing.  The  present  ollicers  are:  Dr.  A.  L.  Carroll, 
president ;  Samiud  lleiishaw,  treasurer  ;  Ernest  A.  Congdon, 
recoixling  secretary  ;  Arthur  ilollicjv,  corres[)oiidiiig  secretary, 
and  William  T.  Davis,  curator.  An  incorporation,  under  the 
pi-ovisions  of  Chapter  319  of  the  Laws  of  1848,  was  elfected  by 
the  execution  of  the  leqiiired  certilicate,  .lanuary  19,  18So, 
which  was  duly  liled  with  the  county  clerk  on  the  ISOth  (jf  llie 
same  month,  and  with  the  secretary  of  state  February  19,  188.'). 
The  business  and  objects,  as  set  forth  in  the  certilicate,  are  '•  to, 
collect  and  preserve  objects  of  natural  science  and  antiquity, 
A\ith  s[)e(;ial  relerence  to  local  matters,  and  to  dilfiise  correct 
knowledge  in  regai'd  to  the  same,  by  means  of  ])ul)li(;ations, 
im-'-iings  and  public  le(;l  ures."  Tin;  managennMit  of  its  business 
and  affairs  is  in  the  hands  of  a  board  of  live  ti'ustees,  w  hich, 
for  the  iirst  yeai'  of  its  incori)oration,  wei'(! :  Alfied  Ludlow 
Carroll,  M.  !>..  I'.rnesi  .V.  Congdon,  Arlhur  lloUick,  Ph.  T.., 
William  T.  Davis  and  Samn.'l  lleiishaw. 

The  lirst  Slalen  Island  ue\vs[)a[)er,  of  whi(;h  wt;'  have  any 
knowledge,  was  ])ul)lished  on  the  ITtli  day  of  October,  18:^7  ; 
it  was  called  the  ^^  ItichiiunKl  licpiihl iciin,'"  and  was  ediled  by 
Charles  N.  Daldwiii ;  it  hailed  frcnn  TompkinsvillH,  but  was 
printed  in  Chamb(:'rs  sti-eet.  New  York,  lis  i)ublit';ition  day 
was  Satui'day,  and  in  i)olitics  it  was  laljidly  democratic.  Its 
editoi-  announced  that  he  also  scdd  lottery  ti(;kets,  and  solicited 
orders  for  sign  and  ornamental  i)ainting.  It  apjieais  to  have 
continued  in  existence  foi' several  yt^ars,  l)ut  we  are  not  informed 
at  what  dat(;  its  i)ublicalion  closed. 
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Tlie  B.iclintond  Count i/  Mirror''^  was  published  at  ISTew 
Brighton  in  18:37  and  1838,  by  Fi'ancns  L.  ITagadorn. 

The  IticliinoiKl  County  Gazette''''  was  estahlislied  at  Staple- 
ton  in  P^'ebrnary,  1859,  witli  Charles  Vogt  as  editor.  Its  oi-igi- 
nal  name  was  the  "/Sejoo?/,"  and  it  had  its  birth  in  the  excite- 
ment which  followed  the  Inirning  of  the  quarantine  buildings. 
Since  1864  it  lias  been  edited  by  Thomas  J.  Folan,  Ernest  F. 
Birmingham,  James  S.  Si)encer,  Colon  K.  llrqnhart,  James  F. 
Lee  and  William  A.  Snydam.  It  was  consolidated  with  the 
''Sentinel;'  May  10,  1882. 

The'  ''North  Shore  Adtiocate''''  was  started  at  West  New 
Brighton,  l)y  John  J.  Chite,  in  June,  1809.  It  continued  under 
the  same  management  until  1877,  when  its  publication  was 
suspended. 

The  JUcJiinond  Comity  SentineV  was  started  in  April, 
1870,  by 'IMiomas  Iluniphii^y  and  Hans  S.  B<3aMi(}.  It  was  pnr- 
chased  in  1881  by  l^irastns  Wiman,  and  shortly  afterward  con- 
solidated with  the  "  Gazette.'''' 

The  '' Staten  Island  Leader'"  was  first  issued  in  1860,  its 
publication  office  being  at  Stapleton.  It  i)nblisher  has  l)een 
P.  II.  Gill.  The  ''State//  Idaiid  Adcertisar;'  started  in  1877, 
at  West  New  Brighton,  was  afterward  merged  in  the 
"  Leader r    It  is  now  published  by  the  Macklin  Brothers. 

Der  DeutscJte  Staten  Idander;'  a  German  newspaper,  was 
started  at  Stapleton,  in  1807,  by  John  Schiefer,  editoi'  and  pub- 
lisher, by  whom  it  is  still  continued. 

'['lie  ''Staten  Islander  Deutsche  Zeitu.mi;'  a  German  i)aper, 
was  estal)lished  in  1870,  by  Carl  llerborn,  V)y  whoui  i(  was 
edited  ami  puldished  two  or  three  years,  at  Stapletr)n. 

The  "  UieliDioiid  Count n  Stiuiila nl  was  estal'lislu-d  .\pril  i), 
1881,  by  IJoliert:  llumphrtiy  and  ('olou  K.  Urquharl,  in  the 
villagt!  of  I\'(!w  j^rigliton.  After  Januai'y,  1884,  by  the  vviili- 
dravval  of  iMi'.  Ui'quhai  t,  the  pi'o[)iietorship  fell  entirely  to  Mr. 
irumjilrrey,  ajid  Ira  K.  Moi'ris  was  emi)loyed  as  editor,  in 
which  ])osition  he  is  still  I'etained. 

The  "  liichmond  Comity  Democrat  was  first  issued  in  Se[)- 
tember,  1880,  by  William  J.  and  J.  11.  Bi'owne.  TMie  pul)lica- 
tion  office  is  in  the  village  of  New  Brighton.  In  188:5  the  paper 
was  enlarged,  and  a  power  press  and  steam  were  added  to  the 
working  material  of  the  office.     Its  i)ublication  is  still  con- 
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tinned  by  tlie  original  [jiopriotor.s.  'I'lionias  J.  Fulaii  is  its 
editor. 

Tlie  JticJiDiond  C()U/tf>/  Herald''''  was  estublislied  August 
27,  1880,  at  Stai)let()n,  Ijy  Gilbert  C.  Dean,  by  wlioin  it  lias 
since  been  eontiinied. 

The  Hlateti  Inland  S'lar"'  was  established  at  West  New 
Brigliton  in  1877.    It  is  still  jniblished  by  Oscai-  A.  Douglas. 

The  publicati(jn  of  "  Tht  Ciliztii^''  was  began  at  P(;]'t  Rich- 
mond, in  September,  1885,  by  Ira  li.  Damber  and  George  D. 
Swart  wont. 


Geokgi-:  Wi].liam  Cuirrrs. — For  years  it  has  been  the  priv- 
ilege of  Richmond  county  to  number  among  its  residents  one 
of  tlie  foremost  of  Ameri(^an  authoivs,  journalists  and  statesmen, 
George  ^Villiam  Curtis.  Althougli  Curtis  has  never  held 
a  political  oflice,  he  has  made  a  profound  study  of  sttites- 
niansiiip,  and  [>()ssesst^s  a  knowledge  <^f  imblic  alfairs  second  to 
that  of  no  other  man  in  tlie  country  ;  but  liis  greatest  andl)est 
work  has  been  acliieved  in  tlie  lield  of  journalism.  Starting- 
out  on  his  youthful  career  as  the  author  of  several  charming- 
books  of  travel,  and  afterward  drifting  into  literary  engage- 
ments with  the  New  York  "  7V/^?«^e,"  ITarper' s  WccMfj,''^ 
and  otlun-  j(^urnals,  he  was  at  an  early  age.  and  in  common 
with  thousands  of  earnest  young  men  in  tlu;  North,  driven  by 
conviction  to  take  [)art  in  the  great  moral  revcjlution  which  cul- 
minated in  the  war  foi-  tin;  Union  and  the  al)olition  of  slavery 
in  the  United  States;  and  throwing  himself  with  fervor  inio 
tills  new  lield  of  activity,  lui  abandoned  a  profession  in  winch 
he  might  iiave  obtained  high  honors,  for  the  otie  in  which  h<; 
has  a(diie\t'd  hi-^  great  repulaliou  as  a  leader  and  te;u'jier  wf 
men.  It  w  i  11  he  i  uteres!  j  ug  to  ( I'ace  t  he  .steps  1  ly  w  hich  he  ca  nit^ 
into  his  chosen  career  of  work. 

Mr.  Cni'lis  was  born  in  Providence,  II.  I.,  February  24,  1824, 
l)Ut  he  was  ])artly  of  Massachusetts  descent,  his  fatliiM-  having 
be(Mi  boi'ii  ill  Worcestei',  in  that  state,  of  which  anancester  was 
the  tirst  settler.  His  mother  was  the  daughtei-  of  .lames  l>ur- 
rill,  .Ir.,  at  (.)ne  time  chief  justice  of  iihode  Island,  and  after- 
ward United  States  senator.  In  1830  he  went  to  Ixjariling  sc1k)oI 
at  Jamaica  Plain,  near  Boston,  where  he  remained  for  foni- 
years.  I*leasant  reminiscences  of  his  school  days  tlitn-e  are 
found  in  the  early  chapters  of  his  novel,      Trumps,"  naiiated 
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willi  a  fresliiiess  and  eiitlmsiasm  wliich  remind  tlie  reader  of 
"  Tom  Brown  at  Kughy."  ]\rean\vliile  he  lost  his  motlier;  and 
in  1880,  Ills  father,  wlio  liad  married  a^ain,  removed  vvitli  Ins 
family  to  New  York,  and,  desirous  tliat  liis  son  should  pursue 
a  mercantile  career,  placed  hitn,  after  a  year's  stud)^  with  a 
private  tutor,  as  a  clerk  in  a  German  importing  house  in  Ex- 
change place. 

]?ut  mercantile  life  was  not  agreeable  to  the  youth.  His  tastes 
weie  decidedly  literai'y,  and  in  the  coui-se  of  his  I'eailing  he  be- 
came deeply  intei'ested  in  the  transcendental  movenuMit  in  which 
so  many  of  the  best  and  i)ur(?st  minds  ol'  New  J^ngland  were  at 
that  time  engaged.  Accordingly,  after  about  a  year  of  uncon- 
genial drudgeiy  in  the  importing  house,  he  went  to  "  Biook 
Farm,"  in  com^jany  with  his  eldest  bi'otlier,  who  shared  in  his 
tastes  ami  aspirations.  It  is  unnececsaiy  to  repeat  the  sloiy  of 
i'ailui'e  and  disa})})ointnient  which  led  to  the  breaking  down 
that  amiable  experiment;  l)ut  the  incident  of  his  taking  pari  in 
I  he  endeavor  I ()  create  an  ideal  society  is  interesting  as  show- 
ing the  eai'ly  leiuiency  of  i\fi'.  Curtis'  nrind.  lie  is  still  calh^l 
an  idealist  by  those  who  use  tlie  wortl  as  a  term  of  reproach,  as 
though  il  were  folly  in  the  youth  to  believe  that  society  may, 
in  time  and  by  persistent  eifort,  be  organized  on  a  highei'  and 
pui'er  basis  than  at  ])rese)it,  and  still  gi'eater  folly  in  the  man 
to  retain  such  optimistic  views.  The  millennium  may  be  far 
away;  but  its  condng  will  not  bts  hastened  by  deriding  the  pi'in- 
ciples  whose  a[)plication  in  social  and  ])olitical  life  may  make 
it  i)ossibl(^  al  somiMlislant  [)erio(l;  and  men  who  enilea\()r  to 
bring  society  iido  harnuuiy  wil  h  tliose  priiu;iples  are  pro])he(s 
and  apostles  of  the  Utopia  that  is  to  come. 

.Mr.  Curtis  and  his  hroih.'r  reinained  at  •■  I'rook  Farm  "  until, 
1811,  and  they  I  hen  passed  Iwo  years  in  Concord,  Mass.,  sludy- 
ing  and  faianiiig.  Here  iM  r.  (!in  lis  became  very  intimaie  w  ii  li 
Emerson,  Hawthorn  and  1  feiiry  Thoreau,  forming  warm  frieud- 
Hhil)s  with  them  wliich  were  brolven  oidy  l)y  death.  In  his 
"  Homes  of  American  Authois"  h(^  has  printed  some  iuteiest- 
ing  notes  of  his  intercourse  with  the  pliilosoi)her,  the  ronumcer 
and  the  hei'iuit. 

In  J84G  jNlr.  Curtis  determined  on  nuiking  an  extended 
tour  in  the  old  world,  which,  at  that  time,  was  a  more  eventful 
and  important  underlakiug  than  it  is  now,:wlien  the  "  Atlantic 
Ferry"  will  take  you  across  in  a  little  uu)re  than  a  wee];.  In 
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August  of  that  yeai'  lie  sailed  from  New  Yoi  lv  for  iMarseilles  in 
a  passeii^2,'er  packet.  The  voyage  occujMed  nearly  lifty  chiys. 
Fi'oni  JNlarseilles  he  went  by  slearner  to  LeglKji'u  and  from  that 
city  to  Pisa,  where  he  lingered  awhile  to  adniiie  the  wonders  of 
the  Leaning  Tower,  the  (Jatliedral,  the  liaptistery  and  the  Canii)o 
iSanlo.  ^  I'^roni  Pisa  he  passed  on  tlirough  the  liiscicjns  vintage 
to  Florence.  The  wint(M'  was  s[)ent  in  Rome.  In  the  spring  of 
1847  My.  Curtis  visited  Naples  and  other  portions  of  Southern 
Ital3%  then  nuide  his  way  slowly  ncn-thward,  biu'k  to  Florence, 
wliere  he  remained  some  time,  liuishing  the  summer  by  a  long 
and  delightful  sojourn  in  Veni(-e,  in  the  congenial  society  of 
Kensett,  Hicks  and  other  American  artists.  In  the  autumn  he 
traveled  tlii(uigh  Loiubardy  to  Como,  and  over  the  Stelvio 
through  tlie  Tyrol  and  Salzkamniei'gut  to  Vienna,  reaching 
Pei'lin  in  the  middle  of  November.  The  spring  ol  .1848  found 
liim  in  Dresden,  Prague  and  again  in  Vienna,  whence  he  sailed 
down  the  Danube  to  Pesth,  returning  to  Switzerland  for  the 
sumiuer.  He  traveled  through  Switzeiland  with  all  the  delight 
of  leisure,  and  not  with  the  moih'i'u  Anu^'ican  frenzy,  whicli 
counts  as  lost  time  every  liour  consumed  in  [)assing  from  place 
to  place.  fn  the  sann;  manner  lie  studied  the  cities,  the  people 
and  tlie  art  of  lL(;lland — who  indeed  could  hurry  through 
Jfolland — aiul  in  the  autumn  sailed  fi'om  Malta  to  Alexandria. 

Mr.  (Jurlis  was  fortunate  in  visiting  the  land  of  the  IMiai'oahs 
when  tin.'  spirit  of  modei-n  proiire.ss  iiad  scarce;!}'  begun  its 
devastating  work  within  I  Ik;  shadow  (d'  the  jjyi'amids.  The  de- 
struction of  the  [)ictur(^sque  is  surely  not  an  evil  necessarily 
attendant  upon  social,  })olitical  and  industrial  progress;  but 
]')rogr<\ss  is  very  a[)t,  when  suddenly  aroused,  to  play  sad  liavoc 
wiih  I  hings  whicli  might  belter  be  preserved  llian  destroyed. 
AN'ere  llier*-  not  (piarries  of  stone  in  I\gyiil,  thai  liunples  old 
as  human  tradition  must  be  despoiled  to  build  lUiw 'cities  i 
Doubtless  the  railroad  aiul  the  steand)oal  are  great  conveniences 
foi'  ])eople  who  aie  in  a  hurry,  but  they  have  unmade;  the  FgypI 
of  histoi'v  and  t  h(!  imagination.  They  had  not  done  so  when 
our  Dowadji  looke<l  u[)on  t he  pyramids  and  sailed  slowly  u[) 
(he  Nihi  to  llu;  second  catai'acl.  The  saeu'ed  river  still  (lowed 
"through  old  hushed  I^gy|)t  and  its  sands,  like  some  grave, 
mighty  tlioiiglit,  threading  a  dreatn,"  and  the  edect  of  that 
hushed  ami  dreamy  life  upon  his  inuigi nation  found  delightful 
ex'[))'essi()n  in  his  "Nile  Notes,"  A\hich  are  full  of  the  Haven' and 
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perfume  of  the  East.  Ten  years  afterward  thej^  (x)ul(l  not  liave 
been  wiitten.  Stephens  visited  the  Nile  still  earlier;  but  lie  was 
a  man  of  merely  dry  observation.  ITe  had  no  enthusiasm,  no 
imagination,  and  tlie  recoi'd  of  liis  journe3dni!,s  is  as  dull  as  a 
ledgei-  in  (;onip;irison  with  the  Tlowadji's  dieamy  musings  and 
charming  descriijtions. 

A  joui'ney  across  tlie  desert  b}'^  way  of  Gaza  to  Jerusalem,  of 
which  he  wrote  an  account  in  tlie  "  llowadji  in  Syria,"  ended 
Mr.  Curtis'  eastern  travels,  lie  spent  the  earl}'  summer  of 
1850  in  England  and  returned  liome  in  August.  Ilis  pen  had 
not  been  idle  during  his  wanderings.  Resides  his  journal,  lie 
had  written  letters  for  the  "(Joiir/cr  and  I^J/Kju/icr,''  of  which 
Henry  J.  Tlaymond  was  then  managing  editor,  and  for  the 
New  York  "  Tribune,''  where  his  friend,  Mr.  Charles  A.  Dana, 
held  the  same  i)osition.  On  liis  return,  he  entered  ui)on  an  ac- 
tive literary  life.  lie  becauie  musical  critic  and  editorial  writer 
on  the  "  Tribiuu\''  and  wrote  out  his  "  Nile  Notes,"  whicli 
were  pnl)lislied  in  18.01  by  the  Harpers.  In  the  autumn  of  that 
year  he  wi'ote  a  serit'S  of  |)ictures(iue  traveling  letlers  to  tlie 
"  TrUni ne.'"  fi'om  (Ikj  Cal.sldlls,  Saratoga,  Trenton,  Niagara, 
Newport,  and  Nahaiit,  wliicli  w(M'e  i)ublished  in  ISH'Jas  "Lotus 
Eating,"  beautifully  illustrated  by  his  friend  Keiisetl.  In  the 
same  year  the  "  Ilowailji  in  Syria"  Avas  jjublished,  and  -Mr. 
Curtis  wrote  some  slvetches  of  social  life  for  JFdrpcr' s 
Alont/dt/. 

The  establishment  of  "  ]■  iitiia iit  s  Moiitld ij,'''  in  ISOH,  opened 
a  new  held  to  Mr.  Curtis,  who,  in  conjun(;tiou  with  Park«  God- 
win and  Charles  V.  Jji'iggs,  assumed  the  editorial  management 
of  thar,  ])eri()dical,  which  was  destined  to  a  brilliant  though 
brief  cai'ccr.  Within  the  lirsi  year  of  lis  exisiciicc  he  wrote 
tlK^jtapers  on  Muieisoii,  1  law  I  Imrue,  boiigfellow  and  ISanerori, 
in  the  series  on  "Tliti  Homes  of  Aniericaii  Autliors."  To  this 
magazine  Mr.  Curtis  contri))uted  "The  Poti[)har  Pa|)ers,"  a 
brilliant  satire  on  cei'tain  [)!iases  of  New  York  society,  and 
"Pi'ueandl,"  a  series  of  delightful  sketches,  I'ather  than  a 
story,  wliich  was  piiblisluHl  in  1857.  When  the  jnagazine  passed 
into  tlie  hands  of  Messrs.  Dix  &  l^'dwards,  ATr.  Curtis  and  ^fr. 
Fredei'ick  Law  Olmsted  became  connected  with  the  firm  and 
wei'e  involved  in  its  failure.  Considering  himself  morally, 
if  not  legally,  responsible  for  a  portion  of  the  indebtedness, 
Mr.  Curtis  refused  to  avail  himself  of  the  technical itie.s  of  the 
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law  and  set  liimscl f  to  tlie  work  of  paying  tlie  civditoi-s.  He 
devoted  liinisell'  diligently  to  literary  W(jrk.  The  aniount  ol" 
labor  he  perTornied  w;is  litei'ully  enorinons.  Besides  lilling  the 
"  Easy  Chair"  of  "  ILtrpef  h  Mcujazine,'^  in  which  lie  had  just 
taken  his  seat,  and  writing  "The  Lounger"  in  ''^  Harpef  s 
Weeldy^''^  lie  delivered  a  long  series  of  lectures,  sometimes 
speaking  a  hundred  nights  in  a  season,  and  traveling,  almost 
Avithout  rest,  from  place  t(j  j^hice  at  the  insatiable  call  of  man- 
agers and  committees.  No  man  was  evei'  more  popular  as  a 
lecturer.  The  charm  of  his  nranner  was  iriesislible;  he  had  not 
only  something  to  say  wliicli  the  jxiople  wanted  to  hear,  but 
knew  how  to  say  it  with  the  grace  and  ease  which  belong  to  the 
true  oratoi'.  Ont;  ot  the  mosi  po])uhir  of  his  lectui'es  was  that 
on  that  perfect  soldier  of  cliivali'y.  Sir  Philip  Sidney. 
Scarcely  less  popular  were  his  l^owell  le(;tures  on  the  mod- 
ern English  novelists,  whicli  were  repeated  in  New  York, 
Brooklyn  and  other  places.  Tiie  physical  and  mental  strain 
involved  in  this  labor  was  so  excessive  tliat  many  people 
wondered  that  he  was  willing  to  undergo  it,  A  few  only  of  his 
immediate  friends  knew  that  the  proceeds  of  all  his  hectares 
diii'ing  a  period  of  almost  ten  years,  and  a  part  of  his  salary 
as  editor,  were  devoted  to  tlu^  liciuidation  of  the  debt  from 
which  tluHaw,  l)nt  iKJt  his  high  sense  of  moral  responsibility, 
would  have  absolved  him. 

During  these  years  t he  slaver^^  question  had  gradually  ab- 
sorbed i)ublic  attention  and  had  become  the  ])aramount  theme 
in  the  press,  the  pnl[)it,  and  the  lyceum.  in  his  Newport 
loungings  Mr.  Curtis  had  noted  the  effect  })roduced  on  northern 
so(!i(^ty  by  the  slave  powei',  and  his  attention  had  been  called  to 
t  he  ue('t\>sit  \  of  roliiba  I  i  Iig  the  evil  iiitbieuce  by  e\-ci'y  popular 
means.  Accordingly,  in  all  his  hnrlures,  lik(Mnany  of  the  ly- 
ceum speakers  al  lha!  liinc,  he  (.liscussed  the  sul)i(M;l  with  great 
frt'edom  ami  foi(!e.  TIm'  Icct ii re  lyceum,  indeed,  did  much  to 
arouse  and  enlighten  public;  opinion  on  this  vital  ([.lestion,  and 
to  prepare  the  way  foi'  the  great  revival  of  anti  slavery  feeling 
in  the  norlh  which  followed  the  i)ersona-l  assault  on  (Charles 
Sumner  in  ISoG.  it  is  necessary  lo  rec^all  these  times  in  order 
to  form  a  just  estimate  of  iMr.  Curtis,  and  his  cai'eer  in  public 
alVairs.  Ife  was  one  of  a,  large  niimlxu'  of  young  men  who  fell, 
when  that  assault  took  place,  that  there  were  more  imperative 
duties  than  the  delights  of  dalliam^e  in  the  primrose  paths  of

literature.  In  tlie  year  just  nientioned  he  delivered  a  college 
address  at  Middletowu  on  the  "Duty  of  the  Aniericau  Scholar 
to  I'olirics  and  the  Times,"  in  wiiicli  the  situation  and  the 
inil)ending  crisis  were  discussed  from  an  auti-shivery  [)oint  of 
view.  He  went  on  the  stump  feu-  Fremont,  in  that  year,  speak- 
ing in  New  York,  New  England,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania) 
and  entered  actively  into  [jolitics  on  Staten  Island,  where  he 
lived,  and  where  for  many  years  he  was  chairuian  of  tlie  re[)ul)- 
licaii  county  committee. 

Mr.  Curtis  was  a  delegate  to  the  second  national  c(juventiou 
of  the  republican  party,  which  assembled  at  (Jliicago  on  the 
IGth  of  ]\ray,  1860.  It  will  be  renuunl)ered  that  the  ct)Ustruction 
of  a  "  platform  "  was  a  labor  of  ccjiisidm-able  dithculty.  There 
wei'e  still  many  I'epublicans  wiio  wished  to  conciliate  tlie  border 
states,  and  when  .loshua  K.  (liddings  moved  in  convention  to 
add  to  tlie  iirst  resolution  the  "life,  liberty,  and  [)ursuit  of 
ha[)piness"  clause  frtnu  the  declaration  of  iiid»'i)('ndence,  the 
o])position  was  loud  aud  determined.  The  motion  was  lost  by 
a  large  vote  and  iSfr.  Giddings,  who  had  urged  its  adoption  in 
tlie  7Tiost  eloquenr  and  impressive  manner,  projjosed  to  with- 
draw from  the  convention  ;  Inil  Mr.  (!urtis  took  an  t-arly  o|(poi-- 
luuily  lo  i'(iiiew  ih(3  motiou,  iu  a  slightly  modilicd  forui.  Tluji'e 
were  agaiu  loud  cries  of  o])i)osii  ion.  Mr.  ('uriis  asked  whether 
tlie  parly  was  picpai'ed  at  its  second  national  C(  invent  ion  lo  \-ote 
against  the  great  charter  of  American  liberty,  and  caiiii(Uied 
the  delegates  to  beware  how,  thei'e  in  the  broad  i)iairies  of  the 
Avest,  they  receded  fi'om  thr,  position  whicli  the  i)arty  had 
occui)ied  at  Pittsburg,  and  i('fiis(^d  t()  repeat  the  words  of  the 
fat  hers  of  the  revolul  ion.  1  lis  elo([U(,'nt  periods  acted  like  magic 
(111  I  lie  <'ou\'eii ! ion.  Tlie  aiueiiilnieiil  was  adopieil  u na iii nn Mi>ly. 
amid  wild  excilenu'ul.  the  great  miiltiiude  rising  and  gi\ iiig 
round  after  round  of  applause.  " 'I'en  thousand  voices,"  says 
a  (U)n;:emporary  report,  "sw(dled  into  a  deafening  I'oar,  and  for 
several  minutes  eveiy  attempi  to  restore  oi'der  was  hopelessly 
vain.  The  crowd  of  peo})le  outside  took  up  and  re-echoed  the 
cheers,  makiug  a  s(!ene  of  exc-itement  and  enthusiasm  unparal- 
leled in  any  similar  gathering."  It  was  a  great  popular 
triumph,  and  was  of  vital  service  to  the  party,  not  0UI3  in 
retaining  the  inlluence  of  Mr.  (liddings  and  his  followers,  Inii 
in  swelling  tlie  enthusiasm  wdiich  greeted  the  [)latform  aud  the 
candidates.     The  same  earnestness  of  imrpose  which  chaiac- 
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terizeci  liiiii  in  the  convention  of  ISOO  was  manifested  in  tlie 
action  of  ]\Ir.  (Jui'tis  at  tlie  eonvention  of  1884.  The  nomination 
of  Mr.  Bhiine  foi'  tlie  ))resi(lency  he  believed  to  be  a  mistake  of 
too  grave  a  natnre  to  be  ])assed  by  liim  in  silence,  and  his  snb- 
sequent  rei'nsal  to  sup[)ort.  the  i'epnl)lican  candidates  was  in 
sim])le  conformity  to  the  diclati^s  of  his  conscience. 

It  was  a  noteworth}'  event  in  the  liifstory  of  Amnrican  jonnial- 
ism  when,  in  l)ec(Miib(ir  of  hSii:!,  Mr.  C'ui'tis  became  the  political 
editor  of  '•^  llarpcf  a  WcMij'^  Me  had  been  conducting  a  de- 
pailnient  called  "The  Lonngei',"  begun  in  I  lie  an  t  iimn  of  18r)7, 
which  consi.'sted  Jit  lirst  of  essays  in  the  ligliler  vein  on  sociial 
and  literary  topics,  very  mn('h  in  the  manner  of  the  "  Kasy 
Chair."  Aftei-  flie  beginning  of  the  wai'  Mr.  (Jtirtis  frequently 
int]-odn(!ed  subjects  of  a  national  and  political  charactei'  in  this 
department,  but  his  Held  was  compaiatively  I'estricted.  i^'rom 
tlie  moment,  liowever,  that  lie  took  his  seal  in  tlu^  editoi'ial 
chair,  his  discussions  assumed  a  wider  scope,  end)ra('ing  all  the 
gi'eat  issues  before  the  country.  Thoroughly  e(piii)i)ed  for  his 
new  i)osition  l)y  mental  li'aiuing  and  [political  exptM'ience,  and 
in  full  sympathy  with  his  audience,  he  made  "  JIdrpcr's 
WeeJdij''''  a  ])ower  in  the  ie])ublican  parly.  He  was  ham[)ei'ed 
l)y  no  ofhce  rest ri(;tions.  The  pul)lishers  knew  the  secret  of  real 
I'esponsibilily,  and,  giving  hini  I  heir  conlifh'uce,  gave  it  uni'e- 
servedly.  There  was,  of  courses,  entire  harmony  of  pi-in(;iple 
and  pui'pose  between  Mr.  (hii'tis  and  his  publishei-s  ;  and  while 
there  Avas  also,  of  course,  occasional  dilferences  of  judgment  as 
to  men  and  measures,  there  was  nevei-  any  interfei'ence  wiili 
the  course  ])Ui'sued  by'Mi'.  (Jurtis,  nor  any  attempt  to  dictate 
the  tonef)f  tln^  i)a])ei'.  IMiis  uniestricled  independence  gave  Mr. 
Curlis  a  commandiug  inlluent'e  in  repnblii'an  cnuucils  :iud  tner 
his  readers,  1  le  won  and  has  kej)!  t  lu'  eul  husiast  ii;  ])ei'sonal  sup- 
[)()rt  and  atlmii'ation  of  his  audience,  as  no  olher  edilor  has  suc- 
ceeded in  doing,  willi  the  single  except  ion  of  1 1  oi'ace  Gi-eely.  The 
j'elations  between  Mi'.  (Jurtis  and  his  readers  are,  in  fact,  almost 
personal  in  their  nature,  a,nd  he  luis  never  seriously  entertained 
l)roposals,  liowever  lu'illiant  and  tempting,  that  would  interrupt 
those  relations.  Thus,  although  lie  could  serve  as  a  regent  of 
the  university,  and  a  non-resident  ])rofessoi'  at  Coi'iiell  Univei-- 
sity  for  four  years,  he  declined  in  IStJ'.),  upon  the  death  of  Henry 
.1.  Kaymond,  who  had  previously  asked  him  to  become  assistant 
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editor,  an  invitation  to  the  cliiel'  editoraliii)  of  tlie  New  Yorlc 
''Tillies.'' 

No  otliei'  man  lias  done  more  to  ci'eate  and  maintain  a  liealtliy 
jjopular  sentinieiU  on  the  snbject  ol'  civil  service  reform. 
In  "'  Harper' s  Wee/cl//,"  and  in  lii.s  public  addresses,  lie  lias 
expounded  and  advocated  this  important  measure  with  a  i)er- 
sistency  which  has  di^'nvn  upon  liiiii  the  wrath  and  ridicule  of 
those  who  are  pleased  to  style  themselves  "  pract ica!  "  i»oliti- 
cians.  ''Sentimentalist"  and  "  V^sionai'y "  are  amon^'  tlie 
mildest  names  a[)[)lied  to  him  by  his  political  opponents  ;  and 
he  has  been  accused  frecpiently  of  treacliery  to  [larty  allegiance, 
Ijecause  of  the  outsiioken  matiner  in  which  he  has  ex[)()sed  and 
denounced  obnoxious  measures  within  the  ]»arty.  Jiut  Mr. 
Curtis  acknowledges  no  party  allegiance,  in  the  sense  that 
"  machine"  politicians  understand  the  tei-m  ;  his  only  allegiance 
is  to  right,  to  high  princi[)le,  to  honor,  lie  has  the  loftiest  con- 
ceptions of  the  duly  of  the  citizen.  lie  holds  tliat  it  should  be 
the  aim  of  every  juan,  not  only  to  keep  himself  ])ure,  but  to 
assist  in  the  juirilication  and  elevation  of  politics;  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  evei'y  resjieclable  citizen  to  take  part  in  civil  affairs  and 
to  keep  them  out  of  the  (sontrol  of  the  baser  elements  of  society. 
]^etvveen  "sentimental"  jiolitics  like  this,  and  "pracitical" 
])olitics,  which  imjilies  pandering  to  those  l»asei-  elements,  there 
can  be  no  room  for  choice.  As  Charles  Sumner  once  said,  in 
his  imperions  way,  to  one  who  asked  him  to  consider  the  other 
side  of  the  slaveiy  question  :  ''Sir,  in  a  matter  of  this  sort  there 
is  no  other  side." 

That  tilt!  views  which  ]\fr.  Curtis  holds  will  w'wi  in  the  end 
ailmils  of  no  dtuibt.  Many  a  failure  may  yet  be  in  stoi'e  for 
their  advocales,  bnl,  unless  f  i't>e  insi  i  I  u  t  ions  aredesiined  logo 
niuler,  civil  stirvicti  reform  must  iillimately  lriuui])h.  Mr.  Cur- 
tis \vas  not  discouraged  liy  its  failure  under  I'resiileiil  (irant's 
adniinisi  ration.  lie  accejited  the  chairmanship  of  the  civil 
service  commission,  in  1871,  with  saiiguiiui  hopes  of  success. 
The  president  was  sincei'e  and  earnest  in  his  desire  to  thus  sig- 
nalize his  administralion  ;  but,  in  1873,  becoiuiiig  convinced 
that,  yielding  to  the  pressure  of  "practical"  politicians,  Gen- 
eral Grant  had  changed  his  views,  Mr.  Curtis  resigned,  and  the 
next  year  the  presitlent  formally  abandoned  ilu  project.  It 
had  been  well  for  the  president,  and  for  the  repubiit::in  pai'ty, 
had  he  listened  to  wiser  councils.    Even  those  who  ]ia\  e  always 
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sneered  at  "Sunday  stdiool  "  politics  begin  now  to  discern  the 
signs  of  the  limes;  and  tlie  president's  recent  recommendations 
in  his  annnal  message,  and  the  varions  bills  hnriiedly  intro- 
duced in  Congress,  favoring  reform  in  the  civil  sei'vice,  show 
that  the  views  which  Mr.  Curtis  advocates  have  taken  a  strong- 
er hold  on  tlie  public  than  was  dreamed  of  l)y  his  t>pponents. 

Mr.  C'urtis  has  never  accepted  a  i)olit ical  oiiice,  although  often 
])ressed  to  do  so.  By  Mr.  Seward  he  was  oll'(;re<l  the  eonsul- 
geiu^ralshi})  to  Kgypt  ;  President  Hayes  urged  him  to  a(;cept 
the  post  of  minister  to  England,  and  afterward  that  of  minister 
to  fJermany  ;  but  he  could  not  be  lemi»ted  away  fi'om  his  edilc;- 
rial  position.  Once  he  acce[)ted  the  nomination  for  representa- 
tive to  congress,  knowing  that  liis  district  was  hopcdessly 
demociatic,  and  that  tliei'e  was  no  prosi)ect  t)f  his  election.  In 
1807,  lie  served  in  the  state  constitutional  convention  in  wiiich 
lie  was  cliairman  of  the  committee  on  education.  Jfe  fiequently 
took  part  in  the  debates,  and  made  a  speech  in  favoi'  of  the  ex- 
tension of  the  fi'anchise  to  women — a  measure  of  \vliich  he  has 
been  for  yeairs  a  consistent  advocate. 

Mr.  Cui'tis  was  inai'i'ied  in  1857,  to  a  daughter  of  ]\rr.  llobert 
G.  Shaw,  the  eminent  philanthropist,  I'ecently  deceased.  For 
many  years  lie  has  resided  in  West  New  J5righton,  Staten 
Island,  except  during  the  summer  months,  when  he  seeks  rest 
and  relaxation  in  a  pleasant,  old-fashioned  country  home  in  the 
village  of  Asliheld,  ]\!ass. 

His  devotion  to  journalism  and  political  ail'airs  has  prevented 
Mr.  Curtis  from  pursuing  authorship  as  a  i)rofession  if  we  are 
to  regard  authorship  as  the  writing  of  books;  but  although  he 
has  put  forth  no  volume  since  the  i»ublication  of  "Trumps," 
( luMcadei's  of  the  "Masy  Chair"  in  "I/(n/><rs  M(t<ia:i iic,"' 
and  of  ''Manners  Upon  the  Ixoad  "  in  "lldiper's  />(iS(i(U\''^ 
will  recognize  in  him  the  most  charming  essayist  of  the  day. 
The  delicate,  graceful  humor  of  these  pajjers  tlie  purity  of 
style,  the  wide  i"inge  of  culture  and  observation  which  they  in- 
dicate, but  whi(;h  is  never  obtrusive,  give  them  a  distinctive 
character  of  their  own.  'IMie  "  Jvisy  Chair"  is  the  lirst  ])art  of 
the  maga/ine  to  which  the  reader  turns.  The  author  of 
"Trumi)s,"  "The  Poti[)har  Pai)ers,"  and' "  I'liie  and  I,"  could 
liardly  have  failed  as  a  novelisi,  had  he  chosen  to  i)nrsue  that 
l)at]i  of  litei'ature  ;  but  we  will  not  regret  his  choice,  for  while 
we  have  many  novelists,  where  shall  w(!  InnJv  for  another  name 
like  his  in  the  held  of  American  jounuiliMii  I 
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John  Adajis  Atplkton",  one  of  tlie  meiubtu's  of  the  linn  of 
T>.  Appletoii  &  Co.,  pulilisliers  and  ini))()rter8  of  I)oolc«  in  New 
Yoi'k  city,  and  for  many  years  one  of  Staten  Island's  most 
prominent  and  respected  residents,  was  horn  in  Boston,  Afass., 
January  9,  1817.  As  a  young  man  lie  entered  the  business  with 
his  father  and  brothers,  atid  in  the  prosecution  of  that  business 
upon  sound  and  uuinly  principles  he  met  with  gratifying  suc- 
cess. He  acquired  a  lai'ge  fortune  which  he  wisely  used,  not 
only  for  the  benefit  of  his  immediate  family  and  friends,  hut, 
also  f(jr  the  good  of  the  C(jnimunity  in  which  he  lived,  and 
especially  for  the  cause  of  the(!hur(;h  to  which  he  w;is  devotedly 
attached. 

There  were  several  points  in  Mr.  aAi)})letou's  character  whic^h 
deserve  to  be  noted.  He  was  lirst  of  all,  a  devout,  consistent 
Christian;  one  who  was  neither  ashamed  nor  afraid  to  acknowl- 
edge his  faith  in  his  Saviour,  aiul  one  who  strove  to  remember 
always  that  he  was  a  steward  of  God  placed  in  charge  of  large 
means  and  opportunities  for  promoting  the  spread  of  the  Gospel 
and  the  happiness  of  Ins  fellow-men.  Through  life  he  con- 
tinued steadfast  in  his  faith,  and  wlien  the  snmmons  came  he 
laid  down  the  burden  of  life  with  lirm,  unwavering  confidence 
in  the  mercy  of  our  Heavenl}'  Father  in  and  tlirough  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord.  He  was  for  many  years  senior  warden  of  St. 
.lohn's  (Jlrurch,  Clifton,  and  was  one  of  its  largest  benefactors. 
It  may,  indeed,  be  called  his  monument.  A  mural  tablet  has 
been  erected  in  the  church  of  his  alfections,  commemorating 
his  quiet  life  of  faith  ami  service  as  a  Christian.  It  was  done 
by  the  members  of  the  church,  his  friends,  and  the  employees 
in  his  business. 

In  adn\irable  keei>iug  with  this  inner  life  of  faith,  )\Ir.  Ap- 
pK>li)n  always  provinl  himself  to  he  a  gentleman  of  I  Ik*  truest 
type.  He  was  unil'orndy  courteous  and  considoialc  toward 
others,  never  wounding  I  he  feelings  of  any  one,  iiowevei-  ol)- 
scure  or  lowly  his  lot,  and  always  ready  with  a  ))leasa.\t  word 
and  kindly  act.  Though  of  a  rather  nervous  temp(U'anient,  aiul 
disliking  eveiything  of  the  nai  ure  of  pai'ade  or  show,  he  was 
fond  of  congenial  society,  and  t(jok  d(dight  in  dispensing  (!(»i  <lial 
aiuI  unostentatious  hospitality  at  his  beautiful  resitleiu^e  on 
Stat  en  Island. 

As  a  business  man  Mr.  Appleton  was  deservedly  esteemed, 
an  honoi'  to  the  name.    He  took  his  full  share  in  uiiiiolding  the 
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reputation  which  tlie  house  of  D.  Ap[)leton  &  Co.  has 
always  sustained  for  inte^nity  and  fairness  in  tlieii-  vast  busi- 
ness transactions.  He  was  jealous  for  the  ij,'ood  name  of  the 
house,  and  desirous,  by  every  elfoi't  on  his  [)art,  to  exItMid  ils 
honorable  influence.  A  few  years  previous  to  his  death  he  was 
sevei'ely  injured  by  l)ein<>-  thrown  from  his  carriage,  and  he 
never  fully  recovered  from  the  shock  whif'h  was  thus  given  to 
his  system.  Tlis  last  illm^ss  was  aggiavated  by  a  complication 
of  disorders,  and  he  sank  rapidly  untlei'  the  attack,  passing  away 
in  the  early  inoniing  of  Wednesday,  Jidy  bi,  1881,  in  "the  sixt}^- 
fifth  year  of  his  age. 

He  was  endeared  to  all  with  wlujm  lie  was  brought  into  close 
business  relations,  as  touching  evidem;e  of  which  may  l)e  ad- 
duced the  spontaneous  gathering  of  t  he  emphiyees  (jf  the  house, 
the  day  after  Ins  death,  and  the  resolutions  unanimously 
adopted  at  the  meeling.  Especially  was  he  respected  and 
esteemed  u}ion  Staten  Island,  where  his  liheralit}^  and  t'harity 
won  foi'  him  a  host  of  admiring  and  constant  fiiends.  Perhaps 
no  private  citizen  ever  rec(dved  amoi'e  uinversal  eulogium  from 
the  press  at  the  time  of  his  death  than  did  Mr.  Api)leton. 

Till-:  Smii'ii  Family. — ]{,i(;hard  Fenn  8nnth,  better  known 
on  Staten  Island  as  Col.  Fenn  Smitii,  is  a  descendant  of  the 
Smith  family  of  Fhiladelijhia  so  many  mend)ers  of  which 
have  made  themselves  famous  by  theii'  litei'aiy  and  arfisti(; 
abilities.  The  great-grandfather  of  Mr.  Smitli  was  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Smith,  lirst  [)rovost  of  Fhiladeli)hia  ('ollege  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Feniisyl vania.  lie  was  a  man  (d'  great  talent  and 
one  who  had  enjoyed  a  highly  linislied  I^aiiopeaii  education. 
For  twenty-live  years  Doctor  Snnth  stood  foivmosr  among  the 
eminent  juTMins  of  Ins  lime,  lie  was  a  profoinid  and  varied 
scholar,  a  vigorous  Ihiidvcr  and  a  wrili-r  of  gi'eul  be'aufy  and 
enei'g3%  many  of  his  literary  productious  iK.'ing  compared  by 
British  reviewers  to  those  of  Massilh^]!  and  liossuet.  Doctor 
Smith  was  prominent  in  all  the  aggressive  movements  of  his 
day,  and  was  among  the  first  to  recognize  and  assist  Beiijann'n 
West  toward  the  ennnence  which  he  afterward  acliitn'ed. 
His  writings  have  been  collected  into  several  vobunes  whi(di 
have  ])assed  through  various  editions,  meeling  always  with 
marked  approbation. 

Tlie  eldest  son  of  Uev.  Dr.  Snnth,  William  Moore  Smith,  was 
also  a  man  of  note.    He  inherited  irom  his  father  a  love  of 
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study,  especially  oT  the  classicis.  Eaily  in  life  lu'  i)ul)lislie(l  a 
volume  of  poems,  (iliai'acterized  by  bi'illiancy  of  fancy,  ease  of 
versilicatioii,  justness  of  seritiiTieiit  and  chaste  and  nervous 
diction.  The  poems  were  reprinted  in  England,  where  they 
were  made  the  subject  of  much  commendation,  a  fact  at  that 
time  of  such  unfrcqutuit  occui'rence  that  it  deserves  to  be  re- 
membered. Mr.  Smitli  enlarged  his  views  by  extensive  foreign 
travel,  after  returning  from  which  he  became  a  bari'ister  in 
l^hihideli>hia.  Here  he  rapidly  rose  to  eminen(;e  in  his  pro- 
fession, from  which,  however,  he  retired  at  an  early  age, 
S[)ending  his  after  years  in  the  familj'  mansion  on  the 
Schuylkill. 

Richard  Penn  Smith,  son  of  the  pi'eceding  and  father  of  the 
sul)ject  of  this  sketch,  was  a  man  of  distinguished  ability  botli 
as  u  literateur  and  as  a  dramatist.  Tie  followed  in  the  foot- 
steps of  his  literary  predecessors,  and  is  remend)ered  among 
the  best  magazine  writers  ol  his  day.  He  was  for  live  years 
propi'ietor  of  the  ^'Aurora,'"  a  well  known  Philadelphia  paper 
and,  tiiough  its  editor,  found  leisui'e  at  tlm  same  time  to  con- 
ti-ibute  many  articles  to  the  periodical  literature  of  tlu:;  time, 
besides  i)roducing  several  dramatic  pieces,  some  of  which  were 
not  only  cordially  received  at  their  tii'st  re[)resentati()n,  but 
still  continue  to  maintain  their  place  on  the  stage.  Among 
his  earliest  plays  were  tlie  ''Disowned,  or  the  Pi'odigal  "  and 
"Deformed,  or  \Voman's  Trial."  These  plays  were  perfoiined 
at  the  (Jhestnut  stieet  tlieriter,  Philadelphia,  after  which  they 
were  taken  to  I^ondon  where  they  created  a  most  favoiable  im- 
pression, l^esides  these  di'anias  Afr.  Smith  wrote  tragedy  and 
numerous  jjetite  comedies  and  farces.  Jle  composed,  at  the 
rotpu'st  of  ImIwIu  l'\)nest,  thi«  tragedy  of  ''("aius  Nbirius," 
which  was  performed  by  that  acli)i' at  (he  Arch  streel  iliealer. 
Philadel])hia,  While  quite  young  Afr.  Smith  composed  ,l  novel 
in  two  volumes,  entitled  the  "  Forsaken."  In  1830  he  published 
two  volumes,  under  the  title  of  "The  Aoti'ess  of  Padua  and 
Otlier  Tales,"  which  liad  an  extensive  sale.  In  the  same  year 
he  gave  to  the  public  "  Colonel  Crockett's  Tour  in  Te.vas,"  a 
pseiido  autobiography  which  purported  to  have  been  written  by 
the  gallant  Tennesseean  prior  to  the  field  of  the  Alamo.  In  the 
course  of  a  single  year  upward  of  ten  thousand  copies  were  sold 
in  tlie  United  States  besides  an  extensive  sale  which  the  work 
received  in  England.  This  Ixjok  was  the  most  po[tular  of  all  the 
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writings  of  M)'.  Smith,  wlio  dii'd  at  Philadelphia  in  August, 
1854. 

Ilis  son,  Colonel  R.  Penn  Smith,  of  wlioni  we  write,  was  horn 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  May  9,  1837.  He  received  his  edu- 
cation at  West  Chester  college,  Pa.,  after  leaving  which,  in  18r)7, 
he  jonrneyed  westward,  becoming  one  of  tlie  early  settlers  of 
Kansas.  Here  he  engaged  in  mercantile  pursnits,  in  which  his 
talent  foi'  bnsiness  soon  won  him  remarlvable  snccess,  though 
the  territory  at  the  time  was  overrun  l)y  a  rough  class  ol  immi- 
grants, some  of  whom  were  in  searcli  of  homes  but  the  majority 
were  adventurers.  To  add  to  the  didiculties  of  the  situation 
Kansas  at  that  time  was  engaged  in  the  blood}'^  liorder  Kullian 
wars.  Mr.  Smith  became  one  of  ten  selected  to  march  across 
the  praii'ie  to  Frazier's  riverand  the  exti'enie  northwestern  por- 
tion of  the  republic  in  searcli  oL'  gold.  In  1 8.")'.)  he  crossed  to 
Denver  city,  then  a  I'ude  handet,  built  mostly  oL'  adobe  lionses, 
there  being  but  six  frame  sti'uctures  in  the  town.  Fi'om  Den- 
ver, with  a  party,  he  started  into  tlie  wild  interior  of  the 
Pockies,  but  was  finally  obliged  to  abaiuhni  the  search,  ))y 
h(jstile  Indians. 

In  18()()  he  returned  to  his  home  in  Philadelphia  on  a  visit, 
and  while  there  became  greatly  interested  in  the  political  out- 
look. Soon  afterward  Fort  Sumter  was  tired  on,  and  lu'  im 
mediately  concluded  to  enlist.  Accordingly,  on  the  "281  h  of 
May,  1801,  he  was  mustered  into  the  sei'vice  of  tlie  IJniteil  States 
government  as  first  lieutenant  of  Comi)any  F,  Seventy  first 
Pennsylvania,  better  known  as  Baker's  California  I'egiment. 
Mr.  Smith's  army  car(M'i' is  well  k'nowu  to  the  Atm^rican  public. 
His  prtunot ion  was  rapid,  and  he  soon  assumed  commaml  of 
the  regiment,  Paker  being  killed  at  F-allsrilulT  Colonel  Smirh 
was  I'ecognized  as  the  youngest  colonel  in  eiilu-r  aiiny,  being  a, 
regimental  and  brigade  commander.  He  parlici[)ated  in  many 
of  the  most  im])ortant  engagements  of  the  wai',  among  which 
were  the  following  :  Falls  Church  reconnoissaiuie  and  action, at 
Levvinsville,  advance  on  Mutison's  hill,  action  at  Halls  Pliilf, 
relief  of  Banks,  Savage  station, AVhite  Oaks\vam[),  Charles  City 
Cross  roads,  Malvern  Hill,  Siege  of  Yorktown,  Fair  Oaks  oi- 
Seven  Pines,  ac^tion  at  Fair  Oaks,  Peach  Orchai'd,  covered  re- 
treat at  second  Bull  Run,  Hyattstown,  South  Mountain,  Antie- 
tam,  Duidver  chur(!h,  Fredei'icksl)urg,  Banks  Ford,  Thorough- 
fare Gap,  Gettysburg,  Auburn  Mills,  Bristoe station,  action  Bull 
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Tlnn,  Mine  Run,  Rftbertson's  Tavern,  Morton's  Ford  and  ('old 
TTarbor. 

At,  I'^iir  Oaks,  as  linulciiaiit,  Ik^  Itid  tln^  ic^iiiiciil  into  adion, 
a  niani'iivt'i' \\lii<',li  was  u'iln(\ssc(l  by  (JcuHial  Scdg-wiclc,  wIkj 
reconinieiided  him  as  :i  Held  ollic^er.  At  Antietani  he  was 
wounded  at  tlie  cannon's  nioutli,  and  his  services  at  tlie  battle 
of  Gettysbur<2;  won  for  him  the  hi<i,liest  eneoniums  oi'  mililary 
men,  liistoi'ians  and  i)rivate  citizens  throughout  tlie  country,  it 
havin<i,-  been  stated  by  moi'e  than  owe  witness  of  tiie  all'air  tliat 
the  action  oi'  Colonel  Smitli  and  his  men  on  tlie  eventTul  8d  of 
July  was  the  means  of  turning'  the  tide  of  victory.  'I'he  po- 
sition occupied  by  him  at  this  battle  is  known  as  the  bloody 
angle  where  Picket  made  his  charge,  and  wdiere  the  bacjkbone 
of  the  rebellion  was  broken.  Colonel  Hniitli  succeeded  in  bring- 
ing into  use  the  dead  guns  recovered  from  the  held  of  action  on 
the  2d  of  July,  and  with  these  he  poured  into  the  advancing 
colnnms  of  Picket  an  enliladiiig  lire,  which  elfectually  checked 
his  advance.  On  July  3,  18()4,  he  was  mustered  out  of  the  ser- 
vice, with  his  regiment,  and  at  once  engaged  in  the  manufactur- 
ing business  with  General  McCandless,  of  Pennsylvania  l^eserve 
fame.  At  length,  however,  he  gave  up  Ins  paitnerslii[)  with 
.NfcCamlless  and  canu!  to  New  York  city,  taking  up  his  resi- 
dence on  Staten  Island.  Almost  immediately  he  interested  him- 
self in  the  wholesale  (;oal  l)usiuess,  in  whii^h  he  rapidly  ac- 
cumulated a  fortune.  xVfter  a  survey  of  the  prominent  points 
in  the  trade,  he  saw  that  immense  quantities  of  small  coal, 
umounling  to  millions  of  tons,  (!ni)able  of  use  in  the  making  of 
steam,  were  being  thrown  away  and  wasted.  Fie  succeeded  in 
surmounling  many  prejudices  aga.iust  its  introduci ion  ;isa  fu«d, 
and  at  last  oblaiued  the  coiiseul  (d'  the  railroads  to  eairy  il, 
since  which  he  has  devoied  liimst'lf  entirely  to  its  sale.  Tin oiigli 
t ht>  iullueuce  of  Colonel  Smilli  tlu;  small  coal  has  becotiiv'  ilui 
fuel  of  the  age  for  stea-m. 

Ten  years  ago  Colonel  Smith  purchased  seventeen  acres  of 
ground  on  the  Clove  road,  at  West  jirightou,  on  vvhi(;li  he 
erected  the  handsome  residence  at  present  occupied  b}^  him. 
Essentially  a  domestic  man,  he  spends  much  of  his  time  at  his 
home,  and  he  is  widely  known  and  highly  esteemed  in  social 
circles  both  on  Staten  Islandand  in  New  'i'ork  city.  Mr.  Smith 
married  Miss  Lucy  P.Woods,  of  i'ittsbuig.  He  has  four  child- 
ren: II.  Penn.  Smith,  Jr.,  Mary  V.,  Morton  \^^  and  F^dward  (t., 
all  of  vvliom  reside  with  their  parents.

In  tlie  distribution  of  judicial  districts  and  (h'[)artmenls 
Richmond  ('ounty  is  attached  to  the  Se(H»iul  judicial  district  and 
department,  aiul  in  the  selections  of  judges  foi'  the  higliei' state 
courts  little  Richmond,"  by  which  a])|)ellation  the  county  is 
known,  1ms  iiever  been  honored.  Althougli  lawyers  have  never 
been  \\  ;inl  ing  ci  uu  lu'lenl  a  nd  willing  Id  till  the  )  msi  I  iou  <  d'  ci  ui  u  i  y 
judge  and  surrogate,  such  was  the  uni\ersal  ie>|ii'ci  for  and 
coiiru[<'nce  in  .ludge  iMetc:dfe  tluit  he  hehl  the  [lo.^iiiiHi  fi-(uu  (he 
adoidioii  (d  the  constitution  (d'  ISh'i  until  his  age  p)-(-cluded 
him  fi'om  further  scu'vice.  Judge  Tonii)kins  Westervelt  :iud 
Judge  Ste}»hen  J).  Stephens,  his  successors,  are  noticed  in 
sketches  subjoined.  'J'he  writer  is  unable  to  recall  any  litiga- 
lions  oi'  great  public  im})ortaiice  in  the  county,  excepting  the 
quarantine  riot  investigatit)n  (1859)  and  the  murtler  ti'ial  of 
Polly  Bodine  (1844).  The  county  has  iu)t,  however,  been  hudv 
ing  in  litigations  of   more  than  ordiuaiy  interest,  such  as 
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the  will  case  of  Mrs.  Gardiner  (the  mother-in-law  of  President 
T}  ler),  the  ^eguine  will  case,  the  ferry  litigations  between  (Jor- 
nelins  Yanderhilt  and  George  Law,  John  H.  Starin  and  p]i'astus 
Wiman,  and  ihe  late  William 'P.  Garner  and  the  Ntjrth  Shore 
Ferry  Comi)any. 

We  append  sketches  of  the  lives  of  some  of  the  more  })romi- 
nent  of  I  lie  U'gal  tVatci  iiity. 

lion.  Henry  H.  aMet(;ali'e  was  horn  January  20,  1805,  at  Jolms- 
town,  then  iMontgoinery,  now  FuUon  county,  N.  Y.,  and  died 
at  liis  I'esidence  in  the  town  of  Southliekl,  llichmond  county, 
Februaiy  7,  188J,  and  was  consequently  in  his  77th  year  at  the 
time  of  his  death.  Judge  Met(-aU'e  was  one  of  tlie  seven  chil- 
dren of  Geoi'ge  Metcalfe,  who  was  at  one  time  a  man  ol'  consid- 
erable prominence  in  this  state,  having  been  appointed  in  1706 
assistant  attorney-general  under  Governor  Jay,  and  having  held 
the  oflTice  of  district  attorney  in  this  county — of  which  lie  be- 
came a  resident  in  1810,  when  his  son  TIeni'y  was  11  years  old. 
The  Metcall'es  were  of  English  extract! ion,  the  progenitor  of  the 
family  having  come  to  this  counLi'y  from  England  in  1705.  The 
family  in  England  was  one  of  some  note.  Henry  Bleeker  Met- 
calfe studied  law  with  his  father,  and  at  his  arrival  at  majority, 
in  1820,  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  a  special  e.xamination  having 
been  accorded  to  him  by  the  chancellor,  in  order  iliat  Im  might 
be  admitted  us  an  attorney,  so  as  to  become  eligible  to  hold  the 
ollice  of  district  attorney,  made  vacant  by  his  father's  death. 
He  was  also  apix)inted  a  masterin  tlie  conrt  (jF  chancery,  which 
hit ler  ollice  he  held  until  the  abolition  of  that  court  in  1840. 
He  held  the  oflice  of  district  atto]'n(;y  until  18;}3 — between  that 
time  and  18H0  he  was  employed  by  the  Staten  Island  Ferry  ( 'om- 
pauy.  In  b'-^  10  he  was  aiipdinlcd  couuty  judge  and  in  the  same 
year  he  became  a  rnilcd  Siali's  bdardiug  ollii'cr  at  iiuai'aii- 
tinc,  winch  latter  place  he  held  until  181:!.  In  KS 17  he  was' 
elected  (t  hat-  being  iIk;  first  electieu  to  (hat  ollice  under  tlu; 
constitution  of  1840)  county  judge  a.nd  surrogate  of  this  counly, 
which  ollice  he  held  continuously  till  187.'5,  at  which  time  he  re- 
signed to  take  his  seat  as  a  mem])er  of  congress  for  the  lirst 
congressional  district  of  New  Voik,  in  the  forty-fourth  congi'ess, 
to  which  he  had  been  elected. 

Judge  IMetcalfe  was  also  :i  prominent  member  of  the  INfasonic 
fraternity,  ami  for  many  yeai's  was  the  active  numager  [in 
liis  ollice  of  secretary)  of  the  Richmond  County  Mutual  Insui'-

ance  Company.  'I'he  above  isabi'ief  I'ecoid  ol"  ,[ii(lo;e  MefcaU'e's 
official  career.  Tli.s  life  was  an  exce[)ti()iial  one,  having-  held 
ahiio.st  nniiite]'rn[)re(lly,  for  a  period  of  almost  liffy-thi'ee  yeai's, 
some  public  oilice,  and  foi-  all  his  adult  life  some  [)lace  of  ti  iisl. 
lie  was  more  favorably  known  to  the  people  as  surro<^ate 
than  in  any  other  capacity.  His  nnvaryin<2,-  kindness  to  all 
who  came  in  contact  with  liim,  his  readiness  at  all  times  to 
rendei'  aid,  give  advice  and  olhei'vvise  lielj)  tlujse  who  in  sorrow 
and  advei'sity  sought  his  (uMuisel,  made  him  probably  the  most 
popular  man  in  this  county,  and  secured  his  election  from  time 
to  time,  sometimes  without  any,  always  witliout  substantial, 
opposition.  \Vith  one  exception  Judge  INFetcalfe  held  the  of- 
fice of  county  judge  and  surrogate  longer  than  any  other  officer 
in  this  state.  As  county  judge  he  was  more  noted  for  his  good 
sense  and  endeavors  to  get  at  the  right  of  such  matters,  civil 
and  criminal,  as  came  before  him,  than  he  was  for  his  knowl- 
e(fge  of  abstruse  and  int  ricate  legal  questions,  fie  was  the  i)re- 
siding  judge  of  the  ctturt  of  sessions  when,  in  1850,  several  pid)- 
lic  ollicers  of  this  (county  were  indicted  and  (jonvicted,  as  he  was 
in  1872  when  similar  results  were  oljtained.  1  n  their  prosecu- 
tion Judge  Metcalfe  held  the  scales  evenly  balan(?ed — neither 
l)opular  prejudice  m)i'  pei'sonal  friendship  being  allowed  to  inter- 
fere with  I  he  due  course  of  the  law — and  when  at  rlu^  time  of  the 
quarantine  l  iots  sevei-al  parties  were  bi'ouglit  before  him  nw  ihe 
serious  charge  of  arson,  .Indge  i\I(^tcalfe  dischaiged  the  prison- 
ers, ami  took  strong  gjound  against  the  right  of  t  lui  city  of  New 
York  to  cast  hei'  infected  dead  ami  dying  upon  the  slioi'es  of 
the  islaiul.  fn  congfess  his  most  notable  vcjte  was  pei  haps  thai 
given  for  the  creation  of  the  electoral  comndssioii,  f(ir  which  he 
was  somew  hat  criliciscil  l<y  his  i)arly  iVieiuls.  bin  his  juduiiieiit 
was  thai  the  danger  of  anarchy  and  r'w  W  war  which  llwealened 
were  far  greater  than  any  hai'in  that  could  cume  fioui  a  ]ii'ac('- 
able  solution  of  the  then  pending  question. 

II(!  was  th(!  owner  (d'  a  farm  a  short  dislance  from  l\ichin(Uid 
village,  where  he  [)assed  the  latter  yeai's  of  his  life,  and  w  licn^ 
he  i>eacefully  passed  away,  surrounded  by  his  family  and 
friends. 

Judge  Metcalfe's  memory  was  honored  at  a  bar  meeting  held 
at  the  Richmond  county  court  hou.se  October  0,  1881,  lion.  Cal- 
vin E.  Pratt  ])residing.  A  suitable  memorial,  i)resented  by 
E.\'-T)isti'ict  Attorney  Sidney  l\  Hawson,  was  entered  uiiou  the 
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Hiinutes  of  tlie  court,  and.  addresses  were  made  by  IToii.  T. 
Westei-velt,  E.  B.  Merrill,  Esq.,  and  otliei's. 

Among  tlie  many  lawyers  who  have  fruni  time  to  time  made 
tJieii"  homes  on  Staten  Island  none  liave  been  more  worthy  of 
an  endnring-  monument  by  the  use  (A"  the  "  art  preservative  of  all 
arts"  tlian  tlie  late  Alvin  C.  Bradley,  who  died  at  his  lesidence 
near  Castleton  Corners,  on  Wednesday,  February  23,  1S81, 
aged  70  years  and  7  months. 

Mr.  15radley  was  nol  a  native  of  Richmond  county,  having 
removed  hither  fj'oni  tlui  wesleiii  i)art  of  the  state  about  1851. 
He  purchased  tluHine  fai'iu  of  Mr.  (Jarrett  Martling,  located 
partly  in  Middletown  and  partly  in  Castleton,  and  removed 
into  the  farm  house  upon  the  premises.  After  residing  there 
a  few  years,  he  erected  a  very  commodious  and  tasteful  man- 
.sion  upon  another  ])oi'ti()u  of  the  fai'ui  fiom  designs  wliich  were 
made  undei'  his  i)ei'sonal  ilii'eetion.  In  this  very  comfortable 
and  agreeable  home  he  resided  till  his  death. 

During  ihe  time  of  his  residence  on  Staten  Island,  he  con- 
tinued the  practice  of  law  in  the  city  of  New  York,  in  which  he 
had  been  engaged  for  a  number  of  years  ])revi(jus,  and  whicli 
was  of  an  important  characfei',  bringiug  him  often  very  pionii- 
nently  bef(U'e  the  [)ublic.  He  tooi\.  par!  in  many  intej'esting 
ti'ials  and  was  engaged  in  arguments  of  much  moment  in  the 
liighei'  (u>urts.  One  (^f  the  many  cases  in  which  he  ap[)<'ai-ed 
was  that  of  refei'ee  as  to  the  aliuiony  tiuestion  in  the  gieat  b'or- 
rest  divorce  case,  a  nuitter  of  great  uu)ment  to  the  pai'ties  in 
the  suit  aiul  involving  a  large  amount  of  money.  lie  was  a 
lawyei' of  su])eMior  al)ility  and  was  possessed  of  an  acute  and 
subtle  rniiul,  to  thti  cnllivalion  of  \vhi(di  he  had  brought  \'ei'y 
extcnsiN  e  readiuLi,. 

In  politics,  Mr.  I'i'adlcy  belonged  lo  the  old  w  hig  part  v  diir 
ing  its  existence,  and  at  (Uie  time  ran  for  nu'inbei-  of  as^.M.ibly 
on  that  ticket  in  this  county.  He  afterward  united  with  the 
re]iublican  pai'ty  and  continued  a  \'ery  ardent  member  of  that 
fairh.  About  IS7;{  he  was  ele(;ted  sup(U'vis(U'  of  t  h<^  town  of 
Middletown  and  sei'ved  for  on*;  t(}rm.  Willi  him  from  tlie  other 
towns  wer(!  genthjmen  of  iniu'li  [lublic  s[)irit  and  intelligence, 
and  the  boai'd  which  they  coni[)osed  was  called  the  "  Reform 
13oai'd,"  ami  acconii)lished  very  much  in  the  way  of  regulating 
the  alfairs  of  the  county,  and  bringing  matters  to  a  condition 
wherein  the  laws  were  nu)re stiictly  observed  by  imblic  ollicers. 
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Mr.  Bradley  f^^ave  liiiiiself  alino.sf  without  iuterinission  to  tln' 
duties  oi'  liis  oflice  and  i)errornied  an  iirmiciise  deal  oi'hard  work 
ill  connection  with  it,  i'or  which  the  public  were  exceedingly 
grateful  and  are  still  enjoying  the  beneiits  of  tlie  same.  'LMie 
deceased  was  an  invalid  for  three  years,  but  found  enjoy- 
ment during  liis  enforced  retiieitieiit  in  reading  the  books 
contained  in  his  large  and  valual)le  private  library.  At  a 
meeting  (jf  the  nuMiibers  of  the  bar  shortly  after  Mr.  Bradley's 
death,  at  \vhi(^li  lion.  (Calvin  E.  Pratt,  justice  of  the  supreme 
court,  j)resided,  a.  memorial  on  the  life  of  Mr.  Bradley  was  pre- 
sented and  (Ji'dered  entered  upon  the  iiiiiiiites  (jf  the  court.  Kd 
ward  B.  Merrill,  Ks(p  (now  of  the  New  York  bar,  then  of  Rich- 
mond county),  delivered  a  very  able  address,  and  remarks  were 
made  by  Hon.  Tomiikins  Westervelt,  George.!.  Greenlield,  Hon. 
Theodore  Frean,  Sidney  F.  Rawson,  Isaiah  T.  WiMianis,  ami 
others — and  a  hitter  was  read  from  Charles  O'Connor,  saying 
that  ""his  brethren  not  only  recognized  the  able  lawyei'  but  the 
true  and  honorable  citi/jui,  and  as  such  they  dephu'ci  his  loss 
and  honor  his  memory." 

Hon.  'rom])kiiis  W'esteivelt  was  the  son  of  Ddctor  ,Iohn  8. 
Westervelt  and  llaiiiiah,  his  wife,  the  latter  being  the 
daughter  of  lion.  Daiiiel  D.  Tompkins.  He  was  born  and 
always  resided  at  New  Brighton,  Staten  Island.  He  graduated 
at  the  age  of  21  years  at  (yobnubia  College;  was  almost  im- 
mediately admitted  lo  lliti  bar  and  continued  in  ])iactice  to  I  he 
time  of  his  death. 

He  was  a  courteous  gentleman  and  able  lawyer,  and  perb^jtly 
uprighl  in  all  his  transactions.  I  le  was  for  se\  erai  terms  trustee 
of  the  village  of  New  Brighloii;  was  a  vestryman  in  St.  .lohu's 
Pi'oteslaul  l''.piscop;\l  eliurch  al  Clirinn;  one  of  I  lie  ton udn n  ( if 
(he  S.  \\.  Sniilli  luliiinai  y;  a  ilireclnr  in  |lu>  Slaleu  Island  Sa\' 
ings  I'aiik  and  formally  3'eais  its  counsel.  In  1871  he  was  twice 
a  candidate  for  the  ollice  of  district  attorney  but  was  defeated 
each  time.  In  1S7.")  lui  was  elected  county  judge,  which  ollice 
lie  held  with  honor  and  distin(;fioii  foi-  si.x:  years.  Judge  W^est- 
(;rvell  died  April  2(1,  ISS2,  aged  yeais.  .\  I  the  term  of  the 
supreme  court  ludd  in  Iviclimond  ciuinlyin  May,  1882,  Ibm. 
E.  M.  (Jiilleii  pjie.siding,  a  meeting  of  the  bar  was  held  and  a 
committee  consisting  of  County  Judge  Ste[)hens,  Ex-District 
Attorney  Rawson  and  George  J.  Greenfield,  Esq.,  jireseiited 
the  following  resolutions  on  the  death  of  Judge  Westervelt  : 
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"  W//eren.'i,  Toniplviiis  Westervelt,  a  native  of  this  county, 
who  for  lifty  years  resided  tlierein,  and  uiio  I'oi'  thirty-one  of 
tliese  years  was  a  prac'tisiii^'  lawyer,  and  who  was  injnored  by 
the  i)eo])le  of  liis  neiL:,hl)()rli<^od  and  of  the  county  by  l)eincj- 
placed  in  many  positions  of  trust  and  responsil)ility,  notably 
that  of  County  Jud,^e  and  Surrogate,  has  recently  died,  and 

"  Whereas,  During- all  those  years,  Judge  ^VesterveU  has  led 
a  blameless  life,  and  has  left;  to  his  family  and  friends  a  precious 
legacy  in  his  record  as  a  Christian  gentleman,  an  able  lawyei", 
an  upi'ight  Judge  and  an  honorable  citizen;  now,  therefore, 

"  /icsol Dcd,  That  the  members  of  the  l^ar  of  Richnujud 
County,  and  (Imi  [)rol'ession  getieraily,  hav(!  in  llie  death  (d' 
Judge  Weslervelt  lost  an  hoiK^red  friend  and  an  al)le  member 
of  their  body; 

'''lieooloed,  That  the  people  of  this  community  have  sustained 
a  great  loss  in  the  deatli  of  Judge  Westervelt,  inasmuch  as  he 
was  in  eveiy  respect  a  good  citizen,  having  at,  all  times  in  his 
private,  as  well  as  in  his  jmblic  capacities,  the  best  interests 
and  welfare  of  the  community  at  heart; 

Jiesolced,  Also,  that  in  the  Cliristian  life  of  Judge  Wester- 
velt we  find  the  true  attributes  of  nuitdiood,  and  tliat  we  uia}^ 
all  profit  l)y  his  exami)le; 

"  Jtcsolrcd,  Further,  tliat  the  Court  be  recpiested  U)  order 
these  resolutions  to  be  entered  at  length  n])im  ils  minutes." 

Enlogiiims  were  prom)un(U'd  by  Mr.  Creenlield,  Ah',  liawson, 
Judg<'.  Stephens  and  otlieis. 

LotC.  Clark,  who  died  at  his  residence  in  Seventeenth  street. 
New  York  v'\\y,  on  ]<\'bi'iiai'y  U,  KS8(),  in  (he  (i'id  year  of  his 
age,  was  well  known  and  highly  res[)(^cted  t lirouglioid  Rich- 
mond couniy.  lie  was  biu'n  in  ('heiiango  coimly,  ihis  stale^ 
Ix'ing  the  son  of  IjoI  Clai  k,  a  disi  inguislu'd  lawyer,  ami  al  one 
time  a  nuMuber  of  congress.  He  was  graduated  at  Vale,  stuilied 
law  in  the  olTu^e  of  the  late  Nicholas  Jlill,  at  Sai'aloga  S))rings, 
and  began  his  practice  in  Jviclimoiid  county,  lieconuiig  district 
attorney  in  1841,  he  tilled  with  disting-uished  ability  llieofhce 
for  eight  years,  dui'ing  which  lime  he  pi'osecuted  several  noted 
cases,  among  them  that  of  Mrs.  I'olly  I'odiiu',  who  was  indicted 
for  th(!  mnrd(;r  of  luu'  sist(M--in-law  and  her  infant  idece  aud  for 
arson.  Tliree  times  was  tliis  case  tried,  the  linal  trial  I'esultiug- 
in  an  acquittal,  but  during  its  continuance  Mj-.  Clark  won  for 
himself  a  lasting  reputation  as  an  energetic,  well  instructed  and 
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able  lawyer.  ()i)po.se(l  to  ^\v.  Clark  in  this  case  wci'e  Clinton 
De  AVitt  and  Ihivid  Graham,  the  latter  oi'  whom  especiall}' 
became  afterward  recognized  as  one  of  the  leading  crinnnal 
lawyei'S. 

In  185G  ^Iv.  Clark  was  manned  to  j\[iss  Fi-ances  Sntherland 
Irving',  a  danghter  of  Ilev.  Dr.  Theodore  Irving,  and  grand- 
danghter  of  the  late  Jacob  Sntherland,  a  jnstice  of  the  snpn^-me 
conrt.  In  1870  Mr.  Clark  removed  to  New  York  city.  He  was 
an  active  lay  member  of  the  Protestant  E[)iscopal  chnrch,  and 
his  funeral  took  place  from  Calvary  chnrch.  New  York  city. 
He  was  at  one  time  at  the  head  of  the  law  firm  of  I)e  (xroot, 
Kawson  &  Staflui'd. 

Immediately  after  the  d(H'e;ise  of  Mr.  (!htrk  the  niend)ers  oC 
the  bai'  met  at  tlie  cc)urt  house  in  Kitdimoiid  county.  Honor- 
able H.  15.  Metcalfe  presided,  Mr.  George  Gallaglier  was  secre- 
tary, and  huge  numbers  of  the  legal  profession  were  present. 
A  committee,  consisting  of  Honorable  Tom})kins  ^Vestervelt, 
George  J.  Greenlield,  Esq.,  and  Ex-District  Attorne}^  S.  F. 
Kawson,  was  ai)])ointed  to  submit  resolutions,  and  the  following 
were  i)resented  and  ad(j])ted,  viz.: 

"  Whereas,  The  ]3ar  ol'  Richmond  County  has  just,  sustained 
a  severe  loss  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Lot  C.  Clark,  for  many  years 
its  leading  inend)er  and  brightest  ornament,  and

the  scene  of  earthly  activity  and  usefulness;  and  re(uigniziug  in 
this  c  \  (Mil  the  stui(Uis  hiss  sustained  liy  I  heiusehes  ;ind  the  legal 
fralernily  a  I  large. 

Jiesolrfd ^  That  in  Lot  Clai'k  we  see  one  wiio  comluned 
all  theliest  arul  highest  atti-ibutes  of  the  lawyer — i)ui'ity  of  life, 
absolutt;  raillifuluess  to  tlu?  trusts  conlided  to  him,  clear  and 
disciiminating  intellect,  legal  erudition,  unwearied  toil  and  con- 
stant study,  and  great  I'orensit;  ability;  and  added  to  these, 
those  qualities  that  mark  the  good  (utizen — a  dutiful  son,  a  de- 
voted husband  ami  I'athtn',  a  warm  and  unvarying  frieud,  a  good 
neighbor  and  a  hund)le,  devout,  Chi'istian, 

Jtesolned,  That  the  life  and  example  of  Lc^t  C.  Clark 
should  be  studied  and  followed  by  his  surviving  brethren,  who, 
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if  they  cannot  reiich  the  high  rank  which  lie  liehl,  can  at  least 
do  their  duty  by  striving  to  attain  it  by  the  means  which  he  pur- 
sued, and  can  lind  in  his  course  an  encouragement  to  more 
earnest  efforts. 

"  Rcsoloed,  Tluit  these  resolutions  be  presented  to  the  court, 
witli  a  request  that  the  same  be  entered  upon  the  minutes: 

"  llesolt^ed.,  Tiuit  a  co})y  of  these  resolutions  be  prepared,  at- 
tested by  the  chairnum  and  secretary  (^f  this  meeting,  and  trans- 
mitted to  the  family  of  the  deceased." 

Eloquent  addresses  were  made  by  Messrs.  Westervelt,  Green- 
lield,  Metcalfe  and  Rawsou  and  the  resolutions  unaniuKjusly 
adoj)ted.  These  addresses  may  1>e  found  in  full  in  the  Ivich- 
mond  county     SeiiJ i lU'V  of  February  21,  1880. 

Among  the  lawyers  of  piHjminence  in  the  pi'ofessiou  who  are 
iu)w  deceased  nutrition  should  be  made  of  Hon.  llobert  Christie, 
wlu)  was  state  senator  from  the  First  senatoi'ial  district  in  J8G-i-r), 
and  who  was  one  of  Riclnnond  county's  most  active  politicians 
and  prominent  lawyers.  He  resided  for  some  time  at  Clifton  in 
an  elegant  mansion  and  died  there  about  187:^.  Tie  was  a  nuiu 
of  im[)ositig  j)ersonal  appearance  and  had  gi'eat  natui'al  talent, 
which,  lulded  to  his  legal  training,  made  him  one  of  the  most 
talented  lawyers  of  his  day. 

'The  bi'others  Jolin  and  William  Henry  Aurhoii  (sons  of  John 
Am  lion,  an  emiiujut  lawyer  (jf  New  York  city),  were  fo  )■  many 
years  residents  of  lUchmond  county,  and  for  a  lime  controlled 
a  large  part  of  the  legal  business  therein.  John  becaiiKi  grand 
master  of  the  Masonic  fraternity  of  New  York  state.  William 
Ileni'y  was  mend)(ir  of  assembly  from  Ivichmond  count}'  in  ]8r)l, 
and  judge  advocate  general  of  the  stale  of  New  Vork  in  the 
early  part  of  ihe  ciN  il  war.  Iinih  of  tlicin  wimc  law  yei^  tnr 
above  file  average.  John  died  ;il)oiil  187:!,  and  William  II. 
about  187;"). 

Theodore  C.  A-^ei'inilye,  ^vho  died  abftui  1871),  was  a  lawyei-  of 
considerable  ability.  He  was  member  of  assembly  in  i8()0, 
counsel  to  the  board  of  supervisoi's  of  liichmond  county  for 
nmny  years,  was  justice  of  the  [)ea(;e,  tow  n  clerk  and  [)olice 
justice  c/f  the  village  of  New  Bi'ighton.

Augustus  Pukntice  was  born  in  New  London  connty,  Connec- 
ticnt,  Septem])er  30,  182G.  A  genealogy  of  the  Prentice  family 
in  Arnei'ica,  ])nb]islie(l  ia  I(SH;{,  shows  his  ancestors  on  llie 
Talhei's  side  to  have  emigi-alcil  from  l^isscv  county,  I'Jiglaiul,  in 
the  year  J  031,  and  to  liave  settled  in  Roxbnry,  iMas.sa('hns('l  ts. 
In  the  year  1700  one  bmnch  of  the  ramil}^  settled  in  the  tcnvn 
of  North  Stonington,  Conn.,  and  from  this  brancli  Mr.  Prentice 
is  a  diiect  descemlant.  Jlis  father  (Asa  Prentice)  was  born  in 
New  Jjondon  connty.  Conn.,  Febriuiry  13,  1792,  and  at  tliis  date 
(1887)  is  still  living  and  in  the  enjoyment  of  good  bodil\' health 
and  all  his  facnlties.  His  ancestors  on  the  mother's  side  were 
also  among  the  earlier  settlers  of  New  England.  Ilis  great- 
gi'andfathei'  on  the  mother's  side  was  a  wholesale  merchant 
and  extensive  real  estate  owner  in  New[)()rt,  Rhod(i  Island, 
at  tlie  time  the  English  boml)arded  tliat  place  dui'ing  the  revo- 
Intionary  wai-,  and  had  several  honses  neai'ly  destroyed  by 
English  cannon  balls. 

Ihild  he  arrived  at  the  ago  id'  about  10  years  his  father  was 
engaged  in  the  di'\  goods  business  in  Spiinglitdd.  Mass.,  and 
Montpelier,  Vermont,  and  in  l)otli  phu^es  Mr.  Prentice  attended 
the  public  school.  His  father  then  retired  from  the  meicantile 
business  and  [jui'duised  and  moved  to  a  large  farm  in  Tolland 
county,  Conn.,  where  Augustus  continued  attending  the  public 
school  for  several  years,  after  which  he  was  sent  foi-  a  year  or 
two  to  a  private  school.  Here  his  inclination  to  study  began  to 
show  itself  and  he  made  rapid  and  thorough  progress  in  the 
more  substantial  branches.  Ei'oni  this  private  school  he  went,  ' 
at  about  the  age  of  17  years,  to  Wilbi'aham  academy,  at  Wil- 
braham,  Mass.    His  at temhiuce  at  this  academy  extended  over 
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a  period  of  tliivc  oi'  four  ye:irs.  During-  tin;  winttM'  mouths  lie 
taught  Hcliool  at  West  Hartford,  Fai-iniugton  and  Old  Windsor, 
in  Conn.,  and  one  winter  on  Cai)e  Cod.  Having-  prei):ired  him- 
self for  college  and  made  all  his  arrangements,  even  to  })a(dving 
liis  trunk  prepaiatory  to  leaving  the  following  day  for  college, 
he  was  brought  to  a  sudden  halt  in  his  course.  He  was  seized 
with  violent  hemorrhage  which  returned  at  periods  for  several 
months.  JNIedical  aid  seemed  of  little  avail,  as  the  doctors  pro- 
nounced his  case  one  of  enlai'gement  of  the  heai  t.  In  the  fall 
of  that  year  he  came  to  New  York  city  for  tlie  lirst  time  in  his 
life  to  procure  further  medical  advice.  ITe  was  advised  that  his 
trouble  arose  fiom  the  lungs  and  tliat  he  must  at  once  leave  for 
Florida,  which  was  then  just  coming  into  favorable  notice.  Tliis 
advice  was  followed  and  thougli  he  had  left  liome  e.xpecting  t(j 
return,  he  immediately  changed  his  ])lans,  and  late  in  Decem- 
ber was  rowed  fi'om  tlui  Bat  tery  to  a  Maine  vessel  anchor(id  just 
below  bound  u])  tlui  Si.  John's  I'iver,  Florida,  for  lumber.  He 
remained  in  Florida  that  winter,  the  following  summer  and  the 
second  winter  befoi-e  he  left  the  state.  Ab(jut  iMay  of  the 
second  year  he  made  a  visit  home  and  remained  in  New  Eng- 
land during  thesummerand  in  the  fall  reluiiied  to  P'hjrida  and 
spent  his  third  and  last  winter  in  that  state.  Upon  his  retui-n 
lie  commenced  the  study  of  the  law  in  the  office  of  Thomas  W. 
Clerke,  who  was  subsequently  judge  ol  the  supreme  court  foi- 
the  city  of  New  York.  He  continued  in  Judge  Clerke's  office 
until  his  admission  to  the  bar  in  the  fall  of  1851.  Li  the  spring 
of  1852  he  commenced  practice  in  the  city  of  New  York.  He 
was  married  at  (iales  b"'erry,  Connecticut,  in  June,  1855,  to 
Catharine  A.,  daughter  of  William  Drowning,  Estp.  and  they 
i'tunmenccd  their  nian-ied  lif«>  in  a  luuis.'  Mr.  Dreniice  had  just 
purchased  in  the  city  of  New  York.  His  attention  ha\ing 
been  accidentally  eailed  to  Stalen  Islaiul,  and  being  much 
])leased  with  the  i)lace  they  deternum^d  to  rent  their  city  home 
and  move  to  the  island,  which  they  did  in  the  spring  of  1858, 
when  he  built  the  hous(i  on  'rom[)kins  avenue  in  the  village  of 
New  ]3righton,  where  he  has  long  I'esided.  At  that  time  there 
were  no  incorporated  villages  on  the  island,  the  usual  govern- 
ment of  towns  alone  existing.  In  the  summer  of  18(55  Mr. 
Prentice,  having  come  to  tl  le  conclusion  that  village  govern- 
ment w^as  desirable  for  that  end  of  the  islaiul,  [)roceeded  to 
draft  such  a  charter  as  he  thought  was  suited  to  the  wants  of 
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the  coiTininnity.  l.ate  in  the  fall  lie  issued  invitations  to  many 
of  his  neiglil)()rs  and  gcuif lenien  active  in  pnl)lic;  afVairs  to  meet 
at  the  St.  Mark's  hotel  and  hear  the  proposed  charter  foi'  the 
])r(jposed  village  ol"  New  l^righton  read,  which  was  (h)iie,  the 
charter  appr(^ved,  and  a  committee  ap[)ointed  to  go  to  Albany 
and  procnre  its  passage.  The  village  government  lirst  organ- 
ized in  186G. 

January  30,  1800,  their  only  child  was  born  to  thein  and  was 
named  Angustus  Browinng  Prentice.  Mr.  Prentice  has  steadily 
continned  in  the  practice  of  his  profession,  throngh  which  he 
early  formed  the  acquaintance  of  a  large  circde  of  l)usiness 
men  in  the  city  of  New  York.'  Throngli  many  years  he  has 
retained  the  legal  business  of  most  of  them.  Various  coi'pora- 
tions  have  at  different  tinies  come  under  his  control  as  counsel, 
among  them  the  Artizans'  Bank,  the  St.  Louis  and  St.  Josepli 
Railroad  Comi)any,  the  St.  -losepli  and  Denver  City  llailroad 
Coini)any,  which  he  formed  by  consolidating  several  smaller 
companies.  In  the  constiaiction  of  this  railroad  he  formed  one 
of  the  executive  committee.  These  corpoi'ations  mateiially  in- 
creased his  already  well  established  practice.  Mr.  Prentice's 
financial  success  lias  been  due  largely  to  his  business  Inct  and 
his  aljility  to  make  good  investments,  which  lie  has  contined 
largely  toi'eal  estate,  and  of  which  he  is  an  owner  botli  on  Staten 
Island  and  in  New  York  city.  He  has  a  large  income  from  his 
I'eal  estate,  to  say  nothing  of  his  income  from  his  jtrofession, 
frtmi  which  alone  he  has  made  his  fortune,  as  it  is  said  lie  never 
speculates.  Thougli  often  reiiuested  to  become  a  director  in 
different  corjiorat  ions,  In^  has  iiivai'iably  refused,  lie  did,  how- 
ever, after  much  solicitation,  acci'[)t  the  position  of  picsident 
of  the  Tiank  of  Sialen  Islnnd,  which  position  he  holds  at 
]»iesent. 

Ujoiimond  County  Mi^oioAt.  SoorioTY.— On  the  10th  of  July, 
1800,  live  physi(uans  met  at  the  court  house  in  the  village  of 
Richmond,  for  the  i)urpose  of  organizing  the  liist  nK/dical 
society  in  this  county.  Tlieii'  names  were  Penjaniiii  Parker, 
Isaac  Stewart,  Richard  Henderson,  \.  P.  Ilalsey  and  .iohn  K,.  \^. 
Rodgers.  'I'his  organization  was  the  consecpiemu^  of  the  enact- 
ing of  certain  laws  of  the  state  (A[))'il  8  preceding)  u  liich  w  eie 
deemed  necessary  to  regulate  the  prac^tice  of  ])tiysic  and  surg- 
ery, pronouncing  none  but  members  of  county  societies  whose 
diplomas  must  have  been  liled  in  the  oflice  of  the  county  clerk 
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to  be  regularly  aulhori/.ed  physicians.  ]\[eeriiigs  of  the  sociely 
were  regularly  held  down  to  JHo^,  since  \v!ii(!h  tiirie  there  are  no 
records  of  the  meetings  until  a  reorganiziition  was  ell'e('ti'(l. 
The  records  do  not,  slale  who  thu  lirst  presidiuit  was,  l)ut  at  a 
meeting  held  . I  Illy  17,  1S()7,  I'en  jamin  Pai'ki'r  was  chosen  pr^s 
ident. 

On  the  evening  of  January  17,  IH.k"),  a  meeting  was  lielil  at 
the  Tompkins  Lyceum,  TotupkinsvillH.  for  the  purpose  of  tak 
ing  preliminai'y  measuivs  to  reorganize  tin;  "  Medical  Society 
of  the  (Jounty  of  IJichmond."  The  meeting  was  ct>mposed  of 
tlie  following  physicians  :  .lohn  S.  Wcstervelt,  .lames  Ilarcourt, 
Isaac  Lea,  .lohn  \V.  Sterling,  William  C.  Anderson,  James  R. 
Boardman,  F.  Cam[)bell  Stewai't,  J(jsei)h  Feeny,  PI  W.  Prender- 
gast,  Y.  Ilestizka,  C.  G.  Rotha,  II.  R.  Bahlwin,  Theodore 
Walser,  J.  C.  Cavelti  and  Edward  C.  Mundy.  A  committee 
was  appointed  to  prepare  or  revise  the  constitution  and  hydaws 
and  report  at  a  subsequent  meeting.  The  chaii'tnan  of  this 
meeting  was  Doctor  Westei'velt.  At  the  ncvt  meeting,  held  at 
the  same  place,  ]''('l)ruai'y  2,  IHri.^,  tlu^  rejiort  of  iIh;  committee 
was  presented  and  accejited,  nnd  the  constitulion  and  bydaws 
p)'e[)ared  by  them  wei'e  adopted.  Dr.  .lohn  W .  Sterling  was 
chosen  pi'esident  (d'  the  s(j(;iety.

Tile  l'ollo\ving  bi'iel'  personal  notes  of  some  nii-tmljers  of  the 
nunlical  fraternity  will  be  an  a[»proi)riate  sequel  to  the  fore- 
going : 

I.  K.  Ambrose,  lately  a  resident  of 'I'ownsend  avenue,  Clifton, 
but  at  present  residing  in  New  York  city,  still  pi'actices  on  the 
island.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Richmond  County  Medical  So- 
ciety, and  was  for  a  term  couuty  coroner.  He  was  born  in  L'e- 
land,  about  forty-eight  years  ago,  received  his  earl}-  edu<"afion 
in  colleges  in  Ireland  ami  France,  and  graduated  in  nu'diciue 
and  surgtM'y  at  tlie  Long  Island  (,'ollege  hospital,  in  lirooklyn, 
in  1870.  During  his  stay  onStatcn  Island,  lu;  IxH'auKi  a  general 
favorite,  es[)ecially  among  the  Irish,  and  had  a  huge  i)ractice. 
He  was  known  as  the  'vL'ish  Doctor,"  being  tlie  only  one  of 
that  nationality  in  the  county  at  the  time. 

Dr.  Hei'man  Beyer  was  born  in  Coblentz,  Germany,  in  1830. 
Having  received  a  [)i-ivate  Latin  school  education  he  studied  i)hai'- 
macy  in  Westpludia,  as  a  prelimituiry  step  to  the  study  of  med- 
icine. In  1850  he  served  in  tlie  Prussian  army  as  pharmaceutist. 
He  sailed  foi'  this  counti  y  in  1860.  In  April,  1861,  he  enlisted  as 
a  private  in  the  Eighth  regiment,  N.Y.^^  In  18G2  he  was  trans- 
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ferred  to  t1ie  medical  departniciit ,  wlicre  In^  served  as  pliarnia- 
(■eiilist  until  the  end  of  llie  war.  lie  (lit'ii  began  the  study  of 
medicine  at  Jiellevue  h()s[)ital,  wliere  he  graduated  in  JSii!),  and 
took  an  extra  course  in  1877  and  1878,  ))esi(h^s  a  private  (H)urse 
of  Dr.  F.  Kiiapp's,  in  1878  luid  1870,  in  the  Eye  and  Ear  In- 
lirmary.  lie  commenced  practice  at  Astoria,  L.  I.,  in  1809, 
and  removed  to  8taten  Island  in  1880. 

Alfred  Ludlow  Carroll  was  born  in  the  cit}'^  of  New  York  on 
the  4th  of  August,  188H,  educated  at  sundry  private  scho(ds, 
and  in  the  University  of  New  York,  studied  medicine  witli  the 
late  Dr. Valentine  j\Iott,  and  was  gradiuUed  M.  D.  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  York  in  18."),");  removed  to  Staten  Island  in 
1870;  elected  secretary  of  the  state  board  (d"  health  in  March, 
1884;  resigned  February  1st,  18G0. 

Dr.  E[)hraim  Clark,  who  for  nmny  years  has  been  actively 
and  intimately  associated  with  most  of  the  iiroinineut  move- 
ments and  public  »:'nterpiist\s  of  the  island,  was  l)orn  in  Rail- 
way, N.  J.,  in  1797.  lb?  studied  medicine  with  Dr.  Valentine 
]\Iott,  of  New  Yoi'k,  and  afterward  graduated  in  the  college  (d' 
tlie  state  UKjdical  soca'et}^  at  New  Brunswick.  In  1820  he  canu3 
with  some  fi'iends  onagiininng  eX[)editiou  to  the  island,  and 
was  so  well  pleased  with  the  p(iople  and  suri'oundiugs  td"  Poi't 
Richmond  that  he  decided  to  make  that  place  his  home,  lie 
accordingly  located  there,  and  so(jn  found  hiaiself  in  the  en- 
joyment of  a  hua'ative  practice.  lie  grew  into  p(jpular  favor, 
and,  being  a,  lemarkably  active  and  ready  nuin,  he  naturally 
fell  into  a  prominent  position  in  nearly  every  Ix^nevolent  and 
progressive  movement  of  the  day. 

On  the  arrival  of  Gem-'ral  Eafayette,  on  his  last  visit  to  this 
country.  Dr.  Clark  was  :i  niembcr  of  the  cdiuiuiitt't'  tliat  re- 
(•(M\'ed  the  disi  inguisiied  soldier  a(  tlio  re.siilciu'e  of  (biViMMiur 
Tomi)kins,  who  was  I  hen  vice-prcisidcnl  of  the  ll^uiled  Sta  tes,  at 
llie  old  mansion  at  Tompkinsville.  The  general  came  to  Staten 
Island  before  going  to  New  York  city,  and  I'emained  at  (tov- 
ernor Tompkins'  residence  during  his  sojourn.  On  the  eveiniig 
of  his  arrival  a  grand  reception  was  given,  and  throngs  of 
people  gathered  at  the  place  to  greet  the  gallant  Frenchman. 
Among  the  guests  were  the  heading  men  of  the  country.  On 
Ids  departure  for  New  York  city  on  the  following  moi'uing 
business  was  suspended,  shops  and  stores  were  closed,  and  the 
people  thronged  the  landing  and  the  shore  of  the  bay  to  see 
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Iiini  oil',  wliilo  tlie  water  was  literally  alive  with  all  manner  of 
crai't  which  came  to  witness  or  es(u)rl.  his  passage  I'rom  tlie 
island  to  the  city.  Over  the  g-rand  coin'oui'se  of  shipping,  said 
to  be  the  most  magnificent,  ever  witnessed  in  New  York  hay, 
lioated  the  Hags  of  all  nations.  On  this  occasion  Goveiiior 
Ogden,  of  New  Jersey,  came  to  grr^et  Lafayette.  They  had 
heen  intimate  friends  duiing  tlie  revolution  and  as  they  met 
now  they  squarely  embraced  each  otiiei',  and  Doctor  Clark  says 
he  never  witnessed  a  moj'e  all'ecfionate  greeting  than  was  niaiu- 
fested  by  them. 

Kossuth,  on  his  visit  to  America,  was  a  guest  of  Doctor 
Doane,  health  oHicer  at  qnaiardine,  and  was  erJertaiued  at  his 
residence.  The  reception  comnnttee  were  ])octoi'  Westei'velt. 
Doctor  Clark,  Samud  French,  Judge  Clawson,  and  liichard 
Adam  Locke.  'J'he  latter  delivered  the  welcoming  address. 
General  Garibaldi  was  present,  and  made  a  pleasing  address. 
Kossuth  made  an  all'ecting  reply,  and  the  words  of  the  great 
patriot  found  a  warm  place  in  every  heart.  A  large  procession 
formed  and  escorted  the  distinguished  visitor  to  the  old  Dutch 
Reformed  church,  now  used  as  a  carriage  manufactory  in 
Tompkinsville,  in  which  the  Tompkins  Gnards,  a  local  infanti'y 
company,  took  tlie  lead. 

When  General  Jackson  made  his  famous  visit  to  New  York, 
Doctor  Chii'ke  was  also  a  member  of  the  reception  committee 
that  met  the  old  soldier  at  Port  liichmond  and  escorted  him  to 
New  York  city,  where  they  landed  near  the  present  site  of 
Castle  Garden.  Other  members  of  that  committee  were  Colonel 
Barton,  Doctor  Van  Pelt,  Doctor  ITai-iison  and  Colonel  Barrett. 

Doctoi'  Clark  was  with  Doctor  Harrison,  an  attendant  physi- 
cian to  Aaron  Purr,  during  his  sojourn  on  tlu^  island.  He  was 
also  the  coniniillee  a[>pi)iuletl  by  I  he  ollicei's  of  liie  lleformed 
church  to  secure  the  siMvict^s  of  a  paslor,  and  through  his 
agency  the  Jleverend  Doctor  Lrownhie  was  biought  to  this 
chui'ch,  which  he  has  so  acce[)tably  served  for  more  than  half 
a  century. 

Doctor  Clark  was  appointed  suigeon  of  the  One  Hundred  and 
Forty-sixtli  regiment  of  infantry  by  Governor  Yates  in  Ks-i!}, 
and  having  resigned  that  position  was  in  1887  appointed  sur- 
geon of  the  Sixly-iifth  regiment,  N.  Y.  militia,  l)y  Govei'uoi' 
Marcy.  lie  was  afterward  an  aid-de-camj),  with  the  rank  of 
colonel,  to  the  general  commanding  the  second  division  of  in- 
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faiitry,  receiving'  his  apiioiiitiiieiit  IVoiii  (Jovenior  Scwai'il. 
During  the  rebellion  lie  was  appointed  jiosl  surgeon  at  ('amp 
Sprague,  New  Dorp,  and  wliile  holding  that  position  examined 
over  4,000  men.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  Charleston  conven- 
tion of  1800  that  nominated  IJreckenridge  and  Lane;  and  held 
at  dilTerent  times  oflices  of  trust  among  his  I'ellow  citi- 
zens, su(di  as  supiM'visor  ol' t  he  town,  pliysic;iau  of  tlnj  (umnty 
jail,  a  charier  nnMid)er  of  the  lirst  Masonic  lodge  on  the  i.slaml, 
and  others.  His  was  a  lif(;  of  action,  u[i  to  the  vei'y  end.  lie 
died  at  a  ripe  old  age,  in  JXovendxn',  188n. 

Dr.  Alva  D.  Decker  was  l)oni  at  Marksboro,  X.  J.,  , Inly  8, 
1848  ;  educated  in  public  schools,  and  in  the  (toUegiati'  institute 
of  Newton,  IN.  J.;  studied  medicine  under  Doctors  Sayi'e,  of 
Newton,  and  ]\[iller,  of  Andover,  N.  J.  ;  attended  lectures  at, 
and  received  his  diploma  from  the  L(jng  lslai\d  (Jollege  TIos- 
])ital,  Brooklyn,  in  the  class  of  JS7G.  He  locali'd  at  Plensnnt 
Plains,  S.  I.,  in  June,  1877,  and  is  still  practi(;iiig  in  the  same 
town,  and  also  has  a  drug  store  in  connection  with  his  prac- 
tice. 

Henry  E.  Earl  was  born  at  Clapham,  England,  May  20,  1837. 
PTe  is  a  gi-aduat(^  of  Columbia  A'^etei'inary  College,  A"iiril  'i^, 
]87!)  ;  also  of  the  Dnited  Stales  Medical  College,  .March  1,  b8S(). 
He  is  now  i)resident  of  the  New  York  State  Academy  of  \'eter- 
inary  S(!ience  and  Comparative  Pathology,  and  second  vice 
president  of  the  National  Veterinary  Medi(5al  Association. 

Ohler  residents  of  Staten  Island  will  I'ecall,  as  they  read  this 
sketch,  the  sttnlious  features  and.  scholarly  Ixniring  of  Dr. 
.Tosei)h  Peeny,  whose  name  was  for  inany  years  conspicuous  as 
a  leader  in  the  social,  business  and  intellectual  lift'  of  Richmond 
ctuinty.  lie  was  born  at  Sligo,  in  Indand,  Abirch  l:i,  1813,  and 
was  the  lirst  of  his  family  to  settle  in  Anut'rica.  A  pei'son  of 
more  than  average  mental  vigoi',  he  gave  his  early  years  to  the 
acquii'ement  of  a  thorough  (ilassical  education  (in  Tiinity  Col- 
lege, Dublin)  which  he  aftei'ward  used  with  eil'ect  in  his  ])roi'es- 
sion  as  a  teacher.  The  obtaining  of  an  education  with  him,  as 
with  the  majority  of  young  men  of  his  day.  was  a  cond)ined 
struggle  for  knowledge  and  physical  su[)poi't.  In  18:^1)  lu- 
entered  the  "  Ihnversity  of  the  State  of  New  AOrk,  College  of 
Physicians  ajid  Surgeons,"  from  which  he  did  not  graduate 
till  I8r)(),  his  course  being  divitled  between  the  years  1837  and 
183'J,  and  again  between  1840  and  1840.    During  these  intervals 
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lie  w'lis  engaged  in  teacliing,  a  capacity  in  wliicli,  |icrliai).s, 
thougli  liis  later  years  were  mostly  si)ent  in  mercantile  pursuits, 
lie  will  ha  best  remembered  on  8taten  Island,  lie  was  first, 
engaged  as  Latin  and  Greek  tutor  in  the  academy  of  Doctor 
Fitch,  but  from  1841  to  1840  he  conducted  a  highly  successful 
classical  school  of  his  own  in  which  nuiuy  of  Staten  Islaiurs 
most  i)rominent  men  were  prepared  for  college  and  business. 

In  1849,  siiortly  l)efore  his  graduation,  Doctor  Feeny  opened 
a  drug  store  at  Stapleton,  the  lii'st  one  in  Richmond  county. 
It  stood  on  the  same  ground  as  that  now  occupied  by  his  son, 
James  Feeny,  and  is  in  fact  the  same  store,  with  alterations 
necessary  to  the  times.  Previous  to  its  establishment  Rich- 
mond connty  physicians  had  been  obliged  to  su})j)ly  their  own 
medicines,  but  the  new  enterprise  revolutionized  matters  in  this 
respect.  Doctoi'  Feeny  continued  to  conduct  this  store  till  180:5, 
when  he  sold  it  to  his  son,  -lames  Feeny,  who  still  conducts  it, 
and  who  received  his  diploma  from  tlie  "  Board  of  Pharmacy 
of  the  City  of  New  York,"  in  September,  1872. 

In  1863  Doctor  Feeny  began  practicing  regularly  as  a  physi- 
cian, removing  his  ofhce  to  Jei'sey  Cit}'  in  18G4.  In  1805  he  was 
appointed  healtli  oflicer  of  that  city,  and  on  January  9,  1866, 
he  died. 

In  .FiM'sey  City,  as  on  Staten  Island,  Doctor  Feeny  won  the 
esteem  and  api)i'obatioii  of  his  fellow  citizens  by  his  careful  at- 
tention t(j  his  own  and  the  pid)lic  alVaii's.  At  his  death  the 
common  council  of  the  city  passed  resolutions  of  sympathy, 
and  many  inlluential  gentlemen  tcjok  occasion  to  exjtress  their 
soi'row  at  his  loss.  lie  was  an  unostentatious  man.  His  man- 
ners were  (piief  Imt  im[ii'essive.  .V  coiislaiit  student,  and  one 
who,  during  liis  life,  look  advantage  of  excry  favorable  eircum- 
slance  to  increase  liis  store  of  knowledge,  he  became  and  was 
recognized  as  a  man  of  cul  t  ui'e  and  grea  t  attainments.  During 
his  medical  course  he  <'iijoyed  the  advantage  of  att.^nding  the 
lectures  of  AVillai'd  Parker,  Rol)ert  W'atts,  Jr.,  Gurdon  Puck 
and  Professor  (Jilliuan.  This,  toget  her  wit  li  liis  extended  ex- 
perience, made  him  an  authority  on  medical  su))jects. 

lie  liad  sev(.'n  children,  of  whom  four  still  survive.  Of  these, 
three  reside  on  Slaten  Island  :  James,  who  succeeded  his  father 
in  the  drng  business,  John  L.,  and  Anna,  who  graduated  from 
the  state  normal  school  at  All)any,  and  who  is  the  wife  of 
Thomas  Gordon  of  Staideton.    She  was  for  some  time  pi'incipal 
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of  district  school  No.  2,  town  of  '>ri(l(llelown,  iiiul  iiiaiiy  who 
studied  viiider  her  have  since  acliieved  distinction. 

John  L.  Feeny,  M.J).,  present  lienlth  oflicer  of  the  vilhi^*^  of 
Ed^'ewater,  and  one  of  the  foi'emost  pliysicians  on  Staten  Is- 
hmd,  was  born  at  Stapleton,  May  29,  1845.  His  early  educa- 
tion received  the  special  attenti(Ui  of  his  father,  and  at  the  age 
of  lifteen  lie  entered  tlje  "Seaman's  Retreat  Hospital,"  where 
he  remained  for  eight  years.  After  a  preparatory  course  un- 
der Dr.  T.  C.  ]\[o(fat,  he  attended  the  "  University  of  the  City 
of  New  York,  Medical  Depai'tnient,"  from  whic;h  he  graduated 
among  the  liigliest  in  his  class,  in  ]8(]C.  During  liis  college 
course  he  studied  under  the  famous  ph^^sicians,  Valentine  MOtt, 
Alfred  C.  Post,  William  IT.  A^an  Duren,  Alfred  L<jomis  and 
John  T,  Metcalfe,  also  under  Professoi's  Budd,  Paine  and  tlic 
three  Drapers.  After  leaving  the  university  he  supplemented 
the  instruction  tliere  received  witli  a  special  aiul  in'ivate  course 
under  Professor  Ayelette. 

Almost  immediately  upon  the  completion  of  his  student  life 
he  received  an  ap])ointinent  ;is  iiouse  physician  of  the  "  Se;i- 
nuui's  lietreat,"  which  he  resigned  in  1809  to  enter  on  piivafe 
l)ractice  in  Stapleton.  Here  he  still  remains.  Jn  1870  he  was 
appointed  ])liysician  to  the  "  ^Eetropolitan  Police,"  anddelaihMl 
to  sjtecial  duty.  To  obtain  this  ])ositi()n  In?  was  obliged  to  un- 
dergo an  examination  liefore  the  (Ughteen  physicians  who,  at 
that  tinu',  constil  uled  the  boai-d.  h^ov  the  last  four  years  he 
has  held  tliti  position  of  health  oHicer  of  the  town  of  Middle- 
town  and  the  village  of  Edgewater,  is  at  present  exiiniining 
physician  of  the  "Mutual  Reserve  Piind,"  and  has  been  s'wirn 
its  oi'g:iniz;ilion  vice-presid(Mit  of  the  "Staten  IsIm nd  Academy . " 
He  is  also  a  member  of  the  ixicliinond  ('ounl_y  Medical  Sociei  y 
and  of  the  Tresby teiian  chiiicli.  As  a  i'e[)ul)lieaii  he  has  taken 
a  ])rominenl  ])art  in  tln^  ])(»lilics  of  the  county. 

[)octor  ]''eeny  has  m)w  been  in  active  pi'actii'e  nujre  than  sixteen 
years,  during  which  lirm-imany  rennirkal^le  cases  have  comenn 
der  his  nol  ice  and  have  been  treated  by  him.  He  adds  to  his 
large  experien('e  an  intense  love  not  oidy  of  his  pi-ofession  but 
of  all  scientilic  ami  artisti(!  study.  lie  is  up  in  tin;  classics,  has 
travelled  considerably,  and  has  taken  a  deep  interest  in  histcu  ic 
researcii.  His  cordial  manners  ami  gtuieral  intelligence  have 
long  been  noticed  by  those  who  enjoy  his  acquaintance,  ami 
have  resulted  in  endearing  him  to  them.    This  is  shown  in  the 
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fact  that  he  lias  several  times  been  tendered  iniiiiiiiatioiis  to  po- 
]iti("il  ollice,  whidh,  however,  private  intei'ests  have  iie('essitale(l 
111  111  to  decline. 

lie  was  niaii'ied  Jnne  0,  1S7(»,  to  Miss  Kinnia  L.  liatenian,  of 
Portland,  j\le.'''  They  have  had  live  ciiildreii,  one  of  whom  is 
dead.  No  physician  has  to  any  greater  degree  succeeded  in 
winning  tile  ('(jiilidence  or  all'ection  of  those  around  him  than 
Jias  Doctor  F(.'eny.  The  deejt  interest  which  he  has  taken  in 
the  health  of  the  community  in  which  he  lives,  and  the  county 
at  large,  and  espe(nally  (he  freedom  with  \vliich  he  respon<led 
to  calls  made  on  him  for  lectui'es  on  hygienic  subjects  during 
the  recent  cholera  agitation  will  long  be  remendjei'ed  with  pleas- 
ure by  the  ])eople  of  Staleii  Island. 

\l.  lleiii'y  Golder  lias  l)een  president  of  the  count}'  medi- 
cal society  since  July,  1884.  He  was  boi  n  in  18^20,  at  Phila- 
delpliia.  Pa.,  moved  to  New  York  city  in  1831),  received  a 
diploma  of  liceirse  from  the  New  Yoi'k  Afedical  Society  in 
184G;  I'eceived  the  degree  of  M.  D.  lYom  the  UniveJ'sity  Medi- 
cal College  of  New  York  city  in  1851.  He  i)ractised  in  the 
town  of  Westfield  thirty-live  years,  and  in  New  Jersey  f(jr 
live  years  pi'evions.  He  has  held  the  following  oflices  in  this 
county:  sui)erintendent  of  common  schools,  commissioner  of 
highways,  associate  judge  for  four  years  of  tlie  coui'ts  of  oyer 
and  terminer  and  sessions,  and  is  at  present  health  ollicer  of 
the  town  of  West  Held. 

I'idwin  A.  nei\'ey  was  bcu'ii  January  If),  1824,  in  South  Dur- 
ham, (jreene  county,  New  York.  He  i'eceived  his  early  educa- 
tion in  the  district  schools  of  his  native  town,  and  from  })rivate 
tutors.  At  the  age  of  17  years  he  was  invited  to  l<'ach  the 
school  in  his  district  which  hi<  accepted,  and  continued  in  ilial 
viK'alion  for  live  years  in  (he  dilVereiil  schools  of  his  C(Uiiily. 
He  was  tiieii  olVered  a  situation  near  Ellemille,  Ulster 
county,  as  (derk  and  bookkeeper  in  a,  store,  tamuM'y  and  saw- 
mill, where  he  remained  two  years.  He  Ilit:-!!  engaged  as 
teacher  in  Westlield,  Ivichiiiund  county.  New  York,  where  he 
continued  about  ten  years,  during  the  last  six  of  which  he  re- 
sided with  Dr.  E.  AV.  Hubbard,  and  received  his  i)reiiaratory 
course  of  medical  instruction.    He  then  entered  the  University

in  March,  LSH!),  and  has  since  practiced  in  Rossville. 

Geoi'ge  (J.  llubhard,  M.  IJ.,  is  a  grandson  of  Faircliild  Hub- 
bard, who  resided  in  Jefferson  county,  N.  Y.  ]]y  his  nuirriage 
to  j\[iss  AVai'd  were  born  four  sons  and  four  daughters,  the  eldest, 
Heber  W.  llul)l)ard,  also  a  native  of  the  same  county,  having 
removed  to  Olwo,  where  he  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine. 
He  was  united  in  marriage  to  Honor  Martini  Kingsbury,  of 
Massachusetts,  and  had  children,  George  C,  Delia  D.,  wife  of  1). 
C  Clap}),  V^an  lUireii,  AVilliam  W.,  h]dwin  K.,  and  Alice  S.,  wifi' 
of  David  Peppei'.  The  birth  of  G(Jorge  C,  the  eldest,  occnu'red 
on  the  8th  of  June,  1831,  in  La  Grange,  Ohio,  from  whence  he 
removed  with  his  i)arents  to  Elyiia  in  the  same  state.  Here  he 
l)ursued  his  academic  studies,  and  snbs«i(]uently  entered  Dela- 
ware College,  located  at  Delaware,  Oliio.  Soon  after  he 
entered  mercantile  life  and  remained  thus  occui)ie(l  until  ISoO, 
when  the  profession  of  medicine  proving  more  attractive,  he 
became  a  student  in  liis  father's  ofRce,  and  was  graduated  fi'om 
the  New  Yoi'k  Medical  llnivi;i'sity  in  18o!).  D(jct(jr  Hubbartl 
began  his  ])rofessional  career  at  Tottenville,  where  his  father 
had  pi'eviously  rt'iiioved,  and  has  since  that  time  c<nitinued  in 
active  practice  at  (his  point.  On  tlie  lOtli  of  Septeniber,  180:2, 
he  ente]'ed  the  Unite(l  States  service  as  assistant  surgeon  of  the 
One  Hundi'ed  and  Sixty  lift li  Regiment  New  York  \'^olunteers, 
was  later  commissioned  surgeon,  and  continued  with  this  regi- 
ment until  his  discharge  September  16.  ]8(i5.  Tlie  doctoi'  on 
Ids  retui'n  fi'om  the  service  I'esumed  his  practice  at  'Ijjttenville, 
where  he  has  since  I'esided.  His  thorough  nn^dical  training 
and  wide  experience  have  enal)led  him  lo  take  a  leading  rank 
in  his  jiriifession,  and  bi'()Ughi  a  coiTi'sitoiulingly  exieuded  tield 
of  laboi'.  His  skill  in  diagnosis  ;ind  success  in  the  t  reat  meii( 
of  disease  in  its  \ai'i(ius  forms  ha ve  caused  Ids  pi i-scnce  to  be 
much  sought  in  cousullatioii.  Tn  1883  h(i  was  apjiointed  physi- 
cian to  the  nussion  of  the  Immacnlate  A^iigin  at  Mount  Lorelto, 
Staten  Islaiul.  The  doctor  is  a  nK^nd)er  of  the  Richmond  County 
]\Iedi('al  Soc^iety.  He  is  also  an  active  mason,  and  was  nnister 
of  HugueiHjt  Lodge,  No.  381,  of  Tottenville,  and  High  Pj'iest  of 
Staten  Island  ChaiXer,  No.  1!)0,  R,  A.  M.  Doctor  Hubbard  was 
married  February  18(!(),  to  Miss  Cai'rie  L.,  daughtei'  (if 
Joseph  ^yesle3^ 'J'otten,  of  Tottenville.  Tiieir  children  are:  A'an 
Eber,  Fannie,  deceased,  and  George  C,  Jr. 
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Dr.  Rolxji  l  M.  AiuL's  was  boni  in  Si)i  iii<4Tiel(l,  Ma.ss.,  Ocitober 
20,  18.07,  and  was  educated  in  the  same  place,  taking  a  collegiate 
course,  after  graduating  i'roin  Springiield  liigli  school  in  187(). 
Ilis  dii)hjina  (medical)  was  received  I'rom  Jefferson  Medical 
College,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  in  1880,  al'ter  a  three  years'  course. 
Tie  is  a  past  assistant  surgeon  in  United  States  marine  hospital 
service,  and  executive  oflicer  ol'  the  station  which  rents  the  Sea- 
man's Retreat  building,  and  lias  from  one  huudi'ed  and  twenty- 
five  to  one  liundred  and  lil'ty  i)atients  in  hand  all  the  lime. 

Dr.  F.  E.  ]\fartindale  is  a  native  of  Sandy  Hill,  Washington 
county,  N.  Y.,  being  the  youngest  of  three  sons  of  the  late 
Hon.  Henry  C.  Martindale,  at  the  time  of  his  death  the  oldest 
and  most  distinguished  member  of  the  bar  in  his  section  of  the 
state.  Dr.  Martindahi  is  an  alumnus  of  Union  College,  where 
he  graduated  in  18-19.  He  took  his  degree  of  M.  D.  at  the  Al- 
bany Medical  College,  as  a  pujiil  of  tlie  late  Dr.  Alden  March, 
who  tlien  occui)ied  the  chair  (jf  suigery  in  that  institution. 
Soon  afterward  he  was  a])pointed  deputy  liealth  (jfiicer  of  the 
port  of  New  Voi'k,  during  the  administration  of  (tov.  ^^yron 
H.  Clark.  J)(jctor  Maitiiidale  is  owe  of  the  oldest  and  most  es- 
teemed of  the  medical  i^rofessiim  in  Richmond  county,  occujiy- 
ing  the  resptnisible  })()si tions  of  president  of  the  medical  Ixjard 
of  the  "  N ursery  and  Child's  Ibjspital,''  and  visiting  surge^u 
to  the  S.  11.  Smith  Tnlirmary.  He  was  in  the  medieval  (H)riis  of 
both  tlie  army  and  navy,  at  dilferf^nt  periods  during  the  late 
w;ir. 

Dr.  James  J.  0'])(ia  was  l)()i-n  in  'I'oronto,  (yana(h\,  Se[)te)nber 
(5,  I8!57.  I  le  re(U!ived  his  classical  education  at  U[>per  CJanada 
College,  aiul  at  the  College  of  Saint  Sulpit'e.  Montri'al.  and  his 
medical  educatitui  at  Trinity  College,  'roroulo,  an<l  Mc- 
Uiiivei'sily  .Medical  College,  Montreal.  He  recciNrd  his 
diploma  as  doctor  of  medicine  and  suig(;ry,  from  McGill  Univer- 
sity in  the  spring  of  1850.  Ihiliegan  the  i)i'actice  of  medicine 
in  his  native  city  where  he  soon  attained  pr(jiniiuMUH'.  After 
l)racticing  six  years  in  Canada  he  remov(!d  to  New  York,  where 
he  acquired  position  as  a  writer  and  practitioner.  He  conn  ibuted 
to  tlie  "  JYvio  Yorli  Psi/cJiolotjival  Journal^''''  and  to  the  Ncio 
York  Afedical  JoiirnaJ.''''  He  was  also  corresponding  member 
of  the  (Canadian  Institute,  aiul  in  KS7I  was  chairman  of  the 
connnittee  on  criminal  abortion  which  drew  up  the  law  on  that 
offense  as  it  now  exists  in  this  state. 
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After  Inboiiii^'  for  six  years  in  New  York  lu-  rt'iiioved  to 
Staten  Island,  wliere  lie  acquired  a  larye  practice  to  whicli  he 
has  devoted  himself.  In  1882  he  published,  througli  Messi's. 
Putnam's  Sons,  a  volume  on  suicide,  the  (irstof  the  kind  by  any 
American  writer,  which  was  received  with  favor  both  at  iKmie 
and  abroad,  l^esides  tliis,  his  Ma[/nu'iu  O/m.s-,  he  lias  wiitten 
0]i  a  variety  of  scientific  subjects,  of  wliicli  tlie  following  are 
chief:  "  Hereditary  Tnllueuce  in  Afental  Diseases,''  "  Plea  of  In- 
sanity in  Criminal  Cases,"  "  Sphere,  Ri^'hts  and  Obligatiorrs 
of  INledical  Experls,"  "  Principles  of  Criminal  Law  as  [ipplied 
to  Insanity,"  aiul  "  The  Physiology  arul  Psychology  of 
Dreams." 

Samuel  Adams  Robinson,  AI.  D.,  was  born  in  Franklin,  Pa. 
He  is  a  son  of  Rev.  Jolm  Robinson,  D.  I).,  a  native  of  Freder- 
ick county,  Va.,  wIkj  was  a  direct  desceiulant  of  tlie  Scc^tch- 
Irisli  family  Robinson,  settled  in  Ulstei',  Ii'ehmd,  by  James  T. 
in  1603.  The  [larents  t)f  Reverend  Doctin-  Ixoltinson,  John  and 
Rosanna  Robinson,  were  the  first  representatives  of  the  family 
in  Amei'ica.  Th(!y  Itrought  with  them  a  strong  faith  in  the 
Protestant  doctrine,  with  which  they  had  been  eai'ly  inculcated, 
and  their  son,  on  linishing  his  collegiate  course  at  the  age  of 
21,  immediately  entered  the  ministry  of  the  ^ilethodist  Episco- 
pal church.  In  it  he  labored  with  great  success  for  more  than 
lifty  years,  being  widely  known  in  Pennsylvania,  '\''irginia,  New 
York  and  Ohio,  and  lilling  every  jiosil  ion  in  the  gift  of  his 
church  (^xcept  that  of  bishop.  He  now  I'esides  with  the  d<,)c(oi', 
and  tlujugh  ovei'  80  years  of  age  I'etains  his  mental  and  physical 
})owers  lo  a  reniarkabhi  degr(ie. 

The  doctor's  molhei',  Hannah  AV'alkei-  Adams  Plnmer,  \vas 
born  at  Pitlsburgh,  Pa.,  and  died  al  the  residence  of  her  sen  iii 
188(),  in  the  Tdlh  year  ol'  her  age.  She  was  a  nol>le  evaniple  of 
Christian  womaidiood,  adinii'(>d  and  respected  l)y  aU  wlio  saw 
her  and  beloved  by  all  who  knew  her.  Her  mother,  Pally 
Adams,  was  born  near  Pxislon,  Mass.,  and  was  closely  related 
to  Samuel  and  .lolin  Adams,  thi^  welbknown  statesmen  and 
orators  of  the  American  revolution.  Patty  Adanrs  was  the  wife 
of  Ma jor  Samuel  Plumer,  of  Newburyjjoi  t,  Mass.,  a  meinberof 
the  old  Plumer  family  of  that  state.  Major  I'lunierwas  tht; 
son  of  Nathani(;l  Plumer,  who  set  tied  at  Pittsburgh,  in  Penn- 
sylvania, wher(}  he  pur(diased  a  large  estate,  much  of  which  his 
descendants  still  own.    The  granite  mansion  wliicli  he  buib, 
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and  in  wliich  Doctor  l^obinsoii's  nioflior  was  lioni,  lias  always 
been  occupied  by  the  family.  The  niajor  seUled  in  V^enango 
county,  Pa.,  when  it  was  a  wilderness,  lie  Ixfcann^  possessed 
of  hirge  tracts  of  land  and  eslablished  a,  fatnily  which  is  among 
tlie  most  ])i'omin('nt  in  lliat  st;ite. 

lioth  ol'  Dot^tor  Robinson's  grandfatiiers  died  in  middle  life, 
leaving  their  wives,  neither  of  whom  married  again,  to  l)ring  ii}) 
large  families,  whi(di  they  did  a(hniral)ly,  training  tln.Mn  to  lives 
of  usefulness  and  hon<ji'.  Bcjth  lived  to  old  age,  retaining  their 
immtal  powers  till  the  last  and  enjoying  the  satisfa(;tion  of 
knowing  that  every  child  was  doing  well.  The  lion.  James 
Robinson,  of  West  Vii'ginia,  Judge  lienjamin  Adams  ]*lunn-r 
and  the  lion.  Arnold  I'lumer,  of  Pennsylvania,  were  the  most 
pi'ominent  of  their  children. 

T)oct(jr  Robinson  was  chielly  educated  l)y  his  father.  lie 
showed  an  early  predilection  foi-  medicine  and  began  study  for 
liis  profession  with  Dr.  Edward  Lawrence  Lakin  when  about 
1(1  years  of  age,  linishing  a  regular  four  years'  course  and  re- 
ceiving the  degree  of  M.  D.  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  before  he  was 
20.  He  has  since  spent  six  yeai's  in  professional  study,  princi  - 
pally in  New  York,  London,  Paris,  Vienna  and  Berlin.  He  is 
a  highly  esteemed  mend)er  of  Crescent  Lodge,  No.  4()2,  P.  & 
A.  M.,  Palestine  Comniaudery,  No.  18,  K.  T.,  and  of  the  four 
regular  A.  x\.  Scottish  rite  bodies  of  New  York  city;  also  of 
Tyrian  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.,  of  Staten  Island.  He  took  an  a(Mi\'e 
X)art  in  founding  Saint  Austin's  s(diool,  of  which  he  is  a  trus- 
tee, also  in  the  oiganizalion  ;ind  establishment  of  the  Kill  von 
Kill  Workingmen's  Club  and  Institute  of  West  New  Brighton, 
of  which  the  Hon.  Ei'astus  Brooks  was  the  tirst  jjresident,  ami 
upon  the  death  of  whom  hoclor  Koliinson  was  unanimously 
cliosiMi  lo  succeed  him.  lie  i>s  also  a  dirrclor  in  one  of  lli(» 
lai'gesi  life  insurance  companies  of  Ni'W  York  city  and  chair- 
man of  its  investment  committee. 

He  has  a  large  and  very  select  general  [)ractice,  extending  into 
JN'ew  York  and  Brcjoklyn,  in  each  of  wdiich  cities  he  treats 
many  excellent  families.  In  chronic  diseases  he  has  patients 
fi'om  the  most  distant  states  of  the  Uidon.  lie  has  been  a 
widower  since  1874.  His  wife  was  the  eldest  daughter  of  the 
Hon.  Hiram  Greely  Butler,  of  Pennsyl vaina,  who  was  a  cousin 
of  Horace  Greely.  He  has  but  one  child,  Rush  Robinson,  who 
resides  with  liis  father.    Doctor  Robinson  is  well  known  in 
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])rofessional  and  social  circles  and  enjoys  the  esteem  of  all  wiili 
whom  he  is  brought  into  contact.  In  addition  to  his  acknowl- 
edged skill  i^nd  large  experience  he  has  a  high  sense  of  personal 
and  professional  honor,  which  I'eiiders  him  at  once  the  safe 
confidant  and  true  friend  of  his  [jatients. 

Dr.  Robei't  Iv.ogersoii  was  educiiatetl  in  tlie  Univei'sity  of 
Edinbnrglj,  Scotbaiid,  and -graduated  there  as  an  L.  M.  in  1S.)1); 
also  in  September,  ISHO,  he  graduated  in  Glasgow,  Scotland,  as 
physician,  surgeon  and  accoucheur.  During  the  last  sixteen 
years  lie  has  practiced  in  Port  lliohniond,  his  i)ractice  being 
that  of  the  liberal  school. 

T)r.  Henry  \V.  Sawtelle  was  born  in  1842,  at  Sidney,  Maine, 
and  was  educated  at  Waterville,  in  the  same  state.  Tie  was 
graduated  at  the  University  of  Georgetown,  I).  C.  (medicaid  de- 
partment), March  3,  1808,  and  began  practice  on  the  ishiud  in 
May,  1883.  Ikying  an  ofhcei'  of  the  Uinted  States  marine  hos- 
pital service,  he  moved  the  hospital  from  BedhxVs  Ishuid  to  the 
old  Seaman's  Retreat,  which  was  leased  in  behalf  of  the  gov- 
ernment for  use  as  a  nuirine  hospital  in  1883.  He  remained  in 
charge  until  June  15,  I880,  when  he  was  ordered  to  anotlier 
port. 

Dr.  Samuel  Russell  Smith  was  born  at  Waterbury,  Connec- 
ticut, on  the  lOth  day  of  April,  1801.  At  the  age  of  four- 
teen he  became  a  clerk  in  a  boolvstore  in  the  city  of  New  Yoi'k, 
and  later  entei'ed  the  drug  business,  and  at  the  sanie  time  com- 
menced the  study  of  medicine,  in  due  time  graduating  at  the 
University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  in  the  class  of  1828.  In 
May  of  that  year,  he  came  to  Tompkinsville,  and  began  the 
practice  of  his  profession,  which  he  })urstu:id  successfully  until 
his  dt'iith,  which  occurred  December  24,  I8.')l. 

lie  devol(Hl  himself  assiduousi}'  to  his  pi'ofession,  in  which 
he  was  remarkably  successful.  He  was  no  respecter  of  persons, 
for  all  ]"anks  and  (ionditions  of  life  e(]ually  received  his  atten- 
tions when  recpiired.  The  following  instance  of  the  goodness 
of  his  heai't  is  related  by  (Jlute  : 

"One  cold  winter  night,  after  a  nioi'e  than  ordinary  fatiguing 
day's  woi'k,  lie  was  awakened  by  a  loiul  I'ap  at  his  door.  Upon 
answering  the  call,  he  found  a  poor  lighterman  there,  who 
said  his  wife  required  the  doctor's  services  as  soon  as  possilde. 
'  T  will  come  immediately,'  was  his  rei)ly.  Without  delay  he 
prepared  himself  to  f;ice  tlie  snow-storm  which  was  I'aging 
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withouf,  ami  hastened  to  tlie  ligliteniiairs  dwelling'.  Aftei'  lie 
liad  ijerfornied  the  <liity  required  of  him,  and  as  he  was  prei)ar- 
ing  to  return  to  his  home,  the  lighterman  tendered  liiiu  live 
silver  dollars,  at  tlie  same  time  remarking,  '  I  have  been  saving 
up  this  money  for  se\'eral  weelcs,  knowing  that  1  would  soon 
need  your  services,  hut,  as  therii  is  but  lilllc  doing  in  ni}'  busi- 
ness at  this  season  of  the  year,  it- is  all  1  ha ve  b(-en  able  to  raise.' 

"'No,  no,'  i-e[)lied  the  doctor,  put!  ing  liis  hand  beliind  him, 
'you  need  tliat  money  just  now  more  than  1  do ;  your  ex- 
penses, in  tlie  present  condition  of  your  family,  will  be  heavier 
than  usual,  so  instead  of  taking  }'our  mone}^,  you  must  alhjw 
me  to  add  to  it,'  at  the  same  time  laying  a  live-dollar  baidc  note 
on  the  table,  and  hurrying  away  to  avoid  hearing  the  poor  man's 
expressions  of  gratitude.  This  was  so  (diaracteristic  of  tlie 
juan,  that  when  the  recipient  of  the  doctor's  bounty  related 
the  circumstance  to  his  fellows  on  the  following  morning  it 
created  no  suri)rise  whatever,  but  (jne  of  them  I'emarked, 
'That's  just  like  Doctoi'  Smith.'  'I'hough  the  saying  tliat  a 
man  'had  not  an  enemy  in  the  world'  has  become  exceedingly 
trite,  it  was  never  more  ap})licable  than  to  the  subject  of  this 
sketch.  The  grief  of  the  community  at  his  death  was  universal." 

Dr.  Walker  Washington,  Jr.,  was  born  near  Fredericksburg, 
Va.,  on  the  23d  of  November,  1800.  He  attended  school  undera 
private  teacher  for  several  years,  until  he  commenced  his  colle- 
giate education.  He  S[)ent  three  3'ears  at  the  Randolj)h  Macon 
College,  of  Ashland,  Hanover  county,  Va.,  and  c(mipletetl  his 
collegiate  course  at  llichniond  College,  \^a.  After  leaving  there 
he  took  up  the  study  of  medicine  and  received  his  diploma 
from  Bellevue  Hospital  ^[edical  College,  in  March,  1885.  He 
vemo\'ed  to  Toi teuville,  Stateu  Island,  (>ctober  "iS.  188,"). 

l>r.  .1.  Waller  Wood  is  (he  youngest  child  of  Walter  1).  ami 
Catherines.  Wood,  and  a  descendant  of  the  Hongnn  family. 
He  is  a  native  of  the  island,  and  was  born  at  iMai'iners'  liai'bor, 
April  23,  18.10.  The  doctor  attended  the  district  school  of  his 
native  place  and  several  private  schools.  He  then  moved  to  the 
city  and  graduated  from  "  (ilrammar  School  No.  35."  He  im- 
mediately entei'ed  the  "College  of  the  City  of  New  Yoi'k,"  in 
the  academic  dei)artinent,  passed  through  it  with  honors  and 
received  the  degree  of  A.  J3.,  in  1878.  He  then  entered  the 
"  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,"  from  which  he  gradn - 
ated  three  years  later.    He  afterward  settled  in  Madison,  N.  J., 
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and  in  Septenibei',  1 881.  niiin  iod  IMi.ss  INfiittie  Sprague,  second 
dangldei'  of  Prof.  ,J.  S.  Spi'aguc,  tlieii  of  West  New  l')rigli ton. 
In  Se]>tend)er,  1882,  hi.s  liealth  railing,  lie  sold  his  [)racti<'e  in 
New  Jersey,  and  located  at  Poi't  liicliniond,  S.  I.,  wliei  e  he  soon 
gained  a  Incrative  practice.  lie  stands  high  in  the  iVfasonio 
order,  is  an  a(^tive  nietnlter  of  Richmond  County  Medical  So- 
ciety, and  is  one  of  the  stewai'ds  of  ((race  M.  K.  chni'cli. 

Major  (leoi'ge  Howard,  a  resident  of  tliecily  of  New  Y'ork, 
after  having  been  boai'ding  odictei'  of  the  [)oi't  for  ehiveii  years, 
was  ap[)ointed  keejier  of  pnl)lic  stoi'es  at  Staten  Island  in  the 
year  1S',10\  conseqnently  he  moved  with  liis  family  to  the  island, 
■lie  erected  on  lirighton  Heights  a  line  mansion,  the  lirst  one 
built,  (^n  the  Heights.  After  occupying  it  a  few  years,  lie  sold 
the  house  and  grounds  to  .lohn  Antlioii  ( in  the  year  1808),  for 
$22,000.  He  tluMi  removed  to  the  village  (T(jnipkinsville)  w  here 
he  resided  until  the  year  1844,  when  (owing  to})o]itical  changes) 
lie  resigned  his  oilice  as  public  storeki^eper. 

Di'.  John  T.  Hai'rison  was  for  many  years  mate  of  the  marine 
lios]Utal,  and  subsequently  health  oflicer.  Dr.  John  S.  Wester- 
velt  served  live  years  as  mate  to  the  marine  hospital,  from  182;-? 
to  1827,  inclusive,  under  John  T.  Harrison.  Dr.  Westervelt  was 
appointed  health  ollicer  in  the  year  1829,  in  which  ca[)acity  he 
served  till  18HG.  Dr.  Daniel  M.  Hitchcock  at  that  time  was 
mate  and  dejjuty.  Dr.  William  Rockwell  (successor  to  Di'. 
Westervelt)  served  as  health  oflicer  four  years.  During  tlie 
lirst  two  yeai's  of  ollice.  Dr.  (Miarles  A.  \^anzaiult  was  deputy, 
and  tlie  last  two  Di'.  Henry  \'an  Hoevenberg.  Di-.  James  Mar- 
court  was  at  that  time  mate  of  the  marine  hospital.  Dr.  A.  J. 
Doane  succeeded  Doctor  Rockwell,  and  held  the  oilice  three 
j'ears.  Dr.  Henry  Van  Hoevenberg,  Doctor  Doane's  successoj-, 
<'ommenced  his  ollicial  duties  in  184;).  lie  api)oin(ed  Dr.  James 
Harcourtdejuity  health  ollicer. 

During  Doctor  Harrison's,  also  Doctor  W^estervelt's  term  of 
odice,  vessels  were  old}'  boardcul  seven  months  in  the  yeai',  viz., 
from  April  2d  to  Oclober  'Mst,  inclusive,  unless  a  vessel  ari'ived 
in  the  interim  having  on  board  contagious  or  infectious  diseases, 
which  was  seldom  the  case.  The  hospital  was  generally  closed 
about  November  1st,  and  remained  so  until  A\)v\l  2d.  At  the 
closing  of  the  hospital  the  inmates  were  sent  to  the  New  York 
Hospital,  their  board  and  medical  attendance  being  paid  foi-  by 
the  commissioners  of  health,  fi\)ni  the  funds  of  the  institution. 
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During  the  last  two  years  of  Doctoi'  Van  ITot^veiilxn'g's  term  of 
office,  the  hivv  was  (^Iiaiiged,  making  it  obligatory  on  the  health 
officer  to  board  vessels  from  foi'eign  })orts  Iniviiig  passengers,  ail 
the  year  round. 

Dr.  Harcourt  was  on  the  hospital  ship  "Falcon,"  in  180G 
with  Dr.'Eissell,  attending  to  cholera  jiatients.  Dr.  Bissell  was 
attacked  with  cholera  but  recovered.  Doctor  Swlnbuj'ne  was 
I  lien  health  ollicer.

ALSTON.— OrigiiitiUy  this  \v;is  a  Scotch  family.  One  of  its 
most  noted  nH^nilici's  was  (Jliai'lcs  Alsion,  a  ceh'hrated 
Scotch  i)hysiciaii  and  author.  Tie  died  in  JTCiO.  Joseph  Alston, 
tlie  son  ill  hiw  of  Aaron  iJnrr,  and  a  former  governor  of  Sontli 
Carolinii,  was  also  of  this  family.  The  hrst  of  thn  mime  on  Stnlcn 
Island  was  David  Alston,  who  came  here  from  Nfw  Jersey, 
somewhere  about  the  Ix^gi lining' of  the  revolni  ion.  He  wns  com- 
missioned a  cai)l:iiii  in  the  British  army;  his  conipnny  was  com 
posed  (d'  pro\  i  ncinl  lo\ nli-^l  s  or  toi'ies;  he  owned  the  properly 
rtM'eiilly  beloiigi  Ug  |o  the  esLite  of  Samuel  Hecker,  deceased,  in 
N  orl  lilield.  'The  huge  sioim  tionse  in  which  he  li,i>d  and  died 
was  deniolislied  a  few  years  ago.  lit;  died  IxMween  the  (ith  and 
14tli  of  jMay,  ISOD,  foi' these  ai-e  (he  dates  of  his  will  and  its 
prol)ate.  He  s])eaks,  in  that  document,  of  his  sons  Warren, 
Jajjliet  and  David,  it  is  said  that,  he  conlinm'd  to  draw  his 
half  pay  from  the  Hrilisli  governnHMii  as  long  as  he  lived.  His 
son  Japliet,  at  I  he  time  of  liis  death,  which  occnrrtMl  Jnlylil, 
1842,  at,  the  Four  (Joi'iiers,  Castleton,  was  the  father  cd'  Mos(^s 
Alston,  Esq.,  late  twice  sherill"  of  the  county,  and  of  Ins 
bi'Othei'S  David,  Japhet,  Adam,  Oeorge  and  AVilliani. 
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An])i:o\" K'l'TK. — Tliis  is  one  of  the  old  fiimilics  of  tlic  island, 
bill  if  \v;is  never  v  ci'y  })i'oiniii(Mit  nor  very  niuneroiis;  I  he  notices 
ol"  it  |]ier»d'(Ji'e  are  few.  'I'licy  a})[)ear  to  liave  eonlined  tlieni- 
selves  cliieJly  to  W^estlield.  Tin;  name  oecnrs  nowhnre  in  the 
civil  list  of  the  eoiinty.  John  is  niHiitioiu'd  in  the  county 
I'ecords  as  having  boiigiit  land  of  Tnnis  Egbert,  -lannary  27, 
1G99,  and  as  having  sold  land  in  1705.  Peter  and  Rebecca  CV)le 
had  the  following  children  :  l~)anghter  Rebecca,  baptized  jNIareh 
27,  1720;  daughter  Elizabeth,  baptized  December  2."),  1723,  died 
in  infancy;  twins  Elizabeth  and  Anna,  baptized  January  ], 
172G.  John  and  Jx^ali  Swaini  had  a  son,  John,  l);iptized  April  7, 
1729,  and  :i  daughter,  Leah,  baptized  May  17,  172-i;  this  John 
we  find  mentioned  as  collector  (jf  the  West  Division  in  1707  and 
1708.  Peter,  and  Caty,  his  wife,  had  a  son  Peter,  born  July  0, 
1765;  he  made  his  will  December  21,  1792,  proved  i\[arch  17, 
1802,  in  which  he  s))eaks  of  his  wife  Catharine,  his  daughter 
Catharine,  wife  of  Dow  8torer;  daughter  Elizabeth,  wife  of 
Peter  Latonrette;  daughter  Mary,  wife  of  Joseph  Totten;  sons 
Peter,  Charles  and  John.  Tliese  three  sons  were  married  as  fol- 
lows :  Peter  and  Elizabeth  ISlack,  January  4,  1789;  Charles  and 
Margaret  Slack,  September  11,  1797;  and  John  and  Ann  Cole. 
August  21,  1802.  The  family  is  at  present  represented  by  the 
three  brothers,  Cornelius  C,  John  and  Benjamin;  their  grand- 
father was  usually  kn(jwn  as  Major  John,  and  their  father  as 
young  Major  John. 

Bkdkll. — We  lind  this  name  at  an  early  date  in  America,  but 
not  in  connection  with  St;iten  Island.  In  1073  we  find  Rijbbert 
l^eedill,  Daniel  Deedel,  Mathew  Beedel,  and  John  Beddel, 
enrolled  among  the  inhabitants  ol  Hempstead,  Long  Island.  It 
is  iicnrly  a  ccnluiy  atler  that  ihite,  that  we  lind  the  name  iji 
any  of  the  recoi'd.s  of  Kichmond  county.  In  1707,  Silas  n'u- 
dered  a  bill  for  "  docktering,' '  whence  we  infer  thai  he  was  a 
physician.  In  the  same  year  mention  is  made  of  John,  who 
was  county  ti'easurer  wlu^n  he  died,  in  the  early  part  of  1781. 
There  is  a  Joseph  also  mentioned  in  1770,  but  not  the  Joseph 
alluded  to  elsewhere  as  iiaving  been  taken  prisoner  by  tlie 
Amei'icans  when  a  l)oy  ;  tlicv  were  father  and  son.  'i'he  father 
made  his  will  ()ctober28,  179!},  proved  November  19lh  of  the  same 
year,  in  which  h<^  speaks  of  his  sons  Jesse  and  Joseph,  and  his 
daughters  Mary,  Pattie,  Pegge,  Catharine  and  Jane  ;  his  wife's 
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name  was  Catliariiie  ;  his  son  Joseph  was  born  Ocfober  24, 
1703;  Jesse  was  born  in  177;],  and  died  Angusr  28,  18.12. 

Stephen  and  (.'atliarine  Latoiirette  were  niai  ried  in  May,  1700, 
and  had  a  son  David  born  Jtiij^  19,  1771. 

Silas  (tlie  doctor)  and  Mary  his  wife,  had  tlie  following  child- 
ren :  Phebe,  Ixtrn  November  19,  1770;  James,  born  April  '.», 
1773  ;  John,  born  March  28,  177.").  James  nuirried  Hetty  Parker 
Jannary  12,  1800. 

There  was  another .Toliii,  \vife  Catharine,  who  had  a  danghter 
Hillite,  born  x\pril  7,  1771. 

Stephen  and  IMary  Donelly  were  mari'ied  Marcli  9,  1808;  Israel 
died  at  Eli/abethtown,  N.  J.,  August  30,  1830;  he  was  the 
fatliei- of  the  Ivew  (i  regory  Townsend  I)edell,  D.I).,  an  enunent 
divine  of  the  E|)iscopal  chui'ch,  who  was  born  at  h'resh  kill, 
October  28,  1793,  and  died  August  30,  1834,  just  four  years 
after  liis  fatliei' to  a  day.  Rev.  Dr.  Bedell  was  the  father  of 
the  Rev.  G.  Thurston  15edell. 

Gregory  Townsend  Iredell  was  born  on  Stateu  Island,  in  the 
harl)or  of  New  York,  on  the  28th  of  October,  1793.  His  father, 
Israel  Redell,  was  a  man  of  true  excellen(;e  of  character,  of  a 
peaceful  temper  and  spirit,  and  much  beloved  by  those  who 
were  connected  with  him.  lie  lived  to  see  fourscore  yeai's,  to 
witness  the  full  eminenceand  usefulness  of  his  oidy  son,  and  to 
receive  many  happy  proofs  of  liis  filial  gratitude  and  love.  He 
died  at  Elizabethtown,  in  New  Jerse}^,  on  the  ;](»th  of  August, 
in  the  year  1830,  in  tlie  comfort  and  conlidence  of  a  (  iospel  lio])e, 
and  leaving  behind  him  a  character  uiddemished  and  unie- 
proached.  His  inother  was  a  sister  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop 
lifoore,  of  Virginia.  She  was  remarkable  both  for  her  mental 
ncci)mplishmenl.s  and  for  her  e\lern;d  beauty,  adorni'd  wiih  a 
most  amiable  disposition,  and  kiml  and  benevolent  to  the  poor. 
She  was  early  admitted  as  a  commuiucant  of  the  Protestajit 
Episcopal  church,  and  honored  the  doctrine  of  her  Saviour  by 
a  consistent  walk  of  faith  and  piety.  She  was  mari'ied  late  in 
life,  and  lived  only  until  her  son  was  nine  years  old. 

He  was  the  oidy  son  of  his  i)arents.  His  father  had  three 
danghters,  the  children  of  a  former  mai'riage,  who  were  in  a 
most  eminent  degree  all'e(Uiona te  and  useful  sisters  to  him,  and 
made,  in  tln^  hands  of  (Jod,  the  main  instiiiments  in  ('(hiciiting 
liim  foi'  the  work  in  which  his  life  was  so  usefully  emjiloyed. 
They  were  permitted  to  receive  fi'om  him  in  nunrn  the  most 
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unequivocal  ijrool's  of  liis  afl'Hctionate  g-ratitiule,  and  two  oi: 
tlieui  survived  liitn  to  iaineiit  iiis  departure  iroin  the  eartli. 

Eaiines. — George  Barnes  and  Roger  l>arnes,  l)rotlier.s,  came 
from  England  many  years  before  the  revolution,  but  it  is  not 
certain  that  they  came  togethm'.  Roger  bought  laud  iu  South- 
lield  in  February,  1702;  (:{eoi'ge,  about  177<>,  bought  land  iu 
Castleton,  and  settled  upon  it.  This  was  a  large  tract  lyiug  at 
the  southwest  come)-  of  the  tui'upike  and  Maiioi'  I'oad.  (Juu- 
stanz  brewery  and  the  Child's  Nursery  o(Mui[»y  a  part  of  it. 
Roger's  wife's  name  was  Aun,  ami  they  had  a  sou  Robert, 
born  May,  1700,  and  a  daughter  Margaret,  born  April  S,  1700. 
George's  wife's  name  was  Dorothy,  ami  they  had  the  foUowiug 
childriui:  l-'di/alxjlh,  born  .luly  18,  1707;  John,  horn  Octobei'  II, 
1708;  Roger,  l)oiii  -lauuary  7,  1771.  Tluiy  had  also  a  sou 
George. 

Roger  married  Sally  i.iake,  a  sister  of  Bornt  Lake,  udio  was 
kille<l  (see  Lake  family),  and  after  the  death  of  Roger  she  mar- 
ried Richard  Wood. 

.lohn  married  Margaret  Pei-ine,  May  2,  1703,  and  they  wei-e 
the  pareuts  of  Cai»tain  .John  \\^  Barues,  of  Poi't  Richuioud, 
aiul  grand[)arents  of  Barnes  lirothers,  of  the  same  place. 

Sa.mukl  Waki)  Bi'^NKDic'i'  was  b(nn  at  Banbury,  Conn.,  in 
171)8.  He  was  a  direct  descemlant  of  Thonuis  Bene(li(;t,  who  was 
born  at  Not  tiughauishire, England,  1017,  and  came  to  this  coiiui  l  y 
seventeen  years  after  the  landing  in  Alassachusetts  bay.  lie 
soon  sought  the  more  thinly  populated  region  of  Long  Island, 
tlien  compai'ati vely  inaccessil)le  from  the  main  land  in  the 
winter.  The  lale  Ibui.  Erastus  C.  Benedict,  iu  the  com [)lt,'t(3 
geiu'alogy  of  this  family,  thus  writes  of  him: 

"  I  le  was  cliaigi'd  with  llic  powec  of  nuigisliale  and  subsinn  ■ 
tially  wilh  the  powei'  of  the  govcrumeut;  he  was  a  pillar  in  llu? 
cliurch;  he  was  the  arl)itrator  of  dill'erc'uces,  civili/rd  and 
savage;  the  paciticir  of  the  oll'emled  Indian  chief;  lu^  was  a 
leading  member  of  the  legislative  body  t(;  create  aiul  to  codify 
the  system  of  the  law  on  the  islaml,  after  the  conquest  fioiu 
the  Dutch,  and  afterward  of  the  colonial  legislature." 

Samuel  W.  Benedict  established  himself  in  the  watch  and 
jewelry  l)usiness  in  New  Yoi-k  in  1818;  first  in  Broadway  at 
the  coiTHU'  of  Maiden  lane,  and  som(i  time  pr(!vious  to  tlm  gi'eat 
lire  in  1830  he  movetl  his  establishment  Ui  Wall  street  at  the 
corner  of  William  street,  wh»n'e  the  (Uistom  house  iu)w  stands. 
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At  that  time  the  tirst  stago  oi'  ointiibns  line  liad  fstai'tcil  fi'oni  ia 
front  ol"  liis  srore  and  tilt;  clrivei'S  were  acou.sUtnieil  (o  asl-L  Mr. 
Benedic^t  it'  it  were  time  for  tiiem  to  start. 

At  this  early  date  and  here  if  ^\'as  that  "  Benedi(;t's  Time " 
first  became  a  synonym  for  the  correct  time. 

In  183G  he  purchased  from  Daniel  Winant  and  IjHiijamiu 
BreAvster  their  adjoining  fai'ins,  neai'  R(jssville,  Stateii  Ishuid, 
and  removed  with  his  family  to  that  phice. 

The  old  family  mansion  stood  on  (he  Winant  iilace,  and  at 
tliat  time  was  one  of  the  most  substantial  as  well  as  one  of  the 
oldest  houses  on  tlie  island.  It  was  ei'ected  in  the  latter  pai't 
of  the  seveiiteenth  centui'y,  and  was  claimed  by  Daniel  Winant 
to  have  been  l)uilt  and  occupied  b}^  David  Pietersen  De  Vries. 
The  walls  were  built  of  rough  stone  and  f  )utcli  cement,  thick 
and  strong  enough  to  withstand  a  siege,  and  no  doubt  in  that 
da_y  it  was  intended  as  a  place  of  security  as  well  as  a  resideiu'e. 

'I'hii  old  h(ius(^  was  burned  in  KSAS.  After  the  inside  and  all 
the  wood  work  wei'e  consunu'd  the  walls  remained  standing, 
apparently  as  tirmly  and  se(airely  as  when  they  were  erected 
nearly  two  hnndi'ed  years  before. 

Mr.  Ijenedict  l)uilt  a  new  house  on  tliis  same  site,  and  con- 
tinued to  live  there  in  a  quiet  and  unostentatious  way,  belo\-etl 
and  respected  by  all  his  neighbors  until  his  death,  whicli  oc- 
curred in  the  spring  of  f882.  The  farms  still  remain  in  the 
lX)Ssesesion  of  three  of  liis  sons,  Edwin  P.,  h^'ederick'  and 
Samuel. 

11i<:ai)  Bi!;.'sri;i:)rcT,  son  of  Samuel  W.  Benedict,  although  bojii 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  has  been  a  life  resident  of  Siateii 
Island.  In  fSoG  he  married  Mary  E.,  daughter  of  Mark  ^Vi^ant, 
Esq.,  of  l\oss\  illt',  whose  family  were  anion.:,-  the  oldest  se.ttlers 
of  the  island.  Mis  father,  Pet  er  W  iiiaiit,  d  u  I'i  iig  tlu;  revolu- 
tion, although  a  lad  at  the  time,  owing  to  the  strong  Tory  feel- 
ing prevailing,  was  obliged  to  llee  to  New  Jersey,  and  returned 
only  after  jieace  was  declared. 

]*(;ter  Winant  was  one  of  the  first  members  from  Richmond 
county  to  the  state  legislature,  serving  in  1788,  and  again  in 
1790  and  1791. 

He  was  supervisor  for  the  town  of  Westrteld  from  I78."»  to 
1787;  serving  many  yeai's  as  justice  of  the  .i)eace  he  became 
known  only  as  "'old  Judge  Winant." 

TIh^  beautiful  residence  and  ample  grounds  of  },[r.  Petiedict 
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are  situated  between  the  JMunor  and  .lewett  nvennes,  in  the  vil- 
lage of  New  Brighton.  It  is  said  tliat  tiie  house  stands  on  tlie 
identical  foundation  of  the  old  family  residence  of  the  Vander- 
bilts,  and  lieie  it  was  the  late  coinniodore  was  horn.  The  place 
is  accessible  from  the  avenues  thi'ough  a  pictures([ue  carriage- 
drive,  bortlered  on  either  side  by  evergreens  ;uid  cedars.  A 
sloping  lawn,  with  a  beautiful  bronze  fountain,  lies  before  the 
house,  which  stands  on  a  terraced  eminence.  Mr.  Benedict  is 
tlie  senior  nrend)er  of  the  well  known  firm  of  Benedict  Brothers. 

lie  was  one  of  the  founders  of  Grace  MetlKjdist  Episcopal 
church,  a  growing  and  prosperous  organization.  As  an  inllu- 
ential  member  of  the  community,  he  is  looked  upon  as  one  of 
our  leading  citizens  and  prosperous  business  men. 

Of  his  private  life,  as  husband  and  fatlier,  we  are  not  i)er- 
niitted  to  speak  ;  but,  judging  from  the  outwai'd  appearance  of 
Ids  beautiful  home  and  nourishing  fandly,  we  may  form  very 
pleasing  (^inclusions. 

r.oDiNi';. — This  fandly  is  of  French  oi'igin.  The  nanu;  is  not 
mentioned  l^y  Sndles  among  the  Huguenots.  The  first  historical 
allusion  to  the  mime  that  we  have  met  is  a  brief  biograiducal 
account  of  John  Bodin,  who  was  a  native  of  Angers,  studied 
law  and  lectured  at  Toulouse;  he  wrote  several  works,  and  died 
of  the  plague  at  Laon,  in  159C.  Tiie  date  of  the  imndgration  of 
the  fandly  to  this  country  is  not  known,  l)ut  it  must  have  been 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  seventeenth  or  very  early  in  the 
eighteenth  century,  for  we  find  the  nanui  of  .[ohn  Bodine  men- 
tioned in  the  county  records  as  having  purchastid  land  in  1701, 
and  he  was  still  living  in  174-t,  as  we  liiid  his  name  and  I  hat  of  his 
wife  Hester  mentionetl  as  having  sold  land  at  that  date.  Men- 
tion is  also  made  ii\  records  at  Albany  of  John  Hodein,  in  1707. 
It  is  probalilt;  I  liaf  he  was  an  cndgrant,  as  w  li  ml  h  ini  i)i-eserv- 
ing  the  French  orthography  of  his  name,  .lean,  and  (;f  his  son 
who  came  with  him,  h'rancois,  ;i  witness  to  a  l)a[»ti;m  in  the 
Ixeformed  Dutch  church,  in  A[)ril,  172(i;  lit'  was  therefore  a 
Protestant,  or  1 1  iigiicnot. 

Francois  mariieil  Maria  Dey,  and  they  had  a  son  named 
Jean,  baptized  in  t  lui  same  cli iirch  November 'i'J,  171!).  Of  this 
second  Jean,  or  .lohn,  we  lind  no  a('(;oiint  exce[)t  that  his  wife's 
name  was  Dorcas,  and  that  they  had  several  children  liaptized. 
They  wei'e  undoubtedly  the  parents  of  John  Bodine,  who  was 
born  in  February,  1753,  and  of  James  Bodine,  born  in  Jaiiu- 
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ary,  1750.  John  died  in  March,  1835,  nearly  82  years  of  :i,ue, 
and  James  in  May,  18:58,  nearly  80  years  oi"  a^e.  John  mar- 
ried Catharine  I'rirron,  sister  of  the  late  Mr.  Nathaniel  P>ritt(m; 
their  sons  were  Jolin,  usually  recognized  in  the  local  history  of 
the  norlh  shore  as  "  S(|uiro  John,"  Jacob  (the  father  of  11. 
J.  and  ivlinund  liodine,  constitnting  the  [)]'esent  lii'm  of  liodin(i 
Brotlit'is,  the  late  I'aptain  John,  James,  Jacob  and  Albert,  and 
three  dtuighters),  and  \lncent,  who  removed  fi'om  the  island. 
James  was  the  father  of  the  late  Mr.  Abraham  Bodine,  of 
Mariners'  Harbor,  and  of  several  sons  and  danghters  now  dead. 

"  Sqnire  John"  owned  considerable  property  on  the  north 
shore,  among  whicli  was  the  mill  and  the  pond  and  the  land 
east  of  it,  including  the  old  Dongan  manor  house,  which  he 
subsequently  sold  to  his  fatlier,  who  died  in  that  honse  in  1835. 

William  H.  J.  Bodi.nk. — The  Bodine  family  is  of  Huguenot 
descent.  Its  first  representatives  in  this  conntry  were  three 
brothers,  who  came  to  America  shortly  after  the  massacre  (jf  St. 
Bartholemew.  A  branch  of  the  family  found  tlieir  way  to 
Staten  Island,  and  of  this  bramdi  AVilliam  H.  Bodine  is  a  de- 
scemlant.  lie  was  the  third  of  nine  children  of  Jacol)  Ijo- 
dine  and  .lohannah  Ilonsenmn,  of  Northlield.  Uis  father  was 
formerly  a  prominent  business  man  in  Kichmond  ccumty,  and 
from  him  he  inherited  many  of  the  substantial  qualities  which 
have  been  instrumental  in  makng  him  one  of  Staten  Island's 
most  successful  business  men. 

Ml'.  I^odine  was  born  at  Castleton,  Februai'y  4,  1821.  lie  was 
educated  by  pi'ivate  tutors  and  in  the  district  school,  after 
which,  in  his  thirleeiith  year,  he  becanui  engaged  in  the  business 
with  his  father,  and  in  wliich  he  remained  till  the  age  of  twenty. 
\l  (hat  time  he  entered  into  mercan t  ile  li fe  on  his  ow  n  acci luui , 
in  which  he  still  remains,  lie  carries  on  a  general  business  in 
building  malei  ials  and  fuel.  I5y  care  in  the  ma iia i^cnien I  of  his 
all'airs  and  the  ])racti<'e  (jf  thorough  intogi'ity  in  all  his  dealings 
h(^  has  won  for  himself  not  only  a  com[)etency,  but  also  ilu;  re- 
spect and  esteem  of  the  entire  community. 

Mr.  Bodine  is  the  p(JSsessor  of  valiuU)le  real  estate  in  West 
Brighton.  1  ie  is  also  a  stocklujlder  and  director  in  tin;  IJich- 
niond  (younty  ({as  (Company.  Since  his  yont  h  In;  has  taken  a 
pronnnent  i)art  in  politics,  ami  his  services  in  the  rtqmblican 
party  entitle  him  to  recognition  as  one  of  its  foremost  n\en  on 
Staten  Island.    For  si.x  years  he  was  president  of  the  \'illage  of 
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West  Ei'i'o'lifon,  of  wliicli,  togctlioi'  with  Francis  G.  Slinw,  Aii- 
fi,ii.s(us  Fi'eiif.ice  and  Jaiutis  Siiiioiiloii,  uiulertlie  name  oT  trus- 
lees,  lie  was  one  ol'  (lie  incorpoi'afoi.s.  His  long' connection  with 
the  lil'e  and  i)i'osi)ei'ity  of  liichniond  connty,  together  with  the 
](roinin(Mit  part  which  he  has  always  taken  in  its  evei'y  aggres- 
sive movement,  have  won  Tor  him  a  lasting  jjlace  in  its  history. 

BlaivK. — This  family  is  of  English  origin;  the  date  of  their 
ari'ival  or  settlement  on  the  island  is  not  known,  thongh  it  was 
])robably  about  or  just  aiiterioi'  to  the  middle  of  the  last  cen- 
tury; like  most' of  the  othei- fainilies  of  tlu^  same  nationality, 
they  were  decided  I'oyalists  duiing  the  revolution.  Tlie  lii'st 
name  of  the  family  we  lind  on  the  recoi'ds  is  that  of  ^\''illianl, 
who  niai'ii(^d  ]\Iary  Woglom,  and  had  the  following  childi'en: 
,lohn,  born  Se])tend)er  '28,  I7(;;!,  died  Se])tend)er  ;30,  JBH^;  Wil- 
liam, born  A])ril  'jl,  l/tiO,  died  .lannaiy  Ki,  ISH^;  and  I'idwai'd, 
born  1773,  died  I)eceml)er  J-l,  IS-lf). 

John  mai'i'ied  Tabitha  iMeri'ill,  and  died  childless;  William 
mai'iied  Ann  (Jorseii,  and  had  th(!  following  children:  Daniel, 
(deceased),  William  (drowned),  Richard  C.  (still  living  in 
Tllinois),  Kdward  and  (icoigv.  Ivlward  was  the  fatliei' of  .Mrs. 
jMargarel  Minott,  <»f  West  N(nv  Ihightoii. 

.lolin,  usually  known  as  (Japtain  .lolin  W.  l)lak<',  owned  and 
occu[)it!d  the  now  \aluable  pi'opci  ty  corner  (jf  .Mill  and  Mamu' 
I'oads,  W(;st  New  Biiglitoii,  extending  west waid  on  l)ot li  sides 
of  Cherry  lane,  and  end)racing  the  site  of  the  dye  works  of 
Barretl,  Nephews  tV:.  (Jo. 

AVilliani  owned  and  occupied  tin?  ))ropertyou  the  Lit  tie  Clove 
road,  snbs('(piently  owned  by  1).  Porter  Jjord.  Ihiuiel,  son  of 
^Villiam,  (h'ceased,  was  the  father  of  haniel,  captain  of  the 
police  foi'ce  ( d'  the  cou  n  I  y. 

r>0(),\i;i'.-  'I'his  family  is  of  l)ulcli  exiracliitu.  The  name 
was  originally  wrillen  Hogaerl.  The  earliest  menlii.n  n\'  the 
name  in  the  2)i'ovince  oc(Uirs  in  an  assessment  j'(dl  of  IJi'euckleu 
( Hiooklyn),  dated  1()73,  wh(;re  Thennes  Cisbertse  i'ogaei't  is 
named,  having  the  lai'gest  assessment  on  the  roll.  \\^'  lind 
him  again  assessed  in  IHS;}.  In  1715  we  lind  the  name  of  Siincui 
enrolleil  among  tin;  nnliiia  of  Kings  county.  Our  theory  is 
that  this  Simon  had  a  brot  her  Tunis,  and  that  I  hey  wei'e  sons 
of  (xysberl,  for,  in  the  assessment  mentioned  aI)ove,  he  is  rat(^d 
I'or  three  polls  ( himself  and  two  sons);  that  th(:'se  sons  married

cliihlren:  Elisaln^,  baptized  October  IS,  1711);  JMai'gai'cita,  bap- 
tized December  8,  172'i;  Simon,  baptized  jMay  19,  17'i(j;  (iysberr, 
baptized  January  19,  1729;  Saiali,  baptized  February  13,  1732, 
and  pei'liai)s  otliei-s. 

Tunis  and  Catliarine  Tlngeman  had  I  he  I'ollowinu,-  children:

— Thouuh  this  nam<i  has  been  idiMitilicd  with  the 
county  I'oi-  ;i  centiu'v  and  a  half,  thi^  earlit'sl  notice  of  it  in 
tlie(dd  cl)ur(di  records,  is  tlial  (d'  William  and  Christina  13ouw- 
man  his  wih;,  wlio  had  a  son  Joliannes,  bajjtized  in  171.5,  and  a 
son  Andi'ies,  Aui!;ust  18,  1719.  Jn  the  county  rticoids  we  meet 
with  liim  as  liaviiig  puicliased  land  in  I7;{n.  .lohanncs,  or  John, 
son  ol'  AVilliam,  married  'I'lintji-  1  Fa  ui^li  won  I ,  and  had  a  son 
Jan,  Ol'  John,  baptized  Ami;iisI  bS,  1711,  and  a  son  I'eter,  bap 
tized  Aug'ust  If),  17-13.  We  then  losi' t lacu;  of  t  he  fami ly  for  t  hil  ly 
years  ;  then  it  apjieai's  again  in  tin;  name  of  T^gbei't  and  Raclud 
his  wife,  who  liad  a  son  Egbert,  Ix^rn  Ma}'-  0,  177:5.  The  next 
and  only  remaining  notice  \v(!  havt?  of  the  fannly  in  the  last 
century  is  the  maiiiag(!  of  .bdiu  and  JVaulcdne  (Anna)  iMait- 
ling,  daughter  of  John  Martling,  l-'ebinary  1-1,  1790,  The 
family  is  now  I'epreseiiled  l)y  ('apt.  ,1.  r)raisl(Hl,  of  Iv I i;e\va ter, 
and  a  fannly  or  I  wo  at  Walchogue. 

I'ltlTTON. — Tins  fanuly  is  of  FrtMich  descent,  and  tln^ir  name 
w^as  originally  wi'ilten  liri'toii,  another  example  f)f  tlie  cliange 
of  French  names  into  I'^nglish.  The  eai'liesl  mention  of  the 
name  in  connection  with  the  island,  is  that  of  Oaptain,  some- 
times called  (Colonel  JMiclvhjs,  who  was  born  in  1079,  and  died 
January  12,  17-1(). 

Tile  following  is  a  co])y  of  the  inscription  uiion  the  tonil)- 
stones  of  Colonel  JS'ickk>s  Biltten  -and  his  wife. 
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on  Long  Island,  rlie  one  a  'Pen  Eyclv,  tlie  otlier  a  ITageiiinn,  and 

then  pnrcliased  land  and  removed  here.

Tliis  Woman  wlio  is  Iniried  liere 
Tliis  county  has  nown  for  many  a  year 
A  loving  unstress,  a  faitliful  wife 
A  Tender  mother  all  her  Life." 

These  stones  are  still  standi nu,-  in  the  i\[oravian  cemetery. 

William  was  defendant  in  a  suit  at  law  October  3,  1G80. 
Nathaniel  was  plaintiil"  in  a  snit  in  July,  1681,  and  again  in  a 
suit  with  Lewes  Lakerman  in  tlie  same  year.  These  two  last 
named  were  adults  when  "Col.  Niclvlos"  was  an  infant,  )>ut  the 
consanguinity  between  them  cannot  now  be  ascertained.  There 
was  another  William,  a  son  of  Nicholas,  probably  Col.  Nick- 
los, born  October  11,  1708.  Tliere  was  a  Jose[)h,  perhaps 
a  brother  of  William,  who  had  a  son  James,  baptized  April 
1707,  and  a  daugiiler,  in  1708.  There  was  also  a  Kicluird,  who 
purchased  land  in  Ki'J-t. 

Nathaniel  made  his  will  in  ■JG8I3,  but  he  was  still  living  in 
1GSJ5;  he  was  probably  the  same  individual  who  was  a  party  to 
the  law-suit  alluded  to  above.  Nathaniel  and  Esther  l^elleville 
liad  a  daughter,  baptized  Api-il  1),  1732.  Nathaniel  and  Mary 
his  wife,  had  the  following  children  :  Jo?e[)li,  born  November 
ir>,  17t'>0  ;  Ivichai'd,  bon\  March  22,  t7Gi'.  ;  William,  l>orn  St-p- 
iciubrr  ID,  I  7GS.  S;unnel  and  .Marv  had  the  following  daugh- 
ters :  Addra,  born  July  7,  1771;  aiul  Mary,  born  .luiv  :>1,177;). 
Nathaniel  antl  Catharine  had  a  daughter  Mary,  boiit  A\>y\\  4, 
1775;  at  her  baptism,  the  I'aihcr  was  also  baptized.  Samuel 
and  Polly  Latoui'ette  nutrried  May  24,  1707. 

The  i^resent  7'e{)resentative  of  one  branch  of  the  family  is  J. 
A.  ][.  Jii'itton,  Ks(p,  of  New  Dorp;  his  father  was  Nathaniel, 
whose  place  of  interment  is  marked  by  the  marble  monument 
at  the  southwest  <!orner  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension.  Na- 
thaniel was  born  in  17G4  or  17(')r);  he  was  twice  married;  his  lirst 
wife  was  a  Van  l)Uskirk,  of  J5ergen,  ami  they  were  the  par(Mits 
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of  Deboiji,  wife  of  Josliiia  ]\fersere;iu,  bora  Au^iisr  -I,  1782,  dind 
March  20,  1840;  Coi'iiHlius,  boi'ii  July  1,  1785,  died  April  1807; 
lie  resided  at  Fresh  kill  for  many  years  before  his  death. 

Abraliain,  bom  A  ii^-iist  20,  17iS7,  died  Aii^-iisf.  20,  1800,  I'esided 
on  the  Clove  road  in  (Jastlelon,  and  was  the  fatiif^i'  of  lleni'y 
and  Abraham,  both  deceased,  who  lesided  on  the  ))at(;riial  [ivo- 
perty.  Natliaiiiel,  .Ir.,  Iioni  in  J7'J2,  died  l''ebi-iiai'y  l',>,  18-11, 
owned  and  lesided  on  the  properl}^  on  the  east  sid<!  of  Broad- 
way, AVest  New  Brighton,  extending  the  whole  length  of  that 
highway,  lie  had  also  another  son,  J(din.  Xatharnel's  sec(jnd 
wife  was  IVfargaret  Bedell,  who  was  l)(jrn  danuary  5,  170S,  and 
died  September  21 ,  1840:  she  was  the  mother  of  .1.  A.  Jl.  Britton, 
Esq.,  as  before  mentioned. 

BuiiiiAXCK. — Aljialnmi,  John  and  Peter  l)Uil)anck,  and  two 
sisters,  nanuis  unlvnown,  came  from  the  Netherlands,  Holland, 
in  the  ship  ''(Jaledoiiia;"  the  V(;ssel  was  [)artly  wrecked  on  tin-; 
passage  and  the  sisters  were  lost.  Thr;  brolln;i's  hinde'l  in  New 
York  in  the  seventeenth  cent  nry,  and  Al>raham  settled  on  Stateii 
Island.  John  we)it  to  New  1-higland,  and  was  made  freeman  in 
Kowley,  Alass.,  ^fay  1:5,  1040.  In  his  will  of  April  5,  lOsi,  he 
mentioned  his  wife  Jimima,  and  his  (diildren  .lolm,  (Jaleb  and 
Lydia.  Peter  went  U>  Old  England  aiul  was  never  heard  from. 
They  wei'e  of  l-'rencli  and  G(;rnuin  stock;  Abiaham  maiiii-d  a 
French  lady,  nann;  and  date  of  marriage  nnknown.

Py  occupation  a  sea-captain,  his  voyages  wei'e  chiefly  to  south- 
ern ])oi  ts,  wher(^  for  many  yea.i'.s  lie  engaged  in  trade.  He  mar- 
j'ied  Ann,  daughter  of  I)avid  .lohnson,  of  Staten  Island.  'J'heir 
children  were  :  Johnson,  Isaa(\  Al)rahani,  Susan  Ann,  Hari  iet, 
Mary,  Jacob  ^V.  and  Abi'.ginl.  Of  these  Abrahum  was  Ixnii 
Se])tember  'j:5,  181o,  on  the  homestead  adjacent  to  the  old 
chui'ch  at  AVoodrow,  Staten  Island.  After  <^njoying  such  ad- 
vantages as  the  schools  of  the  neighborhood  all'oi'ded  he  beciiine 
interested  in  his  father's  pursuit,  and  at  tiie  age  <d'  iwenty-one 
lon|\  comnijind  of  ;i  packei  scliooner  sailing  ftu'  smiilierii  ports, 
lie  giadmilly  accpiiieil  by  tlirifl  a  considerable  inleresi  in  the 
vessids  lu!  comnuinded,  ;ind  continiicil  ihiis  employ-d  until 
18^0,  when,  retiring  from  the  perilous  life  of  a  mari.ier,  he  es- 
tablished near  Tottenville,  Staten  Island,  the  coal  and  lumber 
business,  now  successfully  conducted  by  his  sons.  Here  he  was 
actively  engaged  during  the  remainder  of  his  life,  iiis  .sons 
being  admitted  to  a  partnership,  and  later  assuming  entire 
cliarge  of  the  increasing  trade.  Mr.  (Jole  was,  on  tint  ;}oth  of 
Sei)tember,  1840,  married  t(»  Ann  M.,  daughter  of  Cornelius 
Disoyway,  of  Staten  Island.  Their  (;iiildren  are:  Cornelius, 
married  to  llairiet  K.,  daughter  (jf  .lames  C.  Robinson;  Jacob 
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W.,  married  to  ]\rary  C.  (decHased ),  daiiyliter  of  Geoi'iivj  II. 
Pendexter  ;  Susan  A.,  wife  of  Paul  M.  \'ati  jN'aiiie  ;  -lames  T., 
married  to  Elniira  De  Harl,  and  Abraiu,  married  ro  Jjlauclie, 
daughter  of  Cai)taiii  Abel  Mai  tin.  Mr.  CNde,  in  liis  political 
S(3ntimetits,  was  an  old  line  wliii;-,  and  later  joined  the  ranks  of 
the  repuldican  ])arty.  Pfjlitics  were  little  to  his  t;iste,  and  as  a 
consequence  he  rarely  g'ave  an  active  support  to  his  [tart}',  and 
never  aspired  to  the  olfices  within  its  gift.  His  energies  found 
a  more  congenial  lield  of  labor  in  the  Bethel  Metliodist  Epis- 
copal church,  of  which  he  was  treasurer,  trustee  and  steward. 
The  following  tribute  to  ids  memory,  from  a  leading  periodical, 
may  with  i)ropriety  be  quoted. 

"His  religious  life  was  uniform,  and  was  not,  as  is  too  often 
tlie  case,  marred  with  frequent  rehi[»ses.  lie  professed  no  extra- 
ordinary attainments  in  piety,  luit  all  who  knew  him  took 
knowledge  of  him  that  he  had  been  with  Jesus.  He  was  faith- 
ful aiul  systematic;  in  his  lunne  duties,  ami  regular  in  his  attend- 
ance at  the  (church  and  tiie  means  (jf  grace  when  alile  to  go. 
Pie  was  ready  with  his  means  to  contribute  his  share  toward 
the  support  of  tlie  church.  As  a  husband  and  fatlier  he  was 
considerate  and  kind.  Jfe  was  even  in  temper,  a  lover  of  peace, 
and  a  promoter  of  harmony.  His  confidence  in  the  lu'onnses  of 
God  never  failed." 

The  death  of  Mr.  Cole  occurred  Septendjer  14,  187(3. 

William  A.  Coli:. — The  direct  ancestor  of  William  A.  Cole 
was  Col.  William  Cole,  colonial  secretary  of  Virginia,  who  em- 
igrated from  London  about  the  year  IG.")!),  and  whose  descend- 
ants settled  early  in  1700  in  Maryland,  from  whence  they  later 
removed  to  Statt^i  Island.  Tn  the  direct  line  from  ihis  progeii- 
ilor  of  the  family  \\;is  Abraham  Cole,  boi'u  in  I7:iij,  graudfa i  her 
of  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  Among  his  childr-Mi  was  .bdm 
B.  Cole,  born  in  1770,  who  was  twice  married.  His  two  sons 
by  the  iirst  marriage,  Henry  iiml.  George  Cole,  each  repi-esented 
tlieir  district  for  two  terms  in  tlie  state  legislature  aiul  were  act- 
ive in  promoting  the  interests  of  Richmond  county. 

His  second  wife  was  Mary  A.  Cole,  a  descendant  (»f  the  Cool 
family,  who  emigrated  from  Englaml  to  Holland,  and  abiuit 
the  year  1G80  came  to  America.  Her  fatlier,  Kev.  William  Cole, 
was  well  known  as  the  pioneer  of  Methotlism  on  Staten  Island. 
JJis  memoi'y  is  still  fresh,  his  intiuence  still  ai)parent,  and  his 
name  cherished  by  the  church  to  which  his  life-work  was  ded- 
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icated.  William  A.,  rliM  only  son  of  -loliii  H.  and  Mary  A. 
was  born  October  lo,  1830,  at  New  l)orp,  Staten  Island,  and  re- 
ceived an  academic  edncation  al  Pennington  Sennnary,  New 
Jersey.  Decidinij;  ii])on  a  bnsiness  careei',  he  cann^  fo  New 
York  in  LS.ori  and  acce[)ted  a  jiosition  as  cashier  with  a  mercan- 
tile house.  This  l1n)r<)ngli  ex[)ei'ien(;e  was  oMnestiniable  value 
in  the  Inisy  commercial  lilc'  which  subse({uently  (tpened  to  him. 

In  1802  he  oi-ganizi-d,  ami  has  since  been  tlie  active  member 
of,  the  house  of  W.  J.  Wilcox  &  Company,  extensively  engaged 
in  foreign  expoi-ts.  The  hrni  have  been  since  their  organization 
hirge  exporters  of  manubictured  products,  and  early  gave  their 
attention  to  tin;  ])i'odu(Uion  of  a  sii[Kjrioi'  quality  of  bird,  uid- 
foi'm  in  color  and  sweetness  and  ca[)able  of  withstanding  cli- 
matic inlluejices.  To  the  well  directed  and  untii'ing  energy  of 
Mr.  Cole  must  be  attri])iifi'd  the  gratifying  success  which  has 
attended  tlieir  efforts.  i''or  his  zeal  in  furthering  the  interests 
of  Franco- American  commerce  the  French  g(n'ernment,  in  1870, 
conferred  upon  him  the  decoration  (jf  the  Legion  of  Honor.  In 
1875  the  firm  (jf  \V.  J.  W^ilcox  &  Company  became  a  C(jrpoi'a- 
tion,  with  Mr.  Cole  as  president,  which  ollice  he  still  hlls.  He 
has  for  some  years  been  a  leading  factoi-  in  commercial  cij'cles, 
having  dui'ing  the  yeai's  1877-78  hlled  the  ollice  of  |)resident  of 
the  New  York  Produce  Exchange.  He  is  at  i)resent  one  of  the 
trustees  of  tin;  l)OW(iry  Savings  J^auk  ami  the  Corn  l<jX(;hange 
Bank  of  New  Yoik.  His  inieresi  in  the  causes  of  education 
prompted  his  acce])ta.nce  of  the  jiosilion  of  comiiussioner  of  the 
b(jard  of  eductUion  of  New  York.  He  is  chairman  of  its  l)uild- 
ing  committee,  as  also  of  that  of  tlie  New  York  (Jolhfge.  Ali'. 
Cole  was  married  ,lnut^  TJ,  1800,  to  iMary  Fi.  Hiscox,  and  has 
three  childi'cn  liviin;:  Mary  .\  ,  l''redi'rick  A.  and  lleh'ii. 

('oi, ON. --.lames  Cnlon,  (Jeoige  Colon  anil  John  ii'lM'whei'e 
wril  U'U  Jonas)  ( 'olou,  were;  naturalizcul  in  May,  1770.  i'hese  were 
[)i'oi»ably  I  hi'  jjrogeiii  I  ors  of  I  he  family  of  that  name,  which 
once  were  numer(nis,  but  now  nearly  extiiuit.  Thei'e  was  also 
a  Peter  Colon  in  llie  <;ounty  in  1774. 

CoiNfNJOH.  —  Ivichard  Conner  came  to  Stateu  Island  from  Ire- 
land about  J700,  as  he  purchased  his  landed  estate  at  that 
linu!.  He  was  a  man  of  respectable  accpiirements,  and  superior 
business  qualiiications.  His  worth  appears  to  have  been  soon 
discovered,  for  he  was  almost  immediately  pla(!ed  in  i-esponsible 
oflices,  and  continued  to  serve  the  public  in  various  capacities 
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nntil  tlie  time  of  liis  (lentli.  Tie  wns  born  in  172:!,  and  died  Feb- 
ruary 1,  1792.  His  wife  Catherine  died  June  24,  1787,  at  the 
ag-e  of  62.  lie  made  his  will  February  4,  1790,  proved  Febmary 
6,  1702,  ill  whicli  he  speaks  of  his  daugliter  Ann,  deceased,  and 
of  Catharine  and  Flizabetli,  and  his  son  Richard.  One  of  his 
daughters  married  into  the  Garrison  family,  and  was  the 
mother  of  ]\Ir.  John  C.  Carrison,  of  Garrison's  Station,  S.  I.  11.  R. 
His  only  son  Riciiard,  universally  ktiowii  as  (.Jolontd  Conner, 
was  for  many  years  a.  pi-ominent  surveyor  in  the  county,  and 
held  various  offices  of  trust.  He  was  born  in  1763,  and  died 
April  n,  1853,  leaving  several  sons,  of  wliotn  l\\v.  A.  V.  Conner, 
once  clerk  of  the  county,  is  one.  'I'lui  family  were  always 
attached  to  the  Moravian  churcdi.  There  was  another  family 
of  the  same  name  in  tlie  county  in  1761,  as  appears  by  a  record 
of  a  l)aptism  of  Adam,  son  cif  Jerenriali  and  Ann,  in  October 
of  that  year,  but  they  wei'e  of  a.  distinct  family. 

CoiiSKN. — This  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  atone  time  ampng  the 
most  iidluential  families  on  the  ishmd.  In  this  instance,  as  in 
most  of  the  other  old  families,  we  have  been  able  to  obtain 
only  shreds  of  its  history,  none  of  those  now  bearing  the  name 
being  in  possession  of  a  genealogical  descent.  From  16on  to 
1690  we  find  the  names  of  Ilendrick,  Peter,  Jan,  Philip,  etc..  as 
residents  of  New  York,  or  some  parts  of  Long  Island.  The 
first  mention  of  the  name  in  connection  with  Staten  Island 
occurs  December  30,  1680,  in  a  patent  bearing  that  date,  con- 
veying to  Cornelius  Corsen,  Andries  Juriaiisen,  Derrick  Coi'- 
nelison  and  John  Peterson  180  acres  of  land,  60  acres  of  which 
belonged  to  Coi'sen,  and  40  acres  to  each  <d'  the  others-.  This 
land  is  referred  to  in  the  patent  of  Governor  Dongan  to  Palmer, 
and  mentioned  as  hind  belonging  tn  (Cornelius  Cnrst^i  and  cnm- 
pany.  Anolher  [)alent  to  the  same  jjai'ties,  of  ihii  same  date, 
conveyed  320  acres  of  land  lying  westwai'd  of  and  hounded  l)y 
the  Mill  creek,  l)esides  32  aci'es  of  salt  meadow  "  where  most 
convenient.''  Tiiis  Cornelius  is  designa-teil  as  captain  in  a 
]'(:'Coi'(l  in  All>any,  dated  i)eceud)er  21,  I  OSO.  W'l'  lind  him  men- 
tioned again  in  the  county  rectuds  as  being  plaintilf  in  a  suit  in 
January,  1681.  He  died  DecemlHU'7,  1693,  as  his  will  was  [droved 
on  tliat  day.  He  had  at  least  three  sons;  Christian,  seciuid 
judge  and  lieutenant-colomd  in  1738,  Cornelius,  a  jlrstic(^  and 
.lacol),  who  made  his  will  Oct()l)er  8,  1742,  by  w  hich  he  makes 
the  following  bequests:  his  hoiui'stead  to  his  son  Jacob,  t:7o 
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($175)  to  bis  daughter  Snstei",  wil'e  of  Johannes  Sitnonson;  £70 
to  his  daughter  ATary,  wiL'e  of  .loshiia  Mersei'eau;  €70  to  his  son 
Doiiwe;  t70  to  his  son  ISenjainin;  £'70  to  liis  (hiughtei'  Kel)ee('a, 
wife  of  John  I  Mom;  lo  las  sons  Douwe  and  P.eiijaniiii  all  liis 
lands  in  Hunterdon  (lounty,  N.  J.;  to  his  daughter  Sust(M'  all 
liis  lands  on  the  west  side  oT  Stateu  island;  to  his  son  Jacob 
his  silver-liilted  sword  and  silk  sash,  and  all  his  other  goods  to 
his  children  equally.  Daniel  Corsen,  who  was  county  clerk  in 
1730,  was  probably  another  son  of  Captain  Cornelius. 

In  the  church  yard  of  the  llel'orrned  church  at  Port  Richmond 
there  ai'e  still  tcj  be  seen  two  iKjadstoiies  with  the  following  in- 
scriptions in  the  Dutch  (llolland)  language  :

This  good  old  lady  was  prol);dily  a  iiali\e  of  Hergcu,  N.  .)., 
wht^re  there  were  stnoral  families  of  the  \'aii  IJuskiiK-s,  there 
being  none  of  that  name  on  the  island  at  that  dale. 

Cornelius  and  Janiietje  V^au  Ibiskirk  had  the  folhnving  child- 
ren ;  a  daughter,  l)apli/,(!d  November  24,  M^W;  Peter,  l)ai)ti/.ed 
August  i;},  171*");  Chiislian,  bapli/.ed  Pebruaiy  'iO,  1727;  Cor- 
nells, l)a])tized  ]<\'biiiai'y  23,  1721),  died  an  infant;  Cornells, 
baptized  Febi'uary  21,  1731  ;  Jacobus  (Jacol)),  baptized  Oc- 
tol)er  22,  1732  ;  Daniel,  baptized  iMarch  U,  1735,  died  May  22, 
1801;  a  daughter,  ba[)fized  September  19,  1730;  and  ii  daughter, 
baptized  September  23,  1738. 
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We  append  tlie  followiiiL!,-,  collected  chieliy  iVoiu  (diur(Hi 
records:  Cornelius,  son  of  Benjamin,  I)a[)rized  May  4,  1714; 
JJaniel,  born  1714,  died  January  iiO,  17G1;  Captain  .lacoh,  boi'u 
1707,  died  1772;  Benjannn  aiul  Blaiulina  Vile  (Allele)  had  a  son 
Benjamin,  baptized  Ang-ust  3,  1718;  Jacob  and  Cornelia  Cruser 
bad  the  following  cliildivn  :  Jacob,  baptized  October  13,  1747, 
and  three  daugliters,  between  1739  and  17.04;  Dcniwe  (son  of 
Jacob)  and  Jannetje  Cosin,  had  a  child  ])ai)liz(Ml  October  0, 
1755;  Daniel  and  Maria  Stilwell  had  sons  llichard  and  l)aniel, 
both  b;ii)tized  iS^oveniber  7,  1753  ;  Cornelius,  Jr.,  had  son  (Jor- 
nelins,  baptized  Septembei-  2,  1787,  and  a  daughter  .Jannetje 
(.lane),  baptized  October  17,  171)0;  Ricliard  liad  a  daughter 
Catharine,  Ijaptized  August  30,  1781);  Daniel  and  Elizabeth  15o- 
gart  had  a  son  Cornelius,  baptized  Septen)ber  17,  1758,  and  a 
son  William  Howe,  born  Noveml)er  24,  177G. 

Daniel  and  Elizabeth  Bogart  liis  wife,  had  also  three  other 
sons,  Joim,  Daiuel  and  Richard  ;  Richard  married  Elizabeth 
Egbert,  and  they  were  the  parents  of  Mr.  Abraham  E.  Corsen, 
of  Mariners'  llarboi'.  Daniel  btiilt  the  stone  Inuise  still  stand- 
ing near  the  Richmond  turnpike,  and  since  the  property  of  A. 
C.  Bradley,  Es(|.;  subsequently  he  owned  a  farm  on  the  CIovh 
road,  now  or  recently  tlie  pio^ierty  of  llaynes  Lord,  Es(p,  where 
he  died,  and  the  ])lace  came  into  the  pcjssession  of  his  son 
Richard.  AVilliam  Howe  Coisen  lived  to  luive  a  family  of  his 
own;  a  short  time  previous  to  the  wai-  of  1812,  he  was  mur- 
dered, and  his  body  com^ealed  under  a  bri'lge  on  the  public  road. 
Evidently  he  h;id  been  robbed.  The  perpetrators  of  the  crime 
were  never  detected.

CoiiTKLYou. — Tiiis  luime,  in  some  of  the  old  iccoi'ds,  is  writ- 
ten Corteleau  ;  it  is  of  French  origin,  but  was  changed  through 
a  long  i-esidence  in  Holland,  ])revious  to  emigration  to  America, 
'i'he  family  was  in  iliis  coniUry  at  an  (!ai'ly  dal(i  ;  .lacqucs  Cor- 
telliau  (so  wi'itlen  by  liimself)  was  the  snrveyoi',  who,  in  1()57, 
hud  out  tlu!  town  of  New  Utrecht,  on  Ijong  Island,  into  twenty 
lots,  of  iifty  acres  each,  one  of  which  was  tissigncd  to  him  for 
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liis  residence.  He  cume  to  America  in  10.12,  for  in  1087,  when 
I  he  inhal)itants  of  Kings  eounry  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  to 
James  11.,  tlie  name  of  Ja(]utiH  Corteljou  is  fonnd  among  tl)em, 
willianote  attaclied,  that  \ui  liad  tlien  been  in  th(!  country 
t liii'ty-live  years,  ile  had  four  sons,  all  of  whom  had  been  born 
on  Long  Island;  their  names  were  Jacques,  Jr.,  Coi'nelis,  Pieter, 
Willem;  still,  in  the  assessment  roll  of  New  Utrecht  for  the 
year  1G7G,  neither  of  their  names  ap})ear.  The  family  on  Staten 
Island  is  nndoubtedly  descended  from  tliat  of  Long  Island, 
tlnnigh  when  the  removal  took  place  is  uncertain  ;  a  ])art  oi 
them  remained  on  Long  Islaiul,  as  in  1788  we  lind  the  names  of 
*'])ijetei'  kai'ttilijou,''  and  ''ailte  K'aj'tfilijou,"  slill  at  New 
Uti'echt.  The  liist  mention  of  the  name  in  the  church  records 
on  Staten  Island  is  that  of  Jaqnes,  and  his  wife  Jacouiynl ie, 
(Jemima)  V^an  Pelt,  who  had  a  (langht(n'  Debora,  baptized  De- 
cember 20,  1720.  Aaron,  who  was  born  1720,  and  died  August 
22,  17y'j,  was  undoid)ledly  the  son  of  Jaqnes  antl  .lacom^-ntie, 
as  they  appear  to  have  been  the  only  family  of  the  naine  on 
Staten  Island.  Aaron  had  a  son  Petei',  born  December  27,  1708, 
and  died  IVbrnary  3,  1857,  and  he  was  the  father  of  -ludge 
Lawrc^nce  11.  Cortelyou.  Aarou  was  one  of  the  original  mem- 
bers of  the  JNIoravian  church.  'JMiere  was  a  Ja(;ob,  ]irobal)ly  a 
brother  of  Peter,  boi'U  Angust  20,  1700,  and  died  Febi'uai-y  7, 
1817.  There  is  a  lecoid  of  a  Peter,  Avho  iiian'ied  Sarah  \'an 
Pelt,  December  31,  180J. 

(Jurns. — '['his  family  can  scarc^ely  be  nuuibei'ed  among  tlie  old 
families  of  the  county,  though  at  one  time  they  were  tolerably 
numerous;  they  are  now  almost  extinct.  The  eai'liest  notice  we 
have  found  is  the  maiaiage  of  John  Crii)s  and  Margaret  l^el y 
(Pn-atty)  January  I7(>l.  They  had  a  sou  William,  boru 
.\l)ril28,  I7tii.  W  illiaui  and  Sarah  had  a  daughiei'  PJiz;)  bet  h. 
baptized  June  23,  1771;  Thomas  and  Mai'v  Perine  were  ni:i iiieel ■ 
in  Novend)er,  1791;  James  and  l^lizaliefh  Plaice  were  married 
October  1,  1801;  Ihei'e  was  a  Richard,  lutentioiied  in  i  he  county 
recoids  in  17()ii. 

Ciio<Jiii<:i:oN. — The  lirst  representative  of  this  family  of  whom 
we  have  any  definite  knowk^dge  was  John,  a,  i)lantei',  whose  will 
was  dated  |)eceiid)ei'  \'\  1(595;  and  Ik^  a])i)ears  to  have  died 
within  a  year  fi'om  that  time,  for  the  will  is  recorde(l  Se])leud)er 
3,  1090.    ][is  wife's  name  was  iMary,  and  they  hail  tw()  smis, 
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Nicholas  rnvl  Antlioii}',  tlie  I'orriK-i'  Ix-iriL,^  tlie  eld^i-.  l<\irtlior 
data  respecting  tlieiii  is  wanting.

Tin-:  (Ji-ijcheron  family  ha\'e-  ln-eMi  ])i-omini-nt  in  tin;  county; 
Henry  was  meiidjer  of  congi'i-ss  bsi.")  17.  .lacol;  was  Jneful^ci'  of 
congre.ss  1820-81;  presidential  elector  in  bs;i0;  slieriit  1802,  1811 
and  1821.  Nicholas  was  member  of  assend^ly  18.34.  Richard 
was  county  treasurer  and  surrogate  iti  18)30,  and  for  several 
years  thereafter.    The  fandly  is  of  Fi-ench  descent. 

CursKi;,  Cui  isi:,  ('i;oi:s,  Ivuokskn,  i;rc. — The  family  is  of 
I)nl(di  dcM-ciii.  It  i>  impo^siMf  now  to  asci'i  fain  w  In-n  (iari'cr, 
who  was  jtrobabl}'  tin-  lirst  of  the  name  in  .Vmerica,  emigrated. 
In  1070  we  find  him  lated  in  Jireucklyn,  but  after  that  date  his 
name  does  not  appear  among  the  fieeholders  of  that  phice.  It 
is  prolnible  that  lie  removed  to  Staten  Island  the  following  year, 
for  then  Sir  Edmund  Andros  granted  liim  a  jiatent  for  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  acitrs  of  land  on  Srateii  Island.  He  had,  prob- 
ably, the  following  sons:  Il^-ndrick,  Cornelius,  Dirk  or  Derick, 
(iarret  and  Jan.  I fimliick,  whf)  was  p<*iliaps  the  cddo-st,  had 
several  childifii  iia[.tizedon  Stafcn  fsland  Ijetweeu  1008  and 
1710.    (,'ornelius  marrieil  Hel'Mui  \'an  Tuyl.  probably  a  daughter 
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of  Otto  Yiin  Tiiy],  and  liad  tli^e  I'ollowiiig 'cliiUlreii  baptized 
here:  IlHiuhick,  ()ctol)er  K),  17;U;  Abvaliam,  July  29,  173:5,  died 
Mnvch  11,  1770;  and  Cornelius,  Au,<>:ust  8,  1780.  Derick  had  the 
Tollowing'  children  baptized  here:  Micklas,  May  6,  1G90;  Derick, 
October  22,  1701;  Heiidrick,  July  8,  1707.  Garret  had  the  fol- 
lowing- children  bai)tized  here:  Cornelius,  October  28,  1711; 
Derick,  October  18,  1718;  Garret,  April  1,  17J7.  Jan  liad  a 
daughter  Elizabetli  baptized  -luly  H,  1718.  Coi'nelius,  sou  of 
Cornelius  and  grandson  of  Garret,  married  ]3eeltje  de  Gfroot, 
and  had  a  son  Cornelius,  baptized  August  20,  1750. 

Abraham,  son  of  Cornelius  and  grandson  of  Garret,  married 
Antye  Sinionson,  and  had  a  son  Johannes,  or  John,  baptized 
June  4,  1700.  (This  John  had  a  daughter  Elizabetli  baptized  May 
10,  1789.) 

Garret,  son  of  Garret  and  grandson  of  the  original  Garret, 
mari'ied  Claartje  (Clara,  Clare,  Clarissa)  Bleiuu'oft,  and  had  a 
daughter  Cornelia  baptized  August  27,  1740;  a  daughter  Clai'issa 
baptized  October  11,  1748;  and  a  son  Ilendrick  ,lune  24,  17r)2, 
and  otliers. 

Garret,  son  of  Uendrick  and  grandson  of  the  original  Garret, 
married  Gertrude  Van  Tuyl,  and  had  the  following  children: 
Hendrick,  baptized  December  8,  1728;  Femitje  (Eu])hemia  l) 
Sei)tendjer  13,  1728;  Abraham,  August  0,  1732.  The  late  Morris 
H.  Cruser  and  brothers  are  the  dii'ect  descendants  of  John, 
mentioned  above.  The  family  was  once  numerous  ami  pronn- 
nent,  but  like  nuiny  other  of  the  (Jd  fannlies,  is  disa[)[)earing. 

CliBHKltLY. — This  family  is  of  English  descent,  but  came  to 
Staten  Island  from  Ntiw  Jersey.  The  name  originally  was  writ- 
ten Coveile.  The  hrst  of  the  name  on  Staten  Island  was  Isaac, 
who  resided  hei'e  in  17ti9.  Probably  he  canu'  here  a  young 
nian,  foi'  he  marrie<l  Iktc,  in  I  he  Joui  iieay  family.  His  sons 
were  Stei>hen,  .b)sei)li,  .biiiu's,  Thomas  and  Isaac.  Isaac 'mar- 
ried an  English  woman  luimed  I'ronghtou,  and  hal  two  sous-- 
AVilliam,  now  living  in  New  Jersey,  and  James,  once  clerk  of 
the  county;  Mrs.  (Jhai'les  E.  IJacy,  of  West  New  Hrighton,  is 
also  his  daughter.  Isaac  resided  at  the  noted  localit\'  known  as 
'"The  I'^lm  Tree,"  where,  though  a  large  part  of  his  property  is 
now  submerged  ))y  the  waters  of  the  ocean,  his  dwelling  house 
still  stands. 

Ther(3  is  another  bi'aiich  of  iIh;  family  which  we  aie  unal)le 
to  trace,  viz.:  Joseph  and  .Vuder  (.sv'r)  his  wife  had  a  sou  James, 
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])orn  Off()))er  18,  17711;  tliis  .laiiins  Tnurricd  Klt;!iii(;)'  JJulpli. 
nary  2(i,  170!).    The  late  William  ( Iiibbei  ly,  of  I'oi  r  iiirhnioiul, 
is  descended  from  this  branch. 

Gkorok  WiLLiA.^r  l)Arj;v,  lor  many  years  ]iromiiiHiii  in 
tlie  politics  oi"  Richmoml  (•(jiinty,  was  born  in  \\'liii»;hall,  Xew 
Yorlv,  October  7,  1814.  Jle  was  the  eldest  son  of  Mraslns  and 
Hannali  (Stone)  Daley. 

ilis  i'ai  lier's  I'amily  came  to  America  in  tlie  seventeenth  centnry. 
During-  the  war  oi'  indejjendence.  his  <^reat-<^randi'ather,  Solo- 
mon Daley,  was  a  s(jldier  in  I  he  cont  ineiital  army,  and  one  of 
the  body  of  men  known  as  the  " Coinmandei'-in-(Jhief's  Life 
Gnard."  His  mother  was  the  daugliter  of  Elijah  Stone,  also  ii 
revoluticmary  soldier,  and  was  a  descendant  on  her  mother's 
side  of  Andrew  ^Vard,  of  Watertown,  Mass.,  and  Geoi-^^e  Ifnb- 
])ard  tjf  Gnilford,  Conn.,  both  of  whom  canui  to  America  about 
1030.  >Mr.  jJaley  (iarly  manifested  the  courage  that  character- 
ized him  in  later  life,  when,  at  only  twelve  years  of  age,  he  car- 
ried the  mail  on  liorseback  l)et\veen  AV'hitehall  ami  Vergennes, 
Vermont,  a  woik  of  res[)onsibility  ami  often  of  danger. 

He  received  liis  education  in  tlie  disti'ict  schools  of  his  native 
place,  where  he  remained  fill  a  short  time  after  his  imirriag»-,  in 
1840,  to  ^liss  Helen  S.  l^lanchard,  of  Rutland,  Vermont,  when 
he  went  to  reside  in  Albany  and  was  employed  there  as  agent 
for  the  ^ferchants'  Transportation  Company. 

In  ISol  he  removed  to  New  York,  and  in  ^fay,  1853,  to  Staten 
Island.  After  this  he  was  for  several  years  genei'al  passenger 
agent  for  the  New  York  Cential  Railroad  Company. 

In  1802  he  enli.sted  in  the  One  Hundred  and  Thirty  third  regi- 
ment of  New  York  volunteeis  and  took  an  active  part  in  the 
civil  war.  He  ro-^e  from  the  VAwk  of  private  to  be  a  lieuteiiaiit 
of  his  CDiuiiany  and  st-rvi'd  for  two  years  in  \  ii'L^'nia  and 
Louisiana  until  prostrated  by  sickness  from  t-.vposurc. 

,  On  his  retnrn  from  the  ai-my  he  was  emplo3''ed  first  by  the 
commissionm's  <d"  emigration  and  afterwaidin  tlie  custom  house 
de]/a)  tment,  which  positi(ni  he  occupied  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
He  died  Sunday  njoriung,  November  2,  1873,  at  his  home  in 
Edgewater,  Staten  Island. 

He  had  live  children:  Helen  A.  Daley,  Amelia  E.,  widow  of 
Rev.  Jftsei^h  Alden,  D.  D.;  Clnirlotte  F.  Daley,  George  Henry 
and  William  Seymour  Daley,  all  of  whom,  with  his  widow, 
survive. 
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Mrs.  Daley  resides  in  New  York  city  wifh  lier  (lanirhters,  two 
of  wlioni  ai'e  professional  artists,  and  a  third,  Mrs.  Aldeii,  is 
an  autlioi'.  One  son,  William  S.,  married  Miss  Margaret  Nixon, 
of  Al))any,  N.  Y.,  and  resides  in  his  native  cit}^,  wliile  Cfeorge 
Heni'y,  of  the  firm  of  Devlin  &  Co.,  New  York,  is  a  prominent 
man  of  the  present  (hiy  in  the  Instory  of  Staten  Island. 

From  early  life  Mr.  Daley  was  warndy  interested  in  politie.s, 
exertin<i;,  first  as  a  whig-  and  thtui  as  a  republican,  a  wide  in- 
llnence  in  the  politics  of  his  county,  and  even  of  his  state. 

lie  was  a  manly,  straightforward  and  generons  man,  a  warm 
hearted  and  faithful  friend,  whose  promises  were  always  to  lie 
relied  npon. 

Gjcouge  Heniiy  Dalfy,  oldest  son  of  the  preceding,  was 
born  in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  November  1,  1844.  After  his  father's 
removal  to  Staten  Island  he  attended  hrst  tlie  public  school 
and  afterward  the  ])i  ivat(^  school  (conducted  by  the  Uev.  J.  H. 
Sinchiir  at  Tomitkinsvilhi.  In  .lune,  180:2,  he  entered,  as  a 
clerk,  the  ollice  of  Devlin  &Co.,  clothing  merchants,  New  York 
city,  aTid  has  maintained  ever  since  an  nnbroken  (;onnection 
with  this  large  honse,  rising  liy  untiring  energy,  devoti(m  and 
industry  to  be  a  partner  in  the  hrm. 

In  1807  he  nnu'ried  Miss  Elizabeth  A.  Wood,  a  daughter  of 
Mr.  Widiam  Wood,  of  London,  I'^iiigland.  One  of  tindr  chil- 
dien,  Helen  H.,  died  in  iid'am-y.  Their  sni'viving  chihlim  are 
Elizabeth,  George  Herbert,  Edwin  Wood,  (Jharlt\s  Stanley, 
Alice  Wood,  Mary  AVood  and  Marjorie  Caiew. 

Mr.  Daley's  rare  executive  genius  and  sound  business  quali- 
ties have  become  widely  known  and  I)rought  him  into  nnmy 
positions  of  ti'ust,  whei'e  conlidence  and  sterling  integi  ily  were 
uetnled.  In  18S;?  he  succeeded  Messfs,  .lolin  .V.  Sd'wnit  an<l. 
l)a\id  11.  Hecker  as  Iruslt'e  of  the  largt>  cslate  of  llie  lale  Hon. 
Albert  \Vard.  a  tiaisl  of  great  resi)onsibiliries  and  jutlgiiu-nt,  lo 
which  he  devotes  much  of  his  time.  He  is  also  a  difectoi-  of 
th(^  Staf(in  Island  Savings  15ank,  a  stoc^kholder  in  the  l^Mrst  Na- 
tional ]3aidc  of  Staten  Island,  and  in  the  Staten  Island  academy 
and  Latin  school,  while  he  was  one  of  the  foundei's  of  tlui 
Brighton  Heights  sennnary.  Fov  several  yeai's  he  was  a  promi- 
nent stockholder  in  the  Staten  Island  Publishing  Company  and 
pi^esident  of  the  corporation  issuing  the  "  (razctli;  and 
Scniinei:' 

He  was  active  in  procuring  the  "  Five  AVard  AniiMidinenl 
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to  tlie  cliarter  of  tlic' vill;i<^H  ol"  l^]d,ue\vater,  niid  at  the  uilsiiiiil;' 
election  in  tluj  spring  of  J8S4  he  was  (;Iu)S(,mi  to  represent  tiie 
Fii'St  ward  as  trnstee  oT  tlie  village.  He  Jield  tlieollice  for  two 
years,  and  for  a  sliort  time  in  the  lattei'  part  of  liis  term  he  was 
the  president  of  ihe  vilhine. 

Mr.  Daley  resides  in  llni  old  ''\^andei'l)ilt  ]\[ansion,"  which  he 
bonght  in  1881,  the  spacions  and  imposing  old  struiitiire  foi  ni- 
ing  a  striking  example  of  a  lattM'  type  of  colonial  archiiecl  ii ro. 

As  an  energetic;  and  careful  bnsiness  man,  fnau  I  lie  beginning 
of  his  niei'cantile  career  lui  h;is  believMid  in  the  prin('i[)i(i  (d" 
hard,  })ersistent  wcn  k  and  honesty  (jf  purpose  as  the  oidy  sure 
ground  of  success.  His  stern  application  of  this  ])i  in(;i |)le,  and 
his  unswerving  devotion  to  duty  all  through  his  business  life 
have  brought  to  him  and  to  the  firm  with  wdiich  he  is  conuected 
a  lasting  success. 

A  lepublican  in  politics,  he  took  an  active  part,  from  the  fall 
of  1881  to  th(i  s])i  ing  tjf  188(5,  in  all  the  local  alfairs  of  govein- 
ment,  and  foi'  his  iirudcuce,  intogrity  and  tnaiil\'  couisu  won 
the  respect  of  even  thoso  who  had  opposed  him. 

Deckkk. — This  fainily  is  by  fai'  the  most  numei()us,  as  well 
as  one  of  the  oldest,  on  the  island.  Its  progenif(jr  was  -lohannes 
De  Deckel',  who  arrived  liere  in  April,  IGfif).  He  was  a  pronu- 
nent  num  in  the  colony,  lilling  various  oflices  of  I'esponsibility, 
aiul  after  a  ])ublic  service  of  numy  years  iinally  settled  down 
for  tin;  remainder  of  his  lif(i  on  liis  farm  of  om-  hundied  and 
twenty  acaes  on  Staten  Island.  His  niimei'oiis  descendanls  liavi; 
so  frecpu^Mitly  internuirried  that  at  this  day  it  would  be  iliilicult 
to  ti'ace  their  genealogy.  Some  of  the  (dder  nieird)ers  letaiutMl 
the  prelix  De,  but  it  has  long  ago  fallen  into  disuse.  .Mallhcus 
He  Deckel',  probably  a  smi  of  .b)lianue>,  had  .lulm.  b:i  iw  i/.i,'d 
September  7,    KID        Abraham,   ()i'lol)er  21,    17o7;  l-'dizabetli,

De  De(;ker  was  sp(jnsoi',  who  was  also  pr()bai)ly  a  son  of  Jo- 
hannes. 1'his  i^ietei-,  and  Susanna  lletfeel  (Hatlield),  his  wife, 
had  the  followiug  children  baptized  :  Maria,  SepltMuber  21 ,  1718; 
Johaniu^s,  July  2-1,  1720;  Susanna,  May  24,  1721;  Sara,  Octob.u'

Abraham,  April  7,  17;^). 

John  (probably  a  sou  of  Matthens)  and  Maria  Swaim  had  a 
tlaughter  l)a-plized  July  3,  1720.  John  (son  of  Pieter)  and 
Nancy,  or  Anna  Merrell,  had  a  son  Johannes,  baptized  April 
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10,  1748,  and  a  son  Kit'lianl,  Aprili  1748.  Charles  (  above 
mentioned)  and  Lena  Swaini  liad  a  son  Mattliys,  liaptizt'd  Apcil 
5,  1730,  died  in  infancy;  a  sow  Alatrhens,  l)ai)tized  March  10, 
17:58;  and  a  danghler,  January  8,  1738. 

Richard,  known  as  "cohmt'l,"  Ixtrn  May  15,  1747,  dicil  May 
20,  1817;  his  mother  was  a  Merrill  (see  al)ov<'),  and  his  wife  was 
AVynchie  Merrill.  'I'hey  had  a  son  Ivicluuxl,  bajjrized  Oc'toher 
20,  1788.  ]\latthew  (son  (d'  Charles),  and  Merriaii,  his  wife,  liad 
a  son  Israel,  baptized  Angiisl  28,  1703,  and  Israel  had  a  daugh- 
ter baptized  J^'ebiaiary,  178S.  John  (son  (d'  John,  abov(5)  and 
Elizabeth,  his  wife,  had  a  son  Reuben,  born  An^•usl  (5,  1700,  and 
lieuben  and  Mary  Swaini  were  married  July  i7l>ii.  Abra- 
ham and  Phehe,  his  \\il'e,  liatl  a  son  _Xoah,  born  Mai'(di  20, 
1773,  and  a  son  Chailes,  ])()rn  April  10,  177.").  Moses  and 
Elizabeth  \Vo(kI  were  mariied  in  Apiil,  1700.  Matthias  and 
Lidde  (  Lydia)  i\[ilburn  were  married  in  Novend)er,  177.").  Isaac 
and  Margaret  denies  were  married  August  7,  1791.  .lacob  and 
Leah  Dejjue  were  mari'ied  June  f),  !  7lJ0.  Sylvanus  ami  Saiah 
Parker  were  married  October  24,  1800.  Isaac  and  I'dizabeth 
Christopher  were  married  Octol)er  13,  1804. 

Matthew  made  his  will  Ai)ril  20,  J 787,  proved  September 
1787,    in   which  he  mentions  his  wife  Catharine,  son  Mat- 
thew, a  nnnor,  and  daughters  Maigaret,  Elsie.  Elizal)eth,  Ann 
and  Catharine,  who  was  lame. 

lion.  ,lohn  Deckel',  of  Port  Kicliinond,  represtuits  one  bramth 
of  this  family;  his  brothers  were  Matthias,  i!i-iijamin  and 
David,  the  two  iirst  deceased.  Their  father  was  David, 
and  their  niothei'  Catharine  Decker;  Da\id"s  brothers  were 
John,  Benjamin  and  Abiaham;  tliey  were  the  sons  of  I'enja- 
min  and  Mary  Egbert. 

Die  (tKooI'. — This  family,  though  original!}'  h'rench,  and 
known  as  Le  Grand,  for  centuries  past  has  been  regarded  as 
Dutch,  the  name  by  wdiich  it  is  now  known  being  simidy  a 
translation  of  the  i<'rench  name.  The  eminent  scholar  and  ad- 
vocate, Hugo  de  Uroot,  otherwise  known  as  Grot  ins,  was  a 
member  of  this  family.  Motley,  in  Ids  life  of  John  of  iiarne- 
veld,  says  of  him:  "'lie  was  then  (June  .Ith,  1010)  just  36 
years  old.  Although  comparatively  so  young,  he  had  Ijeen 
long  regarded  as  one  of  the  great  luminaries  of  I'airope  for 
learning  and  genius.  Of  an  ancient  and  knightly  race,  liis 
immediate  ancestt)rs  had  been  as  famous  for  literature,  sci- 
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ence  and  niniiici})al  al)ilities,  as  fjieii"  nioi'e  distant  i)r(iuen- 
itoi'S  had  been  for  deeds  ol'  arms  in  the  i'enihil  st ni <i\i!,ies  of 
Holland  in  tlie  middle  ages.  IJis  father  and  a,'raiidfa rli(;r  had 
alike  been  ennneiit-  fo)'  Hebrew,  (irc'ek  and  Latin  scholarship, 
and  both  luul  occupied  high  p(jsition  in  the  University  of 
Leyden  from  the  beginning.  Hugo,  born  and  nurt urcil  under 
such  quickening  inliuences,  liad  been  a  scholar  and  poet, 
almost  from  his  cradle.  He  wrote  respectable  Latin  verses  at 
the  age  of  seven;  he  was  nuitriculated  at  Leyden  at  the  age 
of  eleven.  When  fourteen,  he  took  his  bachelor's. degree.  On 
leaving  the  Univej'sity,  he  was  attached  to  the  embassy  of  Har- 
neveld,  and.luslinus  van  Nassau  to  the  court  (d'  Henry  lY.  In 
Fi'an(!e,  before  he  was  lifteen,  he  received  fi'om  tin*  University 
of  Orleans  the  degr(^e  of  Doctor  of  Laws.  At  seventeen  he 
was  an  Advocate  in  full  practice  before  the  Supreme  tribunals 
of  the  Hague,  andAvheii  twenty-three  years  old  he  was  selected 
by  Prince  ^Maurice  from  a  list  (d'  three  candidates  for  the  im- 
portant post  of  fiscal  <jr  attorney-general  of  Holland.  At 
twenty-six  he  ])ul)lished  Mai'e  Lib(.Maim — a  little  ]at(M',  his  work 
on  tlie  antiquity  of  the  Batavian  llepublic.  At  twenty-nine  he 
had  (M)mpleted  his  Latin  History  oi  the  Netherlands.  His 
great  work  on  the  Hights  (jf  W^ir  and  Peace  was  afterward 
written." 

There  were  two  emigrants  of  this  name  to  America,  viz., 
Willem  Pietersen  de  Groot,  wife  and  live  children,  came  over 
in  A])ril,  IW'J,  in  the  ship  called  the  "•Hope;"  and  Staes  de 
Groot,  who  came  over  in  the  "Spotted  Cow,"  the  succeeding 
April. 

The  name  is  not  found  in  any  of  the  old  state  documents,  ex- 
ce\^l  on  Slaten  Island  and  in  Albany  county.  The  emigrants 
settled  in  llu'st^  ]>taces,  the  latter  on  Slalen  Island.  The  earli- 
est notice  in  local  lecords  is  as  follows:  Johannes  (a  son  of 
Staes)  and  Elizal)eth  Seckkels,  his  wife,  had  the  lollowing 
children:  Peter,  baptized  A])ril  2,  1721);  Jv(jbert,  l)a[)tized  Oc- 
tober U),  1731;  Johannes,  baptized  February  1,  173.;.  I'eler 
nuirried  Claart je  iClare)  Post,  and  had  the  following  children  : 
Gaii'et,  bai)lized  August  25,  i7r)f;  John,  baptized  j\Iay  2, 
Katrina,  ba})tized  July  27,  J7r)r);  (Tertrude,  bai)tized  July  J  7, 
1708. 

John,  son  of  Peter,  married  Mary  \Vood,  and  they  were  the

Dk  JIakt. — Ol'  th(^  ancestiM's  of  I  his  family  on  llui  ishmd, 
tliet'e  is  bnt  lirtliMo  he  learned  I'l-oni  lliif  local  records.  What, 
we  have  been  able  to  i^lean  is  as  l'oll<»\vs:  Daniel  had  a  son 
Daniel,  bajitized  October  22,  1707;  a  daii-liter,  Api  il  17,  1711  ;

Kdward  had  a  s(ni  Jacob, 
baptized  October  24,  17!)o.  Steidien  inai'ried  Margaret.  Ryer.s  in 
Sei)tend)ei-,  171J2. 

Di':i'uy. — At  the  j'ev(»cation  of  tin;  I^jdict  of  Nantes,  there  was 
a  Protestant  family  of  this  name  in  Languedoc.  'i\vo  bi-otheis 
of  this  family,  Phili])  antl  l)a.vid,  then  fled  to  Holland,  ami  lie- 
came  olh('ei'H  in  the  army  of  William  of  Orang'e  ;  they  accom- 
panied him  to  En,ij,'land.  and  wi-re  both  ls.illed  at  the  battle  of 
tlie  Boyne.  Another  iiiotlier,  Samuel,  was  an  (jllicei-  i)i  the 
Biitish  ai'iny,  and  sei'ved  in  t he  Jjow  Oonnt rie's.  Ibit  sonic  td' 
the  name  wmv.  in  Ameiica  btd"(n(5  tlie  I'livocation.  In  Idfrj, 
NicohiM  dn  Pui,  with  his  wife  and  three  (dnldn^n,  came  to  this 
(;onntry  in  the  sld])  called  thn  "  Pnrmerlaiid  ( 'liiirch;"  he  [iiob- 
ably  settled  on  Staten  Island,  and  was  the  i)i(i,i;tinitor  of  the 
family  liere,  as  find  his  ba])tismal  name  pi^rpi.'t ua ted  amoni>,' 
them.  If  t  his  assiim  ptioii  is  coi'i'cct,  then  t  Ih^  names  of  two  of 
the  tliree  (dnldien  wei'e  .bdin  and  Piancis,  foi'  we  lind  them 
mentioned  in  the  pnblic  records  as  cai  ly  as  1  (iSO  ;  ,lohna.->dc- 
I'emlant  in  a  snit  in  March  of  lhal  yt^ai',  and  I'^raiicis  as  ow  niiiij; 
a  tract  of  \s'oodland  near  I'^'csh  kill,  in  I  )fC(Mid  icr  ( d'  that  \eai'. 
We  do  not  nuM't  w  il  li  I  he  n.amc  ot  I'la  ncis  a  ti  cr  liial  dale,  but 
lind  the  nami'  of  ,1  o h a  ana i ii,  in  ihc  church  ri'coi-d.  as  haviiii!; 
a  <laii,nhler  l-jli/abdh  bapli/cd  (tctolicr  22,  1 7o7,  and  a  son 
Mo.ses,  Jnly  22,  171 -J. 

Nicolas,  ])ei'haps  a  gi-andson  of  I  Ik;  original,  ami  Neeltje 
(Cornelia)  Dekker  had  tlu^  folKtwing  children:  A  daughter, 
baptized  Api'il  (!,  172-1  ;  and  soirs  -Icdin,  ba[)tize([  Juiu'  27,  172.')  ; 
i\[attlu3W,  bai)tized  Octobers,  1720  ;  Nicholas,  baptized  June  4, 
1730;  Moses,  baptized  Octobei'  27,  17:52;  Aaron,  ba[)tized  An- 
ft'ust  20,  173!).  Nicliolas,  last  mentioned,  way  supervisor  of 
Westfield  in  1700.  John,  last  mentioned,  and  his  wife  Sarah, 
had  a  son  Nicholas,  baptized  in  1707.    Moses,  last  mentioned, 
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ami  his  wiW'  iieali,  iiad  (Ik;  rollowiiii!,-  clii l(  1 1'cii  :  .loliii,  Itorii 
January  JO,  J?;")!)  ;  Nicholas,  Ijoni  .Iiiiio  )!,  170(5;  Moses,  hoiii 
Januaiy  17,  1701).  liarenf,  wiio  probably  was  aiiolhcr  son  of 
Nicolas  and  Nti-eltje,  and  his  wife  Elsie  Poillon,  had  (he  follow- 
ing children:  Marrha,  baptized  May  20,  J7no,  and  VA^'n-,  bap- 
tized December  'J,  17;il). 

There  was  a  ]5arent,  wlio  made  his  will  Juruj  1,  179:2.  which 
was  pi'obated  An;;ust  17,  1792,  in  whicdi  he  spi-ak's  of  his  wife 
^^ar3■,  and  the  following  children:  Nicholas,  I'ai'tMir,  |);iiiii'|, 
Al)rahani,  Mar}',  J'jlsie,  Sallie  and  l^lizabt't h.  'l'hes(i  two  named 
J^arent  may  In^  identical,  l)nt  if  so,  he  was  twice  mai'ried,  and 
his  daughter  Martha  was  dead  when  he  made  his  will. 

DisoswAY. — Marc  (In  San(diay,  the  [)rogenitor  of  the,  Diso.s- 
way  family,  was  a  native  of  Picardy,  frcnn  the  valley  of  the 
8omme.  The  loi'ds  dn  Sauchay  came  fiom  the  llnusii  of  (Cler- 
mont, in  the  Beauvaisis  ;  one  (d"  them  is  known  to  hiive  been 
with  the  Duke  of  Normandy  at  the  cotiqnest  of  J-5ritain.  Afany 
Ilnguenots  of  Picardy  weie  sentenced  to  banisliniciii  oi'  im- 
prisonment. ATMong  this  nnmber  was  Marc  du  Saiediay.  The 
nearness  of  the  low  (countries  (dfeied  facilities  of  escape,  ami 
thirty  fairulies  made  their  home  in  ibirlem,  and  from  Itollami, 
subsequeidly  crcjssing  the  oc(^an,  fontuledilie  new  llailetii,  on 
Manhattan  island,  then  a  wilderness. 

In»l(5r>5  j\Iai'c  made  his  first  voyage  to  New  N<;therland;  suf- 
ficiently pleased  witli  the  country,  he  decidt.nl  to  niak(^  it  his 
future  home.  He  returned  to  Leydeii,  and  mai  iied.  March  11, 
1657,  Elizabeth,  danght(irof  (fiiillianui  Possignil,  and  on  April 
2,  again  sailed  from  Amsterdam  for  Manlnitian   in  iIk^  ship 

Pi'aetaat,"  Captain  Hestevaer,  taking  willi  liini  his  biid.-,  two 
taboi'ing  men,  and  two  bciys  o\fr  twelve  years  of  agf.  'The 
names  of  the  men  wei-e  .bdianners  Swedes,  (d'  ( J-dderland,  and 
■  lean  Oneiion,  of  fji;yden.  In  l'ir)7  he  boiighi  a  larni  in  lirook- 
lyn,  and  Ai)ril  10,  IOC],  i  raiisferii-d  hisc!iur<li  coniiecrion  fr'ini 
New  Amsttn'dam  to  this  place.  .Iidy  2,  107."),  we  lind  his  name 
as  purchaser  of  a  "book  of  martyrs  and  oilier-,''  from  tip- 
estate  of  Jean  ie  (Jonite  for  eighty  gilders.  In  Noveiid)er,  1079, 
he  bought  lots  on  Ilaarn's  hook,  but  sold  them  "  [tri'-^'Mi t  ly." 
June  7,  1083,  he  and  his  wifi;  took  h-rteis  from  iliel)iii<:li  to 
the  Premdi  clinrch  newly  foiine(l  under  Rev.  Pi. -lie  Dailh'  lie 
mtjved  to  Stalen  Island  Apiil  108-1,  and  was  still  living  Oc- 
tobei'  1,  17otj.    His  children,  so  far  as  known,  were:  Madeline, 
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who  mnrried  ]\r:u  tiii  TTardewyn;  ^farcns,  Jeauiip,  who  niarried 
(/onrad  Tlendricks,  ol'  llai'leiii  ;  -Teaii  and  ^laiit'.  lli.s  sou  Mar- 
cus iiilierited  liis  father's  lands  and  died  in  171-1:,  leaving  each 
child  a  farm  ranging  from  eightj'-t^ight  to  nimity-Uve  acres. 
Three  sons  were  then  living — Job,  Israel  and  Gabriel.  His 
daughters  were  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Peter  Barbarie  ;  Susanue, 
wife  of  Daniel  Hendricks  ;  Afary,  wife  of  Thomas  Eyres;  Diane, 
wife  of  Hendri(^k  ]5rees  ;  and  Sarah,  uinnarric(l.  Part  of  tlie 
old  stone  liouse,  built  by  their  ancestor,  is  still  owned  by  a  de- 
scendant. In  the  county  records,  often  (jopied  bj' careless  or 
illiterate  clerks,  the  name  has  received  many  curious  ('hanges 
from  the  origimil.  In  the  Dutch  baptismal  records  it  was  al- 
ways written  I)u  Secoy  or  Dii  Secay.  The  late  Galniel  P.  Dis- 
osway  was  a  descendant  of  Israel  du  Saiu-hay,  the  sou  of  Mar- 
cus, who  died  in  171 -i.  He  was  well  kiu)wn  as  a  i)hiianthro[)ist 
and  writer,  and  was  especiall}^  interested  in  anytliing  relating 
to  the  history  of  Staten  Island  and  the  Huguenots,  fiom  whom 
lie  had  descended.  He  died  July  0,  180S,  leaving  live  sons  and 
seven  daughtei's.  He  maiu'ed  Diana  P.  Riddick,  daughter  of 
Col.  Mills  Riddick,  of  Suffolk,  \^a.  His  eldest  sou,  \Vilbur 
Fisk,  is  living,  from  whom  the  genealogy  is  traced.  Wilbur 
Fisk,  son  of  Gabriel  Poilhjn  ami  Diaiui  Riddick,  son  of  Israel 
and  Anne  Doty,  son  of  Israel  and  Judith  Poilhjii,  son  of  Israel 
and  Gin'trude  V^an  Deveiiter,  son  of  Marcus  du  Sauchay,  S(jn  of 
Marcus  du  Sauchay,  of  Amiers,  Picardy,  France. 

Sons  of  Gabriel  Poillon  ami  Diana  T.  Riddick",  Ixu  n  17US  : 
Wilbur  Fisk,  Clement,  Israel,  Cornelius  Doty,  Mills  Riddick, 
Richard  Plenly.  Sons  of  Israel  and  Anne  Doty,  l)orn  in  1773  : 
Israel  Doty,  Mark,  Gabriel  Poillon,  Cornelius  Ryers,  William 
riucbus. 

Sons  of  Isi'ael  and  J  lulith  Poillon  were  Israel  and  .Mark.  Sous 
of  Israel  and  (Gertrude  \^an  de  Venter  were  Israel  {A'hh}  ll'.iS), 
Mark,  Cornelius,  Gabriel  (died  1753]  ;  a  daughter  Aunoitie. 
Sons  of  Marcus  du  Sauchay  weva  .lob,  Israel,  (xabritd  ;  the 
daughters  were  Elizabeth,  Susanue,  ]\Iarie  and  Diaiui.  Sons  of 
Cornelius,  the  son  of  Israel  and  Gertrude  Van  de  \'enter,  left 
six  daughters  and  two  sons,  a  mansion  on  Staten  Island,  slaves, 
plate,  gold  watch,  sleeve  buttons,  a  riding  chair,  with  particular 
instructions  regarding  the  education  of  his  children,  believing 
it  to  be  of  the  highest  importance  in  life.  He  died  in  1780. 
Israel,  his  brother,  left  four  sous — Israel,  Mark,  Cnruelius  aiul 
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Gabriel,  and  one  daughter.  lie  left  property  in  slaves,  plate, 
t'uriiitiu'e,  and  land  in  Aiiddle.sex',  N.  ,1. 

The  late  Gabi'iel  I'oillon  Di.sosway  was  his  dii'e(;t  descendant. 
The  name  remained  little  (dianged  until  after  the  re\'olntion,  at 
that  time  it  was  spelled  Dusocay  in  the  county  rec(jrds.  The^ 
grave  oi'  Judith  Poillon  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  ]\roravi;in 
ceinetei'y,  the  date  being  177().  iSlie  was  twice  nuirried,  her  first 
husband  was  Israel  Dusocay,  her  second  Judge  Uyers,  who  built 
and  lived  in  the  hotel  now  known  as  the  "  St.  James  "  hotel  at 
Port  Richmond.  Tradition  says  tluit  she  was  friglitened  to 
death  by  the  arrival  of  the  Ihitish  troops  on  Staten  Island. 

The  desceiulants  of  Cornelius  Dusocay  remained  in  the  stone 
mansion  built  by  the  ancestor,  Mai'cus  du  Saucluiy,  fen'  many 
years.  It  still  stands,  a  substantial,  comfortable  home,  the 
oak  timbers  bidding  fail'  to  out-last  nuiny  modei'u  structures. 
TIm3  ind('])eiulent  spirit  of  tlu'  Picard  and  lIugU(inot  blood  of 
their  aiu'estors  clung  to  them  during  the  Ameri('an  war  for  fiee- 
dom,  and  tlie  Disosway's  names  were  found  amenig  the  list  of 
patiiots  in  times  that  tried  men's  souls. 

Du  Bots.— This  was  a  large  family,  some  of  theiu  residing  in 
Brittany,  and  some  in  French  Flanders.  Antoine  Dubois,  and 
some  of  his  I'elatives,  fled  to  England  as  early  as  loSS,  to  escape 
pei'secution  for  their  leligious  opinions.  It  is  not  known  when 
the  family  lii'st  came  on  the  island,  nor  who  was  the  lirst  of  the 
name;  the  earliest  name  menti(med  in  the  church  record  is  that 
of  Louis  du  ]3ois,  Jr.,  whose  wife's  name  was  Catharine  Van 
Brunt;  they  had  a  son  Samuel  who  was  l)a[)tized  December  11 , 
IT.il.  They  had  also  a  son  Benjamin,  and  a  son  John.  Ijen- 
jamin  became  a  minister  of  the  Peformed  ])utch  church  in 
l7tVl,  and  was  immediately  settled  over  the  churches  of  Free- 
hold and  .Middletown,  iV.  .1.,  where  he  remained  sixty-three 
yeai's. 

.lolin  and  Hester  his  wif(^  had  a  daughter  Mary,  born  June  27, 
17(U!;  ho  nuide  his  will  .binuary  17,  17'J3,  which  was  proved  Feb- 
ruary 1,  1794,  in  which  he  speaks  of  his  wife  Hestei';  his 
daughters,  llestei',  wife  of  Lewis  Prall;  Martha,  wife  of  Daniel 
AVinants;  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Charles  Laforge;  and  Mary,  wife 
of  .lames  Laforge,  aTid  his  son  ]{icluird. 

There  was  another  John  who  had  a  son,  Nathaniel  R.,  and 
died  at  the  age  of  87;  his  son,  Nathaniel,  died  in  J\Iay,  1874, 
aged  85  years;  his  wife  was  Frances  Butler. 
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Lewis  and  Jane  Merserc^au  were  married  Jaiiuai'y  J 2,  ]8n4. 

Tlie  family,  once  toleial)ly  iiumeious  and  liigldy  i'e.s])e(;tal)le, 
are  almost  extinct:  in  the  county.  A  I'atnily  by  the  name,  to 
wliicli  iMr.  En<^eiie  Dii  \Io\h  belong-s,  pni'cliased  the  did  Waltei' 
])oni!,an  farm  at  (Jastleton  Coi'ni^i's  in  185!),  and  still  occupy  if-. 
No  connection  between  this  I'amily  and  the  lii'st  is  known.  The 
ancestors  of  the  latter  came  from  Artois,  Franct^,  in  1075,  and 
settled  in  Ulster  and  Dutchess  C(Hinties. 

DusTAN. — This  I'annly  hasJ'or  many  years  been  identilied  with 
the  island.  William  and  l*(,'ter  were  natives  of  Sc(jtlaud,  and 
enn^rated  to  America  at  an  early  age.  The  former,  hjcally 
known  as  Major  Dustan,  was  born  Septendjer  11,  17.1'J,  and  died 
on  Staten  Island,  May  23,  1841,  nearly  82  years  of  age.  He  left 
one  son,  Isaac  Kip,  whose  melancholy  death  is  recorded  on  his 
monument  in  the  jMoravian  cemet(!ry,  as  follows: 

"  This  monuttu^nt  is  erected  a  tribute  of  esteem  to  the  mem- 
ory of  Isaac  Kip  Dustan,  aged  38  years  and  7  months,  who  lost 
his  life  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  Captain  of  the 
ill-fated  Steamer  Atlantic,  oU:'  Fisher's  Island,  during  the  niem- 
oralde  gale  of  the  28th  of  November,  1840." 

Eddy. — Among  present  representatives  of  this  family  :ue 
Cornelius  C,  of  Sta])leton,  and  his  cousin  James,  of  Huguenot, 
in  Westfield.  The  former  is  the  son  of  AV^illiani,  who  was  killed 
by  his  horse  running  away,  in  Januaiy,  1828;  the  latter  is  the 
son  of  John,  also  deceased.  William,  .lolin  and  Andiew,  who 
is  still  living  near  Woodrow  church,  Westlield,  wei'(^  bj'otheis, 
and  sons  of  William,  th(3  lirst  of  the  name,  who  canity  lu're  from 
New  Jersey  during  the  war  of  the  revolution,  with  th<;  inten- 
tion of  remaining  but  a  short  time;  but  either  tlie  refusal  of  a, 
pass,  or  pi'otracird  delay  in  fui'iiishing  it,  detained  him  on  ilie 
island,  until  liiially.  Iia\ ing  jiioba  hly  foi'med  some  a  I  taclniien  t, 
he  rtdinquished  the  idea  of  returning,  and  settled  [lei  iiiam'ni  ly. 

Andi:i;\v  I'^ddy. — AVilliam  Eddy,  the  father  of  the  suljji'ct  of 
this  biogi'aphy,  a  native  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey,  was  pressed 
into  tlni  service  during  the  war  of  the  revoluliou.  On  his  dis- 
chaige  he  engaged  in  agricultural  puisuits  and  married  Cathe- 
rine Du  Jiois,  a  lady  of  Huguenot  liiu'age.  T'heir  children  wei'e: 
James,  John,  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Abraluim  Cole;  Cathei'ine, 
uiairied  to  Andi'ew  Frier;  William,  Andrew,  and  Mary,  nuir- 
j'ied  to  Patrick  Leddy.  The  death  of  Mr.  Eddy  occurred  in 
1831,  at  the  age  of  78  years,  and  that  of  his  wife  in  1832,  in  hei' 
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70tli  year.  Andrew  Eddy  was  born  April  8,  ISOl,  in  Wood  row, 
where  the  eai'ly  years  of  liis  lil'e  were  devoted  lo  the  \\'ork  of 
the  i'arni,  witli  a  brief  i)eriod  at  scdiool  dnring-  the  wiiitei' 
months.  l?eing  ambitious  to  render  liimself  independent  by  tlie 
mastery  of  u  ti'ade,  he  cliose  that  of  a  carpenter  ami  was  for  a 
period  of  six  years  tlius  employed.  Embarking-  then  in  public 
life  he  Avas  elected  constal)le  and  collector  for  \V(?sttield  town- 
ship, sei  ved  several  years  in  that  capacity,  and  was  subsecpient- 
ly  madn  assessor.  Mr.  Eddy  was  tlien  elected  supervisor  and 
aftei'ward  Idled  a  second  term  as  assess(n'  of  the  township. 
Unsatisfied  to  remain  idle  while  not  occupied  with  oliicial  duties, 
he  engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits  at  Woodrow,  and  later,  re- 
sumed the  labor  of  the  farm.  He  was,  in  1823,  nuirried  to 
Catherine  Poillon,  daughter  of  John  P.  Poillon,  of  Staten 
Island.  Their  children  ai'e  :  Edwin  V.,  Caines,  William  11. 
and  George  W .  Mi'.  Eddy,  though  deprived  by  death  of  the 
companionship  of  his  wife  on  the  20th  of  August,  1878,  con- 
tinued upon  the  farm  until  188-1,  when,  on  his  removal  to  Tot- 
tenville,  he  built  the  dwelling  which  is  his  present  residemie. 
A  lifelong  democrat  in  politics  he  has  relinquished  the  extuting 
scenes  of  public  life  for  the  quiet  and  retirement  of  his  home, 
lie  espouses  the  faith  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  and 
was  formerly  treasurer  and  trustee  of  the  church  at  Woodrow . 

E(fBEUT. — The  iirst  emigrant  of  this  mime  was  probably 
Grovert  Egbert,  who  ciune  to  America  in  the  ship  called  tlie 
"Spotted  (jow,"  in  lOOO,  but  it  is  not  certain  that  he  ever  lived 
on  Staten  Island. 

The  Iirst  mention  of  the  name  in  connection  with  the  islaiul 
is  that  of  Tunis,  who  bought  laiul  in  1098,  and  sold  land  to 
.liihn  Audrovat  in  January,  KiO'.).  Ifis  will,  dated  .Inly  ('),  1721, 
mentions  seven  sons,  I'^gbert,  dohn,  Al)raliam,  .lacque,  Isaac, 
Lawrence  and  Tunis.  Besides  tliese  he  had  four  daiighti^rs, 
whose  names  are  not  mentioned. 

Tunis  married  Petronella  Dupuy,  and  his  son  John  was  bap- 
tized Decembei',  174r).  John  had  sons,  in  the  order  of  their 
birth — Joseph,  John,  Tunis,  S;uuuel,  Edward,  Thomas,  Ifolnies, 
Cornelius,  Henry  and  ^Villiam.  Of  these  there  were  still  liv- 
ing in  1870:  Edwai'd,  on  the  Manor  road,  Castleton  ;  Cornelius, 
on  the  Aml)oy  road,  Southfield,  and  AVilliam,  at  (Jrauiteville. 

This  (Joiwielius  Egl)ert  marj'ied  the  d;iughter  of  Eornt  I^ake, 
who  was  murdered  by  Christian  Smith,  aiul  occupies  the  same 
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house  Lake  oocu])ie(l  ;ir  tln^  time  ol"  his  deatli.  Tlis  lyiotlier 
William  married  another  daughter  of  Lake. 

Probably  the  sjime  Tunis  had  another  son  named  Al)raham 
(born  September  21,  1747,  died  October  2,  1810),  who  was  the 
fatlier  of  the  following  sons:  Abraham,  Jose])li,  Tunis,  Corne- 
lius, John,  Stephen,  James  and  P^dward  ;  two  sons  and  seven- 
teen grandsons,  besides  grand-daughters  and  daughters,  whose 
names  are  not  given.  We  subjoin  the  following,  indiscrimi- 
nately, as  we  have  (collected  them  from  several  records. 

James  is  mentioned  in  the  county  records  in  1724,  and  in 
17G6.  Peter  is  also  mentioned  in  17(37.  Tunis,  probably  a  sou  of 
the  original  Tunis,  born  1720,  died  May  It),  ISOf).  Tunis, 
born  January  11,  1759,  died  November  o,  1825.  Moses  and  his 
wife  Caty  had  a  son  Abraham,  born  November  8,  1708,  "about 
three  o'clock."  Moses,  the  above,  was  born  October  21, 1742,  and 
died  November  18,  1881.  Jacus  (James  0  'l'i'i«iitje  Backer 
(Baker  ?)  had  a  daugliter,  baptized  October  11,  1748.  Abraham 
and  Elizabeth  Gerresen  had  a  daughter,  baptized  April  17, 
1744,  and  a  son  Benjamin,  born  August  25,  1708.  Abraham  and 
Francyntje'Parain  (Pi'an(;ina  Perine)  had  a  son  Abraham,  b()rn 
May  22,  1715  ;  a  son  John,  bajjtized  April  10,  1720  ;  a  daughter 
Elizabetli,  baptized  June  17,  1722.  Jacobus  (James)  and  Cath- 
arine Deny  had  a  son  Johannes,  l)aptized  July  14,  1723  ;  a  son 
Lanrens,  baptized  March  24, 1724.  Jaques  and  Catharine  Bak- 
ker  (Baker '?)  had  a  daughter  Susannah,  baptized  November  4, 
1788,  identical  with  the  aI)ove  Jacus.  Anthony  and  his  wife 
Mary  had  a  son,  Reuben,  liorn  Sejitember  18,  1770,  on  "Thurs- 
day, about  leu  of  theclociv  in  y^'  morning,"  a  daughtei'  .Martha, 
"Ijorn  A])ril  25,  about  ten  of  y'^  clock  in  y^  morning,  1772,  on 
Saterday,"  a  daugliter  l\lean(U',  "  liorn  August  7,  about  one 
<.)f  y"  clock  in  y"-'  uuiruiiig,  177  1."  .loliu  and  Cafliariuc  his  wife 
had  twins,  Tunis  and  Eleanor,  l)orn  Novembei'  11,  1771.  Barney 
and  Ann  Taylor  were  married  October  4,  18ni. 

Ellis. — There  seem  to  have  been  thive  branches  of  the  Ellis 
family,  who  emigrated  to  this  country  at  an  early  date.  Uar- 
ret  Ellis,  of  English  ancestry,  one  of  Staten  IslaiuPs  pioneei's, 
was  born  in  172o,  and  died  in  1797  ;  his  son  Capt.  Crari-et  Ellis, 
a  wealthy  farmer,  was  born  in  the  town  of  W^'esttield,  Staten 
Island,  in  1750,  died  aged  71  yeais.  He  was  one  of  the  heroes 
of  the  war  of  1770,  and  always  remained  loyal  to  the  cause  of 
liberty;  during  that  struggle  lie  was  arrested  at  midnight  on 
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Staten  Island,  and  conipellHd  to  walk  shoeless  over  frozen 
ground,  almost  the  entire  length  of  the  island,  and  was  incar- 
cerated in  old  Fort  Jlichtnond,  where  he  was  detained  a  prisoner 
until  the  close  of  the  war.  (Japt.  Gfarret  Ellis  mari'ied  Miss 
jMary  'I'aitpen  of  New  Jersey,  who  was  boi'U  in  17G7,  died  at  the 
age  of  77  years  ;  she  was  of  Dutch  descent,  and  both  were 
members  of  tlie  Dutcli  Reformed  church.  The}^  had  ten 
children,  live  sons  and  live  daughters  ;  the  three  eldest  died 
while  young;  their  oldest  son  Capt.  Cornelius,  married  Miss 
Bealy  Butlei';  tliey  had  hve  children,  two  of  whom,  Jaciob  Ellis, 
a  prominent  shiiibuilder,  and  Cornelius,  slii[)  captain,  both  re- 
side in  Totlenville,  Staten  Island.  Their  second  son,  Ca[)t.  Gai'- 
ret,  mari'ied  Miss  Susan  Butler;  they  had  thirteen  children. 
Their  (liiid  son,  Alu'aham,  once  sheriff  of  Richmond  county, 
mari'ied  Miss  Allice  Aiurry;  they  had  ten  children.  George  W., 
tlie  eldest,  now  chief  cleik  of  the  |)olice  department,  and  foi- 
merly  su])ervisor  of  liichnioud  county,  lives  in  Ivreischer- 
ville.  Capt.  Garret  Ellis'  eldest  daughter,  Fannie  (born  178;-), 
died  in  her  82d  year)  married  Capt.  Peter  AVinant,  who  died 
at  sea  in  1823.  ]\iiss  Leah  niai'ried  Jacob  Simoiison,  j\Iiss  Lany 
married  Henry  Butler,  and  ]\liss  I*olly  married  James  J(jhnson, 
all  deceased. 

Enyakd.- — In  tlie  cf)unty  records  is  found  the  name  of  Jollis 
Inyard,  who  purchased  land  on  the  island  as  early  as  1687,  and 
sold  land  in  1092.  In  1708  the  same  individual,  under  the  name 
of  Yellis  Iiigart,  sold  land.  The  names  Jollis.  Yellis,  and  Gillis 
are  the  same,  being  Dutch  corruptions  of  Gilt^s.  He  had  a  son 
Matthys  (Matthias)  whose  wife  was  Elizabeth  Gei'i'itson,  ami 
the)'  had  I  he  following  children:  Matthys,  ba[)lized  January 
7,  17:iO;  (iillis,  bapli/ed  nectMuber  17,  17'.i2;  Susanna,  bapti/.ed 
-May  -1,  I7;!,">;  Calharine,  baptized  .\pi'il2:!,  17;)'.»;  FJisal»el,  bap- 
tized April  18,  17-1:5;  Nicklaes,  baptized  April  22,  I^IC 

Nicholas  married  Jeminui  ^\^)od,  in  July,  17(58.  They  had  a 
son  Elias.  who  was  tln^  father  of  Mr.  .loliii  lanyard,  of  J*oi't 
Richmond,  aiidgrandfather of  Rev.  AVilliamT.  Enyard,  formerly 
].)astor  of  the  Reformed  (diurcli.  Brighton  Heights,  S.  I. 

FttiTN'i'AiN. — This  t'annly  is  of  French  origin.  James  Fon- 
taine, or  de  la  Founraiiie,  as  it  was  formerly  written,  the  story 
of  whose  esca])e  from  Fiance  after  the  Revocation,  is  given  by 
Smiles;  ^^)nlaill(^  the  French  fabulist,  Sii'  Andrew  F(Milaine, 
the  anti(]uarian,  and  many  others,  emimuit  in  science  and  the 
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arts,  are  of  this  family.  The  pi-of^-enitor  of  those  of  the  name 
in  Aiuejica  was  not  driven  from  liis  native  land  ])y  the  revDcn- 
tioii  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes  in  lOSa,  for  there  is  the  notice  of  a 
"  Charel  l^'onteyn,  a  Friiiiclinian,  and  wife,"  w  ho  came  to  Amei-- 
ica  in  the  shi])  called  the  "  Golden  fJeaviM',''  in  ]().")8;  th(^re  is 
also  a  recoi'd  of  Antone  Fonntain,  aj^ed  oO,  \\]io  ^vas  a  witness 
in  a  suit  on  Staten  Island,  in  IGSO.  'i'lie  family  is  not  as  nnmer- 
ons  in  the  connty  as  formerly,  some  bran(^hcs  having  Ix'come 
extinct,  othei'S  liaving  removed  fnnn  the  county.  ]\lr.  A^inceiit 
Fonntain,  of  W^^st  New  Brighton,  is  the  s(ni  of  the  lale  Capt. 
Henry  Ff)nntain,  who  was  born  in  1787,  and  died  JNlay  2Sfh, 
18G7.  He  lived  for  many  years  in  the  large  liouse  between  the 
Chnrch  of  the  Ascension  and  tlie  l)uilding  of  the  Young  Men's 
Chi'istian  Association,  on  flu^  north  shcn'e.  (Japt.  Henry  and 
his  late  brother  John,  of  Tompl\insviIle,  were  sons  of  A^incent 
Fonntain,  who  was  born  in  17J8,  and  died  December  11,  1819. 
Vincent  was  pi'obably  t he  son  of  Anthony  l<\)untain,  wlio  \vas 
supervisor  in  1707. 

]3esides  the  above,  there  is  mention  in  the  county  or  church 
records,  of  the  following:  Antone  Fontayne,  wIkj  purchased 
land  in  1680;  probably  he  was  the  same  who  was  witness  in  a 
suit  six  years  before.  Vincent,  who  both  bought  and  sold  land 
in  1097.  llichard  also  bought  in  1702.  Anthony  and  15elitze 
(Isabella)  J5yvank,  his  wife,  had  a  danghtei'  bai)tized  May  11, 
1729.  Anthony  and  Annatje  (icrctson,  his  wife,  Inid  a  son  An 
tone,  bai)tized  Novend)er  IJ,  1704,  a  son  John,  Novend)er  2o, 
1707,  and  a  son  Cornelius,  December  23,  1759.  Anthony  and 
Susannah,  his  wife,  had  a  son  ('harles,  bai>ti/,ed  September  2."), 
1750.  John  Fountain  and  Catharine  Fountain  were  nuirried 
DccemluM' 2  I,  1804,  Coruelus  l-'ountain  died  .lanuary27,  18i;i, 
and  his  wife  l'Ji/.al)elh  livcil  hut  foui'  days  after,  having  died 
January  1813.  They  are  buried  by  iIk;  sid(!  of  i  acl.  nlhin' 
in  a  lield  in  t  lit;  town  (;f  Sou t h Held,  a  few  I'ods  sout  h  of  the  Old 
Town  road,  and  east  of  the  Staten  Island  llailroad. 

FiiosT. — The  first  of  this  name  in  the  county,  as  far  as  (;an 
now  be  ascertained,  was  Dr.  Thonnis  Fj'ost;  he  resided  at  Rich- 
mond, and  from  the  fact  that  courts,  sui)ervisors'  meetings  and 
other  public  bodies  met  at  his  hous(.'  sometimes,  we  infer  that 
he  also  kei)t  an  inn  or  tavern.  That  he  was  a  decided  loyalist 
or  tory,  is  evident  from  the  indictnu'ut  found  against  him  l)y  the 
lirst  grand  jury  which  was  iui])aiU:.'lled  after  the  evacimtioii  of 
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tlie  isliuul  l\y  tlie  Britisli,  as  maybe  seen  in  anotlier  ])lare.  The 
first  court  house  l)iiilt  in  the  county  after  tiie  rornnition  ol  the 
new  f^overninent,  was  u})ou  land  ])urcliased  from  iiini,  which 
building'  is  still  standing,  though  in  a  modernized  f(jrm,  and  is 
now  owiHid  and  oc(!i4)ied  by  Isaac  ]\r.  Marsh,  Esq.  That  Doctoi- 
Fi'ost  was  here  just  before  the  revolution  is  seen  by  an  t;ntry 
in  the  baptismal  record  of  St.  Andrew's  church,  wliicli  rccoids 
the  fact  that  Thomas  and  Tamar  Frost  had  a  sou  naiurd  Wil- 
liam Errell,  born  February  17,  1774.  They  had  at  least  three 
more  sons,  viz.,  Samuel,  Henry  and  John;  what  became  of  the 
two  hist  mentioned  we  do  not  i)ositively  know,  l)Ut  Stunuel 
continued  to  leside  on  the  island;  he  was  twice  mai'ried,  the 
hrst  time  to  a  lad}'^  from  New  Jersey,  the  second  time  to  (Jatha- 
rine  Bedell,  by  whom  lie  had  one  son,  the  late  Samuel  II.,  who 
niari-ied  Louisa,  daughter  of  the  late  Mr.  Ste})lien  Ivetteltas; 
their  children  were  Henry  and  Stisphen  K. 

GAitiasoM. — There  were  seveial  of  the  name  who  enngi'ated 
from  [lolland;  the  earliest  were  (lerret  Oferretson  A^an  Gfelthuj^s, 
a  tailor — came  over,  in  1058,  in  the  shi[)  "The  (rilded  laeaver;" 
John  Gerretson,  l)aker,  with  his  wife  and  child,  came  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  ship.  Wcjuter  and  Stollvl  came  over 
in  February,  1G50,  in  the  "i^'aith;"  Gei'ret  and  Jan  came  over 
in  Decembei'  of  the  sanui  year  in  the  same  ship.  There  were 
several  others  of  the  name  who  canu!  (jver  in  siu'ceeding  years. 

Whether  the  family  on  the  island  have  all  descended  from 
one  immigrant,  orfi-om  more,  it  is  now  impossible  to  determine. 
The  earliest  mention  of  the  name  on  the  island  occui-s  in  1691, 
when  Jacob  gave  his  bi'other  John  a  powei'  of  attorney  to  sell 
hind  on  Siiioking  Point,  from  which  we  infer  that  Jacol)  was 
not  a  it-sidtMil  of  the  inland  and  ,lohn  was.  I'rom  IC'WS  \o  \lv3 
weliiul  the  names  of  I'^rederick,  (Mn  istopher  Landicrt  and  Seger, 
all  as  land  owners. 

The  name  seems  to  have  been  intei'changed  with  that  of  Van 
Wagener.  For  (ixamplc,  UtMidrick  Van  Wagcuer  bought  of 
Thomas  Dongan  a  piece  of  ground  on  the  nuiin  I'oiul  from  the 
Narrows  to  Amboy,  May  23,  1755.  This  was  sold  by  Van 
Wagener  (as  Crarretson)  to  Pai'kinson;  by  him  to  Ib'itton;  by 
him  to  others,  and  is  now  known  as  "Concord."  We  have  the 
statement  of  the  late  Judge  Metcalfe  that  all  of  Van  Wagener's 
brothel's  went  by  the  name  of  (Jairetson,  and  that  he  himself 
linally  took  the  name.    The  chaiigt'  of  (larritsou  to  \'an  Wage- 
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iier  is  partially  accounted  for  by  the  fact,  rliat  tliey  had  come 
from  AVageningvn,  in  Holland,  while  othos  of  the  same  name 
had  come  from  other  places,  as  certain  lists  of  immigrants  pre- 
served in  the  docnmentai'y  histC)ry  show,  and  liy  careless  cus- 
tom tlie  mune  of  his  birtliphice  became  the  name  of  the  man. 

Jlendi'ick  is  mentioned  in  the  county  i'ec(jrds  in  1708;  helived 
on  tlie  Ulinch  i)roporty,  Richmond  road,  near  Fingerboard  road. 
His  son  Ilai'maiius  was  b(;rn  in  April,  1732,  and  died  July  3, 
1813.  Harnianus'  son  John  (always  named  as  John,  Esq.),  was 
l)orn  in  1701,  and  died  ])eceml)er  10,  1837;  he  was  county  judge 
from  1803  to  1823,  presidential  elector  in  1808.  and  surrogate  in 
1820.  .lohn's  son  llarmanus  was  membei'  of  asseud)ly  in  182.1;  it 
was  hnmoronsly  said  of  him  that  he  carried  more  weight  in 
the  assembly  than  any  other  meml)er,  for  lie  weighed  over  three 
hundred  pounds.  This  llarmanus  had  three  brothers,  John, 
Ji'.,  George  and  Garret.  John,  Jr.,  was  member  of  assembly 
in  1830;  his  sons  are  Jacob  C.  and  John  of  Fresh  kill. 

John  C.  was  Ijorn  ^farch  15,  1788;  he  is  the  s(jn  of  John,  and 
liis  mother  was  I^lizabeth  C<jnner,  sister  of  the  late  Col.  Rich- 
ard Conner;  his  grandfatlier  was  usually  called  llannis,  which 
is  an  abbreviation  of  the  word  Johannes. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  we  find  in  the  several  church  rec- 
ords mention  made  of  the  following:  Jacujlj,  born  8eptemi)er, 
1700,  died  July  3,  1847;  he  married  Catharine  Simonson,  -laiiu- 
ary  18,  178!);  John,  known  as  "  Col.,"  born  1701,  died  August 
15,  1839;  he  had  a  daughter  baptized  September  7.  1787;  Nicho- 
las and  Christina  Van  Woglom,  son  Abraham  baptized  Sep- 
tember 21,  1744.  Daniel  and  Mary  had  the  following  children: 
Charles,  born  February  11,  17r).5;  Jacob,  born  June  13,  1757; 
and  l»aniel,  Inajtii/ed  August  22,  1702.  Daniel  made  his  will 
Hecember  21,  17'J2,  prn\ed  1  )eceuil)ei' 5,  ]7'J3,  in  which  he.s|)iMks 
of  his  wife  jNIai'y,  and  his  children  Daniel,  Jaccb,  Charles, 
Cathai'ine  Buskirk  and  I^Iai  y.  Isaac  and  i^^aria  C!hristopher, 
son  Christopher  baptized  .Mai'cli  21,  J731.  ,lohn  and  Susan 
L'ake  married  December  23,  180(i.  Charles,  sherilf  in  1730,  and 
Adrianclie,  mentioned  in  the  county  records  in  1703,  we  find  no 
further  traces  of. 

The  following  ])articulars  in  regard  to  the  Garretson  I'amily 
have  been  furnished  by  Mr.  .lohn  II.  Garretson  of  (ri'een  Ridge. 

"  Gerrit  Gerritsen  and  Annetje  Ileermanse  his  wife,  and  one 
child,  Gerret,  then  two  years  old,  came  from   AN'ageningen  in 
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Gelderland.  Tliey  -Arnved  in  tlie  ship  "  Faith  "  Dec.  23,  1060. 
He  was  tlie  founder  of  the  family  now  spread  over  Hudson, 
Bergen,  Passaic  and  Essex:  counties  in  New  Jersey,  and  Staten 
Island,  lie  brought  a  certificate  of  good  character  and  Christ- 
ian deportment  from  the  Burgomasters  of  his  native  city.  lie 
settled  at  ( loninninipaw  and  died  Oct.  4,  100(5,  his  wife  having 
died  Sei)t.  7th  of  the  same  year.  They  had  seven  children: 
Gerrit,  Jannetje,  Fitze,  llarmanus,  Aeltze,  Ilendrick  and  Johan- 
nes. Six  of  these  win'e  married.  Some  of  tlieai  took  the  name 
of  the  place  their  father  came  from  for  their  family  name,  others 
did  not.  Gerrit,  the  eldest  married  Neesje  Pieters,  May  11, 
1081,  and  had  children:  Elizabeth,  Peter,  Gerrit,  Annetze,  Jo- 
hannis,  Abraham  and  Jacob.  The  Staten  Island  Garretsons 
are  des(!endants  of  Johannis  of  this  family,  who  married  Mar- 
garet Sip,  May  22,  1713. 

"  Jolumnis  had  children, — Gerrit,  Johannis,  Cornelius, 
Jacobus,  Jlendrick,  Alnaham,  Ilarmanus  and  Hannah.  The 
last  was  born  on  Staten  Island,  as  is  supp(x^ed,  the  family  mov- 
ing hither  in  1732.  He  had  pn^perty  sullicient  to  give  these 
children  a  good  start  in  life.  His  home  place  was  on  the  old 
Town  road,  now  occupied  by  H.  Meyer.  'iMiis  he  gave  to  his 
second  son,  Johannis, wlio,  following  the  custom  already  alluded 
to,  adopted  the  name  of  Van  Wagenen.  Ccjrnelius,  the  third 
son,  married  Claasje  Pieters,  and  settled  in  Metuchen,  N.  J. 
Jacobus  married  a  Simonson,  and  settled  at  Clifton,  on  his  wife's 
farm. 

"  Hendrick  maj-i'ied  Catherine  Paulerson,  December  3,  1747, 
and  lived  on  the  John  Britton  place  on  the  Uichmond  I'oad. 
Garrison's  Station  is  on  ju'oiierty  of  his  descendants.  Abi'a- 
ham  married  and  li\  ed  in  HeigtMi. 

"  Ilarmanus  married  Autty  Simonson,  A[)r.  2ii,  I7,");»,  aiul 
lived  on  the  old  Towti  road  till  17!)(),  after  wiiich  he  moved  to 
the  farm  now  owned  by  Mr.  l^^rastus  Wiman.  They  had  three 
children.  These  were  IMargaret,  John  and  Dinah.  The  iirst 
married  Harry  Guyon,  and  inherited  the  (fuyon  [)lace,  the 
second  married  Martha  Cadmus  and  had  the  old  town  farm, 
and  the  third  married  Joshua  jNferserean  and  moved  to  Steuben 
county. 

"John  Garretsfui  and  his  wife  Afartha  had  children:  Jane,  Ilar- 
manus, Alida,  Dinah,  John,  Get)rge,  Hichard,  James,  Garret 
and  Martha.    Jane  married  1  lenry  Suguine  and  had  children: 
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Josej)!!  and  John.  TFai'inanus  married  a  Miss  Cadmus,  liad  a 
son,  Jasi)er,  who  lived  in  Berf;en,  the  early  home  of  his  mother. 
Harmanus  liad  thi'ee  other  wives  but  left  no  other  children.  Alida 
married  George  Van  Pelt;  l)inah  married  John  'i'ysen;  John 
married  Ann  Crocheron  ami  left  two  children,  dacol)  (J.  and 
John  II.,  now  of  Green  Ridge;  George  mari'ied  Susan  de  Grcjot 
and  had  a  son,  George  and  a  large  family  of  girls;  l\,i<dKii'd  and 
James  died  unmariii'd;  (iarit-r  marriecl  Mary  Ann  (,'lauesson. 
and  left  children,  John  J.,  William  and  three  d.'iiighlers;  and 
Martha  nnirried  twice — John  Sawyer  ami  James  Laforge. 

"  Jacob  G.  Garretson  married  Harriet  N.  Ketcham  and  had 
children:  Jolm,  Philip,  Henry,  Jacob  C,  Erskine  AVhite,  Saiah 
(married  John  Eadie),  Ella  (married  Ci'aig  Ketcham)  and  Har- 
riet (married  Albert  Serrell).  The  last  named,  Jacob  C,  had 
sons,  Henry  and  Jacob,  who  are  married." 

GuYOiN". — This  is  an  ancient  and  honorable  French  Protestant 
family.  Some  of  them  esca])ed  at  ;in  early  date  from  the  per- 
secutions in  their  native  (country,  and  came  to  America;  others 
remained  nntil  the  revocation  of  the  Edict  t)f  Nantes,  when  most 
of  them  esca])ed  to  Holland,  but  a  few  renuiined  to  face  the 
peril.  AVilliam  de  Guyon  de  Geis  lied  to  Holland,  and  took 
service  nnder  AN^illiam  (d'  Orange,  and  lost  an  arm  in  that  ser- 
vice in  Gernuiny;  he  died  in  1740.  Several  of  his  descendants 
held  commissions  in  the  English  arm}-.  Of  llios(i  who  ivmained 
in  France,  an  iiged  ])ast(jr  was  arrested,  and  upon  being 
searched  a  letter  from  Claude  Jjronsscni,  who  was  a  jn'oscribed 
preacher,  was  found  upon  him,  and  he  was  forthwith  exe- 
cuted, and  the  house  at  Nismes  in  which  he  was  captured  was 
razed  to  the  ground,  tis  a  i)nnishinent  to  its  owner  for  giving  him 
sheliiM".  The  last  Count  (Juyou  was  in  the  Austrian  serx  ice  as  late 
as  ISIS.  There  weii\  |»robably,  two  of  tin;  family  who  came  to 
JMew  York  at  an  early  date — Gregory' and  Jaques.  t  he  foi'iner 
lived  at  New  liochelle  in  1710,  and  was  then  44  yeai's  of  age, 
and  his  wife,  Mary,  was  40.  The  latter  settled  on  Stateii  Island, 
and  received  a  patent  fi-om  Sir  Ivlmund  Andros,  dated  Maich 
27th,  1075,  for  about  178  acres  of  land  on  the  islaiul  at  a  quit 
rent  of  eight  bnslit^ls  of  \vheat.  This  patent  is  still  in  e.xistence, 
and  the  laml  is  still  owned  and  occupied  by  his  direct  descend- 
ants, the  family  of  Mrs.  I))-.  Ephraim  Clark.  \Ve  lind  in  the 
C(mnty  re(!oi'ds  notices  of  two  law  suits:  one,  "  Jacob  Jeyoung 
against  Isaac;  See,  in  1G7S;  the  cither,  Jacpies  Jeyoung  against 
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Ifmncis  Mai  tiiioe,  Marcli  G,  1 78 1 As  Ik^  was  tlieouly  iiulividiial 
of  the  name  oi'  Giiyoii — or  Jeyoung,  which  is  nearer  tlie  French 
pronniiciation — lie  was,  withont.  doiil)r,  the  phiinlifl:  in  bdlii 
snits,  the  naine  Jacob  being-  eitlier  a  chnical  error  or  an  instance 
of  clei'ical  ignonmce.  ILi  had  a  son  James,  Ijcjrn  Jannary  5, 
1714.  James  liad  a  son  James,  boi'ii  March  IC),  1 7-l(),  wdntse  wife's 
name  was  Snsannah,  and  tliey  were  the  parents  <jf  the  late 
Ma jor  JanK^s  Oiiyon,  father  (jf  Mrs.  Clai'k.  Major  James  is 
known  in  (nii'  civil  list  as  James,  Jr.,  was  biu'ii  I )eceml)er 
1778,  and  died  Maich  IJ,  IcSK;,  He  was  nnind)er  of  asseml)ly  in 
18r2-lH,  and  repri'stiiitative  in  ('(jiigi'ess  in  1810-20.  He  was  mar- 
ried three  tiiiu^s:  lirst,  to  Ann  l^edcdl,  mother  of  Mrs.  Clark; 
second,  to  Ann  Perine;  and  thii'd,  to  Afartha  Seguine;  the  two 
last  were  cliildless. 

The  present  Major  Janu's  Onyon  w;ls  the  son  of  Ilarnjaniis 
and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  II< dines,  mariied  May  2,  1802.  Ilar- 
manns—nsmdly  called  Harry — was  member  of  assend)ly  lSlO-20. 
He  was  the  son  of  James  by  his  second  wife,  Mai'garet  (iarrison, 
and  half-brother  of  James,  Jr.

ILvTFiKiJ). — The  tradition  of  the  family  is  that  James  Hatlield 
and  a  brother  came  fi'om  Finuland  long  before  the  revolution; 
the  brotlnn'  settled  in  New  Jeisey,  but  James  on  Staten  Island. 
During  thti  war  James  was  a  decided  whig,  a  rai'e  occurience, 
particulai'ly  on  Staten  Islaml,  and  was  incarcerated  t)y  the 
liritish,  or  tori(\s,  somewhere  in  New  Jersey,  Inir  was  soim 
reh'ased  by  the  .\ mei  icans.  His  sons  were  James  and  John  1)., 
the  latter  (d'  whom  was  born  April  o,  1777,  and  died  DeceinlM'r 

iS.-jl^.  He  married  Mai'y,  daughter  of  Jacob  Van  IN'lt,-  and 
they  were  the  iiarents  (d"  IheloMowing  (diildren  :  John,  Moses 
(l)othof  whom  wer(!  lost  at  sea  in  l)ecend)ei',  18:5'.));  Afaria,  wife 
of  Captain  ■).  W.  Jiarnes,  of  I'orl,  K,i(dimond;  Jacol),  died  in 
infancy;  Jac(J),  born  March  17,  1817. 

There  is  a  record  of  a  l)enjanun  Hatlield,  who  nuirried  Nanne 
Merrill,  Jannary  10,  17tir),  and  of  Susanna  Hatlield,  who  was 
the  wife  of  Pieter  J)e(;ker,  and  had  a  child  baptized  as  early  as 
1718.  (See  the  Decker  fanuly).  Whether  these  were  members 
of  tlie  same  family,  it  is  impossible  now  lo  detei'mine. 
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TTauchwou'P.— TliH  (late  of  the  arrival  and  the  name  of  tlie 
l)rogeiiitoi'  of  tlii.s  family  are  lost.  It:  was  never  verj'  numei'ou.s, 
and  the  notices  of  it  in  the  connty  and  ehur(;li  I'ecords  are  few. 
The  earliest  mention  of  it  is  whei'e  Egbert  Haughwout  was 
sponsor  at  a  baptism  April  20,  1709,  and  wliere  Peter  Ilaugh- 
woiil  sold  land  in  17(18.  Egbert  had  a  daughter  ])aptized  ^^lay 
4,  1714,  and  Peter  and  Neltje  (Cornelia)  Hakker,  his  wife,  had 
eight  children  baptized  between  171(»  and  J 730.  .lau  and  Fdiza- 
betli  llooglant  liad  a  daughtci' baptized  October  lO,  1720.  Pinter 
jmd  Aallje  (Alida)  Pennett,  of  Long  Ishmd,  had  the  following 
children:  M  eltje  (Cornelia  ),  ba])tized  Jnly  28,  175];  Peter,  June 
24,  1752;  Nicholas,  iAIaich  12,1758;  and  \Vynant,  April  20,  1700. 
lie  owned  a  large  propei'ty  at  the  locality  now  known  as  Wil- 
low Hrook,  or  the  Ciin  Factory,  in  Northlitdd.  lie  made  his 
will  l)ecend)er  15,  1787,  probated  Sei)rend)er  0,  17'.»2,  in  which 
he  sjjcaks  of  his  wife  Alle  {ov  Altje),  his  sons  Peter,  Nicholas 
and  W^ynant.  and  his  danghters  Alle  Webb,  Nelly  Cozine,  and 
his  grandchildren,  the  children  of  his  daughter  Nelly,  and 
Aleltee,  Garrett,  Peter  and  Jacobus. 

llis  son  Peter  was  the  father  of  the  late  Peter  N.,  of  Port 
Richmond.  ITis  s(jn  Wynant  was  the  fatlier  of  Simon,  of  Gran- 
iteville,  and  his  son  Nicholas  wtis  father  of  Nicholas,  now  de- 
ceased, who  was  engaged  in  the  oyster  Imsiness,  and  was  said 
to  be  tlie  iirst  to  introduce  oystei's  "on  the  Canal  sti'eet  }»]an," 
that  is,  stewed  or  otherwise  cooked,  before  which  they  could 
only  })e  procured  raw.  Egbert  and  Elenor  Garel)rantz  had  a 
son  Daniel,  baptized  March  8,  1782.  Nicholas  had  a  daughter 
bai)tized  August  0,  1780.  Wyiumt  liad  a  son  Isaac;,  baptized 
Octo))er  28,  1787.  Peter  had  a  son  Daniel,  baptized  June  7, 
1788. 

Cii .V iM.Ks  A.  lli:i;ricii  isof  (Jerman  ilescent,  and  the  gi'and- 
.son  of  Carl  Augustus  llei-pich,  a  (iloth  manufaci  urer  wlm  le 
sided  in  Grossenhain,  Saxony.  His  children  were  two  daugh- 
ters and  three  sons,  of  whom  the  youngest,  Carl  Augustus,  re- 
moved to  J)erlin  and  engaged  in  the  fur  business.  15}'  his  mar- 
riage t(j  Emily  (Jpi^'i'man,  of  Berlin,  were  boj'u  children  : 
Chui'les  A.,  .lulius  P.,  Uudolph  G.,  and  one  daughter,  Theresa 
A  nielia. 

The  birth  of  Charles  A.,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  occurred 
on  tlie  25tJi  of  February,  18^1,  in  Perlin.  In  youtli  he  entered 
a  grammar  school,  afterw;ird  received  a  collegiate  education. 
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and  on  tlie  completion  of  his  course  of  study  began  liis  l)usiness 
career  as  a  furrier  with  his  fath(n',  during  liis  apprenrict-sliip  of 
four  years  becoming  familiar  with  all  its  braiKihes.  lie  i)ar- 
ticipated  actively  in  the  I'evolurion  (jf  1848,  was  cai)tvired  and 
for  a  brief  period  confined  in  the  fortress  of  Siiandau.  On  his 
release  Mr.  Ilerpich,  being  disinclined  to  military  service,  t(^ 
which  he  was  liable,  detei'mined  to  enngrate,  and  in  I'Vlnaiai'y, 
1849,  joiiied  a  party  en,  ronte  for  South  Australia.  After  a  l)rief 
experience  in  the  colonies  he  returned  in  18.")()  to  lU'i  iin,  lal(M' 
spent;  some  time  in  travel  in  rrermany  and  England,  and  in 
August,  1851,  sailed  for  Ann'i'ica,  binding  in  JSTew  York.  He 
at,  oiKH!  ac(H'])te(l  a  sitiiatinu,  continued  for  two  years  thus  em- 
ployed, and  in  1853  embarked  for  I'jUi'ope  with  a  view  I<j  mak- 
ing his  iirst  |)urchases  as  a  dealer  in  furs  in  New  York  city. 
He  sjoeedily  established  an  extensive  business  in  all  parts  of 
the  country,  as  a  successful  merchant  in  skins  and  thti  manu- 
factui'ed  goods.  ]\[r.  IIerpi(di  has  tlevoted  little  time  t(j  inter- 
ests ai)art  from  his  legitimate  j)ursuits.  lie  is  ])resident  of  the 
German  Club  of  Staten  Isband,  and  has  been  a  niend)er  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  village  of  New  Brighton.  His  public 
spirit  induced  him  to  accept  the  office  of  supervisor  of  the  town 
of  Castleton,  but  aside  from  this  he  luis  declined  such  honors. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  German  Lutheran  church  of  Sta|)leton 
and  president  of  its  Ijoard  of  trustees. 

Mr.  Herpicli  was  mari'ied  on  the  !2"2d  of  Fel)ruai'y,  1857,  to 
Miss  Matilda,  daughter  of  Ephi-aim  Ilolfnum,  of  Weissenljurg, 
Bavaria.  Their  onl}'  son,  Carl  Augustus,  is  now  pursuing  his 
studies. 

HiLLYER. — John  Ilillyer,  sometimes  wa-itten  Tlilliard,  lived 
on  Staten  Island  in  1(')03,  and  marritnl  Kli/abeth  Dey  in  1714. 
I  heir  childri'u  w  civ  :  John,  l-ilizabet  h,  Mary,  .lames,  William. 
Nathaiuel,  Simon  and  Lawrence.  The  i)resent  families  of  the 
name  are  descended  fi'om  the  youngest  son  Lawrem  e.  His  s(jn 
Jolm  was  born  in  July,  17C3,  and  died  in  July,  1848.  His  wife 
Elsie  Merrill  was  I)()i'n  in  November,  17(i8,  and  died  in  August, 
1858.  Their  children  were  :  Lawrence,  and  John  13.,  the  falher 
of  James  A.,  late  of  the  lirm  of  Pine,  Hillyer  Ar,  Co.,  of  West 
New  Brighton;  and  Abraham,  (d'  the  lirm  of  Ilillyer  cV:  Hai'lley, 
of  New  Brighton,  l)eside  several  other  children.

lb)L.Mi:s. — Till.'  prouiMUtor  oi'  this  faridly  was  (Jbadiah,  or,  as 
lie  sometimes  w]'(jte  it,  "o  Hadiah."  l[e  eaimn'rom  J'iiigland 
in  tlie  lattei'  hall'  ol'  the  seveiileetith  century,  and  obtaim-d  a 
patent  I'oi'  a  valuabhi  ti  act  ol'  land  in  Soul  lilield,  w  hich  remained 
in  tin;  fandly  I'oi'  s(iveral  gcnieral  iojis.  His  name  is  found  in  the 
counly  I'ecoi'ds  as  early  as  1(58;5.  'I'here  is  a  link  missiiig  in  the 
family  chain,  which  it  now  ap]»ears  impossible  to  su[)ply.  'L'hei'e 
is  no  j'ec(»rdof  the  names  of  his  children.  His  grandson  Samuel 
lived  and  died  on  the  paternal  estate,  and  had  six  daughters 
and  two  sons,  leaker  and  Samuel.  The  latter  nuirried  Margaret, 
danghter  of  Stephen  Cole,  and  had  the  following  cliildi'en  : 
Saninel,  James,  John,  Coi'uelins,  Van  liensselaer,  (h^ov^e.  W., 
Eliza,  and  Ann,  wif(i  of  J)avid  Merserean,  of  Noi'thfiel'd. 

lIoUs.AlAN.- — We  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  when  the  lirst 
of  this  name  came  to  America  from  Holland.  The  earliest  men- 
tion of  the  name  is  found  in  the  assessment  roll  of  IJfjsw^'ck 
(l^ushwick),  L.  T.,  where  the  name  of  Charles  Housmau  occurs 
in  the  years  H575  and  1(570.  The  earliest  mention  of  the  name 
in  a  clinrch  record  on  Staten  Island  is  as  follows  :  ,lohn  and 
AVynje  Symons  (Simonson)  had  a  daughter,  baptized  September

Isaac,  born  November  4,  1775,  difd  Decemhi  i-  2,  uS57.  he  \va^ 
married  to  Hannah  Periiu;  A[)ril  U,  KS()7.  Peter  had  a  daughlei' 
baptized  August  0,  1785,  and  another  December  7,  f7iSS.  The 
most  i)romin(r!nt  nuimbera  (»f  the  family  w(,n'(!  John,  who  was  for 
many  years  inieof  the  inferi(^i' judges  of  fhe  common  [Jeas,  mem- 
ber of  assembly  1804,  surrogate  1809,  ami  supei'visoi'  re[)eate(lly, 
and  Tsaa<;  K.,  also  oik^  of  the  judges,  meml)er  of  assmibly  182:5, 
and  sujtervisor  repeatedly.  The  Sailors's  Snug  llarlxjr  property 
was  ])nrchased  from  him.  Notices  of  the  family  ai'e  extremely 
meager  in  the  (;ounty  re(;ords.    James  made  his  will  November 
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1,  1801,  wliicli  was  proved  Seplemhei'  2"2,  lSi):5,  in  wliicli  hi- 
.spealis  only  ol'  his  Inothei's  Aiitlioiiy  and  .lacoh. 

Jacohsoiv.— The  lirst  of  ihis  name  llie  ishiiul,  of  whom 

anytliing-  is  IviKnvii,  was  Cliristian  .facol'son.  lie  was  a  sea- 
faring man,  and  captain  of  a  vessel  belonging  to  and  sailing  for 
the  AToravian  sect,  mention  (d"  which  is  made  in  connection  with 
that  church.  His  nationality  has  been  variously  crc'dited  to 
Sweden,  Denmaik  and  Holland,  with  llie  weight  of  evidenco 
pointing  toward  the  lattei'.  Lie  bought^  and  enlai'getl  a  farm  in 
New  J)orp,  whci-e  he  lived.  During  the  revolution  a  party  of 
British  soldier.s  visited  Ids  house  at  night  and  shot  liini,  tin; 
wound  proving  fatal  in  a  few  houi's.  He  was  a  man  of  consid- 
erabh^  wealth.  His  son,  ,Iohn  Van  J)e  Ventei',  was  boiu  in 
1708,  and  died  in  J8'J(3.  He  had  S(jiis,  Peter,  Cornelius,  J5edell, 
Israel  and  /Vbraham  ;  and  a  daughter,  wh<)  became  the  wife  (d' 
Israel  Bedell.  C(ji'nelins  married  a  daughtt;i' ()f  Isaac  B..  Hous- 
man,  and  settled  on  Long  Island. 

The  will  of  Cliristian  Jacobson  bears  ilate  .lanuary  10,  178-2. 
and  is  signed  by  his  mai'k,  attested  by  .swoi-Ji  witnesses,  fi'om 
which  circumstance  it  is  thought  probable  that  it  was  niad(i 
in  his  dying  hours,  after  he  had  rei^eived  the  fatal  shock, 
and  when  he  was  physically  unable  to  write  his  name, 
'i'he  will  mentions  his  wife  Ann,  his  son,  John  V..  daughters 
Catharina  and  Elizabeth,  and  l)i othei'-in  law,  ('ornelius  A^aii- 
deventer.  To  the  lii-.st  of  his  daughters  ht^  gave'  tboriO, 
and  to  the  second  i;i,()()0.  The  will  also  contains  the  following- 
item  :  "I  give  to  the  Bretiiren's  church  (ju  Staten  Island  tin? 
sum  of  Twenty  Pound,  and  to  the  Reverend  Mr.  Gand)old  llu^ 
.sum  of  ten  pound,  and  to  tlu'  sai<l  mj'.  (lamljold  the  sum  (d' 
Twenty  Pound  for  ihe  u-m'  of  the  Missionaries  ainoiiL;-  the 
Indians." 

JolixsoN.  —  It  is  impossildi;  to  trace  the  .loluisous  hack  to 
their  several  ])i'ogenitors  in  this  county.  L^videnily,  they  are 
not  of  the  sanu'  origin.  The  name  is  Ki:glish,  but  some  id'  them 
are  of  Hutch  (;.\tr;iction,  having  .\nglici/.»'d  the  Dulch  nam.'  of 
Jansen.  We  give  extracts  from  tlni  various  I'econls  indiscrimi. 
nately,  leaving  each  one  of  the  narn(;  to  appropriate  his  own 
ancestoi'S.  The  eailiest  is  Peter,  who  was  plaiiUill:  in  a  law 
suit  in  1080.  Thomas  and  Ann  J'xuiwman,  son  (/'asjjei',  baptized 
June  'JO,  1728.  Johannes  ami  Jannelje  (Jane)  ({lascow,  son 
Tliomas,  baptized  February  2'J,  1730.    Nathaniel  and  Soplua 
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Van  Gelder,  son  ITenriclvs,  Iniptized  NovenilxM'  10,  M'AS.  Niers 
and  S:ir:i  iMor<^eii  liad  dau<;iilei\s.  baptized  in  17:51,  17;!'.)  niul 
1740,  Perer  and  Mary  'raylor  were  niai'i'ied  October  24,  1754.

The  al)ov(3  are  from  (lie  Dutch  chui'cli 
records,  except  tlie  niai'riau,vs  of  Isaac  and  Peter,  whicli,  witii 
tlie  following,  are  from  St.  Andrew's.  l)(jwe  and  Margaret, 
dangliter  Ann,  boin  May  7,  1771.  D(jwe  nnnle  his  will  Novem- 
ber ](),  178;!,  proved  .Inin^  7,  1788,  in  whidi  he  mentions  his  sons 
Dowe  and  James.  Winant  and  Mary  had  a  daughter  Sojdiia, 
born  I)ecend)er  17,  1772,  and  a  son  David  born  Ainil  i;3,  1774. 
Winaid,  not  the  above,  made  his  will  June  18,  18();J,  pi'oved 
June  ;^o,  180;!,  in  which  he  nuMitions  his  wife  Mary  and  sons 
Winant  and  Jesse.  Tliese  sons  married:  Wiiumt,  (Jathariiui 
Gnyon,  Novend)er  27,  1707.  and  Jesse,  Rachel  'Potten.  January 
11,  1804.  Mattice  (Afatthias)  had  a  son  William,  Ixuai  July  17, 
1751,  who  was  baptized  in  May,  1772,  then  an  adult,  (xeorge 
had  a  son  'J'lionias,  boi'U  August  17,  1771.  Isaac  and  Ploiiey 
(Appolorna)  Frome  were  married  in  March,  1772.  Nathaniel  and 
Catharine  Woglom  were  married  Novend)er  0,  1701.  Louis  and 
Fliebe  Van  Pelt  were  married  Deceniber  24,  170;3.  .bjhn  (Ixjru 
in  1770,  died  June  2,  1832),  and  Patty  (Martha)  Bedell. were 
married  March  23,  1704.

Edward  and  Chaniung;  they  had  also  a  daughter  Sai'ah,  who 
married  Hugh  Uilison,  and  died  August  25,  1826,  in  her  00th 
year;  their  son  John,  l)oru  Febianiry  13,  1803,  died  Novendjer 
3,  1865.  Edward,  brother  of  the  pottei',  born  (Jctober  12,  1770, 
died  Septemlxu"  4,  1850.  Abraham  and  .Jane  .leiiniugs  were 
married  September  24,  1704.    I)avid  and  ,)aue   WMnant  weie 
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married  June  23,  17()G.  Eplii'iiiiii  and  Catliariiie  Laloi-i^^e  were 
married  October  10,  i7'J7.  .laiuHs  asui  Letitia  ToMeii  were  mar- 
ried February  20,  180;").

— There  wei'e  several  fatnilies  of  this  name  in  the 
county  from  eai'iy  (hlt(^s,  between  whom  tliere  app(iars  to  have 
been  no  relationsliip  whatever.  We  submit  a  brief  geueahtgy 
of  someof  tlie  early  fatnilies  of  this  name.

JouiiNKAY.— iSloillart  Journeay,  from  Pays  de  Yaud,  came  to 
America  in  Ai)ril,  1003,  in  the  ship  called  ''The  S[)otted  Cow," 
but  where  he  settled  is  not  known.  Theeai'liest  menti(jn  of  I  he 
family  in  connection  witli  the  island  is  in  the  following  court 
rt>cord:

"  Whereas  Malliiii'd  lourie  late  of  bitaten  Island,  did  in  his 
Last  will  it  Testament  give  &  becpn^ath  all  his  Estate  of  what 
nature  or  kind  soever  unto  his  wife  Elizabeth  du  Mon,  for  the 
Maintenence  of  her  Selfe  &  Children  during  her  Widdowhood, 
but  in  Case  shee  should  hap[ien  t(;  1-Jemai'ry  then  the  Ivstate 
shee  should  Leave  to  be  divided  Ecpudly,  the  one  half  or  Moiety 
to  his  wife;  the  other  halfe  or  Moiety  to  her  Children  uominat- 
ing  &  appointing  David  De  INTarez  &  Toost  Van  ()l)inis  h.xec- 
iito.'f*  in  Ti'ust  to  see  the  pformauce  of  the  S.'l  Will,  And  it  Soe 
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Happening  that  tlui  s.'l  Elizabetli  hath  since  Joyned  her  selfein 
iiiari'iag'e  to  another  pson  upon  Staten  Ishind,  but  tlie  al'ore- 
nanietl  David  Do  iMarez  &  loost  Van  Ohlinis  have  neglected 
tlieir  duty  in  Cau.seing  a  divisi(jn  to  bee  made  of  tlie  Estate  of 
tlie  deceased  as  directed  or  takeing  any  otlici'  Care  tliereof,  i>f 
wliich  C(Jinp]aint  was  made  at  tlie  Court  of  Sessions  for  the 
West  Kidingof  Yoi'ke  Sliirt3  u[)on  Long  Island,  held  at  (fraves- 
end  June  last,  wlio  nominated  &  appoynted  M''  Panlns  Rich- 
ards of  this  City  Merch.t  &  Obadiah  Holmes  Staten  Island 
in  their  Stead  &  Places. 

"  Dated  in  New  Yorke  the  8  day  of  »Jnly  1G78." 

Jolm  Journeay  bonglit  and  sold  land  in  1700.  The  name  is 
not  again  met  with  in  any  church  record  now  in  existence,  uniil 
we  iind  it  in  that  (jf  St.  Andrew's  church,  al)out  the  middle  of 
the  last  century,  as  follows:  .lohn  and  Martha  his  wife  had  the 
following  children:  John,  I)orn  January  4,  17o2;  Albei't,  boi  ii 
March  8,  nnf);  Nicholas,  boi'ii  August  22,  17r)();  AVilliam,  born 
August  0,  17.0'.),  and  Richard,  Ix^rn  August  7,  1771. 

The  above  named  JS'iclnjlas  is  mentioned  in  the  county  je(;- 
ords  in  1791  as  Nicholas,  .Ir. ;  there  must  therefore  have  been 
another  Nicholas,  whose  name  we  have  nowdiere  met.  Nicho- 
las, son  of  Jolm,  had  a  son  Nicholas,  baptized  Novembei'  1, 
1789.  Josepli  and  ACary  AVinant  were  married  Deceml)er  20, 
1807.  John  and  Patience  Cole  were  maiaied  in  July,  1802. 
Jolin  (not  tlie  last  named,  unless  Patience  Cole  was  his  second 
wife)  made  his  will  ]\Iarch  7,  1803,  proved  April  21,  1803,  in 
which  he  speaks  of  his  wife  Patience,  his  sons  Albert,  Robert, 
Abraham,  .fohn,  William,  James  and  Richard,  and  his  daugh- 
ters Martha  Raiubdph,  Catharine  J<\)untain  and  ]\raria,  wife  of 
Dr.  Henderson.  M:ii  ia  .buirneay  was  m:irried  to  Hr.  R.  Hender- 
son in  1702. 

LAFoiaiK. — The  name  of  De  la  Forge  appt'-ai's  iu  the 

assessment  roll  of  Boswyck  (liushwick)  in  1()7(),  ;iiul  among 
those  who  took  IIk!  oath  of  allegiance  in  Kings  couiiiy  in  1087, 
is  the  name  of  Adrian  La  llorge,  who  hatl  then  been  in  the 
county  tifteen  years.  In  1738  then;  was  an  Adrian  Liiforge,  who 
bought  laud  on  Staten  Islainl.  Fiom  the  similai'ity  of  t  he  name, 
the  inference  is  natural  that  if  they  were  not  identi(;al,  tln^y 
were  connected;  this  is,  however,  conjecture.  There  appear  to 
have  been  two  branches  of  the  family,  the  Castleton  and  the 
AVesttield,  wlio  may  or  may  nothavi;  had  a  common  origin.  The 
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present  living  I'epi'esentative  of  tlie  Castlotou  l)iaiu,'li  is  Mr.  G. 
M.  Laforge,  of  Illinois.  The  late  Mr.  Peter  D.  Lal'orge,  also  of 
Illinois,  and  the  late  Capt.  John  Laforge,  of  AVest  New  Brigh- 
ton, were  his  brothers.  Their  father  was  David,  and  their  mother 
Gertrude,  daughter  of  John  IMartling  (see  Martling  family). 
David's  father  was  Peter,  who  was  the  son  of  Penjaniiu;  l)a\  i<rs 
brothers  were  Peter,  John,  Benjamin,' Jacob,  Ilichard  Channing 
Moore.  Peter,  David's  brother,  was  the  father  of  jMr.  Peter  C. 
and  David,  of  Port  liichmond. 

Of  the  Westlield  Inanch,  we  have  only  tlie  following  notices: 
David  and  Oathai'ine  liad  a  son  Henry  Seguine,  baptized  May 
15,  17!J().  John  and  Phebe  Bedell  married  8eptend)er  15,  1804. 
James  and  Catluirine  Winant  married  February  8,  ISOO. 
David  and  Ann  Johnson  married  July  8,  1807. 

Lake. — This  family  is  of  English  origin  ,'ind  settled  on  Staten 
Island  about  1070.  Daniel  Lake  ap]ilied  f(jr  a  grant  in  1070.  He 
had  two  sons,  Daniel  and  AVilliani.  Daniel  died  in  17"23,  leaving  a 
son  Darnel,  who  ^vas  born  January  20,  1719,  died  July  10,  1702, 
leaving  a  son  WilliaTii,  born  January  7,  1750,  di(^d  March  21, 
1783,  leaving  a  son  Daniel  \V.,  born  September  9,  178o,  married 
Miss  Mary  Giffoid,  daughter  of  AViliiam  Bariuird  Gilfonl, 
Esq.,  March  81,  180:3,  died  October  0,  1835.  He  left  sons, 
John  still  living  at  Buffiilo,  N.  Y.,  and  Arthur  G.,  born  Octo- 
ber 14,  1811,  died  April  22,  1887.  Joseph,  boi'n  July  8,  1753, 
and  his  wife;  Cathai'ine,  born  June  2,  1755,  l)oth  died  March  14, 
1813,  within  one  hour  of  each  other.  They  had  a  danghter  Pa- 
tience, born  May  30,  1790.  Thijre  was  another  Josepli,  also  born 
in  1753,  and  died  May  24,  1843,  in  his  Doth  year.  There  was  still 
another  Joseph,  born  in  177:5,  and  died  March  10,  1854.  lb;' 
lived  on  tlu>  Manor  road  near  I  he  Four  cornel  s,  Castleton.  WW- 
liam  and  Mary  Tysen,  his  wif(^,  had  (he  following  sons:  W^illiatn, 
Ixuii  JS'ovend)er  JO,  170i);  Bornt,  born  March  25,  1771,  killed 
October  27,  1815;  Joseph,  born  May  12,  1777.  Bornt  had  the 
following  sons:  William,  Joseph,  Daniel  and  John,  of  whom 
John  was  living  in  1870  at  Graniteville.  Daniel  and  ]\Iargaret, 
his  wife,  had  a  son  Daniel,  born  JNIay  12,  1777.  (Jornelius  and 
Susan  Androvet  were  nnu'ried  April  (5,  1791.  Joseph  and  Eli/a 
Van  Pelt  weie  married  Januai'V  2o,  1798.  Daniel  and  Margaret 
Jackscni  were  married  June  5,  1802.  Daniel  Lake  made  his  will 
October  13,  1789,  i)roved  Septeiidjer  4,  1792,  in  whicdi  he  men- 
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tions  his  wife  Sarali,  his  sons  Daniel  and  Josepli,  and  his  grand- 
son Daniel,  son  of  his  son  William,  deceased. 

LiAnzKLVAiE. — The  earliest  mention  of  this  name  occurs  in  the 
county  records,  where  Jacob  bought  land  in  1080.  Nicholas 
bought  land  in  1003;  he  was  at  one  time  sheriff  cd'  tlie  county. 
There  was  another  Jacol),  probal)ly  a  son  of  Nicludas,  wluxse 
wife's  name  was  Alice;  tliey  had  a  son  Daniel,  Ixu  ii  , I  une  10, 
ITf)?,  and  a  son  Denjannn,  born  October  2'2,  1701.  Nicholas, 
probaldy  a  brother  of  Jacob,  whose  wife's  name  was  Sarah, 
had  a  daughter  Johanna,  born  -lanuary  7,  1708.  Jacob  and 
Elsy  (or  Alice,  the  same  mentioned  above)  had  a  son  Ivich- 
ard,  born  June  18,  1771.  Henjamin  (not  the  one  mentioned 
above)  was  born  July  0,  1740,  and  died  October  0,  1802;  he 
made  his  Avill  June  17,  1802,  in  which  he  mentions  his  wife 
Sarah,  and  his  children  Benjamin,  Jacob  and  Catharine. 

The  family,  once  an  important  one  in  the  county,  is  now 
nearl}^  if  not  quite,  extiiu't,  and  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  a  con- 
nected genealogy.  There  was  a  Reverend  Jacob,  a  minister  of 
the  Reformed  Dutch  chnrch,  in  North  and  South  Hampton, 
Perm.,  fi'om  1707  to  1810,  who  was  i)roljal)ly  connected  witli  the 
Staten  Island  family. 

Latouuktte. — The  original  Latourette  was  a  French  Hugue- 
not, but  when  he  came  to  America  is  unknown.  The  family  is 
not  among  the  earliest  settlers  on  Staten  Island.  The  first  men- 
tion of  the  name  we  have  found  is  as  follows  :  Jean  and  ^faria 
Mersereau  had  the  following  children  :  David,  baptized  A])iil 
24,  1720,  David  Latoui'ette,  sponsor;  Anthony,  January  24,  1730; 
and  Henry,  January  24,  1731.  Piei  re  La  Turi'ete  and  iMariamne 
jSlersereaux  had  a  son  Daniel,  bai)tized  March  3,  1728,  and 
twin  sons  Da\id  and  .laqucs,  October  173i>.  David  and 
(."alharine  Poilliui,  .sou  .bupu's,  Ijapli/.ed  ^bu■('h  10,  1732.  Janu's, 
pr(J)ably  (uu)  of  Iho  .hiqucs  mcntiouiMl  al)()Vt\  and  l''l  /iibcth, 
his  wife,  had  sons,  John,  born  Decend)er  11,  1704;  Jonathan, 
born  January  31,  170)0;  and  Henry,  born  A[)ril  22,  1775.  David 
and  Elizabetli,  his  wife,  had  a  daughttn'  Catharine,  born  No- 
vember 0,  1700.  John  and  Susannah,  his  wife,  had  a  son  J(din, 
boi'U  Se[)teud)er  30,  1704.  .lanu^s  and  Mar}^  his  wife,  liad  a  son 
David,  born  J  uly  7,  178().  David  and  IMiebe  Cole  married  No- 
vend)er  12,  1808.  Henry,  of  Fiesh  kills,  weaver,  madti  his  will 
January  19,  1704,  ])roved  l)eceml)er  30,  1704,  in  which  lie  speaks 
of  his  wife  Sarah,  his  brother  Henry,  deceased,  his  sons  Ib.'iiry, 
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John  and  Peter,  nnd  liis  dau^-hters  Susan,  wife  of  P(^ter  (Jole, 
and  Ann,  wife  of  U'illinni  deGroot.  Pet ev'.s  wife  was  Elizabeth 
Aiidrovette. 

Lawuknok. — William  Lawicnee  settled  at  Great  St.  Albans, 
in  ITertfoi'dshire,  I'higland.  lie  had  three  sons  and  one  dangli- 
ter  :  John,  William.  Thomas  and  Maria.  All  of  these,  except- 
ing Thomas,  embarked  for  America  April  2,  1035,  in  company 
witli  Govei'iior  \\''inthro]),  and  landed  at  Plymouth,  JNIass.,  in 
the  same  yeai'.  The  other  brother,  Tlujmas,  came  ovei'  a  little 
later.  Not  many  years  later  they  were  all  fonr  living  at  New 
Amsterdam  or  on  Long  lslai\d.  John,  the  oldest  son,  became 
n)ayor  of  the  city  of  New  York  in  1072,  and  held  the  same  of- 
fice again  in  1091,  and  in  1002  became  judge  of  the  supreme 
court,  which  office  he  held  until  his  death  in  1090.  The  third 
son  was  Thomas  Lawrence,  born  about  1024,  emigrated  from 
England  after  his  two  biothers  and  sister,  and  settled  in  Mil- 
I'oi'd,  Conn.,  in  1030.  In  1 0.1.")  he  was  living  at  Newtown,  on 
Long  Lsland,  and  was  town  clei-k  of  Newtown  from  lO.lO  to  1002, 
and  one  of  tlie  i)atenteesof  N(!wtown  of  March  10,  1000,  as  were 
three  of  liis  sons,  Thomas,  AVilliam  and  John,  under  the  Dongan 
])atent  of  Novend)er  2.0,  lOSO.  iliswife's  name  was  AfaryTownly 
and  it  is  said  she  was  the  Mary  Townly,  the  heiress  of  the 
famous  Townly  estate  in  Lancashire,  England.  He  died  at  New- 
town in  Jul}^,  1703,  leaving  his  widow  Mary  and  seveial  children 
surviving  him.  Their  second  son  was  AVilliam  Lawrence,  who 
married,  in  1070,  Annetje,  daughter  of  Samuel  Edsall,  ami  was 
a  cornet  of  dragoons,  one  of  the  committee  of  safely,  and  one 
of  tile  council  of  fioveinor  Leisler.  In  1702  and  until  1700  he 
was  one  of  the  six  who  formed  Lord  Oorid)ury's  council.  Their 
only  son  was  William  Lawrence,  who  residinl  al  Newiowu,  on 
Long  Island,  lie  niariieil,  May  20,  1727,  Eli/.abeili,  daughhM- 
of  Samuel  llallet.  His  will  is  dale(l  Deceiidtei'  l  oM,  and  lie 
died  1  )ecend)er  I  L  1731.  Their  youngest  son,  Dr.  James  Law- 
rence, was  born  i^^al■(•h  I,  1732,  married,  Novend)er  20,  17r)3, 
Anne,  daughter  of  (Jliarles  Jaudine,  a  French  nuguenot,  lixcd 
in  New  York  and  Staten  Island,  and  died  in  New  Yoi  k  January 
0,  1S()4.  His  wife  died  November  15,  1807.  They  left  no  son, 
but  two  daughters:  Sarah  fvawience,  born  l'\-bruary  27,  n.VJ, 
iiKii'ried  Jcjseph  Ridgvvay,  and  tiled  in  l"\;bi'iuiry,  bS23,  leaving 
Ann,  Joseph,  Mary,  James  and  J^jli/zabeth  ;  and  Gatharine  Law- 
rence, Lorn  January  IS,  L70;{,  marrit-il  ,lacol)  Winaiils,  and  died 
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January  12,  1820,  leaving  i'oni'  cliildieii,  Elizabeth,  P(-tev, 
Daniel  Winant  and  Jacob.  Jacob  Winant's  oldest  son,  Cap- 
tain Peter,  was  boi'n  in  1784  and  died  at  sea  in  1823.  lie  niar- 
I'ied  Miss  Fannie  Ellis,  who  was  born  in  1785,  and  died  in  her 
82d  year.  They  left  six  children,  I'oiir  daughters  and  two  sons: 
Mary,  Catharine,  Gari-et  E.,  Laney,  Sebastian  and  Sarah  Ann. 

Ltsk. — Thi.s  family  was  never  vei'y  numerous  on  the  island,  tind 
we  lind  litth;  numtion  oT  it  in  any  rt^cords.  James,  the  earliest 
mentioned,  had  a  son  John,  baittized  March  2o,  1701.  IIh  is 
also  mentioned  as  liaving  bought  land  in  1700;  he  had  a  son 
Thomas,  who  married  Catalyntje  Van  Pelt,  ami  had  daughters 
baptized  in  1729,  1731,  1739  and  17-ir);  John,  son  ol'  James,  mar- 
ried liachel  naughwout,  and  had  a  son  Jacol)  baptized  Jan- 
uaiy  2,  1728.  Matthias  and  Anastasia  had  a  son  Moses  boi'u 
December  7,  17G(').  John  and  ]\lary  had  a  son  Thomas  btu'ii 
September  19,  17.0n;  he  made  his  ^\ill  August  2-1,  1703,  in  which 
he  mentions  his  children  Thcunas,  Fraidcy  and  Catharine. 
There  is  an  Alexander  Lisk  mentioned  in  the  court  records  in 
1724. 

LoCKMAN. — This  is  one  of  the  oldest  of  the  Dutch  families  iu 
the  province.  The  liist  mention  of  the  name  is  that  of  (covert 
Lo(;kei'mans  (^sometimes  s[)elled  Look(;rmans),  who  arriv(Ml  in 
America  in  1033,  in  the  carvel  "St.  Martyn."  lit-  was  a  uiinoi 
when  he  arrived,  and  caiue  as  an  apprentice,  but  was  immedi- 
ately taken  into  the  service  of  the  company.  He  soon  contri\  ed 
to  make  himself  conspicuous,  especially  in  leading  attacks  on 
the  Indians  on  Staten  Island  and  elsewhere. 

TIh^  earliest  mention  of  thcjuame  in  the  i(MX)rds  occurs  in  1 080, 
when  vVbraham  Ijakeman  is  said  to  have  owned  a  jiarcel  of 
\voodlai\don  I  he  sout  h  of  1  he  '.''re^h  kill.  Aluuil  i  lii'^  time  1  hei'e 
were  several  of  the  name  on  the  island --Al)raliam,  mentioned 
above,  whose  name  is  found  again  on  the  records  in  10^i-l  and 
1692;  Lewis,  who  was  defendant  in  a  suit  July  0,  1081;  and 
Peter,  who  sold  land  in  1084.  These  three  i)robably  were 
brothers.  There  was  an  Isaac,  ju^rhaps  a  son  of  one  of  the 
tlie  above,  of  whom  we  only  know  that  his  wift^  was  Catharim^ 
Christopher,  and  that  they  had  a  son  Lewis,  baptized  May  23, 
1731. 

Abi-aham,  and  Elizabeth  lii-s  wife,  had  two  daughters  born — 
Sai'ah  in  1702,  ami  Maigai'et  in  I7(i7,  and  a  son  Abraham,  born 
April  4,  1772.   Isaac  and  his  wife  Martha  had  I  le' following  sons: 
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David,  born  January  20.  1708;  .Tanol),  horn  July  21,  1771,  and 
Josepli,  born  October  7,  1775.  AVilliani  and  Mary,  liis  wile,  liad 
a  dan<2,-]it('r  Sarah,  born  October  4,  1772.  Isaac  and  Margaivt, 
Ills  wife,  liad  a  son  William,  born  November  24,  1772.  Tliere 
was  anotliei'  Isaac,  born  17o8,  and  died  Way  1,  1814.  Samuel 
and  Catharine  Orowal  were  married  March  10,  170O.  Nathaniel 
made  his  will  T)ecend)er  12,  1795,  pi'oved  May  24, 1808,  in  wliicli 
he  mentions  his  wife  Martha,  his  daughter  Susanna,  and  his 
sons  Isaac  and  ,Iohn.  This  family  is  also  gradually  dyiug 
out. 

Ma  NEE. — Originally  written  j\Ianez.  This  is  a  Westfield 
family  concerning  which  the  notices,  in  either  county  or  church 
records,  are  ex(;eedingly  meager.  We  have  found  but  few 
shreds  of  its  history.  Peter  and  Mary  Brooks,  liis  wife,  had  a 
daughtei'  bajitized  August  8, 1725.  Abraham  and  Anna  Jansen, 
liis  wife,  had  a  son  Abiaharn,  baplized  May  20,  172:5.  Al)ra- 
ham  and  Sai'ah  du  Chesne  had  a  daugtiter  Sarali,  bai)tized 
Marcli  30,  1740.  Abraham  had  a  son  Isaac,  ))ai)tized  May  15, 
1790.    Peter  and  Mary  Pi'ycn'  were  mari'ied  January  4,  1804. 

William  and  J^^lizabetli  Prior  were  married  April  ,  1808. 

Al)raham  and  Mary  ^Voglom  were  married  (Jctober  8,  1808. 
Isaac  made  his  will  May  14,  1794,  ]. roved  July  18,  1794,  in 
which  sjiral^s  of  his  l)i'oth(,'rs  Abi-aliam  and  Pctei',  and 
sister  Hannah  Piior.  liis  will  is  dated  on  the  (hiy  of  his  death, 
at  which  time  he  was  40  years  old. 

Ja:mes  M.  i\lANEK. — The  progenitor  of  the  i\Ianee  family  on 
Staten  Island  was  Peter  ]\[ane(;,  who,  on  his  emigration,  ob- 
tained a  patent  for  the  land  on  which  he  settled  on  tin;  island. 
His  son,  Abrani,  was  muted  in  marriage  to  a  Miss  Johnson. 
Their  children  were:  Peter,  Abram,  William,  Isaac,  Jacub, 
Deborah  uvho  became  Mi's.  l'2(l\vanl  Wier),  and  Ann,  who  nt>ver 
married.  William  aManee,  wlio  was  boi'u  in  J78S  ;  nil  died  in 
1828,  married  l^^lizabeth  Prier,  of  Westlield  township,  and  had 
children:  Lydia  (Mrs.  Louis  Androuvatt),  Susan  (Mrs.  Charles 
Androuvatt),  Elizabeth  (INIrs.  Abraham  liatourett),  Catherine 
(Mrs.  Israel  La  Foi'ge),  Lany  (Mrs.  James  Totten),  Mary  (Mi-s. 
Cornelius  Cole),  Elsie  (Mrs.  ,k»hn  Latoui'ett ),  and  three  sons: 
"William,  mari'ied  to  Elizabeth  Dedell,  James  M.  and  Aljram, 
whose  wife  was  Enudine  Latoui'ett.  James  M.  Manee  was 
boin  I\'bruary  14,  18H),  at  \\^)odrow,  Westlield  townshi}).  and 
renuo'ed  with  his  parents  to  L'leasant  Plains  when  l)ut  ('iglit 
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years  of  age.  ITis  attention  liaviiig  been  early  directed  to  farm- 
ing, (his  employment  was  continued  until  1S44,  when  he  em- 
barked in  oyster  planting  near  his  home  at  Pi  ince's  l)ay.  Find- 
ing this  both  a  congenial  and  lucrative  i)ursnit,  his  capital  has 
never  been  directed  in  otlier  (shannels.  Mr.  Manee  was  on  tiie 
11th  of  Deceml)er,  1889,  mari'ied  to  Catherine,  daughter  of 
Nicholas  Iai  Forge,  of  Stafen  Island.  Their  children  ai'e:  Ellen 
L.,  wife  of  David  JNf.  llyder;  James,  deceased;  AVilliam  W., 
now  a  resident  of  Indiana;  Mary  Jane,  wife  of  Francis  A.  Legget, 
and  Nicholas,  deceased.  Mr.  Manee,  as  a  whig  and  lat;er  as  a 
republican,  was  formerly  active  in  tlie  arena  of  })olitics.  Aside 
fioni  tlie  office  of  assessor  of  the  township  he  has  declined  all 
prolfers  of  oflicial  i)osition.  He  is  identified  with  the  Bethel 
Metliodist  Episcopal  chui'(di  in  which  lie  tilled  tlie  office  of 
steward,  and  is  still  a  zealous  worker. 

Mau'I'Lino.  — 'riiis  name  is  not,  met  with  at  a  very  early  date; 
when  its  connection  with  t  lie  island  began  is  unknown;  the 
earliest  mention  of  the  family  in  our  local  records  is  in  1724, 
when  Isaac  Martling  and  Anna  Van  Name,  his  wife,  had  a 
daughter  batized  January  10;  a  son  John,  January  21,  1731,  a 
IJarent  Martling  being  present  as  a  s])onsor.  He  died  in  in- 
fancy. 

Ar.MtTiNo. — Gaston  Mnrtineau,  a  surgeon  of  r>ieii]~)e,  settled 
in  I'higlandin  lOH.-),  and  was  a  h'rench  i'efug(ie.  lie  had  seveial 
sons,  wliose  descendants  still  reside  in  England,  and  many  of 
them  are  distinguished.  The  family  in  America  is  a  (collateral 
])ranch,  and  were  in  this  country  and  on  tlie  island  brfore  (i;is- 
ton  left  Fj-ance.  We  find  lln.!  name  of  l^'rancis  in  our  county 
records  as  tlefendaut  in  a  suit  wiih  .laques  Jeyoung  in  1081, 
and  as  selling  land  in  Kl'.M.  I'rancisco  Marlino  received  a,  ])ai 
enl    from  (jo\'ernor  Dongan  lor  land  in  Ivichiuond  county  in 

i(')S(;. 

Stei)hen  was  born  in  1727,  and  died  May  9,  1801;  he  owni^l  and 
resided  on  tlu^  property  known  now  as  the  Poor  lh)use  farm, 
lie  was  one  of  the  coiporators  of  the  Moravian  (diurcli.  Eeii- 
jamii\,  brother  of  Stephen,  was  born  in  1742,  and  di(^d  May  17, 
1724.  Penjamin,  son  of  above,  was  born  April  4,  170(').  ai\dtlied 
N()vend)er  20,  1814.  lie  was  father  of  Gabriel  Martiuo,  of 
Four  Corners. 

Stephen  was  fatlnu'  of  Gabriel  Martiuo,  of  BulPs  Head. 
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Meiiiull. — Tin's  family  have  descended  from  Kiehard  Merrill 
and  Sarah  Wells,  his  wile,  natives  of  Warwicksliire,  England, 
who  emigrated  to  America  about  the  year  1675  and  settled  on 
Staten  Island.  As  their  family  was  the  only  one  of  the  name 
on  the  island,  they  had  among  their  children  the  following  sons: 
\Villiam,  llichard,  'rin)mas,  I'liilip  and  perhaps  John,  for  we 
find  in  the  Albany  records  the  name  of  William  as  owning  land 
on  Staten  Island  in  ]08'3;  Philip  bought  land  of  Richard 
(father  or  brother  ?)  in  1711. 

Richard  married  Elsie  Dorian t,  and  had  the  following  chil- 
dren: Richard,  baptized  September  22,  1709,  who  died  young; 
Elsie,  baptized  April  1,  17U8,  by  Dominie  Freeman;  Richard, 
bai)tized  1715;  Lambert,  l)aptized  January  1,  1721,  and  Susanna, 
baptized  September  13,  1724.  Pliilip  and  Elizabeth  Rakker 
(Baker),  his  wife,  had  the  following  children:  Catherine  and 
Susanna,  twins,  baptized  July  4,  1725;  Philip,  bai)tized  Febru- 
ary 24,  1727;  Nicholas,  baptized  November  24,  1728;  Elisai)et, 
baptized  Aprils,  1738,  and  Neellje  (Cornelia)  bai)ti/.ed  March  0, 
1735.  Thomas  and  Jenne  Gewau  had  a  son  Ricluird — no  date  (jf 
baptism.  Jolin  and  Gertrude  Simonson  had  a  daughter,  bap- 
tized September  18,  1720.  Of  the  descendants  of  \Villiam  we 
have  no  account.

John, 
son  of  Thomas  and  h'va  (known  in  the  family  as  noiiuis),  was 
born  in  1712,  and  died  Decer)d)er  11),  182().  His  wife's  name  was 
Charity.  Thomas  (known  as  "Sawiuill  Thomas"),  sou  of  John 
and  l^]va,  had  a  son  John,  baptized  August  17,  1788. 

Ther(i  was  a  John,  Jr.,  w  ho  had  a  daughter,  ba[)tize(l  No- 
vember 7,  17S)(),  and  John  Y.,  who  was  borji  in  1770,  and  died 
Jum^  (i,  1858,  but  they  are  jirobably  distini^t  persons;  John, 
,)r.,  n)ore  ])i'(J)ably  was  the  siuiof  Joseph  and  Mai'tha,  and  w:is 
boiii  Ai»ril  4,  170.").    Joseph  also  had  a  daiightei'  Mary,  born 
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January  10,  1703.  Jolm  and  Ann  liis  wife  had  a  daughter  Ijap- 
rized  November  7,  17ri;j.  i>andiert  (son  ol'  liicliard  and  Elsie) 
and  Tabitlia,  liad  a  son  Richard,  ))orn  .Fuly  i),  MCC);  a  son  ,Ion- 
atlian,  born  May  24,  1774;  a  (hmgliter  Tabitha,  l)oi'n  Fel)i'uary 
18,  1770,  who  married  Capt.  John  AV.  I^hil^e,  and  died  January 
12,  1801,  ao'ed  iiearly  91  years;  also  a  datighttn' Elsie,  born  1708, 
married  John  Hillj'er  1785,  and  was  the  mother  (jI  II(»n.  Law- 
rence llillyei' a  nd  lion.  John  1).  Ilillyer. 

William  and  Ann  Merrill  wei'e  married  in  August,  1770; 
Abraham  and  Ann  ^Merrill  were  mari'ied  October  3,  171)0;  Mary, 

widow  of  Mei'rill,  made  her  will  Januai'y  10,  1781),  proved 

November  80,  1781J;  reference  has  been  made  to  this  will  before, 
and  tlie  bequest  made  to  her  dau^;hter  Mary,  the  wife  of  Na- 
tlmniel  Robins. 

Tlie  famil}'  was  once  numerous,  and  have  lar<j,ely  intermaiaied 
with  t)ther  families  of  the  island.  The  in-oiieriy  belon^'ing-  to 
them  in  Northlield  was  extensive,  and  a  pai't  of  it  is  slill  in  the 
possession  of  some  of  them.  The  pulilic  r()ad  known  as  Lam- 
Ijei't's  lane,  leading  to  Watchogue,  was  luimed  from  Fjumberl 
Merrill,  mentioned  above. 

Mioitsi'MMiAU. — John  ]\rerser(iau  was  a  native  of  France,  and  a 
Protestant.  In  his  yiuith  he  was  possessed  of  exti'aordinary 
l)hysicnl  strengtli.  He  stmlied  law,  Itut  disliking  ihe  ('((uline- 
ment  of  study,  he  learned  the  trade  of  a  saddler,  which  he  sub- 
sequently carried  on  extensively.  fie  died  young,  and  lefi 
three  sons — .loshua,  l*aul  and  Daniid — and  Iwo  daughters, 
Mary  and  Martha.  'J'hese  children,  with  their  mother,  lied 
from  France  to  England  in  108;"),  immediate!)"  after  the  Revoca- 
tion, and  subseiiueutly  all  except  Paul  continued  their  lliLi'ht 
to  Amtuica.  'i'hey  hail  inleuded  lo  scllle  at.  riiiladelphia,  bul 
they  wei'c  driven  to  Ne\v  Yoik  by  stress  of  weather  They 
settled  on  Staten  Islaml,  where  their  mother  died,  and  was 
buried  in  the  French  church  yard  (on  the  Seaman  farm,  AVest- 
iield). 

l)ani(d  was  a  tailoi';  Joshua  mai'ried  a  Latourctte,  and  died 
May  23,  17r)0,  ag(;d  over  1)3  years.  They  had  a  son  Joshua,

There  was  a  Josliua  who  had  a  son  llarmanns  l)ai>li/.i'd  .1  nne 
8,  1788.  Thei'e  was  a  Paul  here  as  early  as  1728,  si)onsor  at  a 
baptism.  Peter  and  Rebecca  his  wife  had  the  roHowini;'  children: 
Sarah,  born  March  23,  1709;  Daniel,  born  August  27,  1771,  died 
July  10,  1855,  and  John,  baptized  N'ovend)er,  1775.  Peter  died 
June  10,  1803,  born  1734.  There  was  a  John  born  December, 
1737,  died  July  3(»,  1811.  .lohn  and  Ciiarity  had  a  son  ,bjhn 
born  April  13,  1757;  son  Lawrence  i\[arch  28,  1701.  Paul  and 
Frances  had  a  son  .John  born  May  2,  1759.  Stephen  and  Lydia 
had  the  roliowiiig  chihli-en:  Sarah,  born  Septend)er  8,  1700); 
Daniel,  born  December  0,  1708,  and  Sleplieii,  born  February

and  Joshua,  bai»tized  Se[)feinber  (5,  1772.  Daniel  and  Susan  had 
a  daughter  Ann  baptized  July  0,  1789.  Daniel  aiul  Ann  had  a 
daughter  Cornelia  baptized  -June  20,  1791.  Henry  and  Eliza  La- 
I'orge  were  married  September  0,  1790.  ,lacob  and  Mary  Croch- 
eron  were  married  September  5,  1798.  Daniel  and  Alida  Lake 
were  married  (October  0,  1798.  Daniel  and  Eliza  AVinant  were 
married  February  8,  1800.  Stei)hen  and  Lanah  (Helen)  \\^inant 
were  married  November  21,  1802.  .Fohn  and  Ann  Parlee  were 
mai'ried  Decend)er  31,  18o3.  .loshua  and  Susannah  Story  were 
jnar)'i(!d  De(^endi(;r  10,  1805.  IN^tfi'  Mei'stM'eau  made  his  will 
May  (),  1800(i)roved  .Inly  25,  1803)  in  which  he  alludes  to  his 
wife  without  uamiug  her,  aiul  uu-utions  his  children  Klizal)elli, 
Ivebecca,  Catharine,  Ann,  Sarah,  Daniel  and  AVilliaui. 

Among  the  prominent  citizens  of  Staten  fslaml  oi  the  past, 
nuiy  be  mentioned  the  late  David  Mersereau,  Es([.  lie  wasl)orn 
about  the  year  1709,  and  died  in  A]»ril,  1835,  aged  sixly-six 
years.  His  renuiins  lie  in  the  burial  ground  of  the  Peforined 
church  at  Port  iiichmoiui.  Early  in  life  he  married  Coiaielia, 
the  daughter  of  Abraham  Ivolf,  who  owned  }»roi)ei'ty  in  New 
Jirighton,  through  the  middle  of  which  the  public  road  called 
J3urger  avenue  now  runs.  ShortI}'  after  his  marriage  he  re- 
moved to  (jurrituck,  VMrgiina,  where  he  opened  a  stoie,  which, 
under  the  maiuigement  of  his  wife,  proved  a  success,  Mr.  ]\[er- 
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sereau  liiniseH'  liciiit;-  ()C('ii[)i(>(l  with  other  iiuisiiits.  lie  iv- 
iiiaiiied  at  I  h(.' Soul  li  several  years.  On  his  I'etiirii  north,  lie  and 
Ills  Tainiiy  enibarlved  on  a  snrall  scliooner,  en('(junlei'ed  a  N  iohi-iit 
storm,  which  ra[)size(l  tlie  vessel,  and  all  ex(::e[)l  Mr.  Mei'sei'ean 
were  drowned.  For  l'oi  ty-ei<;ht  lioui's  heclnng  to  his  i)recarions 
siippoi't  on  the  keel  of  the  capsized  vessel,  until  a  jiassini;- 
Philadelphia  vessel  rescued  liini. 

In  Novend)er,  1770,  he  i)urchased  of  Ids  fathei'dndaw  llolf 
the  pi'operty  above  nieiitit)ned,  containing  one  hundred  and 
forty  a('res.  Tlie  farm  house,  built  by  the  father  of  Mr.  liolf, 
stood  near  the  site  of  the  present  mansion  liouse  of  Mrs.  l>e- 
ment,  and  after  the  fashion  of  thiMlay  was  constructed  of  stone, 
long-  and  low. 

On  this  farm  ]\lr.  Mersereau  l)uill  a  tannery,  which  he  ]ila(;ed 
under  the  sni>erintendency  of  Stephen  A\'ood.  The  tanner's 
house  stood  on,  or  very  near  the  site  of  the  residence  n[  A.  W. 
Sexton,  and  the  remains  of  I  he  vats  were  visible  until  lecently. 
Mr.  ]\lersereau's  second  wife  was  Maria  Bennett  of  Long  Island, 
a  sister  of  tlie  wife  of  the  late  Rev.  P.  T.  \^iu  Pelt,  D.  D.  Py 
her  lie  had  Imt  one  child,  a  daughter,  who  married  Henry  F. 
He])erton,  Esq.,  of  P]iila(lel])hia,  and  they  were  the  parents  of 
Mrs.  C.  J.  Good  and  her  sister,  Mrs.  (Jurry,  of  Port  Kicli- 
niond. 

Besides  the  farm  already  mentioned,  Mr.  Mersereau  was  tlie 
ownei-  of  several  large  and  valuable  i)arcels  of  I'eal  estate.  At 
one  time  lie  owned  all  tlujse  lots  lying  between  the  Mill  load 
and  the  pond,  and  extending  from  the  Shore  road  to  the  Post 
farm,  lie  also  owned  the  mill  afterward  known  as  liodine's 
mill,  and  I  lie  i)ro])erty  adjacent;  he  built  another  mill  al  the 
terminalitm  of  the  Old  Place  road;  the  two  biicU  li(in>es  on  the 
Shore  road,  I'ort  Kichniond,  wtM't;  built  by  In'd  l*yer.i  for  his 
two  daughters  and  siibseipienlly  bought  by  Mr.  Mersereau,  w  lio 
lived  and  died  in  one  and  sold  the  otlier  to  Dr.  Van  Pelt.  They 
are  now  owned  by  Owen  and  l*]dwaid  McS(ulev,  who  occupy 
tliem.  In  connection  with  this  house  lie  owned  thirty  acres 
of  land  whi(di  his  execubu'S  sold  to  Peter  N.  and  h'der  V. 
Haughwout,  and  which  now  constitutes  an  important  and  beau- 
tiful i)ortioi>.  of  the  village  of  Port  Kicdimond.  The  large  building 
usually  known  as  the  Poi  t  Richmond  or  Continental  hotel,  at  om^ 
time  belonged  to  him;  it  is  still  in  Ihe  family,  being  now  owneil 
by  INIrs.  C.  ,1.  (rood.     From  the  wharf  in  front  of  this  hotel, 
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John  ]?yers  r:in  a  ferry  boat  to  New  York,  fare  2.")  cents.  John 
Tlilleker,  who  built  tlie  house  next  east  of  tlie  briclc  Inuist-  oc- 
cupied by  Mr.  Mei'.s(!reau,  built  a  wliarf  neai'ly  o])]iosite  his 
i'e.si(hnice,  I  lie  remains  of  wliicli  are  still  fo  be  seen,  from 
wliich  he  ran  an  opposili(jn  feri'y,  fare  eiglitecMi  (•(Mils.  Mr.  Mei'- 
serean  boufi,lit  ))olli  of  tliese  fei  i'itis,  ami  I'an  liis  boats  fiom  t  he  okl 
wharf.  At  the  time  R3M'rs  ran  liis  ferry,  the  jilace  was  kuovs'u 
as  "  liyers'  Ferry;"  after  tlie  chan,L!,e  of  owners  it  was  called 
"Merserean's  Feri'}^,"  by  wlii(di  inune  it  was  known  nntil  that 
of  J'oi't  liiclimond  supj)lanted  it. 

Ml'.  Merseieau  was  nieinl)er  of  assend)ly  from  this  county 
in  IHO?,  18U8  and  1809,  sup(nvisoi- (jf  JNoi  tlrlield  in  1815,  and 
for  numy  years  one  of  tlu;  judi^'es  of  tin;  coiiit  of  common 
pleas. 

Mktcalke. — Though  not  anjong  the  oldest,  this  faniily  is 
among  the  most  i)rominent  ones  of  the  county.  Simon,  the 
pi'ogenitor  of  the  faniily  on  Statt^i  Island,  came  from  England 
in  17()5,  and  settled  in  New  York  city,  and  was  subseciueiitly 
ap[)ointed  deputy  surveyor  of  the  cohjiiy.  lie  left  his  son 
George  in  England  to  be  educated,  until  lu^  was  17  yeai'sof  age, 
when  he  joined  his  father  in  this  country.  After  studying  law, 
George  resided  at  Albany  for  a  time,  then  went  to  Johnstown, 
Fulton  county,  N.  Y.  He  marrit;d  the  ilaughter  of  Commodore 
Silas  Talbot.  In  171)0  Gov.  John  Jay  api)oiuted  him  assistant 
attorney-general,  which  oflice  he  liehl  until  1811.  lie  then  re- 
moved to  New  York,  where  he  practiced  law  until  ISKi,  when 
he  I'emoved  to  Staten  Island,  and  in  1818,  when  the  oflice  of 
district  attorney  was  made  a  (-ounty  ofhce,  he  was  appointed  to 
perform  its  duties.  He  died  in  182(5.  His  children  w(M'e  Maria, 
who  maiiieil  William  S.  lumt,  of  TompUiiis\ill(>;  Silns  Tnlbot; 
Simon;  ratliarine,  who  was  ilie  lirsi  wite  of  .lohii  l>.  Simoiison; 
lleiiry  lileecker;  (ieoigiaiia,  who  married  Daniel  i'\'iin-  of  -Mas- 
sachusetts,  and  Louisa,  twins,  and  George. 

Heni-y  Hleecker  was  born  January  20,  180;"),  studii'd  law  with 
liis  father,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1820.  The  same  year 
lie  was  appointed  district  attorney  for  Richmond  couuty,  which 
oihce  he  held  until  In  1840  he  was  apiiointed  a  county 

judge,  and  the  same  yearlhiited  States  boarding  ollicerat  quar- 
antine, in  the  I'evenue  department,  which  [ilace  he  occupied  un- 
til 1843.  In  1847  he  was  elected  county  judge  and  surrogate, 
the  two  oilices  having  been  united,  and  re-(dected  from  lime  to 
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time  until  near  tlie  close  of  1875,  at  tlie  end  of  wliieh  year  he 
would  have  l)een  lef^'ally  disqualified  by  age,  l)ul  he  resigned  to 
take  liis  seat  as  member  of  congress,  to  whii-li  hi^  had  been 
elected  as  I'ejjresentative  of  the  First  congressional  district.  He 
died  at  his  home  on  Staten  Island,  Feljruary  7,  18S1. 

NioiioLAS  ]\I iij.iou.- -l*i-oiinn(uit  among  the  aggressive  cit- 
izens of  the  village  of  Port  Ri(dimond  is  Nicholas  (1.  Miller,  who 
was  born  in  New  York  city  Novembi'i'  n,  bS.'?8.  liis  :incest()i\s 
were  amorig  the  original  Dutcii  settlei-,  wF  .M;iidialian  island  and 
thei)hices  in  ifs  vicinity.  After  recei\  ing  a  good  ('ducat ion  Mr. 
Miller  began  l)usiufss  in  tiie  dry  goods  tiade,  fUtHring  tirst  thn 
em]iloy  of  Burr,  (Jrillith  White,  at  01  Cedar  stiei^t,  and  after- 
ward tliat  of  Spaidding,  Vail  iV'  Fullei'  and  Itieii'  successors.  In 
January,  18(54,  ht^  began  his  career  as  au  insurance  nuui  by  ac- 
cepting the  cashiership  of  the  Tnternatiomd  Insurance  Company. 
During  the  same  year  he  assisted  in  tlui  oiganizati(jn  of  the 
Star  Fire  Insurance  Company,  becoming  its  secretai'y,  and  after- 
ward, fronj  1808,  till  the  present  time,  its  piesideiif.

He  was  made  seci'etary 
of  the  committee  on  rates  and  surveys  of  the  New  York  Boai'd 
of  Fire  llndei'writers,  aiul  in  that  cajjacity  rendereil  im])ortant 
services  pi'evious  to  and  during  the  trying  times  of  the  great 
Chicago  and  BostfUi  tires.  For  two  yeai's  he  was  the  etlicient 
president  of  the  board.  On  j'etiring  fr(nn  tliat  jio.sition  in  1880, 
Mr.  ]\Iiller  was  tendei'ed  by  his  associates  in  tli*^  board  of 
underwriters  a  highly  conii)limentary  testimonial  to  his  value 
as  an  ollicer  and  the  esteem  with  wdncli  he  was  le^ardt'd  as  a 
man, 

In  June,  188."),  Mi'.  Milh'r  was  eh-cted  a  trustee  nf  tlie  .Mutual 
Life  Insurance  C<un})any  of  New  York  city,  and  ha-,  inc.;  tliat 
time  coustantly  taken  an  active  part  in  [)i'oniot irig  its  interests, 
lie  is  also  connected  as  a  diieetor  with  sevei'al  coi  jiuiate  entfu- 
pi'ises  in  New  York,  Staten  island  and  (diicago,  among  them 
the  North  River  Bank  of  New  York  city  and  tlie  First  National 
Hank  of  Staten  Island.  He  is  business  like  liy  habit  and  cour- 
teous in  manner,  familiar  with  the  progress  of  tlie  country  both 
east  and  west,  and  cultured  by  travel  abi'oad.  He  possesse.s  an 
experience  in  alfairs  and  a  knowledge  of  men  most  \aluable  to 
an  enterpi'ising  Ameri(;an. 
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Since  ISO,")  'Sir.  Miller  has  been  a  resident  of  Riclinioiid 
comity,  in  the  all'airs  of  wliich  he  has  been  deeply  interested, 
lie  is  a  niend)er  of  the  liel'onned  chui'ch  of  Port  RichiiKjiid  and 
is  well  known  in  the  social  lite  of  Staten  Island,  lie  married 
Miss  Eiinna  Ci'opsey.  dau.n'hter  of  Jacob  11.  Cropsey,  and  they 
have  fonr  children,  three  of  whom  reside  with  theii'  parents. 

Moi!(;.\N. — This  family  w  as  on  Staten  Island  at  an  early  date, 
bnt  the  notit'es  of  tluMii  in  the  recoi'ds  are  veiy  few.  Thonnis 
Morgan  was  a,  nn'inberfd'  t  he  coloniMl  assenil)l_y  from  this  comity 
in  1002.  This  is  the  lirst  occnrrence  of  the  name  in  the  comity 
records.  His  name  occnrs  again  in  the  Dutch  church  recjords 
lis  having  a  son  Abi'aham,  lia[>tized  May  o,  1G90.  and  a  daugh- 
ter Martlia,  SeptemlierT,  1008. 

Thomas  (])rol)al)ly  a  son  of  the  former)  and  Magdalena  Staats, 
his  wife,  had  the  following  children:  Elisal)et,  l)aptized  Febru- 
ary 7,  l?^.");  ^lagdalena,  baptized  February  PJ,  1727;  Pieter, 
baptized  March  0,  1720;  Thomas,  baptized  Octolier  lu,  1731;  and 
Sarah,  l)aptized  Septemlter  10,  ]7;30. 

The  name  does  not  again  appear  until  December  10,  1754, 
when  "William  ^Morgan  and  Elizal)etli  Winter  ^vere  married.  It 
is  proliable  that  William  was  the  son  of  Pieter  mentioned  af)ove, 
though  not  certain.  AVilliam  had  a  son  John,  who  lived  and 
died  in  the  vicinity  of  Xew  Springville.  Among  his  children 
was  a  son  Charles,  who  married  a  Yroom,  and  they  were  the 
parents  of  Mr.  Henry  C,  of  Travisville,  and  his  brother,  the 
late  John  Yroom,  of  Mariners'  }IaiJ)or.

Pkpjne. — Tlie  ori^iital  ortlio^rapliy  of  the  name  was  Penin. 
Count  Perrin  was  a  Hiigneiiot  I'd'ttgee  from  Noiiere;  the  Ameri- 
can family  are  not  descended  from  him,  Imt  the  original  emi- 
grant was  akin  to  him.  The  first  occurrence  of  the  name  in 
this  county  was  in  1G87,  when  Daniel  Perine  sold  land,  ami  he 
wa.s  i)ro])a1)ly  tlie  pi'ogenitor  of  the  Perines  of  llie  present  day. 
Like  many  other  old  families  in  the  county  they  have  a  fannly 
record,  l)ut  very  imperfect,  exceiU,  perliaps,  for  the  last  two  or 
tliree  genoi'ations.  Tlie  branch  which  we  are  a))le  to  ti'ace,  lived 
lor  a  century  and  a  lialf,  or  more,  in  the  same  house,  which  is 
still  standing,  and  occupied  l)y  them,  on  the  Jiiclimond  road,  a 
short  distance  north  of  Garrison's  station,  on  the  Staten  Island 
railroad.  It  is  probably  tlie  oldest  dwelling  hoii>,e  in  the 
county  oc(Mii)ied  by  tlu'  family  who  built  it. 

(■ornelius  8.  and  ,losi-ph  hi.  are  the  sons  of  Simon  S.,  who 
was  the  son  of  Joseph,  born  June  -1,  I  Tf)!),  died  Ai)i  il  Hitii, 
j8]4.  Josei)li's  bi'otiiers  were  Kdwiird,  born  July  ('),  17(iG,  and 
]I(Miry,  born  November  2!),  1  7(kS,  and  mari'ied  Mary  Winaiil, 
June  21,  1700  ;  they  wei'e  the  parents  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth,  relict 
of  the  late  Ricliai'd  Tysen,  VjSi\.  Jusei)h's  parents  wd're  Edward 
and  Ann  ;  Edward  died  dui'ing  the  revolution.  We  are  unable 
to  trace  the  pedigree  of  any  branch  of  the  family  beyoiul  Ed- 
ward, with  any  degree  of  certainty.  Pi'ol)aldy  Edward  was  the 
son,  possibly  the  grandson  of  Daniel,  whom  we  su[)pose  to  be 
the  original. 
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Til  addition  to  the  above,  tlie  following  are^  luund  on  the 
connty  and  cluircli  recortls,  on  tomb  stones,  etc.  lleni'y  and 
Susannah  liis  wife  had  a  son  Edward,  born  Febrnaiy  10,  17.")8  ; 
a  son  Peter,  born  jMay  22,  17G4.  Henry  made  his  will  Ai)i-il 
10,  17S8,  which  was  proved  June  7,  1788,  in  which  he  mentions 
his  wife  Susannah  and  his  children,  David  and  Cornelius,  then 
niiiu)rs,  and  his  other  (diildren,  Edward,  Mariiaret  and  Susan- 
nah, Abraham,  IbMiry,  NaiK'y  ami  Mary.  This  youngei'  Henry 
was  a  wcavei-,  and  nuuh;  his  will  Octolxu-  21),  171)2,  which  was 
pi'oved  Ai)ril  2,  17U:{,  in  which  si)eaks  of  his  biolhors,  David, 
(Jornelins  and  Etlward,  but  alludes  to  no  wife  nor  childi'en. 
Henry  and  Ann  his  wife  had  a  son  Abraliam,  born  Eebruaiy  1, 
17G0.  Henry  and  Hannah  his  wife  had  a  son  Henry  boi  n  ,)une 
f),  17(57.  James  and  Nannie  had  a  daughter  Sophia,  born  July 
17,  17G7.  William  and  iMii'anda  his  wife  had  a  son  PiMer,  baij- 
tized  .June  27,  1790.  Edward  and  Patience  Mersereau  were  mar- 
ried .lune7,  171)0,  and  had  a  daughter  Mary,  born  October  1), 
17lJ().  Abraham  and  Sarah  l^ezeau  wern  mariicd  August  24, 
17U(),  and  had  a  son  Peter  Kezejau,  born  Se])t(Mnber  2o,  171)1. 
Petei-  aiul  Alary  Bedell  were  married  December  .H,  1788.  Ed- 
ward an<l  Adriar  (iuyon  were  married  .lanuary  2o,  1791.  Henry 
and  Magdelena  Sinionson  were  married  ,lune  11),  1800.  C()rnc- 
lius  and  Mary  ArcL(^an  wert?  nuirried  March  HI,  1804.  Edward, 
boi'U  in  1740,  died  Novend)er  22,  1818.  James  G.,  born  August 
29,  1790,  died  September  17,  IS'.V,].  There  was  a  Peter,  living  in 
170(),  and  a  Henry  in  1707,  who  were  interested  in  the  purchase 
or  sale  of  land. 

Poit-LON. — The  first  menli(jn  of  the  name  fonntl  was  in  c(jnnec- 
tion  with  Staten  Island  when  ,Ja(iues  Poullion  was  ajipointod  ;i 
justice  for  Ixichinond  coun(y,  DcctMidicr  11,  lti8i),  Ity  l,ci>l..T. 
Till'  family  were  x  ery  numerous,  .bupu's  is  frequently  nuMi-' 
tioned  as  buying  oi' selling  land  prior  to  17o;^.  Alter  him  we 
Jiave  no  notice  of  any  member  of  tln^  family  for  half  a  ctuitury; 
then  John  and  Margaret,  his  wife,  had  sons:  John,  l)orn  June  i^, 
17r);{;  Petei',  born  .January  27,  17(;;{,  and  James,  ba[)liziMl  No- 
vember 3,  1772.  James  ;ind  Frances,  his  wife,  had  a  son  John, 
baptized  Novend)er  14,  1702.  Pettu-  and  Mai'garc^t,  his  wife,  liad 
a  s(Ui  John,  born  October  28,  1770,  and  a  son  I'eter,  born  Mai'cli 
0,  1772.  This  Peter  was  a  communicant  in  St.  Andrew's  church, 
1792,  after  his  father's  death.  Abraham  and  Susan  Oolc  mai- 
lied  June  17, 1790;  he  died  young.   -lolin  and  Mlizabeth  Seguine

married  July  n,  1702.  Abraliam  made  his  will  July  ^O,  1791, 
proved  August  8,  17'J1,  in  wliicli  he  mentions  Ids  wife  Susan, 
and  his  son  Peter,  a  minor.  John,  named  above,  made  his  will 
March  10,  18<»2,  proved  February  18,  1803;  mentions  his  wife 
Margaret,  his  daughters  Mary,  iMarg-aret,  Ann,  Sarah  and 
(-atharine,  and  Ins  sons  Peter,  John  and  James,  deceased.  There 
were  three  or  four  Johns,  but  they  had  all  disappeared  many 
years  ago. 

Post.— Adrian  Post,  wlio  was,  without  doubt,  the  i)rogenitoi' 
of  the  family  on  Staten  Island,  was  commander  of  a  ship  which 
brouglit  emigrants  to  tlie  colony  before  1050.  He  was  subse- 
quently tlie  superintendent  of  Baron  Van  deCappelan's  phinta- 
tion  on  the  island.  The  Indian  massacre  of  1055  drove  him 
temporarily  from  the  ishmd,  but  he  soon  returned,  and  resumed 
Ins  residence  tliere.  His  family  consisted  of  his  wife,  live  chil- 
dren and  two  servants.  Jolin,  who  w.'is  p)'obably  a  grandson  of 
Adrian,  nuu'ried  Amia  Jlousiuan,  and  tliey  had  the  following 
sons  baptized:  Abraham,  Ai)ril  10,  1743,  and  Adrian,  A})ril 
1748.  Garret  and  Sarah  Ellis  had  the  foll(jwing  sons  ))aptized: 
Garret,  August  7,  17.')4,  and  Abraham,  March  12,  1708.  Abra- 
liam had  a  daughter  Miriam,  born  July  31,  1700.  Tliere  was 
another  Garret,  born  in  1720  and  died  March  31,  1707. 

PuALL. — The  later  representatives  of  the  family  are  lion. 
Benjamin  P.  Pi'all,  of  Huguenot,  Westlield,  and  his  brotliei' 
('aptain  Arthur  Prall,  of  New  Springville,  Northlit-ld.  Tlieii' 
lather  was  Peter  l^j'all,  born  1703  and  died  Novend)er  1,  1822; 
his  father  was  Benjamin  Pi'all,  boi-n  1733  and  died  1700;  his 
father  was  Abraham  Pi'all,  boi'u  17()0  and  died  September  28, 
1775;  liis  father  was  Peter  Prall,  whose  name  we  lind  recordtMl 
as  a  witness  or  sponsor  at  a  baptism  in  17i'8;  he  liad  an  oldei- 
son  t lian  Abraham,  \  iz.:  Areiil,  Inu'ii  Ki'.KS,  and  a  \'oungi'r.  ]s:i;ic. 
born  1710.  This  brings  us  very  near  or  quite  to  tin-  original  of 
the  family.  There  was,  liowever,  an  Arent  Prall,  who  prol)alily 
was  eitlier  father  or  brother  of  the  last  mentioned  l*eter.  W'v. 
find  liis  (Arent' s)  name  on  record  as  owning  one  hundred  and 
twenty  acres  of  land  on  Jjong  Neck  in  1004. 

Other  members  of  tlui  family,  not  in  the  above  line,  were 
Peter,  born  April  0,  1730,  and  died  February  28,  1822,  and  his 
brother  Abraliam,  born  1740,  died  May  0,  l82o.  ll,-  had  two  sons, 
viz.:  Daniel,  drowned  October  lo,  1817,  and  Ichabod,  a  uierchant 
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in  New  York;  Dnniel  married  Ann  Merserean  January  22, 
179-1. 

Scatfered  throiigli  various  records  we  lind  tln^  following, 
whom  we  are  unal)le  to  place,  viz.:  Aron,  Jr.,  and  his  wife 
Antye  Staats,  had  a  daughter  born  Mav  21,  1715;  a  son  Aron 
in  1717;  a  danghter  in  1710,  and  a  son  Peter  in  1724.  Aron,  or 
Arent  (not  Jr.  )  and  his  wife  Mai'itje  Bowman  had  a  son  William 
Joris,  born  1730,  and  a  son  Hendrick  born  17:35.  Isaac  (i)rob- 
ably  the  son  of  Abraham  above  mentioned)  and  his  wife  Maria 
Debaa  or  Dnbois,  had  a  danghter  born  in  1740,  and  anotlier  in 
1T4H;  a  son  Peter  in  1744,  and  a  s(ni  Lewis  in  1751.  Benjamin 
and  his  wife  Sarah  Swaiiii  had  a  s<jn  Abraham  born  in  1752,  and 
a  son  John  in  17G(j.  ,Iohn  (wife's  name  not  given)  had  a  danghter 
born  in  1719.  Abraham  and  Sarah  Cannon  were  married 
in  Angnst,  1776.  John  and  Martha  Latourette  were  nuirried 
Januai  y  14,  1802.  There  was  a  Wolford  Pranle,  who  was  a 
freeholder  as  early  as  1G95,  l)ut  he  was  not  probaljl}^  connected 
with  this  family,  as  his  name  was  si)elled  diiferently,  and  there  is 
no  further  notice  of  liim. 

Aquila  Rich. — Prominent  among  New  York  business  men 
residing  on  Staten  Island  is  Mr.Acpiila  Rich,  of  the  well  known 
firm  of  C.  T  Raynolds  &  Co.  Mr.  Rich's  ancestors  were  among 
the  lirst  New  England  settlers,  and  nniny  interesting  facts  con- 
cerning them  are  contained  in  the  ''History  of  Cape  Cod." 
The  family  coat  of  arms  is  still  preserved  and  a  copy  is  now  in 
Mr,  Rich's  possession.  His  grandfathei',  after  whom  he  is 
named, was  a  sea  captain  and  shipowner,  and  twice  snll'ered  im 
prisonment  for  his  loyalty  to  the  American  cause.  During  the 
revolutioiuuy  war  he  was  captured  by  the  British  and  conlined 
in  l>arini(ire  prison.  l\nglaiid,  for  thret>  years,  and  in  ihewar 
<if  1>^I2  liolh  hinist'ir  and  his  shi[>  were'  taken  wliih,"  in  the  act 
of  running  the  l)lockade.  He  was  retained  in  Haliiax  as  a 
prisoner  of  war  and  died  there  C)n  the  day  upon  which  he  was 
to  have  been  exchanged.  .Mr.  Rich's  father,  who  is  still  living, 
and  wdio  resides  at  Waltham,  iMass.,  was  for  nuiny  years  an 
active  New  England  merchant  and  nuinufacturer,  and  it  is  from 
him  that  i\[r.  Rich  iidu'rits  his  rneigetic  and  persevering  (piali- 
ties.  In  youth  he  was  ai)i)rcnt iced  to  a  silversmith,  became  a 
nuinufactui'ing  chemist  at  iioston,  Mass.,  and  linally  a  glue 
manufacturer  at  Wobui'U  in  the  same  state.  It  has  been  his 
misfortune  to  sulfer  from  blindness  dniiiig  the  past  few  years. 
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Aqnila,  of  whom  we  write,  Avas  boni  in  Boston,  March  23, 
1835.  He  attended  the  "llawes"  pnblii;  .scliool  in  Sonth  Boston, 
from  which  lie  fj,radnated  in  ISoO.  At  tlie  age  of  hfteen  he  was 
apprenticed  in  tlie  old  English  style  to  the  wholesale  drng  house 
of  ]3rewers,  Stevens  &  Cashing,  sign  of  the  good  saniaritan, 
Washington  street,  Boston,  where  he  remained  four  years.  At 
the  expiration  of  that  period  he  received  a  flattering  offer  from 
a  cousin  doing  business  in  New  York  city  and  came  thither,  but 
the  unsuccessful  termination  of  his  cousin's  enter})rise  a  year 
later  left  him  without  a  position,  and  his  tastes  leading  liim  in 
that  dii'ection  he  decided  to  follow  tlie  sea,  which  he  did  in  sev- 
eral capacities  till  ISai).  llt^  ihen  entered  tlie  enii)loy  of  Ray- 
nolds,  Devoe  &  Pratt,  dealers  in  paints,  oils  and  artists'  ma- 
terials at  Nos.  100  and  1()8  Fulton  street,  New  York  city.  Here 
he  remained  as  a  clerk  for  twelve  years,  after  which  he  became 
a  member  of  the  hrni,  much  of  its  subsecjuent  success  being  due 
to  his  clear  head  and  business  ability.  Since  he  entered  the 
house  in  1859  the  firm  name  has  twice  changed;  iirst  to  Bay- 
nolds,  Piatt  &  Co.  and  later  to  C.  'W  Baynolds  &  C(j.,  as  it  is  at 
present  known.  The  inllueiice  of  the  house  in  the  business 
world  is  far-reaching  and  [xiwerful,  and  its  i)olicy  is  charactei  - 
ized  by  careful  integrity  and  honorable  dealing  in  all  its  vast; 
transactions. 

In'  1871  Mr.  Rich  removed  to  Staten  Island,  where  he  ]uir- 
cliased  his  present  residence  and  where  he  has  since  acquired 
other  jiroperty.  lie  early  connected  himself  with  Christ  church, 
in  which  he  has  served  for  many  years  as  vestryman  and  of 
which  for  the  last  three  years  he  has  been  treasurer,  lie  is  a 
life  member  of  Beacon  Light  Lodge  No.  7oi,  p.  &  A.  ^L,  of 
New  Prighlon.  In  ISSfi  he  \v:is  appoinlml  i>i'[inty  (u'and  Masli-r 
of  (he  order  for  Richmiuid  cniiniy  and  was  rea [ipi lin i I'd  ihc 
following  year.  He  is  also  a  life  member  (jf  the  "'Sii.ti'ii  IslMud 
Athletic  Club."  Pors(iveral  years  he  has  been  a  trustee  (d'  the 
Smith  Infirmary,  and  has  ser\('il  f^r  live  years  as  treasurer  (d' 
tlie  committee  and  manager  of  the  annual  charity  ball  held  in  aid 
of  tliat  institution.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  building  cmn- 
mittee. 

Tliongh  in  no  sense  of  the  w(U'd  a  [)olitician  he  has  been  a 
sti'ong  lepnblicaii,  and  as  such  twice  clcctcil  lo  tin'  ('(lunty  con- 
vention, on  both  of  which  occasions  Mr.  (George  W'il liam  (Jiirtis 
was  clKJseii  as  delegate  lo  the  national  cnnvcutiou.    Both  id' 
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these  elections  were  simple  tril)utes  to  the  trustworthiness  whicli 
is  his  ])revailiii<4'  chariioteristie,  and  were  not  brought  abdut 
either  directly  or  indirectly  througli  his  instrumentality. 

Mr.  Rich  is  whole  souled  and  cordial.  The  varied  travels  and 
adventures,  together  with  the  extended  Imsiness  relations 
which  have  diversified  his  career,  lend  to  his  conversation  n 
cliarm  and  vivacity  which  places  all  who  are  brought  into  con- 
tact with  him,  of  whatever  station  in  life,  at  their  ease,  and 
make  their  possessor  a  favorite  in  social  cii-cles.  His  simple 
but  comfortable  home  partakes  of  a  warmth  which  is  the  result 
of  family  love,  jeah)Usly  guarded  by  parents  who  understand 
the  value  both  of  religious  and  social  training  to  their  children. 

Mr.  Rich  married  in  June,  180],  Miss  Beales,  of  Brooklyn. 
He  has  four  child I'l^n  still  living,  a  daughter  Susie  having  died. 
The  remaining  (;hildren  are:  Harvey  B.,  who  is  a  member  of  the 
New  York  Stock  E.vchange  and  one  of  the  well  known  lirm  of 
Horace  L.  Hotchkiss  &  Co.,  brokers;  Aquila  B.,  Seton  Heather 
and  Clara  O.,  all  residents  of  Richmond  county. 

Alfiikd  Z.  Ross,  for  many  j'ears  prominent  in  real  estate 
iind  business  circles  Iti  Richmond  county,  is  tlie  son  of  John 
]U)SS,  formerly  a  resident  of  Staten  Island.  John  Ross  (Scotch) 
married  Miss  Sarah  P.  Zeluff,  of  an  old  Staten  Island  family- 
(German),  and  of  their  two  children  Alfred  was  tlie  second. 
He  was  born  at  Port  Richmond  July  2(5,  1844.  During  his 
youth  he  attended  the  pri\  ate  academy  of  Theodore  A.  Thoiui*- 
son,  from  which  he  entered  the  Ashland  Seminary  at  Ashland, 
(rreene  couiity,  N.  Y.  Subsequently  he  studied  in  the  public 
school  in  Port  RJchmond,  leaving  it  at  the  age  of  seventeen,  to 
engiige  in  sail-makiim-.  He  continued  tliis  till  1SG7,  when  he 
be(';\m»'  ii  clei'k  in  ihc  eiuploy  of  l>;irrt'tt,  Xephews  iV  Co.,  dyer.'^, 
where  he  reuKiineil  till  1874.  In  November  of  thnt  year  he  em- 
barked in  the  real  estate  business  at  Port  RJchmond,  in  which'he 
still  remains.  Mr.  Ross,  by  care  in  the  nuinagement  of  his  con- 
cerns and  the  practice  of  thoi-ough  integrity  in  all  liis  transac- 
tions, has  won  for  himself  an  enviable  reputation  among  business 
men  as  well  as  a  sound  linancial  success.  He  combines  with  the 
real  estate  an  extensive  insurance  business,  being  the  represen- 
tative of  several  ;'ompanies  botli  at  home  and  abroad. 

Ml'.  Ross  has  also  been  i»i'oniinent  in  the  politics  of  Rich- 
mond county.  Dui'ing  the  year  187!)  he  r(q)i'esented  the  town 
of  Northlield  in  tlie  board  of  supervisors  in  such  a  nianniM'  as 
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to  win  tlie  cominendation  of  tliinking  men  of  botli  parties,  and 
his  long  attadmient  to  tlie  repnblic:in  ]iai'ty  entitles  liini  to 
a  i)roininent  place  in  its  ranks.  His  genial  temperament  and 
thorongli  business  qualities  are  constantly  winning  for  liini  the 
esteem  of  all  with  whom  he  is  brought  into  ci^ntact.  He  was 
married  June  2d,  1807,  to  Sarah  E.,  daughter  of  Captain  Garrett 
P.  Johnson. 

Hviciiss. — We  lind  this  name  at  an  early  date  on  Lung  Is- 
land. Aria  Ryerse  and  Maerte  Ryerse  were  assessed  as  owners 
of  property  at  ]\Iiddelwont,  now  Flatbush,  in  1070,  but  when 
their  connection  with  Staten  Island  began  is  unknown.  Adrian 
was  born  in  1715,  and  died  December  12,  1770;  his  wife  was 
Hestei-  Debaa  (Dubois)  ;  their  son  Lewis  was  born  December  7, 
1754,  and  died  April  13,  1800.  Aris,  another  son  of  Adrian, 
had  a  daughter  baptized  July  27,  1780,  and  a  son  David,  ba})- 
tized  October  17,  1790.  Gozen,  als(j  a  son  of  Adrian,  made  his 
will  October  2J,  LSOO,  proved  .bmuary  13,  1802,  in  which  lie 
speaks  of  his  son  John  P.,  and  his  daughter  Margaret,  his 
brother  Lewis,  and  iiis  grandsons  (jozen  Adrian  Ryers,  and 
Rj'erss  De  Hart.  He  was  an  exceedingly  ol)es(;  man,  and  re- 
quired two  ordinary  chairs  to  sit  upon;  his  wife  was  in  the  same 
(condition.  He  was  a  wealth}'  man,  and  owned  property  in 
various  parts  of  the  county.  In  1701  he  l)ecame  the  owner  ol 
300  acres  of  land,  in  the  eastern  [lart  (jf  the  state,  which,  wlien 
the  line  between  New  York  and  JNIassachusetts  was  linally  de- 
termined, fell  within  the  latter  state.  To  compensate  him  for 
the  loss  of  this  land,  the  state  of  New  York  gave  liim  a  patent 
for  1,800  acres  in  Wilmington  townsliij-),  Essex  county, which  is 
known  as  Ryerss'  grant  to  this  dny.  lie  dwelt  for  many  j^ears 
]iieceding  his  death  at  Port  Richmoml,  in  the  large  Imu-e 
known  as  the  St.  .hime.s  Hotel,  lie  was  a  \cry  jn'omiiient  ami 
useful  num. 

SK(iuiNK. — We  are  obliged  to  be  content  with  such  informa- 
tion as  can  be  found  in  the  local  records,  the  earliest  of  \\'hicli 
is:  Jean  and  Elizabeth  Hooper  had  a  so?i  Jonas,  baptized  De- 
cember 12,  1725.  Jaipies  ami  Lady  Mambrut,  daughter  Sara, 
baptized  March  3,  1728.  A  son  .lean,  baptizi^d  March  10,  1732. 
Jean  and  Jaques  stood  sponsors  for  each  other's  cliildren;  they 
weie  probably  brothers.  The  above  are  from  the  records  of  the 
Dutch  church  ;  the  following  are  from  tliose  of  St.  Andrew's  : 
James  and  Elsee,  daughter  Sara,  born  April,  1750  ;  son  James, 
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boiii  I^ecember  1(>,  17110.  John  and  Sai-ali  had  thr  folhtwing 
(diihlivn  :  Elisha,  born  May  ;U,  ]70i)  ;  .lanies,  l)aptized  .luly  JS, 
1702  ;  and  Henry,  born  February  4,  1704.  Lawrence  and  Ann, 
daughter  Sara,  born  Ajiril  "i,  1701.  Jame.s  and  Cafy,  son 
Stephen,  born  .^^arch  22,  170-1  ;  and  .sou  James,  l)oru  A})ri]  5, 
1700.  James  made  liis  will  June  13,  170r),  proved  Octol)er  7, 
1795;  mentions  his  wife  Catliarine  and  his  children  Burnt,  Jt)- 
seph,  Frederick,  John,  Henry,  Stei)hen  and  James.  Jolm  and 
liachel  Mitchel  were  niai'ried  in  November,  1775.  John  and 
j^Iai'garetta,  sons  John,  baptized  Octol)er  24,  179U,  and  Henry, 
bapiized  October  27,  1703.  James  and  Maiy  Guyon.  married 
June  30,  1791.  Stephen  and  Susanna  Poillon,  married  Novem- 
ber 8,  1792.  Henry  and  Jane  Garretson,  married  August  13, 
1800.    Steplien  and  Margaret  Guyon,  married  March  5,  1805. 

Joiix  G.  Seguine  was  born  June  14,  1805,  on  the  family  es- 
tate at  Seguine's  Point,  Staten  Island.  His  youth  was  unevent- 
ful, the  neighboring  country  school  absorbing  so  much  of  his 
time  as  was  not  di.H'oted  to  farming.  He  continued  to  reside 
ui)on  the  homestead  until  liis  marriage  and  sul)sequent  juir- 
chase  of  a  farm  at  Prince's  bay,  near  the  light  Innise,  up<jn 
which  he  resided  until  llossville  became  his  liome. 

Mr.  Seguine  was  married  February  15,  1830,  to  Harriet, 
daughter  of  Andre  Mille,  the  latter,  who  was  of  French  extrac- 
tion, having  been  a  soldier  under  Bonaparte.  Their  childi'en 
are:  Louise  ^L,  nuirried  to  Henry  S.  Seguine  ;  Henry  J.,  mar- 
ried to  Pliebe  A.  Vail  ;  John  J.,  married  to  Cordelia  V^ail,  and 
Andre,  married  to  Catherine  Jane  Winant.  Mr.  Seguine  liav- 
ing  retired  from  active  l)usiness  life,  now  enjoys  the  repose  and 
comfort  which  a  career  oi  industry  has  brought  ti)  him.  He 
has  never  bci-n  atti'acled  l>y  ihi'  rxriteuieut  or  rewards  of  ]uib- 
lic  life  (o  enter  tlu'  list  as  a  caiidiilali'  for  ollice,  thoim'h  always 
loyal  to  the  princii)les  of  dcmocrai'V.  He  has  Ijecu  for  many 
yeai's  a  vestrynmnof  St.  .Viulicw's  I'j'otpstant  Ei)iscopal  church 
at  lliclimond.  The  giaiid  fat  her  of  Mr.  Seguine  was  James  Se- 
guine, whose  son  lleiii'v  man  ii-d  .laiu',  daughter  of  Judge  John 
G.  Garretson,  of  Stattm  Islaud.  Thi^ir  two  sons  were  John 
above  mentioned,  and  Joseph  11.,  wlio  was  l)oth  a  farmer  and 
nmnu facturer,  and  piominent  as  a  leading  citizen  of  the  county. 

HiONin'  S'l'KWAitT  SkguIiNK. — The  Seguine  famil}-,  whi(;h  has 
long  been  prominent  in  \\\^stlield  township,  is  of  Hugiu^Miot 
antecedents.    James  Seguine-,  the  fatlici-  of  Henry  S,,  and  the 
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soil  of  James  Segiiine,  married  Afai'y,  dauglirer  of  .Joseph  (Tiiioii, 
of  Slateu  Island,  also  descended  fr(jm  Huguenot  stock.  Their 
children  were:  Catlierine,  wil'e  ol'  John  (liiion ;  Joseph  (J., 
James  CI.,  James  S.  and  Henry  S.  'JTie  last-named  son  was  Ijorn 
near  Annadale,  on  Staten  Ishuul,  in  1812.  The  fauiily  residence 
l)eing  located  here  much  of  his  youth  was  si)ent  at  this  point. 
Joseph  (t.  -Seguine,  his  uncle,  then  resided  at  K<jss\  ille,  where 
he  founded  the  mercantile  interest  still  successfully  conducted, 
built  the  whai'f,  and  engaged  in  public  life  as  judge  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas,  llis  nephew,  Henry  S.,  l)ecame  a  mem- 
ber'of  liis  nnckVs  family,  and  ultimately  inherited  the  estate, 
whi(Oi  included  the  busim^ss  as  also  the  mtinsion  in  which  the 
family  reside.  He  married  January  7,  1S;)7,  lionise  daughter 
of  John  G.  and  Harriet  Seguine,  of  Staten  Island.  Their  chil- 
dren are  a  son,  Henry  G.,  and  a  daughter,  Harriet  ^l.  Mr. 
Segnine's  character  and  means  gave  him  an  influential  position 
throrighr)ut  the  county.  jSTotwithstanding,  he  possessed  all  those 
qualities  calculated  to  endear  him  to  men.  In  business  transac- 
tions lie  was  strictly  honorable  and  upright,  possessing  a  kindly 
nature  and  conferring  substantial  sympathy  and  aid  when  de- 
sei'\'ed.  His  charities  were  of  the  practical  kind  and  calculated 
to  bestow  |)ermanent  aid  as  well  as  meet  the  present  necessity. 
His  convictions  of  right  were  decided  and  tirm,  and  maintained 
with  energy.  No  compromise  was  ever  elfected  with  wrong  or 
injustice.  Faithfnl  as  a  fiieud  and  true  to  his  word,  though  a 
positive  man,  he  viewed  the  faults  of  others  with  charity. 
Active  and  public-spirited  as  a  citizen,  his  rarest  pleasures 
were  found  within  tlu^  circle  of  his  own  home,  where  his  hospi- 
t;dity  was  dispensed  with  uiispai-iiig  lilxn'alit}'.  A  meml)er  of 
Si.  Luke's  Protestant  I'lpiscopnl  ehurch  of  Wossville,  of  which 
he  was  warden,  \  esl  lyiiiaii  and  li-easurei',  Mr.  Seguiiii>  eveni  pli 
lied  ill  daily  life  the  creed  he  espoiisi^d.  He  was  in  the  fiiUesl 
sense  of  the  term  tiie  GhrisI  ian  geiil  l<Miian.  His  ih'ath  oitcurrtMl 
on  the  2d  of  July,  ISS-l. 

Sua UKoT'r. — llicliard  Sharet,  the  first  of  the  name  on  Staten 
Island,  according  to  the  family  traditions  and  records,  was  a 
Frenchman  by  birth,  of  Huguenot  i)arentage,  and  for  a  short 
period  after  his  emigration  resided  in  New  Kngland.  He  came 
to  Staten  Island  I'itlier  just  before  or  just  after  the  commence- 
ment of  the  revolntimi.     lleie  he  marri(;'(l  a  wnman  of  (ferman 
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pareiita^^e  named  Mary  lleger.  Tlieir  children  were  ^^'illialll, 
Kicliard,  John,  James,  Susan  and  Mary. 

Jolm  married  Mary  Ann  Burbanlc,  October  i),  17y'.»;  their 
children  were  Peter  (died  February,  1875,  a<^ed  86),  John,  Jere- 
miali,  Ricliard,  Abraliam,  William  Henry,  Afary,  Susan,  (Cath- 
arine, Eliza  and  Louisa,  some  of  whom  are  still  living. 

FiiANCis  Gkoikje  Siiaw  was  the  oldest  child  of  Robert  Gould 
ahaw  and  Eliza  W'illard  Parknian.  His  father  was  an  (^minent 
niercliant  of  Boston,  in  \vhich  city  Mi'.  Shaw  was  born  on  the 
2;5d  of  October,  1809.  He  was  litted  for  college  at  the  Boston 
Latin  school,  and  entered  Harvard  University  in  182;").  He  left 
(H)llege  in  1828,  before  his  graduation,  to  enter  his  fatlier's 
counting  room,  and  engaged  actively  in  l)usiness.  In  1830  he 
passed  a  year  in  Europe,  and  he  mari'ied  in  IS'S^)  his  cousin 
Saiah  ]31ake  Stnrgis.  In  1841,  with  health  impaired  by  unre- 
mitting attention  t()  business,  >H'.  Shaw  withdrew  from  active 
participation  in  it  and  removed  to  AVest  Jtoxbury,  near  to 
"Brook  Farm,"  where  an  experiment  in  associative  life  in  which 
he  was  interested  liad  begun  under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev. 
George  Ripley.  After  a  few  years  his  friends  abandoned  their 
enterprise.  But  altliough  experiments  in  associative  and  co- 
o|icrative  life  have  been  often  failures:  although  benevolent  and 
reformatory  agencies,  originating  in  kind  In-arlsand  keen  iniel 
lects,  have  as  yet  little  diminished  thee\  ils  they  seek  to  renK)ve; 
and  although  the  immediate  outlook  often  seemed  to  him  dis- 
<;ouraging,  Mr.  Shaw  never  lost  his  faith  in  an  ultinnite  hap[)y 
fntui'B  for  the  human  race  in  this  world.  He  rejected  the 
familiar  doctrines  of  political  economy  that  Inaitalizing  i)overty, 
vice  and  crime  are  necessary  as  footholds  in  the  march  of  ju'og- 
ress;  that  one  \)orlion  of  the  race  n\usr  be  trodden  uniler  fuui 
in  order  that  another  poi'tion  may  advance,  leaving  no  h()p(-  of 
comi)ensati()n  to  the  siiiTerers  savt^  in  the  future  of  anotlii^r  ex- 
istence. He  believed  that  "the  right  of  eminent  domain"  o\ei' 
land  could  be  wisely  carried  much  further  than  the  law  now  ap- 
plies it;  and  he  held  that  it  would  yet  be  possible  for  society, 
without  wi'onging  any  nuin,  to  secure  to  the  use  of  all  men  (he 
land,  which  is  the  only  source  Ironi  which  man  can  derive  his 
sustenance,  and  access  to  which  is  as  necessary  to  his  normal  ile- 
velopnient  as  tlie  air  he  breathes. 

In  1847  he  left  West  Roxbury  on  account  of  Mrs.  Shaw's 
health,  and  after  living  for  more  than  three  years  uiion  tin' 
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north  shore  of  Stateii  T.shuul  near  the  Sailor's  Snu;j,'  Harbor,  he 
went  again  to  Europe  with  liis  family.  After  f(Kir  years  he  re- 
turned in  ISfj.")  to  Staten  Island  where,  in  the  same  neighbor- 
hood to  which  he  had  lirst  come,  he  resided  until  his  (h^ath. 

Upon  coming  of  age  Mi'.  Shaw  acted  with  the  whigs  in  poli- 
ticks, taking  pari  in  ward  and  otlitM'  meetings  until  bSfO.  Afean- 
tinie  the  anti-shivery  movement  had  begun,  and  interested  him 
profoundly,  so  that  he  withdrow  from  tiie  whig  i)arty  and  did 
not  vote  again  upon  national  questions  until  ISofJ,  when  the  re- 
publican party  was  fornKMl,  of  which  he  was  a  liberal  and  active, 
but  always  an  indepemleiit,  mendxir.  He  was  one  of  the  dele- 
gates from  the  island  to  the  lirst  republican  convention  in  18,")0, 
which  nonnnated  (hmeral  Fiemont,  and  he  was  deejdy  inter- 
ested in  the  election  of  that  yeai'  and  in  that  of  IStio.  Although 
not  personally  engaged  in  tlii^  war  of  the  ]'el)ellion  he  was  earu- 
t;stly  devoted  to  tin;  cause  of  the  Union,  giving  freely  of  his 
time  and  labor,  and  counsi'l  and  nxuiey,  and  his  only  sou, 
RoV)ert  Goidd  Shaw,  fell  in  the  assault  upon  Fort  Wagner  at 
the  liead  of  his  regiment  <d'  coloi'ed  troops.  Without  jier- 
sonal  political  ambition,  Mr.  Shaw  had  the  highest  sense  of 
public  duty,  aTid  he  was  pre-ennnently  a  i)ul)lic  spirit(id  citizen. 

While  living  at  West  ]voxbui'y  he  was  a  mend)er  of  the  school 
connnittee  and  one  of  the  ()V(M\se(;i's  of  the  pooi',  a  justi<;e  of  tlie 
peace  and  [iresident  of  the  lii'st  (jommon  coun('il  (d'  iioxbury 
when  tliat  town  b(^c;ime  a  city.  He  was  also  foi'eman  of  the 
jury  (d'  Norfolk  county  which  first  pro[)osed  the  estal)lishmeiit 
of  the  State  Jleixirm  School  for  Massacliusetts.  Dui'ing  his  resi- 
dence on  Staten  Islam!  lie  was  a  trustee  of  the  village  in  which 
he  lived,  a  trustee  of  the  Seiiinau's  lletreat  and  of  the  S.  \{. 
Smith  lidiiinaiy,  treasurer  of  ihr  \iiieri<MU  b  !\iou  of  .\ssocia 
lionisls  and  of  ihe  Sailor's  Fund,  i»ri'sideiit  of  ihc  National 
I'^reedman's  Rtdii'f  Association  and  of  the  blew  Yoik  lhamdi  of 
the  Freedman's  Fnion  CJommissioii,  and  coiinecti'd  wilh  vari- 
ous local  oigani/.alions.  He  was  also  a  hereditary  tin'mlier  of 
the  Massacdiuset ts  Society  of  the  Cincinnati. 

Bred  a  Unitarian  undi'r  the  preaching  of  the  Ilevei'eiid  I)rs. 
(!hanning  and  Farkman,  Mr.  Shaw,  witli  his  wife,  shortly  after 
their  marriage,  became  a  UKimber  of  the  IJostou  Stxdety  of  the 
New  Jerusalem,  to  which  the  Kevereml  Thomas  Worcester 
then  ministered.  After  his  removal  to  West  Roxbury  he  joineil 
the  congregation  of  the  Reverend  Theodore  Parker.  Suhse- 
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quently,  diirinij,'  liis  s(ij<tuni  in  Home,  some  of  lli^  Italian 
friends  of  Iiis  tlieii  recently  deceased  brother,  .Jose|)h  ('oDlid^e 
Shaw,  who  Inid  been  a  Catholic  i)riest  and  a  -lesuit,  manitV'Sted 
great  intei'est  in  his  behalf.  But,  after  passing  thr(jugh  many 
"  phases  of  faith,"  he  remained  extremely  lil)i-ral or,  [)er- 
ha])s  more,  justly,  '"i^adical"  in  his  opinions  uimn  tlieologi(;al 
questions,  happy  that  he  was  lU'ver  led  to  doul)t  the  existence 
of  a  divine  power  which  works  for  good. 

His  energetic  tem[)eramen:  pi'e\ented  him  fi'om  ]ii'rmitting 
leisure  lo  stagnate  into  idleness,  and  to  his  various  local  ac- 
tivities lie  added  tht_^  literary  labor  of  translation,  lie  trans- 
lated and  i)id)lished  "  Consuelo,"  and  other  tales  of  George 
Sands;  "Zcliokke's  History  of  Switzerland,"  the  ''Swiss  Fam- 
ily Roljinson,"  "Life  of  Charles  I'oiirier,"'  and  otliei'  books. 
Toward  the  end  of  his  life  he  witlidrew  mori'  and  more  into  the 
retirem(Uit  of  his  home,  and  de\'oted  himself  more  exclusively 
to  the  management  of  his  own  alfairs.  Hut  his  interest  in  pul)- 
lic  alfairs  was  n(jt  relaxed.  The  imiiu)rtal  3'outhfuliu_^ss  (d'  his 
spirit  asserted  itself  always,  and  aftei'  an  illness,  which,  as  he  had 
wished  liis  last  illness  to  lie,  was  very  shoj't,  he  died  on  the  4th 
of  November,  18S2,  and  was  buried  in  the  Moravian  cemetery. 

This  recapitulation  of  a  few  facts  in  the  life  of  Mr.  Shaw 
serves  only  as  a  [)reface  to  the  true  portraiture  (jf  the  man,  which 
was  drawn  by  his  friend  and  neighbor  of  many  years,  Sidney 
Howard  Gay,  who  knew  him  intimately,  who  greatly  loved  and 
lK)nor(^d  him,  and  whose  faithful  and  most  all'e(;tionate  deline- 
•ation,  with  all  its  warmth  of  feeling  and  felicity  of  phrase, 
does  not  exaggerate  in  any  degree  a  rennirkably  noble,  niaidy 
and  beautiful  character. 

"  \\'ere  we  to  preach  a  sernton  its  text  shouhl  from  those 
<les})onding  \vords,  "The  good  man  is  perished  out  of  'he  earth; 
there  is  none  upright  among  men  ;'  an  assertion,  w  hich,  how- 
ever true  it  may  have  been  in  the  time  of  Micah,  is  not  true 
in  our  time.  How  untrue  it  is  every  man  and  woman  in  this 
community  will  bear  witness  in  the  (h^atli  of  a  go()d  man  among 
US,  who,  in  a  long  life  of  seveiity-thnie  years,  has  never  known 
i\  fellow  creature  exce])t  as  a  friend,  and  whose  single  aim  in 
living  has  l)een,  that  when  he  went  out  of  the  world  he  might 
Je:ive  it  a  little  better  than  he  found  it.  Not  that  it  ever  oc- 
curred to  him  that  his  wixy^i  and  wishes  dilfered  from  those  of 
many  other  men  of  like  o[)portuuities  ;  not  that  he  ever  could 
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liave  said — wit  do  nor  hi-licvc  tliat  he  i'Vt'V  onc*^  assumt:'il  in 
tlioiiglit — tliat  any  special  jtiirposc  ludou^ed  fo  liis  lili;;  thai 
he  was  called  to  any  exceptional  dnty,  or  that  he  was  pecii. 
liarly  faithful  to  that  duty.  The  modesty  that  distinguished 
him  ]nade  any  such  self-consciousness  in)possil.)le.  There  are 
men  who  are  boi-n  saints,  and  men  who  are  saints  by  education 
through  much  travail  and  soirow.  The  great  dill'erence  is  that 
the  Ixnn  saint  never  knows  that  he  is  one;  he  has  no  measure 
of  himself  between  what  he  wants  to  be  and  wliat  he  is  not  by 
gift  of  nature.  lie  is  as  God  made  him,  and  he  can  no  mui-e  be 
or  concei\'e  of  being  anytliing  else,  than  he  can  be  or  coaceive 
of  lieinga  man  of  another  I'ace  in  some  far-oli  coiintrw 

"Let  this  m)t  ))e  understood  as  mere  words  of  eulog}'',  for  it  is 
meant  to  be  a  simple  statement  of  the  fundamental  truth  in 
regard  to  tliis  one  man  who  has  just  perished  out  of  the  earth. 
Ilis  life  should  not  be  permitted  to  fade  away  from  us  without 
a  recognition  of  its  character,  its  beauty,  what  tlu'i'e  may  be  in 
living,  and  of  what  a  man  may  be  t(j  his  fellow  men.  The 
elders,  indeed,  nuiy  not  need  to  be  ivminded  of  it,  luit  tlie 
younger  should  )>e  taught  to  uiulei'stand  and  lemembt^i'  it. 

"In  one  of  the  many  notices  of  Mr.  Shaw's  death  it  was  said 
that  there  was  in  him  a  singular  mixture  of  modesty  ami  man- 
liness, as  if  there  wei'e  sometliing  incompatible  in  those  quali- 
ties. Rather,  it  should  be  said,  he  was  singularly  nujdest 
because  lie  was  singularly  numly.  P]'o])ably  never  in  his  life  was 
lie  outraged  by  a  single  woi'd  oi'  look  of  insult,  fiw  liis  perfect 
self-commaml  and  self-resi)ect  couhl  ne\'er  irritate  or  provoke 
resentment.  lie  honored  manhood,  and  as  he  maintained  his 
own,  so  lie  respected  it  in  others,  and  kept  anger  at  l)ay,  if 
tliei't*  wiM'c  occasion  for  anger.  Xol  the  humblest  would  he 
permit  to  ouldo  him  in  personal  courtesy,  not  from  any  })re- 
fense  of  humility  on  his  part,  but  from  spontaneous  re ,  ereiice 
for  human  nature.  If  he  was  ever  iui[)atient  of  anything  it  was 
of  servility  as  a  res])ect  i)ai(l.  not  to  th<?  man,  but  to  accident  of 
position.  It  was  almost  a  personal  liumiliati(ui  to  him  that 
any  man  should  forget  that  first  of  all  he  was  a  man.  'Mr. 
Shaw,'  said  one  who  has  long  been  in  his  employmeut,  're- 
spected every  man  who  resjiected  himself.'  For  himself,  could 
he  have  chosen  his  path  in  life,  it  would  have  been  one  where, 
whatever  he  might  be,  whatever  sliouhl  be  bestowed  upon  him 
of  honor  and  of  wealth,  would  not  have  been  due  to  lixeil  cir- 
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ciinistances,  but  to  his  own  manliness  and  liis  own  nnei'gy.  His 
modesty,  in  tlie  oiii^inal  sens(i  of  (hat  wortl,  was  in  tlie  accurate 
measure  lie  took  of  his  own  jxnvers,  making  no  mistake  as  to 
what  lie  ("(Uild  do  and  what  he  could  not  do;  neitlKM-  over-esti- 
mating himself  nor  undei'-estimal ing  others.  Had  no  pre- 
ai'ranged  good  f(jrtnn(!  fallen  to  his  lot,  he  would,  doubth^ss, 
have  ai'hieved  it,  as  (Certainly  he  w(Mdd  have  Ixmmi  glad  of  the 
chance  of  ti'ying. 

"  With  thest^  (]ualities  wt^it  naturally  tiie  highest  kind  of 
(•(Mirage.  It  was  not  merely  the  courage  of  his  convictions, 
which  is  c(jmnion  enough,  but  the  coui-age  (jf  coming  to  con- 
clusions tif  his  own  without  regard  to  eithei'  private  or  public 
o])inion.  One  might  be  sometimtis  almost  im[>atient  with  him, 
because  lie  did  not  seem  o])en  to  conviction.  In  one  sense  he 
was  not;  but  it  was  because  he  was  so  singularly  faithful  to  the 
obligation  of  coming  to  an  impartial  judgment  of  his  own  and 
then  adhering  to  it.  ITe  stood  alone  in  the  court  room  of  his 
own  consci<3nce,  and  the  (^cjiiclusion  he  came  to  was  the  conclu- 
sion as  bi^tween  right  and  wrong,  as  it  was  given  to  him  to  see 
it.  Then  he  was  immovable-  till  he  moved,  if  a!  all,  on  his  own 
motion  for  an  app(:!al  to  his  own  court.  Then  he  admitted  no 
argument  of  counsel,  no  ])ersonal  bias,  no  c(nisideration  of  S'df 
interest,  no  dictates  even  of  allectiou  to  i)lt^ad  a  cause. 

"  It  was  inii)ossiI)le  not  to  I'espect  his  oi)inions,  however  one 
might  dilVer  from  them;  for  it  was  impossilde  not  to  see  that  he 
maintained  th(im  simply  beca.us(^  he  thought  them  trin>,  and  not 
because  he  thought  they  were  his.  With  those  who  did  not 
agree  with  him  he  could  not  b(^  I'esentful,  and  he  was  I'aiely  im- 
patient for  a  moment,  even  with  the  most  vapid  foolishness. 
1 1  is  niodesi  y  never  h'l  liiin  forgri  ihe  li  ni  1 1  a  I  ions  i>f  hiiiiiau  in- 
telligence, and  that  im  man  is  eniitle(l  in  si'i  u])  his  ()|)ini(ins  as 
wisei' ;iud  bet  ter  t  hail  those  of  a  1 1  ot  her  mni.  Thai  iinlect  in 
tellectual  freedom  which  he  maiiilaiiied  as  his  own  right,  lit;  re 
cognized  t(j  the  full  as  the  liuhl  of  oIIkms.  His  own  iiniiiasiMl 
judgment  and  conscience  w^'l•t' L!,ui(ies  iiif:illil)le  tn  him;  hut  he 
no  more  set  tlnjin  us  as  guides  for  other  people  than  he  would 
accept  tlit^ir  judgments  and  coiisciemjes  in  place  of  his  own. 

"  One  wlio  thought  so  much  for  himsedf  must  in!eds  do  a  good 
deal  of  thinking,  for  second  hand  opinions  were  of  no  use  to 
him.  He  shirkeij  lu;  res[)onsibility  lest  he  might  havi'  to  lift 
the  burden  alone;  nor  was  he  ever  afraid  of    intellectual  or 
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mor;il  soliliide.  The  pi'olilciu  of  liiininn  society  wiis  i)y 
no  menus  safist'iictoiily  setlli'd  fur  liiiii,  liec;iiis(?  in  llie  hitli'iy 
of  lil'e  liis  ticket  had  tui'm.'d  up  a  prize.  Jle  early  put  to  him 
self  tlie  question,  wliy  stiouUl  the  few,  himsell'  among  thi'iii, 
have  all  that  worldly  pros[)ei  ity  can  give,  while  the  luau}',  com- 
paratively almost  all,  ar(.'  sunlv  from  tlie  heginniug  to  the  end 
in  the  slough  of  i)o\-erty,  wietcheduess,  ignoi'ance,  daikiiess  and 
crime,  from  which  no  siruggk'  (d'  tlieirs,  even  when  they  know 
etiongh  to  struggle,  prondses  any  releas(i^  1I(^.  beli(!ved  too 
mrudi  in  man  to  l)(dieve  this  state  of  things  as  tin;  wdll  of  God. 
lie  was  coulident,  never  num;  confident  tluin  in  the  seventy- 
third  year  of  Ins  age,  that  there?  was  somewhere  a  law  divine,  if 
only  we  could  be  wise  enough  to  see  it,  and  good  enough  to  live 
ui)  to  it,  wdiereby  all  men  would  become  ecpial  inheritors  of  tlie 
earth  and  the  fruits  tln^'eof,  whereby  the  gifts  of  genius,  of  in- 
dustry, of  energy,  and  of  foielhought  shoidd  contribute  to  llu; 
common  welfare  and  hapi)iness  of  all  men,  not  to  be  hoarded  for 
the  benefit  of  tlieir  possessors  oidy,  and  so  oftcii  to  the  iiijui'y  of 
almost  all  the  rest. 

This  w[is  not  in  him — as  with  so  many  foi'  whom  the  lottery  of 
life  turns  out  nothing  l)Ut  blanks  — a  blindand  I'esentfid  instinct 
that  W()uld  pull  all  down  to  a  common  level;  but  a  sid)lime  fait h 
that  all  may  be  lifted  to  the  highest  point  of  culture,  of  com- 
fort and  of  nuiterial  happiness  that  humainiy  has  reached  in 
certain  classes,  or  ever  can  reach,  lie  saw  a  pronnscof  it  in  his 
earlier  years,  in  the  plnlosoj»h_y  of  l^'ourier,  and  sjjaiiMf  neiiher 
labor  noi' /.eal  uoi-  fortune;  so  long  as  ho])e  lasted.  1  Le  saw  it 
lately  in  the  doctrine  of  lleiii'y  Oeorge  u])oii  land  tenure;  and 
that  he  uitheld  with  all  the  enthusiasm  and  devotion  of  his 
earlier  years,  and  died  in  the  hope  (hat  therein  was  found  ihe 
divine  law.  .\11  good  causes,  the  help  of  the  poor,  \\\r  ignoi- 
ant,  tin?  criminal  ami  (he  t'lislaxed,  had  alway,,  his  icady 
sympathy  and  his  hearty  support,  as  parlial  remedies  f  or  misfor- 
tune and  wrong;  but  underneath  them  all  he  was  always  seek- 
ing for  the  great  remedy  that  should  strike  at  iht?  root  of  all  the 
evils,  and  inecpialities,  and  suffering  which  tliewoi'ld  inherits 
fi'orn  generati(Ui  to  genenition.  Whether  he  was  right  oi'  wrong 
in  his  profound  belief,  whether  the  establishment  of  any  such 
order  of  human  society  as  he  hoped  for  he  possible,  this  is  not 
the  place  t<J  discuss;  1)ut  this,  at  least  is  true— that  In^  who  lived 
out  more  than  the  allotted  term  of  thi'ee  score  years  and  tcui, 
;}7 
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and  for  lift V  of  rliose  yeiw.s  ,ii,'()Vi/nuMl  his  lilV'  :iml  I'datioiis  to 
liis  fellow-iiiHii  liy  ;i  I'liilli  so  pine,  so  l)eiU!liceiit  as  that,  was 
one  wliose  memory  shoiihl  not  foi'  it  will  l)e  indeed  ill  for 
thti  woi'ld  when  the  i:()<»d  men  have  so  '  })erished  out  of  the 
earth'  that  'none  n[)ri,uht,'  such  as  he,  ean  any  nnjre  be 
found. 

"It  was  in  accord  with  this  faiih  iliat  ^ir.  Shaw  should  have 
lield  wealth  as  an  estate  in  trust.  Xo  one  knows  and  no  one  will 
ever  know,  among'  all  of  those  whose  hearts  ai'e  sorel}'  bruised 
at  his  death  for  love  of  the  man,  how  many  thei'e  are  who  also 
mourn  the  loss  of  a  beucfacloi':  for  literally  his  left  lianil  knew 
not  what  his  open  riuht  hand  did.  And  in  this,  as  in  all  thinij,-s 
else,  he  was  guided  l)y  that  calm  judgment  and  eminent  sense 
of  justice  which  distinguished  him.  He  could  turn  his  back 
promptly,  and  stjuarely  and  peremptoi'ily  to  any  ai»i)eal, 
whether  for  ])rivale  aid  or  for  a  public  [)urpose.  that  di^l  not 
commend  itself  t(»  his  own  ju<lgment;  regretting  perhaps  that  he 
iDight  grieve  a  friend  by  a  dernal,  but  never  giving  a  tlu)Uglit 
to  how  much  he  nnght  shock  })ublic  oi)inion.  So,  also,  he  was 
never  in  danger  of  wasting  his  possessions  in  his  zeal  f(n'  })ro- 
gress.  Earnest  as  his  ho})es  and  lalxjrs  were  that  the  W(nid 
should  be  better  and  ha|ipier,  he  was  too  wise  to  suppose  that 
the  breakers  in  whic^h  the  ship  was  tossing  could  l)e  stilled  by 
throwing  overl)oard  his  little  cask  of  oil.  lie  put  it  t(^  a  wiser 
pui'jjose,  caring  gem-rously  for  his  own,  recognizing  as  a  hrst 
dut}^  that  nearest  at  hand,  and  enjoying  and  makinn'  the  best 
possible  us(M)f  his  own  ]>rosperity  as  an  un(| uestionalile  piM'- 
sonal  right,  the  sacrilice  of  which  would  not  advance  one  j(jt 
tlie  geneial  good  he  had  so  much  at  heart.  J^ut  he  was  what  is 
0(U\sidered,  perhaiisa  little  loo  devoutly,  the  hiuhot  type  of 
civilization,  "  a  good  business  man,"  w  ho  knew  how  to  draw 
exact  linntations  and  how  to  abidtj  by  them.  His  dis[)(jsition  of 
his  income  ^vas  systematic.  Undoid)tedly  the  nund)erof  wealth}' 
persons  who  l)elieve  wealth  has  its  duties  is  increasing;  Init  there 
ai'e  still  very  few  who,  like  Mi'.  Shaw,  l)e]ieve  that  they  are 
entitled  to  a  moderate  proporti(jn  only  of  thai  in  their  hands, 
and  that  the  rest  should  be  held  as  a  trust  fund  to  be  conscien- 
tiously and  wisely  nsctl  on  behalf  of  those  less  fortunate  than 
themselves. 

"  Of  Ins  annal)ility  and  equaninnty  of  temper,  his  charming 
personal  lU'eseiice,  tlie  uniform  courtesy,  the  un\arying  kind- 
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iiess  of  iniimier  and  ol'  speecli,  litth;  lU'ci]  he  said  in  a  eoiii- 
immity  wiiei'e  lie  was  so  iiiii\Hi'sa]ly  l\no\vii  to  liotli  old  and 
young'.  The  pleasanf  smile,  which  was  in  his  e}'es  as  well  as 
n\H)n  his  lips,  was  not  merely  a  gieetin<;';  it.  was  a  benediciiou. 
One  could  hardly  meet  him  and  not  feel  liiel>etrer  for  it.  almost 
without  kno\\in,u-  why.  This  inliorn  <^race  (d'  a  noble  and 
kindly  nature  "  made  his  face  to  shine'  with  an  uneommon 
beautj^  in  the  moriung'  of  his  days;  so  in  the  evening'  of  his 
years  it  was  as  the  golden  sunset.  He  was  indeed  unworthy 
from  whom  it  could  1)e  averted.  ]f  we  I'ead  aright  this  ^vas 
tlie  lesson  of  his  life — a  ]ii'ofoiind  revereut'e  for  human  nature; 
a  profound  belief  in  man's  high  destiny:  ami  an  untiling  de- 
votion to  what  he  acc(.'i)ted  as  his  duty  to  his  iVllow  ci'eatures. 

"Hedied  willingly,  even  gladly ;  no  UHU'tMpiestioning  than  lie 
would  question  that  day  shall  follow  dai'kness,  that  lie  was 
about  to  join  a  heavenly  com[)any  of  loved  ones  who  had  gone 
before,  and  that  beyond  the  grave  he  should  tind  that  king- 
dom of  heaven  which  he  had  lioped  might  come  (Ui  earth,  and 
the  way  to  which  he  luid  sought  so  diligently  and  so  long." 

SiMONSoN. — W'illem,  the  founder  of  the  family  on  Staten 
Island,  came  from  Holland  in  a  vessel,  the  Fox."  in  KKj-i.  Tlis 
descendants  have  become  so  numerous  on  the  island  that  it  is 
impossible  to  trace  the  different  branches.  'J'hey  have  l)een 
large  freeliolders,  and  many  of  them  at  the  present  time  are 
prominent  in  the  political  and  church  alfairs  of  tlie  island. 
Aert  (Arthur)  in  \7'2\  purchased  an  estate  of  one  hundred  and 
sixty  aci-es  at  Carle's  lu^ck,  now  called  New  S[)ringville,  and 
the  larger  })art  (d  this  laml,  with  tlie  old  horm.^stead,  is  still  in 
])ossession  cd"  his  fannly.  Inn  ing  i>assed  from  father  [o  son  in 
each  generat  ion.  The  house  is  a  ])icl ui'escpie  o\d  stone  struc- 
ture shaded  l)y  a  maguiliceul  elm.  ju-obably  the  laig(  ot  in' the 
county.  David  Simonst)n,  a  direct  descendant  and  the  jjreseut 
owner  antl  occupant,  is  one  (d'  the  largest  freeholders  on  the 
island.  Isaac,  a  grandson  of  Aert,  was  an  oflicer  of  the  old 
Dutch  Reformed  church  at  Port  llichmond,  and  in  170.")  signed 
the  call  of  the  Kev.  Thomas  Kii'by  as  pastor. 

John,  a  grandsim  of  Isaac,  served  in  the  war  of  1812,  and 
was  noted  as  a  man  of  ileep  learning  and  the  possessor  of  a  line 
library  containing  many  rare  and  ancient  books. 

Jacob,  a  grandson  of  Isaac,  pui'cliased  i)art  of  the  original 
estate  and  erected  a  handsome  residence  upon  it.    He  lived 
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tliere  for  the  ^'renter  piii  t  of  liis  life,  and  l)e(|iieatli(Ml  the  same 
to  his  children  at  liis  death,  lie  served  as  suitervisor  of  the 
town  of  Norlldicid  I'roni  tf>  IH-K),  and  in  1840  lie  was  eh-eicd 

sheriff  of  tin;  county,  and  was  a^^ain  ek-cted  supervisor  (jf  liis 
town  in  181'.).  lli'  dicil  A[)iil  4,  188;j,  in  liis  8r)tli  year.  Ifis 
children  are:  John,  W'iiiiani,  who  died  in  i88"i;  Isaac  J.,  a  11<jr- 
ist  in  l)arclay  street,  New  York;  Jacob,  a  dentist  in  Newark, 
and  Eliza  ,1.  W'atei's,  residin.i;,- in  New  York. 

John  W.,  son  of  Jacob  and  Ann  E.  ]3edell,  his  first  wife,  was 
born  on  the  old  estate  December  2',\  1820,  and  <lied  at  West 
New  Brighton,  J)ecember  28,  1882.  In  18r)7  he  was  elected  a 
vestryman  cjf  the  old  iSt.  .\-ndrew's  clinicli  at  Iviclnnonil,  and 
served  for  a  nnnil)cr  of  years. 

In  18G3  he  was  a[i])oiiifed  one  of  the  United  States  assessors 
of  the  internal  r('\'enne  on  Stat(!ii  Island,  and  after  serving'  the 
government  niin^  years  n'signed  the  ollice.  lb;  was  also  the 
resident  agent  for  tli<i  island  of  the  (Joiitineiital,  IMioMiix  and 
Hanover  Fire  Insurance  Conqianies  of  New  York  I'lnni  bSOr)  to 
1872.  In  1875  he  was  elected  a  trustee  of  the  village  of  New 
Brighton.  In  1880  he  was  elected  president  of  the  New  Y'^ork 
City  Fire  Insnrance  Com])any  and  served  uniil  his  death  in 
1882.  In  1881  he  was  ai)pointed  resident  manager  for  the  United 
States  of  the  Standard  Fire  Ollice  of  LondtJii,  a  large  English 
corporation. 

He  was  also  i)r(jniinent  in  the  Masonic  order,  being  a  Knight 
Templar  and  a  member  of  Palestine  Comniandery,  New  York. 

In  1851  he  married  Charlotte  A.,  daughter  of  Stephen  IX 
Stephens,  a  prominent  citizen  of  the  island.  Three  of  their 
cliildren,  Stephen  1).,  .\nm'  1^^  and  Charles  M,  ;ire  now  livinii,' 
at  (lie  family  ii^sidenci"  in  West  Mew  IJiiglilon.  Sie[)lii  ii 
the  eldest  sdii  uf  John  \\'.,  is  llie  junior  nieuibei'  of  the  linn  of 
iMiller  iV  Sinionson,  who  are  tlie  agents  for  Stateii  Island  of  tin; 
Liverpool  and  Ijondon  and  Globe  and  othei'  leading  lire  insnr- 
ance companies.  And  he  is  also  one  of  the  trustees  of  the 
Richmond  CJonnty  Savings  Baid\. 

Stilwell. — This  family  is  of  English  origin  and  was  here  at 
an  early  date.  'J'lie  first  mention  of  the  name,  with  referen(,'e 
to  the  island,  is  in  the  Albany  records,  where  a  })iece  of  wood- 
land on  the  south  side  of  Fresh  kill  is  mentioned  as  belonging 
to  Daniel  Stilwell  in  1G80.  There  is  also  mention  made  in  our 
county  records  of  Richard  in  1G89,  of  John  in  101)5-0  and  1708, 
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and  of  Tlionias  in  ir/J7  and  1704.  Tt  would  ai)i)t'ar  lluMi  that  at 
tlie  clo.se  of  the  seventeenth  century  thei't^  were  at  least  fi>ui 
families  of  tlie  name  in  the  county.  We  subjoin  the  names  of 
those  found  in  the  several  church  records. 

Klias  and  his  wife  Aniu^  ]5ui'ban]v  (she  was  pi'ohahly  tlie 
daugliter  of  Thomas  Ihirhank  and  Marilje  Martling.  See  Bur- 
banli  family),  fiad  a  son  'I'liomas  baptized  June  30,  1720,  and  a 
son  Daniel  bai)tized  March  1728.  Thomas  married  Debora 
]Martling,  and  liad  a.  son  Elias  baptized  June  JO,  1747.  Ni(diolas 
boi  ii  Januai'y,  1747,  died  Ai)i'il  20,  1819.  Ai)raliain  liorn  Mai  ch, 
nno,  died  September  12,  1824. 

Tlie  Stilwells  were  for  a  long-  time  an  intlueiitial  and  pi'om- 
inent  family  in  the  county,  and  members  of  it  tilled  nuuiy  local 
oilices  (see  civil  and  military  lists),  while  tliere  are  yet  several 
liighly  respectable  individuals  among  them. 

Si'KAOifE. — The  tradition  in  the  family  is  that  thn-e  brothers, 
Joseph,  Edwaid  and  John,  emigrated  simultaneously  from 
England,  but  the  date  of  that  event  is  lost;  it  must  have  been 
eai'ly,  however,  as  we  read  of  Jacob  Spragg,  who  must  ha\e 
been  a  son  of  Josej)!),  as  early  as  172i).  Of  these  brothers, 
Joseph  toolv  up  his  abode  on  Stateu  Island;  of  the  other  tw(j, 
one  settled  on  Long  Island,  and  one  in  Ivhode  Island.  \\\\- 
liam,  whoS(3  name  we  lind  in  the  county  records  in  1707,  and 
J(jseph  in  1772,  were  undoubtedly  grandsons  (jf  tin;  origiii;U 
Joseph.  The  original  Joseph  had  three  sons,  Jacol),  John  and 
Etlward,  notwit iisianding,  the  family  has  not  increased  \'ei'y 
rapidly,  and  at  i)reseiit  nund)ers  but  a  few  fannlies,  mostly  con- 
iined  to  the  town  (d'  Westlield.  The  only  notices  of  the  mime 
in  the  old  record  of  St.  Andrew's  church,  are  the  following: 
Andrew  and  Catharine  Pryor  married  June  28,  18(H).  Jacob 
and  Margaret  Wood  married  July  12,  18oi).  l):iinel,  wlutsc 
wife's  name  was  Annatje  (Anna),  had  a  daugliriT  Susaniuih, 
l)aptized  Jul}'  18,  1702.  Thei'e  was  another  iJainel  whose  wife 
was  Maria  Poillon,  and  who  had  a  son  Jaques  bai)tized  Afarch 
2(i,  17158,  ;ind  a  sou  Daniel,  baptized  April  4,  1730,  whose  wifi/s 
imme  was  Ariantje,  and  had  a  son  Jeremiah,  born  Decend;er  1, 
1703. 

llei'e  we  aluindon  the  att(^mpt  further  to  trace  tht;  gtniealogy, 
aiul  give  the  remaining  names  which  w(i  have  collected,  leaving 
it  to  the  members  of  the  fanuly  to  disco\(U'  their  own  an- 
cestors.   Sarah  I'areyn  (Perine),  wife  of  William  "o6//<f,"  had 
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twins,  William  and  Daniel,  ba])tized  Septenilx^r  0,  1711)  (Post- 
liumous).  Jan  and  Elizabeth  Parein  (Pei'ine)  liad  a  sun  J(jlin, 
l)aprized  November  b"),  1719.  Thomas  and  Sarah  Van  Name 
had  a  son  Thomas,  lxi])tized  DeciMnber  '22,  1723.  Daniel  and 
Catharine  Lai'zalei'e  had  a  scjn  Piehard,  I)aptized  Novemljer  25, 
1730.  Joachim  and  Anna  Tenners  had  a  son  John,  baptized 
July  28,  n.")!,  and  a  son  Ivichard,  .May  23,  ]7M).  Thomas  and 
Nancy  Fonntain  had  a  son  Anlone,  baptized  February  10,  J7o5. 
John  and  Helena  \"an  Name  had  a  son  Elias  bai)tized  June  24, 
1752.  Richard  and  Jenneke  ( Jane)  \^an  Name  had  a  son  Nicho- 
las, baptized  September  21,  1735. 

The  above  are  from  the  records  of  the  Dutch  church;  the  fol- 
lowing are  from  Sr.  Andrew's  :  Nicholas  (son  of  last  mentioned 
Richard  )  and  his  wife  Elfey  (Ev;i)  had  a  daughter  Catharine,  born 
Novend)er  13,  17G1.  Jeremiah  and  his  wife  Yetty  had  a  son  Peter, 
l)orn  A])ril  30,  1704.  ,T(din  and  Cll\'  Taylor  were  married  Sej^- 
tember  15,  1757.  Samuel  and  Hannah  \^an  Pelt  were  m;irried 
June  0,  1755.  Richard  and  Mary  his  wife  had  a  .son  Daniel, 
born  February  7,  1770. 

Taylou. — Abraham  and  Ilarmintje  Ilaugliwout  had  the  fol- 
lowing cliildreii  :  Epliraim,  baptized  October  23,  1711,  died 
young;  Altje,  (Alida),  baptized  ]\[ay  18,  1710,  died  j'oung; 
Rachel,  baptized  August  21,  172o;  Alrje,  baptized  Novend)er 
25,  1722;  Peter,  liaptized  July  4,  1725;  l^phraim,  l»aptized  April 
(i,  1729;  and  iMargaret,  bajitized  Novend)er  23,  1715.  Ephraim 
mai'ried  Elizabeth  ^Morgan,  January  4.  1750.  .\nofliei'  I'ipliraim, 
})i'ol)ably  father  of  Abraham,  had  a  son  -Ian,  ami  a  daughtei' 
iMai'ietta,  both  baptized  in  1090. 

The  above  family,  thougli  iMiulish  in  name,  had  assimilated 
with  the  Dutch,  as  is  evident  fnun  the  names  ot  some  (d'  them, 
and  are  I'ound  in  the  rin'oids  of  ihe  Hutch  ('liurch.  The  lob 
lowing  ai'e  I'l-und  in  the  records  of  Sr.  Andi'ew's  church,  and  are 
of  another  faiinly.  (Jlivei'  was  l)i)rn  1('S7,  and  died  August  24, 
1771;  there  is  nothing  ro  indicate  I  liar  he  was  I)orn  on  the  is- 
land, lliongh  he  died  here.  TIeni'y  and  Jmlith  had  a  son  .bihii, 
born  Se})tend:)er  2ti,  1 77o.  ()liver  and  Sarah,  daughtei'  Kliza- 
beth,  born  August  24,  1771.  Iteni'y  and  Lydia,  sou  Abraham, 
baptized  in  1775.  John  and  Fanny,  son  Cliver,  born  SeptenJier 
24,  1791.  P)enjamin  and  Ann  J)ecker  maii'ied  Seprendjer  '.), 
1791.    John  and  Saiah  Vat<-s  luairied  January  7,  1S()4. 
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TfiTn:x.  —  ^Ve  cnii  scnrcfly  consider  lliis  faiiiily  as  anioiiLi,-  the 
old  I'amilies  of  the  island,  thoii-^'h  the  name  is  round  in  hical 
I'ecords  for  more  than  a  century,  fn  tlie  records  of  St.  Andrew's 
church  the  name  occurs  two  or  tliree  times,  until  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Methodist  church,  when  it  becomes  identilied  with 
that  cliurch.  Gilbert  was  one  of  the  first,  and  leading  men, 
connected  witli  that  society. 

The  i'<^si(b'nce  of  the  fanulies  l)earing  the  name  has  been  al- 
most exclusivc'ly  in  the  town  of  Westlield,  and  the  thriving 
village  of  Tottenville  in  tlia t  town  per[)etuates  their  respecta- 
f>ilify  and  iniluence.  The  only  notices  of  tlie  name  in  cliuicli 
records,  otlier  than  tliose  of  tlie  Methodist  churcli,  are  as  fol- 
lows :  Silas  and  Charity,  his  wife,  had  two  sons  :  Josei)li,  bcu'n 
August  10,  17G5,  and  Ephraini,  born  February  24,  1708.  Joseph 
and  Mary  Cubberly  were  married  December  11,  1804. 

EnntAoi  J,  ToTTEN  was  born  March  30,  18O0,  on  the  home- 
stead at  Tottenville,  where  he  remained  until  seventeen  years 
of  age.  Finding  the  life  of  a  mariner  moi'e  atti'aclive  than 
the  labor  of  the  farm,  lie,  at  the  age  of  nineteen,  became  mas- 
ter of  a  vessel  sailing  t<j  southern  coasts,  and  foi'  a  ])eriod  of 
twenty-two  years  continued  to  follow  the  sea.  In  18.")0,  Mr. 
Totten,  with  many  other  adventurous  spirits,  started  for  thel*a- 
cific  coast,  and  engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits  in  San  hh'ancisco. 
He  had,  meanwhile,  pui'cliased.  the  homestead  farm,  his  i)rt;sent 
residence,  and  California  no  longer  proving  an  attractive  i)oini, 
Tottenville  became  the  scene  c>f  his  business  experiences.  Hei'e, 
until  1874,  he  continued  a  leading  and  successful  merchant, 
finally  abandoning  the  store  and  retiring  to  his  attra(;tive  farm. 
As  a  republican,  .Mr.  Totten  has  been  ati  inlliieiitial  facri>r  in 
)Hdi(ics.  lie  lilled  th-'  olTu'e  of  ^^llervisnr  for  tin-  year>  ISlii 
47,  was  a  mend>er  of  (he  slate  It'gi^laiure  in  ISJS,  and  has 
held  oi  her  less  important  pnsi  i  ioirs.  lie  has  also  '  -  -en  assessor 
and  mendier  of  the  excise  l)oard.  Public  sjiiriled  ami  enler- 
prising,  Totlen\'ille  and  ils  \aiions  inlerrsls  ha\'e  hecn  ma 
terially  advanced  ihi-ough  his  agoucy.  1  Ii'  was  oin ■  of  Ihe  pro- 
jecloi's  and  an  eaily  dircnitoi'  (d'  the  Staten  Island  Ifailroad. 
Ml'.  'J'otten  is  a  zealous  nit^nd)er  of  the  Bethel  Mi'lhodist  lilpis- 
copal  idiurch,  of  which  he  has  been  for  thirty-three  years  le- 
c()rding  stewai'd,  and  equally  long  a  trustee.  Tlie  lot  iqioii 
which  the  edifice  stands  was  donated  by  his  father.  l'^;iihraim 
,1.  Totten  was  married,  June  27,  ]827,  to  Harriet,  datightei'  (d' 
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Jesse  Oalcley.  Tlieii-  cliiklreii  ai'e  :  Gilbert,  Julia  A.,  Geoi'i^e 
0,  William  \V.,  Fiances  E.,  Julm  J.,  James  15.  aiul  Klla  (^. 
Tlie  death  of  ]\[i's.  Totten  occiirivd  iti  August,  LSGO,  and  lie 
was  ag-ain  manied,  in  ]87o,  to  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Dowiit-r,  dauuhtt'r 
of  Jerennah  T.  Brower,  of  Belleville,  N.  J.  The  Totten  lainily 
are  of  \Velsh  extraction,  three  brothers  liaving  emigrated  from 
AVales.  Gilbei't  and  -loseph  st-tlli.'d  (jii  Staten  Island,  the  latter 
attaining  distincliou  and  intluenee  as  a  j\Iethodist  di^'ine.  Gil- 
b(,'i  t  became  an  exii-nsive  land  ownei'  on  Staten  Islaml,  juarrii-d 
Mai'y  J^uller  and  had  children  :  , lames,  John,  .losepli,  Bachel, 

JNIai-y,  Letitia,  l^lizabeth  and  .    John,  (d'  this  number, 

was  boi'ii  in  1771,  and  died  in  1847.  He  marri(Hl  Nancy  CiJe, 
td'  Staten  Island,  and  had  tw(dve  children,  one  of  whom  is  the 
sulrject  of  this  biogra})hy. 

TysI'^n. — This  family  is  of  Dutch  origin.  Barne  Tyseii  came 
from  Amsterdam  about  the  year  KIGO.  lie  married  ^faria 
Kroesen  in  1072.  lie  applied  for  a  gi'aiit  of  land  in  1G74  and 
olxained  grant  by  patent  from  Edmund  Andros  in  1077.  lie 
built  the  old  stone  liouse  on  the  land  granted  by  Andros.  lie 
had  three  sons:  Abraham,  Cornelius  and  Bavid.  Abraham  had 
a  son,  Abraham  BeDeckei'  Tysi-'U,  who  was  baptized  ()ct(il)(-i' 
21,  1707,  and  Cornelius  niari'ied  Clymer  .Mi)rgan  CMasseii  in 
I70;5;  but  we  have  bet'U  unable  to  trace  their  descendants. 
David  married  Magdaleiia  .Morgan  in  lODS  and  died  in  171(i, 
leju'ing  a  son,  ]3arent  Tysen,  \\  ho  was  born  Febi  uai'y  4,  lOD'J, 
mai-ried  Eliza))eth  Swain  October  1723,  and  died  December 
21),  17r)2,  leaving  one  son,  John  Tysen,  wdio  was  born  O(^tol:)er 
10,  1731.  He  married  Cordelia  Bergen  May  1,  1757,  and  died 
March  7,  18o8.  lie  was  elected  trustee  of  the  '•  Keformed  Dutch 
Church  on  Stateii  Island'"  in  17S7,  ordained  elder  in  17ii7aiid. 
was  several  t  imes  su  per\is(W  of  Nort  hiield.  He  hail  iwosoiis, 
John  and  Jacob.  John  was  bom  .March  17,  17r»8,  ano  luanied 
Miss  Elizal)eth  Ja(|ues  March  21,  1798.  lie  was  elected  deacon 
and  treasnrcn'  of  the  "North  Dutch  (Jhurch"  in  18o2  and 
I'emaiiied  its  treasurer  until  his  death,  J'\-bruary  0,  1827.  The 
re<'ords  of  the  church  contain  the  following:

ness  aiul  zeal  of  said  deceased  Eltler,  we-  do  \ve:ir  crapi^  on  tlu^ 
left  arm  for  the  si)ac(^  of  thirty  days  from  I  lie  date  hei'eof/" 

Re  left  a  large  family,  of  whom  one  is  now  li\  in,u' — (Miarles 
'Pysen,  I'esiding'  at  Port  Richmond, 

David  -hujiies,  his  eldest  son,  was  l»orn  Auunst  28,  IS'iT. 
married  Miss  Elizabeth  P.  Lake  December  2'.),  1831,  and  diei1 
^larch  27,  ]88r),  leaving  two  sons,  Daniel  W.  and  David  J., 
both  residing  at  New  ]>orp. 

Isaac  aiiotlier  son  of  John,  was  ))oi'n  in  l^'ebi'uary,  ISI^, 
married  Miss  (■ordeliall.  ,lacl;son  .lanuary  11,  18;!7,  and  died 
.March  2(),  J88G,  leaving  one  son,  U(^bert  V\,  residing  m  New 
York  city. 

Jacob,  son  of  John,  Sen.,  was  born  Octobei'  8,  ]77;5,  and  mar- 
ried Miss  Mary  Plousman  l'\d)ruary  0,  1794.  lie  became  treas 
urer  of  the  North  Dutcli.  church  at  the  deatli  (d'  his  brother 
John.  Ife  was  jutlge,  state  senatoi'  and  member  of  congress. 
He  died  July  IG,  1848,  leaving  three'  sons:  John,  Richard  ami 
l\a,ymond  Af.  John,  tlie  eldest,  was  born  I'^iJiruary  1,  18();], 
and  is  still  living  at  Schraalenburgh,  N.  J.  liicliard  was  born 
May  18,  1805,  marri(^d  Miss  Eii/.a))eth  ^\ .  Pei'ine  May  10,  l8;!o. 
and  died  F(.'biaiary  2,  18(jtj,  leaving  two  sons:  Jacob  Ktiymoud, 
residing  tit  Jacksonville,  Florida,  and  Edwaid  P.,  residing  at 
New  Dorp.  Raymoml  M.  was  born  October  14,  1810,  and  died 
Afay  8,  18r)l,  leaving  no  male  issue. 

The  records  sliow  that  this  fandly  has  been  largely  interested 
in  Staten  Island  reaP}-,  and  David  J.  Tysen  is  now  one  of  the 
largest  owners  of  real  estate  in  tin,'  county.  As  was  the  custom 
with  many  of  llu'  old  setllers,  for  a  ctMitur\-  or  more  (he}'  Imried 
in  I  heir  fam ily  1  ui ry  ing  ground  on  i  heir  home:>!ead,  John  Ty  sen 
being  the  last  buried  there  in  I8()8. 

\'an  DiJSKiKK,  A'an  Div.KU. — Neither  of  rhesi'  can  be  re- 
gai'ded  as  old  Staten  Island  fannlies.  There  was  a  Cormdius 
V^an  Buskirk  here  during  the  I'evolution,  but  lu^  came  from 
Bergen.  The  sites  of  the  Pavilion,  at .  New  Brighton,  and  St. 
Pel(!r's  church  now  occupy  a  part  of  his  fai'in.  His  dwelling 
iiouse  sbiod  along  the  Siiore  road,  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  upon 
which  St.  Mark's  hotel  stands,  and  is  alluded  to  elsewhere.  He 
iiad  a  son  whr)  owikmI  a  farm  ou  the  roatl  leading  fi'om  (,)uaran- 
line  to  liiclimond  near  the  Clove  road.    Another  son  li\ed  at 
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West  New  Brighton,  and  owned  the  mill  wliidi  t'onneily  stood 
on  tlie  "  Factory  l>ock;"  his  wife  was  a  Schernun  hoi  ii  rruiii 
Schenectady. 

Tlie  Van  Eiiskirks  were  among  the  earliest  settlers  on  Bergen 
Point,  and  were  a  very  respectable  thongh  not  a  nnmerous 
famiJy,  on  the  island.  ^Irs.  \'an  Du/.er,  mother-in-law  of  lion. 
H.  B.  ^Metcalfe,  married  a  son  of  the  original  Cornelins  A''an 
Buskirk,  and  after  his  death  married  the  kite  Daniel  Van  Duzer. 

Tlie  A"an  Dnzer  family  originally  came  from  kong  Island,  and 
settled  on  Staten  Island  near  the  close  of  the  last  centnry. 

Daniel  Van  Dnzer  left  at  least  two  sons,  Joliii  II.  and  Daniel 
C,  both  now  deceased. 

.foiiN  H.  V^\N  Ci,ii';i''  is  one  of  the  prominent  Ijnsiness  men  of 
Kichmond  comity  avIio,  by  industry  and  careful  metliods,  has 
won  for  himself  success  and  rei)UtaLioii.  Mr.  Van  Clief  is  a 
grandson  oi  Daniel  Van  Clief,  of  German  extraction,  who  settled 
on  a  farm  near  Garrison's  Station,  S.  I.,  previous  to  the  revolu- 
tion, and  who  was  four  times  wounded  during  the  colonial 
struggle  for  independence.  The  family  enjoys  an  enviable 
I'ecord  for  patriotism  and  loyalty,  members  of  it  having  served 
in  the  war  of  liS12,  in  tlie  Mexican  war  and  in  the  wai'  of  the 
rebellion.  One  of  its  members,  Benjamin  Van  (Uief,  died  on 
Staten  Island  of  a  wound  received  in  the  war  with  Mexico,  lie 
was  a  son  of  Jesse  A^an  Clief,  and  a  brother  of  tlu'  subject  of 
this  sketch. 

Jesse  Van  Cdief  was  a  man  of  indoinitaUe  courage  and  energy, 
lie  was  a,  ship  blacksmith  and  was  euii)loyt:'d  in  the  construc- 
tion of  many  famous  war  ships,  among  whicli  was  the  "Consti- 
tution." AVhile  working  u[K)n  her  he  broke  his  h-g,  and  in  order 
that  her  conqiletiou  might  not  be  dflaynl  he  allow.'d  liim-<flt'  to 
be  I ra tis|>orted  from  Staten  Uhnid  [o  tlic  ruooklyu  ua\y  y:\\\\ 
on  a  couch,  after  which  he  sajteiiuteiided  the  rigging  of  the 
vessel  in  his  invalid  condition.  Aftcrwaid  he  fought  in  the 
war  of  1812,  in  which  he  hail  the  misfortune  t(j  lose  his 
hearing. 

.  Jesse  Van  Clief  married  Miss  Alargaret  Afoore  (English)  and 
of  their  ten  children  .lolin  was  the  fourth,  lie  attended  piivate 
school  in  the  utughborhood  of  his  home  till  his  father's  death 
left  him,  at  the  ageof  ten,  an  orphan,  'riiongli  thi(»wn  upon  his 
own  resources  for  su|)port  he  did  not  gixc  the  idea  of  edu- 
cating himself,  and  with  this  end  in  view  he  spent  many  of  his 
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evenings  in  the  niiilit  school  at  'I'onipkinsvi Ih*.  Thf  sainn 
spirit  which  chai'acteri/.ed  liiniintliis  hasatteiuh^d  him  tliroii^h 
liis  whole  business  career.  At  the  nj^e  of  .■>e\  enteen  he  com- 
menced learning  the  trade  of  a  carpenter,  and  at  twentj^-one  he 
engaged  in  contract  work  for  himself.  In  185-1  he  discoutiinied 
contracting  and  started  in  the  luml)er  Inisiness  at  Port  liich- 
niojul.  The  success  which  he  has  attained  in  tiiis,  as  in  his 
other  ventures,  is  well  known  on  Staten  Island,  anil  is  entirely 
due  to  his  foresight  and  good  judgment. 

Mr.  VanCliefhas  never  held  jKditical  office,  though  he  has 
long  been  identified  with  the  politics  of  the  county  as  a  staunch 
democrat.  For  thirteen  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  Rich- 
mond County  Guard,  and  during  a  portion  of  that  time  served 
as  sergeant  (jf  the  company,  lie  has  interested  himself  in  real 
estate  on  Staten  Island  of  wliicli  he  is  a  large  holder,  and  his 
advice  in  ]'egard  to  real  estate  and  land  values  generally,  is 
highly  esteemed  by  business  men.  He  was  married  July  17, 
1830,  to  Miss  Janettp  Vreeland.  lie  has  had  seven  children,  all 
of  whom  survive. 

The  Yandeimults.— Staten  Island  is  reniarkabli^  in  that  it 
was  the  bii'thplace  of  the  distinguished  American  railroad  king 
(Commodore)  Cornelius  Vanderbilt,  and  (ov  many  years  the 
residence  of  his  woild-famous  son  and  heir,  AVilliam  II.  \'an- 
derbilt.  Without  a  sketch  of  tlieir  lives,  wdiose  names  and 
those  of  their  descendants  are  interwoven  with  so  nuiu}'  inci- 
dents of  its  progress,  a  history  of  Kichmond  county  must  be 
incomplete. 

Commodore  Vanderbilt  was  of  Holland  Hutcli  descent.  The' 
common  ancestor  of  tlie  family  from  whicli  lui  came,  -bin  ^John^ 
Aoertsen  A'^an  der  Hilt,  arrived  in  this  couuti'v  fi'om  (van)  der 
Hilt  tu'  Hyli,  ihe  hill,  in  Holland,  about  l()."'>o,  and  look  ui>  hi> 
resilience  near  I'Matbush,  Long  Island.-'  A  grauilsoii  of  the 
latter,  J:u'ob  A'^an  <h.'r  Hilt,  in  1718,  purchased  from  his  hither,

Cornelius  inai-rieil 
J'ho.'l)i'  Hand,  iM'hruary  'A,  1 7S7.  The  Curnelius  V'andcrliilt  (if  this  >l;ctch  was 
their  son. 
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(»r  the  same  name,  a  farm  on  Stateii  Island,  to  wliicli  lie  re- 
moved with  his  wife,  EleaiKU'.  It  was  he  who  founded  the 
Staten  Island  bi'ancli  of  the  \'anderl)ilt  family. 

For  more  than  a  centui'y  his  hardy  descendants  developed 
nothing-  of  a  remarl^able  character.  'I'hey  were  quiet,  indus- 
tiious  farmers,  jjioiis,  pei'haps  to  a  fault,  and  liberal  in  their 
snppoir  of  the  little  ]\Ioravian  church,  to  the  faith  of  which 
tliey  were  converted  by  some  of  the  persecuted  followers  of 
John  Iluss,  then  settled  at  New  Dorp.  "Not  slothful  in  ))nsi- 
ness,  serving  the  Lord,"  is  a  motto  whicdi  they  seem  earl}-  to 
have  adopted,  and  to  have  followed  through  the  long.yeais  with 
most  commendalrle  consistency. 

On  May  27,  17'J-1,  Cornelius  Vanderbilt  was  born,  at  the 
home  (;f  his  parents,  near  Sta])leton.*  lie  was  the  son  of  Cor- 
neliiisVan  Derbilt  and  Pluebe  Hand,  and  the  gi'eat  grandson  of 
Jacob  Van  del'  IJilt.  Ilis  boyhood  and  youth  were  spent  ver}'^ 
much  afttn' th(,' manner  (»f  othei'  farnuers'  sons,  in  the  luir.suit 
of  amusement  and  the  perfornumce  of  minor  ttisks  aliotu  the 
li(;mestead.  lie  did  not  love  scdiool,  and  early  accjuired  a  taste 
f{jr  a  seafai'ing  life.  But  liis  mother,  a  woman  of  sound  com- 
mon sense,  won  him  from  his  di'eanis  with  a  practical  i)roposal, 
the  acceptance  of  which  by  him  stai'ted  her  son  on  that  won- 
derful career  wln(di  linally  seated  him,  if  not  in  the  highest, 
then  in  the  most  useful  p(»silion  olfered  by  modei'u  ci\  ili/.afi(jn 
as  a  goal  for  and)ition.  The  ])r(jposal  was  this,  that  in  case  of 
his  c6m])leting  an  ahnost  im[)ossible  piece  of  work  upon  the 
fai  in  before  a  certain  date  he  should  have  oiuj  hundred  dollars, 
with  which  to  purchase  for  himself  a  boat.  He  accepted  the 
terms,  and  with  the  assistance  of  other  boys,  whom  he  interested 
in  the  pi'oject  by  otVeriug  them  the  pi'i\  ilege  of  sailing  w  ith  him, 
won  I  he  prize.  This  took  place  in  his  sixleenlh  year,  and 
shortly  after  he  l)egan  the  tiansportation  business  by  carry- 
ing passengers  to  and  from  Staten  Island  for  an  established  toll 
of  eighteen  cents.  Often  when  he  lirst  started  in  this  business 
he  would  forego  his  meals  to  ferry  excui'sion  parties  to  the  cit}' 
and  secure  the  exti'a  reward  sure  to  follow. 

lie  made  moiu^y  rapidly.    At  the  end  of  the  lirst  year  hega\  e

dolhus  lifsith's.  At  tht;  end  (d'  the  se'c-oiid  lie  ,L!,'ave  lu'i'  another 
thonsand  dollars,  and  had  sinaired  a  frartional  inlerest  in  I  wo 
or  three  more  boats.  The  war  ol'  1812  also  j'lirnislKid  hini  many 
opportunities  to  add  to  his  regular  lousiness,  which  In;  eagt;rly 
seized,  and  from  which  he  ])r(jtited  largely,  iiisomuch  that  he 
began  to  l)e  regarded  as  a  remarkable  youth.  While  engageil 
in  this  manner  In^  developt-'d  many  of  the  peculiarities  which  so 
distinguished  his  after  life,  es]»ecially  that  of  never  allowing 
himself  to  bennderbid  or  circumvented  by  any  person  or  in  any 
way.* 

In  liis  nineteenth  yeai'  iMr.  V'andeibilt  fell  in  love  with,  and 
married,  his  cousin,  Miss  So[)hia  Johnson,  the  dauglitj'r  of  his 
father's  sistei'  Eleanor.  The  ceremony  took  place  Novendxn' 
ISJ,  1813.  Immediately  after  it  he  redoubled  his  efforts  to  place 
liimself  on  a  solid  business  foumlation.  r"'rom  the  profits  of  a 
contract  with  t  he  connnissary  department  (»f  ihe  |;nite(i  States 
for  delivering  fooil  to  ihe  six  fm  ts  in  New  Yoi'k  bay,  together 
with  other  moneys  which  he  had  ac(;umulated,  he  built  a  small 
sclnjoner  for  the  coasting  trach.',  which  he  called  the  Dread." 
The  following  year  he  l)uilt  a  nnndi  largcu-  ona  named  after  his 
sister  Charlotte,  and  placed  it  on  the  line  between  New  Yoi'k 
and  Charleston.  Al>out  this  time,  also,  he  began  to  study  the 
modcdling  and  ])lanning  of  vessels,  which  linally  ended  in  his 
abandoning  sails  \'ov  the  then  modern  invention,  the  steamboat. 

The  end  of  1817  found  him  twenty-three  yeai's  of  age,  mar- 
ried, with  nine  thousand  dollars  in  his  ])ossessiou,  and  out  of 
))nsiness.  lie  had  heartily  espoused  the  cause  of  (Tibbons, 
[n'oiirietor  of  the  steam  lint;  between  New  York  city  and  New 
Hrunswick,  X.  .1.,  in  the  liLiht  which  that  gentli'nian  ua-^  con- 
ducting against  the  I'^ulton  Jjivingston  Nb'w  \i<ik  .sieamlxiat 
inf)m)])oly.  iMi'.  Cibbons,  knowing  his  quality  of  de.i'rmiiiation, 
and  appreciating  the  assistance  whi(di  he  had  rendert-d  him, 
olfered  ]\rr.  Vandtjrbilt  the  command  of  tin;  small  steamlnKit 
"Mouse  of  the  Mountain,"  which  he  actuipted  at  a  salary  of  one 
thonsand  dollars  per  annum. 

For  twelve  yeai's  he  remained  with  Gibbons,  fighting  continu- 
ally against  his  nu)nopolistic  oiiponents.    During  this  pei  iod  he

nddt'd  c()ii.si(lei'al)ly  to  liis  iiicouie  by  rlic  ]iui'cliast'  and  luainreii- 
aiice  of  the  Half-way  House  at  New  liruiiswick,  wliere  ten  of 
his  thirteen  cliihlitMi  were  born.  Finally,  the  lawgiving'  Fultmi 
Livingston  the  sole  right  to  run  steand)oats  in  the  waters  of 
New  Yoi'k  state  was  repealed,  and  Mr.  A^anderbilt,  feeling  that 
lie  could  greatly  increase  his  income  by  engaging  in  laisiuess 
for  himself,  even  tlunigh  Gibl)ons  offered  him  an  eijULd  partner- 
shij)  in  his  line,  then  paying  forty  thousand  dollars  a  yeai\ 
turiietl  his  eyes  in  the  direction  ol'  the  Hudson  I'iver  and  L')ng 
Island  souiul  trallic.  1^'or  the  pin-pose  of  facilitating  the  accom- 
])lishmeiit  of  liis  jirojects,  he  sold  his  hotel  and  removed  to  New 
York  city  with  his  famil}'  in  18"2'.).  lie  resitled  for  a  slun't  time 
in  Stone  street,  also  in  East  Bi'oadway,  after  which  he  removed 
to  Stai)leton,  Stateii  Island,  where  he  built  t he  commodious  ami 
stately  ivsideiice  at  present  in  the  ])ossession  of  Mr.  (.xeorge  H. 
Daley. 

I<''rom  the  time  of  his  leaving  New  Brunswick,  Mi'.  Vandei'- 
bilt  made  nujui^y  rapidly,  and  the  schemes  wdii(di  he  put  into 
oi)eration  for  the  increase  of  his  fortune  followed  each  other  in 
quick  succession.  In  tlie  spring  of  18;5o  he  <'omnienced  running 
a  line  of  boats,  which  had  been  built  f(n'  him  and  whi(di  con- 
tained many  improvements  of  his  own  inventi(ni,  on  the  Ilnd- 
.son  river.  At  first  he  was  opi)osed  in  this  b}-  the  Stevenses, 
Daniel  Di'ew  and  Dean  Iii<d)mond,  all  of  whom,  however, 
rapidlN'  disappeared  before  his  unc(Uiquei'ai)le  management  and 
indonjitable  industry.  For  live  years  after  leaving  Gibboirs  he 
made  thirty  thousand  dollars  a  year,  which  he  dcnililed  after 
the  expiration  of  that  period.  At  the  age  of  forty  he  had  mure 
than  a  score  of  vessels  running  in  all  directions,  and  the  num- 
l)er  was  so  rai)idly  increasing  that  he  began  to  be  callt-d  the 
Gommodoi'e,  a  name  which  ever  afterward  clung  tu  him.  .Be- 
tween 1840  and  18o(>  his  receipts  were  enormous,  and  he  realized 
that  people  were  looking  n^ion  his  extensive  oi)erations  and 
growing  wealth  with  that  curiosity  which  phenomeiuil  success 
always  attracts. 

In  18-1'J  he  commenced  his  famous  battle  with  the  Pacilic  Mail 
Steamshi[)  (Jom[)any  bv  trans])(n'ting  passengers  across  Lake 
Nicaragua,  located  among  the  tops  of  the  Andes.  To  accofn- 
plish  this  he  was  obliged  to  get  a  small  side-wheel  steamer  ("The 
Director")  up  the  San  Juan  river,  full  of  cascades  and  rapids, 
Avhicli  he  succeeded  in  jumping  by  tying  down  the  safety  valve', 
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to  tlie  f!,'i'eat  coii.stoi'iiation  of  tlie  accoiiipaiiyinn'  eiig'inei-i'.s.  IIh 
made  more  tlian  one  nii!li<jn  dullars  a  year  in  Nii'ar:iuii;i.  besides 
the  income  I'rom  liis  otlier  eiiterj)ri.se.s  at  the  smnic  liint*.  In 
1853  lie  .sold  out  the  route  to  the  Tiansit  Line  and  sfaiM cd  on  his 
voyage  in  the  "North  Star,"  then  the  largest  steam  yacht 
ever  constructed.  Accompanying  him  were  his  wile  and  ch-veii 
children.  Evei'ywhere  thi'ough  Europe  Mi',  ^'andl.'r))ilt  was  re- 
ceived with  mai'ked  respect  In'  the  various  sovereigns  and  peo- 
ples, wh(^  looked  upon  his  self-made  wealth  with  surprise  and 
vvc)nder.  This  trip  gave  a  great  iuiiietus  to  emigralioii,  and  was 
intlueiitial  in  bringing  to  this  country  many  who  I'ecoguized  in 
liim  the  legitimate  product  of  free  institui ions. 

On  liis  return  to  America  Commodore  A'anderliilt  liecanie  en- 
gaged in  an  altercation  witli  thti  Nicaragua  Transit  (_'oni[»aiiy, 
which,  ill  his  absence,  had  grown  rich  b}'  systematically  de- 
frauding him.  Tlie  course  wliicli  he  took  on  that  occasion  was 
chai'actei'islic.  .Vfler  lirst  warning  tliem  of  his  inleiilicms,  he 
put  on  an  o[i[iosilion  line,  and  in  one  year  tlie  Transit  Uonipaiiy 
was  bankrupt.  Nine  years  longer  he  continued  in  the  tJalifornia 
business,  accumulating  not  less  tliaii  ten  million  doHars;  but 
the  filibuster  Walker  put  an  end  to  further  operations  l)y  seiz- 
ing the  Vanderbilt  franchise  and  nearly  capturing  his  steamers. 

Mr.  Vanderbilt's  next  venture  was  in  the  direction  of  the 
transatlantic  traffic.  At  that  tiiiui  this  was  divided  between  the 
Cniiard  bine  of  English  steamers  and  tln^  Collins  Weekl}'  Line 
(American).  These  furnished  only  half  the  service  required. 
The  commodore  olfered  to  form  a  ])artnership  with  Collins,  but 
the  latter  declined,  fearing  that  if  Mv.  A^anderbilt  once  got  his 
hand  on  the  European  trade  he  would  mono[)olize  it  and  in  all 
]irobabilif y  crowd  him  tuit.  FiU'  stutie  time  tlie  commodore 
waged  war  with  his  voluntary  antagonist  over  the  United  States 
mails,  which  had  heretofore?  been  carried  at  an  enormous  rate; 
and  linally,  when  Mr.  l!ollins'  power  at  Washington  was  too 
great  to  be  overthrown,  he  offered  to  carry  the  mails  for  noth- 
ing. President  Pierce  vetoed  the  Collins  subsidy  and  .Mr. 
Vanderl)ilt  placed  the  tliree  steamers,  "  Yanderbilt,"  "Ariel  " 
and  "  Harvest  (^iieen,"  on  the  route.  With  these  he  beat  the 
Collins  steamers  nine'  times  out  of  ten.  lie  soon  made  his  line 
the  favorite  of  travelers,  and  before  long  succeeded  in  so  mo- 
nopolizing the  trade  that  the  Collins  line  disapi)eared  from  (lie 
ocean.    For  years  he  continued  the  transatlantic  irallic.  and 
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gave  it  up  only  when  lie  found  that  the  rapidly  i^-rowing  railroad 
interests  of  the  countiy  furnished  him  with  a  Ijetter  invest- 
ment for  his  money.  At  the  linui  he  c(jinmenced  (o  put  money 
in  raili'oad  st(jek  he  had  luiilt  hl'ty-one  steamlxjats  and  steain- 
shijjs,  besides  schooners  and  other  vessels, and  he  was  the  largest 
em[)loyei'  in  the  country.  He  owned  nearly  a  hundred  vessels, 
and  his  powerful  hand  was  felt  in  every  conimeicial  circlet  in 
the  w(jrld. 

The  wai'  of  the  rebelli(jn,  in  its  ell'ect  upon  a  man  of  Mr. 
Vanderldlt's  wealth  and  temperament,  was  of  the  greatest  im- 
[)ortance.  From  its  outbreak  he  favored  olfeiisive  nn'asures, 
and,  togethei'  with  Thuilow  W^eed,  interested  himself  in  the 
sending  cd'  ti'0(;])s  to  the  front.  Mr.  Lincoln,  noticing  the  ai'dor 
with  which  he  espoused  the  federal  cause,  sent  for  him,  after 
the  siidiing  of  the  "  Cund)erland  "  by  the  "  Merrimac,"  and 
offered  him  money  to  stop  the  i)rogress  of  the  rebel  ram.  Riv 
fusing  compensation,  he  I'etui'iied  to  New  York,  received  a 
quota  of  govei'ument  seamen  aboard  his  favorite  ship  "  Van- 
d(irl)ilt,"  and  soon  aftei'wai'd  was  steaming  n[)  the  Jaiuesin  ipiest 
(d'  I  he  conl'e(k'ra  le  l  am.  '.Fhe  "JMerrimac"  did  not  reappear, 
howevei',  and  the  commodore  wrote  to  JNlr.  Lincoln  olfering  him 
the  loan  of  his  ship  till  the  close  of  the  war.  Congress  ordered 
a  medal  struck  in  his  honor  and  presented  to  the  d(jnor,  and 
the  "  Vanderbilt,"  then  probably  the  hands(jmest  and  best 
equipped  steamer  ailoat,  and  rejiresenting  a  value  of  tdght  hun- 
dred tlujusand  dollars,  passed  into  the  ])ossession  ot  the  Uinted 
States  government. 

In  the  winter  of  18G2-03,  Mr.  Vanderbilt  made  his  lirst  invest- 
ments in  railroad  stock,  a  mf)ve  which  at  the  ti!m_^  was  consid- 
eit'd  by  his  tViends  to  be  imponiuv  lie  was  then  in  his  ('I'Jili. 
year,  and  it  was  ihonglil  lhal  the  intricate  niclliods  nfWall 
street  would  be  loo  nuicli  tor  his  d(.'c;liuing  days.  iUw  iIk'  f;ict 
that  in  the  next  foui'teen  years  he  succeeded  in  witlnhawing 
his  immeiisf,'  fortune  entii'ely  fi'om  its  maritime  investnu'iit, 
doubling  it  four  tinies  over,  and  obtaining  Tor  it  the  most  solid 
of  all  security  then  known  to  the  American  huiincier,  shows  the 
mental  powei'  which  he  possessed  and  the  cleai'uess  of  his  judg- 
njeiit.  His  fii'st  investment  was  in  Harlem,  then  selling  at  fiom 
seven  to  nine.  Under  the  impetus  of  his  nann^  it  soon  rose  to 
thirty,  and  shortly  afterward  to  par,  on  his  obtaining  from  the 
common  council  of  New  York  city  a  franchise  for  a  street  lail- 
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load  to  tlie  Biittei'y.  Tlie  plieiioinenal  ri.se  t lius  ,ui vcii  rlio  stock 
excited  tlie  l)e;ir.s,  who,  after  selling'  iiiiinense  (juaiitiiies  of  llai  - 
leni  short,  atteiu^jteil  to  injure  tiie  commodore  ))y  iiitliieiicin<>- 
the  witlidrawal  of  the  stieet  franchise.  'I'hey  siicceeih.'d,  hy 
forming  a  c(jml)inati()!i  witli  the  aldermen,  in  liaving  the  (ihartei- 
rejjeali.'d;  l)nt  found  to  theii-  soii'ow  tliat  lie  had  oiUdone  tliem 
l)y  ])nrc]iasing  all  t hti  stock  and  holding-  it  in  his  possession. 
Some  of  it  sold  as  high  as  two  hnndred  and  eightydive,  and 
from  the  nnllions  which  he  I'ealized  in  this  cornering  of  Harlem 
Ml'.  Vanderl)ilt  began  investing  in  l[ndson  liiver  stock,  then  (in 
the  fall  of  ]SC3)  selling  at  twentydive.  His  idea  was,  if  })os- 
siMe,  t(j  conti'ol  the  road  and  secni'e  its  consolidation  with  the 
Harlem.  For  this  i)nrpose  lie  went  to  .Mhany  and  sccurt.'d  the 
[)i'<_)nuses  of  a  ma joi'ity  (d'  the  legislators  that  they  wonld  give 
their  votes  in  favor  of  the  measure.  Again,  as  in  the  instance 
of  the  c(Mnmoii  (jouncil,  he  found  that  (liii»licity  was  l)eing  prac- 
ticed upon  him.  d'lie  lionoi'ahle  inemlx^rs  of  assend)ly  and  their 
friends  were  selling  Hudson  River  shan't,  pre^iaratory  to  l^reak- 
ing  their  pledges  and  defeating  the  bill.  This  caused  Mr.  V^an- 
derbilt  to  form  a  condn'nation  with  JolinTol)in,  aftijrward  pres- 
ident of  tilt!  road,  and  Li.'onai'd  .Iiirome.  They  se(Mireil,  ;ts  in 
the  Hai'lem  corner,  nearly  all  the  stock  of  the  road.  'Via;  legis- 
lators went  on  selling  till  they  had  disposed  of  twenty-seven 
thousand  more  shares  of  stock  than  existed,  and  when  iIih  time 
came  to  cover  their  shorts  there  was  a  [)anic  in  Wall  street. 
Hundreds  were  ruined  outright,  and  Mr.  Vanderbilt's  reputa- 
tion as  a  railroad  manipulator  was  lirmly  maintaiu(id. 

The  acquisition  of  I  liL'  Hudson  River  Railroad  liy  tlu'  com- 
modore gave  him  great  |)()werover  the  transit  of  tin' state,  \vhi<di 
was,  howi>\-er,  haniiiercil  lo  a  certain  exteni  die  arbirnnv' 
conduct  of  the  New  Y  ork  ( ."enl  ral,  under  llii^  coniiul  df  H^an 
lvi(dim(jnd  and  IN'ter  ('agger.  'I'liese  genth'incn  adnpi'i'd  a 
(.•ourse  with  Mr.  Vanderbilt  which  was  fi'om  llKHiisl  calculated 
to  e.xcite  his  disiileasui'c\  Tlu'y  I'efustnl  to  unitiiwilh  him  in 
any  measure  for  the  betitu'  accommodation  of  either  [)asseugers 
or  freight,  and  caused  him  to  retaliate  by  a  bold  movement, 
wliicli  linally  gaiiuid  him  i)ossession  of  the  N(!W  York  (Central 
road.  Jticlimond  and  Caggei'  had  l)eeii  in  the  hal)it  (d"  using 
Drew's  river  boats  as  un  outlet  for  their  freight  in  New  Yoi'k 
city  during  the  summer  months,  but  in  the  winter  they  wtMV 
obliged  to  send  it  over  the  Hudson  River  road.    yir.  Vander- 
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bilt  took  ndvantnge  of  tliis  fact,  and  refused  to  niu  an}'  ti'aius 
to  Albany  dnring  tlie  winter,  tluis  reducing-  the  stuck  of  tlie 
Central  more  than  liffeeii  pfi'  cent.,  after  which  he  l)ought  large 
amounts  of  it,  and  gained  the  management.  Three  years  hitei', 
November  1,  18G9,  he  secured  its  consolidation  wilh  the  Hudson 
River  road  under  the  name  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hud- 
son River  Railroad  C()mi)any.  E\-en  now  Mr.  A^atulerhill  found 
tliat  his  ])ath  wa.s  not  entirely  clear.  New  difhculties  juesented 
themselves  in  the  senseh^ss  and  ruinous  rate  cutting  of  tlie  Krie 
road,  against  which  all  his  remonstrances  were  in  vain.  After 
trying  in  various  ways  to  (nitwit  Daniel  Di'ew  and  his  friends, 
then  in  control  of  that  company,  he  decided  that  his  oidy  phin 
would  be  to  purchase  the  road.  He  accordingly  commenced  a 
i-apid  al)sorption  of  Erie  stock,  while  Drew,  Fislc  and  (xould 
sold  short.  For  a  while  the  issue  of  the  l)attle  lietween  these 
giants  of  finance  seemed  doubtful,  but  the  odds  were  in  fuvor 
of  the  commodore.  No  one  susi)ected  the  trick  which  Drew 
and  his  companions  were  about  to  put  in  practice;  nothing  less, 
indeed,  than  the  issue  of  bogus  stoclc.  One  hundred  thousand 
sliai'es  of  this  were  suddeidy  thrown  on  the  marlvet,  and  Mr. 
V^anderbilt  unknowingly  bought  the  whole  issue.  Immediately 
on  discovei'ing  the  fraud,  he  i)Ut  tlie  machinei'y  (jf  the  law  in 
motion.  l)i'ew,  Fisk  and  CJould  ll(.'d  to  New  Jersey,  carrying 
nearly  seven  million  dollars  of  greenba(dvs  with  them.  But 
they  were  finally  pressed  to  such  an  extent  by  Mr.  Yanderbilt's 
lawyers  that  they  agreed  to  a  restitution  of  several  millions. 
The  commodore,  however,  never  full}^  recovered  his  loss  in  this 
transaction.  After  the  matter  had  subsided,  he  nuide  no 
further  eifort  to  obtain  control  of  the  Ei'ie  road,  and  for  some 
years  tlt-volcil  his  energy  to  ilu."  iniiirovt'iueui  of  the  projierties. 
already  in  his  [tossession.  lie  caused  the  tracks  of  the  Harlem 
and  New  York  Central  an<l  Hudson  River  Roads  to  be  lelaid 
and  rel)allasted,  new  rolling  stock  was  addi'd  to  tlieii- outtit,  the 
!St.  J(diu's  Park  property  was  i)ur(diasetl  and  the  freight  de])ot 
erected.  A  charter  was  also  obtained  for  an  immense  union  de- 
X)ot  at  Forty-second  street,  and  the  building  was  constructed, 
together  with  the  splendid  system  of  viaduct  tracks  forming 
the  entrance  [o  the  city  of  the  northern,  western  and  eastern 
railroads.  This  was  accomplished  at  a  cost  of  six  million  live 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  half  of  wlii(di  was  boriu'  by  the  ciiy 
of  New  York.    On  November  lo,  bSdl),  the  famous  Albert  de 
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Groot  bas-ii'lief,  iMiil)leniarical  o['  CloninuMlore  \'aii(l(M'Iiiir.s 
career,  was  unveiled  in  the  ])re.'5eiice  oi'  inure  than  ten  thousand 
people.  The  desi^'u  was  most  happy,  and  plainly  tells  thest(jry 
of  his  rise  from  farmer's  boy  to  raih'oad  kin^i^-.  It  occupies  a 
position  over  the  east  front  of  the  depot  at  St.  Jolui"s  Park, 
and  it  is  said  to  liave  cost  in  tlie  neighborhood  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  d'he  vast  iin^jrovement  which  Mr. 
Vanderbilt  made  in  his  rcjads  by  tlie  ccmstant  exercise  of  his 
managerial  skill,  together  with  their  ever-increasing  traflic,  add- 
ed greatly  to  theii'  value,  and  he  at  last  a[)[)lied  to  tfie  legis- 
lature for  permission  to  increase  their  capital  stock  fi'oni  thirty- 
live  million  dollars  to  ninety  million  dollars.  This  was  granted, 
and  he  derived  as  his  personal  shai'e  of  pi'ofit  from  the  transac- 
tion twenty-six  nnllion  (bjllars. 

In  iS'ovend)er,  1873,  Mr.  \'anderbilt  found  himself  obliged  by 
the  death  of  his  son-in-law,  Horace  P.  Ohirk,  who  had  formerly, 
through  his  i)osition  of  president  of  the  Lake  Shore  iKs  Mich- 
igan S(.)Uthei'n,  controlled  for  the  Xew  York  (Jentral  I'oad  an 
outlet  in  Chicago,  to  jiurchase  the  former  road.  The  advantage 
secured  by  rival  railroad  managers  through  the  combination  of 
the  Grand  Trunk  and  Great  Western  raili'oads  also  obligt'd  him 
later  on  to  secure  the  (.'anada  S(uithern  and  the  Michigan  Ueiitral, 
wluch,  when  added  to  his  former  ac({uisilions,  comi)osed  the 
iinest  and  best  ecpiipped  railroad  pr(jperty  in  the  world. 

The  commodore  met  with  the  loss  of  his  wife  August  17, 
18G8.  Her  death  took  jilace  at  the  residence  of  her  son- in-law, 
Horace  P.  Clark,  where  she  was  visiting.  It  was  a  great  blow- 
to  her  husband  and  family,  ^frs.  Vanderbilt  was  one  of  the 
iu>blest  of  women,  alfcctionatf,  thoughtful  and  self-denying. 
She  had  boi'iic  tlniiccn  children,  twrhe  of  whom  I'cai'hrd  ma- 
turity. Her  burial  took  [ilact-  at  Dorj)  in  the  jdesi'iice  td'  a 
crowd  of  alfectioiuite  friends.  Among  the  pall  bearers  were  A. 
T.  Stewart  and  Horace  Greely. 

A  year  later,  in  1869,  j\Ir.  Vanderbilt  mari'ied,  at  the  little 
town  of  London  in  Canada,  another  of  his  cousins,  .^[iss  Prank 
A.  Crawfoi'd.  Augustus  Schell  and  James  Tillinghast  were  the 
sole  witnesses  of  this  ceremony.  The  secoml  xMi's.  V^andei'liili 
exercised  a- softeidng  and  relining  iidluence  over  her  husband 
and  nuule  him  a  loving  and  attenti\e  companion  in  his  old  age. 
It  was  largely  due  to  her  inlluence  that  he  ('sla!)lished  the  ''\'an- 
dei'bilt  University,"  of  TeniK.'ssee,  at  a  cost  tohimsi'lf  of  si^ooo,. 
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UOO,  and  also  tliat  lie  purchased  f(jr  the  friend  of  his  latter  days, 
Rev.  Dr.  Deems,  "The  Church  of  the  Strangers,"  costing  8oO,(h)(). 

On  January  4,  1877,  the  great  railroad  king,  then  at  the  age 
of  eighty-three,  died.  His  funeral  excited  an  intensity  (jf  inter 
est  e(;[ual  to  that  shown  toward  no  otliei'  man,  purely  of  a  [irivaie 
character,  who  had  preceded  liini.  A  large  number  of  friends 
followed  his  body  to  ils  last  resting  pla(;(i  at  New  Doip,  and  the 
items  of  his  will  were  telegra})hed  toall  parts  of  the  worhl,  whd're 
they  were  eagerly  sought  !)y  thousands  whose  interests  tht-y 
might  incitlentally  aJfect. 

Thus  passed  from  the  stage  of  usefulness  perhaps  the  abb^st  • 
man  of  all'airs  the  world  has  ever  seen.  He  left  behind  him  a 
large  family,  of  whom  William  Ileniy  Vanderbilt  was  the  eldi-st 
son.  On  exami]iation  of  the  will  it  was  found  that  the  commo- 
dore had  left  the  bidk  of  his  fortune,  amounting  to  nearly  -s;)0,- 
()()(),()()(),  in  his  hands.  ]h)w  well  he  managi.'d  the  trust  im[)osfil 
on  him  by  Ids  father  will  be  seen  in  the  following  sketch  of  Ins 
life. 

William  Henry  Vanderbilt  was  Ijorn  at  New  Brunswick,  N. 
J.,  ]\Iay  8,  182f.  For  four  years  he  attended  the  public  school 
in  that  place;  l)ut  shortly  after  his  father's  removal  to  New 
York  city,  in  1829,  he  became  a  student  of  ColumI)ia  (Trammar 
school. 

At  sixteen  he  began  his  business  career  as  a  ship  (diandler, 
aiuf  two  years  later  he  entered  tlu3  (jflice  of  Drew,  li<jbinsou  & 
Co.,  l)ankers  on  AVall  street,  the  senior  partner  of  which  was 
Daniel  Drew,  'i'he  young  man  had  been  for  some  tinn^  consid- 
ering the  adverse  oiuniou  which  his  father  seemed  to  have 
formed  of  him.  He  saw  that  it  was  an  obstacle  to  his  jnogress, 
and  resolved  if  iH)ssibl,>  to  remo\'e  it.  With  this  eiul  in  view,  . 
he  devoted  himself  u n re-M-rved I y  lo  his  work,  and  as  a  ri'sult, 
his  atlvancement  at  the  bank  was  a  lapid  one.  On  enferini;  it 
his  salary  was  placed  at  J^f.OO  per  annum.  The  second  yeai' it 
was  ><'.li)0,  and  the  tlurtl  it  was  Si, ()()().  At  the  age  of 
twenty  lie  married  ]\H'ss  Maria  Ijouisa  Kissam,  dangliter 
of  a  lirooklyn  clergyman  of  the  Dutch  Jveforined  chuich,  and 
witli  her  he  went  to  board  in  East  l^roadway.  Ifis  father  was 
then  worth  in  the  neighborhood  of  8I,0()0,()()(»,  l)ut  he  had  made 
up  his  nnnd  that  his  son  was  reckless  and  that  helping  him 
would  but  be  wasting  money;  so  he  allowed  him  to  liveonas  he 
had  started,  without  his  aid.    At  last  the  young  man's  health 
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gav((  and  liis  pliysiciaiis  iiolilunl  liis  Faflicr  that   ho  must 

b(!  talct'ii  i'voiii  tlio  \)[\nk  or  tlie  result  ini;j,lit  prove  I'atal. 

Tlie  coiiiiiioclore  looked  aljuiiL  Tor  .some  means  of  employing- 
his  son,  which  Avorild  at  the  same  time  enable  him  to  recover  his 
health.  Finally  lie  decided  on  purchasing  for  him  a  farm  ai 
New  T)orp,  S.  T.,  l)etween  the  ohl  Moravian  church  and  the  sea, 
and  to  it  Wilh'am  and  his  wife  removed  (in  1842)  with  the  detej- 
mination  tliat  they  would  make  the  l)est  of  the  situation.  Tlie 
house  to  which  they  went  was  a  plain  two-stor}' structure  facing 
tlie  sea,  with  a  lean-to  for  a  kitchen.  It  prol)al)ly  did  nor  C(jntain 
more  than  hve  rooms.  'The  farm  also  was  very  small,  and  was 
a  part  of  the  neglected  barrens  of  Staten  Island.  It  needed  to 
be  carefully  tilled  and  abundantly  fertilized  to  malve  it  fruitfid. 

Fi'om  the  lirst  Mi-.  Vanderbilt  made  a  success  ()f  farming.  As 
at  the  bank,  lu:;  gave  his  undivided  attention  to  the  task  l)efore 
liim,  and  got  as  much  as  was  jiossible  out  ol  his  nai'row  acres. 
His  I'ule  was  hai'd  wovk  during  the  thiy,  and  rest  at  night.  Essen- 
tiall}'  a  domestic  man,  lie  lived,  while  at  New  Dor]),  and,  in  fact, 
dui'ing  his  wlnde  life,  always  witli  and  for  his  famil}'.  When 
he  left  Staten  Island,  on  his  father's  accession  to  tlie  conti'id  of 
Harlem,  he  liatl  liy  his  own  efforts  enlarged  his  farm  to  three 
hundred  and  lifty  acres,  re-built  liis  liouse,  now  one  of  the 
finest  farm-houses  of  lliclnnuud  county,  and  his  produce  was 
yielding  him  !B1,<)0()  a  montli  or  !^12,U00  a  year. 

The  construction  of  the  Stateii  Ishuid  railr<iad  sliortly  bidore 
the  war  was  a  schiMuein  which  Mr.  Vanderbilt  had  deepl}'  inter- 
ested himself.  This  thorouglifar*^  proved  of  great  convenience, 
es])eciany  to  the  farmei's  and  residents  in  the  southern  i)oiiion 
of  the  island,  but  owing  to  bad  mauagenuMit  it  was  soon  over 
laden  with  lU'ltt.  and  it  became  necessary  lo  ]il;u'e  it  in  ilw 
hands  of  a  ret'ei\<'r.  Through  his  father's  iutlueiic",  wlio  was 
then  a  itrincipal  stockholder,  he  was  app(jinleiL  lo  ihe  [ilace. 
He  had  no  experience  as  a  nuuiager,  but  he  began  b}'  apiplying 
rules  of  common  sense  to  the  task  before  him  ;  and  at  last  suc- 
ceeded, by  reducing  expenses,  stopping  leaks,  discovering  new 
sources  of  patronage,  and  connecting  the  road  with  New  York 
cit}-  by  an  indei)endeut  line  of  ferries,  in  placing  the  company 
on  such  a  footing  that  its  stock,  fi'om  being  \'al  iieless,  I'ose  to 
$175  a  share.  All  this  was  accomi)lislied  in  two  years,  and  as  a 
result  jMi'.  Vandcu'bilt  was  made  jiresideut  of  the  road. 

From  this  time  forwai'd,  the  commodore  looked  ujiou  his  son 
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with  nioi'e  favor.  ITe  soon  nl'rerwni'd  sent  liiin  to  Europe  to  look 
after  a  hiotlier,  Captain  (feoi'ue  \'"ainl(^rl)ilt,  whose  healtli  liad 
l)eeii  wrciclved  in  the  war  of  the  n-belliDn,  and  wlio  liad  liei-n 
spending  a  yeai'  in  tlie  Kiviei-a.  This  yoiin,^'  man,  liis  lather's 
favorite,  died  at  Paris,  not  loni;'  after  his  l)rother's  arrival,  and 
std)seqnently  William  occupied  his  place  in  the  patfiind  alfec- 
tions.  When  his  father  assumed  ctjntrol  of  the  Harlem  Rail- 
road he  was  made  vice-president,  and  the  management  of  the 
commodore's  schemes  for  the  improvement  of  the  pi  opert}'  were 
all  intrusted  to  his  care.  lie  soon  after  l)ecaine  vice-president  of 
the  Hudson  River  Railroad,  and  on  the  consolidation  of  tlie  lat- 
ter with  the  Is'ew  York  Central  he  was  elected  vice-president  of 
the  combined  system.  He  put  into  operation  the  same  methods 
in  the  reconstruction  of  these  roads  which  had  been  used  by  him 
witli  such  success  in  that  of  the  Staten  Island  road.  Expenses 
were  reduced  to  a  miniiuum  ;  old  ties  and  old  cars  were  burnt 
and  replaced  with  new  material  ;  ornaments  were  removed  from 
locomotives,  superliuous  and  incompetent  employees  and  officers 
were  either  dispensed  with  entirely  or  replaced  by  men  whose 
aliility  was  undoubted,  and  who,  together  with  tlie  intelligence 
wdiich  directed  their  movements,  made  the  \'"anderbilt  system 
of  railroads  what  it  is  to-day — the  finest  and  most  thoroughly 
equipped  in  the  world.  Its  value  was  so  greatly  eidianced  by 
Mr.  Yanderbilt's  management  that,  although  the  amount  of  stock 
was  nearly  doubled,  its  selling  price  was  increased  from  sTo  to 
S200  a  share. 

In  suiierintending  his  father's  roads,  Mr.  Vanderbilt  was  me- 
thodical ami  imbisti'ioiis,  and  in  familiarizing  liinrself  witli 
routine  worlc  he  gave  attention  to  tJie  minutest  details.  He 
carefully  investigated  evei'V  department  nf  the  vast  machinery 
undtM'  his  charge,  ;ind  pi'(>l>alily  no  railroiid  nr.iuager  in  the 
c(Uintry  over  became  nioie  convfisant  with  tlu-  necessities  of  liis 
roads  than  did  he.  Together  with  his  father,  he  cijutrolled  the 
gre;it  trunk  line  to  Chicago  with  an  ability  never  before  mani- 
fested, and  his  addition  to  the  New  York  ('eutral  I'aili'oad  of 
two  extra  tracks  for  freight,  madi' that  road  the  greatest  com- 
mercial highway  in  the  country. 

At  the  age  of  lifty-live,  on  his  father's  ileath,  Mr.  Xnu- 
derbilt  became  the'  possessor  of  the  greater  part  of  his  estate^ 
amounting  to  nearly  ic^90,0()0,OiH).  The  interests  which  the  coui- 
inodore  held  seemed  to  render  this  dispf)sition  of  his  fortune 
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necessai'}',  and  the  wisdom  of  his  will  has  been  many  times  re- 
cogiii/ed  l)y  the  Amei'ican  piiljlic  since  his  death.  The  passaL^e 
of  this  immense  amonnt.  from  fatlu^r  to  son  was  nnaceompanied 
by  any  downward  tendem^y  of  values,  and  was  mana,!j,ed  l)y  Islv. 
Vanderbilt  with  such  ability  that  it  created  no  jar  or  friction  iii 
financial  circles.  He  at  once  became  president  of  all  the  roads 
of  wdiich  he  had  before  been  vice-president;  Init.  his  relation  to 
aJfaii's  remained  snbstantially  the  same. 

Tlie  first  j^ear  after  his  father's  death  was  signalized  by  vig- 
orous rate  cutting  among  the  trunk  lines  in  west  bound  freight. 
Mr.  Vanderbilt  from  the  first  looked  for  a  peaceful  solution  of 
the  difliculty,  and  liis  suggestion  in  favor  of  a  com[)romise  was 
finally  adopted.  Jiut  trouble  in  this  direction  was  hardly  over 
when  the  railroad  strikes  and  riots  began.  The  cutting  of  rates 
liad  l)een  the  cause  of  reduced  wages,  and  ten  percent.  hadl)een 
taken  from  tlie  em})loyees  of  the  Vanderbilt  roads.  At  tlie 
time  Mr.  Vanderbilt  was  at  Saratoga,  from  which  place,  appre- 
hending an  outbreak,  he  sent  out  a  proclamation  to  the  effect 
that  the  New  York  Central  would  give  to  those  in  its  employ, 
the  departmental  and  clerical  forces  excepted,  i?l()0,oii(),  to  l)e 
divided  rataldy.  He  also  promised  a  restoration  of  old  rates  as 
soon  as  tlie  business  of  the  road  waricinted  the  action.  This 
quieted  the  ai)prehensions  of  his  employees,  and  subsei[uentl  }■ 
no  difliculty  of  the  kind  has  l)een  known  on  any  rcjad  under  his 
control. 

In  the  life  of  a-  man  of  Mr.  A^anderbilt's  prominence,  im- 
portant events  follow  each  other  I'apidly.  No  S(Joner  had  the 
last  mentioned  trouble  been  obviated  than  an  attempt  was  made 
by  one  or  two  of  the  commo(hire's  heirs  to  break  his  will.  Tlie 
interests  whii'h  he  had  at  >take  compelled  Mr.  \'anderbilt  Ui 
defend  himst'lf  to  the  ('xteii t  o f  Co ti \' i iici iig  aspi i  i ng  con t estai 1 1  s 
that  his  position  was  entirely  tenable.  When  h.'  liad  gained 
tins  point,  however,  he  lu'ought  the  suit  to  a  peaceable  termina- 
tion by  (;om])romise.  To  his  e[>ile[)lic  I)rothei\  Cornelius  ,].,  hi' 
gave  si, 000, ()()(),  and  to  each  of  his  sisters  sr)00,(H)(),  in  addition 
to  the  amounts  already  given  them  by  the  will  of  their  father. 

After  the  connnodore's  (h-'ath,  Mr.  Vanderbilt  coiniileted  the 
purcliase  of  the  Canada  Southern  KailroaiL  'i'his,  together  with 
other  acquisitions  wdiich  he  nuide,  added  consich.'rably  to  his 
already  immense  income;  and  he  soon  began  at  Kifth  avenue 
and  Fifty-lii'st  street  the  consti'uction  t>f  the  eh_\gant  residence 
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in  wliicli  he  died,  and  descriptif)ns  of  wliinli  linve  l)een  plenti- 
fully circulated  in  the  newspapers  ever  since  its  completion. 
Work  was  )»(^<j,'iiu  on  tiie  huildiiii;'  in  and  was  pushed  with 

such  (!n(ir<^'y  that  lh(!  struclinc  was  completed  in  two  years. 
Six  liuiulred  woi-knu'u  wei'e  emiiloyed  up(Ui  it  and  sixty  scid[)- 
tors,  brouuht  es[)ecially  from  Einope,  were  ke])t  luisy  during' 
the  same  leiiu'th  of  time.  The  cost  of  the  (huilile  hdiiie  was 
S2,()00,()()(),  and  (he  art  gallery  was  furnished  at  an  additional 
expense  of  .sl,r)00,()0().  Tlie  colk'ction  of  paintings,  two  hun^ 
dred  in  number,  lepresenting  thel)('st  modein  ai'tists  of  France, 
is  said  to  be  the  most  comiilete  in  the  world.  Mr.  \'aiider- 
biltgave  much  attention  to  its  construction,  as  a  result  of  which 
he  probably  secured  for  himself  the  liuest  private  residence  in 
America. 

The  love  of  Air.  Vanderbilt  for  out  door  exercises,  and  es])eci- 
ally  for  fast  dri\  ing,  was  a  theme  of  conversation  in  sp(irtiu,u 
cii'cles,  not  oidy  throtighoiir  this  country  but  also  in  Europe. 
After  the  decease  (d'  his  fatiier  he  essayed  to  take  his  ]ilace  upon 
the  road.  He  brnight  Lady  Mac  to  match  with  Small  Hopes, 
and  astonished  the  public  l)y  driving  tlie  team  to  a  toj)  road 
wagon  over  tlie  Fleetwood  i)ark  course  in  2.2H\:.  This  was  the 
beginning  of  the  rage  for  fast  teams.  Ofln^rs  competed  with 
Mr.  Vandei'bilt,  and  the  excitement  on  the  boulevards  and 
aveiuies  al)ove  (Jiuitral  Park  was  unprecedented.  1  )iscoveriiig 
that  Siiudl  lIoi)es  and  Lady  Mac  would  tiot  be  able  to  maii)- 
tain  his  })restige,  he  secured  Aldine  and  Early  liose,  which 
were  driven  together  at  Hartford  in  Shortly  aft<'rward 

Frank  Work's  tetim  beat  the  I'ecord,  and  on  June  f-lth,  188)5, 
Mr.  A^anderbilt  took  his  fastest  I'ide  Ijehiml  his  team,  Afaiul  S. 
and  A  Kline,  in  V  b"'A,  ihewai'ou  louei  her  w  it  h  hiiii'^eU' w.'ighiii^- 
toui'  hundr(>d  pounds,  'i'his  time  lias  never  been  beaten.  Among 
olhei"  tasi  horses  wliicdi  Mi',  \  aiiderbiif  owned  were  L  ander 
ami  Ijysander,  and  IJay  Dick  ami  (Miarles  Hickens. 

It  is  not  nor  will  it  ev(^r  be  known  how  nundi  Mr.  Vanderbilt 
gave  to  charities.  His  nujtliod  of  doing  this  was  so  secretiw 
that  his  contributions  seldom  reached  the  ])ublic  ear.  His  haml 
was  constantly  in  his  pocket,  llealizing  the  fact  that  he  had 
duties  towai'd  those  who  were  less  fortunate  than  himself,  he 
perfoi'ined  them  without  hesitation.  Old  friends  of  his  father 
wdio  were  needy,  emi)loyees  of  tlieCentral  suddenly  altlicted  or 
disabled,  he  iieli)e(l  without  stint.    He  added  s-Joo,ooii  to  tin- 
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endowment  of  tlie  Vandevbilt  Universify,  and  gave  8U'0,0()n  dn- 
the  Theological  school.  Tlie  latter  went  to  build  a  hall  which 
was  dedi(uited  on  th^  (lon()i''.s  Ijirtluhiv,  May  8,  18S].  Two 
week's  bel'ore  liis  death  he  gave  S1  for  the  forinariim  of  a 

lilji'ai'y  for  tis(^  at  I  he  university.  No  one;  was  nioi'e  s(Misilive 
to  public-  opinion  tlian  was  he.  lie  studiously  avoided  public 
honors,  and  always  gave,  wIkm'i-  liect)uld,  to  ali'eady  e.slablishfd 
institutions.  In  juirsuance  ol'  this  (aistoni  ho  gave  to  the 
"  College  (jf  Physicians  and  Surgeons"  J^oOO.ODO,  to  which  liis 
daughtei',  Mrs.  Sloan,  and  her  husband,  William  J.  Slo;in,  oiie 
year  later  added  S2rj(»,()()().  At  the  time  of  the  Grant- Ward 
failure,  he;  made  strenuous  efforts,  without  avail,  to  induce  (feii- 
eral  Grant  to  ac(;ej»t  as  a  gift  >51,")0,(K)()  ])reviousIy  loaneil  him, 
but  which  obligation  the  general  through  unforseen  dilllculties 
had  been  uiud)le  to  meet.  Among  his  minor  gifts  were  sr»(),0()U 
to  remove  the  delit  of  the  church  of  St.  Bartholomew  ami 
810,000  to  the  Deem's  fund  IV)r  tlie  educati(jn  of  poor  young 
men  at  the  University  of  North  (jarolimi.  lie  also  coii- 
tribuled  to  tile  ( Iniversif y  of  \' iiginia,  and  made  iunumerable 
private  donations  of  wiiich  the  piU)lic  has  no  knowledge.  In 
his  will  he  left  8900,000  to  charity,  and  it  is  said  that  tln'  last 
check  signed  by  him,  within  tliree  hours  of  liis  deal  h,  was  for 
a  charitable  ol)ject.  WIk.mi  spol^en  to  in  legard  to  the  le- 
moval  of  the  obelisk  to  this  couutry  from  Eg^'iit,  he  immedi- 
ately agreed  to  bear  the  (^xpense,  amounting  to  more  than 
8100,000. 

In  his  latter  days  Mr.  Vanderbilt's  health  becamt'  mucli  im- 
paired, and  he  was  disposed  to  lean  njjon  his  sons  for  counsel 
and  advice.  He  also  took  fre^plent  and  more  extended  vaca- 
tions, sometimes  going  to  I'hirope  and  returninu'  on  tlie  same 
-steaiiu'r.  It  was  pai  ily  for  this  reas(ui,  and  partly  to  sileuce  the 
senseless  clamor  of  the  socialistic  elements  of  society,  that  Ik^ 
sold  835,000,000  of  the  New  York  Central  stock,  which  Ik;  ac- 
complished at  one  time  without  weakening  its  value  or  dei)ress- 
ing  the  money  nuirket.  This  immense  number  of  shares  \vas 
purchased  by  a  syndicate  <!ompos(!(l  of  the  following:  J.  S. 
Morgan  <\r  Co.,  of  hondon,  Drexel,  Morgan  &  (!o.,  August 
Belmont  A.-;  Co.,  ]j.  Vim  llolfuian  tfc  Co.,  Morttju,  Bliss  A:  Co., 
Winslow,  L;inier  Co.,  Ivlwin  I).  Morgan,  C!yrus  W.  Field, 
day  Could.  Russell  Sage  and  others.  They  took  ::2."")it,ooo  simres 
at  81~o,  ten  points  lielow  tin-  market  price,  on  coiidiiioii  rliat 
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the  syudicfite  should  h:ive  a  corresponding  representation  in  the 
directory  of  tlie  Central,  and  that  Mr.  Vanderbilt  should  not 
place  any  of  the  stock  of  the  road  upou  the  market  for  one 
year.  The  S35, 000,000  thus  withdrawn  was  promptly  reinvested 
in  government  bonds,  which,  together  with  ]n(jneys  already 
placed  in  the  same  manner  made  a  total  of  s.")3,0()(),0i)()  in  gov- 
ernment bonds,  of  which  .Mr.  Vanderbilt  was  the  i^ossessor. 

Dui'iiig  the  construction  of  the  "Nickel  Plate"  railroad,  Mr. 
Vanderbilt' s  interests  compelled  him  to  make  every  effort  to 
prevent  its  completion.  Finally,  when  these  failed,  he  purchased 
the  road.  His  second  son,  William  K.,  carried  on  the  negotia- 
tions, and  was  shortly  afterward  elected  its  president.  After 
this  transaction,  on  May  3d,  1883,  Mr.  Vanderbilt  resigned  the 
presidencies  of  the  various  railroads  of  which  for  more  than  six 
years  he  had  been  the  honored  head.  The  event  was  heralded 
l)y  the  i)ress  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  various  reasons  were 
assigned  for  the  acti(Ui.  The  ti'uth  of  the  matter  was  simply 
that  he  was  overworked  and  his  health  fatally  impaired.  De- 
cember 8,  1885,  three  years  after  his  resignati(jn,  lie  died  at 
his  liome  in  New  York  city,  of  })aralysis,  a  second  attack. 

His  latest  operations  were  made  in  Chicago  &  N(U  thwest- 
ern,  Omaha  and  Philadelphia  &  Reading.  He  also  arranged 
the  details  hi  the  purchase  of  the  bankrupt  West  Shore  rail- 
road. 

]\rr.  Vanderbilt  left  l)ehind  him  his  wife,  foui-  sons  and  four 
daughters.  He  had  more  than  doubled  the  fortune  left  him  by 
his  father,  and  was  reputed  at  the  time  of  his  death  to  l)e  worth 
in  the  neighborhood  of  i^-2()0,(»00, ()()(».  Tlie  manner  in  which  this 
was  invested  adnntted  of  a  more  equal  distribution  than  his 
father  had  been  enabled  to  make  of  his  estate  ten  years  before, 
antl  of  ihe  eight  chiidrtMi  sur\  iviiig  him,  not  one  I'eceived  less 
than  siO,0(H),0()i>.  'J'he  two  eldest  sons,  Cornelius  and  Wjllianv 
K.,  however,  iidunited  the  bulk  of  the  fortune,  amttunliiig  to 
nearly  ^P2(), 000, 000.  Of  the  two,  the  oldest,  Cornelius,  now  in 
his  forty-second  year  and  worth  prol)ably  !S80,0()(),()0o,  is  })rop- 
erly  recognized  as  his  fatliei''s  chief  successor.  He  has  long- 
been  hjoked  u])ou  in  the  linaneial  woi'ld  as  a  young  man  of  far- 
seeing  and  coi'rect  judgment,  and  he  has  already  evinced  great 
skill  and  ability  in  his  mamigement  of  ins  immense  estate. 

In  concluding  this  sketch  of  two  individuals  whose  names 
during  the  last  half  century  of  the  counti'y's  histoi'v  have  at- 
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tracted  so  much  attenrioii  and  inquiry,  ir  is  perluips  ijroper  for 
us  to  glance  a  moinent  at  the  (puUities  wliicli  succeeded  ingath- 
ering, and  tliose  whicli  retained  this  greatest  of  all  the  vast, 
estates  of  which  the  world  has  any  knowledge. 

Commodore  Vanderbilt,  the  founder,  was  a  poor  farniei'"s 
son.  lie  iidieriied  ;i  strong  pliysitpui,  indoniital>h'  energy  and 
an  earnestness  of  purpose  which  is  noticable  through  his  whole 
business  career.  To  these  he  added  and)ition;  one  which  en- 
abled liim  to  laugh  at  obstacles  and  even  at  defeat,  and  carried 
for  him  many  points  Avhich,  had  they  gone  adversely,  might 
have  ruined  liis  prospects  forever.  Armed  thus,  and  with  an 
intelligence  cai)able  of  grasping  with  ease  problems  which  had 
been  the  bane  of  linanciers  and  statHsnieii  for  years,  he  stepped 
upo]i  the  field  of  action  at  a  time  when  the  jnesent  all-pervad- 
ing si)irit  of  mercantileism  was  in  its  infancy.  The  lirst  issue 
wliich  stared  him  scpiarely  in  the  face  was  the  necessity  for  Imrd 
work  and  earnest  endeavor  in  his  own  liehalf.  Where  others 
miglit  have  bemoaned  tlie  ill  fortune  which  compelled  the  ac- 
tion, lie  accepted  the  world  for  just  what  it  was,  strove  vigor- 
ously, and,  seizing  tlie  tide  of  foi'tuneat  the  ebb,  nuirched  on  to 
usefulness  and  to  success.  No  man  ever  exercised  a  mora  im- 
portant influence  on  the  times  in  ^vhich  he  lived  than  did  In-. 
Many  passages  of  his  life  read  like  romances  and  suggest  the 
providence  of  the  Almighty  in  jilacing  such  a  man  in  such  a 
position.  For  many  years  he  busied  himself  in  jiroviding  ways 
and  means  for  the  transportation  of  j)opulation  and  commerce 
to  and  from  his  native  laud,  and  linally,  when  he  found  tin;  in- 
ternal highways  oH  Ids  countiy  })locked  and  in  the  hands  of 
wreckers,  he  made  his  entry  upon  the  scene,  and  lil'Ce  the  hero 
in  the  play,  struck  boldl>-  at  the  e\il,  and  pro\i(h'd  a  >urL' 
remedy,  lie  and  sucli  as  he  aii'  in  thr  hiuhoi  sciisf  iisrful. 
They  may  ac(iuire  fortunes  which  are  looked  upon  by  large 
UMiiibers  wilh  envious  eyes,  but  they  give  to  the  si  ate  what  I  hey 
ca)i  never  take  away,  far- reaching  [)rosi)erity  rt^sling  ou  a  basis 
sound  as  their  own  judgnuMit. 

No  less  ust;fiil,  but  fai-  <lin'ei'eiit  in  his  eharucterisl ies,  was  the 
commodore's  favored  son  and  heir.  'I'he  father  was  cold,  grulf 
and  inclined  to  aigument;  the'  son  the  direct  op[)(jsite  in  every 
respect.  Each  seems  to  have  been  made  for  a  six'cial  spln-re  in 
life,  and  eacli  to  have  occupied  it.  Ti  is  doubtful  wiifileM  or 
not,  liad  the  ccnnmodore  lived  till  now,  his  naturally  uticotn- 
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|ii'()iuisiii,n'  (lisjiosil  ioii  would  liavc  Iu^mi  ;il)lc'  to  ;is  siiccess- 
lully  with  the  railroad  strikes,  tlie  Nickel  Plate  and  West  Shore 
diflicnlties,  oi'  even  tlie  ciittiiii;-  ol'  west-I)onud  freight  rates,  as 
did  liis  son.  That  he  \vould  have  met  these  troubles  there  is 
no  doubt,  l)nt  his  dis])ositiou  would  jii'obably  ha\'i'  h-d  hini  to 
light  them  all  to  the  bittei'  end,  a  rourse  which,  iu  th»^  [irc'Seiit 
state  of  tlie  country  and  of  tin-;  transiioi-ta t ion  system,  would 
ha\  e  ])rove(l  a  mistak(i.  \Villiam  11.  \''anderbilt  hd't  Ixdiind  him 
the  record  of  a  life  well  led,  a  course  well  run.  His  lat- 
ter days  were  not  his  happiest.  Tlu^  great  fortuiu'  in  his 
hands  was  not  a  nn-ans  (d'  conrfort.  It  \veigh(:'(l  heavily 
upon  him  as  a  public  trust,  and  iu)t  as  a  soui'ce  of  pri- 
vate gratification.  He  linall}''  saidv  with  a  sigh  of  relief, 
wearied  l)eneath  its  weight.  How  appropriate  that  he  should 
be  bnritnl  on  Staten  island  in  sight  cd  the  vei'y  home  in 
wliich  he  spent  so  nuiny  ha[)[)y  hours  with  his  loving  wife 
and  children  by  iiis  side.  The  sanui  breezes  wliich,  as  they 
l)ass  the  vaults  and  headstones  of  gamblers  and  railroad  wreck- 
ers, shriek  and  groan  disapprobation,  smile  as  they  take  from 
tlie  costly  mansolenm  at  New  Doi'p  the  clear  records  of  (J(jm- 
modoi'e  V^anderbilt  and  his  son  and  hurry  them  on  to  their  de- 
scendants in  the  metropolis  beyond.  A  lunitage  of  usefulness 
such  as  they  left  to  their  children  is  of  nujre  value,  and  will  l)e 
justly  considered  so  by  thoughtful  and  conscientious  peo[jle, 
than  all  the  dollai's  which  Providence  has  placed  in  tludr  hands. 

Cm'TAIN  .Iacoh  I1ani>  N^vnoiokhilt  was  born  on  the  etistei'n 
shore  of  Staten  Island,  on  Se[)teml)er  2,  18o7.  His  ancestors 
were  of  Dutch  origin,  and  had  resided  on  the  island  from  the 
earliest  times.  A  few  }'ears  l)efore  his  ))irth,  his  father,  Cor- 
nelius A^'anderbilt,  had  removed  from  the  north  slu.re,  where 
he  had  lixml  on  tlu'  site  of  the  preseut  resideiu'e  of  Head  Hene- 
dicl,  i'jsip,  and  where  I  luM'a])lain's  brother,  Cornelius,  had  been 
born  in  1704.  The  homestead  on  the  eastern  shore  was  located 
on  fh(i  west  side  of  the  shore  road,  in  the  setth'iueut  now  known 
Stapleton,  ami  ad  joined,  on  the  south,  I  he  site  u[iou  which  (Jom- 
niodoie  Cornelius  Vandei'bilt  subsecpiently  built  a  residence 
for  himself.  (Joiiiiected  with  it  was  a  farm  <d'  al)out  forty 
aci'es,  extending  to  the  south  and  west. 

In  tho.se  eai'ly  days  of  Staten  Islaiul  neighliors  weie  few,  and 
life  quiet  and  simple. 

Between  I)uxl)riry's  Point,  a  short   distance  north  id'  the 
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United  States  Lighthouse  grounds,  and  (he  Narrows  tliere  were 
but,  twelve  liouses,  and  tliese  were  occui)ied  by  farmers,  who 
also  took  no  small  interest  in  the  neighhoi'ing  iisheries. 

The  meal  and  Hour  ior  family  use  were  grouiid  at  the  Chn'e 
mill  or  by  the  tide*  itiill  on  the  South  beach,  and  each  farmer 
supplied  his  family  with  meat  fiom  his  own  (tattle. 

Doctoj's  and  lawyers  were  vei'y  few  and  rarely  employed  ; 
there  wei-e  no  shops  on  the  island,  and  the  pt^dlar  with  iiis 
pack,  or  the  merchants  (d' the  neighb(jring  cil  y,  wdio  were  visitccl 
once  or  twice  a  year,  supplied  the  various  necessai'y  ai'ticles 
which  a  farming  and  fishing  community  could  not  produce. 

A  conch  shell,  sounded  in  tlui  mo]ni)ig  townrtl  tlie  hills  from 
the  little  w  harf  in  front  of  the  V'aiidcrl >il t  homestead,  liastciiiMl 
the  pace  of  the  farm  horse  or  the  feet  of  the  laggard  that, 
hove  to  the  feri'y  tin;  traveller  to  the  city. 

Thfi  undeck<'d  periaiiger  of  farmer  Vanderbil t,  Seiuoi',  with  its 
two  lug  sails,  would  at  last,  draw  out  from  the  shore,  [)erha[)S 
have  a  brush  with  the  rival  b(jat  (jf  his  near  neighbor.  Van 
Duzer,  and  then  settle  down  with  a  steady  favoring  breeze  for 
a  six  mile  lain  to  Whitehall  .slip  in  the  city,  or,  perhaps,  a  slow 
trip  in  a  calm  over  the  Jersey  shallows  wliere  oars  and  poles 
furnished  the  motive  power. 

jMrs.  Phebe  Vanderl)ilt,  the  mother,  was  a  woman  of  ability, 
force  of  chiiracter  and  piety.  In  her  co-o])ei'ation  her  huslnnid 
always  ftdt  tliat  he  had  a  powerful  resource,  and  to  the  (piali- 
ties  which  she  transmitted  to  her  two  sons  they  have  l)een 
largely  indebted  for  the  prominence  and  iidluencc  which  they 
sul)sequently  attained. 

L'nder,  these  inllueiices  of  surrounding  nalui'cand  (lonn.'stic 
lite  _\ouiig  Captain  \'andi'rbnt  grew  up,  ai'ipiiriug  ihe  romuiou 
M'hool  cducalion  of  llie  limes,  and  at  an  eai'ly  age  bei;an  lo 
"  fo]  low  I  he  water." 

At  the  age  (jf  eighteen  he  had  risen  to  the  command  of  a 
steamboat,  and  fi'om  that  time  onward  he  rose  steadily  in  the 
impoi'tance  of  his  ])usiaess  engagtiments  ami  adventures,  which 
wi!i'e  chielly  connected  with  the  conduct  of  steamboat  lines  on 
Long  Island  sound,  tlie  (Jcjunt^cticut  and  ILulson  rivers. 

In  18;M  he  married  Eu[)henna  Maria  Lanta,  a  descendant  i»f 
General  Israel  l^utnam,  wln^se  i)ersonal  and  mental  charms, 
joined  with  her  widesi)read  benevolence,  made  her  a  leader  in 
society  and,  at  the  same  time,  beloved  of  tlie  poor  and  dis- 
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tressed,  from  an  early  age  until  her  deatli  whicli  occiirrtMl  in 
1877. 

Three  of  Captain  A''aiiderhilt's  rhihlren  are  living:  a  son, 
bearing  his  own  name;  Ellen,  widow  of  llei'man  I).  (Jjesar,  son 
of  Senator  C;esar,  t)f  Bremen,  ami  Clara,  wife  of  James  ^Lc- 
Namee,  of  the  bar  of  New  York. 

Since  the  close  of  tlie  rebellion  Captain  \'anderl)ilr  has  lived 
in  a  beautiful  home,  known  as  ''Clove  Hill,"  on  the  heights  of 
Staten  Island,  in  retirement  from  busiiiess,  excepting  that,  in- 
stead of  completely  ceasing  from  the  activity  of  a  long  and 
))Usy  life,  he  lilh'd  for  nearly  twenty  yeai's  before  JSS4  the  ]»osi- 
tion  of  i)resident  of  IheStafen  Ishind  East  Sh(U'e  railroad  and 
ferry. 

Many  of  his  contemporaries  have  passed  away  and  men  of 
different  training  and  stam})  have  come  and  are  coming  upon 
the  scene  of  business  life,  l)Ut  to  his  many  friemls  and  ac(|uain- 
tances,  avIio  yet  survive  out  of  the  multitude  that  have  known 
him,  Captain  \'aiiderbilt  will  always  be  known  as  a  man  of  ac- 
tion, sturdy  integi'ity,  modest  disposition,  yet  great  force  of 
chai'acter,  kiiul  heart,  notwithstanding  a  certain  direct  and 
sometimes  brusque  address,  and  always  a  comf(jrler  of  the 
desponding. 

His  love  of  horses  is  well  known,  and  the  furious  speeding  of 
his  favorite  trotters  over  the  "Lane,"  in  New  York  city,  and  on 
the  roads  of  Staten  Island  will  long  be  remembered. 

The  old-fashioned  race  of  native  Americans,  to  whose  laljor, 
energy,  disdain  of  ease  and  hati'ed  of  underhand  business 
methods  this  country  is  indebted  for  its  found;iti<->ns,  has  nearly 
passed  away. 

'I'o  ihis  chiss  (d"  men  Captain  \'anderl)ib  belongs,  and  t(»  those 
who  know  him  anil  the  history  of  his  life,  he  is  to-day  the  most 
picturesque  and  interesting  iigiire  am<»ng  all  the  residents  of 
his  native  island. 

Tni<:  Van  Name  Fa>[ily.* — The  family  of  \'an  Names,  from 
tradition,  originally  came  from  Holland,  and  the  exact  time 
they  came  to  Staten  Island  seems  to  be  unknown,  as  it  appears 
no  I'ecord  can  be  produced  to  establish  their  authenricity  of  set- 
tlement. This  much  we  must  rely  u[)()n  from  a  chiii-ch  lecord 
produced  from  iMr.  .lohn.l.  Clute's  statement,  which,  howevei', 
is  incomplete  in  many  instances. 

*]5y  iKiviil  M.  Van  Naiiu-. 
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Tlie  earliest  nieiirioiied,  according  to  the  rccoi'ds,  is  Evert, 
wlio  married  Wintje  (^Willielniina)  Benliaiii.  The  iimiiher  of 
cliihlreii  by  tlie  union  is  not  l^nown,  unless  the  subsequent 
luinies  ta]<en  i'roni  the  records  are  liis,  wliicli  seems  quite  i)i'oba- 
ble.  'rh(\se  M'ere :  a  son  Jose])h,  baptized  Api'il  22,  ]?(>'.);  a 
daughter  August  31,  1718;  Simon,  born  October  20,  1713;  Sarah, 
l)orn  August  15,  1717  (this  was  probably  the  daughter  al)ove 
bajitized);  Aai'on,  August  11,  1718;  and  Moses,  Ft-brtuii'y  8, 
172;").

Moses  (the  son  of  Aaron)  married  Mary  La  ({I'ange,  and  they 
had  the  following  children:  John,  Alary,  Moses,  Elizalieth, 
Catharine,  Michael,  Sophia,  Rachel,  Aaron  and  Charles.  Charles 
(tlie  son  of  M(jses),  nuirried  Elizabeth  Mersereau,  only  daughter 
of  Judge  Paul  Mersereau,  by  whom  he  had  the  following  child- 
ren :  Josei)h  II.,  I'aul  M.,  David  M.,  Nancy  M.  and  George  W.

Th(!  family  of  Van  Names  have  ratdved  as  a  V(^ry  inominent 
class  of  people  from  the  ancient  name'  in  Holland  down  to  the 
present  day,  and  luive  lived  and  laboi'ed  mostly  diii'ing  all  these 
years  at  their  island  home  of  nativity.  Charles  was  a  merchant 
for  forty  years,  and  edncated  his  sons  in  the  same  line.  Jose[)h 
tl.  and  George  AV.  are  pnisning  the  course  of  their  father, 
Paul  M.  maybe  found  at  Jewett's  white  lead  factory,  and  David 
M.  is  a  commission  merchant  in  New  York  city.  Charles  was 
supervisor  of  the  town  of  Northheld  during  the  late  civil  war. 
He  w:is  always  active,  and  dischai'ging  his  duties  in  the  nujst 
honorable  manner,  was  I)eloved  by  his  towns-[)eo[)le  and  re- 
marked for  his  conrteousness  with  all. 

Van  Pioi/r. — We  read  of  individuals  (jf  this  name  in  New 
Utrecht  several  years  befoi-c  we  meet  the  name  in  connection 
with  Staten  Island.  Thus,  \V(,)ntei-  (NValter),  Antliony  and  Aert 
\'an  Pelt  are  mentioned  as  early  as  1(187,  living  on  Long  Isla.nd. 
Tlie  tirst  \'an  Pelt  wc  meet  in  the  Sraten  Island  records  is  llen- 
drick,  who  had  seven  children  born  between  IGlJo  ;uul  1701.  He 
was  probably  connected  with  the  Long  Island  fan)ilit's,  as  we 
lind  theii-  names  iKU'iMilnali'd  on  Stat(^n  Ishuid.

This 
Anthony  married  Jauneke  Simoiison,  and  had  a  daughter,  b;i})- 
tized  June  11,  1700.  Petei'  and  Barber  lloulton  had  a  daughter, 
baptized  Api'il  18,  1743,  and  a  son  David,  baptized  October  12, 
1755.  Jan  and  Maria  Bounian  had  a  dauglit:er,))ai)tized  Sei)teml)er 
14, 1742.  Jan,  Jr.,  and  Cati'ina  ]3ounian  had  a  daughter,  l)a[)tized 
May  0,  1745.  John  had  a,  daughter,  l)ai)liz(Ml  Oc.tobi^'  29,  1787. 
Samuel,  son  of  Peler,  mculioiicfl  above,  and  ^laria  I'^il kenburg 
had  a  son  Pieter,  Iniptized  July  19,  1748.  Aart  and  (Jhrisiina 
Imniet,  daughter  Maria,  baptized  r)eceinl)er  10,  1721.  John  and 
Margaret,  his  wife,  liad  the  following  children:  Tunis,  born  Au- 
gust 8,  17(jO;  John,  born  February  10,  1705;  James,  born  May 
13,  1701,  and  l^eter,  born  Novendjer  13,  1709.  Peter  and  Pliebe 
had  a  son  Tunis,  born  June  0,  1708.  Anthony  and  Susanna  had 
a  daughter  Susanna,  born  i\Iay  KJ,  1700,  and  a  son  George,  born 
March  1,  1709. 

Joseph  and  Elizabeth  had  a  son  James,  born  August  5,  1707, 
and  a  son  Tunis,  born  December  2,  1771.  John  and  Catharine 
Lawrence  had  a  daughter  ^lary,  ba])tized  March  8,  1772.  Jacob 
and  Elizabeth  had  a  daughter  Alary,  born  March  11,  1708. 
i'eier^  s(Ui  of  Jolii\  and  Margaret,  alio\  e.  married  Mai'v  C'olon^ 
J)ecend)er  5.  17i)7.  l)a\  id  and  Hannah  Wright  mariied  June 
2J,  1801.  lie  was  born  in  Ft4)ruary,  1779,  and  died  ;\[arch'  30, 
1838. 

VVandel. — The  first  of  the  name  in  (jur  countj^  rec(jrds  is 

John,  who,  with  his  wife  Letitia,  executed  a  n)ortgage  to  ■ 

Groom,  May  1,  1707,  and  cancelled  it  by  payment  the  next 
year.  He  was  a  cordwainer  by  trade,  and  carried  on  the  tan- 
ning business  on  Todt  hill.  John  and  Letitia  had  a  son  Peter, 
born|Januai'y  10,  1700.  Peter  married  Sarah  \"an  (Mief  in  i\tarch, 
1789,  and  died  INlay  17,  1857,  over  91  years  ol^age.    His  sons 
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were  Mattliew,  Daniel,  John,  Peter  8.  and  \ValterI.,  tlie  Ititrei' 
only  still  living,  Ai)ril,  1870. 

Hon.  Albkut  Waiid.  — The  late  Hon.  Albert  Ward,  lirst 
judge  of  the  llifdinioud  county  court  of  common  pleas,  wa.s  a 
descendant  of  the  Ward  family  of  Westchester  county,  N.  Y., 
a  family  of  such  distinction  and  patriotism  during  the  war 
of  inde})endence  as  to  win  extended  notice  from  its  local  his 
torians.-- 

The  family  was  originaly  Knglish.  Its  fiivst  I'epresentative  in 
this  country,  Andrew  W^ard  of  ^Vatertown,  Mass.,  freeman, 
1G34,  came  with  the  lirst  settlers  to  Connecticat,  was  elected  a 
magistrate  in  1G3G,  removed  to  Long  Island  in  1043,  and  became 
a  resident  of  Fairfield,  Conn.,  in  1G49.  Ilis  eldest  son,  Edmund, 
removed  to  East  Chester  in  Westchester  county,  N.  Y.,  wlu^i'e 
Edmund's  eldest  son,  als(j  named  Edmund,  was  brought  up 
and  afterward  distinguished  himself  as  a  meml»er  of  the 
'•Colonial  Assenddy."  Hon.  Sie[)hen  Ward,  second  son  of 
the  latter,  was  judge  of  the  county  of  Westchester  and  the 
owner  of  the  famous  "  ^Vard  Mansion"  in  P]ast  Chester,  whi(dL 
became  the  headipiarters  of  the  American  troops  and  the  scene 
of  many  bloody  engagements.  lie  was  proscribed  by  the  loyal- 
ists, and  a  bounty  was  set  upon  liis  head,  because  of  his  pat- 
riotism and  dev(jtion  to  the  colonial  cause.  Stephen  Ward  was 
the  father  of  James  Ward  who  married  Pho?be,  sister  of  Daniel 
D.Tompkins,  governor  of  New  York  state,  and  afterward  vice- 
president  of  the  United  States.  Caleb  T.  Wai'd  was  a  son  of 
James  and  Phd'be  (Tom[)kinsj  Ward  and  the  father  of  Judge 
AVard  of  whom  we  write. 

Caleb  T.  ^Vard  was  ;i  man  of  careful  business  habits  and  a 
worthy  representative  of  the  noble  and  self-denying  family 
from  \vlii(di  he  came.  Ilis  only  son,  Albert,  was  borti  in  the  city 
of  New  York  November  27,  181G;  and  a  fiiw  years  latei"  Caleb 
and  his  family  removed  to  Staten  Island,  where  he  built  the 
"  Ward  Mansion  "  on  the  hill  now  called  by  the  same  name, 
and  commanding  one  of  the  most  striking  and  beautiful  views 
on  the  xVthmtic  coast.  At  his  death  he  left  two  children  :  Al- 
bert, just  mentioned;  and  IMary  Mann,  to  the  memory  of  wlioni 
St.  Paul's  Memorial  church  was  built. 

*  The  genealogy  of  tlie  Ward  family  is  given  in  full  in  I3olton's  "  History  uf' 
Westcliester  County  ;  "  and  many  interesting  facts  in  regard  to  the  family  are 
contained  in  tlie  recently  puhlished  historj-  of  tlie  county  hy  L.  E.  Vt\'>[nn  iV  Co. 
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In  his  youth  Albert  Ward  received  a  careriil  training,  and 
clioosirig  tlie  law  as  liis  i)rot:'essif)n,  was  admitted  to  tlie  liai', 
November  1,  1839.  Subsequently,  he  divided  liis  time  aii-d  at- 
tention between  his  practice  and  the  care  of  t Iil'  la r<^e  estate 
left  him  by  his  father,  !ind  which  ht^  lari,^ely  increased  by  slxill- 
ful  management  and  tireless  industiy.  March  10,  18-14,  lit.'  was 
api)oinfed  by  the  governor  of  New  York  state,  first  judge  of  I  he 
Cfjurt  of  common  [)leas  for  Richmond  county;  and  during  the 
two  years  in  which  he  held  that  oflice  he  distinguislu;d  himself 
for  liis  ability  a nd  for(jsight.  in  184G,  tlie  new  c(jnstitution  ol 
the  state  made  tlie  ollice  wliicli  lie  held,  elective,  and  not  earing 
to  mix  in  the  [x^litics  of  the  county  he  gave  up  the  position. 

His  large  private  interests  nuide  Judge  Waid  a  man  of  inllu- 
ence,  not  only  on  Stateu  Island,  where  he  owneil  a  large-  pr(jper- 
ty,  but  in  the  limmcial  circles  of  New  York  city.  lie  was  astcjck. 
holder  in  the  Fulton  Bank,  National  Park  Bank,  Baidc  of  Com- 
merce, Shoe  and  Leather  liaidc,  .M(3chaiuc\s  Bank,  ,Metro[j(difa n 
Banli,  l')ank  (d"  AnuMica,  Bank  of  New  York,  (rallatiri  National 
J3ank,  United  States  Trust  (Jompaiiy,  lJin<ju  'I'l-ust  (jom[)ariy, 
New  York  Life  Insurance  and  Ti'ust  Uom])any,  and  of  the 
Greenwich,  Hope,  Holl'nian,  and  the  Arctic  lire  iiisiiianci'  com- 
panies. He  was  president  of  the  Arctic  Insurance  C(jmpany, 
and  a  director  in  a  nundjer  of  the  corpoiations  alcove  nann-d. 

His  many  ljusiness  associates  fouml  in  him  a  sta'unch  friend, 
a  man  whose  ex[)erience  taught  him  how  to  give  good  advice, 
undone  to  be  always  and  implicitly  trusted.  But  the  chief  charm 
of  his  character  was  the  dee^)  religious  feeling  which  ]:)ervaded 
his  wdiole  life  and  maidfested  itself  in  all  his  acts.  I'^oimany 
years  it  had  beiMi  his  desire  to  devote  to  the  service  of  the  L<^rd 
enon-h  of  his  nu'ans  to  erect  a  church  for  the  parish  in  wliich 
he'  had  given  niiidi  of  his  eui-igy  and  thought.  His  gill  to  St. 
Paul's  iKirisii  (d'  the  St.  Paul's  MeuKu  ial  church,  a  beautiful  aiid 
substantial  edifice  built  of  native  granite,  was  the  flowering  of 
this  generous  desire.  It  was  prese-nted,  as  he  says  in  a  lettei'  to 
the  rector,  dated  Apiil  28,  1800,  as  a  "  memorial  to  an  only  and 
dearly  beloved  sister."  From  a  sermon  delivered  in  this  church 
in  niemoiy  of  Judge  "Ward,  Ijy  the  re(;toi'.  Reverend  Alitei  t  U. 
Stanley,  Advent  Sunday,  1878,  we  (piote  the  following  : 

"  liis  donation  of  this  church  edifice  was  consistent  with  his 
life-long  interest  and  dev(;ti(jn  to  the  paiochial  prositeiit}'. 
The  old  records  show  that  his  fathfi-,  his  mother,  his  sistei  ami 
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himself  were  t()<>-etlier  Ivaptized  bj-  tlie  Kevei'entl  Francis  H. 
Cmniiig  the  tenth  of  Noveinl)er,  18:>3,  and  tliat  tliese  were  the 
lirst  l)a])tisnis  in  tliis  parisli,  then  Ivnown  as  St.  Paul's  church, 
Castleton.  His  father,  Caleb  T.  Ward,  was  one  of  the  lirst 
vestrymen  a^jpointed  when  the  parish  was  organized,  the  11th 
of  ATarch,  1833.  lie  himself  was  elected  a  vestryman  Easter, 
1841.  In  18r)3  he  was  appointed  warden,  an  ollice  which  he 
held  till  the  day  of  his  death,  nraking  more  than  twenty-live 
years  of  service  as  warden.  It  would  be  impossil)le  for  me  to 
relate  in  full  the  obligations  of  this  pai'ish  to  his  wise  judg- 
ment and  sturdy  chnrchly  sense.  But  I  know  that  once  he 
stood  alone  in  the  gap,  saved  by  his  own  unaided  elfort  the 
parish  from  extinction,  and  then  helped  to  I'estore  the  life  to 
what  was  almost  a  body  inaninuite  and  motionless." 

Judge  Ward  was  married  in  early  life  to  Miss  Catharine  U. 
Parker,  a  woman  ol  sweetness  and  beautj^  of  character,  as 
shown  by  hei'  zeal  in  all  woi  ks  of  charily  and  benevolence. 
IShe  Wcas  always  interested  in  relievii\g  the  distress  and  suffer- 
ing of  the  pool',  aiul  many  will  rciiKjiidier  tlie  help  sin!  cairied 
so  quiell}'  to  the  iu)mes  that  came  to  know  her  as  an  ever-read}' 
mess(jnger  of  ^xjace  antl  mercy.  Sustained  so  amply  by  the 
liberal  spirit  of  her  husband  she  was  enabled  to  accomplish  her 
good  wcu'k  elfectively,  and  to  gratify  her  own  kind  and  sympa- 
tlietic  nature. 

Toward  the  latter  part  of  their  nuirried  life  a  gradual  decline 
in  health  left  lier  at  the  last  a  complete  invalid,  and  not  only 
stoi)ped  lier  own  great  usefulness,  but  shadowed  the  declining 
years  of  hen-  honored  husband.  Four  children  were  born  of 
this  union:  Eliza))eth  Pai'ker,  wife  of  Amos  Pooth  ;  Mary 
Wai'd,  Kale  Kearney  Ward,  and  Sarah  Ponnelt,  wife  of  Ktl- 
ward  Wanly,  all  of  whom,  with  Ihe  widow,  sui\  ive  and  I'eside 
on  Stalen  Island. 

Judge  AVard  died  at  his  residence  in  Fdgewater,  October  28, 
1878,  and  was  buried  beside  his  illustrious  ancestors  in  the 
churchyai'd  at  East  Chester,  lie  left  a  very  lai'ge  estate  in  the 
village  of  Edgewater,  consisting  of  land  beautifully  situated  on 
Ihe  hills  ovei'looking  Ihe  bay  and  enil)raciug  Ihe  most  desirable 
sites  on  the  isiaiul.  The  whole  estate  is  ably  managed  by 
George  IT.  Daley,  Estp,  who  has  been  its  trustee  since  1883. 

Th(^  death  of  Judge  AVard  clostul  a  life,  the  ^•ulue  of  which  to 
the  business  and  religious  community  cannot  be  o\  er-estimated. 
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Tt  was  a  life  uiinsually  fniitfiil  of  good  deeds  and  gixjd  results, 
and  liis  liberal  nature  found  expression  in  practical  and  attrac- 
tive forms,  Avliicli  endear  his  memory  and  ensure  for  liim  a 
lasting  place  in  tlie  history  of  the  island. 

CAP'rAix  S'l'ici'itKX  \ViiiT.'\fAX,  foi'  more  than  ten  years  trus- 
tee of  the  village  of  Port  Richmond,  and  one  whose  foiesight 
and  business  ability  have  done  much  for  the  promotion  of  its 
welfare,  was  born  in  Boston,  Mass.,  March  f8,  18-25.  lie  early 
contracted  a  fondness  for  the  sea,  which  he  followed  from  his 
fourteenth  year  till  he  entei'ed,  in  1801,  upon  his  present  sphere 
of  usefulness  as  a  stowage  and  cargo  inspector  in  New  York 
city.  ITe  is  at  present  the  senior  mend)er  of  the  lirni  of  Whit- 
nmn  &  1^'isher,  doing  business  at  9i)  Pearl  street. 

Captain  Whitman's  talents  as  a  seaman  raised  liim  rapidly 
from  a  i)Osition  before  the  mast  to  one  of  command,  and  he  had 
charge  in  his  day  of  several  famous  packet  ships  in  the  New  York 
and  Liverpool  trade  and  one  of  the  smartest  of  tlie  California 
clippers,  lie  was  also  intrusted  witli  the  important  cotnmand 
of  one  of  the  steamers  of  the  old  New  Ycn'k  Mail  Steamship 
Company,  and  later  of  steamers  of  the  (Jromwell  line  to  New 
Orleans.  A  nuister  seaman  and  oflicer,  he  made  a  reputation 
for  the  safety  and  rapidity  of  his  trips  and  obtained  for  himself 
a  popularity  among  passengers  sehlom  enjoyed  by  seafaring 
men.  During  the  war  of  the  rebellion  Captain  Whitman  saw 
much  active  service,  and  while  in  the  old  "Escort"  he  tells  of 
a  lively  chase  by  the  "Alabama,"  from  which  i)iratical  craft, 
by  good  management,  they  contrived  escape. 

The  captain  has  been  an  active  member  of  the  "  Produce  Ex- 
change" for  the  last  thirteen  years,  also  of  the  ''.Maritime  Ex- 
change" and  tln>  "^farinc  Society,"  the  latter  the  oldest  in 
.\merica.  ■  In  ISdl  he  lonlv  uji  his  residence  in  Pol  l  Iviclinioml, 
where  hi!  slill  lemains.  Shoi'ily  afN^r  his  arri\al  on  S|:iien 
Island  he  purchased  the  pi'operty  which  lui  occupies  at  tlu^ 
present  time,  and  where  it  is  his  delight  to  meet  and  entertain 
his  many  fi'it'uds.  Ib^  is  mai'ried,  and  has  two  cliildren  still  liv- 
ing. His  genial  and  gentlenuinly  ([ualities,  together  with  his 
extensive  business  relations,  have  made  him  well  know  u  and 
widely  res])ecfed  both  ou  Staten  Island  and  in  New  York  city. 

\V IXA N'l'.— This  is  OIK!  of  the  oldest  families  on  the  island, 
and  is  so  ramilied  that  it  is  impossible  to  trace  all  its  bi'aiudies 
to  their  sources.    We  select  that  bi'anch  which  is  probably  best 
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Iviiown,  and  is  represented  liy  Abraham  and  lii.s  brother  Jacob 
G.,  botli  of  wlioni  have  been  slieriil's  oi  the  connty.  'I'liey  are 
the  sons  of  Hon.  J^ornt  Parlee  AVinant,  of  liussville.  Ilis 
parents  wei-e  Abi-aliani  Winanf;  and  ^lary  Parlee,  wlio  were 
married  August  1,  1807.  Tiie  father  of  Abraliam  was  Winant, 
AVinant,  wlio  made  liis  will  .Tnly  5,  1804,  wdiicli  was  proved 
xVngust  11,  1804,  between  whicli  dates  he  must;  have  died.  In 
that  instrument  he  mentions  his  wife  Mary,  and  his  children 
Abraham,  John  G.,  Jacol)  G.,  .Nfaiy,  Prances  and  Ann.  The 
father  of  AVinaiU  AVinant  was  Abraliam,  who  was  the  son  of 
the  elder  Winant  AVinant,  who  was  the  son  of  Peter  Winant, 
the  progenitor  of  the  family.  The  following  is  the  inscription 
upon  his  toml)stone  : 

"Here  lies  the  body  of  Peter  Winant,  born  in  tlie  year  1654, 
who  departed  this  life  August  Hth,  1758,  aged  104  years." 

He  was  a  native  of  Hollaiul,  bnt  llie  date  of  his  emigration 
and  settlement  on  the  island,  whicli  are  identical,  has  I)een 
lost.  As  his  family  was  the  only  one  of  the  name  then  in  the 
county,  the  following  must  liave  been  his  sons,  viz.:  Peter, 
who  had  a  son  Peter,  baptized  April  23,  17o7.  Winant  (men- 
tioned aliove),  whose  wife  was  Ann  Cole,  who  had  the  fol- 
lowing sons  baptizeil :  Peter,  March  27,  1720;  Al)raham,  March 
2-1,  1725;  Jacob,  October  !),  1720,  and  Daniel,  Apiil  22,  1728. 
Jo/ni^  whose  wife  was  Lena  I^ird,  had  a  son  Peler  l)aptized 
Maich  10,  1732;  ami  C<jriit'H ii.s^  whose  wife  was  Maria  Gole,  had 
a  S(tn  Cornelius  bai)tized  Pel)ruary  28,  1728. 

The  following  are  other  members  of  the  family,  whose  names 
we  find  in  the  count}'  and  church  records  :  Captain  Peter,  Ixuu 
Pecember  4,  1784;  he  was  captain  of  the  schooner  "  Thames," 
w  liicli  was  wrecked  oii  Abs(>com  beat'h,  November  -1,  182)^,  when 
he  lost  his  life.  I'eler,  l)orn  Ocloliei'  5,  1802,  dieil  I''-  bniary  8, 
1807.  Abraham  and  Maiy  his  wife'  had  a  daughter  Ann,  liorii 
Sepfembei'  30,  1758,  and  a  daughter  Elizabetii,  born  March  3, 
1770.  Daniel  and  Rachel  his  wife  had  a  son  Daniel,  born  May 
10,  1700.  haniel  and  Susannah  his  wife  had  a  daughter  Ann, 
born  June  27,  !7(')2.  Daniel  and  iOlizabeth  liis  wif(^  had  a 
daughter  liachel,  born  C)clobei'  -l,  17(55.  Peter  ami  Ciiristiaua 
his  wife  had  a  son  (ieorge,  l)orn  September  (5,  1770;  tliis  George 
married  Kliza  Winant  November  15,  17i)4.  John  and  Hannah 
(or  Johanna)  his  wife  had  a  daughter  Elizabeih,  lioru  Jidy  2i», 
1774,  and  a  son  Jacob,  May  15,  1770.    Peter  and  Charity  his 
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wife  liiul  ;i  son  Isaac,  born  February  1,  177;");  this  Isaac  m-arried 
Patty  Winant  January  JG,  179U.  Peter  and  Ann  liis  wife  had 
two  cliihiren,  Daniel  and  Ann,  baptized  November  20,  1785; 
Peter  Winant  made  liis  will  jNFay  9,  171J3,  which  was  i)r()ved 
July  2G,  I70;i,  in  which  lie  mentions  Ids  wife  Ann,  liis  father 
Daniel,  and  alludes  to  liis  children  without  giving  their  iiam(:'S. 
Cornelius  ami  Calhaiine  his  wife  had  a  daughter  Cornelia,  bap- 
tized Noveud>er  21,  171)0.  Peter  and  Mai'y  ^^^inallt  were  mar- 
ried July  14,  1790.  Moses  and  Catharine  Winant  were  married 
August  7,  1800.  Daniel  and  Eliza  Oalcley  were  manned  Decem- 
ber 19,  1801. 

There  are  four  ways  of  spelling  the  name  of  AVinant,  some  of 
the  branches  have  dropped,  otheis  have  added  a  lettei',  but  all 
trace  back  to  the  same  stcjck.  Jacol^  Winants,  of  English  an- 
cestry, a  wealthy  fai'uier,  was  born  in  Westtield,  Staten  Island, 
in  1749,  ami  feeling  himself  called  to  preach  the  Word,  gave 
his  life  service  to  the  Methodist  church  as  a  traveling  2)reacher, 
often  ofliciating  in  pi'ivate  residences,  school  houses  and  other 
places  that  olfered.  He  died  at  the  age  of  7G  years.  lie 
married  in  the  Lawrence  family,  who  claim  to  be  remotely  con- 
nected w  ith  the  wealthy  Towuley  family  of  England,  now  under 
investigation  as  to  who  are  the  I'ightful  heirs  to  inherit  that 
large  estate.  Jacob  Winants'  wife's  fatliei'.  Doctor  .lames  Law- 
remui,  was  boin  in  Newtown,  Ijong  Island,  in  178'2,  and  after- 
ward lived  on  Staten  Island.  In  1753  he  niariied  Miss  Anne, 
daughter  of  Charles  Jandine,  a  French  Huguenot,  who  died  in 
New  York,  aged  72  years.  His  wife  died  in  1807;  they  left  two 
daughters.  Sarah  was  Ixnai  in  1759,  maiaied  Joseph  Ridgway, 
and  died  in  1823,  leaving  live  children:  Anne,  Capt.  Joseph, 
^bii'y,  .)amt>s  an<l  l^'li/abei  li.  Tlu'  M'cond  daughter,  (\itlierine, 
born  ill  1703,  mai-ried  Jacob  Winants.  and  died  in  iS2o.  They 
left  live  children,  four  sons  and  one  daughtei';  ]']li/abi-l  h,  the 
oldest,  died  when  young,  llis  oldest  son.  Captain  Peter,  was 
born  in  1784,  married  Miss  Fannie  Ellis,  daughter  of  Gari'et 
Ellis;  she  was  boi'u  in  1785,  and  died  in  her  82d  year,  (,'aptain 
Peter  was  an  oflicerin  the  army,  and  served  his  country  through 
the  war  of  1812,  and  was  always  found  to  have  been  a  true  ])atriot 
and  ever  loyal  to  the  cause  of  liberty.  He  was  shipwrecked  at 
sea  in  1823.  l\y  this  disaster  he  lost  his  life  at  the  age  of  38 
years.  He  left  six  children,  four  daughters  and  two  sons: 
Mrs.  Mary  Cortelyou,  Mrs.  Catherim-  Mills,  Garret  E.,  Mrs. 
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Laiiey  Appleby,  Mrs.  Saiali  Aim  (xoii^U  and  Srhastian;  all 
deceased  except  Gai'i'et  J'],  and  Mi's.  Applel)y,  wlio  leside  at 
]^e)'<^'en  Point",  New  Jei'sey.  .lacob  Winant's  second  .son,  Daniel, 
inari'i(Ml  Miss  Polly  Lal'or^t^;  they  had  three  childi'eii,  all  de- 
ceased. Jacol)  WMnant's  tliii'd  son,  Captain  Winaiit  Wiiianis, 
mariied  Miss  Mary  Johnson,  ol' Weslfield;  he  died  in  1872,  aged 
83  yeai's.  They  left  three  sons:  Captain  .James  J.  AVinants,  of 
llossville,  8.  T. ;  Caj)tain  .hu^ob,  oi'  Jersey  City,  and  Cornelius, 
of  Bro(;k]yn,  all  living. 

Jacob  AVinant's  fourth  son,  Jacob,  died  in  18(i7,  aged  07 
years,  withont  issue. 

Gauuet  Ellis  \V inants,  a  self-made  man,  was  boi  ii  on  Staten 
Island,  state  of  New  Y(jrk.  Tie  is  of  Dutch,  English  and  French 
ancestry,  his  progenitors  having  emigrated  to  this  country  at 
an  early  date.  'Die  family  name  on  Staien  Island,  where  most 
are  to  be  found,  is  si)el]ed  Winant;  in  the  s<jutli,  Wiiums;  in 
the  west  and  nortli,  W'inan.  His  father,  (!apt.  Pelei'  W'inants, 
Avas  lost  at  sea  when  young  W'inants  was  about  '.)  years  of  age, 
being  sliipwrecked  when  on  a  liomeward  voyage;  the  vessel  and 
cargo  being  lost,  and  all  the  passengers  and  crew,  except  the 
n)ate  and  two  sailors,  linding  a  watery  grave.  By  the  loss  of  this 
vessel  and  ciirgo,  of  which  ('ai)tain  Winants  was  part  owner, 
and  upon  which  there  was  no  insurance,  liis  widow  and  si.\ 
orj)hans  weie  left  in  comi)aiatively  ituligent  cii'cumstances,  there 
reiuaiiniig  oidy  the  faiiii  oi'  hoiii(;sf  cad,  and  a  few  t  ho  u  sand  dol- 
lars invested.  Shoi-lly  afl(U'  his  decease  this  moii(;y  was  called 
in,  reinvested  by  his  wid(jw,  and  subsequently  lost.  Through 
such  a  chain  of  disadvantageous  circumstances  our  youthful 
subject  was  depi'ived  of  an  early  education  from  bo(dvS.  At 
tluit  pei'iod  tlu>  fanuei's  wei'c  in  the  habit  of  employing  a  teacher 
ouly  through  tliewiulei'  season,  foi'  (uie  quartei',  U'  more  fre- 
quently a  half  quarter,  keeping  their  (children  on  ilie  farms  the 
residue  of  the  year,  claiming  it  to  be  more  pr(jhtal)le  to  keep 
their  boys  and  girls  at  worlv  during  planting  and  harvesting 
than  to  allow  them  the  ])rivilege  of  education.  That  he  has 
lai'gely  overcome  this  eai'ly  neglect  nniy  l)e  galhei'ed  fi'om  either 
ontM)f  his  entei'taining  and  insti  nctive  volumes,  .ronrnal  nf 
Travels  over  the  Continents  (d'  I'lurojie,  Asia  and  Africa,  and 
the  fslands  of  the  S(;a,"  jjulilished  in  1872,  "Arouud  the  World," 
published  in  1877,  and  other  works  not  yet  in  })iint.    lie  is 
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widely  known  tlironftiiout  New  Jersey  and  elsewliere  by  his 
writings  on  travel. 

As  he  a])proaclied  manhood  his  first  choice  was  to  follow  the 
sea — a  desire  strongly  opposed  by  his  excellent  mother,  who 
did  not  wish  to  expose  her  only  son  to  the  i^)ossible  fate  of  his 
fathei'.  At  the  age  of  18  he  left  the  parental  roof  to  seek  a 
livelihood  for  himself,  and  with  a  view  to  assist  his  mother, 
possessed  of  [i  limited  education  and  less  tlian  a  dollar  in  money, 
with  not  a  friend  to  whom  he  could  apply,  if  need  be,  for  a  loan 
of  so  much  as  ten  dollars,  excepting  his  mother,  who  had  done 
her  all.  His  first  engagement  was  on  a  schooner  as  a  hand  be- 
fore the  mast,  at  eight  dollars  per  montli.  In  the  Injpe  of  hav- 
ing a  nice  little  sum  to  aid  his  mother  iu  running  the  farm,  lie 
allowed  his  wages  to  remain  for  three  months,  and  was  at  that 
time  dei)rived  of  them  by  tlie  dishonesty  of  the  captain,  lie 
next  i~)rocured  a  l)erth  at  twelve  dollars  a  month.  He  so(jn  made, 
by  his  activity  and  perseverance,  inany  friends,  and  was  re- 
warch'd  at  19  yeai's  of  age  by  a  few  persons  joining  together  and 
building  for  him  a  freighting  schooner  of  forty  tons  bui'den, 
named  "  Gilletta,"  with  the  proviso  that  as  soon  as  young  AVi- 
nants  could  pay  for  any  part  thereof  he  should  have  an  interest 
therein.  After  some  three  years'  struggle  he  succeeded  in  pur- 
chasing this  vessel,  and  shortly  afterward  took  on  a  cargo  of 
plaster  of  Paris  and  was  shii)\vrecked  on  Long  Island  sound, 
nearly  losing  his  lift^  by  the  disaster,  which  swept  away  his  all. 
Thus  he  was  compelled  to  (lommence  the  wui'ld  aimw;  yet,  with 
undaunted  courage,  somewhat  despondent,  the  young  captain 
after  a  time  succeeded  in  building  a  larger  vessel,  named  "  Ellis 
Amanda."  From  tliis  time  fortune  smiled  upon  his  eifoi'ts, 
and  he  continued  building  and  buying  vessels  until  his  tleet 
numbeii'din  all  li  I'l reii,  I  h us  eiialiling  him  to  coiidui't  a  much 
larger  maritime  trade,  s<itne  being  engaged  iu  briuuing  pine 
wood  from  V^irginia,  others  running  to  Albany  iu  the  bunber 
trade,  and  still  others  in  tUa  transpoi'tal ion  of  street-sweepings 
and  coal-ashes  from  the  city  of  New  York. 

Dui'ing  the  rel)ellion  (Ja|)t;nn  NVinants  l)uilt  and  equi])ped 
live  steamboats,  which  he  chartered  to  the  United  Stales  gov- 
ernment for  war  purposes,  one  being  placed  in  tln^  revenue 
department  of  the  port  of  New  York,  tlu'ee  on  tin-  coast  of 
North  and  South  Carolina  and  the  .lames  rivei',  and  one  car- 
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I'ying  tho  United  States  militai'}'  mail  between  New  Orleans, 
Galveston  and  ]^razos  da  Santiago. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  Captain  Winants  sold  out  his  fleet  of 
vessels  and  retired  from  active  business.  For  several  years 
previous  thereto  lie  had  the  contract  from  New  York  city  Tor 
the  removal  of  coal-ashes  and  street-sweepings.  lie  pui'chased 
some  forty  acres  of  water-front  in  Jersey  city,  formerly  known 
as  Harsimiis  bay,  op})osite  the  city  of  New  Yoi'k,  paying  there- 
for over  one  liiindred  thousand  dollars.  About  nine-tenths 
or  more  of  this  land  was  covered  with  tide-water  of  the  Hudson 
river,  and  the  ordinary  class  of  vessels  sailed  over  it  in  the 
pursuit  of  commerce.  Here  he  deposited  the  street-sweepings 
and  ashes  gathered  under  his  contract  with  the  city  of  New 
York,  and  for  more  than  ten  years  he  was  engaged  tilling  in 
this  land,  building  docks,  grading,  paving  and  sewering  the 
streets  rendered  necessary  by  the  improvement,  which  added 
largely  to  the  growth  and  revenue  of  Jersey  city  by  way  of 
taxes,  etc.  On  this  property  are  located  the  large  terminal 
depots  oc(!upied  by  the  Pennsylvania  liailroad  Company, 
steamship  piers,  and  now  there  is  in  c(nii'se  of  construction  two 
first-class  ferries,  one  from  the  foot  of  Cortland t,  and  one  from 
Debrosses  street  to  ply  between  New  York  and  this  property 
in  Jersey  city;  besides  on  this  laud  are  located  the  immense 
tobacco  factory  of  P.  Lorillard  &  Co.,  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
United  States,  and  other  factories  and  buildings  which  have 
added  much  to  the  growth  and  prosperity  both  of  Jersey  city 
and  Hudson  county. 

There  was  one  who,  while  living,  gave  im[)i'ess  to  the  state, 
who  at  every  fitting  op[)ortunity  testilied  to  the  charactei-  of 
M  r.^\'inants,  and  w  as  his  warm  and  devoted  friend,  vi/,.,  "lion. 
Uudley  S.  ({rcgory."'  Mr.  (ii't^goi'y  was  hinisclf  a  self-made 
ma,n,  and  his  sympathi(\s  always  leaiu'd  toward  -;iicli,  and  he 
was  also  a  large  land-holder  in  Jersey  city,  who  highly  com- 
mended the  matuied  plans  and  enterprise  of  Mr.  WHuants, 
which  gave  develoi)ment  to  Jersey  city  and  atti-acteil  to  its 
water  front  the  steamships  of  Euroi)e  and  commerce  of  the  old 
world.  This  property,  once  covered  with  water,  comi)aratively 
worthless,  is  rapidly  increasing  in  value,  a  laigti  pai't  of  w  hicli 
Mr.  Winants  still  retains.  lie  is  also  a  larg(!  owner  of  real 
estate  in  the  city  of  New  Yoi'k,  Plainhel<I  city,  Kli/,al)eili  city, 
Hudson  city,  Hobokt  n  city,  and  P)ergen  Point,  N.  J.,  to  which 
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latter  place  he  came  in  May,  1872,  and  where  he  now  resides. 

lie  married  Fehruaiy  10,  1841,  Miss  Amanda,  daughter  of 
James  Miller  and  Al>igail  IJirdge.  The;}'  had  four  ("hildi«n;  one 
daughter,  Maiy  Frances,  whf>  died  in  1872;  and  tlirei;  sons, 
James  M.,  Ellis  Sebastian,  and  John  Frederick,  the  tu  o  latter  of 
Avhom  died  in  early  childhood.  Mary  Frances  married  George 
H.  Ilill3'er.  who  also  died  in  1877,  leaving  two  sons,  Clarence 
W.  and  Frank  Ellis  Hillyer. 

Upon  retiring  from  active  Inisiness  in  1802,  Mr.  Winants 
devoted  much  time  to  travelling,  iind  in  comx^anj'  with  his  wife 
made  several  lengthy  tours,  one  around  the  world,  traversing 
some  twenty-seven  thousand  live  hundred  miles  :  another  over 
the  continents  of  Europe,  Asia,  Africa  and  the  islands  of  the 
sea,  embracing  some  twent\'  thori.sand  miles;  still  another  tour 
through  CVnti-al  America,  and  along  the  border  of  South  Amer- 
ica, up  the  Pacific  coast  to  San  Francisco,  crossing  the  continent, 
covering  about  eleven  thousand  miles:  besides  travelling  in  and 
through  the  AV est  and  East  India  islands,  Mexico,  Canada,  and 
have  seen  every  state  in  the  Union,  except  Kansas,  of  which  they 
made  thecircuit  twice,  and  piissing  through  several  of  the  terri- 
tories, in  all  traversing  about  one  hundred  and  thirty  thousand 
miles,  seeing  many  of  the  wonders  and  glories  of  the  natural 
Avorld.  On  his  extensive  tours  he  was  shipwrecked  twice  and 
railroad-wrecked  three  times,  and  escaped  without  any  bodily 
harm  having  befallen  him.  During  their  travels  Mr,  Winants 
kept  a  daily  record,  in  accordance  with  a  habit  of  some  forty 
years  past,  part  of  which  he  has  given  to  the  world  in  two  liand- 
some  volurae.s,  elaborately  illustrated,  full  of  valuable  and 
instructive  information,  written  in  a  clear,  forcible  and  interest- 
ing manner. 

In  former  years,  while  a  resident  of  New  York  city.  Mr  Wi- 
nants took  an  active  part  in  i>olitics,  but  had  no  aspiraii-yu  to 
oflice,  and  on  two  occasions  was  tendered  by  the  democratic 
jjarty  the  nomination  for  alderman,  and  could  have  held  otlier 
important  places  for  trust  had  he  desired,  but  all  of  these  he  re- 
fu.s*<l  to  accept  and  now  favors  men  in  preference  to  party.  As  a 
director  of  the  Union  Dime  Savings  Bank  of  New  York  for  thir- 
teen years  he  aided  largely  in  strengthening  tliat  successful  insti- 
tution. He  is  an  elder  in  the  Dutch  Reformed  church,  j»resident 
of  the  board  f>f  the  American  Bible  So<"iety  of  IIu'Lson  county,  X. 
J.;  niemljer  of  the  supervisory  board  of  trustees  of  the  the<^>logi- 
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cal  seiuiiiary  at  New  ]3rniis\vick;  al.so  ti  iistee  in  t\u;  ])oavd  uL' 
domestic  missions,  delegate  to  tlie  general  synod  and  one  oi'  the 
prin(;il)ul  financial  pillai's  in  that  denomination. 

Mr.  Winants'  patei'iial  gi'andfather,  Jacob  Winants,  a  wealthy 
farmer  oi'  Staten  Island,  I'elt  himsell'  called  to  i)rtnicli  the  W^tiiil, 
and  gave  his  life  service  to  the  Methodist  clmrch  as  a  travelling 
preacher,  refusing  to  accept  financial  aid,  but  only  souls  for 
his  hire,  and  from  him  our  subject  would  seem  t(i  have  inherited 
similar  desires,  lie  has  given  laig'ely  of  his  abundant  means 
to  the  church  and  kindred  associations,  irrespective  of  sect  or 
creed,  besides  educating  young  men  for  the  ministry.  The  ma- 
ternal grandfather  of  Mr.  Winants,  Captain  GaiTet  Ellis,  was 
one  of  the  heroes  of  the  war  of  177G,  always  an  uiu'.om- 
proniising  patriot,  and  ever  loyal  to  the  cause  of  liberty.  Mr. 
Winants'  father,  Capt.  Petei-  Winants,  was  of  similai'  patriotic 
heart,  and  served  his  country  through  the  war  of  J 81 2,  follow- 
ing in  the  steps  of  his  ancestors  with  unllinching  faith.  During 
our  last  wai',  beginning  in  1801,  G.  E.  W^inants,  tlujugh  not  go- 
ing to  the  war  himself,  when  the  nation  was  in  distress  and 
needed  the  full  support  (jf  all  loyal  citizens,  gave  substantial 
aid  in  the  interests  of  the  Uni(Ui  aruiies  by  his  means  and  coun- 
sel, and  thus  was  one  of  the  i)illars  to  support  every  measui'e 
of  the  government  to  suppress  the  rebellion. 

The  writer  is  largelj'  indebted  to  I-Cx-Governor  Bedle  and 
Hon.  A.  A.  llardenbergh,  of  New  Jerstiy,  ft)i'  the  material  facts 
of  this  sketch,  and  they  say  of  him,  "  It  is  impossible  to  do 
justice  to  a  character  whicli  has  nuide  sostrongan  impress  upon 
his  fellows."  Men  of  his  marked  cluiracteristics  have  acquired 
fame,  aiul  their  names  have  been  r(q)eated  by  history.  ]>ol'l, 
lionesl,  driiani  iu  his  naluic,  as  bclits  his  physical  maidiood, 
ycl  kind  and  genial  in  his  disposition,  it  may  well  be  said  of 
him, 

"  None  liiiow  liiiii  l)ut  lo  lovu  Iiiiii, 
None  inline  liini  Imt  to  priiisi'," 

And  yet  why  is  this;  we  may  be  asked,  but  the  answer 
is  I'eadily  found;  wealth  and  allluence  have  detracted  nothing 
from  the  sinc^erity  of  his  chara('tei',  nor  have  circuimstances  or 
position  palsied  any  energy  in  his  devotion  to  tlu!  common  weal 
through  life.  Charity  never  fails  in  its  mission  when  Mr.  Wi- 
nants  is  required  to  set  his  seal  upon  the  a(;t,  ami  the  young 
and  timid  in  the  race  of  life  gather  from  his  kindly  spoken 
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words  at  once  a  benediction  and  blessing.  There  is  something 
heroic  in  tlie  strong  and  stalwart  man  w  ho  has  achieved  success 
on  the  l)attielield  of  life,  still  niDi'e  so  when  such  success  has  Ijeen 
marked  Ijy  dt^votion  to  principle,  when  its  honors  are  gathered 
l)eyoiid  the  voictj  of  ci'itici.^m,  and  its  monuments  are  found  in 
missions  of  ])uhlic  benev(deuce,  and  the  daily  exerrise  of  hid- 
den deeds  of  kindness.  Besides  )>eing  devoted  lo  his  fanuly 
and  faithful  to  his  friends,  he  has  always  been  full  of  energy 
and  enterprise,  and  read}'  to  make  sacrilices  when  demanded  foi' 
the  public  good.  It  is  by  such  self-made  men  that  the  charac- 
ter of  the  community  is  conserved,  the  better  interest  of  the 
state  made  safe,  and  the  haj)piness  of  the  repul)lic  assured;  if 
it  be  n(jt  so.  we  may  have  but  limited  faith  in  our  repuljlican 
institutions. 

"Wooi-o.^i. — This  name  was  originally  written  "Van  \V(jge- 
dum."  John  sold  land  in  1090;  this  is  the  earliest  mention  of 
the  name  in  the  local  records;  the  next  is  Grysie  Woggelum, 
who  was  witness  at  a  baptism  in  1098.  John  A"an  Wogelum  had 
II  daughter  Chrystyntien,  baptised   22,  1707,  and  a  daugh- 
ter Suster,  baptized  July  26,  1711.  Ary  (Adrian)  and  Celia 
Pryer  had  the  following  children:  Jan,  baptized  May  21,  1716: 
Anna,  baptized  June  ;5,  1722;  Andries,  bajitized  June  27,  1725; 
Adrian,  baptized  July  27,  1729;  and  A))raham,  ba}jtized  August 
8,  1731. 

There  was  a  Douwe  Van  Wogelum  residing  on  the  island  in 
1742. 

The  next  notice  of  any  members  of  the  family  are  from  the 
records  of  St.  Andrew's.  Abraham  and  Hannah  Parlee  were 
married  November  18,  1790;  Joshua  and  Martha  Cole  were  mar- 
ried l'\'bruary  10,  179t>;  ,b>hn  and  Lauah  Pryor  were  married 
Decendier  24,  1808. 

\Vo()D. — This  famil}'  is  of  English  origin.  Tlie  name  is  com- 
mon everywliere,  and  it  is  exceedingly  d<jubtful  whether  the 
Woods  on  the  island  have  descended  from  the  same  original. 
Samuel  B.  Wood,  Esip,  of  Gariison's,  is  the  son  of  the  late 
John  P.,  who,  with  his  brothei'  Samuel  are  sons  of  Samuel. 
Samuel's  bi-others  were  Joseph,  John,  Stephen  and  Jesse,  and 
they  were  the  soirs  of  John,  the  great-giandfather  of  Samuel 
B.,  Esq.  It  is  iiniiossible  to  trace  the  genealogy  of  any  other 
brancli,  but  we  subjoin  tile  names  of  such  as  are  to  be  found  in 
the  several  church  records.    Stephen  and  his  wife  Geertje  (Ger-

Ai5ii.v]iA:\[  C.  Wood,  son  of  Ji<-njamin  AVood.  was  boin  in 
New  York  city,  \rarch  1,  b'ilO.  lie  (-.uw^.  {o  Staten  l-laii'l  wjrh 
liis  father  in  the  y.-ar  1>21.  from  t-ai'ly  lift*  he  wa-^  :i  pr.unilieni 
and  usefid  nuuidiei'  of  the  U-'fornied  chuich,  I'oit  Rir-hmoiid. 
lie  commenced  his  business  lif',-  in  tlie  employ  of  flu;  New  Vbrk 
dyeing  and  printing  establishment  at  West  Lrighton.  In  IHni 
lie  became  a  menibei'  of  the  lirm  Bai  rett,  Nephews  (jo., 
■Staten  Lsland  fancy  dyeing  establishment,  the  works  located  in 
Cherry  hme,  AVest  Ijiightoii.  As  secretary  and  tieasurer  he 
cc)nti-olled  the  office  in  New  York  city.  In  this  position  liecoii- 
tinned  duiing  his  life.  He  was  for  many  years  trustee  of  i)ub- 
lic  school  No.  2,  of  Castleton.  He  also  servf-d  in  other  jtosifions 
of  honor  on  the  island,  among  whi(di  were  supervisoi- and  mem- 
ber of  the  board  oi  police.  The  following  re.scdution  was  placed 
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on  lile  ))y  )iis  associates  of  tlie  board  of  tiiistees  of  scliool 
No.  2: 

Jii'Sol(K'(7,Thi\t  rliis  board  of  trustees  feel  called  upon  to 
testify  its  appreciation  of  the  ^reat  loss  the  people  of  this  dis- 
trict have  sustained  in  the  deatii  of  this  tried  and  faithful 
officer,  whose  integrity  and  purity  of  piirjjosc?  were  beyond  all 
(piestioii.  It  is  with  sorrow  not  wholly  unmixed  with  pi'ide 
that  we  remember  our  worthy  colleag'iie,  tlui  pul)li(:  spirited 
citizen,  the  eilicient  friend  and  laborer  for  public  schools,  the 
lovin<5  husband  and  parent,  the  conscientious  Christian,  and 
record  for  the  benelit  of  those  who  come  aftei-  us,  that  Abra- 
ham (J.  Wood  lived  a  long  aud  ustd'ul  lifi;  amongst  us,  and  laid 
down  the  burden  of  life  genei'ally  (esteemed  as  one  of  the  most 
conscientious,  worthy  and  public  spirited  citizens  that  ever  lived 
among  us." 

lie  died  Api'il  80,  1SS4,  and  rests  in  the  IMoi'avian  cemetei-y  at 
New  Dorp,  Stateu  Island,  awaiting  the  call  to  a  blissful  imnujr- 
tality. 

Jacob  B.  Wood,  son  of  Benjamin  Wood,  was  born  in  New 
York  city,  August  22,  1811,  and  came  to  Staten  Island  with  his 
father  in  the  year  1821.  He  was,  during  his  life,  connected  in 
business  with  the  custom  house  in  New  York  city  foi'  a  number 
of  years  as  entry  clerk,  and  afterward  as  head  of  the  jinn  of 
Wood,  Niebuhr  A:  Co.,  custom  house  brokers,  which  last  posi- 
tion lie  held  until  his  death,  lla  was  also,  as  his  latliei',  con- 
nected with  the  13i-ight<ni  Heights  church.  In  business  and  in 
church  relations  lie  was  always  prondnent.  In  noljility  of  char- 
acter and  loftiness  of  spirit  he  closely  resembled  liis  father.  In 
the  minutest  particular  he  was  alw  ays  the  genth'inan,  and  every- 
wheri*  courted  for  his  high  social  (]uali!ies.  lie  was  a  great- 
lover  of  books  aud  \vorl\s  of  ail.  In  IS.M  In-  visited  Fjurope. 
On  his  return  he  publislird  a.  small  vobimt!  enlilled  "  Notes  of 
Foreign  Travel."  'I'he  book  reveals  a  lively  a])preciaIion 
every  sight  he  witnesscul  and  of  all  th(3  incidents  that  marked 
his  tour,  lie  had  a  mind  and  heart  of  very  high  (U'der.  His 
home  was  on  Stalen  Island  from  1821  until  18(;;5.  He  served  as 
sui)ervisor  a  number  of  years,  and  was  a  nuirked  and  prominent 
man  in  every  good  work  going  on  around  him,  and  esteemed  and 
beloved  by  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  He  diiid  at; 
Piermont,  Rockland  county,  New  York,  August  1,  1885,  rest- 
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ing  ill  f;iilli  :i\vaitiiig  the  (nitiii)pt  (^all  lo  a  l)le.ssed  iiiimortalily. 
Ilis  body  lies  beside  liis  i'atliei'  in  the  Rocl^land  cenietery. 

Abuaham  J.  AVooi). — -Abraliaiii  Wood,  the  g-raiidl'atlier  of 
tlie  subject  of  tliis  biogi'a])!]}',  died  at  SpringviUe,  Stateu  l.slaiid, 
Septend)er  20,  17'J0.  To  his  wife  Rutli  were  born  sons,  iMoses 
Abraliani,  James  C,  Walter;  and  daughters,  Nelly,  married  to 
David  Price,  and  Mary,  married  tlivst  to  Samuel  Baily,  and  a 
second  time  to  Isaac  Sprague.  James  C,  the  third  S(jii  in 
order  of  birth,  was  a  native  of  Staten  Island  and  by  trade  a 
cliairtnaker  and  mechanic,  after  which  lie  became  and  couiiii- 
ned  for  many  years  a  mei'chant  at  To! teiiville.  He  was  an  ex- 
emi)lary  Christian,  zealous  in  the  (-ause  of  temperance,  and  an 
honored  exhorter  in  the  jSfethodist  Episcopal  churcli  wiili 
which  he  was  c(mnected.  By  his  lirst  marriage  to  Catherine, 
daughte)'  of  Elias  Price,  weie  born  Abraham  J.,  Esther  xVnn, 
wife  of  Amlrew  Si)ragne,  and  Eh'as  V.  His  second  wife  Avas 
Hettie,  also  a  daughter  of  Elias  Pi'ice,  whose  (thildien  were 
Catherine  M.,  wife  of  Isaac  liedell,  Alfred,  Emily,  wife  of  John 
T.  Winant;  Rachel,  married  to  Sebastian  Ibitler;  Di  usilla.  wife 
of  James  ]?ooth,  and  James. 

Abraham  J.,  the  eldest  son,  was  born  January  20,  1812,  in 
Hudson  county,  N.  J.,  from  whence  he  removed  when  but  a 
years  of  age  to  Staten  Island.  Receiving  but  limited  advaiit 
ages  of  education  at  Tottenville,  his  home,  at  the  early  age  of 
16  lie  engaged  in  the  oyster  trade.  New  York  affonh.'d  a  ready 
market,  and  his  regular  trii)s  wei'e  rendered  more  i)roli table 
by  the  occasional  transpoi'tation  of  passengers.  At.  the  age 
ol  24  his  atttiiition  was  turned  to  fai'ming  and  bntcheiing  I'nr 
a  limited  time.  His  lormtn'  vocation  again  attracted  him, 
and  \o  the  present  time  his  eiuM'gies  have  lircii  chielly  di- 
rected to  oyster  planting,  with  such  siiccessfnl  results  as  to 
have  placed  him  in  a  condition  of  indej)endenc('.  He  now  I'e- 
sides  on  his  attractive  fai'in  at  Priiu'e's  Bay.  AFr.  W^iod,  in 
1800,  opened  a  store  at  Prince's  ]5ay,  of  which  he  is  still  the 
ownei'.  As  a  citi/en  lie  is  enterprising  and  ]»nblic  spirited.  As 
a  business  nian,  clear  headed  and  thrifty,  his  vimtui'es  have 
usually  been  crowned  with  success. 

An  early  democrat,  Mr.  Wood  on  its  formation  fouml  the 
principles  ol'  the  repul)licaii  party  to  liarmonize  with  ids  views, 
and  consequently  joined  its  ranks.  He  has  been  a  delegate  to 
state  conventions,  served  as  justice  of  the  peace,  held  for  six

Besides  the  I'oregoin;,',  there  are  seveiid  names  that  have  at 
one  time  or  another  heeti  inominent  in  the*  county.  Some  ot" 
tliese  we  notice  in  the  I'ollowin;.^  pa,ra^M"iphs  : 

A  liicow.-.M  CI  II.  —  Of  tliisnani';  tlier*^  wei-e  two  on  the  i.sluM'l 
durin;^  the  first  half  of  the  last  century — Thomas  and  ivlinond. 
Tliey  were  Kn;^lishmen,  and  iippear  to  liave  aspired  tj)  an  aris- 
tocratic jjosition  in  society.  Their  public  sei'vices  were  chiefly 
of  a  military  chaiacter. 

liKA'n  v.— John,  and  Ids  son  Kdwai'd,  wh'j  died  July  17,  182."i, 
aged  over  ei;^hty-one  yai's.  They  mviicd  t  lit;  jnopejiy  lyiii;:; 
Ijetween  the  Moravian  church  and  tht^  Paf,ti;ri  hons';,  and  were 
protriinent  as  fi'inn'ls  and  suij[)'ji  rers  of  that  church. 

]}iiA.()]'. — Thv  name  is  iiitroductitl  liei'e  only  to  ri'jtice  flit.-  fact 
that  t.'olonel  ( 'lii  isto]ilii;r,  so  eminently  n'^t'n  i'jus  'lurin;:  thi; 
revolution,  had  a  son,  J<diii  WilN.-ff,  haptiz'-d  .lune  11,  ITOl),  of 
whom  we  li'.-ai-  nothing  more,  if  living  ai  the  lime  of  tiii^ 
evacuation  of  the  island  lie  was  a  lad  of  f'^urteen  thei'e- 
abouts,  aii'l  })robably  accomj^anii.'d  his  father  to  the  I'ritish  i)OS- 
se.ssions. 

I)oiiL.\Ni). — In  the  lattt;!' pail  f;f  tlit;  seventeijnth  Cfjiilury  we 
meet  the  name  of  Lambert  J^orland  frt;qui;ntly.  Ifewasa  mt;m- 
ber  of  the  cfdonial  assembly  in  ] 001,  aii'i  thei'efore  must  have 
been  a  man  of  (•()n>iileial)lf  importance.  The  name  lias  now  en- 
tirely ili>a  pi)ea  I  fd  from  tie-  i>lan<l. 

DiJN.v.—  In  our  local  rec.f>rds,  (diui<di  orfounty,  this  nanie'oc- 
cur.s  only  in  connection  with  a  single  individual,  who  is  d';sig- 
nated  us  John  Dunn,  Esq.  He  ap[>ears  to  hav<;  been  a  man  (A' 
superior  acquirements,  and  was  twice  elected  member  of  assem- 
bly from  tin;  county,  1804  and  ]8()o.  He,  tjied  l>ecember21,  1820, 
aged  fifty-seven  years.  Mrs.  Abraham  ll'jiisman,  of  Poi't  Jlicli- 
niond,  is  his  only  sui-viving  ehilil  in  tht^  eonnty. 

CiiKFoiiD. — 'J'llis  narnealso  occurs  in  the*  rec'nds  only  with  lef- 
erence  to  a  single  individual,  as  early  as  1770.    Jle  was  a  man  of 
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considenible  inlluence,  and  his  name  is  perpetnateil  in  tliepnl)lic 
road  called  from  him,  Gilt'ord's  lane,  near  Kichmi.tnd. 

Ha]{RIson. — John  Talbot  Harrison,  i\I.J).,  was  born  October 

2,  1785,  and  died  March  G,  1803.  His  appointment  as  health  of- 
licer  of  the  port  introdnced  him  to  the  island,  where  he  siibse- 
qnently  took  up  liis  residence.  He  was  a  meni))er  of  assembly 
for  the  county  in  1830  and  1831,  pi'esidential  elector  in  1810,  and 
member  of  the  state  constitutional  convention  in  184.5.  He  was 
highly  I'espected  as  a  man  and  as  a  physician.  lie  was  tlie  father 
of  n.  R.  Harrison,  M.D.,  Port  liichmond. 

Li';  CoUN'r,  or  Lt;  (  !on'i  k„  John. — Was  a  man  of  great  inllnence 
ill  tiu;  county  eaily  in  I  he  last  ceiihii'v;  In'  was  a  membtuMjl'  the 
colonial  ass(;mbly  in  17"JG,  and  again  in  17.10;  he  was  also  cininty 
judge  from  173'J  to  1750. 

Maklet.— Thei'e  were  two  brothers  of  this  name,  Paul  and 
Abraham,  residing  in  the  county,  l)etween  1080  and  17oo  ;  the_y 
possessed  considerable  pro])erty,  but  the  mime  has  become  ex- 
tinct. They  l)oth  appear  to  have  been  highly  respected  in  their 
day  and  generation. 

ArioiiEAU. — During  the  last  half  of  the  last  century,  and  the 
beginning  of  the  }ll■(^sent,  there  were  several  families  of  this 
name  in  the  county,  some  of  whom  were  men  exceedingly 
popular.  Tlie  first  (jf  tlie  name,  Paul,  was  shei'ilf  in  1736,  and 
member  of  the  cohuiial  assem))ly  from  1748  to  17."»]  ;  his  son 
Paul,  however,  api)ears  to  have  been  a  great  favorite  with  the 
people  of  the  county  ;  he  was  chosen  to  the  i)rovincial  congress 
in  1775-0  ;  county  clerk  for  twenty  years  fi-oin  1701;  county 
judge  for  eleven  years  from  1780,  and  state  senator  from  1789  to 
171)2.    His  son,  Paul  J.,  was  meinl)er  of  assembly  1708-0,  1802- 

3,  and  niMijamin,  conniy  treasurer  in  1787.  There  was  mu'or  a 
more  popular  or  intlueiitial  family  in  the  county,  I)kI  they  have 
all  disa])peared.    They  were  residents  of  Westtield. 

Besides  the  above,  there  were  individuals  and  families  who 
once  exerted  a  powerful  inllnence  in  the  county,  wlio  have 
now  totally  disappeared  ;  among  them  ai'e  the  names  of  Berge, 
Adriance,  Stool holf,  W^ghte,  A''anderbeck,  Slaats,  \"eltni:in, 
(/lendening,  . (Tari'abrantz,  lloogland,  Ralpii,  Jenners,  \  an 
Wageiiaii,  Sle(^lit,  ('areiitoii,  Spier,  Hafle,  Swaim,  Nelins,

Above  all  the  figui'e-s  of  its  past,  towi-i'-,  that  of  Hanie-l  i). 
Tomplvins,  whose  great  mansion  yet  sta,nds  on  a  h  i  1 1  i;  vd  locdi- 
ing  the  /irst  village  incorp(j)ati;d  in  the  county,  and  namefl  foi- 
]iim.  Assemblyman,  judge,  <>{'  the  .vnpi'eme  coui  t,  rejjj<;se'nta- 
tive  in  eoiigi-(^>s,  govt-rnor  of  New  'Yctrk  state  te-n  yeai--,  incbiil. 
llig  till'  Irving  line'!'!  the  war  with  (b^at  l',iii;dn.  and  by  his 
courage  and  pa  I  liot  i-m,  wie-n  hi-,  stall*  \','a-,  jnvad'-d  on  ihcSt. 
Lawrence  river  and  i^ake  (Jnlaiio,  and  his  own  honn;  was  in 
peril  fi'^m  Ijiitish  ship.-^,  distingiiislied  as  ''New  Yoik's  wai- 
goveiiK^r  ;"  as  govei'iioi',  obtaining  tlie  passage  of  the  noble-  law 
wliich  al^rdished  slavei-y  and  seemed  fieedom  to  ten  ihou>and 
liiiman  be-ings  and  to  theii-  jiostei  ity  foi'e-ver  ;  alsfj  as  goveinoj', 
ajjpi  oving  tin;  various  acts  wdiereby  the  legislatuie  remov(;d  the 
ljurden  of  disfrunclnsement  from  sev(;ral  classes  of  jieople  ; 
leaving  the  gov»;j-noi''s  chair  lo  be-come  \  ie'-- prcside-n I  of  the 
United  States,  in  an  adndnisti'ati(Hi  wliich  liad  tie-  gloi'y  to 
allay  i)artisan  stjife,  and  receiving  an  alinost  unanimous  re- 
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election  ;  diu'ing-  tliis  second  term  as  vice-i))-esi(leiit  almost 
elected  goveiiior  a,ij;ain;  pn^sidiii;^'  over  the  convention  wliicli 
revised  the  state  (tonstitution,  and  serving  as  vice-ju'esident  al- 
most to  the  day  of  his  death;  few  American  statesmen  have 
liad  so  l)rilliant  and  honorahle  a  career.  One  of  tlie  great  forts, 
which  at  the  Nari'ows  gnard  New  Yoi'k  on  the  Stateu  Island 
shore,  titly  bears  his  name,  and  is  iiis  lasting  nionnnitt^nt. 

The  spirit  oi'  the  elder  'I\)ni})kins  was  ti'ansmitted  to  liis  son, 
the  courtly,  scholarly,  bi'ave,  genial  and  eloquent  JMinthorne 
Tompkins,  who  resigned  his  seat  in  the  state  senate  in  J 8-10, 
sacrificed  a  career  whi('h  lay  l)efor(!  him  probably  as  bi  illiant  as 
his  father's,  rather  tlian  withhold  his  lujstilit}^  to  slavery  in 
other  regions,  and  espoused  the  cause  of  liberty  when  it  was 
political  ruin  to  befri(!nd  the  slave.  In  a  state  where  his  fathei' 
was  so  long  governoi'  he  had  the  nerve  to  accept  a  nomination 
for  that  ollice  as  the  candidate  of  the  free  soil  party  (with  John 
P.  Ilale  for  jiresident  and  Gireorge  W.  Julian  for  vice-president), 
when  his  supporters  could  give  liiin  but  19,0UU  votes.  To  his 
generous  sympathy  hundreds  of  poor  families  on  the  island  owe 
their  houses,  for  he  it  was  who  broke  up  the  gi'eat  estate  his 
fathei'  left  into  small  lots,  sold  these  lots  to  i)oor  families,  and 
allowed  them  to  pay  hini  as  they  could — live  or  ttui  dollars  at  a 
time.  The  peo})le  of  the  county  remembered  this,  and  on  two 
occasions,  when  he  headed  the  county  ticket  of  his  party,  which 
was  in  a  hopeless  minority,  he  was  honored  by  a  vote  much 
beyond  the  strength  of  that  organization.  In  ISoo,  when  his 
party  (republican)  was  l)eaten  nearly  three  to  one,  Minthorne 
Tompkins  failed  of  election  to  the  assembly  by  only  seventy- 
live  votes.  During  the  war  of  the  rebellion  he  si)ent  much  time 
and  jKiinsin  raising  the  "Staten  Island  Ivegiment,'"  of  which  he 
was  nnukM'olonel,  though  of  an  age  liiat  well  exenipled  hiin 
from  military  service;  and  when  the  exigencies  of  war  obliged 
the  govei'nment  to  consolidate  the  regiment  with  otlnu's  before 
he  could  comi)lete  its  nunibei's,  and  to  huri'y  to  IIh^  front  the 
men  he  had  ivcruited,  he  gave  up  his  commaiul  without  a  mur- 
mur. For  many  years  he  sei'ved,  in  the  latter  part  of  his  lit'(i, 
as  a  member  and  president  of  the  board  of  port  wardens.  Tie 
died,  not  long  since,  beloved  and  regnUted  l)y  friends  all  over 
the  slate  and  country. 

Another  vice-president,  a  pred(H;essor  of  X'ice-Piesident 
T()mpkins,  and  a  man  of  a  \-ei'y  dilferiMit  career,  eiideil  his  days 
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at  Port  Richmond.  Soldier  of  the  revolution,  leader  of  the  bar, 
attorney-general,  senator  of  the  United  States,  inventor  of  the 
methods  of  Amei'ican  pf)litic.s,  manager  of  the  tremendous 
struggle  of  1800  which  i)laced  .IcH'erson  and  the  party  of  the 
l^eoijle  in  power  by  carrying  New  York  city,  hence  the  state, 
and  so  turning  the  scale;  while  vice-president  engineering  the 
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act  of  1801,  by  which  tlie  legislaturt?  relieved  tens  of  thousands 
from  disfranchisement,  and  presiding  over  the  first  convention 
"which  revised  the  state  constitutic^n;  missing  the  presidency 
oidy  by  want  of  generous  and  hearty  loyalty  to  Jefferson;  can- 
didate for  governor,  driven  from  the  state  by  a  combiiuition  of 
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l')o]iticians  who  used  the  death  of  Alexander  Hamilton  to  crnsli 
him,  woiild-be  emperor  of  Mexico — when  Aaron  Burr  came  to 
the  end  of  his  eventful  life,  it  was  on  Staten  Island,  where  he 
had  passed  mucli  titnt'  at  intervals,  that  he  died. 

Jacob  Dolsen  Cox,  one  of  the  most  honoi'ed  of  living  Ameri- 
cans, who  has  lilled  the  posts  of  majoi'-geiieral  of  volunteers 
in  the  civil  war,  governor  of  Ohio,  secretary  of  the  interior  in 
General  Grant's  lirst  cabinet,  representative  in  congress,  presi- 
dent of  the  Toledo,  Wabash  &  Western  railroad;  dean  of  Cin- 
cinati  law  school,  and  almost  senator  in  place  of  John  Sherman, 
was  in  his  youth  a  clerk  in  the  AVall  street  office  of  Anthony 
Lane,  and  was  a  resident  of  Port  Richmond,  as  was  also  his 
l)rother,  Charles  P.  Cox,  secretary  of  the  Canada  Southern 
railroad. 

Some  of  the  leading  names  of  the  world  in  science  belong  to 
Staten  Island.  Di'.  John  William  Draper,  one  of  the  most  ma- 
j(\sti(;  minds  the  world  has  known,  whose  researches  revolu- 
tionized many  departments  of  kiujwledge;  who  gave  to  man- 
kind the  art  of  jJiotography;  who  during  half  a  century's 
laborious  investigation  freely  gave  the  public,  without  seeking 
patent  or  other  monopoly,  the  fruits  of  his  toil  and  study;  who 
set  forth,  in  l)Ooks  of  wide  circulation,  facts  commonly  deemed 
dry  with  language  that  fascinated  the  i-eader;  who  handled  the 
history  of  Piuropewitli  skill  that  from  an  adverse  critics  (the 
AVestminster  " /t'c^^iA^^o ")  extorted  the  confession  that  "what 
]3uckle  attempted  for  Englarul,  Draper  has  done  for  Eur(jpe;" 
who  for  more  than  forty  yeai'S  daily  instructed  large  classes  in 
chemistry,  ];)liysiology,  botany,  gecJogy  and  kindnid  sciences; 
wh(j  helped  to  found  rhn  New  York  University  Medical  College, 
and  as  its  secretary  and  president  built  it  up  to  a  great  institu- 
tion. J)octor  l)rai)ei',  while  making  I liiMliseoNeries  and  writing 
the  works  which  hrst  gave  him  Kuroi)ean  as  well  as  Amt^i'ican 
celebrity,  lived  in  a  modest  house  on  Cherry  lane,  not  far  from 
the  llatlield  I'aian.  His  sons,  Dr.  John  C.  Drajier,  successor  to 
his  father's  univeisity  chairs,  in  that  father's  lifetime  [)i'ofessor 
of  cheinistiy  and  mineralogy  in  the  New  Yoi'k  City  College,  and 
()f  analytical  aiu]  practical  chemistry  in  the  uni\'ei'sitv,  autiior 
of  several  scientific  woiks;  and  Dr.  Henry  Dra[)er,  also  author 
of  a  number  of  scientilic  works,  builder  of  a  silvered  glass  re- 
flectory telesco]>e  which  eclipsed  that  of  Lord  Kosse;  hrst  pho- 
tographer of  the  moon,  ])hol ogia])her  of  rle-  sun  ihiough  the 
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tpl('.s('()iie,  sni'i^eon  and  ca})taiii  in  I  he  wai'  of  tlu;  rclicllioii, 
atillior  (if  iitmieroiis  papei's,  articles  and  l)()C)ks  on  scit'iitilic  .siil)- 
jecls,  iH^sided  in  hoyliorid  in  liu;  Chei'i'y  lane  Ikmis*^  with  tlitdr 
lather. 

Alexander  Del  Mai-,  antlujr  of  "A  History  of  the  Preri(jns 
Metals,"  a  "  History  of  Money  in  Ancient  Times,"  "  The  Science 
of  Money,"  and  other  woi'ks,  i»rol)al)ly  tlie  greatest  e\'er  written 
on  political  economy,  and  certaiidy  the  ablest  and  most  laljor- 
ious  ever  wiitten  hy  an  American,  lived  both  at  New  Brighton 
and  Stapletcjn.  At  one  time  he  was  iinancial  editor  of  eight 
dilferent  journals,  and  founded  also  the  lloniishing  "  Coz/i/naf- 
cial  and  Fhuuicial  (JJiroiiich'  and  Ncio  Yorl-  Dalhj  PiuUdliL.'' 
As  director  of  the  bureau  of  statistics  he  reorganized  the  United 
States  commerce  and  navigation  returns  so  as  to  make  tlieni  re- 
liable, which  was  a  herculean  task;  and  by  one  sharp  exposure 
he  prevented,  in  18(58-0,  the  plunder  of  the  United  States  treas- 
ury to  the  extent  of  out;  Inindred  millions  of  dollars.  As  orig- 
iliator  and  ollicei'  of  the  Uiuted  States  nu)netary  commission  of 
1876,  he  bi'ought  tluM-oiintry  back  to  the  use  of  both  silver  and 
gold  as  cui'icncy,  and  thus  greatly  aided  to  i)revent  the  thr(:'at- 
ened  disaster  of  a  vast  paper  irdlation. 

Dr.  Samuel  Mackenzie  Elliott,  wlujse  discoveries  in  occulism 
largely  advanced  that  ai't  and  brought  liim  an  income  of 
itiyi ),()()()  a.  year,  also  founded  the  settlement  along  Daj'd  avenue 
wliich  still  bears  his  name;  built,  and  for  years  nuiintained,  an 
astronomical  observatory,  whose  dome  may  still  be  seen  on  the 
roof  of  ins  former  residence,  on  theliill  above  Stapleton.  Under 
his  care  at  Elliottville,  among  many  remarkable  cures,  sight 
was  restored  to  Proft^ssor  Edward  L.  Youmans,  whose  enthusi- 
astic lectures  anil  writings  on  I'heniistry  and  kindred  branches, 
tlelivered  to  audiences  all  through  the  ct)untry,  widely  spre:id 
the  knowledge  and  interest  on  these  subjects  which  are  u(»w 
common.  He  founded  the  "  Fojnilar  AScie/ice  Moiitlil ij^^^  made 
that  great  tliiidver,  Herbert  S[)en(!er,  known  to  Americans,  and 
saved  liis  wondi'ous  system  of  pliiloso[)hy  from  suppression, 
i/;  Dr.  John  Swinburne,  too,  whose  discovei-ies  in  the  art  of 
healing  bi'oken  l)ones  and  dislocated  joints,  and  whose  success- 
ful ap}dicalion  of  tliose  discoveries  to  thousaiuls  of  sull'erers  in 
civil  life,  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  and  in  the  siege  of  Paris 
(1870),  earned  for  hini  unnumbered  blessings  and  amazed  the 
skilled  surgeons  of  Prance;  who  as  health  ollicei'  saved  New 
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York  I'roiu  a  plague,  and  who  was  elected  mayor  and  congress- 
nian  in  Albany  by  lai'ge  majorities  in  a  community  sti'ongly  op- 
posed to  him  politically,  was  long  a  resident  of  Tompkinsville. 

Dr.  Carl  C.  Schmidt,  publisher  of  the  "  Leipsic  Medical  Aii- 
nnal,"  and  other  v:iluable  publications,  a  scholar  and  physician 
of  unusual  attainments  and  singular  dignity  and  beauty  of 
person,  driven  from  Gernuiuy  in  the  I'evolution  of  1848,  settled 
at  Willow  Brook  in  Northfield,  ami  there  ended  his  days. 

Dr.  Frederick  Hollick,  whose  books  and  lectures  on  i)hysi- 
ology  did  mucli  a  generation  since  to  spread  knowledge  of  that 
science  in  Amei'ica,  has  long  been  a  resident  of  the  island,  as 
lias  Dr.  A.  L.  Carndl,  formerly  editor  of  the  "  Medical 
Gazette,'"  translator  and  authoi'  of  several  scientific  works, 
and  secretary  ot  the  state  board  of  health. 

Prof.  N.  L.  Britton  of  Columbia  College,  a  native  of  West- 
field,  though  still  a  3'oung  num,  has  nuule  a  name  among  scien- 
tists by  several  works  on  topics  in  natural  history. 

Sir  Edward  Cunard,  American  manager  (jf  the  singular! 3- 
cai'eful  and  successful  ocean  steamship  line  whicli  bears 
his  name,  long  lived  on  the  hill  overlooking  the  Narrows,  where 
he  c(juld  see  frf)m  his  window  every  vessel  of  his  line  come  in 
sight  of  New  York  ami  disappear  Ihence. 

William  II.  Aspinwall,  long  a  leader  in  developing  trade  with 
California,  and  for  whom  the  city  of  As})inwall  in  Panama  is 
nametl,  was  long  a  dwidler  at  New  Doi'[). 

M.  B.  Bi'ady,  the  famous  pliotographer,  long  dispensed  a 
generous  liospitality  to  distinguished  guests  from  many  climes, 
at  a  residence  on  Grymes  hill. 

Daniel  B.  Allen  and  Samuel  Barton,  agents  of  Commodore 
Vanderbilt's  steamship  lines;  Jeremiali  Simonson,  a  prominent 
.shipbuilder;  neruhanl  Westermanu,  the  leading  (Jerman  book- 
seller of  America,  have  also  ])een  residents      Staten  l^^laiul. 

George  (Jabot  NVard,  American  agent  of  the  famous  banking 
house  of  Baring  Brothers  «fc  Co.,  dwelt  on  Bard  avenue,  as  did 
Robert  B.  Afinturn  the  younger,  of  the  widely  known  house  of 
Gi'innell,  Minturn  &  Co.,  and  i)resident  of  the  American  Pree 
Trade  League. 

At  Clifton  lived  John  A.  Appleton,  of  the  immense  publisli- 
ing  house  of  D.  Appleton  &  Co.,  and  Nathaniel  Marsh,  presi- 
dent of  the  Erie  railroad  ;  at  New  B)rigliton— Daniel  L.  Apple- 
ton,  (d'  the  celebrated  Wallhaui  "American  \Vafch  Comi)auy,'" 
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and  at  different  times  president  of  rlie  ]\[ercantile  Lil)rary  and 
of  the  New  l^ngland  Society  ;  at  AVest  lirigliton — Hiram  II. 
Lamfoi't,  president  of  tlie  ubiquitous  Continental  Fire  Insur- 
ance Company  ;  on  Grymes  liill — Geoi-ge  Law,  wlio  succeeded 
Cornelius  Vanderbiltas  the  leading  steamboat  owner  of  the  har- 
bor, and  after  Law's  death  John  J.  Cisco,  the  banker,  for  years 
United  States  assistant  treasurer;  Ilugli  J.  Jewett,  president  of 
the  Erie  Railroad  ;  Roderick  AV.  Cameron,  of  the  Australian 
steamshi])  line  ;  Erastus  Wiman,  head  of  the  original  mercan- 
tile agency,  which  reaches  all  over  the  country,  and  promoter 
of  other  business  enterprises  ;  William  T.  Garner,  head  of  the 
great  Cohoes  Mills,  and  commodore  of  the  Xew  York  Yacht 
Club.  The  list  of  Staten  Islanders  who  have  been  commercially 
distinguished  is  far  too  long  for  insertion  here. 

Gen.  Antonio  Lopez  Santa  Anna,  styled  thealdestof  Mexican 
generals,  and  the  wiliest  of  Mexican  iioliticians,  repeatedly 
president  and  dictator  of  ]\[exico,  and  as  often  ex[)elled  from 
that  country,  during  his  last  exile  lived  for  a  considerable  time 
at  West  Brigliton,  on  the  Manoi'  road,  just  north  of  Cherry 
lane. 

(fen.  Richard  Delafield,  of  the  United  States  army,  was  long 
stationed  at  Fort  Tompkins,  and  as  colonel  of  engineers  had 
charge  of  the  construction  of  Foi't  Wadswurth.  Gen.  Joseph 
G.  Totten,  chief  engineer  of  the  arm^^,  is  said  to  have  been  a 
resident  of  Tottenville. 

To  the  navy  Staten  Island  has  contributed:  Alban  C.  Stimers, 
chief  engineer,  who  took  pei'sonal  charge  of  the  engines  of  the 
"Monitor,"  in  her  figlit  with  the  "  Merrimac  ;"  Commodore 
Stephen  Decatur,  tlie  younger,  who,  sti'uck  with  l)lindness 
thi'ough  tlie  terrible  blnutler  of  a  pliysician  at  the  outset  of  a 
line  career,  i-esided  long  at  Klliol  f  vilk\  in  the  vain  liojH'  that 
l)octt)r  Elliott's  slvili  might  succeed  in  undoing  the  injiu^y;  and 
Commodoi'e  A.  Colden  Khiiid,  whose  daring  exploits  in  the  cap- 
ture of  New  Orleans,  and  the  ascent  of  the  Anssissip])i  by  Far- 
ragut  tind  Porter,  nuule  him  renowned.  Comnn)dore  James  Mc- 
intosh was  also  long  a  resident  of  Clifton.  ^Villiam  W.  Win- 
tlirop,  judge  advocate,  general  of  the  army,  was  for  some  time 
a  resident  of  AV^est  Brighton. 

To  the  I'evolutionary  volunteers  Northfield  contributed  Capt. 
Joseph  jNIersereau  ;  to  the  tory  forces  Westtield  furnished  C'ol- 
onel  Eillop.    It  also  contributed  to  the  side  of  liberty  the  de- 
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voted  patriot,  Mrs.  Bisosway,  of  Tottenville,  wlio  n^fased  to 
nr<i;e  lier  brother  to  cease  Ins  attacks  on  the  British,  though 
promised  the  release  of  her  liusband  fi'om  captivity  if  slie 
woidd  do  so. 

To  tlie  war  of  1812  ]?i(dimond  county,  so  far  as  Icnown,  did 
not  sni)ply  many  pi'ominent  actors;  but  Capt.  Benjamin  \Vf)od, 
wlio  raised  and  largely  equipped  a  company  for  the  defense  of 
New  York,  becoming  captain  in  tlie  Twenty-seventh  regiment, 
United  States  infantry,  as  such  boarded,  in  1815,  the  British 
frigate  (at  Sandy  Hook,  where  he  was  stationed)  that  brought 
the  news  of  peace,  being  the  iirst  American  to  receive  this  glad 
news  ;  who  mounted  and  fired  the  first  gun  j^laced  on  Fort  La- 
fayette at  the  Narrows  ;  was  twenty  years  (1821-41)  revenue 
boarding  ollicer  at  the  q iiai'antine  station,  a  resident  of  Tomp- 
kinsville,  and  a  leader  in  county  alfairs. 

To  the  volunteer  service  in  the  rebellion  the  island  contrib- 
uted, besides  those  heretofore  named:  Robert  Gould  Shaw,  of 
Bard  avenue,  colonel  of  the  Fifty-fourth  iNfassachusetts  colored 
regiment,  who  fell,  with  scores  of  his  command,  at  the  storming 
of  Fort  Wagner,  and  wiiose  remains  lie  with  thoseof  the  dusky 
comrades  wlioni  he  led,  his  gcuiei'ous  pai'ents  deeming  that  com- 
panionship their  fittest  sepulture  ;  and  Major  Theodore  Win- 
thro]),  the  explorer,  novelist  and  orator,  whose  country  saw  him 
last  by  the  flashes  of  musketiy  against  the  black  night  of  a 
Virginian  forest,  standing  on  a  gun,  striving  to  rally  the  Union 
ti'oops  whom  surprise  had  confused  and  disordered,  and  who, 
while  going  to  his  death,  wrote  to  a  companion  of  his  country 
walks,  "Ah,  me  !  in  these  sweet,  balmy  May  days  i  miss  my 
Staten  Island." 

AVhen  the  Union  army  set  out  to  reach  l\ichnK)nd.  A^a.,  l)y 
way  of  tlu'.)ani(>s  ri\t'i-,  Mariners'  llnrbor  furnished  a  hundred 
skilh'd  pilols,  wlio  kiii'w  cvcyy  fool  of  ihe  way,  seli'i  l ^mI  from 
its  oyster  lleet  by  ( 'apt.  John  ,1.  1  lousman.  Before  tin;  war  dim. 
Francis  C.  Barlow,  said  to  btj  the  bravest  man  in  the  Army  of 
the  Potomac,  afteiward  attorney  general,  secretary  of  state  and 
United  States  marshal,  was  a  tntoi'  in  a  private  family  of  Staten 
Island. 

In  literature,  besides  those  lieretofoi'e  mentioned,  ther<^  are 
many,  loo  many  to  specify  all;  but  above  all  stands  George  ^Vil- 
liam  Curtis,  author  of  the  "  Nile  Notes,"  which  soon  after  its 
publication  became  a  te.xt  Itook  in  Oxford  for  students  of  a  ])ure 
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English  style,  and  whom  Cliai'lcs  Dickens  declart'd  to  be  much 
the  linest  speaker  he  had  evei'  heard  ;  author  of  other  n()la))le 
books,  such  as  "  Prue  and  I,"  and  "  Trumps."  As  orator, 
journalist  and  statesman,  ever  unselfishly  striving  to  lead  pub- 
lit;  sentiment  toward  justice  and  purity,  no  man  since  the  days 
oT  Governor  Toini)kins  has  so  won  tlie  hearts  or  aroused  tlie 
pride  of  his  fellow  islanders.  In  this  connection,  too,  must  be 
reniend)ered  the  scholarly,  eloquent  and  kindly  Krastus  Brooks, 
forty  yeais  editor  of  the  Neio  York  Express,^'  and  longer 
than  any  other  nuui  the  repi'esentative  of  Ivichniond  county  in 
the  state  legislature. 

Ilichard  Adams  Locke,  author  of  the  famous  "Afoon  Hoax  '' 
in  tlie  "iW??o  Yorli  Jfirald'''  w]ii(di,  l)efore  the  days  of  transat- 
lantic steamers  and  cables,  led  Americans  to  believe  tiiat  Sir 
John  Ilerschel,  i^eering  with  his  great  telescope  thiough  the 
clear  air  of  South  Africa,  had  discovered  men  and  women  in  the 
nu)on,  lived  long  at  Tompkinsville.  Mrs.  Ijaura  Wintlii'op. John- 
son, the  poet-sister  of 'riieod(jre  and  William  W'inthrop;  (Jhris- 
toplier  Pearse  Chinch,  one  of  the  most  exquisite  of  American 
po(^ts  and  artists;  Gabriel  P.  Disosway,  author  fin  columns 
of  the  J^/(/J('/t  JsUtitd  IJaioii'')  of  the  lirst  history  of  the 
island,  and  of  other  historical  works;  his  daughter,  Miss  p]]la 
Taylor  Disosway,  the  novelist;  and  many  others  mentioned  in 
other  connections,  foi'in  an  army  of  literar}'  workers  of  which 
Riclunond  county  may  well  l)e  proud. 

Charles  Mackaye,  the  well-known  English  poet,  was  for  some 
years  a  resident  of  Clifton,  and  of  Dr.  Elliott's  observatory  cot- 
tage on  Grynies  hill.  Mrs.  ('atherineN.  Sinclaii',  long  a  prom- 
inent acti'ess  under  the  name  of  Mrs.  Forrest,  lived  a  long  tinie 
in  the  (>p\u)sile  cottage  witli  her  brother-in-law,  ^fr.  Henry 
Sedh'}-,  of  (he  New  York  "  7V//n\v.'"  lleui'y  D.  Thoi'eati,  author 
of  "  W'alden,"  etc.,  an  uncommonly  al)le  writer  and  thinker, 
who  was  lor  scjuui  I ime  tutor  in  the  family  of  .1  udge  ^Villiam 
Emerson,  brother  of  Jialph  \Yahlo  Emeison;  Clarence  Cook, 
the  author,  journalist  and  critic;  Maria,  J.  McHitosh,  the  nov(d- 
ist;  Rev.  John  F.  Hurst,  since  pi-esident  of  Drew  Theological 
seminary  and  now  l>ishop  of  Towa,  who  published  his  "  History 
of  Rationalism"  while  pastor  of  Trinity  Methodist  church, 
West  P)rigliton;  Richard  L.  Dugdale,  atilhoi-  of  the  Famous 
work  on  crime  and  ]»auperism  called  ''The  Jukes,"  for  a  N)ng 
time  assistant  secretary  of  the  Prison  Association,  also  secre- 
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tary  of  the  Society  for  Political  Education,  the  Civil  Service 
Reforin  Association  and  the  Sociologic  Section  of  the  New  York 
Association  for  Advancement  of  Science,  and  treasurer  of  the 
New  York  Liberal  Club,  nincli  of  whose  closing  years  were 
passed  on  Bard  avenue;  may  be  added  to  the  list. 

Amon«^  painters  may  be  mentioned  William  Page,  delineator 
of  "Venus"  and  many  other  skillful  pictures;  and  among 
musical  men,  Max  Maretzek,  the  ell'ective  manager,  resided 
here.  Among  invent(n's  slujuld  be  mentioned  William  F.  Cas- 
ton,  deviser  of  the  "  Night  Signals"  system  used  by  the  gov- 
ernment ;  Prof.  ,l(^hn  M.  Hawkins,  contriver  of  vivid  and 
startling  optical  ell'ectsof  the  "  Thaunuiscope" ;  Horace  JBoard- 
nian,  inventor  of  the  75oardman  boiler;  and  Antoni(j  Meucci, 
one  of  the  early  contriv(3rs  of  the  telephone  and  the  liost  of 
Caribaldi  in  that  hero's  exile. 

AVhtni  the  New  York  di-iCc  i'iot(;rs  of  1803  (;ame  to  be  tiied, 
the  foreman  of  the  jury  whi(di  convicted  tlieuj,  Hugh  Aiudiin- 
closs,  was  a  former  Staten  Islander. 

Ctdeb  Lyon,  at  one  time  representative  in  congiess  ;ind  after- 
ward governor  of  Montana,  was  for  a  time  resident  of  Rossville. 
Judge  George  C.]?arrett,  just  unanimously  re-elected  to  tlu-  bench 
of  t  lie  supreuKi  court  for  another  tei'in  of  fourteen  years,  was 
for  a  time  a  resident  (jf  West  Brighton,  l^^'rederick  Law  Olm- 
sted, whose  architect ural  and  landscai)e  engineering  skill  trans- 
formed a  mass  of  shant  ies,  jtigsties  and  rocks  into  th(;  i'es[)len- 
dent  beauty  of  the  Central  park,  and  also  turned  the  cai)itol 
grounds  at  Washington  into  charming  surroundings  instead  (d' 
the  eyesoi'e  and  })ublic  disgrac^e  they  had  becMi,  author  of  "A 
Journey  Through  the  Seaboard  Slave  States,"  and  othei' able 
Works,  was  long  a  resident  ol'  the  south  shore.  Or.  lu'dell, 
Episcoi)al  bishop  of  New  .lei'sey,  was  a  native  of  Staten  Island. 

Besides  all  these,  there  is  a  class  of  Stateii  Islandeio  whom 
we  should  hold  especially  dear,  because  their  elforts  were  sig- 
nally directed  to  abolishing  oppression  a,rid  wrong,  and  to  pro- 
moting virtue  and  freedoui.  The  Latourettes,  Dupuys,  Preneaus 
and  other  Huguenots  and  Wahlenses,  who  boie  impi'ison- 
ment  for  conscience's  sake,  took  part  in  the  hei'oic  defense  of 
Jlochelle  and  other  points  in  Prance,  more  than  two  (centuries 
agt),  and  afterward  left  their  homes  forever,  rather  than  lose 
their  liberty,  should  always  have  a  i)lace  in  our  hearts. 

As  the  wi'iler  once  stood  on  the  walls  of  the  ancient  strong- 
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hold  Pei'pigman,  with  tliH  Pyrenees  to\verin<j;  behind  :ind  on 
eitlier  liuud,  while  before  slretclied  ;vw;iy  the  sunny  i)huns  of 
France,  it  seemed  I'or  a  moment  the  world  had  rolled  back  two 
centuries,  and  I'rom  those  plains  rose  the  sad  sound  of  the 
himent  of  many  exiles  who  afterward  became  Staten  Island's 
colonists  :  — 

"Alas!  we  must  leave  thee,    .  . 

Dear,  desolate  home, 
To  the  si)earineii  of  Uri, 

The  shivelings  of  Rome  ; 
To  the  serpent  of  Florence, 

The  vulture  of  Spain, 
To  the  prkle  of  Anjou, 

And  the  ;^ui]e  of  Lorraine. 

"  One  look,  one  last  look, 

To  the  streams  and  the  bowers. 
To  the  fields  and  the  trees, 

'J'o  the  eots  and  tiie  towers  ; 
To  the  church  where  the  bones 

Of  our  fathers  decayed, 
"Where  we  fondly  had  hoped 

That  our  own  should  be  laid. 

"  Farewell  to  thy  fountains. 

Farewell  to  thy  shades. 
To  the  song  of  thy  youths. 

And  the  dance  of  thy  maids; 
To  the  cool  of  thy  garden, 

The  hum  of  thy  bees, 
And  the  long,  waving  line 

Of  the  blue  P^'reiiees. 

"  Farewiill,  and  forever. 

The  priest  and  the  slave  ' 
l\hiy  ride  in  the  halls 

Of  iho         and  (lie  liravr; 
Our  hearths  N\'e  abandon; 

Our  lands  we  resign; 
But,  Father,  we  kneel 

To  no  altar  but  thine." 

General  John  C.  Fremont,  wlu)  saved  California  from  the 
curse  of  slavery,  was  one  of  its  first  senators,  and  in  IS.'jG  bore 
the  banner  of  free  s(jil  as  candidate  for  president,  was  at  the 
latter  time,  as  he  has  repeatedly  since  been,  a  resident  of 
Staten  Island. 

Joseph  Karge,  a  Polish  nobleman,  for  seeking  the  liberty  of 
his  country,  was  condemned  by  the  Russian  government  to 
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dentil.  Escaping  to  America,  he  t'(jniul  a  liume  at  Elliottville; 
in  the  war  became  a  general  of  cavah'y,  and  hiter  a  member  oJ' 
the  faculty  of  Princeton  College. 

When  Louis  Kos.snth,  driven  from  Hungary  for  defending 
his  country's  liberty,  found  a  refuge  in  America,  Staten  Islaud 
was  the  lirst  American  soil  he  trod,  and  a  Staten  Island  regi- 
ment gave  him  his  lirst  welcome.  Gustav  Struve,  the  colleague 
of  Frederick  Hecker  in  establishing  a  republic  in  Baden  in 
1848,  driven  from  Germany,  and  afterward  from  Switzerland, 
found  ii  home,  and  opportunity  to  wi'ite  his  "  History  of  the 
World,"  on  the  Northlield  plankroad  near  Grauiteville.  Many 
yet  living  recall  his  venerable  and  dignilied  form,  and  the 
electric  eloquence  and  wonderful  mastery  of  Englisli  where- 
with he  advocated  the  election  of  Lincoln.  Delia  Tudor  Stewart 
Parnell,  daughter  of  Admiral  Charles  Stewart  (comnumder  of 
the  famous  frigate  "Constitution,"  wlu)  bore  the  name  of  "  the 
bravest  man  in  the  American  navy  "j,  wife  of  an  H'ish  country 
gentleman,  seeing  the  niisei'y  of  the  })eoi)le  of  hei-  adopted 
country,  trained  her  son  Charles  Stewart  Parnell  to  become  the 
leader  of  his  couutr^nnen  in  peaceful,  legal  and  resistless  move- 
ment toward  self  government;  and  when  his  great  w(ji'k  in  the 
house  of  commons  began,  she,  witli  her  daughters,  whom  she 
had  reared  in  the  same  noble  sjjirit,  traveled,  spoke  and  ])er- 
fornied  enormous  labor  in  organizing  and  teaching  the  gi'eat 
Irish  population  of  America  to  co-operate  with  the  great  work 
wliich  her  son  was  guiding.  In  the  tliick  of  this  work,  mother 
and  daughters  resided  for  some  time  at  New  liriglitou. 

But  of  all  the  lofty  and  lieroic  souls  who  have  hallowed  our 
island's  soil,  who  will  deny  the  lirst  place  to  him  wIkj  for  his 
country's  weal  rtd'useti  a  crown,  and  gave  away  a  realm,  and 
who;ie  life  ami  sworti  W(!re  ever  at  (lu:  call  of  freeduni,  in  liis 
own  or  other  lands  ^  Forced  to  lea\'e  his  native  soil  l)y  the 
pressure  of  organized  numbers  wielded  by  despotic  hands;  in 
exile  and  povertj%  the  house  of  a  c(jnipatriot  at  Clifton  afl'cjrded 
a  refuge  and  home  to  Josepli  Garibaldi.  In  the  dwelling  of 
that  friend,  the  faithful  Antonio  Meucci,  hangs  still  a  i)ortrait 
painted  then;  and  the  worn,  weary  face,  the  sunken,  njelan- 
choly  eyes  and  the  well  nigh  des[)airing  expi'essiou,  tell  a 
touching  tale  o^  the  sulferings  the  hero  had  borne,  and  of  his 
feelings  in  that  terril)le  liour,  when  tlirougliout  the  Eiii'opeau 
continent  liberly  was  crushed  by  armed  hosis;  while  the  look  of 
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fearless  and  ininnn-able  resolve  bespeaks  tlie  leader  who  within 
ten  years  returned  at  the  head  of  conquering  armies,  drove  out 
tyrants,  and  nuule  Italy  united  and  free.  Wlieu  Garibaldi  died, 
how  new  the  wo]-ld  must  have  seemed  to  liim,  with  justice  and 
self-government  evei'ywhere  growing  up,  compared  to  wliat  it 
was  when  he  wandered  through  Clifton's  grcn'es  l^eiiealh  our 
suinmer  slvies. 

Truly,  "'Freedom's  battle,  once  begun,  though  bailled  oft,  is 
ever  won."  America  may  be  proud  to  have  given  Gariltaldi  an 
asylum,  and  for  ages  to  come  Jtulia's  sons  and  daughters  sliall 
revere  his  name  as  that  of  one  of  the  noblest  in  her  long  line  of 
heroes. 

The  truth  is  tliat  Staten  Island's  soil  has  been  trodden  by 
numbers  of  men  and  women  whose  lives  and  deeds  have  done 
them  honor,  and  made  this  ground  historic.  Our  air  is  full  of 
memories  of  worthy  souls  and  acts;  and  these  memories  should 
nei  ve  us  all  to  eqiud  and  outdo  the  characters  and  achievements 
that  make  these  njcn  and  women  remembe}'ed  and  admired. 


CHAPTER  XIII. 


CHARITIES  AND  PUBLIC  WORKS. 


Tlie  S.  R.  Smith  Infirmary. — The  Seamen's  Fiinil  and  Retreat. — Home  for  Desti- 
tute Children  of  Seamen. — County  Poor  Ilouae. — Staten  Island  Diet  Kitchen. 
—Cemeteries. — Staten  Island  Water  Siipply  Coiii[iaiiy. — The  Crystal  Water 
Works. — The  Sailors'  Snug  Harbor. — The  Police  and  Fire  Dupartment. 


BENEVOLENT  niovenieiits  of  :U1  kinds  have  ever  foiiiul 
liearty  sii]>i)orter8  (^i  Staleii  Island.  Wlietlier  in  time  of 
l)ea(;e  fo  i)i'ovide  succor  for  tlie  iiid'oi'tuiiate  or  distressed,  or  in 
time  of  war  to  [)rovide  for  tlie  destitute,  and  siip[)ly  the  lan- 
guishing'with  what  comforts  liumau  aid  can  ])rovide,  the  people 
of  the  island  have  proved  themselves  ready  lo  sympathize  with 
their  suffering  fellows,  and  to  take  a  liand  in  whatever  benevo- 
lent work  may  from  time  to  time  present  itself  for  their  atten- 
tion. 

In  tins  conneclion  we  ar^  pi'onijjted  to  sp(^ak  of  an  item  which 
appears  in  a  number  of  an  old  paper,  ]»rinl('d  in  JS28.  From 
that  we  l»;arn  that  the  ladies  of  Tompkinsville  met  at  the  school 
liouse  on  Monday,  March  H,  1828,  "  to  purchase  and  niaivt;  up 
clothing  for  the  siiil'ering  Greeks,"  and  a  few  weeks  latei'  tlie 
"  New  Yoi'k  Greek  Committee  "  acknowledged  the  receipt  of 
one  hundred  and  sevt  nty  i hree  garments  from  the  inhabitants 
of  Tompkinsville.  nm  it  is  more  i);ni  iculai  1  \  of  the  home 
(diarities  that  we  wisii  to  si)eak  in  (his  (dia|,ler.  Some  (d' 
the  most  prominent  institutions  of  this  kind  we  shall  m)tice. 

The  8.  R.  Smith  Iidirmary  grew  out  of  a.  iumuI  that  ajjpeared 
at  the  outbreak  (d'  the  late  wai,  in  a  then  [)rospe'Cti ve  incr»^ase 
of  tlie  call  for  means  and  facilities  for  the  care  of  the  sick  jjoor, 
and  for  the  reception  (d"  casualties,  which  it  was  anticipated 
would  follow  the  departure  of  so  many  heads  of  dependent 
families  to  the  defense  of  the  country. 

The  suggestion  came  from  the  Riciimond  County  Medical  So- 
ciety in  April,  18G1.    This  society  had  maintained  a  dispensary 
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J'oi-  tli<^  I'elicl'  ol"  oiit-dool'  poor,  but  were  convinced  tliat  llie 
clinrily  .should  l)e  pliiced  on  a  broader  basis  in  order  to  meet 
the  increasing  demands  upon  it.  They  accordingly  X)]ace.d  be- 
fore the  i)ublic  tlie  proposition  to  establish  an  inlirinary  for  the 
reception  of  the  indigent  sick,  to  be  called  the  Samuel  R.  Smith 
Tnfirmai'3%  making  the  name  an  aj)propriate  tribute  to  the  mem- 
ory of  a  well  known  and  highly  esteemed  citizen  and  distin- 
guished physician,  w  hose  reputatit)n  foi- activity  in  tliti  line  of 
benevolence  which  the  pro}iosed  institution  should  follow,  sug- 
gested liis  name  for  this  honor.  The  constitution  [>rovi(led  that 
the  payment  of  ft5  shor.hl  malce  any  one  a  member,  and  82o  a 
life  member.  The  aifaiis  of  the  inlii'iiiary  sliould  be  managed 
by  seven  trustees,  four  of  whom  should  be  members  of  the 
medical  society,  who  should  b<i  elected  at  the  annual  meetings 
of  the  Tnemljers.  The  attendance  at  tlie  iiilirmary  was  to  be 
nnder  the  charge  of  the  medical  society. 

x\n  orgaiuzation  was  moi'e  perfectly  effected  at  a  nu-eting 
called  for  the  i)ur[)ose,  at  the  Lyceum,  on  the  28th  of  April, 
1804,  when  the  f(jllo\ving  directors  were  elected:  Afessrs.  Shaw, 
Marsh  and  l)esi)a](l,  and  l)o(Mors  vVnderson,  Lea,  Molfatt  and 
Eadie.  The  commissionei's  of  quai'antine  granted  the  use  of 
two  of  the  hospitals  on  the  late  quarantine  groun<Is  to  the  in- 
tirmai-y  nntil  such  time  as  the  grcnuids  sliould  sold. 

The  intirmary  was  formally  opened  m  this  l)uilding  on  Mon- 
day aftei'no(jn,  June  20,  J8G4.  Mi'.  William  Shaw  presided, 
and  prayer  and  addresses  were  made.  Since  tlien  the  institu- 
tion has  gone  steadily  forward  with  its  worlc  of  benevolence, 
bringing  comfort  to  many  a  desponding  and  weary  heart.  The 
following  trustees  were  elected  at  the  annual  meeting,  June  11, 
188."t:  Livingston  Satferlee,  Erastus  Wiman,  C.  C.  Xorvell, 
((corge  William  Curtis.  L.  II.  Meyei',  K.  U.  Delevan,  (J.  S.  Sco- 
lield,  Sr.,  Aquilla  Rich,  S.  Af.  Davis,  DeWitI  C.  Statfurd,  E.  G. 
Bridgman  and  T.  M.  Kianhard. 

An  organization  known  as  the  "  Ladies'  Auxiliary  of  the  S. 
R,  Smith  Intirmary"  was  elfected  November  20,  18(53,  and  did 
noble  work  during  the  time  of  the  war  in  sup[Jementing  and 
assisting  the  work  of  the  inlinnary.  A  constitution  was 
adopted,  and  nnder  it  the  following  wert?  the  iirst  oflicers 
elected  :  Mrs.  11.  K.  Eall,  president;  Mrs.  Rev.  T.  Skinner,  vice- 
l^resident;  ^frs.  S.  E.  WhitltMdv,  secretary;  and  Miss  C  Khu- 
niger,  treasurer.    It  was  a  part  of  the  i)laii  that  auxiliary  soci- 
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eties,  us  hraiiclies  of  this,  slioiild  be  urga ii i/.tnl  in  e\'eiy  cdiigrc- 
gatioii  oil  the  ishiiul.  Meetiii<^s  were  held  iiuinihl}'  ami  a  lively 
interest  was  awakened  in  the  society's  woi'k. 

The  ninth  monthly  meeting  was  held  in  the  ljuilding,  June  7, 
1864,  being  the  lirst  meeting  held  there.  The  building-  was  then 
being  litted  up  for  their  benevolent  work.  Subscriptions  t(j  de- 
fray the  current  expenses  oL'  the  society  then  amounted  to  a 
little  more  than  nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  the  com- 
mencement was  made  in  the  full  belief  that  the  one  thousand 
two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  which  had  been  thought  neces- 
sary to  maintain  the  work  designed,  w(Mild  soon  be  registered 
on  the  treasurer's  book.  Beds,  bedding  and  articles  (d:  fui-ni- 
ture  had  been  purcdiased,  and  a  ('ommiltet'  was  then  api)oiiited 
to  supervise  the  domestic  ectjnomy  ol'  the  institution  and  visit 
it  us  frequently  as  convenience  would  i^ermit  or  expediency 
dictate. 

A  system  was  estal)lished  years  ago  by  which  all  foreign  sail- 
ors entering  the  port  of  New  York  paid  u  certain  fee  for  each 
A'oyage.  The  accumulalion  of  these  fees  l)ecarne  a  fund  in  the 
state  treasui'y  known  as  tlie  "  Seamen's  Reti'eat  and  lIos[)itul 
Fund,"  the  object  of  which  was  to  care  for  and  maintain  such 
seamen  when  they  wei'e  sick.  For  this  pui'pose  this  "  Retreat  " 
was  established.  A  large  sum  was  afterward  diverted  frijm  this 
fund  to  other  chai'ituble  uses,  umounting  to  three  hundred  and 
forty  thousund  dollars.  Subsecpiently  linancial  embai'rassnients 
came  upon  the  retreat,  and  lo  recover  from  tluMii  it  became 
nec(issaiy  to  ])lace  mortgages  ui)on  the  pro})i;rty,  which  mort- 
gages amounled  lo  lifty-live  thousand  dollars.  The  state  art(!i'- 
ward  liquidated  those  mortgages,  and  in  JS71)  made  a  further 
restoration  for  \\hat  had  really  been  a  misai)pro[iriation  of 
funds,  l)y  ajiproprialing  lifteen  thousand  dollars  to  the  reti'eaf. 
In  1881  the  institution  asked  for  sixteen  thousand  (tollars  moi'e 
of  its  money,  in  reply  to  wdiich  the  state  gave  eight  thousand, 
and  a[)pointed  the  gov(ii'noj'  Tind  comptroller  a  commission  to 
investigate  tin;  maltei'  and  report  what  was  best  to  Ije  done  with 
the  institution. 

On  the  '22d  of  April,  18;3l,  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  New 
York  enacted  u  luw  which  directs  that  the  moneys  levied  and  col- 
lected by  hiAv  upon  mastei's,  unites,  marineiN  and  st-amen  ai  riv- 
ing at  the  i)ort  of  New  York,  be  [)aid  to  the  trnstfi's  of  lln' 
"  Seamen's  Fund  and  Retreut,"  in  the  city  of  New  Vork.  Fhesc 
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trustees  were  to  consist  of  the  mayoi',  collector  of  customs, 
president  of  the  Seamen's  Savin<^s  ]3ank,  president  of  the 
Marine  Society,  the  health  officer  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
together  with  live  shipmastei's  of  the  city  of  New  Yoi-lc,  l(j  be 
chosen  annually.  The  second  section  of  the  act  directs  that 
convenient  and  suitablebuildings  be  erected  in  either  New  Yoik, 
Kings  or  Richmond  counties.  Tliis  act  received  various  modi- 
fications subsequently,  and  was  the  authority  for  establishing 
the  present  "  Seamen's  Fund  and  Retreat." 

A  tract  of  forty  acres  was  [)urchased  of  Cornelius  Corsen  the 
same  year  for  !^1(),()()0.  This  was  located  on  the  east  side  of 
Staten  Island,  fronting  on  New  York  f)ay.  In  addition  to  the 
buildings  upon  the  land  when  it  was  purchased,  others  were 
immediately  erected,  and  the  institution  was  opened  on  the 
first  day  of  October,  1831,  when  thirty- four  patients  were  re- 
ceived fi'om  the  maiine  hospital  at  the  quarantine.  Tiie  report 
foi' that  moni h  slates  that  seventy-three  i);itients  had  bciMi  re- 
ceived and  thirty-two  discharged. 

Dr.  Peter  S.  Towusend  was  the  first  resident  physician. 
Rev.  John  E.  i\Iiller,  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  church  at  Tom[)- 
kiusville,  was  the  fii'st  cliaphiiu,  which  office  he  retained  until 
his  death  in  1847.  Captain  James  Mtjrgan  was  appointed 
superintendent  in  July,  183'J,  but  in  October  following  Captain 
Henry  Russell  was  a[)pointed  at  a  salary  sl,()()()  with  house 
and  subsistence. 

By  an  act  passed  in  1847  the  trustees  of  the  Seamen's  Retreat 
wei'e  directed  to  i)rovide  for  the  support  of  destitute,  sick  or 
infirm  mothers,  widows,  wives,  sisters  and  daughters  of  seamen, 
and  the  sum  of  $10, ()()')  was  applied  to  the  erection  of  suitable 
biiiMini',s  An  association  of  ladies,  styled  ''The  Mariners' 
I'^aniily  1  iid iist  rial  Si iciei  v,"  was  incoi'porati'd  May  '.),  IS  l'.t,  hav- 
ing for  its  ol)j('ct  the  relief  of  the  destiluii;  families  of  .'j^anieu. 
The  building  was  completed  in  l)eceml)ei',  18.')3,  opened  in  May, 
1855,  and  dedicated  June  !)th  of  the  same  year. 

The  retreat  is,  in  many  )es]:»ects,  unlike  any  (jther  liospital  in 
the  woild.  It  is  a  rttrc.dt  indeed.  The  sailor  who  has  I)een 
from  one  United  States  hospital  to  another,  and  spent  in  each 
the  allotted  period  of  foui-  months,  at  the  end  of  which  he  must 
seek  for  quarters  elsewliei'e,  finds  a  home  liei'e  where,  if  dis- 
eased beyond  the  reach  of  medical  or  surgical  ai't  to  lestore 
him,  he  is  provided  for  for  the  retnaimh'i'  of  his  days.    If  worn

out  ill  the  hard  sei'vice  of  tlie  sea,  liopelessly  cripi>led  or  super- 
-•iMiiiuited,  lie  is  tninslerred,  if  eiitith^d,  and  he  desires  it,  to  the 
Sailor's  Snug  Harbor,  or  sent,  at  the  expense  of  the  boai'd  of 
trustees,  to  liis  lionie  and  friends,  liowever  distant. 

The  cemetery  of  tlie  retreat  is  hjeated  upon  a  knoll  at  tlie 
vveste'i'ii  end  of  the  grounds,  overlooking  the  l)ay  and  city  of 
New  York.  Here  poor  Jack  finds  a  quiet  resting  place  by  the 
side  of  his  comrades,  when  his  life  of  hardship,  privations  and 
peril  is  ended. 

Tiie  "Home  for  Destitnte  CMiildren  of  Seamen"  was  estal)- 
lished  in  1840  by  a  scx-iety  of  ladies  wlio  took  a  small  house  at 
Port  llichmoiid,  for  the  ])urpose  of  rescuing  from  misery  n  few 
children  whose  fatliei's  had  gone  to  sea  and  whose  UKJthers 
could  not  support  them.  It  was  decided  that  Si  a  ten  Island 
afforded  the  best  location  on  account  of  its  health  fulness  as 
well  as  from  the  standpoint  of  economy,  and  also  for  its  vicinity 
to  New  York,  where  many  of  the  managers  resided. 

AVhen,  with  the  growth  of  the  family  to  be  cared  for,  the 
house  became  too  small,  another  was  taken  at  Stapleton,  where 
the  children  were  domiciled  until  4852,  when  they  were  re- 
moved to  the  new  building  which  had  been  erected. 

(-{round  for  thesite  of  this  building  was  leased  of  the  trustees 
of  tlie  Sailors'  Snug  Harbor,  and  a  building  was  erected  s[)eci- 
ally  for  the  pui'pose.  This  building  was  partly  paid  for  by  the 
donations  of  the  managers  at  the  time,  and  the  balance,  advanced 
by  the  Snug  Harbor  trustees,  was  secured  to  them  by  a  mort- 
gage on  the  premises.  In  1857  the  "Home"  was  so  much  in 
debt,  that  it  was  thought  best  to  sell  the  house  to  the  mort- 
gagee, so  as  to  get  rid  of  the  mortgage.  In  the  following  year 
such  a  sale  was  elVcrled,  aud  ihe  building  pas-sed  into  ilw  pos- 
session of  the  Sailors'  Snug  llarlxu',  the  ])ri\'il(.'ge  l)eing  re- 
servi^l  to  the  "Ifomf,","  however,  of  occupying  it,  rent  free, 
for  a  term  of  fourteen  years. 

The  parents  or  guardians  of  the  children  received  here  are 
expected  to  pay  fifty  cents  per  week  for  each  child,  for  which 
food,  clothing,  education,  and  in  case  of  sickness,  medical  care, 
arc;  furnished.  Children  i)laced  here  are  surrendered  to  the 
managers  at  least  for  one  year,  none  are  received  under  two 
or  over  ten  years  of  age,  and  if  ihey  remain  here  uniil 
they  have  attained  a  pro]ier  age,  they  are  eithei'  returned  to  their 
l)ai'ents,  or  provided  with  res[)ectable  places. 
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Tlie  institnrioii  was  inoorpoiated.  in  1851.  An  annual  pay- 
nuiut  C)i"  two  (lollai's  constitutes  a  member,  and  a  single  pay- 
ment of  twenly-live  dollars  makes  one  a  life  mend)ei'.  This  is 
chieily  supp(;rted  by  ladies,  and  tlie  yearly  exiienditnre  is  about 
$7,000.  The  inmates  usually  have  numbeied  alxuit  one  hun- 
dred. 

Prior  to  the  establisliment  of  a  county  poor-house,  the  desti- 
tute ])Oor  were  i)rovided  for  by  l)eing  boarded  in  private  fam- 
ilies, and  sometimes  under  cii'cumstaTices  such  as  now  would 
not  be  tolerated,  as  when  children  were  paid  for  taking  care  of 
their  heli)]ess  parents,  of  which  there  were  several  instances. 

On  the  second  day  of  ISfay,  1803,  Joseph  iiarton.  Sr.,  car- 
penter, and  Mary,  his  wife,  sold  to  the  supervisors,  justices, 
and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  tlie  county,  for  the  sum  of  >i;202.no, 
two  acres  o!  land,  on  the  road  leading  I'roni  RicTimond  to  New 
Dorp,  on  which  was  a  small  frame  house,  containing  two  or 
tliree  rooms.  This  property  was  purchased  for  the  purpose  of 
a  county  p)oor-house,  though  it  was  not  able  to  accommodate 
one-fourth  of  the  poor  of  the  countj^,  who  appear  to  have  been 
more  numerous  in  proportion  to  the  population  than  tliey  are 
at  present;  the  renuiinder  were  disposed  of  as  before  stated.  The 
public  charity  continued  to  be  dispensed  in  this  manner  for 
more  tlian  a  quarter  of  a  century  after  the  purchase. 

In  .Januai'y,  1829,  the  sujjervisors  called  a  public  meeting  of 
the  taxpaj'^ers  of  the  county,  to  devise  some  chea[)er  method  of 
sup[)orting  the  poor,  "as  the  taxes  were  becoming  burden- 
some." AVhatever  methods  may  have  been  projiosed  at  that 
meeting,  the  proposition  to  ])urcliase  a  farm  large  enough  to 
enable  the  poor  to  earn  their  own  sul)sistence  by  their  own  labor 
was  adopted,  and  John  (Juyon  and  Kichard  P.  Littell  wtM'e  a]v 
pi>inttHl  to  ascertain  what  farms  i-ould  bo  purchasiul,  and  at 
what  prices,  and  to  reportat  an  adjourned  meeting.  The  legis- 
lature in  the  mean  time  passed  an  act,  April  8,  1839,  autlnu'- 
izing  the  supervisors  to  sell  the  lunise  and  ground  then  owned, 
and  to  app]'oi)iiate  the  proceeds  to  the  pni'chase  of  a  new  one, 
and  to  raise  by  tax  a  sum  suflicient  to  meet  the  expense  of  such 
purchase,  but  not  to  exceed  the  anu)unt  of  $4,000. 

The  farm  of  Stephen  j\[artineau,  hx^ated  in  the  town  of  North- 
field,  and  containing  about  one  hundred  acres,  was  purchased 
for  $3,000,  and  on  the  30th  of  April,  1830,  the  old  property  was 
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sold  to  AVilliani  D.  Afaltbie  f(jr  This  lies  iiear  RicliiiioiKl, 

opposite  the  x^iii'sonaiie  of  St.  And  few's  cliiirch. 

On  the  18th  of  October,  1830,  the  supervisoi's  purcliased  four- 
teen and  ei^^'lit-tenths  acres  of  salt  meadow  from  John  ]^]<j,'bert 
for  !^2()5.  On  the  7tli  day  of  January,  18-12,  the  supervisors 
junchased  live  acres  of  woodland  adjoining  the  county  farm  on 
the  west,  from  W^illiam  Decker,  for  $250. 

'IMie  estabiishnuMit  has  been  regularly  mainttiiiu^d,  new  build- 
ings liave  been  erected  as  circumstances  developed  their  neces- 
sity, among  which  are  apartments  lor  the  insane,  a  pest:  house, 
and  a  respectable  school  house. 

The  "Staten  Island  Diet  Kitchen,"  a  benevolent  association, 
having  for  its  object  the  supplying  of  wholesome,  nutritious 
food  to  the  sick  poor,  was  oiganized  at  the  parlor  of  the  Ger- 
man Club  rooms  at  New  Brighton,  Thursday  afternoon,  Decem- 
ber 8,  1881.  The  "kitchen"  was  opened  January  9,  1882,  and 
tlie  association  was  incorpoi'ated  June  21,  of  the  same  year. 
The  officers  then  elected  were:  Mrs.  W.  ^V.  .Afacfarland,  presi- 
dent ;  Mrs.  Lovvery,  vice-president  ;  Mrs.  F.  U.  Johnson,  secre- 
tary ;  i\[rs.  L.  TI.  Meyer,  treasurer.  The  charter  members  of 
the  association  were:  S.  B.  Matd'arland,  Eliza  Macdt)nald,  Mar- 
garet A.  Johnston,  Caroline  L.  Peniston,  A.  C.  11.  Meyer,  Eliz- 
abeth W.  Clark,  Clara  K.  Oehme,  Mary  T.  Rii)ley,  Reverend  J. 
C.  Eccleston,  L.  11.  ]Meyer.  The  first  oflicers  were  :  ]\Irs.  W. 
W.  Macfarland,  president  ;  Mrs.  Francis  Macdonald  and  Mrs. 
Daniel  Low,  vice-presidents ;  Miss  Peniston,  treasui'er;  Mi's. 
F.  11.  Johnston,  secretary  ;  Mrs.  George  B.  Ripley,  assistant 
secretary;  Mrs.  W.  W.  Clark,  auditor;  Mrs.  F.  G.  Oehme,  pur- 
chaser; jNfrs.  Ij.  H.  Meyer,  bookkeeper. 

The  work  of  ilu'  society  is  mainiained  by  subscriptions^  diMui- 
tions  in  moue)  ,  and  cout ribu I  ions  of  va l  ious  articles  of  food, 
delicacies,  llowers,  etc.  Tiie  trtnisurcr's  report  for  I  Ik-  first  year 
showed  till-  sum  of  !5l,()84.77  I'eceived  in  (;ash,  and  s8();3. 77  ex- 
pended. In  I'esponse  to  the  requisitions  of  the  physicians  du- 
ring the  year  2,7.00  oiders  were  filled  to  H-JO  ])atieuts,  in  2,11') 
pints  of  beef  tea,  540  pints  of  mutton  broth,  09  pints  of  (;liickeu 
broth,  2,901  pints  of  jnilk,  399  poi'tions  of  farina,  191  of  rice. 
194  of  oat  meal,  183  of  hominy,  11  of  barley  and  gi'its,  and  1,210 
eggs.  Thei'e  had  also  been  substantial  donations  of  meats, 
fruits  and  luxuries  at  Thaidvsgiving   and  Chiistmas  times, 
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which  flie  "kitclien"  had  been  able  to  distribute  among  those 
who  would  appreciate  tluiui. 

Tlie  i)residiiig  t)fflcers  have  been  tlie  same  from  tlie  begin- 
niiig.  TJie  treasurer  is  now  j\lrs.  Edward  L.  Bridgman  (i'or- 
nierly  Miss  Low),  one  of  the  original  directresses.  The  meetings 
of  the  association  are  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  montli 
at  the  "  kitchen." 

The  corner-stone  of  a  new  building  foi'  the  purposes  of  the 
association  was  laid  Jatiuary  ',),  1880,  most  of  the  ceremonies 
connect(;d  therewith  Ixdng  held  at  the  house  of  the  ])r('sident, 
on  account  of  inchiinent  weather. 

Tliere  are  several  cemeteries  on  tlie  islamf,  among  which  are 
tile  Staten  Islaml  and  Fountain  cemeteries,  at  AVest  New 
Brighton  ,  the  cemetery  of  St.  Peter's  chui'ch,  on  tlin  Clove 
road  ;  Silver  Mount  and  Woodlawn  cemeteries  on  Richmond 
tui'npike,  in  Middletown  ;  S|)ringville  and  Sylvan  cenu;teries, 
in  Northtield  ;  St.  Mary's  cemetery  in  Southlield,  and  the  Mo- 
lavian  cemetery  at  Mew  Dorp. 

The  lattei',  containing  over  sixty  aci'es,  is  larger  than  all  the 
others  cond)ined.  This  was  a  burial  grfiund  moi'e  than  twenty 
years  bef(^re  the  Moravians  obtained  ptissession  of  the  laud.  It 
is  a  site  of  great  mitural  beauty,  atul  this  has  been  greatly  im- 
proved by  the  hand  of  art,  in  regulating  the  grade,  clearing  the 
wild  growtli  oif,  constructing  a  i)ond,  planting  trees,  and  water- 
ing and  keeping  in  oi'dei'  the  velvet-like  sward  with  which  the 
older  established  parts  of  the  gronnd  are  covered.  It  contains 
several  objects  of  s[)e(;ial  interest.  One  of  these  is  the  tomb  of 
Commodore  Yanderbilt.  This  stands  on  the  elevated  ground, 
about  ten  rods  west  of  the  church.  'i'h(_^  tomb  is  a  granite 
structure,  rather  phiin  in  design,  about  leu  by  twelve  feet  on 
thegrouiul  and  twelve  feet  high,  sui'inounted  by  a  pyra.nidal 
si)ire,  si.\'  feet  scpiare  at  the  base  autl  twenty  feet  higli.  'i'he 
cemetei'y  also  contains  a  nund)er  of  handsome  monuments, 
anujng  whi(;h  is  that  erected  to  the  memoiy  of  Colonel  Uo])eit 
Gr.  Shaw.  In  this  cemetery  is  alsct  located  the  magnili(,'ent 
mausolenin  of  William  II.  Vanderbilt.  This  was  begun  during 
the  snmmerof  188.0,  and  was  several  moi^hs  in  jirocess  of  con- 
struction. 

Besides  those  already  mentioned  there  are  numerous  other  re- 
])osit()ries  of  the  dead,  of  smallei' si/e,  nuiny  of  which  are  located 
around  or  near  some  of  the  churches  of  the  island.    In  that  of  the

Porf  Ric^linioiid  may  be  foiiiuT  the 
family  names  of  \'aii  I'elt,  Cortel^^ou,  llaiigli\vt)ur,  ZeliilF,  Cor- 
sen,  De  Hart,  ]\rei'rell,  J3e  Groot,  Kruser,  Mersereau,  Prall, 
Post,  Ilousirian,  Croclieron,  Tysen,  Jaques,  Martliiig-,  V'^reeland 
and  Van  Name.  In  the  cliiirchyard  of  St.  Andi'ew's  Episcopal 
church  at  liichmond  we  tind  among  others  the  following  family 
names  :  Taylor,  Joni'neay,  Crocheron,  Segiiine,  McQueen,  Lake, 
Bai'ues,  Parkinson,  Guyon,  Disosway,  Holmes,  Betts,  jNIoore, 
Blake,  Egl>ert,  ]^iddle,  Butler,  Silva,  AVandel,  Mersereau,  Prall, 
Seaman,  Mundy,  Poilloii,  V^an  Diizer,  Jones,  Locknuin,  Perine, 
Bedell,  Van  Dyke,  Larzelere,  Latourette,  La  Forge,  Bown<i, 
llobins.  Donga n,  Alston,  Tlillyer,  Wood,  ]?raisted,  Simonson, 
Metcalfe  and  Johnson. 

The  works  of  the  Staten  Lsland  Water  Sup})ly  Company  were 
begun  in  1880.  Steps  were  taken  to  provide  a  water  siipjily  for 
the  village  of  New  Brighton  as  early  as  1879.  A  contract  was 
entered  in  August  of  that  year,  but  nothing  was  done.  The 
contract  was  again  nuule  on  October  5,  1880,  ami  work  was  l)e- 
gun.  The  works  wei'e  built  by  John  Lockwood  and  associates, 
under  a  contract  with  the  company,  for  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  in  cash  aiul  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  stock. 
Tlie  works  progressed  during  the  season  of  1881,  and  by  the  end 
of  July  they  were  completed.  The  works  were  hrst  operated 
on  August  4,  1881.  The  formal  completion,  however,  was  dated 
September  29,  1881.  At  that  time  flie  water  supply  was  at  the 
rate  of  one  million  gallons  a  day.  The  pumping  engine  had  a 
capacity  of  delivering  one  and  a  quarter  nullion  gallons  a  day 
into  a  reservoir  two  luindred  ami  ten  feet  above  tide.  The  well 
from  which  water  is  taken  is  twenty-seven  feet  deep  and  thir- 
teen ftH't  in  diameter,  giving  an  exhaustU'Ss  supply  of  lieautiful, 
Clearwater.  Gast  iron  mains  to  the  extent  of  eighteen  thou- 
sand feet  in  length  were  laid  to  the  reservoir,  and  about  lifteen 
miles  of  delivery  pipes  through  the  streets  of  New  Brighton 
were  laid.  The  reservoir  on  Fort  hill  occupies  a  lot  of  land  one 
hundred  and  thirty  l)y  one  hundred  feet,  and  has  a  depth  of 
seventeen  feet.  H  is  estimated  to  hold  six  hundred  thousand 
gallons.  The  village  of  New  l^righton  was  sup[)lied  with  one 
hundi'ed  and  lifty  hydrants. 

Tn  the  summer  of  1882  an  additional  plot  of  ground  was 
pui'chased  in  the  rear  of  the  engine  house,  and  a  new  pnm})ing

engine  and  boiler  wei'e  put  in,  liaving  a  caitacity  of  one  and  a 
half  million  gallons  in  fen  liour.s. 

The  company  was  granted  permission,  by  the  town  board 
of  Nortlifield,  to  lay  their  inpes  in  that  town  July  2;"),  1881, 
to  leave  all  roads  in  as  good  condition  as  they  found  them, 
and  to  complete  their  contract  in  live  years. 

Some  preliminary  surveys  were  made  with  a  view  to  locating 
the  "Crystal  \Vater  Works,"  at  the  deep  ravine  back  of  Eg- 
bertville,  in  July,  1888.  Tlie  sclietne  contemplated  the  con- 
strni^ion  of  a  lai'ge  I'eservoir,  which  would  have  an  elevation  of 
one  hundred  and  tliirty-seven  feet  above  the  sea,  and  the  work 
was  to  l)e  done  by  November  following.  Another  site  was, 
however,  found  and  this  held  of  (^])eiations  was  abandoned. 
Woi'ks  were  erected  at  Bull's  head.  Water  was  led  thence  to 
New  Brighton,  and  a  reservoir  constructed  at  Castleton  corners. 
A  tank  was  erected  on  Orymes  hill,  which  has  a  capacity  of 
eighty  thousand  galhjns.  The  pumping  station,  erected  at 
Bull's  head,  has  a  capacity  of  one  million  live  hundred  tli(ju- 
sand  gallons  a  day,  the  watei-  being  drawn  from  ten  wells.  A 
distributing  reservoir,  having  a  capacity  of  four  million  gallons, 
was  constructed,  and  a  punijiing  station  at  the  junction  of  Chjve 
and  Little  Clove  roads,  for  elevating  water  from  the  large  main 
to  the  tank  on  Grymes  hill.  In  August,  188."),  the  company  had 
mains  extending  into  New  Brighton,  Northlield  and  ^Middle- 
town. 

TjiK  Sailoks'  Snug  Haijuoi:. 

The  title  of  this  institution  was  given  by  its  founder.  The 
motto  is  that  of  its  seal,  which  was  adopted  July  7,  1800,  and 
Kiguilies  that  those  who  are  disabled  by  the  toils  and  dangers 
of  the  sea  here  take  refuge  in  a  place  of  rest  and  safety.  Over 
the  main  entrance  stands  a  m<MiioriaI  window  of  naulical  de- 
sign, rich  in  varied  and  brilliant  coloi',  containing  the  following 
synopsis  of  its  history. 

"  Sailors'  Snug  Harbor, 
foraged,  decrepit  and  worn  out  Sailors, 
founded  by 
Robert  Bichanl  'Randall. 
"  How  great,  how  plentiful,  how  rich  a  dower." 
"  Founded  1801.    Incorporated  18oG.    Erected  1831.  Dedi- 
cated 1833." 
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Thori^'li  (^onipararivcly  little  is  known  of  the  early  liistoi'y  of 
its  founder,  no  stidke  of  doubtful  tradition,  (»r  touch  of  lietion 
is  neede<l  to  lead  us  to  a  view  of  liis  character.  Stripped  of  the 
fog  of  unreliable  legend  and  tales  founded  on  surmise  oi-  mixed 
with  tlie  specious  pleadings  of  contestants  of  his  will,  we  have 
presented  tlie  fact  that  a  sea  captain,  actuatetl  by  sympathy 
for  the  unfortunate  of  his  own  profession,  carefully  and 
wisely  matured  a  plan  for  their  benefit  and  generously  devised 
for  its  establishment  and  permanence. 

By  deed  bearing  date  June  5,  1790.  Fi'ede)'ick  Chai'les  Ilans 
Bruno  Paelint/ — commonly  called  Baron  Paelintz — conveyed 
foi'  li\'e  thousand  pouuds  to  IJ.obert  liicliard  llaudall  the  jM'op- 
erty  known  as  the  "  Minto  farm,"  consisting  of  twenty-one 
acres  and  more  of  land  lying  in  the  (now)  Fifteenth  wai'd  of  New 
York  city,  the  southern  boundary  of  whi(;h  was  then  the  ui)i)er 
end  of  liroadway.  Fourteen  acres  of  this  land  was  under  the 
Stoutenburgli  patent,  from  Gov.  Petrus  Stuyvesant  to  Peti-ns 
StoiUerd)urgli  April  7,  IGGl,  and  about  seven  acres  from  the 
Perro  family;  both  tracts  having  been  in  the  years  170(5  and 
1768  conveyed  to  Andrew  Elliot,  and  in  1785  conveyed  to  John 
Jay,  Isaac  llosevelt  and  Alexander  Hamilton,  and  by  them 
July  8,  1787,  to  Baron  Paelintz. 

The  mansion  on  this  estate  was  built  of  brick  and  was  one  of 
the  most  notable  residences  of  the  city.  It  was  erected  by 
Lieut. -CtOv.  Andrew  Elliot,  who  was  a  son  of  Sir  Gilbert  Elliot, 
lord  chief  justice,  clerk  of  Scotland.  In  1704  he  received  the 
appointment  of  collector  and  receiver-genei'al  of  the  province 
of  New  York,  where  he  established  his  residence. 

In  1780  he  was  ai)pointed  lieutenant-governor  of  the  province, 
|u'i'foru\iug  the  duties  of  goveriioi'  until  the  city  was  evacuated 
l)y  the  British.  His  daughler  was  marrie<l  Iwre  to  LiU'd,  after- 
ward Earl  Cathcart,  then  a  majt)r  in  the  British  aiiny,  on  duty 
in  this  city.  In  tiiis  house  Cai)tain  Randall  resided  from  171)0 
till  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occuired  June  5,  1801,  and 
near  it  he  was  buri'r'd. 

In  the  early  corjtoration  manruils  of  the  city  (Captain  llandall 
is  spoken  of  as  a  nu_^rcliant  and  a  sliij)  master,  anci  was  unifoi'mly 
l)y  his  (U)nleni[)orarie,s  styled  Captain,"  both  historically  and 
in  the  reconhul  prttceedings  of  the  trustees  by  him  appointed. 

In  1771  Captain  Randall,  then  a  young  man,  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  marine  society  of  New  York,  an  organization  for  the 
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relief  of  iiuligeiit  ami  distressed  masters  of  vessels,  tlieir 
Avidows  and  orphan  children.  The  leaven  of  his  insjiiraiiou  to 
l)rovide  an  asylum  for  the  needy  sailor  may  be  traceable  to  his 
long  connection  and  intimate  acquaintance  witli  the  work  of 
this  society,  and  to  his  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  piovision 
such  as  he  devised  would  so  far  relieve  the  society  as  to  enal)le 
it  the  better  to  provide  for  the  wants  of  widows  and  orphans; 
which  result  his  action  did  in  fact  accomplish.  Furtlier  evi- 
dence of  this  design  as  well  as  of  his  confidence  in  the  society, 
is  shown  by  his  luiniing  as  trustees  under  the  will,  its  [)resid(?nt 
and  vice-presitleiit.  In  1778  he  became  a  niend)er  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  of  New  York.  'IMie  pi'esid(int  of  this  body  he 
also  named  as  a  trustee. 

'I'he  property  left  by  Captain  Randall  for  the  Sailors'  Snug 
Harboi-  consisted  of  the  "iMinto  farm"  and  foui"  lots  in  the 
Fii'st  ward  of  the  city,  together  with  stocks  valued  at  aliout  ten 
thousand  dollars.  The  four  lots  in  the  First  ward  he  inlierited 
from  his  father,  Thomas  Ixandall,  a  merchant  of  New  York,  who 
died  in  1797,  leaving  two  otliei' chihiren:  Paul  M.  and  (-atharine, 
wil!e  of  (Jeorge  ]5rewt'rtf)n,  and  ai)poiiiting  Catharine  his  execu- 
trix.   Both  the  othc'r  cliildrcu  survived  Rtjliei't  Richard. 

In  his  will  Captain  Randall,  aftei'  ))equHathiiig  reriaiu  spncilic 
legacies,  gave  the  residue  of  his  estate,  real  and  ])ei'sonal,  unto 
the  chancellor  of  the  state  of  New  York,  the  nuiyor  and  the 
recorder  of  the  city  of  New  Yoik,  the  president  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  New  York,  the  president  and  vice-president  of 
the  Marine  Society  of  New  Yorlv,  the  senior  minister  of  the 
Episcoi)al  church  in  said  city,  and  ihe  senior  minister  of  the 
Presbyterian  church  in  said  city,  for  the  tiuu^  being,  and  tlieir 
rt>sptH'tivi»  successors  in  the  said  oliices,  ft)rever  in  trust,  for  llie 
purpose  of  maintaining  aged,  decrepit  and  worn  oi.t  sailors, 
lie  also  expressed  thei'ein  his  desire  that  the  .said  t  laistees 
should  apply  to  the  legislature  for  an  act  of  incori)oration,  if 
his  intent  could  thereby  be  better  executed.  Such  an  act  of  in- 
corporation was  passed  February  0,  1800. 

It  was  Captain  Randall's  intention,  as  expressed  in  the  will, 
that  the  Sailoi's'  Snug  Harbor  should  be  located  on  the  estate 
conveyed;  but  with  the  delay  incident  to  a  sullicient  increase  of 
iuconui  ])i'()])erly  to  coid'oi'in  iiis  stipulation  —  llial  the  pro- 

ceeds of  the  said  estate  should  l)esuflicient  to  "suppoi't  lifty  of 
the  said  sailors  and  u^jwards" — the  chang(;s  attending  the 
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growtli  of  tlie  city  and  other  "  impervious  circumstances,"  ren- 
dered it  advisable  in  the  jiidginent:  of  the  trustees  to  address  a 
memorial  to  the  le<iishiture  in  February,  1817,  for  jiutliority  to 
locate  the  institution  elsewhere;  suggesting  a  site  at  the  entrance 
of  the  harbor  or  on  the  margin  of  the  bay,  and  representing 
that  they  were  tendered  gratuitously  for  such  jjui  pcxse  a  lot  of 
land — not  less  tlum  ten  aci'es — situate  on  llie  I)ay  between 
Fort  Diamoiul  and  the  quarantine  ground.  'Phis  geiu^ous 
offer  was  made  by  his  excellency  Governor  Daniel  I  ).  Tompkins, 
who  aided  General  liamilt  on  in  file  drawing  of  the  will  ol  C-ap- 
tain  Randall.  Notwithstanding  I'epeated  applications  to  the 
same  effect,  amendment  to  the  act  (jf  in(!orpoi'ation  enabling 
the  accomplishment  (jf  this  design  was  not  (jbtained  until  A[)ril 
19,1828.  Thedeathof  Governor  Tompkins  in  the  mcaniime 
remlered  his  proffer  uuavailal)l(;. 

In  March,  18;i(),  tin;  last  of  tin;  many  suits  which  had  been 
pressed  by  alleged  heiis  of  Captain  Ivandall  was  linaliy  settled 
by  the  suprenui  court  of  the  United  States.  The  harass  and 
anxiety  to  which  the  trustees  had  for  a  (juarter  of  a  century 
been  subjected  was  foi'ever  ended,  and  the  legal  acumen  of  the 
great  lawyers  who  di  ew  I  he  will  was  denu)nslrated. 

After  visiting  many  [)roposed  sites  on  Long  Island  and  on 
Staten  Island,  Captains  John  Whetten  aiul  William  AVhitlock, 
president  and  vice-iiresideni:  of  the  Marine  Society,  having  Ijcen 
duly  authorized,  selected  the  [)i'esent  location,  and  in  May,  18:!1, 
concluded  its  pui'cliase.  Proposals  foi'  the  rrecfion  of  l)uildings 
thereon  wei'e  at  once  advert  ised  foi',  and  tlu'  woi  k  of  consl  nu/,- 
tion  l)egan.  October  21 ,  18:51,  the  cormijr  stone  of  I  lie  Sailors' 
Snug  Ilaibor  was  hiid  with  ai)pro[)riate  ceremonies,  Chanciellor 
W'alwoiih  delivering  t  he  add  I'ess. 

Augiisl  I,  18;>;i,  Ihe  dedicalory  services  took  [dace  and  tlie 
institution  was  formally  opened.  Thirty  si'amen  svimc  then 
installed  as  inmates,  and  addresseil  l)y  K*eV(Mend  Doctoi' 
Philli])s,  Captain  .lolin  Wiietren,  of  \\u'  b(»ar<l  of  trustees,  iluui 
being  the  governor  in  (;liarge. 

The  opening  by  the  city  authorities  of  Eighth  stniet  tliivjugh 
the  Randall  pi'operty,  rciiidered  it  ne(!essary  to  remove  (_/'ai)tain 
Randall's  remains  from  his  chosen  resting  place,  and  on  June 
21,  1825,  they  were  (;onveyed  by  the  trustees  to  St.  Mark's 
(iliurcli  and  there  deposited  in  a  vault,  to  await  the  selection  of 
a  liual  plac(!  of  burial.    August  21,  i8;M,  they  wei-e  removed 
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thence  to  Stateii  Island,  where  they  were  awaited  by  the  inmates 
of  tlie  "  Harbor,"  wiio,  unifortnly  clad  in  bine  jackets  and  white 
tronsers,  followed  them  in  silent  x)rocession  to  the  niar))le  mon- 
ument erected  to  his  memory  in  front  of  the  center  building  of 
the  institution,  beneath  whicli  they  wei'e  deposited  antl  now  re- 
pose. The  following- is  a  copy  of  the  inscription  on  this  memorial 
stone,  whicli  was  added  in  the  following  year  : 

NorlU  side. 

"  The  Trustees  of  the  Sailors'  Snug  Harbor  erected  tliis  monu- 
ment to  the  memory  of  Robert  Richard  liandall,  by  whose 
luuiiilicence  this  institution  was  founded." 

East  side. 

"The  humane  institution  of  the  Sailors'  Snug  Harbor  con- 
ceived ill  a  si)iiit  of  enlarged  benev(,)leiice  with  an  endowment 
which  time  has  pi'oved  fully  adeijuate  to  the  objects  of  the  donor, 
and  oig-aiiized  in  a  manner  which  shows  wisdom  and  foresight. 
The  founder  of  this  noble  charity  will  ever  be  held  in  grateful 
remembrance  by  the  partakers  of  his  bount}'." 

So  II I /i  side.  .  ., 

"  Charity  never  faileth  ; 
Its  memory  is  immortal." 
West  side. 

"  The  Trustees  of  the  Sailors'  Snug  Harbor  have  caused  the 
remains  of  Robert  Richard  Randall  to  be  removed  tvom  tlie 
original  place  of  interment  and  deposited  beneath  this  monu- 
ment on  the  21st  of  August,  1834." 

Great  praise  is  diu^  for  the  excellent  judgment  evin(;ed  in  the 
choice  of  the  site  for  the  institution.  It  is  a  situation  as  health- 
ful as  it  is  beautiful,  and  commands  by  day  a  ccjiistantly 
chiuiging  view  of  thi>  waters  id'  the  Kill  \'oii  Kull  :iiul  the  liar-, 
bor.  and  at  nigh!  is  in  sight  of  llic  lights  of  the  grca'  bridge, 
which,  like  a  string  of  llasliing  diamoiuls,  unites  the  iwo  gieat 
cities  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn  ;  while  that  of  the  adjoining 
country  all'ords  a  sense  of  i)eaceful  cpiiet  in  delightful  contrast. 

The  original  tract  contained  one  hundred  and  thirty  aiaes,  to 
which,  within  a  few  years,  thirty-live  acres  more  were  added, 
and  still  more  recent  acquisitions  have  increased  it  toal)out  one 
hundred  and  eighty  acres,  furnishing  a  present  frontage  of 
nearly  two  thousand  feet.  'I'hirty  acres  on  the  front  are  en- 
closed by  a  substantial  iron  fence  with  granite  coping,  within 
which  are  erected  the  buildings,  thirty-live  in  all.    There  are 
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eiglit  Iarf!,"e  dormitory  buildings,  oaiKible  of  accDininodating  ohm 
thousand  men,  a  luj^ijilal  with  beds  I'or  two  hundred  patients, 
which  coiiii)ares  favoi'ably  in  all  res])ects  vvitli  the  best  in  the 
land,  a  (diiirch,  dwellings  of  oflicers  and  emi:)loyees,  laundry 
and  clothesroonis,  machine  shop,  with  engine  room  attacdied, 
blacksmith  shop,  carpenter  shop,  with  steam  sawing  and  plan- 
ing machines,  paint  shop,  boiler  houses,  ice  house  of  six  hun- 
dred and  fifty  tons  (■a])a('ity,  constructed  with  refrigerating 
and  meat  rooms,  kitchen  Iniildings,  morgiu^  hot  hou.s(^s,  lodges 
and  barns  ;  also  sheds  I'or  l)iiilding  materials. 

In  the  centi'al  building  are  located,  on  the  ground  lloor,  the 
governor's  suite  of  ollices,  the  rece[)tion  rooms,  library  and 
reading  rooms,  all  opening  out  of  the  grand  entrance  hall, 
which  rises  to  the  full  heiglitof  the  building  and  is  surmounted 
with  a  dome.  This  hall  and  the  principal  rooms  are  handsoinel}^ 
(3ml>elli.shed  in  fi'esco  and  stained  glass;  tlie  di'signs,  though 
varied  in  suhjecl,  an-  mainly  of  a  nautical  and  astronomical 
charactei'.  Kacing  }  ou,  upon  entering,  stands  the  mai  ble  bust  of 
the  founder.  In  the  reception  room  hang  tlie  [)oi'i  rails  in  nil  of 
the  former  governors  of  the  inst  itution  and  other  })aintings.  Tliis 
hall,  about,  lifty  feet  in  depth,  is  bisected  by  another,  wliich  ex- 
tends east  and  west  througli  the  entire  chain  of  the  live  con- 
nected buildings;  about  live  liundi'ed  feet  from  which  there  is 
an  entrance  to  the  cha])el  for  morning  ami  evening  service.  This 
is  also  tastefully  and  a[)pi'o})riately  decorated. 

These  live  buildings  are  connected  by  two  wide  corridors  and 
a  covered  way  with  three  rear  main  buildings.  These  corridtn's, 
suitably  fui-nished,  serve  as  re(M'eation  and  .-sitting  rooms.  The 
central  rear  buihling  contains  the  foiii'  dining-rooms,  steward's 
otlice  and  store-rooms,  and  from  this  a  corridor  connects  with 
tlit^  main  kitchen  lielow,  and  tlie  malron'.s  ollice  ai\u  clothes- 
I'ooms  above.  The  face  of  the  live  front  edilices  is  of  marble 
with  massive  columns,  and  tlu'  hos[)ital  is  of  granite  of  similar 
style;  othei'wise  the  buildings  are  of  bi'ick  with  slone  ov  iron 
trimmings.  The  yards  ;ind  courtways  a<ljoining  the  buildings 
are  neatly  lve[)t  and  [)leasing  views  are  gained  fiom  the  win- 
dows. A  continuous  lawn,  elegant  in  the  wealth  of  its  grand 
elms,  extends  aci'oss  the  entire  fi'onl. 

About  hfty  tlnnisand  gallons  of  water  per  day  are  fuinishi'd 
from  springs  at  the  rear  of  the  projjerty,  and  a  reservoir  wit h 
a  capacity  of  live  hundred  thousand  gallons  is  available  in 
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case  of  lire  or  other  emergency  and  also  serves  I'or  washing  pur- 
poses. 

On  Mi\y  30,  1884,  occurred  the  unveiling  of  a  heroic  statue 
in  bronze  of  the  founder,  by  Augustus  St.  Gaudens.  Addresses 
njion  the  occasion  were  made  by  the  Hon.  Algernon  S.  Sullivan 
and  Hon.  Krastus  Brooks.  Tt  is  erected  upon  a  pedestal  of 
,  polished  granite  and  located  upon  the  lawn  between  the  main 
buildings  and  the  governor's  residence,  upon  a  slight  elevation 
which  commands  a  pleasing  view  of  the  siii'ioundiiig  and  ad- 
jacent lawns  and  the  pai  k  be^Mjnd. 

Looking  southward  on  a  June  day  the  eye  traverses  a  plain  of 
beauty,  pictnresque  and  rare.  Gravel  walks  intersect  the  green 
expanse,  the  limits  of  which,  rendered  dece[)tive  by  the  artistic 
grouping  of  varied  and  ornamental  shrubs,  and  serve  as  rambles 
past  beds  of  radiant  rhododendrons  and  fragrant  azaleas  lo  the 
little  lake  beyond,  whose  glitt(;ring  surface  mirrors  shadows  of 
surrounding  b(^auty,  and  sei'ves  as  the  arena  foi'  contesting 
miniat ure  yachts  const ru('tcd  ami  saihid  by  the  inmates,  '^lu^ 
lake  is  fed  by  an  artilicial  brooklet  springing  from  a  rocky  bed, 
spanned  1)y  a  rustic  bridge,  which  forms  a  link  in  the  path 
which  encirles  the  lake  and  (connects  with  the  diaveways  from 
the  southern  and  western  gates.  But  perhai)s  some  of  the 
loveliest  and  most  diversilied  views  upon  this  beautiful  island 
are  obtained  from  tlieu[)iier  wai'ds  and  bahujtiies  of  tlu;  hospital. 

Beyond  the  limits  of  the  grounds  [U'oper,  the  land  of  the  in- 
stitution is  devoted  to  the  production  of  uiilk,  vegetables,  and 
supplies  for  the  inmates.  In  pi'oviding  for  their  other  numer- 
ous requirements,  it  may  be  said  that,  in  tlu;  fulK^st  sense, 
everything  needful  foi' their  t'oiuTort  is  furnished  in  a  Iii)eral 
and  thoughtful  manner.  Stiital'le  workrooms  and  facilities  are 
available  to  such  inmates  as  desire  to  engage  in  light  emj)lo3  - 
meuls,  like  the  manuraclure  of  baskets,  useful  and  oi  naiueiital 
mats,  hammocks,  nets,  and  miniatuii^  crafi  (»f  all  I'igs,  which 
are  disjjosed  of  foi'  their  own  heiu'lit.  Tins  is  a  feature  of  the 
institution  iutei'esting  to  visitoi's.  The  regular  religious  siu'vices 
are  conducted  in  the  Presbyterian  form,  but  Ivoman  (,'atholics 
are  permitted  to  attend  chur(dies  of  that  faith.  15eneficiaiies 
of  the  institution  must  be  of  the  class  deuoniinateil  by  the 
founder:  "aged,  decrepit  and  worn  out  sailors,"  who  have 
sailed  at  least  live  years  under  the  ilag  of  the  United  Slates. 

Rules  and  regulations  tending  to  good  order  and  the  comfort 
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and  W(?lfare  of  all  rlie  iiiinatcs,  are  assiMited  fo  by  ea(;li  upon 
entering'  the  institution,  as  conditions  of  enjoying  its  [irivi- 
leges. 

The  total  nnnd)ei'  adniitte<l  n[)  to  Jnne  1,  1886,  is  3, 17o,  of 
whom  805  were  tliose  remaining,  including  twenty  in  asylums 
for  the  insane,  wheie  they  are  piovided  foi-  at  tlie  expense  of 
this  institution.  'Tlie  mortality  of  the  inmates  is  about  t(m  jjer 
cent,  per  annum . 

In  the  numerous  de[)ai  tments  necessary  to  tlie  [)ro[)ei-  con- 
duct of  the  afl'airs  of  this  little  municipality  is  everywhere 
evidenced  that  systematic  aud  hainionious  action  due  to  cai'c- 
fully  d(n'ised  method  and  wise  administration.  Tin;  prudence, 
sagacity  and  litleh'ty  which  lias  unifoi'inly  characterized  the 
management  (^f  the  trustees,  whicdi  is,  [)erhai)s,  without  a 
parallel  in  the  histoi-y  of  i)ubb'c  charities,  is  forcibly  indicated 
by  the  I'act  that  in  addition  to  the  vast  anujunt  expended  in 
In'inging  this  institution  to  its  present  condition  of  excellence, 
ami  in  fulfilling  cn^r-ry  Jequirenu^'Ut  of  the  ti'irst,  the  annual  in- 
come, which,  in  ,1800,  was  $4,2415,  is  now  increased  one  hun- 
dred fold. 

Men  sometimes  build  even  mort*  wisely  than  they  i)lan,  and 
the  marvelous  growth  of  New  Yoik  has  made  (.'aptaiti  IJan- 
dalTs  bequest  valuable  l)eyond  his  thinking;  yet  the  forui  of 
his  bequest  displays  a  wisdom  commensurate  to  all  possible 
growth  and  (;ont ingeiicy.  l'"'amiliar  with  tln^  chai'actei'isfics  of 
seamen,  tin;  vicissitudes  of  their  lives,  knowing  tlonr  hel[)less- 
ness  as  a  class  when  (h^[)i'ive(l  of  their  accustomed  vocation, 
ami  in  full  sym^iathy  with  their  n(M^(hs,  his  muh  great  object  was 
to  pro\'ide  "  for  aged,  deci'epit  and  woi'u  nut  sailors."'  'I'ln^ 
elalioi'at ion  of  a  jihin  for  the  fultiluieut  of  this  piirpn^i-.  which 
cii'i'umstances  and  e\<'iils  impossible  to  foresee  would  be  liktdy 
to  frustrate,  was  wisely  a  voided ;  but  with  his  pu  i  jx^sc  clearly 
indicated  he  selected  re[)i'eseiitative  men,  who  by  their  [lo.si- 
tions  and  professions,  would  be  best  cpialilii^d  to  administer  t  he 
trust,  ilis  will  is  dominated  by  a  settled  idea;  it  is  not  tln^ 
(diaiH'.e  dis])osal  of  a  fortune  he  knew  not  what  to  do  with,  or 
th(i  mere  gdod-natur»'(l  befrieiidiug  of  the  sailor  iu  r(^sponse  to 
some  chanc(!  suggestion.  JNo  man  was  in  a  better  i)ositiou  than 
himself  to  know  the  desiral)ility  of  such  a  charity,  'i'he  uian 
who  generously  dedicated  his  i'oi'tune  to  this  pur[)ose,  and 
wisely  directed  its  husbanding  until  the  i>lan  (;ould  l)e  applied 
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on  a  reasonably  large  scale,  liad  rlie  qiinlities  of  heart  and  head 
to  devise  it. 

The  Sailoi's'  Sung-  PIarl)or  is  itself  the  most  a))])roi)riate 
nionninent  to  the  nienioi-y  of  a  man  who  deserves  in  I  he  highest 
degree  the  gi'atitnde  of  liis  bendiciiiries,  and  the  admiration 
of  the  world  at  large.  It  is  gi'ander  and  larger,  i)ei'hai)s,  than 
its  fonnder  di'eamed  of,  yet  in  its  greatest  devtdopmeiit  il  is 
})nt  the  (Milmiiiation  and  t;om[)letioa  of  the  general  pur[)ose  of 
Captain  Ivandall.  Had  the  pi'opei'ty  not  increased  so  remark- 
ably in  value,  the  same  insti'uments  would  have  been  the  best 
to  conserve  and  adniinistei'  the  moi'e  hinnble  estate.  But  great 
or  small,  tin;  gift  was  a  noble  one,  the  object  was  a  worthy  one, 
the  nniiiner  was  wise,  and  with  all  ci'edit  to  those  who  have  so 
well  fullilled  the  ti'ust  imposeil  in  them,  the  man  who  is,  and 
will  be,  and  should  be  comiiit'moi-at<'(l  by  this  unit[ue  and  bnih-ii- 
cent  institution  is  llol)ert  Richard  Randall.

The  govern(U's  of  the  inslitulion  have  been  since  its  eslablish- 
ment,  Capt.  John  AVhctten,  fi'om  August,  183^,  to  Se|)tend)er, 
J 844;  Dr.  S.  V.  R.  Jiogert  (acting),  from  SeptemJ)er,  1844  to 
Sei)tend)er,  1845;  Capt.  A.  K.  Depeyster,  from  Septend)er, 
1845,  to  November,  18G7;  Cajit.  Thomas  Melville,  from  Novem- 
ber, 1807,  to  March,  1884;  Capt.  (}.  I).  S.  Trask,  from  March, 
1884,  the  present  inciunbent.

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The  general  an'ang-enient  of  the  various  Ixiililiiigs  and  grounds 
at  the  "Harbor"  proves  conclusively  tliat,  Truni  its  cunce[ition 
to  tlie  present  moment,  its  destiny  has  been  guided  by  the  hand 
of  relinenient  and  judgment.  Its  mai'ble  and  granite  bloclcs, 
which  adorn  the  i)rominent  portions  of  the  main  buildings, 
stand  out  in  bold  relief,  and  aid  to  form  the  picture,  whicli  is 
completed  by  the  beautiful  surroundings,  (xi'acefully  curving 
walks  and  drives  wind  their  way  through  the  velvet  lawns, 
which  are  tastefully  dotted  by  rare  and  fragrant  flowers,  and 
shaded  by  bi'oad  elms  that  have  become  a  pride  to  those  who 
look  upon  the  "Harbor"  only  in  the  light  of  home.  The  little 
silvery  lake,  whose  [)ure  and  silent  water  rdlecls  the  soft  green 
sliadows  along  its  rugged  edge,  adds  a  dreamy  fascination  to 
the  s(^ene,  and  furnishes  material  for  reih^ction  to  those  brave 
old  seamen  who  liave  (;ome  here  to  await  their  summons  to  em- 
bark ujion  the  waters  of  eternity. 

It  is  while  contemplating  this  scene  that  one  can  a})[ireciate 
the  hallowed  motive  of  him  whose  heart  and  nnnd  laid  the 
foundation  of  this  institution,  and  whose  beneficence  gave  a 
home  to  brave  men  that  will  live  on  through  the  generations  to 
come,  end)almed,  as  it  were,  with  their  pi'ayers  and  gratitude 
and  thankfulness.  Growing,  as  it  does,  each  year,  in  import- 
ance and  usefulness;  fostered,  guarded  and  l)eloved  by  oim 
faithful  trustee  after  another,  as  time  and  death  enter  their 
little  circle,  it  seems  impossilde  to  contem|)late  the  limit  of  its 
nsefulness,  or  the  ending  of  its  power  to  alleviate  the  sulferings 
of  those  who  have  "gone  down  to  sea  in  ships,"  and  at  last, 
homeless  and  decrepit,  have  anchored  safely  in  this  protecting 
luirboi'. 

Th(M'(»  is  a  mystic  tradition  that  Michael  Angelo,  the  greatest 
of  artists,  at  one  lime  deternnued  to  make  (lie  grandest  elVort  of 
his  life — to  ])la<'e  n\)i)n  canvas  a  i)ainling  I  hal  w  oiiid  live'  on  and 
on,  as  a  monument  to  his  memory.  J3ut,  after  spending  a 
nund^er  of  yniw^^  at  the  task,  death  came  to  him,  and  the  work 
was  left  unfinished.  Move  than  one  ai'tist  undertoolc  the  task 
of  comi)leting  the  incture,  ))ut  each  attempt  oidy  [iroved  a  fail- 
ure. It  requires  no  imaginary  effort  to  place  the  Sailors"  Snug 
Harbor  beside  the  great  painting  of  Michael  Angelo.  Tlie  noble 
work  was  begun  by  Captain  Robert  Richard  Kandall,  no  (loid)t 
Avith  equal  pride  and  ambition;  but  otlier  hands  were  called  to 
render  it  complete.     How  beautifully  have  their  efforts  been

crowned!  IIow  noble  and  grand  is  its  mission;  for  it  stands 
to-day  witliout  a  [leer — witlKJiit  a  rival  in  the  world. 

PoLicK  AND  Fun:  DkpaiitmI':nts. 

In  18()7  the  law  placed  Staten  Island  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Metropolitan  iH)lice  force  of  New  York  city.  A  small 
force  of  men  were  enlisted  and  detailed  for  the  express  dnty  of 
patrolling  tiie  island.  Criminals  arrested  by  those  oflicers  were 
taken  before  j)()lice  justices  within  the  limits  of  Edgewater  and 
New  Brighton,  and  thronghont  the  remainder  of  the  county 
they  were  disposed  of  by  justices  of  the  peace. 

In  1870  a  law  was  enacted  by  the  legislatiii'e  which  nuide 
nichmond  county  a  separate  police  district,  and  gave  it  power 
to  estal)lish  a  department  with  its  essential  duties  aiid  pow- 
ers. The  act  placed  the  control  of  the  department  undei'  thi'ee 
comniissionei's,  who  are  elected  by  an  appointing  board,  con- 
sisting of  the  county  judge  and  the  live  supei'vist)rs  of  the 
county.  These  commissioners  must  be  residents  of  the  county, 
and  are  elected  for  three  years,  the  term  of  office  of  one  (jf  the 
board  exjjiring  on  the  lOth  of  ]\Iay  annually;  but  shall  hold 
office  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  duly  qualified.  'ITie 
expenses  of  tin;  (ic^pai'tment  are  provided  for  in  tiie  county 
budget,  adopted  by  the  supervisors,  ami  are  collected  from  all 
real  and  [)eisonaI  pro})erty  subject  to  taxation. 

On  May  0,  1870,  Messrs.  AVil'liani  C.  Denyse,  of  iMiddletowu; 
Abrani  C.  Wood,  of  Castleton,  and  (larrett  P.  W^right,  of 
JNorthlield,  having  been  elected  commissioners,  met  to  oigan- 
ize.  They  ''drew  lots"  as  to  terms  with  tiie  following  result: 
Mr.  ^Vood,  one  yeai';  Mr.  Dtuiyse,  tw(j  yeai's;  and  Mr.  ^V right, 
ihri't^  ycai's.  Mi'.  \Vood  was  elected  president;  (Jeoige  11. 
Ililcheock,  cliiel' clerk;  .loliii  Lafoi'gi^,  captain;  hr.  Isaac  Lea, 
sui'geon;  James  ,).  Esterbrook,  sergeant;  J)aniel  l^lake,  loiiiids- 
inan;  P^dward  lioe,  Alexandei- Mcllhargy,  Edward  lirice,  Rol)ei't 
Jjyons,  .lames  E.  P>rown,  Stephen  McEvoy,  Alexander  Young 
and  Edward  P.  Koy,  patrolmen. 

May  2()th  the  vai'ious  inciorporated  villages  made  a  demand 
upon  the  department  for  police  as  follows:  I'ort  Kichmond,  7; 
New  Brighton,  7;  Edgewatei-,  1-f,  and  Tottenville  (which  was  an 
incorporated  village  for  about  ten  weeks),  '2.  The  ex[)ei'iment 
of  liaving  mounted  police  was  made  during  the  first  monlli,  but 
was  soon  abandoned.    One  of  the  first  general  orders  issued  at 
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lieadquartei's  wixs  the  careful  observance  of  tlie  excise  laws. 
Oil  the  28tli  oi'  June  a  police  station  was  established  in  Port 
Richmond,  opi)osite  tlie  park,  in  a  building  belonging  to  ex- 
Cliief  Engineer  Decdcer,  of  the  old  volunteer  fire  department  of 
New  York  city.  During  the  first  year  the  force  was  increased 
to  thirty  men. 

In  May,  1871,  the  appointing  l)oard  unanimously  elected  one 
of  its  iiuml)er,  rfeorge  ^V.  Ellis,  supervisor  fi'om  Westfield. 
Ml".  \Vo(hI,  the  outgoing  commissifMier,  earnestly  protested 
against  the  election;  nevertheless  Mr.  Ellis  took  his  seat  as 
commissionei'  and  was  made  pi'esident  of  the  board.  'Die  mat- 
ter was  strenuously  fought  in  the  courts,  and  was  iinally  set- 
tled, aftei-  a  period  of  four  montlis,  in  the  court  of  appeals, 
against  Mv.  Ellis.  During  Mr.  Ellis'  incumbency,  however,  a 
number  of  changes  were  made  in  the  de])artment.  Commis- 
sioner Wright  refi'ained  from  attending  any  of  tlie  meetings  of 
tlie  board.  Captain  T^aforge  I'efusiid  to  obey  t  he  orders  of  Pi'esi- 
dent Ellis  and  was  suspeiuhul,  and  notwithstanding  an  ell'ort 
was  made  by  his  friends  to  re-iustate  liim  at  a  later  period,  he 
was  unsuccessful,  and  Sergeant  M.  I.  Ilollirook  was  appointed 
in  his  place.  CMiiid'  Clerk  Hitchcock  also  refused  to  obey  orders, 
and  Peter  II.  AV^andel  was  appointed  to  serve  in  his  place.  Mr. 
Isaac;  M.  Marsh  was  apj)ointed  to  lill  the  vacancy  causeil  by  Mr. 
l^illis'  ilei)arture,  and  besides  being  president  of  the  board  for  a 
number  of  years  was  repeatedly  re-elected  until  May,  1883,  when 
he  retired,  and  was  succeeded  l)y  Mr.  Edward  P.  liarton.  Under 
the  reorganization  of  the  b(xird  Mr.  Hitchcock  was  reappointed 
clerk. 

Tn  May,  1872,  Major  Clarence  T.  Barrett,  of  Castleton,  was 
elerlcd  com iii isNioiier,  and  served  until  1S78,  when  he  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Mr.  Philip  Wollf,  of  Mid.llelown. 

At  tlie  0(!tober  term  of  the  court  of  oyer  ;iud  lerminer, 
Judge  Tappen  took  occasion  to  compliment  the  police  de[)art- 
ment  of  the  island  in  very  llattering  terms  for  the  ellicient  aid 
it  was  rentlering  the  courts  in  detecting  and  aiding  to  punish 
criminals. 

Mr.  Wright  served  as  commissioner  until  1870,  when  he  was 
succeeded  by  Francis  McQuade.  Tn  1882,  Mr.  \l.  15.  W^liiite- 
more,  (jf  Castleton,  was  ajjpointed. 

October  21,  1880,  chic^f  (derk  Hitchcock  I'esigned  and  Mi\ 
George  W.  VAUs  was  appoiuttnl  to  succeed  him. 
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The  organization  of  tlie  (lepartnieiit  at  present  is  as  follows  : 
Commissioners — Ivicliard  B.  Wliittemore,  president;  Philip 
Wolff,  treasurer;  Gaston  D.  L'lliiillier,  purchasing  committee; 
George  W.  Ellis,  cliief  clerk;  Isaac  Lea,  M.  1).,  siii'geon;  Daniel 
Blake,  captain;  Joseph  Cobb  and  Paul  Cornell,  sergeants; 
Thomas  Drummond,  Philip  Sharrott,  John  IT.  Cook  and  Henry 
Brand,  roundsmen,  acting  sergeants. 

There  are  foi"ty-two  regular  patrolmen  and  about  the  same 
number  of  special  officers  serving  under  the  de})aitment  au- 
thoiity,  but  not  drawing  pay  from  tlie  county. 

The  headquarters  of  the  department  is  at  Station  No.  1,  Bay 
street,  Edgewater.  Station  No.  2  is  a  handsome  new  building 
located  on  Richmond  terrace,  near  Broadway,  West  New 
Brighton.  The  stations  at  Port  Richmond  and  Tottenville  were 
long  ago  abandoned.  The  last  appropriation  made  for  the 
Ttiaintetianco  of  the  (hiparlnu'iit  was  $54, ()()(). 

A  second  attempt  to  rentier  the  force  more  efficient  by  hav- 
ing mounted  patrolmen,  was  made  during  the  winter  of  1883-4, 
when  a  number  of  good  horses  and  necessary  accoutrements 
were  purchased.  The  men  selected  to  perform  that  branch  of 
the  service  unfortunately  were  not  used  to  the  saddle,  and  the 
experiment  was,  after  a  brief  trial,  given  up,  greatly  to  the 
regret  of  residents  in  retired  parts  of  the  island. 

The  force  is  a  credit  to  the  island,  and  is  composed  of  men 
who  are  directly  interested  in  its  i)rogress  and  welfare,  being, 
probably,  without  an  exception,  real  estate  holders.  The 
strictest  discipline  is  enforced,  and  the  men  have  grown  to  look 
upon  tlieir  routine  life  in  a  similnr  light  to  that  of  regular 
soldiers  who  know  nothing  beyond  the  straight  lines  of  duty. 

The  iMlgownter  Kiro  l>t>i)artnuMit  was  organized  in  1871,  with 
Benjamin  Brown  as  chief  engineer.  James  R.  U()l)iii,M)ii  and 
James  Garvey  were  afterward  elected  chiefs.  The  depai  t  meilt 
was  re-organized  in  1870,  with  William  Burbank  as  chief.

and  Ladder  Company,  No.  1,  organized  December  5,  1856; 
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Columbia  Hook  and  Laddei'  (Company,  No.  5,  oi'g-aiiizt'd  cratch 
15,  1880;  Neptune  llose  Conii)any,  No.  1,  organized  jNlaicii  10, 
1878;  Benjamin  l^rown  Hose  Company,  No.  3,  organized  Jan- 
uary 1,  J80'J;  (Jlit'ton  Hose  Company,  No.  G,  organized  Septem- 
ber 0,  18(33;  Robinson  Hose  Company,  No.  9,  organized  Fel)- 
rnary  17,  1880;  Excelsior  Hiicket  Company,  No.  1,  organized 
October  20,  1858;  Relief  Bucket  Company,  No.  2,  organized 
May  11,  1803,  also  has  a  chemical  engine  attached;  Tompkins- 
ville  Fire  Police  Company,  oi'ganized  1859.

The  board  of  representatives,  which  is  composed  of  two  mein- 
bers  for  eacdi  company,  ludds  legular  monthly  meetings  in  the 
village  liall.  The  officers  are  as  follows:  Presitlent,  N.  ,1. 
Macklin;  vice-president,  John  Potthoff ;  secretary,  JoseiJi 
Scott;  ti'easurei',  Robert  (Joggin. 

Much  valuable  property  has  been  rescued  from  destruction 
by  the  efficiency  of  this  department.  The  men  receive  no 
compensation  for  their  services,  and  the  annual  appropriation, 
which  is  divided  among  the  various  companies,  amounts  to 
only  !5;2,500.  There  are  foui"  hundred  active  liiemen  on  the 
rolls. 

The  North  Shore  Fire  Department,  which  is  composed  of  the 
(Companies  located  in  the  towns  of  Castletoii  and  Noi'thlield, 
was  organized  on  April  2,  1874,  and  was  chai  tered  on  Mart'h 
10,  1875.  'i'he  first  meeting'  of  the  l)oard  of  representatives 
was  held  in  the  house  of  Zephyr  Hose  Company,  Port  Rich- 
mond, on  Afon(hiy,  May  18,  1874,  when  W.  ^f.  Washbuiiie  was 
elected  piesidt'Ut  iind  Wilbur  F.  Pisosway  secn'tary.  Tlit- 
following  com[)ani('s  forineil  i  lie  de[Kii'l  inenf :  W;i>]iingloii  1mi- 
gine  No.  1,  Port  Ri(dimond;  Cataract  Eugint-  No.  2,'  ^Vest 
Brighton;  Port  Richmond  lingine  No.  3;  New  ]5righton  Engine 
No.  4;  Zejdiyr  Hose  Company  No.  4,  Poi't  llichmond,  and 
Medora  Elook  and  Ladder  Comi)an3'  No.  8,  of  West  Urighton. 

Immediately  after  the  companies  were  drawn  rogtjther  as  one 
organization,  a  ])arade  was  held,  which  seemed  to  create  a  good 
feeling  throughout  the  department,  the  ell'ect  of  which  is  quite 
visible  even  to-day.  Visiting  com[)anies  and  distinguished 
guests  were  present,  and  it  was  a  gala  day  for  Stateii 
Island. 
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Later,  a  movement  was  made  to  create  tlie  office  of  fire 
marshal  for  tlie  county;  l)ut  it  was  so  strenuously  opijosed  by 
tills  department  that  it  never  toolv  effect. 

At  times  two  or  tliree  companies  luive  Ijeen  reiulered  in- 
capable of  eflicient  service  thi'ou^ti,]!  the  loss  of  nienil)eis;  but 
during  the  i)ast  two  or  three  yeai's  special  efforts  were  nnult:' 
to  revive  the  old  lime  spirit  of  tlie  department.  Credit  is  due 
to  C'liief  fCngineer  E.  A.  ]3oui'ne,  who  has  just  retired  from 
office,  for  mateiially  aiding  to  reoiganize  the  department  and 
to  replace  it  upon  an  eflicient  footing.  The  most  successful 
firemen's  parade  evei'  witnessed  on  the  north  shore  was  under 
Chief  Bourne's  command  on  Thanksgiving  day,  18S5.  Two 
great  conflagrations  Avill  ever  cause  this  officer's  memory  to  be 
honored  by  tlie  citizens  of  New  Brighton,  viz.:  the  burning  of 
the  cotton  warehouse  at  Tom[)kinsville,  on  January  'JOth, 
wliere  the  fii'emeii  were  in  service  for  days;  and  the  burning  of 
l^odine  Brothers'  ]uml)er  yard,  AVest  Brighton,  on  j\farch  f, 
1880.  The  lattei'  occurred  during  the  severest  weather  of  the 
month,  and  continued  for  two  days  and  two  nights,  during  a 
lieavy  wind  that  threatened  to  s])read  the  flames  for  miles  along 
the  north  sfiore,  and  to  totally  destroy  at  least  two-thirds  of 
New  Brighton,  'i'he  departuu^nt,  aided  by  frieiidh'  c(,)mpanies 
from  liergen  Point,  under  the  direciion  of  Chief  B(nirne,  re- 
mained at  the  posts  of  peril  until  there  was  no  longer  any 
danger.  A  single  mistake  on  the  part  of  the  chief  would  ha\  e 
lain  waste  the  most  valuable  pai  t  of  the  village.

Staten  Island  Athletic  (Jhib. — Clil'ton  Boat  Club. — Staten  Island  Rowing  Club. —

'HE  idea  of  startiii^^  an  athletic-  club  on  Staten  Island  was 


X  first  thought  of  in  1877,  hy  an  old  athlete  named  William 
Iken.  He  was  joined  by  Messrs.  Oliver  T.  J(jhnson,  Robert  T. 
P.  Piske,  Fred  and  Frank  Janssen,  John  ^V.  Edwards  and  W- 
J.  U.  Roberts.  These  gentlemen  soon  took  steps  toward  or- 
ganizing tlie  "  Staten  Island  Athletic  Cltib,"  which  was  accom- 
plished in  the  latter  partoi'  that  year. 

The  oflicei's  for  1878  were  as  follows:  ^Villiam  K.  Soutter, 
president;  D.  J.  II.  \V''illco.\',  recording  secretary;  II.  A.  Caesar, 
treasurer;  R.  T.  P.  Fiske,  corresponding  secretary ;  O.  T.  John- 
son, captain;  C.  Thorp,  lirst  lieutenant;  13.  II.  Rowland,  second 
lieutenant;  John  D.  Vermeule,  John  W.  Edwards,  Louis  Hen- 
derson, I).  R.  Norvell,  Arthur  T.  Sliaud,  F.  L.  Rodewald, 
trustees. 

Not  until  the  fall  of  lS78,  did  the  club  hold  its  lirst  success- 
ful games,  open  to  all  amateurs.  A  grand  stand  of  planks  and 
beams  had  boon  built  for  the  ut'casicui,  and  tho  novor  lir'ng  mem- 
bers, .lohnson,  C'hufo,  Collins,  Ilayuard,  W'omple,  Dodrochsen, 
Shand  and  Charles  h\  True  (sould  be  seen  with  their  hats,  coats, 
vests,  collars  and  cull's  all  oil',  worlving  like  laborers,  with  the 
sun's  rays  pouring  down  upon  I  hem,  stretching  an  old  lighter's 
mainsail  over  the  to})  of  the  so-called  grand  stand,  to  keep  the 
fair  sex  from  being  burnt  brown.  Jiut  the  games  proved  a  suc- 
cess, and  the  club  was  greatly  benefitted  by  them,  while,  during 
the  winter  months  plans  and  arrangements  were  being  made  for 
the  following  year's  work. 

The  new  boat  house  was  started  in  1880,  and  was  finished  fai* 
enough  for  habitation  the  following  season,  so  the  clul)  moved 
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what  few  boats,  etc.,  it  liad  to  its  new  quai'ters,  and  tlms  lioal- 
in^^  was  added  to  the  aln^ady  niaiiy  atti'actions  of  tliis  <dub. 
This  iine  lionse  started  a  Ijooin  in  tlie  nienil)ership,  as  tlie  roll 
soon  ran  up  to  two  hnndi'ed  ;ind  sixty,  while  a  year  before  but 
sixty  names  were  enrolled  in  all.  'J'he  boat  liovise  is  one  of,  if 
not  the  iinest  around  New^  Yoi'k,  and  the  members  are  always 
deli^2;hted  to  show  their  friends  and  visitors  around  at  any 
time. 

The  club  belongs  to  the  "  National  Association  of  Amateur 
Athletes,"  the  "Kill  Von  Kull  llowing Associafittn,"  and  some 
smaller  associations.  The  roll  stands  now  (188(5)  at  two  hun- 
dred and  seventy,  including  eighteen  life  members. 

For  several  years  i)ast  this  club  has  been  contemplating  buy- 
ing some  land  where  an  athletic  track,  grandstands,  clubhouses, 
etc.,  could  be  ])uilt,  in  keeping  with  its  elegant  boat  house. 
This  piece  of  land  has  now  been  obtained  on  Bemejit  avenue 
(the  same  street  the  present  grounds  are  now  located  on),  and  it 
is  intended  to  make  here  the  linest  track  and  grounds  in  Amer- 
ica. The  club  also  intends  taking  up  tennis,  base  ball,  foot 
ball  and  lacrosse,  in  addition  to  their  now  many  s])orts.  aiul  the 
members  will  t;ike  part  in  all  these  games,  while  tiie  club  in- 
tends giving  inatclies,  tournaments  and  such  like  entei'tainments. 
The  new  grounds  are  four  lunidred  and  twentj'^  l)y  four  huinlred 
and  lifty  feet,  and  at  present  (in  its  rough  state)  the  field  has 
but  one  and  one-fourth  feet  grade  over  its  entire  surface.  The 
grounds  cost  $10,000  cash.

The  "Clifton  P)oat  Club"  \vas  organized  in  1881,  coniuienciiig 
with  a  »ieud)ership  of  eight,  which  has  steadily  increased.  The 
clul)  house  is  chai-nnngly  situated  at  Clifton,  and  is  a  delightful 
place  to  visit  during  the  boating  season.  The  house  is  sixty- 
six  feet  deep  by  thirty-live  feet  wide,  with  a  piazza  twelve  feet 
wide  on  two  sides,  facing  tlie  Narrows.  This  club  was  started 
as  a  social  organizatio:i,  and  until  last  year,  when  a  large  crew 
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was  sent  to  compete  in  the  Kill  Yon  Kull  regatta,  had  not  taken 
l)art  in  rowing  regattas  open  to  other  clubs.  In  Septeniljer, 
1880,  the  (ylil'tons  held  a  fair  foi'  their  l)t;m;lit  whicli  clcatHMl  rlu^ 
handsome  sum  of  on(!  tlioiisand  thi'(!e  hundred  and  twenty-nine 
dollars  and  fifty  cents,  and  this,  together  with  good  manage- 
ment, has  placed  the  club  in  excellent  financial  condition.  Tlie 
present  niend)Mi\shi[)  is  seventy-live,  and  the  value  of  the  house 
and  other  proi)erty  is  about  six  tlunisand  dollars.  The  club 
lias  purchased  some  Jiew  boats,  and  now  owns  one  six-oared 
barge,  one  I'oui'-oared  gig,  one  jjaired-oarcd  gig,  twelve  singles, 
and  two  four-oai'ed  bai'ges.  'JMie  following  com|)rised  the  oliicers 
for  the  year  1885  :  I.  K.  Mailin,  x>i'osi(^ent;  W.  Hodges,  vice- 
jn-esident;  Gregory  McKean,  secretary;  S.  Howard  Martin, 
treasure]';  George  A.  Post,  captain;  Arthur  D.  F.  AVright,  lieu- 
tenant.

The  "  Staten  Island  Rowing  CUub"  was  established  at  New- 
Brighton,  Staten  Island,  in  the  si)ring  of  1878,  with  a  mend)er- 
shij)  of  fifty  and  the  following  oliicers:  A.  P.  Stokes,  president; 
H.  L.  Horton,  vice-})i'esident;  E.  Kelly,  captain;  G.  11  West, 
secretary;  G.  S.  AfcKJulloh,  ti'easujer;  C.  I),  liigei'soll,  lieu- 
tenant. 

The  club  has  not  })arl ici j)at(nl  in  any  o^  the  regattas  or  races 
with  other  clubs,  but  has  conhiied  itself  to  the  quieter  exercise 
of  steady  daily  pulls.  Evei'y  yeai"  the  circuit  of  Staten  Island 
(forty  miles)  is  made  four  or  five  times,  the  quickest  time  for 
the  distance  (five  hours  and  twenty  minutes)  having  ))een  made 
by  the  four-oared  barge  crew  in  1884.  In  188:5  a  day  was  set 
aside  in  each  weel\  for  the  instruction  of  laditis  in  rowing  in  the 
boa  Is  of  I  he  club,  and  a  lai'ge  imndu'r  of  ladies  arc  now  ciii'dlK'd 
as  nuMubiMs.

The  "Kill  Von  Kull  Rowing  Asso(;iation,"  which  is  now  one 
of  the  best  known  organizations  of  oai'smen  in  the  country,  was 
oiganized  in  1880.  I  t  (•om[)rises  the  following  sti'ong  boat  clubs: 
The  Argonauta  Bowing  Association,  Bayonne  Bowing  Assoeia 
tion,  and  \'iking  Bowing  Association,  of  Bayonne  City;  I  he 
Slaten  Island  Athletic  Glnb  ami  (Miflon  P,oat  (!lub,  of  Sialen 
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Island;  the  Alcyone  Rowing  Association  and  Arthnr  Kill  Row- 
ing Association,  of  Elizabeth. 

At  the  first  three  annnal  regattas  all  these  clnl)s  but  the  Clif- 
ton, were  represented,  and  in  the  last  two  regattas  every  club 
in  the  association  contested  one  or  tn(n'e  of  the  races.  These  re- 
gattas have  always  excited  gi'eat  interest  among  oarsmen,  and 
the  oflicial  I'eccjrd  of  the  time  made  has  invariably  been  accepted 
without  question  in  boating  circles  throughout  the  country,  a 
fact  whicli  speaks  volumes  as  to  the  standing  and  management 
of  the  association. 

The  regattas  have  usually  ))een  held  upon  the  kills,  but  as 
this  course  is  objectir)nab]e  fm'  many  reasons,  it  was  decided  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  association  in  1885,  to  iKtUf  the  re- 
gattas thereafter  on  tlie  Newai'k  l)ay  course. 

The  oflicers  of  the  Kill  A^ou  Kail  Association  for  188G  were  :

The  "  Staten  Island  Cricket  and  Base  Ball  Club,"  whi(^h  is 
the  leading  amateur  cricket  and  base  ball  clul)  of  N'ew  Yorlv 
state,  had  its  grounds  for  thirteen  years  near  the  pi'esent  fei  i  y 
landing  of  St.  George,  immediately  on  the  bay,  and  one  of  the 
most  picturescpie  locations  imaginable. 

In  188G,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  railroad  company  pur- 
chased the  grounds  hitherto  used  by  it,  the  club  purtdiased  the 
ndalield  |uoiu'riy,  :il  the  foot  ol'  I'nrd  a\i'uue.  New  Ib'ighluii, 
I'or  llie  sum  of  $-10,00(1. 

Tlie  grounds  can  I)e  rcachtid  within  thirty  miiuKes  lioin  the 
iiattery,  I  he  nearest  stat  ion  being  Li vi ngston  oi' ( Ii  icket  station. 

The  club  has  over  live  hundred  mendj(U's,  and  I  he  meetings 
are  held  monthly  during  the  sumnuM'  months.  The  oflicers  in 
1886  were  :  William  Krebs,  piesident  ;  George  S.  Scolield,  Jr., 
vice-president;  N.  8.  Walker,  ,1  r.,  secretary  ;  E.  J.  Shi'iver, 
treasurer,  all  of  whom,  with  tlie  following,  comprised  the  board 
ol"  direct;ors:  \V.  M.  Donald,  W.  K.  Jewett,  I.  A.  Vyse,  G.  C. 
Allen,  \V.  II.  Davidge,  .lames  \V.  Pryor,  D.  R.  Norvell,  W.  II. 
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Clark  and  E.  11.  Outerbridge.  The  rliil)  was  iiicoi  jiorattHl  in 
January,  1880. 

'I'he  princii)al  <^aines  played  by  tlie  ineiiibers  are  (iriclcet,  l)ase 
ball  and  lawn  tennis.  Most  of  the  famous  cricicet  matches 
which  have  taken  [)la('e  within  the  last  few  years  in  New  Yoi'k 
state  have  l)een  arranged  by  this  clul).  It  has  a  junior  member- 
ship of  one  hundred. 

[Starting  in  \ST,\  with  oidy  about  thirty  members,  each  year 
has  added  to  itsgrowfh  until  to-day  it  has  a  mend)ershi])  of  over 
live  hundred,  and  is  one  of  the  largest,  il'  not  the  largest  club 
of  its  character  in  the  United  States.  Ilaviug  only  a  lease  year 
by  year  of  its  former  grounds,  it  was  never  able  to  ei-e(;t  a  large 
club  house.  It  has  always  been  one  of  the  social  attractions  of 
the  island,  and  sets  aside  one  day  (Friday)  in  each  week  for 
the  ladies,  who  have  ♦ixc^lusive  use  of  the  grounds  on  that  day. 
The  Ladies'  (Jlulj  has  a  menii)ershii)  of  over  three  luindred,  l)eing 
known  as  the  Ladies'  (Jlub  foe  Out  Door  S[)orts.  The  cricket 
match  i)layed  between  the  visiting  team  of  gentlemen  of  Lngland 
and  the  Staten  Island  Cricket  Club,  which  took  phuie  on  the 
grounds  of  the  Staten  Islaiul  club  in  September,  I880,  was  one 
of  the  most  important  events  in  the  antutls  of  cricket  in  this 
country. 

The  "German  Association  Ei-heiterung"  of  Sraten  Island 
has  for  its  object  the  social,  tlraniatic  and  musical  entei'lain- 
nient  and  instruction  of  its  members,  who  are  among  the  best 
elements  of  our  German-American  citi/.eirs.  The  assocMation 
was  oi'ganized  l)eceml)er  10,  18t)l,and  incorporated  June  15, 
\S(')r).  The  presidents  have  been  in  succession  the  following  : 
John  C.  Cavelti,  M.  D.,  Charles  A.  llerpich,  A.  G.  iMethfessel, 
Albert  Krohn,  Charles  11.  (Jraef,  Oito  Lindemanu  and  Charles 
A.  lbM'i>ich. 

In  addition  to  tlui  German-American  portion  of  its  uiember- 
sliip  there  are  a  few  native  boin  Americans  in  the  club.  The 
building  ul  Slaph^lon,  the  scat  of  this  clul),  formerly  known  as 
the  "  Lyceum,"  was  in  1874  remodeled  and  rel)uilt  by  this  asso- 
ciation at  an  ex[)euse  of  about  !i>4(),()0(),  and  is  now  occupied  as 
their  (;lub  rocnns.  It  (;ontains  the  linest  hall  ou  I  he  island. 
The  club  is  in  a  nourishing  (U)nditiou,  and  has  a  membershi[)  of 
about  one  hundred  and  lifty. 

The  "  Robert  G.  Shaw  Post,  No.  112,  G.  A.  K.,''  was  named 
in  hoiun'  of  Colonel  llobert  Gould  Shaw,  son  of  the  late  Francis 
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G.  Shaw,  and  brotlier  in-law  ol'  our  distingiiislied  citizen,  Geoi'ge 
William  Curtis.  ][e  was  cohjiiel  of  the  Fifty-fourth  Massachu- 
setts regiment  (colored),  and  was  killed  while  leading  his  men 
at  the  storming  of  l<\)rt  Wagner.  The  expressi(Mi  of  tlie  ri'hel 
commander  is  now  histoi'ic.  It  was  :  "Buiy  him  with  his  nig- 
gers." In  after  yeai's,  his  father  was  requested  to  signify  his 
wish  to  liave  the  remains  found  and  sent  to  Staten  Island, 
where,  in  tlie  ]\Ioravian  cemeteiy  at  New  Dorp,  tliere  is  a  beau- 
tiful granite  cenotaph  sacred  to  liis  memory,  and  which  Post 
Shaw  decorates  every  yearwith  garlands  and  other  costly  tloral 
ornaments.  'IMie  father  reitlied  :  lla  led  a  despised  race  to 
freedom;  let  him  lest  with  his  soldiers."

There  was  a  jiost  named  "Post;  Shaw"  organized  in  1808,  but 
after  two  years'  existence  it  disbanded.  Its  ofhcers  included 
the  late  Colonel  D.  Archie  Pell,  of  Genei-al  Burnside's  staif,  and 
other  able  and  ellicient  veterans  of  the  war.  It  was  succeeded 
in  1871  by  Thomas  Fj  'ancis  INfeaglier  Post,  No.  88.  of  which  the 
tii'st  commander  was  Michael  T.  Burke,  and  the  liist  adjutant 
James  Hurke.  T\iv;dry  of  ambition  caused  tliedowtifall  <)f  this 
])o.st.  ll  is  hoped  that  (lif  grtnMi-eyed  moiistci' w  ill  nev^'i-  tind 
a  dwelling  i)lace  in  the  halls  of  "Post  Uol)ert  G.  Sliaw.". 

"Leidiart  Post,  No.  163,  Department  of  New  York,  G.  A. 
E,.,"  was  organized  on  the  twenty-second  of  May,  1880,  with 
the  following  chai'ter  members  :  William  '{'ysen,  Jacob  Cougle, 
John  J.  Vaughn,  Jr.,  William  De  Waters,  ]).

'i'lie  post  w;is  named  al'lcr  Cliaplain  Lenhart,  U.  S.  N..  who 
went  down  with  his  vessel,  the  "  ( !timl)ei  land/'  in  Hampton 
Roads,  being,  as  we  nndei'stand,  the  iii'st  llni(;n  ehai)lain  that 
lost  his  life  in  the  rebellion.  At  tlie  time  ol"  his  d(3ath  he  was  a 
respected  citizen  of  Tottenville.  The  i)0St  is  small  in  numbers 
(having  only  at  the  present  time  thirty-nine  menibei's)  but  is 
large  in  charity.  It  meets  (jii  the  iirst  and  thii'd  Tuesday  eve- 
nings oi'  each  month,  in  (f.  A.  R.  hall,  INbiin  street,  Tottenville. 

"Richmond  Post,  No.  524,  Dept.  New  York,  G.  A.  R.," 
was  organized  on  the  north  shore  oL"  Staten  Island,  and  was  in- 
stituted November  22,  1884,  at  Johnson's  hall,  l*ort  liichmond.

The  rank  and  lile  of  Richmond  Post  ai'e  com[)os(^d  of  soldiers 
and  sailors,  who  have  an  honoral)le  disciiarg(i  from  the  Uiiit(.'d 
States  government  for  services  rentbM'ed  in  upholding  the  nui- 
jesty  of  ou]'  laws  and  in  vindicating  the  honor  of  our  gloi'ious 
Ihiganil  pei'petnating  the  Union  of  oui'  fathers.  .\11  the  com- 
I'ades  have  seen  active  service  and  smelt  powder.  Some  have 
been  iiunates  of  Anderson  and  Lihby  prisons,  and  have  sull'ered 
untold  misery  in  tliose  liells  of  inliumanity.    The  post  is  in  a

prosperous  condition,  and  ninnbers  in  its  lanl^s  some  ol  Rich- 
mond county's  most  respected  citizens. 

"Tompkins  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,"  was  instituted  in  lSr)'3.  On 
the  Otli  day  of  December,  1858,  tlie  grand  lodge  of  tlie  state  (jf 
New  York  located  at  "  000  IBi'oadway  "  (tliere  being  two  grand 
lodges  at.  the  time),  issued  a  wari'ant  to  Isaac  Lea.

^Vood,  S.  AV.,  and  James  Harcourt,  J.  W.,  autlioriziug  them 
to  open  a  lodge  at  Stajjleton,  Richmond  county,  New  Yoi'lv,  to 
be  known  as 'I'otnplcins  Lodge,  No.  1.4.").  This  wai'rant  was  signed 
by  Afordecai  Aleyers,  G.  M.,  Nathaniel  V.  Waring,  1).  G.'  AL, 
James  Jenkins,  S.  U.  \V.,  Col.  O.  C.  Deuslow,  J.  G.  \V.,  and 
JaiiK'S  1  [erring,  (t.  S. 

The  lodge  was  ac<;oi'(lingly  opened,  and  its  meetings  were  held 
in  Ihe  Tom])kins  Lyceum  (now  known  as  the  (.rernum  CMnb 
rooms),  on  the  Kichmoud  road,  cornerof  I'l-ospect  street.  The 
iirst  electi(jn  of  o(lic(ns  was  held  Decend)ei'  28,  185:^,  when  the 
following  were  elected  and  ap[)ointed,  and  installed  (he  same 
evening:  Isaac  Lea,  AL;  Jacob  B.  AVood,  S.  W.;  James  Uar- 
(;onrt,  J.  W.;  John  V.  RayTuond,  secretai-y;  fTHorge  Ghandters 
treasurei';  G.  Scott,  S.  D.;  Geoi'g<'  A.  Weaver,  J.  1). 

In  May,  185(5,  the  lodge  I'oom  was  located  on  the  ii [i[)er  lloor  of 
Masonic  hall.  Arietia  sti'eet,  Tompkinsville,  a  short  distniice 
from  tlu^  fei'ry  landing,  where  it  remained  until  the  building 
was  burned  down  (])robal)ly  in  1857).  'i'lu^  rurnituic,  regulia 
and  books  of  the  lodge  were  all  desti'oyed,  and  there  is  no  evi- 
dence that  tlie  lodge  ever  met  agnin  under  its  warrant  No.  145. 

On  the  81st  (hiy  of  March,  185'J,  in  ]'es])onse  to  a  i)etition 
signed  by  Jacob  H.  Wood,  Philip  jjender,  John  McKee,  S. 
Herzka,  John  Afousley,  JMiilpot  Wolfe,  John  S.  Westervelr^ 
.lames  Hai-court,  IftMiry  M.  Weed,  Thoma.sG.  Ibiiii.,  ("hailesS. 
Iviih,  Kay  Tompkins,  M.  I'olit/ei,  Aaiou  \'anderl>i  b  and  Kieh- 
ard  Locke,  a  second  dispensation  was  grained  lo  T(»ni])kins 
bodge  by  M.  VV.  Brother  John  L.  Lewis,  who  ai)[)oin(ed  fsaac 
Lea,  M.,  TIenry  Crabtree,  S.  W.,  and  Mai'k  Cox,  .).  W.,  and 
authorized  them  to  open  the  lodge  in  Southlield  (now  Middle- 
town),  Ri(dimond  ccninty,  New  York. 

'I'he  first  communication  under  this  dis[)ensatiou  was  held  on 
the  evening  (d'  April  5,  185!),  in  the  Tom[)kiirs  Lyceum,  where 
(he  lodge  had  lirst  orgainzed  under  tlui  nund)er  145. 

At,  the  following  session  of  the  grand  lodge,  held  in  .fune  of 
the  same  year,  a  warrant  was  issued  to  Tompkins  bodge,  No.  47]> 
4:5 
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signed  by  John  J.  Lewis,  G.  M.,  John  W.  Simons,  D.  G.  jNI., 
Finlay  M.  King,  S.  G.  W.,  Clinton  F.  Page,  J.  G.  W.,  and 
James  M.  Anstin,  G.  S. 

The  lodge  continued  to  meet  in  the  Lyceum  until  February, 
1804,  when  rooms  were  secured  in  tlie  Weed  building,  on  the 
west  side  oi'  Gritlin  street,  Tompkinsville,  a  iew  doors  south  of 
the  old  Reformed  Dutch  church. 

In  May,  180(5,  the  lodge  fitted  u[)  rooms  in  what  was  known 
as  Egbert  hall,  on  the  east  side  of  Grillin  street,  Tom[)kinsville, 
about  five  liundred  feet  south  of  the  Weed  building,  where  it 
continued  to  meet  for  ten  years. 

During  the  winter  of  1875-70  the  lodge  resolved  to  change  its 
l^lace  of  meeting  from  Tompkinsville  to  Staplelon,  and  at  the 
exi)ii'ati<)n  of  the  lease  (May  I,  1870)  vattaled  J^^gbert  hall.  A 
lease  was  taken  of  the  upi)er  iloor  of  TynaiTs  buiMing,  I  lien  in 
course  of  erection,  on  the  corner  of  I'ay  aiul  Dock  stieets, 
Sta[)let()n.  Tlit;  Jloor  thus  secured  was  laid  out  suirablt;  foi' 
lodge  i)urposes,  and  the  I'ooms  were  newly  furnished.  The 
lodge  still  continues  to  meet  and  is  in  a  flourishing  condition, 
the  present  mendjershi})  b(ung  about  one  liuiulred.

The  "Staten  Island  Quartette  Club"  is  one  of  the  most 
prominent  and  resi)ectab]e  oi'  the  German  associations  of  the 
island.  It  was  founded  in  1801.  Its  ambition  is  to  emulate  the 
(excellence  of  the  (Jernum  Ma'unei'gesang  and  to  stimulali'  its 
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niem1)ei'.s  to  lii,u,]ier  attainments  in  the  nuisical  art.  Tlie  clul) 
meets  at  Hotel  Credo,  Staplet(.)n,  weelvly,  and  has  now  ah(nit 
one  Imndred  and  iil'ty  members.  Mr.  II.  Ster/ing  has  for  many 
years  been  clie  mnsical  dii'ector  and  the  soul  of  the  ory,aniza- 
tion. 

The  "Richmond  County  Lodge,  No.  155,  Ilarngari,"  was 
founded  February  16,  1808.  It  is  a  benefit  society  and  meet.s 
semi-niontlily  at  Stapleton.  All  business  in  the  lodge  is  at  all 
times  done  in  the  German  language.  The  presiding  officer  is 
Pliilip  Bruchheuser. 

"  Der  Freundschafts-Verein,  No.  1,"  of  Staten  Island,  also  a 
benefit  society,  was  founded  November  18,  1850.  They  own  a 
bni'ial  plot  in  Woodlawn  cemeteiy,  worth  one  thousand  dollars. 
The  present  men»bership  is  tliii'ty-six,  and  tlie  president  Micliael 
Koffer. 

The  "Staten  Island  Schutzen-Gorps,"  a  sporting  club  for  the 
[)rac(i('e  of  marlvsmanship,  was  formed  in  May,  1873,  ])y  F. 
Bacliniann,  George  Beclitel,  C.  Bryner,  Julius  Credo,  Louis 
Gieser,  A.  llageman,  A.  llubner,  Charles  Meorlin,  Charles 
Schafei',  Jacob  Schoen,  F.  Winsch  and  Philip  AVoKf.  Their 
headquartei's  are  at  Credo's  hotel,  where  montlily  meetings  are 
held,  and  tlieir  shooting  ground  is  at  Gebliar<ll's  parlv,.  where  a 
shooting  festival  is  annaall}'  held. 

"Atlantic  Lodge,  No.  55,"  of  the  Order  Germania,  a  mutual 
benefit  society,  was  started  March  20,  1880,  by  John  Glaser, 
Carl  Feist,  Peter  Otto,  Aug.  Tripke,  Clir.  Iletzel,  Pr.  Pankratz, 
Jak.  Scliweikert,  li.  Lemperle,  11.  Ilartmann,  A.  Giegeicli, 
John  Litzenbei'ger,  Theo.  Scliiedemantel  and  Aug.  Wolf.  Its 
pi'esideut  is  George  Ijettke. 

Tlie  "Staten  Island  Lodge,  No.  18,  Onleu  dcr  Hermanns- 
solitii',"  was  founde<l  ScpltMulx-r  !(!,  1858,  and  lias  ai  presii-nr 
twenty  mend)ers.  IJegnlar  semi-monthly  meoliiigs  are  lield  at 
No.  7  Broad  street,  Sta[)leton.  It  is  a  mutual  benefit  associa- 
tion, and  admits  both  men  and  women  to  meinl)ership. 

The  "Staten  Island  Lied(^rkranz,"  a  singing  society,  was  oi-- 
ganized  at  New  IJrigliton,  in  1882.  It  meets  weekly  at  Parabola 
hall.  The  society  now  has  forty  meml)ej's,  and  is  in  a  prosperous 
condition,    Ernst  Itaas  is  the  musical  leader. 


CHAPTER  XV. 


TRANSPORTATION  AND  TRAFFIC.

EGTNNTNG  with  tlie  time  when  the  first  settler  established 


1  J  himself  upon  tlie  island,  the  necessity  existed  for  some 
form  of  a  ferry  to  facilitate  commerce  and  travel  between  it 
and  tlie  neighboring^  settlements.  At  hrst,  of  course,  boats 
were  nsed  as  occasion  reqnired  and  means  permitted,  without 
any  attempt  at  regularity  ol  movement.  When  the  first  ferry, 
with  some  regard  for  regular  api)ointment  and  accommodation 
was  established,  we  are  nn;il)le  to  learn.  Tlie  custom  seemed 
to  grow  up  into  definite  form  so  gradually  and  imperceptibly, 
nourished  by  the  constantly  xn-essing  necessity,  that  it  is  no 
more  easy  to  say  when  the  ferry  system  began  to  exist  than  it 
is  to  say  at  what  hour  the  contents  of  an  egg  begins  to  l)e  a 
chicken. 

The  iirst  definite  statement  that  we  Inive  been  able  to  iind, 
Avith  regard  to  the  existence  of  a  ferry  between  Staten  Island 
and  New  York,  is  to  the  effect  that  such  a  ferry  was  established 
in  17.");").  Whether  any  other  had  been  in  (-)peration  ])rev'ious  to 
that  or  not  we  are  not  informed,  but  the  language  of  the  fol- 
lowing advertisement,  which  appeared  in  the  "  JYcto  York  Post 
i>V?/,"  of  November  10,  ITf);"),  leaves  room  for  the  suspicaon  that 
such  a  ferry  had  been  in  opei'ation  : 

"  Publick  Notice  is  hereby  given  to  all.  Gentlemen  Ti  avellers 
and  others,  That  Maii'imn  DiJcKKr  has  rented  the  noted  Feriy 
House  on  Staten  Island,  lately  kei)t  by  John  Watson,  where 
he  intends  to  keep  the  best  Entertainment  for  Man  and  Iloi'se, 
with  three  good  Boats  constantly  attending  said  Eerry  to  and 
from  New  York  and  Statten  Island,  in  company  with  Scotch 
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Johnny  of  said  City,  Tavern-Keeper;  as  also  a  commodious 
Stable,  with  all  kinds  of  Provinder,  for  Horses,  &c.,  near  the 
White  Hall  Slip,  where  all  Gentlemen  Ti'avellers  may  be  as- 
sured of  the  best  Entertainment  for  themselves  and  Horses  ; 
with  the  most  careful  and  expeditious  Passages  across  the  Bay, 
or  to  Long-Island  (if  required),  by  applying  to  said  Scotch 
Johnny,  near  the  \Vhite-liall  Ferry  stairs,  or  said  Ducket  on 
Staten  Island  aforesaid:  And  in  Case  a  Boat  show'd  be  wanted 
on  any  Emei'geney,  there  sliall  be  one  in  Readiness,  on  Notice 
given  to  either  of  the  Persons  above  mentioned." 

The  ''New  Yorlc  Gazette:'  of  December  13,  1750,  has  this 
item  : 

"  Capt.  Ducket,  Keeper  of  one  of  the  Ferries  from  Staten- 
Island  to  this  Place,  was  f(nind  dead  in  one  of  his  Passage 
Boats,  on  Monday  Evening  last,  soon  after  he  had  assisted  one 
of  his  Boats  to  go  from  the  Wharf  with  Passengers.  Verdict 
from  the  Jnry,  Apoplexy." 

The  following  extract  from  the  "'New  York  Gazette''  of  jNlarch 
15,  1750,  touches  the  subject  of  the  early  feri'ies  : 

"Thursday  last  about  12  (/Clock,  happen'd  a  very  melan- 
choly Accident  in  our  Bay,  when  one  of  the  Ferry  Boats  from 
Staten-lsland,  being  coming  over,  in  a  pretty  high  AVind,  witli 
13  Men  and  3  Horses  on  board,  a  rongh  Sea,  near  Oyster-Islaiul, 
overwhelmed  the  Boat,  and  she  sank  down  directly:  by  which 
Means  11  of  the  Men  and  tlie  three  Horses  were  drowned  :  As 
it  happened  to  be  just  on  the  Edge  of  the  Flats,  about  three 
Feet  of  the  Boat's  Mast  continued  above  Water  after  she  sank, 
to  which  sevei'al  ol'  the  Men  clung  for  a  considei'able  Time  : 
And  upon  its  being  discovered  from  this  City,  two  other  ]3oats 
im  mt>diatt'l y  put  olV,  wli(\  tlm'  iipwartls  of  four  ^liU's  distant 
happily  leachtMl  liieiii  'i'iine  enough  to  .save  twc^ol'  the  Men,  tlie 
rest  being  (piiti^  spent  wil  h  cohl  and  wet,  c.oiihl  nol  lioldoiit; 

 and  those  saved  were  abnost  I'eady  to  drcjp  lilve- 

wise  :  Persons  saved  were  Ca[)t.  Williams,  de- 
signed a  Battoe-Maii,  and  one  of  his  Men  :  Those  drowned  wei'e 
Thomas  IlarriscMi,  Israel  liose,  Daniel  Fling,  and  J:unes  Jones, 
designed  Battoemen  under  Cai)t.  Williams;  Mi-.  Tliomas  Alston 

of  ]laway;  Moore  ol,'  Piscatta way ;  l>enyse  A"an 

Tyle,  the  Boatman;  William  Sinall[)iei'ce,  a  Soldier  belonging 
to  Shirley's  Kegiment;  ami  three  Gientlenien  Strangers." 

The  same  paper  a  week  later  has  the  following  : 
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"  Mondiiy  Morning  Insl  \v;i,s  taken  n\)  on  I  he -Jersey  SluH'e, 
and  broii<2,Ul  into  tlie  ^Vllite  Ilall  Sli[),  (lie  Ferry-Boat  in  which 
tlie  melancholy  Accident  happened  the  Thursday  before  in  our 
]?ay.  Daniel  Fling,  one  of  the  l^attoe-Men  drowned,  was  fcjund 
in  the  Boat,  and  soon  after  buried;  and  the  Saddle-Bags  that 
\vei"e  still  in  the  Fore-Castle,  discovered  that  the  three  Strangers 
mentioned  in  our  last  to  be  likewise  drowned,  were,  ^VilIianl 
Lawrence,  of  Raway;  and  John  and  William  Miller,  of  Sotau- 
ket,  on  Long-Island." 

Besides  the  local  deinaiul  for  a  ferry  to  New  York  the  island 
at  an  early  period  became  a  part  of  a  po})ular  route  of  travel 
between  New  Yoi'k  and  Philadel[)hia.  This  route  was  by  way 
(jf  Amboy.  The  iirst  notice  of  it  that  we  have  seen  a])peared 
in  1758,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy  : 

"A  commodious  stage-boat  will  attend  at  the  City  Hall  slip, 
near  tlie  Half  iNloon  battery,  to  rticeive  goods  and  passengei's, 
on  Satui'days  ami  Wednesdays,  ami  on  Mondays  and  Thurs- 
days will  set  out  foi'  Perth  Andjoy  Ferry;  there  a  stage  wag(ju 
will  receive  them  and  set  out  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  in  the 
7ru)i'ning,  and  cari'y  them  to  Cranberry,  and  then  the  same  day, 
with  fresh  liorses  to  Burlington,  where  a  stage-boat  receives 
them,  and  immediately  set  out  for  Philadeli)hia." 

The  stage-boats  of  those  days  were  the  periauguas,  or  piro- 
gues of  the  present;  they  were  vessels  without  keels,  heavy  lee- 
hoards,  two  masts  and  two  large  sails;  the  improvement  con- 
sisted in  substituting  these  boats  for  tlie  small  sloops  used  be- 
fore. When  wind  and  weathei' pertrutted,  the  "  outside  pass- 
age" was  made — that  is,  through  tln^  Narrows  and  around  the 
eastern  side  of  Staten  Island;  at  otiier  times  they  passed 
thrcMigh  the  kills  a)\d  sound.  I'ut  iho  jinsstige  by  water  all  the 
way  was  perilous  and  le^lious,  and  it  was  soon  fouiul  I  hat  an 
inii)i'ovem(uit  couhl  1m;  ell'ected  by  bringing  in  a  sl,ig(^  route 
across  Staten  Island  as  part  of  tlie  journey.  The  establishment 
of  this  is  seen  in  the  following  announcement,  which  appeared 
in  a  newspaper  of  Januai'y  81,  1757  : 

"  Whereas  the  Sid)scriber  hath  been  instrumental  of  propa- 
gating a  Stage  between  Piiiladelphia  and  New  York,  and  by 
Experience,  hnding  some  Dilliculty  some  'I'iim^s  to  pass  by 
Water  fi'om  Andxjy  l"'en'y  to  New  York;  Notice  is  iiereby 
given,  That  a  Stage- Waggon  is  erected,  to  proceed  from  Mv. 
Isaac  Bote's,  o[>posite  to  Perth  Amboy,  on  Moiulay  the  17lh 
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Iiistiuit,  jMiiiiary,  an<l  to  pass  t liroiigli  Stateii  Island,  Load  or 
no  Load,  lo  Mr.  John  \Vatson's,  iMrs.  Ducket's,  and  Mi'.  Van- 
tile's,  and  on  Tuesday  proceed  back  to  the  aforesaid  Dole's,  and 
so  in  like  Manner  every  Day  in  tlie  Week;  when  due  Attendance 
will  be  f^iven,  and  Passengers  meet  with  tliebest  of  Usage  by  nie. 

"  Joseph  JviciiAiiDS. 

"  N.  B. — To  hinder  any  Disputes  oi'  ]leseiitnu^nts  that  nniy 
arise  liei'eafter,  I  have  thought  ht  to  inform  the  Publiclc  of  my 
Price  and  Custom;  Each  Passenger  to  pay  Three  Shillings,  be; 
lore  they  proceed  on  their  Joui'iu^y,  and  in  Proportion  foi'  othei' 
Things,  (except  Letters,  which  are  to  be  cari'ied  gratis.)  Mope- 
ing  therefore  that  all  VVell-wisliers  of  such  an  Undertaking 
will  give  me  tlie  Encoui'agenu^nt  it  deserves,  1  I'emain 

"Their  very  luunble  Servant,  J.  liicii akds." 

In  another  advertisement  of  this  Joseph  Richards  he  states 
that  his  charge  of  three  shillings  is  the  same  whetlier  passen- 
gers take  the  stage  or  leave  it  at  either  Watson's,  Sitnonson's  or 
A'antile's  lei'ries.  This  is  in  .luly,  1757,  when  Ducket's  seems 
to  be  occupied  by  Simonson.  Jiichards  also  i)ledges  himself  to 
make  good  any  dtmuigo'  caused  l)y  failing  to  take  ])assengers 
tlirough  as  he  pi'omises.  lie  adds  tliat  he  lives  near  the  middle 
of  the  island,  "a!  the  sign  of  (he  stage.-waggoii  and  horses." 
In  1701  he  was  si  ill  i-unning  the  stage,  and  in  a  newsi>ap('i' letf  ei- 
at  that  tiuje  we  have  his  statement  that  his  was  tin;  only  "  Stage- 
Waggon  "  on  the  island.  The  ferry  on  the  west  end  (d'  the  ]'oute 
was  tlien  called  ]jillo[)'s  ferry. 

Destruction  of  life  and  pro])erty  seems  to  have  been  of  qnite 
frequent  occurjeiicii  in  the  history  of  the  early  ft^i'ries.  We 
can  here  notice  Init  a  few  of  the  most  notabhi  events  of  this 
kind.  Th(^  accounl  given  bidow  is  from  a  New  Yorl;  i)a]ier  cd' 
August  J 8,  J7t');{. 

"  We  have  just  leceivi'd  the  nit'lanchol}' News  thin  hist  Night 
in  the  sudden  S<pial,  which  came  up  alxnit  Sun  Set,  Mr.  Wat- 
son's Perry  Boat  ,  going  to  Staten  Island,  was  over-set  at  a  Place 
called  Robin's  Reef,  about  two  Miles  from  the  Shore,  and  im- 
nn3<liately  surdv,  so  every  Person  on  Board  was  drowned,  ex- 
cept the  Ferry  Man,  who,  wit  h  much  Dilliculty  swam  a-shoi'e. 
The  Names  of  the  l*erst)ns  wt-  have  lieard  of,  wIkj  lost  theii' 
Lives  by  this  iTielamdioly  Event,  ani  Mr.  Robert  Kennedy,  a 
Sc(jtch  Gentleman.  .Mi'.  (Miapman,  and  Mr.  Anderson,  of  Phila- 
delphia, M.  De  koge,  of  Surinam,  and   his  Negro  lk)y,  Mr. 
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David  Gainmel,  Mrs.  ITenderton  of  this  City,  and  Mrs.  Rey- 
nolds, Wife  of  Capt.  lieynold's,  now  at  Sea." 

The  perils  of  the  passage  from  the  ''Blazing  Star"  (meaning 
tlie  sign  of  a  comet),  being  four  or  live  miles  from  the  ferry  at 
Staten  Island,  may  be  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  the  Baron 
De  Kalb,  when  he  was  a  colonel  in  January,  1708,  was  the  only 
one  of  nine  persons  crossing  in  the  scow,  who  was  not  so  frozen 
as  to  lose  life  or  limb;  some  losing  toes,  others  feet,  lingers,  etc.; 
tlie  scow  sunk  on  a  sand  island,  leaving  them  ont  all  >ti(/hL  He 
alone  would  not  go  to  the  lire  when  rescued,  but  put  his  feet 
and  legs  in  cold  icy  water,  took  some  I'efreshments,  went  to  bed, 
and  got  up  unhurt.  A  Mr.  George  died  before  they  were  re- 
lieved. 

Another  route  to  Philadelphia  was  that  which  crossed  from 
New  York  to  Panlus  hook  (Jersey  City),  where  stages  started, 
l  unning  down  to  Bergen  Point,  where  they  were  taken  across 
on  large  scows  to  the  "  Dutch  Church,"  now  Port  Ilichniond, 
whence  they  took  the  road  to  Blazing  Star,  near  Rossville,  where 
they  were  again  transported  by  scows  across  tlie  sound,  and  pur- 
sued thence  their  journey  to  Philadelphia.  Improved  accom- 
modations aTid  quicker  time  were  denumded  by  the  traveling 
public  of  those  days  as  well  as  at  thepi'esent  time,  and  t  he  am- 
bition of  those  who  served  that  jiublic  strove  to  answer  that  de- 
mand, as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  announcement.  John 
Mersereau  then  lived  at  the  new  Jilazing  Stai'. 

"  This  is  to  give  Notice  to  the  Publick,  That  the  Stage- Wag- 
gons kept  by  John  Burrowhill  in  Elm-Street  in  Philadelphia, 
and  John  Mersereax  at  the  New  J-?lazing  Stai',  near  New-York, 
intend  to  perform  the  journey  from  Philadeljdiia  to  New-York 
in  two  ila}s  also  to  continut>  so\en  Months,  \vr.  V\\  u\  the  1-itli 
of  April  (o  the  1-lth  of  Nov.  and  the  remaining  live  ^Fonths  of 
fh(^  Year  in  thive  Days — Tiu;  \Vaggous  to  b(^  ]<;ei)t  in  good 
oi'der,  and  good  Horses,  with  sober  J)rivers.  They  purpose  to 
set  olY  from  Phihadelphia  and  Powlas-IIook  on  Mondays  and 
Thursdays  punctually  at  Sunrise,  and  be  at  Prince-Town  the 
same  Nights,  and  change  Passengers,  and  return  to  New- York 
and  Philadelphia  the  following  days;  the  Passengers  are  de- 
sired to  cross  Powlas-IIook  Feri-y  the  Evening  before;  tlie 
Waggon  is  not  to  stay  after  Sunrise  ;  Price  each  Passenger 
from  Powlas-IIook  to  Prince-Town,  Ten  shillings,  from  thence 
to  Philadelphia,  Ten  shillings  als(j;  Ferriage  fee.  Three  Pence 
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each  Mile  any  Disfance  between.  Any  Gentlemen  or  Ladies 
that  wants  to  go  to  Philadelphia  can  go  in  the  stage  and  be  at 
liome  in  live  Days  and  be  two  Nights  and  one  Day  in  Pliila- 
delphia  to  do  bnsiness,  or  see  the  Market  Days.  All  Gentle- 
men, and  Ladies  who  are  pleased  to  favcnir  us  with  their  cus- 
tom, may  depend  on  due  Attendance  and  civil  Usage  by  those 
Hnnible  Servants 
"  June  23,  177(5.

The  following  noti(;es  of  ferries  and  stages  on  tlie  island 
during  the  time  of  the  revolution  will  throw  move  light  on  the 
subject  than  a  summary  of  their  contents  could,  hence  we  in- 
sert them  in  full : 

"  Staten-Lsland,  May  30,  1777. 
"Next  Tuesday  being  the  third  day  of  June  instant,  a  Stage 
will  set  off  from  tlie  x>hice  known  by  the  name  of  Doyle's 
Ferry,  rear  the  Watering  Place,  or  Staten-Islantl,  now  kept  by 
Capt.  William  Leake,  and  will  proceed  to  John  Stillwell's 
Ferry,  on  the  west  side  of  the  Island  opposite  Amboy,  and  con- 
tinue the  same  every  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Satui'day,  and 
carry  jjassengers  at  Eight  Shillings  eacli;  and  goods  as  low  as 
l)OSsible.  The  best  nsage  will  be  given,  and  gi'cat  cai'e  taken  of 
every  thing  sent  by  the  said  waggon.  The  waggon  will  set  olf 
in  the  morning  as  soon  as  passengers  ari'ive,  agreeable  to  the 
tide." 

The  following  is  fi'om  a  paiier  of  February  15,  1779  : 
"To  be  sold,  the  noted  and  very  commodious  ^''erry  known 
by  the  name  of  llyerson's  IVrr}',  at  the  east  end  of  Staten- 
island,  and  at  t lu«  tMilrance  of  tin*  Kills,  it  is  a  ph'  isant  situa- 
tion, andcomnumds  a  great  deal  of  busine.ss;  tlicrc  fs  one  hun- 
dred acres  of  good  land,  and  two  orchai'ds,  a  dwelling  house 
with  5  rooms  on  tlie  lirst  lloor,  and  4  rooms  on  the  second  storv) 
a  garret,  a  (tellar  kitchen  and  cellar,  a  well  at  the  dooi-,  two  new 
wharfs  whi(;h  form  an  exceeding  lint^  harbor  for  I'ei'ry  and  other 
boats." 

^  "  Staten  Island,  ,)an.  Jt?,  1770. 

"  CojiPLAiN'J'  having  been  made,  that  an  exorbitant  price  is 
exacted  by  the  different  proprietoi-s  of  the  Ferry  P)oats,  for  the 
fare  of  the  ])assengei's  between  this  and  New-Yoik,    It  is 
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Brigadier  Genei'al  Leslie's  oi'ders  liiat  the  boars  shall  ply  at  the 
following  })rices,  vi/,. 

Two  Sliillings  currency  ['or  each  passenger. 
(Sic)  Do    Six  Do.     Tor  each  Horse. 

"A  Boat  to  g()  od'  with  six  or  more  passengers,  and  on  coni- 
])hiint  l)eiiig  made  oL"  ncuicompliance  with  the  above  regula- 
tions, the  oll'ender  shall  forfeit  the  libert}''  of  i)lying  with  his 
boat  to  or  from  this  island. 

"  A.  Leslie,  Brig.  Gen." 

The  following  fi'agments  have  been  gleaned  from  various 
sources: 

Frederick  Simonson  owned  a  fei'ry  at  the  Narrows  in  1777, 
and  for  several  years  previous  to  that  date.  It  was  i)robal)ly 
nsed  to  cross  to  Long  Island.  No  stated  fei'ry  has  been  main- 
tained there  since  the  lirst  few  ^^ears  of  the  present  century. 

A  ferry  was  eslablished  acr(>ss  tlie  Kill  Von  Kull  from  Staten 
Island  to  Bergen  Point  in  1704.  It  was  at  the  present  site  of 
Port  Kichinond.  In  1777  it  was  known  as  Decker's  ferry;  after- 
ward it  was  called  Pyers',  and  still  later  Mersereau's. 

In  1774  the  New  Blazing  Star  ferry  was  occu[)ied  by  Reuben 
Fit/randolph.  In  the  following  year  it  was  occupied  by  John 
Mersereau.    It  was  occu[)ied  by  Francis  B.  Fitch  in  ]S'i7. 

In  1701  James  Johnston  ran  a  ferry  at  Staten  island. 

In  1702  Adoniah  Sciiuyler,  of  Elizabethtown  Point  owned  a 
ferry  toSlaU^n  Island,  log(^tlier  with  (he  load  or  causeway  fi'om 
the  sound  to  the  uplands  on  the  island.  Schuyler  died  during 
the  year  mentioned.  The  ferry  was  si)oken  of  by  a  writer  about 
177U  as  "a,  wretched,  lialf-rotten  ferry." 

The  Amboy  ferry,  sometimes  called  Doty's  and  sometimes 
Billop's,  was  kept  by  Isaac  Butler  foi-  I'orty  years  beginning 
immediately  after  the  revolution  and  extending  to  the  tinie  of 
his  death,  about  1828. 

The  ferry  at  the  Narrows  was  known  at  different  times  as 
Watson's,  DiKjket's,  Dai'by  Doyle's,  (Jole's  and  Van  Duzer's.  It 
was  known  as  Cole's  ferry  in  J 777.  In  I77r)  it  u^as  owned  l)y 
Darby  Doyle,  the  plant  in(!luding  barn,  storehouse,  barracks, 
dock,  gai'tlen  and  twenty  acres  of  land. 

'i'liere  were  two  ferries  plying  between  the  northeast  ]^art  of 
the  island  and  New  York  from  the  middle  of  the  last  (-(Mitury. 
November  10,  1755,  the  lerry  was  "continued  to  be  kei>t  by 
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Oths  Van  Tyle  at    Statteii  Island  and  Abi'aliani    Hockce  at 
Wliiteliall,"  tliey  having  three  boats  for  the  purpose. 

The  first  steam  ferry  l)Oat  running  liere  was  tlie  "  Nautilus." 
She  began  running  Novenil)er  29,  1817.  Tiie  following  an- 
nouncement was  made  in  the  newspapers  on  that  day: 

"The  new  Steani-ljoat,  intended  to  i)ly  regularly  between 
tliis  city  and  Statten-lsland,  commenced  running  this  nnjrning. 
She  is  to  start  daily  from  White-TIall  Dock,  at  the  hours  of  7, 
10,  1,  and  5.  We  understand  that  she  carries  Passengers  this 
day  without  charge." 

Ten  years  later  two  steamboats  were  in  operation  on  the 
ferries  here,  during  a  part  of  the  year  at  least.  They  were  the 
"Nautilus,"  Captain  Rol)ert  Hazard,  and  the  "Bolivar," 
Captain  Oliver  Vandei'bilt.  They  advertised  to  leave  Staten 
Island  at  7,  Sand  10  A.  M.,  and  12.80,  2.;5(),4.:JO  and  0  P.  AI. 
Returning  they  left  New  Yoi'k  at  8  and  10  A.  M.,  and  12.:^(), 
2.30,  4.80,  r).;?0  and  7  P.  M.  'i^he  fare  then  was  I2.V  cents.  During 
tlie  wintei- season  li'ips  were  not  made  so  often  and  the  faie 
was  2n  cents.  The  "  Mar(;o  I?o/zai'is  "  was  then  a  new  steam 
boat,  and  she  i)lied  between  the  city  and  tln^  ([iia  i  a  ii  t  ine 
gronnds  evei'y  two  hours. 

One  after  another  during  tlie  following  years  improvements 
were  made,  and  facilities  for  comfortable,  I'apid  and  fic(]uent 
passage  l)etween  the  island  and  llu-  city  auguiented  as  thede; 
mand  seemed  to  increas(^.  In  bSOO  the  steaimMs  Tlionias 
Hunt"  ami  "  i'^lora  "  wer(^  making  si.\'  trips  daily,  on  the 
Nortli  Shore  fei'i-y,  the  fare  being  six  (u;nls.  Poats  on  tin' 
East  Shore  feri-y  were  making  tri[)s  evei'y  hour  <lnring  t  In;  day, 
h'om  7  A.  M.  to  5  P.  M.  The  Huguenot  line  was  running  he- 
l\\(>iMi  Marinei's'  Harbor  and  New  York  four  times  a  da>\  tlh' 
boats  emitloycd  being  (he  IumI  Jacket"  and  the  "  Kill  Von 
Knll."  About  that  tinn'  the  "  Westfield,"  "Clifton,  'J'lios. 
P.  Way,"  "  Southlield,"  "  Hunchback,"  "Josephim-"  and 
"Sylph"  were  also  employed  on  tluise  ferry  lines.  Some  of 
them  wei'e  sold  to  tin?  goveiaiinent  in  ISOl,  to  !)(•  nseil  as  trans 
ports  in  tlie  vvai-. 

The  management  of  the  fei'ry  to  New  York  from  (Jastleton 
and  Northfield  had  been  nnsatisfactory  to  the  people — fare  too 
high,  boats  old  and  slow,  number  of  daily  trips  insuflicient,  of- 
ficers and  employees  rude  and  unaccommodating.  The  North 
Shore  Staten  Island  Ferry  Company  was  formed  in  the  spring 
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of  180O,  iind  obtained  it  cliiirter  as  a  stoclc  coiiipatiy.    The  peo-  ■ 

from  New  j3ri<i,litOM  to  Mai'iuei's'  llarlior  toolv  siuck  in  llie 
new  company,  and  manifested  a  lively  interest  in  its  success. 
Large  and  entlmsiastic  meetings  were  held,  thirty  thousand 
dollars  were  subscribed,  the  steamboats  ''Flora"  and  "Thomas 
Hunt"  were  purchased,  and  the  "  People's  Line  "  was  ])la('ed 
in  successful  o[)eratii)n,  with  the  fare  at  six  cents.  The  capital 
stock  was  subsequently  increased  to  sixty  thousand  dollars,  the 
luunber  of  owners  hulding  shares  l)eing  something  (jver  three 
hundred.  The  steamer  "roniona'"  was  built  for  the  route  and  was 
at  the  time  the  pritleof  the  company.  On  the  organization  of  the 
new  company  the  old  maiiagemeni  reduced  its  fare  from  twelve 
cents  to  three  cents,  Init  the  new  company  was  the  child  of  the 
people,  and  received  their  sup[)(jrt.  in  18()4  tiie  ca|)ital  stock 
was  raised  to  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

^Vitllina  few  years  [)ast  the  i»roji*ct  of  building  a  bridge  atiross 
the  sound  or  zVrthur  kill  has  l)ei'n  frequently  and  vigorc^usl^y 
agitated.  It  has  been  argued  that  such  a  bridge  was  desirable 
to  alforil  some  trunk  line  railroad  fi'om  the  south  and  west  an 
outlet  to  tide  water  in  tlie  vi(anity  of  New  York  city.  A  l)ill 
authoi'i//ing  the  construction  ol  such  a  bridge  has  repeatedly 
been  before  Congress,  and  it  is  said  that  it  has  tlie  approval  of 
the  war  department.  'I'lie  Semite  reached  a  vote  on  May  20, 
1886,  and  passed  the  bill  by  a  large  majority,  notwithstanding 
the  state  of  New  Jersey  and  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  were 
strongly  opposed  to  it. 

This  bridge  project  is  no  new  sc-heme.  As  long  ago  as  June 
10,  1812,  the  state  of  New  York,  by  its  act  of  legislatui'e,  incor- 
porated a  company  for  tlie  object  of  building  a  bi  idLie  across 
the  sound  from  New  .Kmsi'V  Io  SialiMi  Ishmd,  al  .M)mc  ;)oint  to 
be  decideil  on  l)y  commissioners  ai>i)ointed  for  tlu;  |»ur])ose. 
The  act  named  Josejjh  l*erine,  J)avid  i\[ersereau,  Ja(!ob  Ui'och- 
eron,  John  V.  1).  Ja(;obson,  Jesse  Oakley,  James  (Tui(Mi,  Sr., 
Tunis  Egbert,  John  Garrison  and  John  lliliiker.  'fhe  capital 
stock  was  to  consist  of  two  thousand  shares  of  lifty  dollars 
each,  and  the  commissioners  appointed  to  designate  the  site  of 
the  bridge  were  John  0.  Vanderveer,  William  Purman  and 
John  Lelferts,  of  the  (lounty  of  Kings,  and  Gabriel  Pui'man  and 
John  Vanderbilt,  Ji'.,  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  Y(jrk,  wlio 
were  to  act  with  an  etjual  number  to  bo  named  and  authorized 
lor  the  [)urpose  by  or  on  the  part  of  New  Jersey.    The  bridge 
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was  to  1)0  not  less  than  twentj'-six  feet  wide,  and  to  have  a  draw 
of  not  less  than  thirty  feet  over  the  sound  to  allow  the  passage 
of  vessels.  The  toll  for  the  passage  of  two  horse  pleasure  car- 
riages over  the  bridge  was  seventy-live  cents,  business  wagons 
lifty  cents,  man  on  horsebaclc  twenty-five  cents,  and  foot  i)as- 
sengers  six  cents. 

TheStaten  Island  Railroad,  extending  from  Yanderbilt's  land- 
ing to  Tottenville,  is  thirteen  miles  in  length,  and  its  original 
cost  was  about  |3U0,0()().  The  lirst  meeting  of  citizens  to  discuss 
the  practicability  o(  constructing  the  voad,  was  liidd  in  the 
village  of  ]v.ichmond,  on  the  2d  day  of  August,  iHf)!,  at  winch 
articles  of  association  were  subniitled,  discussed  and  adi>[)tt-d, 
and  tiled  in  the  i)tlice  of  tlu:'  secretary  of  state,  on  tiu'  18th  day 
of  October,  185]  .  On  that  day  an  election  was  held  for  the  lirst 
board  of  dii'ectors,  and  resulted  in  the  election  of  the  following 
gentlemen,  viz.:  Jose))h  11.  Heguine,  Joel  Wolfe,  Edwin  R. 
Beniiet,  Stephen  Seguiiui,  lleni-y  (Jole,  Henry  1.  Seanum,  ILMii  y 
Van  ITovenberg,  Peter  (J.  Oortelyou,  John  0.  Seguine,  AVilliam 
Tdtlen,  George  White,  William  King,  and  (Jorntdius  WHiiri.-. 

Josei)h  IT.  Seguine  was  ele(!ted  president,  Stephen  Seguine, 
treasui-er,  and  George  White,  secretary.  The  lirst  annual  re- 
port was  nuule  to  the  state  engineer  and  surveyor  on  the  ;>(Mh 
day  of  Septeml)er,  1852.  Numerous  obstacles  presented  tliem- 
selves  to  prevent  tlie  speedy  completion  of  the  road,  not  the 
least  of  which  was  the  difhculty  of  securing  a  right  of  wa\^  over 
the  lands  of  several  landed  pi'o[)rietois,  and  in  January,  1805, 
it  became  necessary  foi'  the  company  tc)  apjtly  to  the  legislature 
for  an  (i.xtension  of  iinu!  (o  construct  their  road.  The  lirst  re- 
ceipts from  i)assengers  W(!re  on  the  ;{2d  day  of  Api'il,  18(50, 
the  trains  running  only  a  [nirt  of  the  way,  but  on  the  2d  day  of 
June,  of  that  year,  the  fornuil  opening  of  the  road  t  >ok  place 
The  road  became  the  [(I'operty  <d"  the  Staten  Ishni  I  I'apid 
Transit  liailroad  Company,  July  81,  1884,  ami  its  destinies 
since  that  time  have  been  in  common  with  those  of  the  latter 
company. 

A  line  of  telegraph  was  erected  fi'oui  (quarantine  grcjumls 
along  the  shore  to  the  railroad,  and  then  along  the  lailroad  to 
Am  boy  in  18(;;?. 

A  horse  railroad  from  the  Nai'rows  around  the  sluo'e  to 
Mariners'  Harbor  was  proposed  in  IMovendter,  1808,  and  it  was 
then  expected  to  be  running  by  the  eai'ly  i)art  of  the  following 
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spring.  A  company  was  formed  and  a  cliarter  obfainetl,  under 
tlie  title  of  the  Staten  Island  SlK)re  Railroad  Company,  with  a 
(•ai)ital  of  $;}j(>,()()().  The  following  were  the  lirst  diie(;fors 
chosen:  Miiithoriie  Toiiijikins,  S.  15.  Coles,  Tfenry  A.  Morrison, 
CJeorge  Calliii,  Thomas  Colgaii,  .lolin  Bulling,  (Joriieliiis  Mc- 
Ardell,  Alfred  Horn])y,  Jose])h  (L  Ward,  Earl  K.  Cooley, 
John  Ellard,  P.  H.  AVard,  and  Ceorge  Sexton.  The  tirsr.  offi- 
cers were  Joseph  G.  Ward,  president;  George  Catlin,  viee- 
])resideiit;  C.  McArdell,  secretary  and  treasurer.  Wliileitwas 
in  i^rocess  of  construcition  (March,  18()4)  various  opiinons 
were  expi'essed  concerning  it,  as  to  whelher  if  would  piove  a 
benefit  oi' an  injury.  ]3iit  few  living  immedialidy  on  Ihe  line 
were  disposed  to  favor  it,  but  those  residing  off  the  street 
tlirough  whi<'h  it  was  laid  generally  advocatcil  ii.  Its  general 
patronage  by  the  people  shows  it  to  be  a  thing  of  approved 
pidilic  utilily.  It  makes  houily  trips.  Its'westei'ii  terminus  has 
not  as  yet  Ixien  cari'ied  ovei'  Ihe  causeway  to  I'ort  Kichmond. 

The  ''North  and  South  Shore  Railroad"  was  piojected  to 
run  from  Elm  Park,  in  the  town  of  Noithlield,  to  Seguine's 
l)oint,  in  the  town  of  Westfield.  The  com[)any  was  oi'ganized 
in  188:2,  witli  W.  M.  Soutter  as  ])iesident  ami  K.  Penn  Smith 
and  otiiers  as  directors.  The  route  was  surveyed  undei'  the 
direction  of  the  comi)any,  and  ground  was  I)id]vt'n  at  Ehu  Park 
on  Tuesday,  November  28,  1882. 

The  plan  of  this  road  was  to  run  from  a  point  near  the  sttnini- 
Ixjat  landing  at  El m  Park  to  Craniteville;  thence  through  the 
lands  of  .lames  T^ennett,  .lohn  Hall,  Charles  i'l  Racy,  John  M. 
Perine,  Nicholas  T).  Egbert,  Abram  P.  Tyson,  Samuel  ^Vhite, 
Isaac  W'inanl,  estate  of  ( !.  .Merrill,  James  Davidson.  .Mrs 
Thomas  LIsIn..  (^)ninlan,  Charh's  Sinioiison,  .lohn   lUake, . 

IVecker  P.  Merrill  and  .lacob  lloiisinaii,  at  IbilTs  Head,  w  here  a 
depot  was  to  be  located;  Ihence  passing  on  lliroiigh  hmds  ()f 
the  heirs  of  Joseph  Simonsoii,  deceased,  .John  IJIake,  .lolin 
Hatfield,  Mrs.  llirani  J.  Corsoir,  .lohii  II.  (^arretson,  lliiani 
J.  Corson  and  Arthur  Prall,  it  reached  Springville,  where 
another  station  was  to  be  located.  Its  course  thence 
lay  through  laiuls  of  Harriet  Whitney,  .lacob  Simonson, 
David  Simonson,  Mrs.  Daniel  Blake,  Matthias  SinH)nson,  Sam 
uel  Decker,  Barnet  Depuy,  Peter  Van  Ikiskirk,  Rich 
tourtitte  and  the  heiis  of  Harriet  Wlieatley,  at  liichmoud. 
Hei'e  the  course  of  the  road  desci'ibed  a  Inu'seshoe,  ai>proaching 
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t  lie  vill:i<;'i^  from  uiidev  tlic  hill  on  w  liicli  I  lie  old  forf  stood, 
tiii'iiin^j,"  at;  a  ])oiiil  aliout  iiiiniilcs'  walk  tVoiii  I  ll(^  cijin  t  lioiisc. 
On  this  bend  it  was  intendiul  to  locate  a  depot,  and  lliencf  a 
street  was  to  Ixi  op^Mied  t(j  t  he  villa,ii,'e.  I'^rotu  this  point  t  hi:- 
road  lay  in  the  direction  al'  (irct-n  lid^e,  thi'on^li  the  lands  of 
Cyrns  MeVeigli,  Don^lass  Tuiner,  .lames  Lake,  llcihcrt  15. 
]3re\ver,  II.  S.  Samuels,  jMary  MetcaHe,  ]3yron  11.  15eal,  the 
heirs  of  T.  C.  liciiham,  Jjawience  IT.  Cortelyon,  (T(>org(i  White, 

Mrs.  Edward  ]3ancker,  and  heirs  oi  Stuyvesant,  where  it 

crossed  the  Staten  Island  Raili'oad,  and  took  a  direci.  line  foi' 
the  shore,  ])assiiii;-  lliron^li  tin'  lands  of  .lolin  I  ^mi  [isi-y,  1!. 
Kreischer  and  Henry  T.  Nilrstoihe  farm  owned  hyihe  com- 
pany, whei-e  a  lar^e  hotel  was  intended  to  lie  hnilt  and  other 
improvements  applied  for  makin.u,'  a  seasithi  I'esort. 

Work  n})on  il  continiUMl  till  lale  in  the  snmnicrof  KS8;!,  when 
the  grading  of  the  road  was  nearly  completed,  ami  lies 

wei'e  purcha.sed  and  on  their  way  to  ihe  i-^Iand.  There  seeim^d 
to  he  sonnj  myslei'y  connected  with  llie  hnilding  of  the  road. 
Added  to  this  the  rumor  gained  circnlation  thai  llie  Standard 
Oil  Company  intemled  toei'ect  Iniildings  at  (he  lerniinns  on  the 
Perkins  farm.    The  woik  was  then  ahandoned. 

The  "  Uiclimond  OonnI  y  IJailroad"  is  a  street  railroad,  ran 
ning  from  West  ^l^■w  I  ii  igli  I  on  si  eand)oa  I  land  i  ng  I  o  ( ';isl  h'lon 
Corners.  Its  (iharh^r  was  gi'anled  liy  the  slale  legislalnre  in 
March,  ISSf),  and  work  upon  it  hegan  May  II  following.  The 
road  was  (tomplet(Ml,  and  Ihe  formal  o])ening  took  place, Inly 
18,  1885.  The  route  lies  fiom  I  he  steamhoal  landing  n[)  Hi'oad- 
way,  Castleton  avenue,  Colnmhia  sli-eel  and  Manor  road,  end- 
ing at  I'^.ckstein's  brewery.  The  liisl  direiiors  were  .lohn  Mc- 
Donald, Monroe  llcksiein.  Hiram  Hixon,  Koberl  Moore,  Clar- 
(Mice  Helalield,  II.  I>.  Leslie  ami  I';.  A.  Moore,  Thelir-I  i/IMcers 
\vei'(! :  Hiram  I  >i .\on,  j)iesi( len I ,  M oni-o(!  I'"cksl ei n,  I  re;isnrer,  and 
H.  I).  Leslie,  s(n',retary. 

The  scheme  of  coiu'eiiirating  Ihe  fei'i'y  Irallic  into  one  line  of 
boats  running  lo  one  pointon  I  he  island,  thai  poini  being  Ihe 
one  nearest  to  New  Vorkcil  v,  and  connecl  ing  w  it  h  arms  of 
railroad  which  should  reach  onl  and  deiivei'  passengers  along 
either  sliore,  was  for  some  tinu^  in  ]~ii-oce.ss  of  de\elopnienf  be- 
fore it  assumed  delinite  shaj^e  and  tangible  existeiu'e.  A  com- 
pany was  organized  in  ISSIl,  and  iin^orporaled  under  the  geiu'ral 
railroad  law  of  the  state,  having  a  oai)ital  (»f  live  hundred  ihon-

sand  dollars,  which  was  fully  paid.  Survey.s  were  then  made 
for  tlie  ])ro.spective  line  aldu^'  t he  eastern  and  northern  shores 
of  the  island.  Captain  A.  L.  King  was  for  a  lime  president  of 
the  conii)any,  l)nt  in  Setembei',  18S3,  he  resigned,  and  ,1.  l^'i'ank 
Enunons  was  elected  to  the  ])()siti<)n.  iMessrs.  (J.  T.  I)arrett, 
Horatio  Jndali'and  '1'.  (1.  A^erniilye  were  appointed  conimission- 
ers  to  a^ijiraise  the  dnniages  caused  to  land  through  which  the 
road  was  to  pass.  'J'hey  began  t heir  worlv,  in  the  lattei'part  of 
Septend)er. 

The  woi'k  of  grading  began,  and  during  the  spring  of  1884 
was  pushed  forward  with  such  energy  that  by  the  end  of  July 
the  road  was  graded  and  the  track  laid  between  Clifton  and 
Tonipkinsville.  'J'he  lirst  locomotive  and  train  passed  over  this 
section  of  the  road  on  July  31,  1884.  It  contained  the  man- 
agers and  officers  of  the  road,  a  few  invited  guests  and  several 
jiassengers  who  had  come  u^)  on  the  train  as  it  came  on  its  regu- 
lar time  from  Tottenvilh;.  With  the  caution  necessary  to  a 
tiain  for  the  lirst  time  moving  ovtn'  a  new  road,  tin.'  run  was 
made  fi'om  Vanderliilt  landing  to  the  Tonipkinsville  landing  in 
tlii'ee  and  a  half  minutes. 

The  Staten  Island  K,a[)id  Transit  Railroad  Company  now 
elfected  a  ninety-niui!  years'  lease  of  the  property  of  the  Staten 
Island  Railway,  and  under  this  arrangemeul  I  hti  raili'oad  to 
I'ottenville  and  all  its  ap})ui  tenances  became,  on  the  day  last 
mentioned  (July  ;M,  1884),  a  part  of  the  rapid  tiansit  system. 

Work  was  now  i)itshed  on  with  vigor  towaid  the  completion 
of  the  road,  many  obstatdes,  some  of  discouraging  magnitude, 
aititearing  to  im|)(Hh;  its  progress.  Over  much  (jf  its  course  the 
line  followed  the  slifue,  nnder  the  blniVs,  wliei'e  gi'ound  had  to 
be  made  up(»n  wlTudi  to  build  llie  road.  Siati?  laws  were  not 
able  to  grant  the  right  to  run  a  I'ailroad  through  the  property 
of  the  United  States;  hence  the  gi'onntls  of  the  light  house  de- 
partment Just  above  T(jm[)kinsville,  presented  a  serious  barrier. 
The  company,  however,  secured  an  act  of  congress  permitting 
them  to  push  a  tunnel  through  the  hill  a  short  distance  l)ack 
from  the  sliore.  The  grant  was  surrounded  with  restrictions 
that  made  slow  i)i'ogress  in  the  const I'uct ion  of  the  tunnel  an 
unavoidable  sequence.  The  tunnel  is  about  live  huiulred  and 
eighty-live  feet  long,  and  is  wide  enough  to  allow  the  i)assingof 
two  trains  at  once.  It  is  prot(!(;ted  by  massive  walls  of  masonry 
on  the  sides,  and  ati  arch  of  biick  two  feet  in  thickunss  over- 
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head.  The  cost  ol"  biiikliiig  it  was  iibuut  one  hundred  and 
ninety  thousand  d(jlhiis. 

xVnother  obstacle  wliich  offered  resistance  to  the  progress  of 
the  road  was  a  contest  in  litigation,  in  which  the  company  were 
involved,  in  gaining-  a  passage  across  the  cove  at  the  mouth  of 
Palmer's  run.  Another  obstacle  was  found  in  passing  across  the 
front  of  the  Sailors'  Snug  Harbor,  wliere  it  was  necessary  to 
erect  a  heavy  stone  wall  at  a  cost  of  about  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars.  But  the  projectors  of  the  enterprise  were  encouraged 
by  seeing  these  ol)Stacles,  one  after  another,  give  way  before  the 
steady  and  resolute  forces  which  they  brought  to  bear  upon 
them. 

At  St.  George,  the  northeast  i)oint  of  the  island,  an  area  of 
several  acres  of  ground  has  been  made  out  from  the  shore  to 
afford  room  for  teiininal  facilities.  Piers  have  been  erected, 
extending  some  six  hundred  feet  into  the  water,  and  terminat- 
ing in  two  large  ferry  slips.  The  expense  of  the  im[)rovements 
at  this  point,  including  piers,  ferry  houses,  depots,  and  the 
like,  is  estimated  [o  exceed  $1()(),()(K). 

Tlie  history  of  this  enterprise  would  not  I)e  fairly  stated  if 
the  fact  were  omitted  that  jNfr.  Erastus  AVimau  has  been,  from 
its  inception  to  its  consummation,  tlie  moving  ;spirit  of  the 
rapid  transit  railroad  and  ferry  scheme.  Without  cousulting 
that  gentlenum,  we  make  the  statement  here  that  the  future  of 
the  island  owes  a  lasting  debt  of  gratitude  to  him  foi-  the  per- 
severing energy  with  which  lie  has  i)ushed  forwaid  an  under- 
taking which  ]>romises  to  open  a  new  era  of  prosperity  to  the 
islaiul,  against  many  discouraging  (;ircumstances,  i)erha[)s  ru)t 
tlu!  least  of  which  has  been  the  [uejudice  witli  which  tlmse  who 
were  to  be  benelittedby  I  he  scheme  op[)osed  it.  S'lould 
modesty  of  Mr.  Wiman  censure  us  for  this  expression,  .our 
apology  is  that  the  truth  denuiiuls  it. 

The  Papid  Ti'ansit  Pailroad  was  ojjened  for  passenger  traffic 
J'Vibriiai'y  '2',i,  IHcStJ.  it  was  a  jid)i]t:'e  day  along  I  he  north 
shoi'e.  Trains  ran  as  far  as  i'^lm  Park,  making  llie  lime  be- 
tween that  point  and  the  city  thirty-nine  minutes,  instead  of 
about  an  hour  aiul  a  half,  as  had  ))een  com nu)n  under  the  old 
ferry  system.  The  usual  demonstrati(Uis  of  public;  rejoicing  wei  e 
made  in  the  display  of  the  national  coloivs  all  along  the  line, 
and  the  cheering  of  the  multitudes  who  gatheied  at  the  sta- 
tions to  greet  the  coming  of  the  trains.    The  other  wing  of  the 
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system  was  coni])]eted,  so  that  on  the  eighth  of  March  tiains 
commenced  rnnning  on  botli  the  noi'fh  and  east  sJiores  of  the 
island  from  the  ferry  at  St.  George. 

A  few  statements,  slrowing  the  magnitude  of  this  impi'ove- 
ment,  are  compiled  from  a  city  newspaper  of  the  following 
clay.  When  the  rapid  transit  scheme  was  first  agitated,  the 
ferries  made  only  twelve  trips  a  day  between  New  York  and 
Staten  Island.  Tlie  naml)er  of  trips  made  is  now  increased  to 
thirty-four.  A  decided  improvement  in  the  time  i-equiied  was 
also  apparent.  Poi't  Ricdiniontl  had  befoi'e  been  (Jiie  hour  dis- 
tant from  the  city,  with  oidy  iiourly  boats.  To-day  it  can  ))e 
reached  in  thirty-six  minutes,  and  boats  run  three  times  in  an 
hour.  The  time  to  Clifton  had  previously  been  forty-seven 
minutes.  It  was  now  reduced  to  thirty  minutes,  with  trains 
every  twenty-five  minutes. 

LiovvLs  Ilioisrnv  Mmyicu,  who  has  biieu  foi'  morci  than  thirty 
yeai's  a  iv.sidenl  of  Staten  Ishitid  and  who  is  widely  known  in 
business  and  social  ('ii'des  both  on  the  island  and  in  New  York 
city,  was  born  in  Octobei',  1815,  at  P)remen.  lie  was  the  son  of 
Theodoi'e  Mcyei',  a  [U'ominent  shi[)  owntM-  of  New  York,  wlio  at 
the  time  of  his  son's  birl  h  was  engaged  in  the  operation  of  a 
line  of  packets  between  that  city  and  Bremen.  At  the  age  of 
live  monthsMr.  Meyer  came  to  America  on  a  ship  undei'  coin- 
inand  of  (yai)tain,  afterwartl  Commodore  Peiay,  then  in  his 
father's  employ.  The  passage  was  accomplished  in  the  extra- 
ordinary sliort  ])eri()d  of  one  hundred  and  seven  days,  twenty- 
one  days  shorter  than  any  previous  voyage,  a  fact  wliich  the 
owner  at  the  time  attributed  to  r(M'kh^ss  sailing. 

Mr.  Meyer  attended  school  in  New  Yoi-k  city  till  IS-iS,  when 
he  again  cross, <d  I  he  ecean, reniaiui ng  in  I'li  emeu  I  ill  1  While 
(here  hi'  hnished  his  sludeni  life  and  siieni  s(uue  (iiut  in  an  of- 
lice  in  lhal  eily.  In  b'-ilo  he  engajM'd  inbusim^ss  in  i\e\v  \  (irk, 
remaifiingin  it  till  bSf)? -S,  undei'  the,  lirni  iniiues  of  Afeyer,  1 1 u pe- 
den  &  Co.,  Theodore  INFeyei',  Sons  &  Co.,  Meyer,  Schoene  cV Co., 
and  Meyer  &  Stucken. 

1  hiving  between  ISfiO  and  1857  sold  large  ann)Uiits  of  Ameri- 
(^an  secairilies  in  l<iUroi)ean  iriarkets  many  of  which  failed  to 
pay  interest,  Mi-.  Nfeyer  turned  his  attenti<ni  in  bS.^B  to  the  pro- 
tection of  European  friends.  Besides  bringing  numei'ous  suits 
against  rex>udiating  cities  and  counties  and  eonijxdiing  the 
same  to  resi)ect  their  creditors,  he  succeeded  in  placing  several 
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i'aili'oa<l.s  in  tlie  liands  of  receivers  and  reornaniziiiLi,-  them  after 
I'oreclosiii'e.  This  lie  did  witli  (he  Milwaukee  Mississippi, 
later  Milwaukee  &  Prairie  IJuChieu  now  owned  by  theALilwau- 
kee&  St.  Paul,  the  Pittsburgh,  Ft;.  \Vayiie  &  (Jhiea,<i,-o  Kailroad, 
now  Pittsburgh  &  Ft.  \Vayiie  liailway  Coiu|)aiiy,  and  the  Clti- 
cago  &  ]\rissisii)pi,  now  Chicago  &  Alton. 

He  also  re])resented  large  interests  in  I  he  Ohio  Central,  Scioto 
&  Hocking  Valley,  Alabanui  Tennessee  River,  Atlantic  & 
Great;  AN'^estern,  Kansas  Pacilic,  Mississi[)[)i,  Kansas  &  Texas, 
Steubeiiville  &  Indiana,  New  Orleans  &  Mobile,  antl  others,  most 
of  which  he  was  also  itisti'Uiuental  in  foreclosing  and  reorgani- 
zing. Ife  is  now  i)i'esident  of  the  Ft.  Wayne  Railway  C'oni- 
pany. 

iMr.  Meyer  was  the  organizer  of  the  Staten  Island  Savings 
Bank  and  was  foi'  ten  years  its  i)resident.  lie  takes  a  lively  in- 
terest in  all  Piclnnond  county  nnitters  and  was  foi'uierly  presi- 
dent of  the  village  of  Edgewater.  llis  residence,  of  which  this 
volume  furnishes  a  cut,  is  one  of  the  handsomest  on  Staten  Is- 
land. 

Mr.  I^leyer  is  a  j)id)lic  s[)irile(l  and  courti.'oiis  geut  hnnan.  llis 
immense  business  intei'ests  and  frequent  travels  ha\  e  briuighl 
him  a  large  acquaintance  both  in  bhiropi^  and  America,  and  In- 
is  ecpially  respected  botli  at  home  and  abroml. 

KcKSTioix  Noin'ox,  one  of  the  most  inlluential  and  success- 
ful men  identitied  with  the  vast  railroad  interests  of  iheconnti'v, 
is  the  son  of  AVilliam  Norton,  lie  was  boi'ii  at  Ivussi'H villi-, 
Kentucky,  Decendjer  1(5,  I8;!l,  and  educatiMl  in  his  native 
l)lace.  At  the  age  of  hfleen  he  entiMvd  a,  store  as  ch-rk,  receiv- 
ing a  dollar  and  a  half  pel'  week  for  his  services,  and  (iontiuned 
for  two  and  a  hall'  yeais  thus  employeil,  when  lu'  (Mubaiked  in 
biisi iiess  in  the  same  (own.  In  I  lie  fal I  of  1  S.M ,  ha \  i iig  si ild  his 
interest  to  a  [)artner,  he  remo\  ('d  lo  I'aducali,  KiMiLUck}',  ami 
joined  his  brother,  ^\^  l'\  Norton,  who  had  been  for  lifieeii 
years  a  nier(;hant  at  this  i)oinl,  in  mercanlile  veuluies.  In  IS.l'i 
Ml.  Norton  purchased  the  interest  of  his  brother,  -'ud  continued 
with  success  until  1854,  when  the  Illinois  (.^Mitral  Railroad  hav- 
ing completed  its  line  to  Cairo,  began  the  const  i  iicl  ion  of  a  line 
to  Chicago,  which  was  linislied  a  year  later.  lla\  ing  etl'ected 
an  advantageous  contract  with  this  road,  Afr.  Norton  removed 
to  Cairo  as  the  receivingand  forwai'ding  agent  for  all  its  freight. 
An  excellent  oll'er  for  the  business  anil  good  will   Ihus  well  es- 
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tiibli.slied  induced  liini  to  sell,  and  again  he  made  Paducali  liis 
residence,  engaging  wirli  his  lirother  in  the  banking  business, 
under  the  firm  name  (jf  Xoi'ton  ]3rorheis.  Early  in  KSCi-t  he  re- 
moved to  New  York,  established  tlie  l)aid\ing  and  commission 
house  of  Norton,  Slaughter  &  Co.,  and  latej'  that  of  Kx.  Nor- 
ton &  Co.,  of  which  he  is  sole  i)artner.  In  18(58  .\[r.  Noi'ton 
l)ur(^hased  the  Paducah  (\\[\(  Kailroad,  afterward  consoli- 
dated with  the  jMississi])pi  River  Ivailroad,  the  two  forming  the 
Paducah  &  jNlempliis  Railroad,  of  which  he  becanin  })resident. 
Tie  also  })ai-fici|)ated  actively  in  the  construction  of  llie  I'iliza- 
bethtown  &  Paducah  Jiailroad,  these  two  roads  (Paducah  iVr 
Memphis  and  Klizabethtown  Paducah)  now  forming  the 
Chesapeake,  Ohio  A:  Southwestern  Kaili'oad. 

In  1884  it  was  discovered  that  a  large  amount  of  the  funds  of 
the  Lonisville  &  Nashville  Paili'oad  Company  had  l)een  lost  in 
s])(M'ulation  and  mismanagcnKMit  and  a  coiisidi^.rable  lion  ling 
debt  crcalcil.  'I'Ik^  crcilii  of  ilic  company  was  iinpaircil,  ami 
gi'ave  doubts  entcrtaimjd  as  to  tlie  [)ossibility  of  its  r(-scut^  from 
baids;ruptcy.  A  lai'ge  majfjrity  of  the  stock  was  held  in  IOui'o]n% 
:ind  the  foreign  stockholders,  on  discovei'ing  the  irrcguhiiit  ies 
in  1884,  sent  an  agent  to  the  Uidted  States  to  reorgani/e  the 
company.  Many  of  the  directors  i-esigned,  the  boai'd  was  re- 
organized, and  Mr.  Noilon  asked  to  become  one  of  its  nmmbei's. 
lie  remained  a  director  until  the  annual  mi^eting  in  Octoltcr, 
1884,  was  then  elected  vice-president,  and  assumed  cliai'gn  of- 
the  company's  hnances.  Less  expensive  oflices  in  New  Yoik 
city  were  secnrcd,  and  an  economical  management  of  nlVairs  in- 
auguraled,  thus  saving  forty  tliousand  dollars  ])er  annum  in 
the  New  York  otiice.  As  a,  result,  conlidence  was  restortnl,  and 
the  credit  of  t  lu' comiKi n_\' grca  1 1_\'  impro\  t'il,  the  bcui'iicial  re- 
sult lu'ing  ajipai'iMit  on  I  lie  whole  system.  In  ISSii  Mi.  Norton 
was  elected  president  of  llie  Louisville  <Kr  Nashville  R  iilroad, 
which,  by  lease  and  ow  nershii),  controls  nearly  four  thousand 
miles  of  road  running  through  Illinois,  Kent ucky,  Tennessee, 
Alabama,  M ississi [)pi,  Louisiana,  (reorgia  and  I'^lorida,  ami  is 
one  of  the  most  ini}tortant  of  t he  gi'eat  railroad  systems  of  the 
country,  'fhe  remarkable  business  qualities  which  Mr.  iVorton 
possesses,  embracing  sound  and  unerring  judgment,  keen  in- 
sight, and  a  lirm  and  compreliensive  grasp  of  the  details  of  an 
enterprise,  have  all  been  bi'ought  to  bear  in  his  managemeiil  of 
tills  railroad,  and  ])laced  it  again  on  a  solid  linancial  basis. 
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Since  Mr.  Norton's  veMuovnl  to  Stnten  Island,  in  ISG7,  he  has 
ideiitiliecl  himself  wirh  ifs  leading  inferesrs.  Ilt^  is  a  diiector 
in  tlie  Slaten  Island  Savings  ]3ank  and  the  Staten  Island  I'^irst 
National  Bank,  and  was  one  of  the  lirst  inc.(ji'[)oraloi-s  and  a  di- 
rector in  the  Statin  Island  Rapid  Transit  iiailroad.  His  inter- 
est in  the  canse  of  edncation  is  evinced  in  the  aid  he  extended 
to  the  IJrigliton  Heights  Seminary  I'or  Yonng  Ladies  and  the 
St.  Anstin's  School  for  l^oys,  of  both  of  which  organizations  he 
is  president.  Mr.  Norton  is  manied  to  Lncy  M.,  daugliter  of 
Mrs.  jMary  Peyton  Moore,  of  Ilopkinsville,  Kentn(;ky. 

Sru  RoDKincK  Wir,LTAA[  ('ameuon"  was  horn  at  Glen-Nevis, 
Canada,  on  the  'i.'jth  of  ,1  idy,  lS-i.1,  and  was  educated  at  1  he  disi  I'ict 
schools  of  (loi'iiwall  and  i\ingsron,  and  nndei'  the  late  Dr.  John 
Rae  as  private  lutoi'.  iLis  yonth  having  bei^n  passed  in  (!ana(hi, 
he  came  to  New  York  in  JiSr)2  wdth  tlu!  intention  (d'  lairing 
I'lassage  for  Australia.  \Visr'r  counsels  ])revailed  and  he  was 
induced  to  invest  his  small  caj>ital  in  the  chai'ter  (d'  the  ship 
"  Revenne,"  which,  under  I  he  guidance  ol  his  broker,  the  late 
,)(diii  Ogden,  was  (lisj)al ('heil  in  June,  18r)'2,  as  tlie  pioneer  of 
the  line  that  has  existe'd  since  that  date.  Tln^  business  of  this 
line  has  now  grown  to  large  projx)!'! ions,  the  tonnage  e!ni»loyed 
in  the  direct  trade  between  New  York  and  the  Australasian 
colonies  dnring  the  past  year  being  not  less  than  one  hundred 
and  thirty  thoiisaml  ca])acity,  cariying  American  productions 
solely,  of  several  millions  in  value.  Mr.  Cameron  represented 
the  <!ol()ny  of  New  South  Wales  as  cominissioiu^r  at  the  ceii 
tennial  exhibition  of  JS70,  alsf)  acted  as  honorary  commissioner 
at  the  Paris  exi)osition  in  l<S78,  and  passed  a  year  in  Australia 
repr(\sen ting  the  Doiinidon  of  Canada  at  the  exhibitif)ns  of 
Melbourne  and  Sydney  in  ISSO  and  ISSI.  (hi  his  return  he 
jirepared  a  ri^port  on  liu'  trade  relations  between  the  continents 
(d'  .\uslralia  and  ^Vnu'iica,  which  was  [)ublished  ;in  .-nipeiidix 
to  the  I'eport  of  the  minister  of  agri<'idture  in  bSSI,  and  largely 
(pioted  from  by  the  pi-ess  of  Canada  and  by  those  iiitei'ested 
in  the  sid)ject  of  which  it  triiats. 

For  his  valmible  services  in  ])ronioting  tradi-;  r(dations  be- 
tween Canada  and  the  Australasian  colotues,  the  honoi'  of 
knightliood  was  in  1881?,  (-oid'erred  uixni  him  l)y  her  majesty 
Queen  \'ictoria. 

The  sidjject  of  this  biographical  sketch  is  an  enthusiastic 
sjiortsman,  and  in  his  eJforts  to  improve  the  thoroughbred 
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hovse  lias  acconiplislied  more  than  any  other  breeder  of  tlie 
Itei'iocl.  Tie  in  J8(il  liecanie  llip  piircliaser  of  Oli t'ton- Berley, 
sul)se(|iieiitly  tlie  Jiome  of  tli(;  ini[)<)rt<Ml  stallions  Leaiiiiii^'ton, 
AV'ariniiisler,  (rlen  Atliol,  Ihirl  in^toii,  etc.,  while  siieli  fanions 
thoronghhi'eds  as  (ih-iifig,  lid'oi'in,  Fnvei'ary  and  otliei's  were 
bred  tliere  dnring  I  he  jieriod  (d'  the  renowned  Ciirton  stnd. 
Tlie  proi>erty  consists  of  about  three  hundred  acres  nnder  the 
liig-liest  cultivation,  surpassing-  in  the  beauty  of  lis  jiaik  like 
scenery  anything-  to  be  found  on  the  island.  I'^roni  1  he  mansion  on 
the  central  inll,l)uilt  of  stone,  l)rickand  wood,  in  the  (.^)ueen  Anne 
style  of  aichitecture,  with  ample  halls  and  stately  rooms,  down 
the  slopes  of  the  shrubberied  lawn,  aca-oss  the  rich  meadows  and 
broad  lields  to  the  sea,  the  prospect  is  wide  and  bcaiiliful  be- 
yond desci'i})tion.  Sui'ely  art  has  here  vied  with  natuie  in  her 
lich  contributi(jns  to  this  charming  spot. 

Sir  Iloderi(dv  is  not  the  lirst  of  his  family  uix^n  whom  the 
honor  of  knighthood  has  been  conferred.  One  of  his  maternal 
ancestors.  Sir  Rodeiick  Macloud,  was  knighted  in  the  early 
part  of  the  seventeentli  century,  and  known  as  "  Sir  liory 
More  of  that  Ilk  in  Skye."  The  family  were  settled  in  Lochaber 
and  Skye  from  time  immemorial,  and  a  family  tree  examined 
by  tlie  editor  traces  the  genealogy  from  1:M2,  and  recalls  an 
ancestry  of  which  any  family  may  be  proud.  Malc(jlm,  son 
of  Taromade,  was  granted  a  charter  by  King  J^avid  second,  in 
the  year  IM'2  of  part  of  Gflenelg  (see  record  called  the  Black 
Book,  folio  2,  register  oflice,  Edinburgh). 

The  progenitor  of  the  branch  of  the  Cameron  family  to  wliicli 
Sir  Roderick  belongs  was  Donald  Cameron,  of  Glen-Nevis,  who, 
according  to  tradilicji,  secured  the  lands  of  Morsheirlich  from 
Tiochiel.  'Vhi)  lirst  (4  whom  there  is  authentic  recoi'd  is  Ale.\- 
ander  Caiuiu-on,  born  at  (vh^imoriston,  Invcrness  shir  \  in  1  Tl?'J, 
who  emigi'alccl  (o  tin;  ('olony  of  N(!w  York  before  and 
ultimately  settled  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  fie  married. 
Margaret  Macdonell,  of  Glengarry,  about  17n(»,  and  had  chil- 
dren, Duncan  and  one  daughter.  Duncan  Cameron,  born  in 
1764,  was  one  of  the  founders  in  the  last  century  of  the  North- 
west Fur  'i'rading  Com])any,  afterward  merged  into  the  Hudson 
Bay  (Company,  a  member  of  })arliament  and  an  inllueiitial  citizen. 
He  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Cai)tain  William  Macleod, 
and  had  tiiree  sons,  Duncan,  Alexander  Duncan  and  Boilei'ick 
William,  the  subject  of  this  biography.    The  latter  married  in 
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JSOO,  Anne  l^'h'iiiiii^-,  (hiu^litei'  of  MiitliMii  Ijcavciiwori li,  (>[ 
Pui'ilnii  (l('S(u'n(,  and  Alice  .loliiisloiH!,  daiiulilcr  of  aScniiisli 
gHiitleiiiaii.  Mrs.  Cameioii  dir'd  July  2,  J870.  'I'licii'  cliildivu 
ai'e:  Dinicaii  I'hveii,  Jfodci  ick  iNTacleod,  Alice  Jjeavcii \\  i )i  t  li 
(deceased),  IVfai'^ai'et  Sijlina  l^^i'iie,  Catherine  Nathalie,  Anne 
Flennni:,-  ami  Isalxdhi  l)(;rolhea,  all  hut  Alice  haxiuL;,'  hecu 
l)uin  at  (ilil'ton.  ])nncan  I'iWeu  and  ]l()(h:!rick  Macleod  t^njoy 
the  ^reat  priv  ilei^e  of  Anuirican  cil  izenship.  May  they  li'M  he 
pi'ogeiii  tois  of  future  <.;'enei-al  ions  as  loyal  to  the  ,ij,rear,  i'c|iulili(; 
as  vvei'e  tlieii-  forefathers  to  the  land  of  I  heir  birth. 

John  l^'itA N'K  Emmons,  well  known  in  Richiuf^nd  county  as 
president  (d'  IheStaten  Tsland  ]la[)id  Transit  Ivailroad  (Joni- 
■l)any,  and  onti  of  the  nujsi  active  and  enei'^etic  business 
men  on  the  island,  was  born  in  Boston,  Ai»ril  'it!,  1830.  Ilis 
father,  iMr.  Jolni  J^.  Eniinons,  a  prominent,  Jjoston  merchant, 
nuirried  Miss  Cat  liai  ine  1  )iaper  Vose,  and  of  theii-  four  chil- 
dren, Fiank,  as  he  is  commcjidy  known,  is  the  eldest.  He  re- 
ceived his  education  at  the  pilvate  school  condiu-ted  by  Mr. 
Adams,  wliich  he  left  at  the  age  of  sixteen  to  enter  the  stoi'e  of 
Ills  fathe)'.  Here  by  his  industry  as  a  clerk  he  won  for  himself 
a  partnershi])  in  tlie  firm  cd'  J.  L.  Em)ru)ns  (.'o.,  wliich  for 
many  years  cai  i  ied  on  an  e.\:i<Misive  business  in  t  he  wholesale 
gi'ocei'V  line.  Drawn  by  the  life  and  business  prominence  of 
the  nu't ro]~»olis,  Mr.  Emmons  in  18(30  gave  up  his  interest  in 
that  lirm  aiul  I'emoved  to  New  York  city,  wheie  he  secured  a 
partnei'ship  in  the  lirm  of  Cleorge  E.  Cook  Ar  ('o.,  dt^ah'rs  in 
miscellaneous  securities.  In  1878  lie  severed  his  connection 
with  the  lioust?  just  mentif>ned  ami  accei)ted  the  m(Mid)eiship  in 
the  banking  lii'in  (d'  II.  L.  llort(m  it  ('<>.  which  he  si  ill  ictains. 

Mr.  Emmons  is  characterized  l)y  (;iuickness  and  decision.  In 
the  "Stock  ivxchange,"  of  which  he  is  a  menduv,  and  in  liiian- 
cial  circles  gem'rally,  his  advice  and  judgnu'iii  are  widely 
sough t  and  accepted.  His  connection  with  the  Ka[)id  Transit 
Uailrcnid  Company  and  his  constant  and  daily  presence  in  tlie 
most  exciting  and  busiest  hnancial  centei-  of  the  world  tend 
constantly  toward  l)ringing  him  into  notice  and  give  liim  an 
intimate  ac([uaintance  with  all  that  is  of  value  in  modern  hnan- 

ciel'illg. 

Since  his  removal  to  Stideii  Island  in  1800  he  has  interested 
himself  in  the  introduction  and  maintenaiu'e  (d'  (he  picsi'iil 
water  supply  and  in  the  building  and  impio\ement  of  the 
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scliools  and  educational  institutions  of  tlie  island.  He  was  also 
proniijient  in  the  establislitnent  of  the  recently  or.ii'ani/ed  "First 
National  l^ank  of  Staten  Island."  Mr.  iMiimotis  hnilt  the  lii'st 
sewer  for  draina<i;e  jnii^poses  in  the  village  of  New  JJi'ighton, 
and  soon  after  (he  ()r,t;anizat ion  of  the  board  of  health  of  that 
village  was  chosen  a  nierid)er,  acting'  as  its  president  till  l!S80, 
when  he  removed  to  Clifton,  in  June  of  the  same  year  in 
which  he  came  to  Staten  Island,  lie  married  Miss  Mary  Win- 
tlirop  Cook.

Though  he  has  interested  himself  in  politics  he  has 
never  lield  ])olitical  ollice  and  he  owes  no  allegiauce  to  any 
party,  though  lie  leans  towai'd  r('[)nbli(!anisin.  During  j)or- 
tions  of  18fi!5-()-l  i\rr.  l*aun\oiis  served  as  li(Mit('uant  of  "Compau_y 
h],  Forty-lil'th  Massachusetls  [iifaiilry,"  then  uiidei'  command 
of  (general  Foster  in  NfU'th  Carolina.  He  still  retains  his  in- 
terest in  military  affairs  and  is  a  member  of  the  "  Loyal 
Legion."  His  residence  on  Staten  Island  has  contributed  in 
many  ways  to  its  prosperity,  and  his  connection  with  the 
pro(niring  of  ia])id  transit  for  Richmond  county  has  earned 
him  a  place  in  its  hisioi'y. 

1Iai{KV  L.  Jioinoiv,  foi  iiierly  i)resident  of  the  village  of  New 
Brighton,  and  for  many  yeais  one  of  Staten  Island's  most  ag- 
gressive citizens,  was  boi'u  in  J*)radford  county,  Penn.,  July  17, 
18B2.  His  youth  gave  promise  of  more  than  average  business 
capacitj'^,  and  at  the  age  of  17  he  l(4't  his  father's  farm  to  en- 
gage as  clerk  in  a  mercantile  concern  at  Towauda,  in  his  native 
state,  Hei'(\  by  faithfulness  to  their  intei'ests,  he  won  the  eon- 
lidence  of  his  emi)K)yers,  and  devetoi)ed  many  of  the  si-^i  liiig 
qualities  which  have  rendere(l  his  subsequent  business  cau'er  a 
success.

conducted  by  his  I'athei',  li;aving  it  iu  his  lil'teenth  year  Jor 
New  York  city.  Since  that  time  his  life  has  been  a  busy  one 
and  has  been  att(^nded  by  a  variety  of  fortune  in  whicli  he 
has  gained  a  vast  aniouut  of  i>iactical  ex[)ei'ience.  xVfter  a  few 
yeai's  S])ent  in  gainiiiii,- a  fuolhold  in  the  business  worhl,  dui-ing 
which  he  tra\'eled  in  various  intei'ests  through  (ivery  slate  and 
territory  in  the  Ifnion,  he  embarked  in  tlie  general  contract 
business  which  he  still  continues. 

The  ninnerous  and  extfusive  oi)erations  whicdi  Barnes  has 
cai'ried  on  have  made  him  a  v/ell  ]s.nown  man  in  busiiu^ss  and 
iinan<'ia]  circles,  not  oidy  in  New  York  city  but  throughout  the 
wliole  country.  Among  his  works  ai'e  many  of  the  piers  and 
bulkheads  at  Constable's  hook,  the  South  Penn  liailroad,  and 
the  Wheeling  &  Ilarrisburg  Railway  of  West  Virginia.  He  pro- 
cni'ed  the  local,  state  and  government  franchises  for  the  bridge 
over  the  Ohio,  at  Wheeling,  now  in  course  of  construction,  and 
is  at  pi'esent  engaged  in  the  erection  of  extensive  stock  yards 
at  St.  Louis,  to  be  opened  in  connection  with  the  Belt  Line 
Ivaili'oad  of  that  city.  lie  also  has  uruler  way  ii  pioject  for 
illununating  the  streets  and  buildings  on  the  iiorth  and  south 
shores  of  Stuten  Island  with  iiu;andescent  electi'ic  lights,  which 
it  is  hoped  will  be  in  operation  by  the  time  this  book  is  }Mib- 
lislied. 

Tn  1876,  four  years  after  liis  reinoval  to  Staten  Island,  Mr. 
Barnes  procured  the  sale  of  the  Gai-ner  ferry  to  Mv.  Starin,  and 
thus  secured  for  Richmond  county  its  first  comfortable  means  of 
communication  with  New  York  city,  which,  together  with  re- 
cent developments  in  rapid  transit,  have  been  of  so  much  benelit 
to  its  peoi)le.  ll<^  has  since  secured  a  large  anu)un;  of  leal 
estate  on  the  islami  consisting  mostly  of  water  front. 

In  pei'son  Mr.  ]3arnes  is  tall  and  portly,  with  features  well 
defined,  indi(;ating  the  thorough  man  of  affairs.  The  laige  ex- 
peiience  he  has  enjoyed  enables  him  to  arrive  at  coiudusions 
rapidly,  and  these  are  seldom  found  to  be  at  fault.  I^'ew  per- 
sons who  ai)proac!i  him  fail  to  notice  liis  i-are  conversational 
ability  or  to  be  struck  by  the  facility  witli  which  he  decides  on 
the  practicability  or  inipossibility  of  the  projects  submitted  to 
his  judgment,  lie  is  also  possessed  of  a  most  retentive  imunory. 
Persons  come  constantly  to  his  office  with  schemes,  the  scenes 
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of  wliicli  ai'(^  localed.  in  all  j^arts  ol'  the  couiUi-y  and  eveii  of  flie 
world,  a/id  Iio  decides  on  fliern  imiiiediately,  (tailing-  U[)oii  his 
p;ist  readiiii!,' or  (experience  for  a  knowledge  (d"  the  locality  in 
which  tliey  are  situated. 

Mr.  Barnes'  jj,'enial  nature,  thei^i'eat  advantag<;  he  has  derived 
fi'oni  intimacy  with  the  most  eiiteri)rising  men  (jf  the  limes,  and 
tlie  constant  liberality  he  displays  in  all  worthy  causes  have 
made  him  a,  power  in  the  social  life  of  the  community,  esi)ecially 
amonsi,-  the  young'er  peoide. 

OuLANDo  A.  W^ooD,  who  is  ol  Scotch  ancestry,  was  horn  Jan- 
nary  'AO,  180;?,  in  'i'olland  county,  C'()nn.  After  a  ptMiodof  early 
youth  spent  in  study  In;,  at  the  aij,'e  of  ninetmjn,  r<Mnoved  to  Sa- 
vannah, (la.,  and  en,i;aL!,('d  in  the  shi[i  chandleiy  and  ^rocei'y 
l)usiness.  lie  found  a  congenial  lield  in  the  South  and  re- 
nnnned  until  ISHS,  when,  delernnning  to  i-etire  from  commercial 
life,  he  disposed  of  his  interest,  ret  uriu'd  to  the  nort  li  and  hicated 
on  Staten  Island,  wln^re  he  [)urcliased  a  desirable  site  with  at- 
tractive snrrouiidings,  rtdjuilt  the  residence  and  has  since  leil 
tln3  life  of  a  I'etin'd  Gentlemen.  In  J8;54  he  abandontMl  business

INDUSTRIES.

DURING  tlie  first  ceiiruiy  and  a  luilf  wliicli  followed  the 
settleineiif  of  the  island  lliii  leading-  pui'suit  of  its  inliab. 
itaiits  was  agriciiltiii'e.  The  fisheries  ahout  the  shores  assumed 
a  rank  of  considerable  irnportaiife.  Shipbuildino;  grew  to  l)e 
worthy  Of  some  note,  and  maiiu  facturing  tlien  came  in  for  its 
share  of  attention.  Since  the  introduction  of  steam  ferryboats 
the  latter  industry  has  greatly  increased,  'i'he  manufacture  of 
various  earthen  products,  beer  and  dyeing  processes  are  largely 
carried  on. 

The  latest  agricultui-al  census  shows  the  following  figures: 
the  annual  product  was  IT.l  l)ushels  buckwheat;  40,43:3  Ijushels 
Indian  coi'ii;  17,358  bushels  oats;  2,4t>()  ))usliels  rye;  2, 'JOG  bushels 
wheat;  ij;r),210  value  of  orclmrd  ])roducts;  0,3'Jl  tons  of  hay;  29,0(52 
bushels  Irish  potatoes;  2,72r)  busliels  swiMi-t  potatoes;  272])ounds 
wool;  I S(!,  i:!',i  gallons  milk;  r)l,0SS  pounds  butler;  and  i,(H)() 
|)ou nds  cheese.  'I'here  weie  on  farms  7^1  iiorses;  20  iiMil''s;  r)4 
working  o.\en;  DO!  milch  cows;  541  other  catth;;  4U  sheep  and 
023  swine. 

There  was  once  considerable  activity  in  shi[>building.  lit  the 
early  yeai's  of  the  settlement  there  were  but  few  sh\\)  cai'penters 
here.  Snuill  vessels  were  in  constant  demand,  but  facilities 
were  not  at  hand  f(jr  constructing  them.  Such  work  was  done 
at  the  city,  l^ut  during  the  last  century  the  practicu-  of  luiild- 
ing  on  the  shores  of  the  island  grew.  Oalc  and  chestnut  were 
plentiful  and  woi'kmen  could  live  here  cheaper  than  in  the  city. 
AVe  have  little  data  U[>on  which  to  found  any  statement  as  to 
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the  extent  to  wliicli  tlic  industry  jirevailed.  A  iie\\s])ai)('r  ol' 
June  ],  'J77r),  contains  an  item  to  tlui  eU'ect  that  a  slii[)  df  -j-io 
tons  burthen  luid  just  been  hiunclied  I'roin  the  yard  of  Mr. 
llicliard  I^awience.  The  ship  was  named  Patty,"  was  built 
i'or  Messrs.  lJuchanan,  and  was  to  be  conimanded  by  Capt. 
Alexander  Mar(|nis. 

l)urin<i,-  the  present  century  sonn^thing'  has  been  done.  A  few 
vessels  were  built  before  18G1;  l)uL  tind)er  is  now  scnu'ce  and 
dear,  and  building  is  nearly  gone.  There  are  three  yards  (in 
the  northern  ])art  of  the  island,  all  of  which  are  kept  alive  by 
repair  work.  At  one  of  them,  in  Stapleton,  a  large  marine  rail- 
way was  constructed  in  I8S()  foi-  future  use.  On  tiie  sduthern 
end  of  the  island,  at  Tottenville,  there  are  eight  ship-yards, 
each  of  which  does  repairing  and  some  building.  There  are 
eight  marine  ]'ailways  in  these  yards,  all  worked  l>y  horse-powei', 
which  take  out  from  four  to  live  hundred  small  vessels  yearly  for 
painting,  caulking,  and  repairing.  This  being  a  fishing  kicality, 
with  the  coal  depots  of  New  Jersey  near,  the  Avork  is  largely 
from  sTuacks,  tugs,  coal  barges  and  oyster  boats.  The  new 
work  is  chielly  in  the  wny  of  steam  tugs  and  pr(j])ellei'  yachts. 

Mr.  dames  M.  Rutaii,  who  (;ariii's  on  the  shi[tbuilding  l)usi- 
ness  at  Tott(Miville,  rejireseiits  a  family  that  has  long  been 
identilied  with  this  industry.  Ifis  graiulfather,  Ifenry  Wutan, 
came  fi'om  Fi'ance  in  1770,  and  afterward  settled  in  Belleville, 
N.  .1.  Thence  his  son,  ]I.  S.  liutaii,  father  of  James,  moved  to 
Staten  Island  in  IHO'J,  and  engaged  in  shi[)building  for  the  Se- 
guine  fannly.  Jn  ]H"2u  he  I'emoved  to  Rossville,  and  there  en- 
gaged in  the  same  business.  Tie  died  in  August,  1833,  since 
which  time  the  business  has  been  cari-ied  on  by  his  sdu,  James 
M.  IJulan,  now  located  at  Tottenville. 

Another  branch  of  busiuess  is  that  pui'sued  by  ili(>  CoasL 
Wrecking  Company.  This  company  has  a  yard  ;ind  a  wharf 
on  the  northeast  shore  of  t  he  island,  a nd  engages  in  t  lie  s[)e- 
cially  of  saving  vessels  that  are  wnicked  on  the  (^oast,  or  have 
])een  sunk  by  collision,  or  otherwise,  in  and  around  New  York 
harbor.  It  owns  1  wo  steamers  and  two  schooners,  and  em[)loys 
from  sixty  to  one  hundn^l  and  ten  men.  An  idea  (d"  llu^  nature 
of  its  work  may  be  gaim;d  from  the  re[)ort  of  its  o[)erations  in 
tlie  census  year,  1880.  Tiie  company's  submarine  divers  exam- 
ined the  bottoms  of  live  shi[)s,  pumped  out  four  ships,  and 
strippetl  the  hulls  or  saved  the  cargoes  of  twelve  large  vessels 
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that  had  been  driven  a.sliore.  Tt  raised  one  steamer,  one  schooner 
and  one  bark,  whicli  had  sunk  in  the  harbor,  and  rescued  the 
following  stranded  property:  two  schooners,  tlirce  tugs,  one 
ship,  six  ])arks,  and  three  steaniei'S.  For  doing  this  work  the 
company  received  from  ten  to  lifty  per  cent,  of  the  value  of 
property  saved,  but  even  then  it  is  said  its  W(jrk  was  conducted 
at  a  h)ss. 

The  extent  of  the  shi[)))uilding  in  this  county  for  thn  census 
year  is  shown  in  the  following  ligures  :  there  were  thirteen  new 
vessels  built  ;  their  total  tonnage  was  one  tliousand  live  hun- 
dred and  eighty-two;  their  value  one  liundi'ed  thousand 
dr)llars  ;  tw(dv(;  boats  built  were  valued  at  one  tluMisand  four 
hundred  dollars  ;  the  value  el'  n^pairiug  ([owe  auioiiiitcHl  to 
eighty-seven  thousand  IVjur  hundred  dollars  ;  making  an  aggre- 
gate of  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  thousand  eiglii  liiimlit'fl 
dollai's  as  the  gross  prodiuM  of  the  industry  in  this  eouiil y  loj' 
that  yeai'.  During  the  two  years  rolhjwiiig  the  industry  was 
reported  to  be  quite  brisk  at  'i'ol  tenville  and  Rossville.

The  Staten  Island  Dry  Doc^k  Storage  and  f ni])i'ovement  Com- 
pany was  incorpoi-ated  .\])ril  IS,  ISS."),  for  the  [tiirpose  of  dock- 
ing, loading  and  unloailiiig,  raising,  building  and  re[iairiiig 
vessels,  storing  cai'goes,  and  carrying  on  the  geniM'al  husiuess 
of  a  di'V-deck  and  waieliouse  company,  and  its  o|>ei'ali(tiis  were 
to  be  caiaied  on  joinlly  in  Kichnmiid  and  Rings  con  n  i  ics.  The 
li'uslees  of  the  i ncor[ioi;i t ion  wei'e  :  Chaunt'ey  Siillnnn.  W'anen 
J3eman,  ,b)siah  b.  Chapin,  (Jeorgii  Leeds  and  iMoutgomery 
(Jueen.  TIk^  capital  stnck  of  the  c(un])any  was  liniil(Ml  to  two 
ndlHon  dollars,  ami  (he  term  of  its  pro])osed  e.vislence  was  hl'ty 
years. 

Among  the  richt;s  of  a  new  country  enunu^raied  to  thi^uld 
world  by  discoverers,  the  pi'oducts  of  the  sea  always  have  ludd 
a  pronnnent  place.  The  iishes  of  these  waters  attracted  I  Ik?  at- 
tention of  the  earliest  voyagei's  in  a  marked  degree,  and  the 
mollusks  (a  part  of  them,  in  popular  estimation)  were  not  neg- 
lected.   The  explorers  and  colonists  were  saved  any  triudde 
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ill  the  matter  of  di.scovei'ing  these  l)e(l.s,  for  the  Tiulhms  were  in 
the  habit  of  gatliering  clams  and  oysters  at  all  [uacticable  sea- 
sons, and  depended  upon  them  largely  for  tluiir  food. 

In  1021  "  very  lai'ge  oisters  "  were  too  common  atNieiiw  Am- 
sterdam to  find  a  market,  everybody  being  aide  tosup})ly  them- 
s(dves  withont  ('harg<\  A  few  years  later  (l()7i)  Ai'noldus  ]\lon- 
tanus  ,s})eaks  of  "oysters,  some  a  foot  long,  containing  pearls, 
l)ut  few  of  a  blown  color,"  as  one  of  the  common  advantages  of 
the  young  settlement.  Sir  (xeorge  Carteret,  as  ont;  of  the  in- 
ducements, in  advertising  the  region  al)()nt  the  mouth  of  Ihe 
Raritan,  where  lie  wished  to  establish  colonies,  tells  intending 
emigrants  that  "the  bay  [/.  e.,  of  New  Yoi'k|  and  Hudson's 
river  are  plentifully  stored  with  stui'geon,  grtiat  l)ass,  and  other 
scale-lish,  eels,  and  slielltisli,  as  oysters,  etc.,  in  great  plenty, 
and  easy  to  take."  This  was  in  KnS].  Three  or  four  years 
later  letters  were  writttju  houi(3  to  liluglaml,  in  which  sucdi  ex- 
pressions as  the  following  (jccur 

"And  at  And)oy  point  and  several  otiic'r  ])lact'.s  there  is 
al)undan(;e  of  brave  oysters." 

"  Oystei'S,  I  thiid^,  would  serve  all  England." 

"  We  hav(i  one  thing  more  particular  to  us,  which  the  others 
want  also,  which  is  vast  oyster-banks,  which  is  the  constant 
fresh  vicluals,  duiing  the  winter,  to  English,  as  well  as  Indians; 
of  these  tliere  are  many  all  along  our  coasts,  fi'om  the  s(3a  as 
high  as  againsi  New  Y()ik,  whence  they  come  to  feich  them." 

"  Oyster  shells  upon  the  point,  to  make  lime  wit  hal,  which 
will  wonderfully  accommoda I e  us  in  l)uilding  gooil  houses  [oi 
stone]  cheap,  warm  for  wiiitei',  ainl  cool  foi-  summer." 

"  \Vt»  ha\'e  store  of  clams,  esteemed  nnicli  Ix^tter  than 
ON'sters;  on  fesiixals  the  Indians  feast  willi  llieni:  tleue  are 
shallops  I  scallops  I  but  in  no  great  plenty.'" 

Ill  ||i(!  iH'igliborhood  of  Stateu  Island  the  (  i  rcii  iiist  a  U('es 
wer<;  especaally  l'a\dral)le.  and  there  \v<'re  numerous  heds. 
The  iu)ilh(M'n  shoie  is  locky  and  unlit  tor  oysicr  growth  l\ty 
a  considera l)l(-!  distance,  but  tht;  southern  ami  western  sides 
are  eminc^ntly  favorable.  Kvery wlier(^  in  these  swift  tide-ways 
oysters  gnnv  abundantly.  South  of  Ihe  island  there  is  a 
broad  e.\'})anse  of  shallow  water  separat iug  tin;  islaml  from  the' 
Jersey  shore  of  JMonniouth  county,  into  wlii<;li  the  Karitan  pours 
a  heavy  Hood  of  fi'esh  water.  To  the  Staten  Islanders  and  New 
Yorkers  this  part  of  the  bay  is  known  as  Staten  Island  sound, 
45 
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and  the  oysters  g"ro\vn  in  it  receive  tlie  marlcet  name  of 
"  sounds."  Jerseynien  moi'e  often  spealc  of  it  as  Raritan  l)ay, 
and  sell  the  oysters  they  raise  on  their  shore  as  "  Aniboys"  and 
"  Key  ports." 

With  reference  to  oyster  matters,  history  is  mute  during  the 
close  of  the  seventeenth  and  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury, except  that  (duince  allusions  here  and  thwre  siiow  that 
large  numbers  of  i)ei'sons,  nearly  everybody,  in  fact,  took  ad- 
vantage of  this  natural  storeiiouse  of  food  to  su[)pleinent  tlieir 
luxuries  in  sununer,  and  victual  tlieir  cellars  for  winter.  It  is 
also  evident  that  the  fame  (jf  Carteret's  "great  i)leiity  and  easy 
to  take,"  had  spread  abroad,  and  so  many  aliens  sailed  into  the 
phuad  bay  to  I'ake  up<iu  the  "vast  banks,"  that  at  last  the  col- 
onists became  alarmed  for  the  (;ontinu;ince  of  their  jn^ecious 
supply.  Thus  it  arose  that  as  early  as  1715  was  passed  the  lirst 
colonial  law  in  relation  to  oysters,  prohibiting  under  a  penalty 
of  twenty  shillings  any  [)erson,  except  native  free  Indians,  from 
taking  oysters  between  the  1st  day  of  May  and  the  1st  day  of 
Septend)er  of  each  year,  during  a  term  of  five  years.  A  simi- 
lai-  law  was  enacted  by  New  Jersey  in  1719. 

In  1730  New  York  again  found  need  to  make  a  second  law  in 
res[)ect  to  shelllish,  and  in  1737  a  third,  owing  to  the  too  great 
demand  made  upon  the  beds  arouiul  Staten  Island  by  crews  of 
boats  from  New  England,  New  Jersey,  and  elsewhere,  special 
protective  legislation  for  these  watei'S  was  obtained  from  the 
colonial  legislature.  The  i)reamble  of  this  act  of  1737  states 
the  necessity  for  the  law,  "since  it  has  been  found  by  daily  ex- 
perience that  the  Oyster  Beds  lying  at  and  near  Richmond 
County,  within  this  Colony,  are  wasted  and  Destroyed  by 
Sirangt  rs;  the  preventing  of  which  will  teiul  to  the  great  Ben- 
etit  of  the  \)i)Ov  People  and  others  inliabifiug  the  ;iforesaid  Col- 
ony." The  act  therefore  forbids  any  one  "  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, to  rake  *  *  *  any  oysters  within  this  Colony,  and 
put  them  on  board  any  Caiuje,  Periauger,  Flat,  Scow,  lioat  oi- 
other  vessel  whatsoev(U',  not  wholly  btdoiiging  to,  and  owned  by, 
Persons  who  live  within  the  aforesaid  Colony,"  under  penalty 
of  having  the  craft  and  all  its  contents  seized.  This  law  is 
almost  an  exact  reproducti(ni  of  the  New  Jersey  statute  of  171'J. 
It  then  names  ten  citizens  of  Richmond  county,  numy  of  whose 
names  still  ligiire  in  the  oyster  business  of  Staten  Island,  as  a 
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police  to  carry  out  tlie  law,  and  empowers  theiu  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

Both  states  made  their  laws  somewhat  in  a  spirit  of  mischief 
and  retaliation,  for  Jerseynien  then,  as  ever  since,  came  in  con- 
tact with  Staten  Island  planters,  often  to  the  extent  of  mutual 
belligerency. 

In  spite  of  tliis  protection,  liowever,  all  the  natural  ))eds 
gradually  gave  (Jut,  and  it  was  long  ago  foiULd  vu'cessary  to  sup- 
plement them  by  artilicial  means.  The  precise  date  when  oyster- 
planting  began  here  it  has  l)een  difhtuilt  to  li.v.  As  to  native 
oysters,  at  Staten  Island,  they  were  certaiidy  cultivated  in 
Prince's  bay  at  least  sixty  years  ago.  In  some  localities,  (ju  the 
opposite  shore,  the  industry  is  probably  older,  since  a  suit  was 
br(juglit  about  seventy-live  years  ago,  in  old  Shrewsbury  town- 
ship, New  Jersey,  originating  in  the  question  whether  or  not  a 
man  had  exclusive  right  to  tlie  oysters  he  had  planted. 

The  use  of  these  waters  for  })]anting  occasioned  an  immedi- 
ate effect  upon  the  villages  (jf  the  neighboring  coast,  which  was 
very  striking.  "In  fact,"  remarks  a  contemporary  chronicler, 
"  the  prospe)-ity  and  rapid  increase  of  the  population  of  that 
island  [StatenJ  is  owing,  in  a  considerable  degree,  to  the  oyster- 
trade  of  this  city.  Before  Prince's  bay  was  laid  out  in  oyster- 
plantations  there  were  very  few  persons  living  on  it,  and  it  was 
almost  wholly  uncultivated.  *  *  ^  A  few  years  after  the 
first  beds  were  planted  an  extent  of  coast  of  froni  live  to  ten 
miles  was  covered  with  oysters  taken  from  the  '  rocks  '  of  Vir- 
ginia. The  nundjer  of  men  employed  upon  the  beds  in  ISo^, 
and  who  lived  upon  the  islaiul,  with  their  families,  was  com- 
puted at  three  thousand." 

To  encourage  this  new  productive  industry,  wlii('h  had  thus 
suddenly  come  into  existence,  New  York  and  New  .Jei'sey  both 
enacted  laws  cahuilated  to  protect  the  planters.  Tiiey  have  been 
the  object  of  much  change  and  amendment,  as  exjierience 
ripened  the  judgment  and  new  circumstances  arose. 

At  present  the  laws  of  New  York  ai)plying  to  this  subject 
and  locality  are  as  follows: 
General  statutes: 

Forbidding  any  luitural  bed  l)eing  staked  off  for  private  use, 
or  being  planted  upon;  forbidding  any  person,  not  for  six 
months  previous  a  resident  of  the  state,  from  taking  any  slu.dl- 
fish  within  the  state  (but  an  actual  resident  may  em[)](iy  any 
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non-resident);  and  pi'filiibitinij,-  the  use  of  any  dredge  weighing- 
over  thirly  i)()nnds,  or  operated  by  sreatri-[)o\ver. 
Special  statutes: 

Asserting  that  no  person  not  an  iidiahitant  of  th<^  state  may 
phmt  oysters  in  the  waters  surrounding  Stateu  Ishiud,  ''except 
the  consent  of  tlie  owner  first  be  obtained;"  aud  no  non-in- 
habitant may  take  oysters  or  clams  ''from  their  beds  of  natural 
growth  in  any  of  said  waters." 

J^^'orbidding  di'edging  or  dragging  for  (jysters  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Htateii  Island  "  upon  beds  of  n-atural  gr<nvth  of  oysters 
(not  idanted)." 

Forbidding  any  person  taking  up  or  disturbing  oysters  planted 
under  all  the  waters  (rf  this  state  surrfumding  Staten  hsland, 
without  previous  pernnssion  from  the(nvners. 

New  Jersey's  laws,  ai)plying  here,  ai'e  substantially  similar: 
No  summer  I'aking  or  sale  of  oyst(n\s  allowed  on  pul)li(; 
grouml. 

No  dredging  in  any  shape  allowed. 

No  oystei's  to  be  gathered  to  be  ma{L^  into  linn?,  or  to  be  used 
in  iron  nianufactuie. 

No  person  not  a  i-esidentof  the  state  for  si.x:  mouths  previ(Mis 
may  gather  oysters  or  clams  in  state  watei's  for  himself  ov  for 
his  employer. 

Any  owners  or  licensed  persons  may  plant  oysters  or  clams 
upon  any  Hats  or  coves  (not  natural  Ix-ds)  and  one  chain  beyond 
the  same,  ak)ng  the  shores  of  Newark  l)ay  and  Staten  Island 
sf)und,  undei'  prescribed  (conditions  of  staking  out,  etc.  A 
penalty  is  lixed  for  taking  oysters  without  authority  from  such 
inclosures. 

rrohibil.s  taking  fi<>m  any  natural  oyster  iiaid<s  oi-  beds  in 
this  sliite  any  old  shells  oiher  than  such  as  cannot  Ix^  riMibotMl 
or  se[)aiated  frnm  t  he  oystei's  wit  lion  t  injuring  the  snuio;  :iiid 
all  such  shells  shall  be  culled  and  thrown  back  again  upou  iIk^ 
said  natural  banks  or  beds;"  but  this  does  not  ai)ply  to  pri- 
va  t(^  beds.  _  . 

'IMmse  laws  grew  up  on(;  by  otie.  and  at  hist  were  tnisunder- 
stood  and  willfully  disregarded  on  all  sides.  I'etween  New 
York  and  New  Jersey,  in  the  persons  of  the  Staten  Islandei's 
and  Jerseymen,  there  were  coirstant  (piai'rels,  and  even  open 
war,  now  and  then,  owing  to  alleged  infringements  of  the 
vague  boundary  line,  by  one  party  or  the  other.    If  one  side 
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thought  tliey  discovered  tliat  an  oysteniKUi  Froiu  the  op])o.sife 
shore  was  placing  liis  oysters  witliin  tlieir  waters,  they  I'eli  im 
liesifancy  or  conipnnction  in  at  once  raiding  Ins  stock  up,  chiitn- 
ing  that  he  liad  no  right  to  this  ground,  and  (jonseqnciitly  tlie 
oysters  he  had  honglit  and  phiced  there  were  public  pi u nih'r. 
xirrests  for  larceny  would  follow,  tedious  iuiprisonnients  en- 
sue, armed  guards  jjatrol  the  tlouiains  of  the  i'espe(;tive  states, 
a  few  uieu  get  shot,  i)erhaps,  and  much  trouble  to  the  whole 
community  be  caused.  'The  accusation  was  constantly  l»cing 
made,  also,  chielly  by  the  [)e]iinless  aiul  shiftless,  against  ])ros- 
})ci'ons  planl(M's,  that  nat  ural-growth  gi'oiind  Jiad  bet'ii  slakcil  olf 
and  was  being  used  piivatidy,  to  the  detriment  ol'  the  general 
welfare  of  the  commuinty.  Tiien,  too,  there  were  plenty  of 
persons  who  altogether  dispnted  any  rights  of  property  in 
planted  oysters,  and  failed  by  their  conduct  to  recognize  the 
law  which  said  there  /ocresn(']\  I'ights. 

The  home  I'esources  along  the  shores  of  Stalen  Island,  in 
Yoi'k  bay  and  theNorlh  rivei-,  having  long  ag()  been  exhausted, 
or  greatly  de])leted,  the  planters  in  Prince's  bay  and  on  the 
Jersey  slu^re  ntnv  get  "seed"  oysters  with  which  t(j  stock  their 
b(^ds  wherever  they  can.  The  chi(if  source  is  Newark  buy  and 
IJaritan  river,  though  the  North  and  East  rivcu's  and  Long 
Island  sound  aie  drawn  upon.  A  considerable  cpiantity  of 
seed  is  l)rought  fi'oiu  as  fai'  away  as  Fair  Haven  and  IMue 
Point.  In  nuist  cases  the  planters  themselves  gather  what  they 
use,  by  going  after  it  in  their  own  sloops,  taking  a  small  boat 
and  a  man  t(j  lielp. 

During  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  when  rhe  southei'U  fields 
were  cut  off  fi'om  the  northern  mai'kels  to  u  great  extent,  the 
Slaleu  Island  planlers  reaped  a  rich  liar\est.  Their  beds  were 
unusually  ])i-odiu'l  i  ve,  mid  the  prices  were  double  what  ihey 
now  ai-e,  in  nuiny  cases.  At  j»resent  the  receipis  are  about  the 
same  as  have  juevailed  i'ov  several  years,  except  that  the  season 
of  bS7iS-7'J,  following  u])ou  a  period  of  linancial  de[iression,  and 
characterized  by  misfortune  in  the  growth  of  the  m(dlusks, 
showed  lower  rates  [laid  than  ever  before  oi' siiu'e.  Piices  de- 
pend largely  u[)on  llu'  ([ualily  of  lht3  dilfereul  beds,  am.!  vary 
with  localities.  Virginia  oysters  from  L*rince"s  bay  ai'e.  consul- 
ered  the  l)est.  Of  natives,  those  gi'ow  n  in  the  sound  are  fa\'or- 
ites;  these  supi)lied  a  large  part  of  the  shi[Hneuis  to  l<au'o[)e  in 
]870~80,  aiul  gave  better  satisfiiction   than  any  others  sent. 
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Perth  Ainboy  and  Keyport  were  tlie  packing  points.  The 
pi'ice,s  received  by  tlie  X'hmters  for  the  different  kinds  of  Staten 
Island  oysters  in  1879  were  fi'oni  ten  to  twenty  per  cent,  less 
than  the  previous  year,  up  to  which  time  the  })rice  for  a.  long- 
time had  averaged  one  dollar  ])er  bushel,  taking  all  grach^s  and 
sizes  together.  In  the  fall  and  winter  (jf  1879-  80,  however, 
lots  sold  at  one  dollar  were  raiv,  and  the  average  price  ol 
"Sounds"  and  the  best  "Prince's  Bays"  (natives)  did  not 
average  over  eighty  or  ninety  cents,  while  Tottenville  oysters, 
with  few  exceptions,  failed  to  come  up  to  this  even,  seventy- 
hve  to  eighty  cents  being  rej^orted  for  the  most  part. 

'i'lie  oys((^r  intcrefsls  of  New  York  bay  are  the  livelihood  of  a 
considciable  nund)er  of  p(M)ple,  though  it  is  [n'oba])le  that  the 
po|»ulation  at  ])resent  snp^xntcd  l)y  them  is  reduced  at  least  a 
quarter  from  the  total  of  tiui  years  ago.  All  the  inhabitants  of 
tlie  southern  lialf  of  Staten  Island  may  be  called  oystermen, 
since  many  of  thnii  have  invested  a  little  in  the  beds  in  some 
shape,  or  worlc  more  or  less  on  hire  foi'  the  regular  growers. 
Exactly  how  many  real  i)lanters  there  are  on  the  island  it  would 
be  diflicult  to  learn;  they  are  scattered  everywhere,  but  chielly 
live  at  Pleasant  Plains,  Tottenville,  Rossville  and  Chelsea.  On 
the  north  shore  live  many  New  York  mercliants,  like  the  Van 
Names,  etc.,  who  plant  .southei-n  o,ysters  almost  entirely.  Their 
capital,  also,  with  that  of  many  other  New  York  dealers  whose 
names  do  not  appear,  aids  a  large  number  of  outside  planters 
who  are,  in  fact,  only  managers  of  the  umler-water  estates 
which  they  appai'ently  own  and  operate.  This  is  not  deroga- 
tory to  their  ])ersonal  worth  or  dignity,  but  oidy  one  of  the 
methods  of  tiade,  shaped  by  peculiarities  of  the  law  bearing 
upon  the  subject.  l\v  the  operatituis  in  oyster  culture  in  and 
aln)Ut  Staten  Island,  theinnuber  of  families  wlu)ll\  sn[)ported 
i.s  estimated  to  b(^  «t)mewhat  as  follows:  At  Pi'iuce's  bay,  lifty; 
at  Tottenville,  seventy-live;  remainder  of  Staten  Island,  twenty- 
live. 

The  total  ])rodncts  of  Staten  Island  beds  during  the  season 
of  1879-80,  was  about  as  follows:  This  enumerates  only  the 
native  oysters.  Al)out  15,000  bushels  a  year  of  southern 
oysters  were  idanted  ai'ound  Stalen  Island;  at  Prince's  bay, 
50,000  bushels;  by  Tottenville  planters,  55,000;  by  Chelsea 
planters,  25,000. 

We  append  the  following  abstract  froni  the  report  of  Fish 
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Cominissioner  Blackford,  in  charge  of  tlie  oyster  investigation, 
made  to  tlie  legislature  of  New  York  in  ISS.^,  pertaining  to  the 
oyster  interests  of  Stateii  Island. 

"  Most  of  tlie  lands  II mh-i'  water  which  surround  Staten  Is- 
land were  well  supplied,  t-aily  in  the  present  century,  with  lai'ge 
beds  of  excellent  oysters,  but  at  the  pi'esent  time  the  only  lo- 
cality whei'e  natui'al  lieds  of  any  account  are  to  be  found  is 
upon  the  west  side  of  the  island  I'rom  the  neighl)orhood  of 
Newark  bay  along  the  Kill  Von  Kull  to  the  '  Sound,'  or  Rari- 
tan  bay.  The  northei'u  and  northeastern  jjortions  of  the  island 
were  never  as  well  fui'uished  with  oysters  as  were  the  other  sec- 
tions, on  account  of  the  rcnigh  nature  of  the  bottt)ni,  but  even 
this  meager  supply  has  been  desti'oyed  by  (he  garbage  and 
other  iiiisceliaueous  nuisances  which  for  many  years  [)as(  have 
been  (lunii)ed  or  i)oured  into  the  ui)])er  bay,  or  siicii  oysters  as 
are  to  be  found  thei'e  at  present  have  been  rendered  useless  as 
food,  as  theii' lhivt)r  has  been  ruined.  The  largest  beds  were 
foi'uierly  to  be  found  in  the  neighl)orhootl  of  Prince's  and  Eai'i- 
tau  bays,  wliere  quite  extensive  areas  were  worked  with  jn'olit 
to  the  local  oysternien.  As  already  stated,  there  ai'e  still  lo- 
calities in  Raritan  bay,  or  the  Sound,  as  it  is  called  by  the 
oystermen,  where  considerable  quantities  of  oysters,  jnin- 
cipally  small  seedlings,  can  be  o])tained  from  the  natural  beds. 
But  these  bedsai'e  none  of  them  in  New  York  waters.  Fn  Prince's 
bay,  and  from  this  ])ai't  of  Staten  Island  out  toward  Sandy 
Hook,  there  areat  the  present  time  practically  no  natural  growth 
beds,  all  of  tliebeds  which  originally  (M)vered  an  important  por- 
tion of  the  bottom  of  this  section  of  the  bay  having  been  en- 
tirely exhausted  by  continuous  and  merciless  working,  and 
the  lerrilor\  thus  ileuuiled  has  been  claimed  :ind  staked  (Uit  a-- 
ground  for  planting,  it  is  tnu^  thai  on  the  snf  i  er  boi  i  oni  of 
the  bay  at  some  distance  out  from  the  shores  of  the  ishiiul, 
where  as  yet  little,  if  any,  claim  for  planting  ground  has  been 
made,  tlier(i  are  to  l)e  found  some  few  scattered  oystei's,  and 
there  are  some  beds  of  fair  size  in  the  ship  chanm^ls  leading (Uit 
to  sea,  but  as  a  rule  all  that  part  of  the  bottom  which  during  colo- 
nial times  and  later  furnished  great  quantities  of  oysters,  is  now 
claimedas  private  proi)erty  and  protected  from  all  outside  work- 
ers. Visits  were  ma(hi  in  the  '  Lookout'  to  this  section  of  the 
state  waters  on  the  JHth,  and  again  on  the  24lh,  of  Sej)t(Mnl>er, 
and  a  lai'ge  and  enthusiastic  meeting  of  the  oystermen  of  the 
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soiitliern  part  of  Stateii  Tsland  was  liekl  at  Peppei''.s  liall,  in  tlie 
villagt;  (it  'rotteiiville,  on  jNtoiiday,  llie  Slli  of  Decenilyer.  Diii'in-^- 
tlie  visits  vvilli  tlie  '  Lool^our '  dretigiii^s  were  made  on  (luite 
a  nnnil)er  ot  tlie  jjlanted  beds  and  also  on  that  ])oi'tion  ot  tlie 
bay  outside  of  the  line  of  staked  lands.  As  a  rule  the  |)lantHd 
beds  in  both  Pi-ince\s  and  Kaiitan  bays  are  ot  small  size,  but 
one  man  may  control  a  hir^e  nnmlier  ot  plots,  wdiicli  may  be  lo- 
cated at  consideral)le  distances  fi'om  each  othei',  ;is  thei'e  ap- 
pears to  be  no  law  for  this  jjart  of  the  state  reg'iilatinsi,-  the  size 
ot  the  plots,  or  llie  iiiinibi'r  ot  them  which  shall  l)e  uudei'  any 
one  man's  control.  The  accepted  rule  luis  l)een,  "  llist  come, 
lirst  served,"  and  llie  anuumt  of  territory  held  seems  to  bave 
been  limited  only  by  (he  ability  ot  the  individual  to  tind  suit- 
al)le  locations,  and  his  desire  to  keej)  such  locations  away  from 
his  less  tortunate  neif^hbors.  No  pul)lic  record  is  kept  ot  any  of 
these  private  claims  and  no  revenue  of  any  kind  is  derived  from 
tlietn,  eithei' state,  (bounty  or  town.  Each  oyster  })lanter  is  a  law 
unto  himself  and  to  his  neighbors,  as  to  liis  own  claims,  and  so 
long-  as  he  keeps  his  plot  staked  and  ;i  small  or  large  quantity 
of  oysters  u[)onjiis  land,  the  courts,  by  mutual  consent,  u})hold 
his  claims  lo  the  be(L  As  the  law  thus  only  tacitly  recognizes 
these  claims,  while  it  oifei's  no  prote(^tiou  to  the  claimants,  they, 
or  at  least  a  large  numb(n'  ot  them,  have  accordingly  foiined 
Avliat  is  known  as  the  Jlichmond  (Jounty  O^'ster  Planting  Asso- 
(!iation,  for  the  mutual  })rote(;tion  of  their  beds,  and  this  asso- 
ciation hires  a  watcdiman,  or  watchmen,  who  patrol  the  staked 
ai'eas  and  prevent  oiitsidei's  from  a<'cidentally  or  otherwi.'sc  lift- 
ing the  planted  crops,  or  one  ])lanti'r  from  poaching  on  anolln'r 
])l;inter\s  ])rt'serves. 

"The  association  is  thus,  to  a  certain  extent,  a  close  corix/ra- 
tion,  except  that  it  cauiiot  prevent  any  I'esident  ot  the  county 
oi-  state  from  claiming  or  staking  o If  any  \vater  area  mu  ab'eady- 
occui)ied.  Tln^  oysteiinen  get  lich  itUurnstrom  their  jn\'est- 
rneiits  upon  their  sub-a(pieous  territory,  and  have  the  bulk  of 
their  taxes  paid  by  their  neighbors  of  the  ui)laii(k  So  loug  as 
the  nuijcu'ity  of  t  In;  riparian  pro^ieii  y  ow  n(»i's  do  not  seriously 
complain,  it  is  not  much  to  l)e  wonderetl  at  tliat  not  many  of 
the  plaiitei's  aie  in  favoi' of  any  changes  from  the  present  con- 
dition of  ail'airs,  as  regai'ds  tin;  amount  ot  land  held,  of  any 
system  of  taxatitm  I'oi'  their  pro]ierty,  oi-  of  any  laws  on  tin; 
part  of  the  slate  icgulatiug  llu^  same.    They  ^\(luld  be  vi'ry 
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\villing-  to  Imve  tlu^  state  keep  outsiders  I'roni  locating  in  this 
vicinity,  and  also  have  tiie  state  deed  or  lease  tlieiu  tliti  lands  in 
])er[)ernit y,  and  ])rotect  tliem  I'l'oni  all  liarassnients  and  injuries, 
but  the  most  of  tlieiu  do  not  seem  to  hi;  willing  to  give  any  re- 
turn I'or  su(;li  leasi  ng  or  ]  iiotef'l  ion.  'i'luu'e  ai'e  some,  liowevei', 
Avlio  are  very  outs[MikeH  in  I  lieii' opiinon  that  il  would  only  he 
fair  to  i)lace  a  smal  1  tax  upon  each  aci'e  ol'  t  he  land  held  I'oi' 
jdanting  purposes.  As  i  (\gar(ls  the  amount  of  land  to  be  held  b}' 
individuals,  most  ol'  tlios(i  exanuued  lliought;  that,  ten  to  iil'teen 
acres  Avere  as  much  as  any  one  person  could  work,  although 
they  did  not  belic've  in  any  linntation.  S(une  thought  there 
should  be  a  liunt  fixed  at  peiliaps  ten  acres,  and  (Uie  })lauter 
was  very  emphatic  in  his  statement  that  if  a  pei'sou  couhl  not 
get  a  good  living  oil"  from  eight  acres  he  could  not  from  eight 
huiulred,  ami  branded  the  majcuity  of  planters  as  '  hogs,'  who 
wantedall  the  land  they  could  get  hold  of,  evtui  though  the\' 
possessed  neillier  the  ability  nor  the  m^ans  to  work  all  that  they 
miglit  be  able  to  control;  tliey  simply  wanted  to  keep  tlie  land 
out  of  the  hands  of  (;th<u's.  The  majority  of  the  [)lauters,  on 
the  otlier  hand,  claim  that  it  is  necessary  to  have  at  least  three 
or  four  plots  of  gi'ound,  siiu-e  the  oysters  in  this  vicinity  take 
fr(un  Ihiee  to  live  years  to  arrive  at  inarketal)le  size,  and  in 
order  to  have  some  ready  for  nuirket  each  year  a  sei'ii^s  of  })lants 
must  be  made.  Thus,  if  they  use  seed  one  yeai'  (dd,  and  they 
allow  this  seed  to  lie  live  years,  they  would  requirti  at  least 
four  plots,  one  to  be  seeded  each  year,  until  those  lirst  ])lanted 
are  ready  for  market,  so  that  they  shall  be  able  to  market  each 
season  the  crop  ])lanted  four  years  before.  One  witness  wh»j  was 
exannned  even  weid  so  far  as  to  claim  that  it  was  m^cessary  to 
let  the  laud  lie  at  rest,  in  oi'der  to  recuperate,  three  <a'  four 
years  after  any  crop  hail  been  taken  from  ii,  jusi  as  if  llu' 
oysteis  drew  (heir  susi enance  from  t  lie  bol  I om  u pon  which  t  hey 
lay  and  thus  exhauslt^d  it,  I'atluu  lhau  from  tlie  watei' which 
was  (■((unug  and  going  above  the  bed.  It  nuiy  be  Irue  that  the 
tearing  upwhi(;li  the  bed  I'eceives  when  tln^  oysftus  ai'e  rrunoved 
necessitates  som(i  slight  [teriod  of  rest  in  oi'dei'  that  the  boltiuu 
nniy  settle  again,  es[)ecially  when  dee[)ly  harrowed  by  drc^dgi^s 
or  tongs,  but  undoubtedly  much  of  the  loose  nuit(U'ial  stirred 
up  when  removing  the  oysters  is  carried  olf  by  the  tides  and 
does  not  settle  back  directly  upon  tliebi-ds.  If  it  was  intleed 
ru'C(!ssary  to  allow  three  or  four  years  as  a  resting  spell  for 
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each  bed  or  part  of  a  bed,  tlien  surely  would  tlit-  planters  of 
Stateii  Island  need  very  extensive  plots  for  their  planting- 
operations. 

"  In  most  cases  these  planted  beds  are  located  at  some  dis- 
tance from  tlie  shore  line  of  the  island,  in  from  eight  to  thirty 
feet  of  water,  but  some  plots  extend  from  the  upland  directlj'' 
out  for  several  liundred  feet  from  tide  limits.  In  these 
latter  cases,  when  a  sale  of  the  adjoining  upland  takes  place, 
the  oyster  l)etls  may  l)e  imduded  in  the  transfer  deed  of  the 
l)roperty,  although  legally  such  disposal  of  the  oyster  interests 
is  not  recognized.  Nevertlieless,  while  the  courts  would  not 
admit  the  deed,  they  woidd  mainraiu  the  right  of  the  pur- 
chaser to  the  property  thus  obtained,  so  long  as  he  worked 
the  land;  or  in  other  words,  the  oysters  would  be  recognized 
and  protected  as  so  much  property.  Ordinary  transfers  or  sales 
of  oyster  beds  are  ]nere  verbal  agicements  and  accepted  by 
both  llie  individiKils,  oystermen  and  the  courts.  In  case  of 
the  death  of  holders  of  these  beds,  the  beds  become  the  pro})- 
erty  of  the  heirs,  pi'ovided  said  heirs  continue  to  work  them. 
If  a  bed  is  thrown  uj)  for  aii}''  reas(jn,  the  tirst  person  who 
desires  to  take  and  work  it  has  the  privilege  of  doing  so,  when, 
upon  staking  it  in  aiul  i)lacing  03'sters  upon  it,  it  again  becomes 
private  property.  There  seems  to  be  no  recognized  law  or 
regulation  whereby  any  one  can  tell  when  a  bed  is  or  is  not 
worked;  if  it  is  staked  off  it  must  be  taken  for  granted  that  it  is 
in  use,  and  if  no  oysters  can  be  found  upon  it  it  must  be  taken 
for  granted  that  the  planter  is  allowing  it  to  'recuperate,'  and 
that  he  alone  is  capable  of  telling  how  long  this  resting  spell 
shall  continue.  Much  complaint  is  heard  from  this  cause  on 
the  ]^art  of  the  ])C)ort>r  oystermen,  who  say  that  lai'ge  tracts  id', 
land  are  at  the  ))resent  lime  held  in  this  manuei'.  'IMiese  tracts 
are  not  worked,  and  only  a.  InvAt  load  or  so  of  oysiL.iN  are 
placed  upon  them.  They  are  simply  held  for  future  use,  and 
the  'staking  in'  i)reveuts  others  from  using  them,  for  even  if 
the  oystermen  think  they  are  rightfully  entitled  to  work  such 
land  when  not  covered  with  oysters,  they  know  the  uncer- 
tainty and  worry  incident  to  a  lawsuit,  and  as  a  rule  do  not 
interfere  with  or  disturb  in  any  manner  the  land  so  claimed. 

"  The  amount  of  ground  now  worked  is  probably  much 
greater  than  when  the  main  reliance  for  oysters  was  upon  tlie 
natural  beds,  since  ground  where  no  natural  growth  occurs  is 
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even  better  than  hard  hnttotn  for  phinting  purposes,  and  niacli 
of  this  kind  of  bottom  is  ntilizt'd  in  tliis  vicinity,  consequently 
tlie  nunibHi-  of  Inishels  of  oysters  put  u])on  tlie  market  now  is 
much  greatei'  than  it  was  tlien.  as  the  beds  for  tlie  most  part 
are  well  eared  for,  or  at  least  we  found  those  beds  wliicli  we 
examined  to  be  in  g'ood  condition,  altlioui^li  there  is  a  very 
great  difference,  even  in  the  same  neighborhood.  F(n' instance, 
we  made  one  haul  upon  a  small  bed  ;  the  dredge  was  down  two 
minutes,  and  the  result  was  three  hundred  and  forty-one  oysters 
of  good  size  and  in  excellent  condition  for  sale.  Upon  another 
bed,  within  perhaps  twenty-five  rods  of  the  lirst,  the  most  we 
could  get  at  any  one  haul  was  seventy-four  oysters.  The  oys- 
ters from  both  these  places  were  three  to  foni*  years  old.  In 
another  locality,  with  the  dredge  down  the  same  length  <;f 
time,  we  took  up  one  hundi'ed  and  seventy  oysters  from  a  bed 
of  three  years  olds,  and  four  hundred  and  foi'ty-live  from  abed 
where  the  oysters  wei'e  only  two  years  old.  If  tlie  growth 
of  those  two  year  old  oysters  represented  the  common  growth 
in  this  bay  of  oysters  at  this  age,  it  would  seem  hardly  neces- 
sary to  leave  oysters  down  for  five  years  in  order  to  get  them 
into  line  condition  for  market,  as  the  extra  time  would  appar- 
ently give  a  greater  percentage  of  loss  in  numbers  than  the  gain 
Avould  be  in  size.  From  several  dredgings  whicli  we  made  on 
tlie  mud  outside  the  staked  beds,  we  were  able  to  ol>tain  but 
two  oj'sters,  showing  that  the  territory  which  was  not  taken 
up  was  of  little  value  as  natural  growth  ground.  The  fhavorof 
the  oysters  from  these  beds  was  very  good,  but  tiiey  were  too 
salty  to  suit  most  palates.  Tlie  beds  are  worked  mostly  with 
tongs,  but  in  the  deejier  water  dredges  are  used  from  either  sail 
biiats  or  steamers,  although  dredges  are  not  allowed  on  the 
natural  grounds  in  this  part  of  the  JState. 

IVfore  being  sent  to  market  the  oysters  are  tpken  to  the 
neighborhood  of  Newark  bay  or  along  tlie  Kill  Yon  Ivull  and 
allowed  to  remain  in  fresh  water  over  one  tide,  for  the  i)urpose 
of  freshening  them,  when  they  are  ready  for  the  purchaser, 
having  been  '  driidced  '  sufiiciently  in  that  lime.  A  goodly 
proportion  of  the  seed  for  the  planted  beds  is  oljfained  from  th(i 
'  Sound  '  and  from  the  Kill  Yon  Kull  up  to  and  iin^luding  New- 
ark bay.  Some  is  brought  from  N'irginia  ;ind  Maryland,  and 
some  from  the  East  I'iver  and  Connecticut.  Formerly  much 
more  seed  was  brought  from  the  south  than  is  tliecase  at  present

time.  Tliei'e  seems  to  be  little  clioice  between  tlie  seed  from 
the  difVereiit  sections  named,  altliou<^li  most  of  the  planters  pre- 
fer the  nativ(i  or  tlie  East  river  seed.  Very  little  seed  is  fonnd 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  beds,  and  no  efforts  are  made 
by  the  [ilanters  to  catch  any  "set,"  as  they  think  it  :i  waste  (jf 
time  to  malce  an}' elfnrts  in  this  direction,  allhoagh  it  seems 
pr()l)able  that  they  miii,lit  save  a  f};ond  deal  of  moni^y  whi(di  is 
now  paid  to  outside  parties,  if  they  wdiild  take  u  little  i)ains 
and  employ  some  of  their  leisure  momenls  in  ai'raii'-i,'ing  suita- 
ble collectors,  and  this  will  undoubtedly  be  done  in  time. 
'JMku  seed  whicli  coim^s  from  outside  localities  costs  from  twenty- 
five  cents  to  one  dollai'  j)er  bushel,  ac(!ording  to  quality.  Among 
those  oysters  which  were  taken  up  during  our  cruising  with  the 
'Lookout,'  we  found  a  few  drills,  but  not  enough  r.obeijf  any 
moment,  and  the  oystermen  do  not  regard  them  as  a  serious 
troid)le,  although  tliey  destroy  all  that  they  catch.  At  times 
the  star  iish  counts  into  tlm  region  in  numbers  suili(;ient  to  cause 
considerablcMla mage,  but  these  are  rai'e  occasions.  The  drum 
fish  (Pogonias  chromis)  is  perhaps  the  natural  enemy  which  the 
planters  here  dread  the  most,  as  it  is  claimed  that  when  a  large 
school  of  drums  makes  its  ai)pearaTice  there  is  no  telling  how 
much  damage  may  be  done  l)efore  the  fish  are  scared  away  or 
leave  of  theii'  own  volition.  A  small  portion  of  a  bed  may  be 
destroyed  oi"  the  whole  of  onc^  may  be  deva,srat(!d,  or  one  ma}' 
be  destroyed  and  another  close  by  not  injured  at  all.  Some- 
times little  damage  will  be  done,  sonu^times  thousands  of  bush- 
els will  be  eaten.  The  drum  has  the  pharyngeal  and  [)alatine 
bones  paved  with  large,  rounded  molai'swith  which  it  can  crush 
to  pieces  any  small  or  thin  slndl,  and  when  a  school  gets  over 
an  oyster  bed  all  those  o\'sters  which  can  l>e  taken  iuio  the 
month  have  the  shells  (M'msIiihI,  the  juicy  coiiieiits  siickeil  out 
and  the  fragnu'Uts  of  shells  scattered  about  on  the  LlmL  in 
some  cases  it  is  said  that,  after  such  a  visitation,  the  bed  looks 
as  if  an  army  of  stone  breakei's  had  passed  over  it,  so  com 
])letely  is  it  demoralized.  Foi- eight  (jrinne  years,  until  the  past 
season,  the  drum  has  not  visited  the  Staten  Island  oyster 
grounds,  and  t  he  oJ^sterlnen  say  that  the  mossbuiiker  lishei  inen 
have  kept  them  away  by  cruising  about  and  drawing  theii-  nets 
for  the  menhaden.  But  recently  a  law  has  been  [)assed  pro- 
liibiting  the  lishermen  from  working  in  tlu?  lower  bay,  and  just 
as  soon,  the  oystermen  say,  as  the  lishei'meu  go  out  the  drums 
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come  in.    It  may  be  merely  a  ooiiicidence,  still  the  o^'Steriiieii 
are  very  anxious  that  the  biinkei'iiieii  should  l)e  allowed  to  re 
tnrn  to  their  old  business  in  the  bay. 

''The  skate  is  also  placed  amon^-  the  enemies  of  the  oyster 
in  Prince's  and  Karitan  bays,  but  while  it  is  possible  for  the 
skate  to  make  way  with  small  oysters  and  other  small  shell- 
fish, it  is  not  likely  tliat  they  do  any  o-reat  amount  of  damage, 
j)robably  not  a  fraction  of  that  caused  by  the  mussel  {Mytilus 
edulis),  which  sometimes  'sets'  upon  a  bed  of  oysters  in  such 
profusion  that,  in  growing,  they  linally  cover  tlie  oyster  almost 
entirely  up  as  with  a  living  blanket,  and  the  result  is  the  de- 
struction of  the  bed.  'J'he  oidy  remedy  is  to  take  \\.\)  tiie 
oysters  as  soon  as  it  is  found  tluit  the  mussels  are  spreading 
over  the  bed,  and  after  removing  the  mussels  replace  the 
oysters  upon  the  old,  or  taki'  them  to  a  new  l)ed.  Practically 
there  iire,  according  to  all  accounts,  but  three  important  natu- 
ral enemies  of  the  i)lanted  oyster  in  these  waters,  the  drum-lish 
and  star-lish,  whtMi  they,  in  their  rare  migrations,  conu'  info 
(he  bay,  and  t  he  mussc;!.  The  drill  cannot  work  vciy  elfectivdy 
among  any  but  small  seed,  ;t.nd  the  sivate  can  hai'dly  be  tak('ii 
into  account.  The  periwinkles,  or  I'ough  and  smooth  whelks  [(';/- 
cotypus  canal iculatus  and  FLilr/iir  carica)  might  be  formidable 
enemies  if  tliey  were  found  anywherti  in  very  great  abundance. 
Against  all  of  these  enemies  the  oidy  I'efuge  foi'  the  oyst(:'rman 
is  in  constant  sup(^rvisi()i!  of  his  beds.  lie  cannot  leave  iIumu 
to  cliance  with  any  certainty  that  (ihance  will  thrcnv  him  a  win- 
ning card.  But  if  he  kee[)s  his  beds  well  worked  and  destiovs 
all  of  these  enemies  he  me<^ts  with,  he  m;iy  feel  pi'ct I  \' CDnli- 
dcnt  that  the  majority  o[  his  (lysltM's  will  liud  a  fair  o[)p(irtu- 
nit y  sonitM inii' of  \  isiting  the  market.  TluM't-'  are  mhiic  hiIiiM' 
enemies,  however,  willi  which  tlie  Stateu  Island  ovstenueii 
luive  to  deal  and  againsi  which  iliey  cannot  as  ..ucce.ssfully 
contend  as  they  can  with  those  just  mentioned.  At  limes, 
when  a  sti'ong  west  <w  northwest  wiml  mutes  with  a  vei'v  low 
tide,  many  of  the  shoal  watei-  beds  are  left  exposed,  aiul  in  the 
winter  season  the  oysters  are  liable  to  l)e  frozen  before  any 
water  can  return  to  cover  them,  and  in  severe  stoi'ins  so  much 
mud  ;ind  sand  ai'e  nu)Vv)(l  about  in  the  \\atcrs  t  hat  many  beds  are 
smothered  or  sanded  by  the  deposited  material.  Accidents  of 
this  kind  are  liable  to  happen  in  all  shallow  water  regions,  and 
no  foresight  can  prevent  them  so  long  as  the  oysters  are  left  in 
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such  exposed  places.  Forfunately  it  is  not  often  tliat  the  oys- 
termen  of  this  region  experience  severe  hjsses  of  this  nature. 
There  is  one  enemy,  liowever,  whicli  certainly  can  l)e  gotten 
rid  of,  ir  the  I'iglit  means  are  employed  ;  that  is,  the  refuse  ma- 
terial fiom  oil  works  and  sugar  I'ehiieries,  which  is  now  thrown 
in  the  water.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  many  of  tlie  oysters 
are  killed  every  year  on  the  beds,  in  tliis  i-egion,  just  as  they 
have  been  in  the  upper  part  of  oiii'  bay,  by  tlie  ini[)urities  which 
are  constantly  being  thrown  into  the  bay  along  both  the  New 
York  and  New  Jersey  shores,  and  it  is  not  uncommon  to 
dredge  up  great  masses  of  oysters,  literally  reeking  with  oily 
slime  and  blacli,  sticky  mud,  of  (he  vilest  smell.  The  law  for- 
bids tlie  placing  of  these  refuse  substances  in  the  waters  of 
the  bay,  and  we  heartily  agree  with  the  oysterman  that  the 
law  ought  to  be  rigidly  enforced  for  this  as  well  as  other  locali- 
ties." 

John  ScoTxisof  Scotch  ancestry  and  the  grandson  f)f  Thomas 
Scott,  wh(j  was  nearly  allied  to  the  family  of  Sir  Walter  Scotl. 
and  resided  in  the  vicinity  of  Abl)otsford.  the  home  of  tlie  lat- 
ter. Thomas  Scott's  (h'ath,  I  he  result  of  an  accident,  occurred 
in  early  life.  His  only  son,  also  named  Thomas,  resided  at 
Winchmore  Hill,  Edmonton,  Middlesex,  England,  and  enjoyed 
an  enviable  rei)utation  as  a  skillful  engineer  and  surveyor,  with 
oflices  at  Gray's  Inn  Square,  London.  He  married  Sarah  Mar- 
garet Andrews,  of  Newark,  Nottingliam,  England,  and  had  tlie 
following  children:  Emily,  Sarah,  Thomas,  J(din,  James,  Wil- 
liam and  Walter,  all  of  whom,  with  the  exception  of  the  sub- 
ject of  this  biography,  are  deceased. 

Thomas  Scott,  later  in  life,  emigrated  to  the  United  States, 
wht^re  he  foilowtnl  his  [)rofes.sion.  Locating  on  Slateii  Islatul, 
lie  laid  out  the  village  of  (Miftoii  and  madt'  ol  her  important  sur- 
veys. 

His  son  John,  who  was  born  at  WinchiiKn'e  Hill,  above  men- 
tioned, in  Februai'y,  1820,  in  October,  ISIi."),  emigrated  with  his 
parents  and  settled  on  Staten  Island.  He  received  a  common 
school  education  and  tiien  engaged  in  farming.  In  1848  he 
established  himself  in  the  livery  business  on  tlie  spot  he  has 
for  foi'ty  years  occupied  in  ( niftou.  He  also  devotes  some  at- 
tention to  his  farm  and  to  an  establishment  for  coach  building, 
^h-.  Scott  has  been  as  a  citizen  active  and  enterpi'ising,  doing 
much  to  promote  the  advancement  of  the  place  of  his  residence.

A  republican  iti  politics,  while  inllueiitial  w  itli  his  party  and 
foremost  in  promoting'  its  interests,  he  has  declined  all  ollices, 
satisfied  that  others  should  be  the  recipients  of  su(;h  honors. 
He  is  a  director  in  tlie  Mutual  Insurance  Company  (jf  Richmond 
county.  Mr.  Scott  was  married  March  9,  ISjO,  to  Mary  J., 
daughter  of  Luke  Fay,  well  known  among  old  New  Yorkers. 
Their  children  are:  Agnes  Mar}^,  John  Winlield,  Walter  Logan, 
Frederick  Thomas,  Emily  Louise  and  David  Fay. 

SfLAS  N.  Havens,  in'otninent  among  tlie  business  men  of 
New  Bi'ighton,  is  the  grandson  of  .John  Havens,  ol'  (Jonnecticut, 
who  fought  in  the  revolutionary  army  during  the  whole  term 
of  this  countr\^'s  struggle  f(jr  inde[)Hmlunce.  His  fatiier,  of  the 
same  name  as  himself,  was  a  Connecticut  farmer  and  served  as  a 
soldier  in  the  war  of  1812.  He  nmrried  at  Lyme,  Conn.,  Miss 
Mariett  Griflinand,  of  their  twelve  cliildren  Silas  was  the  eldest. 
It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  all  the  members  of  this  large  family 
lived  to  grow  u))  and  also  to  marry. 

Mr.  Havens  was  born  at  the  family  homestead  in  New  Lon- 
don county.  Conn.,  March  2,  1827.  He  received  liis  education 
in  the  district  school  of  Lyme,  after  leaving  which,  at  the  age 
of  seventeen,  he  came  to  Staten  Island.  Here  he  entered  the 
employ  of  Orlando  E.  Lee,  at  that  time  agent  of  the  New 
Brighton  Land  Association,  After  the  expii'ation  of  ten  years 
lie  engaged  in  contract  wovk  cm  his  own  account,  with  which  he 
cond)ined  an  e.vtensive  lumber  and  feed  business  and  also  car- 
ried on  large  farming  operations.  Many  of  the  roads  in  and 
about  New  Brighton  are  the  results  of  his  labor,  and  he  has  suc- 
ceeded in  making  more  land  conveyances  than  any  other  single 
person  in  Eichmond  county.  He  has  intei'ested  himself  in  pub- 
lic all'airs,  ihough  ho  has  never  hehl  political  ollice.  He  ts  a 
trustee  and  direcloi' of  the  Staten  Islaiul  Savings  Baidcand  a 
stockholder  in  the  I'ccently  organized  First  National  Bank,  at 
New  Brighton. 

Mr.  Havens  is  a  mend)er  of  Kingsley  Afethodist  church  of 
Stapleton  and  president  of  its  l)oard  of  ti-nstees.  He  is  an  earnest 
svorker  in  l:)ehalf  of  religion,  and  has  been  engaged  for  years  in 
church  and  Sabbath  school  work.  He  married,  February  24, 
1858,  Miss  Arabella  Smith,  of  Salem,  Connecticut.  They  reside 
at  New  Brighton,  where  Mr.  Havens  owns  considerable  real 
estate.  Both  are  highly  respected  and  esteemed  in  social  and 
religious  circles. 
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Edward  Loavhey  Woodkuff,  wliose  i'e(;eiit  display  <>!'  tal- 
ent in  the  construction  of  tlie  biiildinft-s  and  pavilion  of  tlie 
"  Staten  Island  Amnsenient  Ooinpany,"  entitles  him  to  special 
mention  in  a  history  of  llichniond  connty,  was  born  in  BiilValo, 
N.  Y.  He  is  a  great-grandson  of  Aai'on  Di(^kens(^n  Woodiiilf, 
for  twenty-fonr  years  attoi-ney-genei'al  of  the  state  of  New 
Jersey,  and  a  son  of  the  late  colonel  of  engineers,  Israt^l  Carle 
Woodrnlf,  wlio  s])ent  forty-six  years  in  the  active  sei'vice  of  the 
United  States.  On  his  mother's  side  he  is  descended  frcjtii 
Thomas  Mayhew,  who  became  nnder  the  Duke  of  York,  in  1042, 
governor  and  patentee  of  iMartha's  Vineyard,  Nantncket  and 
the  pjlizabeth  isles.  Fi'om  tlu>se  ancestors  he  inherits  that 
strength  of  chai'acter  and  zeal  which  he  manifests  in  all  liis 
undertakings. 

AVhen  qnite  yonng  Mr.  Woodrnlf  took  up  his  I'e.sidtMici'  in 
Washington,  1).  (J.  Here  he  I'emainefl  for  many  yeai's,  devot- 
ing liis  time  to  secnring  an  education.  He  attended  the 
Colnndiian  Univei'sity  and  snijseqnently  began  a  s])ecial  coui'se 
at  the  School  of  jNfines,  which  ill  health  obliged  him  to  dis<'on- 
tinue.  Shortly  after  he  was  appointed  assistant  in  the  engi- 
neer's ofhce,  'i'hii'd  Light  House  disti'ict,  and  was  eni;aged  dui'- 
ing  iifleen  years  in  planningand  constructing  many  light  houses 
on  Long  Island  sound  and  the  North  river. 

Fo]'  foni'  yeai's  he  was  asso(;iated  with  tln^  lale  Professor 
Jose])li  Henry  while  making  liis  experiments  on  souinl,  the 
aei'ial  echo  and  oils  for  light  house  illuminants.  'I'lie  warm 
fi'iendship  entei'tained  by  the  professor  for  him,  togel  In-r  wi  I  h 
the  intimate  associa tion  and  fi'equent  conversations  which  he 
en  joyed  with  t he  eminent  scieni  isl ,  ha\  e  been  id"  matei  ial  bruetit 
to  him  in  his  subsequi'Ul  eari'er. 

M  1'.  NVoodrulf  isa  young  man  of  highly  ai  lislic  tastes  TIkiI  lie 
possesses  nuii'ked  ability  as  an  :i rchitect,  the  successes  which  he 
has  achieved  on  Staten  Ishmd  bear  testimony.  The  buildings 
(^onslriicled  by  him  foi  lhe  "Amusement  (Join[)any"  display 
genius,  not  only  in  I  heir  design  but  also  in  theii'  adaptation  to 
the  nses  for  wdn(di  llu'v  were  intended.  He  has  d(3Voted  much 
time  to  the  architect  uial  adornment  of  the  island,  and  already 
many  attractive  and  comnujdious  structures  of  all  descri[)tioiis 
have  been  the  result  of  his  elforts  in  this  direciion.  His  own 
I'ecently  constrncted  ri^sidence,  stamliug  u})on  an  eminence  ovei'_ 
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looking  New  York  bay  and  tlie  adjacent  connli'v  foi' miles  in  all 
directions,  is  ii  model  of  neatness  and  c(jnvenience. 

But  Mr.  WoodrniT  lias  not,  confined  himsell'  to  Staten  Island 
solely.  He  has  pi'epared  plans  for  large  nund^ers  of  houses  in 
different  i)arts  of  New  York,  Massachusetts,  New  Jei'sey  an([ 
Vermont,  and  particularly  at  8ea  Bright,  lie  has  made  a  speci- 
alty of  country  I'esidences  and  cottages,  and  has  construcited 
many  vei'y  attiactive  and  commodious  dwellings  in  and  about 
New  York,  whose  advantages  are  evident  at  a  glance.  Ijike  his 
father  he  is  modest  and  retiring  in  ilisposition,  nevei'  obtrusive. 
He  devotes  his  entire  tinn;  to  the  (udtivation  of  his  art  and  ihe 
result  of  his  labor  speaks  for  itself.  His  residence  on  Staten 
Island  has  been  productive  of  many  lasting  friendships  to  hin)- 
self,  and  of  much  benefit  in  the  artistic  and  social  development 
of  the  community  in  which  he  lives. 

Of  the  various  industries  carried  on  in  our  community  thei-e 
is  none  in  c(^nnection  with  which  the  name  of  Staten  Island  is 
more  widely  known,  oi'  ruoi'e  favorably  associated,  ilum  the 
business  of  fancy  dyeing;  nor,  with  the  exception  of  the  oyster 
trade,  is  there  any  branch  of  business  that  has  been  so  long 
located  here,  or  that  has  been  steadier  or  more  constant  in  its 
rate  of  growtii  and  development. 

The  connection  of  Staten  Island  witli  the  business  of  dyeing, 
printing  and  relinishing  dress  goods  and  othei'  textile  fabrics 
dates  back  to  the  year  181U,  when  the  works  of  I  he  New  York 
Dyeing  and  Prinling  Kstal)lishment  were  established  at  West 
New  Bi'ightou — the  lo(;ality  deri\'ing  the  name  of  l^^uitoi'v ville, 
by  which  it  was  known  until  quite  recently,  rroin  this  ciicuni- 
stance.  The  concern  of  which  we  propose  in  the  i)resent  article 
lo  gi\'e  a  bi'iet'  history  and  description,  may  be  lermed  an  ulf- 
shool  or  colony  fi'oin  the  j)areii(  establish  men  i  at  h^u'tory  vi  lie; 
but,  like  so  many  other  colonies,  it  has,  in  its  '■H>  years  ol"  in- 
de[)endent  existence,  developed  so  rapidly,  iind  in  so  many 
dill'erent  directions,  that  at  present  its  claim  to  be  (Njusidci'ed 
second  to  no  other  concein  in  this  line  ol'  liusiness  in  the 
country  is  very  gemu'ally  coiu-eded. 

In  1850  Col.  Nathan  Bari'ett,  who  had  been  comiected  with 
the  New  York  Dying  and  Printing  Ivstablishmen  r  from  its 
origin,  serving  most  of  the  time  as  general  superinteiuleiit,  de- 
termined to  establish  a  new  iirni  in  which  he  would  be  able  to 
carry  into  effect,  with  greater  freedom  fi'om  the  restraints  of 
40 
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conservativt^  roiiliiic,  Iiis  i<l<ia.s  as  to  rln^  pr()[)ei'  motlioil  of  roii- 
duc-tiiig'  tliu  busiiK's.s.  'I'lie.  iiuiiuidiate  and  aliiio.'st  marvellous 
sii(!(;ess  of  t]i(3  eiitei'[)i'ise  gave  ainpln  prool'  of  the  sf^iuidnes.s  of 
Lis  jiidgiueiit,  and  the  wisdom  of  his  coui'se. 

Associating-  witli  himself,  under  the  lii'ni  name  of  Barrett, 
Nephews  A:  Co.,  his  three  nephews,  Messrs.  N.  M.,  J.  II.,  and 
E.  B.  Ileal,  and  Mr.  Al)rahain  C.  XVood,  geiitlenieii  who,  up  to 
that  time,  had  lield  positions  at  the  liead  of  the  various  dyeing 
and  printing  departments,  he  purchased  eight  acres  of  land  (jn 
CheiTy  lane,  situated  in  the  town  of  Castleton,  and  about  one 
mile  south  of  tlie  village  of  Port  Riclimond.  Here  suitable 
buildings  were  erected,  macliiner\'  of  the  latest  and  most  im- 
proved i)attern  set  up,  and  the  proprietors  went  to  work,  de- 
ternuned  tliat  nothing  should  be  lacking  to  make  their  under- 
taking a  success,  which  skill,  energy  atui  experience  could 
fui'nish.  As  has  ali'eady  been  said  the  I'esiilt  was  not  long 
doubtful — the  public  speedily  recognized  the  excellent  character 
of  tlie  work  done  by  the  new  liouse  and  tlni  care  and  [)rompt- 
ness  shown  in  the  s[)eedy  I'tilui'n  of  the  goods  to  their  owners; 
and  these  qualities,  which  are  still  characteristi<:  of  the  com- 
pany, produced  their  natural  results  in  a  steady  increase  of 
business  and  reputation. 

InlSGf),  the  firm,  still  retaining  the  uame  (jf  Barrett,  Ne[)hew.s 
&  Co.,  was  incorporated  under  the  general  laws  of  the  state, 
with  Colouel  Barrett  as  president,  Nathan  M.  Ileal,  vice-presi- 
dent, and  Abi-ahaiu  C.  Wood,  ti-easurei'.  In  the  latter  part  of 
tliis  year  (180r))  Colonel  Barrett,  whose  health  had  been  failing 
for  some  time,  determined  upon  a  tour  in  i^hirope,  in  which  he 
hoped  ti)  unite  business  with  recreation,  aiul  from  wliich  his 
many  fiieiids  li'usted  he  would  return  willi  reUtMved  health, 
ami  enrichetl  e.vi)erieuce. 

These  hopes  were  m)t  destined  to  be  realized.  After  vi.^iling 
much  that  was  of  interest  in  Ireland,  Scotland  and  England,  he 
crossed  to  the  continent,  but  just  after  his  arrival  in  Paris,  he 
was  taken  ill,  and,  returning  to  London,  died  in  that  city  after 
an  illness  of  only  a  few  weeks. 

His  remains  were  brouglit  to  Stat(Mi  Island,  and  l)uried  in  the 
cemetery  attaclied  to  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  West  New 
Brighton,  of  which  church  he  luul  long  been  a  valued  member, 
and  in  which  a  handsome  memoi'ial  window  [)erpetuates  his 
memory.    His  record  as  a  patriot,  [lublic  si)irited  citizen,  an  en- 
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ergetic,  enterprising  and  liononihle  man  of  hnsiness,  and,  most 
oT  all,  as  a  kind  liearted,  ciuiritahle,  Christian  gentleman,  w  ill 
long  be  cliei'ished  hy  his  friends  and  I'ellow  citizens. 

Colonel  Barrett  was  succeeded  in  the  presidency  of  the  com- 
pany by  Nathan  Heal,  who  held  the  position  until  1870, 
when,  his  liealth  I)ecoming  imi)aired,  he  was  obliged  to  resign. 

In  18G7,  finding  that,  in  consequence  of  the  great  increase  of 
their  business,  their  watei"  supply  was  becoming  insutlicient, 
the  com[)any  pHirchased  the  twetity-seven  acres  of  land  adjcnn- 
ing  the  Mill  creek,  known  as  the  "Post  l'a.i'm,"  on  which  were 
situated  a  numl)er  of  valuable  springs  of  watei-  exactly  adapted 
to  the  I'equirenients  of  their  establishment.  Having  connected 
these  springs  witli  their  works,  for  which  i)urpose  about  three 
thousand  three  hundred  feet  of  iron  pi])ewei'e  needed,  and  hav- 
ing erected  a  powerful  pumj^ing  engine  the}'  found  themselves 
in  possession  of  a  praclically  intixhaustil)le  supply  of  that 
sine  qua  lion  of  a  dye  house,  pure  water.  The  balance  of 
the  farm,  not  needed  to  nnike  the  watei'  privih-ge  available 
was  then  surveyeil,  cut  up  into  building  lots  of  about  half 
an  acre  ea<;h,  with  good  broad  streets  and  avenues  running 
through  them.  So  desirable  did  these  lots  })rove  that  in  a 
short  time  most  of  them  were  sold,  and  so  many  handsome 
residences  have  been  built  by  the  purchasers  that  the  neighbor- 
hood— the  element  of  time  being  taken  into  consideration — will 
compare  very  favorably  with  any  portion  of  the  village.  The 
principal  thoroughfare.  Post  avenue,  running  from  Cohnnbia 
street  to  Jewett  avenue,  preserves  the  name  of  the  old  farm. 

In  1880  Major  Clarence  T.  liarrett,  anei)he\v  of  the  foundei-of 
th(^  (irm,  a  gi'idleman  whose  succ(iss  in  his  [)rofession  as  sanitary 
engineer  has  gi\  en  him  a  mort»  than  local  reputation,  wa^s  elected 
president  of  the  company,  which  ollice  he  still  holds.  Under 
liis  management  very  great  ini[»rovements  have  been  made  in 
the  "plant"  and  arrangements  of  the  works.  New  nuichinery 
has  been  introduced,  taking  the  place  in  many  processes  of  the 
old  style  hand  labor.  Artesian  wells  have  been  sunk,  giving 
an  unlimited  sup[)ly  of  excellent  water  on  the  premises,  and  do- 
ing away  with  the  necessity  of  drawing  from  distant  spi'ings. 
In  short,  everything  lias  been  done  that  was  needed  to  place 
the  concern,  in  appliances  and  methods,  on  a  i)ar  with  the  best 
establishments  of  the  kind  either  in  this  country  or  Eurojie. 

To  those  who  have  nevei'  visited  an  establishment  of  this 
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kind,  some  of  tlie  figures  conneeted  with  the  works  of  ]5;irrett, 
Nepliews  and  Cc)in})any,  as  tliey  at  present  exist,  will  ])r()ve 
somewhat  startling.  The  buildings,  most  of  them  two  stories, 
some  of  them  three?,  snbstaiitially  built  of  brick,  cover  an  ai'ea 
of  about  an  acre  and  a  half.  The  engines  which  drive  the  ma- 
cliinery  are  fifteen  in  number,  ranging  from  three  to  twenty- 
iive  horse  power,  and  are  supplied  with  steam  by  eight  boilers, 
having  an  aggregate  capacity  of  live  liundred  horses  ;  the  sur- 
plus steam  not  needed  for  the  engines  being  all  required  in  the 
various  scouring,  dyeing  and  drying  i)rocesses,  and,  in  winter, 
for  heating  the  premises. 

The  numl)er  of  hands  employed  during  the  busy  season  fi'e- 
quently  exceeds  tliree  hundred,  and  in  some  of  the  dei)art- 
nients  it  is  often  necessary  to  keep  the  machineiy  running 
night  and  day,  in  oi'der  that  thei'e  may  be  no  delay  in  return- 
ing the  goods. 

The  work,  to  do  which  ;ill  of  the  al)0ve  appliances  are  found 
necessary,  nuiy  be  divided  into  tlie  two  great  classes  of  wliole- 
sale  and  retail.  The  retail  work  includes  the  cleansing,  dyeing 
and  refinishing  of  ladies'  and  gentlemen's  gai'ments  of  eveiy 
kind,  quality  and  texture,  from  a  lady's  silk  dress,  with  all 
its  dainty  tritnming  of  gauze  and  ribbon,  to  a  gentleman's 
heavy  winter  ov(ircoat.  And  tliis  kind  of  vvork  has  be(Mi 
brought  to  such  perfection,  that  articles,  sucli  as  the  above, 
when  they  have  become  soiled,  or  from  any  cause  unlit  for  weai-, 
are  frequently  cleaned  and  restored,  or  even  re-dyed,  without 
riiyping  a  stitch,  and  sent  back  to  their  owners  looking  "as 
good  as  new."  The  dying,  cleansing  and  refinishing  of  curtains 
and.  window  shades,  in  which  a  large  and  steadily  increasing 
busint^ss  is  done,  \\\\\\  bi>  reckoiu'd  uiuler  this  head. 

What  is  known  as  I  he  //'//('/(.v/v/^' business  cmbraci^s  I  lu'  re- 
dyeing  and  re^liuisliiiig  of  all  sorts  of  [)i(!ce-goo(ls,  trom  the 
liuest  and  most  costly  silks  and  v(;lvets,  ribbons  aud  laces,  to 
the  heaviest  woolen  cloths  and  cloakings.  This  i)ortiou  of  the 
business  is  of  vast  extent,  Jiari'ett,  Ne[)hews  &  Company  hav- 
ing customers  in  aluujst  every  state  and  tei'ritory  of  the  Union, 
not  exce])ting  those  on  the  Pacific  slope.  The  greatei-  pai't  of 
this  wholesale  work  consists  in  the  I'e-dying  of  goods,  of  which 
the  original  colors  have  faded  or  become  unfashionable 
and  which  have  lost  their  origiiuil  freshness  of  finish,  but  a 
large  business  is  also  done  in  dyeing  aud  finishing  goods  which 
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come  to  tliem  from  the  importer  or  manufacriirer  in  what  is 
called  the  "grey"  state,  never  having  been  dyed  or  finished. 
The  imported  goods  of  this  class  are  principally  in  dress  goods, 
French  cashmeres,  merinos  and  de  laines,  and  in  veilings,  p;iri- 
sinas,  hai'egos,  velveteens,  etc.,  etc.  It  is  of  the  ti'eatnient  of 
tliese  grciy  goods,  their  dyeing  and  pre[)aration  for  the  market, 
tliat  Barrett,  Nephews  &  Compan^'^  have  made  a  specialty,  and 
by  liberal  expenditure,  and  the  assistance  of  the  best  foreign 
skill  available,  claim  to  have  rt^ached  in  it  a  degree  of  perfection 
seldom,  if  ever,  attained  in  this  counti'y.  It  is  an  indisputable 
fact  that  quite  fi-equently  their  woj'k  in  this  line  cannot  be  dis- 
tinguished from  the  iini)orted,  even  by  the  most  slcilU'ul  ex- 
perts. 

In  1884  the  company  experienced  a  heavy  loss  in  the  death 
of  Mr.  Abram  C.  Wood,  one  of  the  oi'iginal  membei'S  oC  the 
lirm,  wlio,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  held  the  ollice  ot  vice- 
jtresident  and  treasurer  of  the  company.  J\[i'.  Wood's  chai'ac- 
ter,  uniting,  as  it  did,  the  strictest  integrity  and  straightfor- 
wardn(iss  in  all  his  transactions,  with  a  genial  manner  and 
friendly  disposition,  had  won  for  him  the  resi)e(M  and  esteem 
of  a  wide  circle  of  business  acquaintances  ;  wliile  his  fellow - 
citizens  and  neighbors  of  Staten  Island,  amongst  whom  his 
whole  life  had  been  spent,  honored  him  for  those  qualities  of 
mind  and  heart  whicli  stamped  the  possessoi'  as  a  true  (Mirist  ian 
gentleman. 

The  pres(^nt  board  of  trustees  of  Barrett,  Nephews  &  Com- 
l)any  consists  of  tlie  foihjwing  gentlemen  :  Olarence  T.  I'aLi'ett, 
jjresident  ;  Charles  \V.  Kennedy,  vice-president  and  ti'easurer  ; 
Charles  E.  Ileal,  secretary  ;  Augustus  W.  Sexton,  Jr.,  Edwin 
n.  Ileal,  tru.slees. 

'I'he  New  York  Dyeing  and  Printing  I]sta))lishment,  also 
known  as  the  Old  Staten  Island  Dyeing  Eslul-lishnient,  is  lo- 
cated on  Broadway,  West  New  Brighton,  and  was  oig-an- 
ized  in  the  year  1810,  under  the  lirm  name  of  Ijaia'etl,  Tiles- 
ton  &  Company,  and  continued  in  successful  operation  I'or 
a  ])eriod  of  about  six  years  ;  a  charter  of  inc()r[)()iatioti  was 
then  obtained,  under  the  present  title.  The  lai(^Saniiu'l  Marsh 
was  elected  ]ii'esident,  which  position  lu;  held  with  great  credit 
to  himself  and  i)rolit  to  the  stockholders  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  after  he  had  been  elected  [)resident  for  the  forty- ninth 
successive  yeai'. 
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There  is  no  tnoi'e  prominent  and  well  Icnuwn  locality  on  tlie 
island  tlian  where  this  large  and  extensive  dyeing"  and  cleaning 
establishnient  is  sitnated,  occupying,  as  it  does,  over  twenty 
acres  of  ground,  which  they  have  occupied  continuously  for  a 
period  of  three  score  years  and  ten,  and  thongli  they  have  ar- 
rived at  the  age  allotted  to  man,  they  are  to-day  large)',  more 
vigoi'otis,  enei'getic  and  aggressive  than  at  any  previous  period 
of  their  existence.  Anything  they  undertake  they  aiin  to  do  in 
a  nianner  not  to  be  surpassed. 

A  visit  to  their  works  is  necessary  to  give  one  an  idea  of  its 
vastness.  Five  hundred  hands  are  employed,  ten  steam  engines 
and  other  machinery  in  pro[)ortion  are  necessary  to  wield  the 
vast  fabric. 

That  poi'tion  of  their  business  that  our  readers  will  take  the 
most  interest  in  is  that  devoted  to  the  cleaning  and  dyeing  of 
ladies'  and  gentlemen's  clothing,  and  to  do  tliis  work  hundreds 
of  busy  hands  are  constantly  employed,  besides  tliey  are  hirgely 
engaged  in  the  dyeing  of  ccjtton  goods  and  the  manufacture  of 
bookbinders'  cloth. 

It  is  a  singula)'  factt,  and  one  that  attests  as  )Tiuch  as  anythi))g 
can,  tlie  U)iva)'ying  success  of  t  heir  busi))ess,  that  the  desce)id- 
a)its  of  the  original  p)'oprieto)'s  still  )'etai)i  their  interest  i)i  the 
company. 

They  have  fourteen  ollices  and  nearly  one  thousand  agencies, 
covei'ing  the  te]'i'itOry  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Mississippi,  so 
that  no  one  need  have  a)iy  excuse  for  wearing  soiled  or  faded 
clothi))g. 

Their  principal  New  York  offices  a)'e  :  98  Duane  street,  280 
Fifth  ave))ne,  870  ]3roadway,  01 0  Sixth  avenne,  a)id  ]j)'oadway, 
West  New  l^rigl\ton. 

Tlie  HrtMvei'ies  are  among  ihe  niost  ]-)ron\in(Mi t  iiidust)'ies  of 
iState)!  Island.  On  accLUinl  oi  the  jiumber  a)id  coinoub  fullness 
of  the  si))'i)igs  and  llui  excellent  (pjality  (jf  the  wate)',  the  island 
])as  bee))  sele(;ted  as  a  favorite  place  for  the  establish))ie))t  of 
this  business.  The  establish)ne)its  located  he)'o  togethe)'  i)ay 
an  eno)')nous  reve))ue  to  the  gover))n)ent. 

Bechtel's  brewery,  pe)'haps  the  largest  of  tliese,  is  located  at 
Stapleton,  where  it  was  founded  by  John  Beclitel,  in  1853.  T)i 
18G5  he  sold  the  conce)'n  to  his  son,  Geo)'ge  Bechtel,  the  p)'esent 
propj'ieto)'.  The  capital  i))vested  he)'e  a)))ounts  to  well  nigh 
lialf  a  million  dollars.    In  1865  the  revenue  tax  of  this  brewej'y 
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was  $10,000,  and  ten  years  later  it  liad  iiici'eased  to  $00,000.  It 
employs  al)our,  fifty  hands. 

(:tKoi;ok  liKOiiTKL  was  boiai  in  Giermany  in  1840.  lie  came 
with  liis  parents  to  Aniei'iea  at  tlie  age  of  six  months,  and  in 
IS.Il  entered  the  grammar  school  of  Colnmlda  College.  After 
linishing  liis  course  at  tlnit  institution  he  began  an  apprentice- 
ship in  the  brewery  which  his  father  had  established  at  Staple- 
ton  in  18r);i.  From  18(50  to  1805  lie  occupied  the  position  of  sup- 
erintendent of  the  establishment,  and  while  eiigaged  in  that 
capacity  he  established  the  first  ice-house  in  the  East.  Tn  1865 
he  rented  the  property  from  his  father,  a7id  in  1870  pni'chased 
his  entire  interest,  becoming  the  sole  proprietor. 

The  original  building  i)roving  too  small  for  his  rapidly  in- 
creasing business, Mr.  Bechtel  concluded  to  tear  it  down  and  in 
its  place  he  built  the  ju'esent  elegant  structure,  special  atten- 
tion being  given  to  its  ecpiipment.  So  enei-getically  was  the  work 
of  erection  pushed  that  in  ten  weeks  aft(n'  the  lirst  stone  was 
laid  brewing  had  I'ecommenced.  Tiie  continued  increase  of  his 
1)usiness  is  due  to  the  high  quality  of  excellence  which  he 
maintains  in  all  his  productions.  In  187G  his  beer  received  the 
centHunial  exhibition  medal,  in  1877  the  medal  oi'  the  Gam- 
Ijrinns  Verein,  inl878one  from  the  Paris  exhil)ition  and  in  1879 
he  was  awarded  the  prize  at  the  Sidney  fair  in  New  South 
Wales.  About  the  latter  year  Professor  ])oi-emus,  after  analyz- 
ing his  beer,  in  a  letter  to  Mr.  Be(ditel  jironounced  it  to  be  a 
preparation  made  from  pure  hops  and  malt  and  fi'ee  from  any 
deleterious  substances  whatever. 

Mr.  Bechtel  has  been  foremost  in  all  pn1)lio  and  benevolent 
matters.  T)ui  ing  tlie  negi'o  riots  in  1801  he  sheltered  large  num- 
bers of  tliese  hoiui'lfss  people  in  the  woods  and  sent  (litMU 
nourishment  daily  till  tiie  trouble  lintl  sid)si(li'(l,  ;i  circumstance 
which  the  colored  people  on  Staten  Island  have  never  forgotteu 
and  for  wdiich  they  have  been  ever  grateful.  On  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  village  of  Edgewater  Mr.  Bechtel  was  elected  trus- 
tee of  the  Third  wai'd  in  the  face  of  strong  (jpi)osition.  Fiom 
1871  to  1879  lie  devoted  himself  entirely  to  business,  ttiking 
little  interest  in  political  matters.  In  1879  lui  I'eceived  the  joint 
nonnnation  of  the  rei)ublican  and  democratic  i>arties  for  super- 
visor and  was  elected  by  an  overwhelming  majority.  He  has 
since  been  yearly  re-elected  and  during  one   year  servetl  as 
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cliiiirman  of  tlie  l)oai'(l.  l*^'oni  1879  to  1883  he  also  served  as 
trustee  ol"  the  vilhige  rrom  the  l^'irst  ward. 

At  tlie  time  of  liis  eh^ctioii  to  tlie  siipervisoi'ship  KiclinK'ud 
county  l)onds  stood  at  80,  ta.xes  were  eight  per  cent.,  and  tlic 
village  of  Edgvwater  had  a  debt  of  !?].2;'),UU0.  Through  his 
energy  the  debt  has  ])een  paid,  taxes  have  been  reduced  lo  two 
j)er  cent.,  and  the  b(jnds  are  bringing  ^^l]2.  In  addition  to  this 
the  roads  have  been  greatly  ini})roved  and  cannot  l>e excelled  by 
any  on  Staten  Island.  lie  su(!ceeded  in  refunding  the  §5o,0()() 
wai'  debt  at  four  per  cent,  at  a  ]U'eniiuin  of  one  and  (jiiedialf  per 
cent.,  a  iinancial  o])eiation  which  iro  other  county  in  the  state 
lias  shown. 

In  1879  Ml-.  Eeehtel  was  a  delegate  to  the  state  convention, 
the  lirst  ever  elected  from  Richmond  county.  Three  times  he 
was  re-elected  and  was  twice  its  first  vice-president.  While  in 
(iOTivention  he  was  appointed  by  the  lirst,  congressional  delega- 
tion, coni])rising  Queens,  SuH'olk  and  Richmond  counties,  a 
riiend)er  of  the  state  and  executive  c(Hnmittees. 

iMr.  Bechtel's  benevolent  qualities  show  themselves  on  all  oc- 
casions, and  many  poor  families  on  Staten  Island  have  been  the 
recipients  of  his  charity.  It  is  said  of  him  that  he  is  ever  ready 
to  help  where  it  is  needed.  As  a  holder  of  olhce  he  is  indis- 
pensable, and  the  gi'owth  of  the  countj'  is  largely  due  to  his 
iniluence.  lie  is  a  man  of  cordial  temperament  and  is  connected 
with  many  associati(^ns,  societies  and  clubs,  [irominent  among 
which  ai'e  the  Arion  and  Liedei  kranz  societies  of  New  York  and 
the  Gferman  Society  Erheitermig,  oL'  which  he  was  one  of  tln^ 
lirst  ?nend)ers.  I  [e  was  also  a  cliartei'  nuMnber  of  tht^  Klobid" 
Stock  Lodge  of  FnH'.  Masons,  (o  wliicli  he  was  transferred  fi'oni 
tlu<  Tompkins  Ijodge  of  iriclinioiul  couniy. 

In  1879  the  .);ip;iiifse  embassy,  togelher  wilh  tht^  seci'iMa I'V  of 
slate  and  .s(>\  t'ral  dl  her  geiilleuien,  ]):iid  a  \  isil  lo  Mi  ,  i  >.  i'li I (•]" s 
brewei'y.  As  a  result  they  ordei-tMl  oiic  hundred  thousand  bot- 
tles (d' beer  to  be  sent  to.I.'ipaii.  On  I  heir  i-t't  urn  they  sent  him 
several  very  Uattering  letters  and  a  ]iair  of  c(jstly  vases  as  a 
t(rken  of  t heii'  esteem. 

]\] r.  I'eclitel  is  t  he  largest  tax-payer  (Ui  Stat(Mi  Island.  lie 
lias  lately  add(.Ml  to  his  possessions  a  water-fi'ont  of  nearly  one 
thousand  eight  liundivd  feet,  with  an  average  water  de[)th  of 
thirty  feet  at  low  tide,  lie  has  an  elegant  residence  on  the 
island  and  an  emuMuous  stabh^  which  is  said  to  be  one  ol'  tlu^ 
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finest  in  tlie  United  States.  The  latter  has  been  lli^^llly  compli- 
mented  by  Mr.  l^ergh,  president  of  tlie  "  Societ\^  foi-  tlie  Pre- 
vention of  Cruelty  to  Animals,"  of  which  Afi-.  liechtel  is  a 
member.  Previous  to  thti  imi)rovement  of  tlie  Edgewater  roads 
Mr.  lieclitel  was  obli<i;ed  to  stable  his  horses  in  New  York  city, 
running  a  steamboat  to  and  from  the  island  solely  for  their 
conveyan(!e.  The  offices  attached  to  his  brewery  are  handsome 
and  complete.  The  furnishings  and  decorations  are  of  the  most 
elegant  description,  their  general  design  being  that  of  theQueiiU 
Anne  period.  A  special  feature  of  their  outfit  is  a  commodious 
liussian  })ath,  laid  in  cement,  with  imported  white  and  l)]ue 
tiles. 

Mr.  ]')e(;htcl  is  now  in  the  j)rime  of  life.  He  is  a  man  of  taste 
and  foresight,  and  is  regarded  l)y  those  who  know  him  Ijest  as 
a  highly  useful  as  well  as  influential  mari.  It  has  been  his  in- 
tention for  some  time  to  erect  a  hospitaf  upon  Staten  Island 
which  shall  be  oj)en  to  unl'oi  tunates  of  all  nationalities  and 
sects.  He  will  put  his[)lan  into  execution  as  soon  as  tlie  prosier 
site  can  be  secured.  lie  has  just  given  a  sum  of  money  with  a 
jiromise  of  nnn'e,  if  necessary,  to  ei'ect  a  hospital  for  invalid 
Odd  Fellows  of  the  state  of  New  York,  and  is  at  pi'esent  nego- 
tiating with  a  c(jmmittee  from  the  Smith  infirmary  to  build  a 
l)avili(jn  costing  from  $-1, ()()()  to  !s.5,()0()  and  containing  six  en 
dowment  l)eds,  as  an  addition  to  their  proj('cted  hositital, 
entirely  at  his  ex])ense. 

Mr.  Bechtel  nuirried,  in  JROf),  Miss  Eva  Schocti,  of  New  York 
city.  He  has  five  children  still  living,  four  daughtei's  and  one 
son.  The  daughters  were  attendants  of  the  famous  French 
school  of  Madame  Colin,  formerly  conducted  liy  iM'adamoiselles 
Charlunmier. 

'i'he  (Miflon  lii'ewery,  in  Ivlgewaler,  is  one  of  ci )n.sidei'able 
im[)ortance.  It  is  invested  with  some  degree  of  interest  from 
the  fact  that  it  was  estabfished  l)y  Genei'al  Gaiabafdi  and  his 
l)artner,  Antoiuo  INIencci,  in  IS.")!.  Sinci-  their  day  il  has  [)ass(^l 
through  the  hands  of  several  proprietiu's,  among  whom  were 
Louis  Gross,  Christian  Tref/  and  Gal)riel  Mayer,  at  whose  de- 
cease it  passed  into  the  hands  of  David  Mayer  and  Fr.Bachmann. 
The  capital  invested  is  ab(>ut  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  and 
the  work  (Muploys  aitoiit  lifly  hands.  'I'his  l)i'ewei'y  was  de 
stroytMl  l)y  lir(^  on  the  IJtst  (d"  October,  1881.  'J'lie  Imildings 
wei'e  of  biick,  but  they  fell  before  the  devouring  flames,  to- 
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geflier  witli  an  ice  liouse  and  a  saloon  connected  witli  the 
brewery.  The  Ions  wns  estiniatcid  at  about  two  liiindred  and 
twenty-five  tliousand  dolhirs. 

The  Atlantic  brewei'3%  at  Stapleton,  is  owned  by  liiibsain  & 
TToi'rtnann.  Tt  was  established  in  1870,  and  enii)loys  a  capital 
of  about  one  hundretl  and  seventy-five  tliousaiul  dollars,  and  a 
force  of  thirty  to  forty  men. 

Bischoif's  brewery  was  established  at  Stapleton,  in  1854,  or 
soon  after  tliat  date,  by  one  Cfillich.  Sul)sequently  it  became 
the  property  of  Wolf  &  lleinliardt,  and  later  passed  into  the 
possession  of  Geoi'ge  J^isciiod".  Alxnit  twenty  hands  aie  em- 
ployed. 

The  Constanz  brewery  is  located  at  Castleton  Corners.  Tt  was 
established  in  August,  1852,  by  August  Sclimid.  Subsequently 
passing  into  the  hands  of  Joseph  Set/,  it  was  conveyed  by  him 
to  Monroe  Eckstein,  iti  1875,  and  by  him  it  has  been  greatly  im- 
proved Jind  is  still  owned.  Tlip  oi'iginal  numl)er  of  buildings 
was  two,  and  its  capacity  until  1875  only  three  thousand  bar- 
rels. Si.v  laig'e  buildings  have  since  l)een  added  and  the  ca- 
pacity increased  to  forty  thousa-ml  barrels.  Inproved  machinery 
has  been  introduced,  which  is  driven  by  steam.  The  water  here 
is  of  first  quality.  About  forty  men  are  employed  and  ninet}' 
to  one  liundred  thousand  bushels  of  malt  and  three  hundred 
bales  of  hops  are  annually  used. 

There  are  a  few  other  similar  establishments  on  the  island, 
but  iu)ne  so  large  as  those  we  have  noticed.  At  the  (ieutennial 
exhibition  at  Philadelphia  eleven  prizes  were  awarded  to  brew- 
ers in  the  United  States,  three  of  which  were  awarded  to  Stateu 
Island  brewers,  viz.:  Mayer  &  Bachmaun,  George  ]3echtel  and 
Biibsam  «\:  llorrnuinn.  iM'kstein,  Bischolf  and  some  others  did 
not  compete. 

MoNKoic  Eckstein,  one  of  the  most  enterprising  men  among 
the  brewers  of  Staten  Ishind,  is  th(i  seventh  of  twelve  children 
of  Henry  Eckstein,  formei'ly  a  wealthy  merchant  of  New  York, 
who  came  to  this  country  from  liavaria  in  18:55.  He  was  born 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  .June  23,  1840,  and  during  his  youth 
attended  private  and  public  schools  in  his  native  place.  Subse- 
qtiently  lie  enjoyed  a  term  in  the  College  of  New  York,  after 
which,  in  18G5,  he  engaged  in  the  t(jbacco  business  with  the  firm 
of  Wertheimer  &  Co.,  of  New  York  and  San  Francisco.  Here 
liis  business  abilities  soon  won  for  him  the  favor  of  his  employers 
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and  lie  was  rapidly  advanced  till  at  the  time  of  his  leave 
takiii<;  in  1875  he  was  buyer  for  tiie  iirni. 

In  the  latter  year  Mr.  Eckstein  pnrciiased  from  Jose[)li  Setz 
the  Constanz  brewei'y  at  Vour  Corners,  S.  I.,  which  had  been 
founded  in  1852,  by  August  Scdunid,  one  of  the  or,<j;anizers  of 
the  United  States  Brewers'  Association.  The  brewery  is  located 
on  rising  ground  whence  a  magnificent  view  of  the  Kill  Von 
Kull,  the  Jersey  country  and  vicinity  can  be  obtained,  and  has 
about  it  twenty-two  acres  of  ground,  most  of  which  is  attrac- 
tively laid  outasa  pleasure  jiark,  with  summer  houses,  seats,  etc. 
The  immense  increase  in  the  business  which  Mr.  Eckstein  has 
succeeded  in  bringing  about  has  comi)elled  him  to  enlarge  the 
building  from  time  to  time,  and  lie  is  at  the  present  writing 
engaged  in  rebuilding  the  whole  striuUure,  and  rephunng  the 
old  machinery  at  a  cost  of  $125,000.  This  will  make  his  outfit 
one  of  the  most  complete  brewing  })lants  in  the  counti-y. 

Mr.  Eckstein  is  a  public  spirited  and  enterprising  man.  fie 
takes  great  interest  in  the  development  of  the  neighborhood, 
and  was  active  in  the  organization  and  promotion  of  the  rail- 
road (!ompany  that  constructed  the  sliore  line  direct  to  his  es- 
tablishment. Ever  since  his  removal  to  the  island  he  lias  been 
identilied  with  the  ninre  important  enter[)rises  on  it.  He  is 
commissioner  of  higliways,  (ihairuian  (d'  the  board  of  school 
trustees  of  Castleton  Corners,  treasurer  of  the  Richmond 
County  Railroad  Company,  prt'sident  of  the  Richmond  County 
Savings  J^ank  and  a  stockholder  in  the  First  National  Jiaiik 
and  the  Bnnk  of  Staten  Island. 

Besides  these  he  is  an  active  mendier  of  the  e.vecutive  com- 
mittee of  the  Association  of  United  Lager  Beer  Brewers  of  New 
York  and  viriniiy,  and  a  member  of  the  vigilance  committee  id' 
the  New  York  Slate  Ibewers  and  Malsters'  Association,  lie  is 
also  connecled  with  many  social  (dul)S  in  New  Y(u  k  city  and  on 
Staten  Island. 

Mr.  Eckstein  has  given  large  amounts  to  charitable  purposes 
and  his  spirit  of  I)enevolence  is  well  known  throughout  Ivich- 
niond  county.  Flis  genial  natui'e  and  thorough  integrity  in  the 
transaction  of  his  business  have  won  for  him  many  and  lasting 
friends. 

Mr.  Eckstein  married,  February  1,  1882,  Miss  Selina  Diuki-l- 
spiel,  of  New  York  city,  in  which  place  he  resides  during  the 
winter  mont hs. 
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The  firm  of  B.  Kreisclier  &  Sons,  at  Kreisclierville,  is  engaged 
in  tlie  nuiniiractiire  of  clay  gas  retorts,  lire  brick,  blocks,  ;ind 
all  kindred  lire  clay  goods  necessary  where  high  heats  are  ob- 
tained. The  factory  is  located  on  IStaten  Island  soniid,  two 
miles  from  Totteiiville,  and  diagonally  opposite  the  coal  docks 
of  the  Lehigh  Yalley  Railroad  C(nupany. 

This  business  was  established  in  1845,  by  Balthasar  Ki'eischei- 
and  Charles  Mnmpeton,  nnder  the  liriu  name  of  Kreischer  & 
Munipeton,  at  the  cornei'  of  Goerck  and  Delancey  streets.  New 
York  city,  and  so  continued  until  18-iO,  when,  after  the  decease 
of  the  latter,  B,  Kreischer  cari'ied  on  the  business  in  his  own 
name.  In  1859,  his  nephew  becoming  associated  with  hiui,  the 
name  was  changed  to  Kreischer  &  Nephew,  and  two  years  later, 
upon  the  admission  of  Mr.  Kreischer' s  son-in-law,  it  was  again 
changed  to  B.  Kreis('hei-  &  Company.  In  1801  the  pai'tnershi  p 
wiis  (lissolvc^d,  and  I  Ik;  style  of  15.  Kreischer  again  ado[)ted.  In 
1870  Mr.  Ceorge  b\  Kreis(;lier  was  admitted  as  a  partner,  and 
the  st^de  changed  to  B.  Kreischer  &  Son.  The  maiinfartory 
was  again  enlai'ged,  and  at  that  time  occupied  twenty-()ne  full 
city  lots.  In  187:3,  the  property  bticomiug  too  valuable  ami  ex- 
pensive f(jr  nmnufa<ituring,  it  was  res(dved  toenlai'ge  theStateu 
Island  works  sufli(uently  to  raise  its  capacity  eqiud  to  that  of 
the  New  Yoi'k  woi'ks.  Operations  were  at  once  comiue-nced, 
but  were  somewhat  retarded  by  the  general  depression  (jf  busi- 
ness. In  the  fall  of  the  year  1870,  the  buildings  being  com- 
])leted,  the  mac'hinery  was  taken  out  of  the  New  York  factoi'v, 
and  all  tools,  moulds,  etc.,  shii)ped  to  Staten  Island.  Tlw;  build- 
ings in  New  York  were  taken  down  and  tenement  houses 
erected  in  their  stead.  On  the  eve  of  the  1st  of  .laiuiary,  1877, 
the  factory  was  consumed  by  lire,  causiuga  total  loss  of  sixiy 
lliousand  dollai's.  Hy  theeiuTgy  and  closi!  attention  of  Mr,  Ik 
Kreischer,  however,  assisted  by  his  sons,  on  the  'J'.U^  day  of 
April  the  engine  was  again  running,  and  manufacturing  o[)era- 
tionsvvere  I'esnmed.  The  factory  was  lebuilt  and  the  neivest  im- 
provements were  made.  In  1878  "Sir.  1*.  Kreischer  retired  from 
the  business,  having  b(!en  active  in  the  same  for  thirty-three 
years,  and  the  style  was  changed  to  the  present  one,  B. 
Kreisclier  &  Sons,  Mr.  B.  Kreischer  allowing  his  sons  to  use  his 
name. 

The  factory  now  covers  ovei"  three  aci'es  of  ground,  is  two 
tories  high,  and  has  a  capacity  of  twenty  thousand  lire  brick  a 
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day.  A  one  liundred  and  twenf.y-tive  horse  powei-  engine,  tiil^- 
ing  steam  from  two  tiibuhir  hoilei's,  supplies  the  motive  i)o\vei'. 
A  line  of  sliafting  extends  from  one  end  of  tlie  main  bnihling 
to  llie  other,  l)eing  tliree  hundred  feet  in  length.  Tht;  stoi'age 
room  for  clay,  etc.,  is  composed  of  fourteen  bins  tliirty-tvvo  by 
twenty-live  feet  each,  taking  up  a  space  of  four  hundred  and 
twenty-live  feet  in  lengtli,  with  a  capacity  of  four  thousand 
tons.  In  the  fall  of  the  year  1885,  a  clay  digging  machine  was 
purchased  by  the  firm,  whicli  gives  grear.  satisfacfion,  and  ma- 
terially I'educes  the  labor  of  mining  the  clay. 

Thei'B  are  altogether  fi'om  one  hundred  to  one  hundr(id  and 
fifty  nu^n  employed  at  the  works  and  in  the  clay  n\ines.  The 
aiiiiiial  consum])tioii  of  I'aw  material  is  about  tiiii'teeii  thousand 
tons,  and  to  di'y  and  burn  thenuUerial  manufactured,  from  three 
tliousaiul  five  liundred  to  four  tlujusand  tons  of  coal  are  con- 
sumed.  The  average  produc'tioii  i)er  annum  is  about  three  mil- 
lion five  hundred  thousand  lii'ick,  or  ten  thousand  tons  gross. 
The  fire  brick  manufactured  are  transported  to  New  York  city, 
a, st(!atn  ligiilei'  of  oiu)  liundred  and  twenty  tons  (ta[)a(;ity  being 
used  for  that  pur])ose.  This  was  built  foi'  the  pui  i)ose  in  1880. 
At  the  foot  of  iloiistoti  street,  P^ast  river,  the  lii'Ui  has  a  deju)!, 
where  a  large  stock  of  all  kinds  of  lire  bi  ick  is  constantly  kept 
on  hand,  and  there  the  linancial  |)art  of  the  business  is  con- 
ducted. The  present  memb  ers  of  the  firm  are  (jeorge  h^. 
Kreisclier,  residing  in  New  Yorlc  city,  and  Charles  C.  and  Ed- 
ward 1^.  Kreischer,  Ixjth  residing  in  Ki'(Mscherville,  Smten 
Island. 

For  the  period  of  almost  half  a  century  this  con(;ern  has 
given  close  study  and  personal  supei'vision  to  this  impoitant 
branch  of  m:inul;u'ture.  The  bhiro])eau  systems  have  regularly 
been  exanniicd  by  them,  ami  valuable  impi'ovemciils  haye  from 
time  to  limel)een  made.  Such  untiring  enei'gy,  industry  and 
perseverance  have  met  with  the  deserved  reward  of  gaining  the 
highest  i'ei)Utation  for  their  goods  wherever  they  have  been 
used.  Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  about  KSo-l,  in 
procuring  a  reliable  supply  of  clay,  and  the  proprietoi-,  feel- 
ing the  necessity  and  the  advantages  of  having  his  own  mines, 
[)urehased  the  clay  pi'opei'ty  (discovered  by  him)  situated  here, 
and  here  erected  a  building  for  the  nuuiufactiire  of  lire  brick. 
Large  additions  were  nuide  to  the  premises  in  18.")r),  providing 
for  the  employment  of  a  large  number  of  men.    The  growth 
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and  prosperity  of  this  little  village,  by  reason  of  ]\[r.  Ivreischer's 
enterprise  and  success,  was  suc-h  that  a  post  oflicc  was  esral:»- 
lislied  and  the  place  named  Kreischei'ville.  In  the  year  ISiiO 
the  ))nilding's  were  enlarged  and  the  manufacture  of  clay  g'as 
retorts  introduced,  this  bein^i,-  the  first  place  where  gas  retorts 
of  clay  were  manufactured  in  America.  In  18(;5  valual)le  clay 
beds  at  Woodbridge,  N.  J.,  and  Chester  City,  Pa.,  were  pur- 
chased, and  tlie  business  liad  become  so  ])rosperous  that  the 
New  York  manufactory  was  rebuilt,  and  a  new  system  of  burn- 
ing and  diying,  together  with  improvements  in  machinery, 
were  introduced. 

Bai/1'iiasah  IvHErscJiKK,  who  was  born  Marcli  1813,  at 
ITornbacli,  a  small  village  of  Bavaria,  is  the  grandson  of  Nicko- 
las  Kreis(^her,  a  native  of  Berschweiler,  Rhenish  Prussia,  who 
settled  in  [lorid)ach  as  a  manufacturer  of  bricks.  His  three 
S(jns  were  Peter,  Andreas  and  Balthasar.  The  latter,  born  in 
177G,  mari'ied  Susan  Schleiumer,  and  had  four  daughters  and 
two  sons,  one  of  whom  is  the  subject  of  this  sketcli.  After  re- 
ceiving a.  ('ommon  school  edncalion  he  was  a])prenticed  to  a 
stone  cutter  and  scul]»(or.  At  the  age  of  twenty-two  he 
was  selected,  together  with  two  others,  to  lay  the  corner 
stone  of  the  fortress  of  Germersheim,  near  the  I'uined  castle  of 
Pi-eidrichsbnhl,  where  Rud()l[)h  of  llapsburg  died  in  1-291.  In 
December,  1835,  occurred  the  great  fire  in  New  Yoi'k  which  in- 
fluenced his  emigration  to  that  city.  Arriving  in  June,  1836, 
he  immediately  s(Might  work  a  nd  aided  in  rebuilding  the  l)urned 
district.  Soon  after  he  Tuarried  Cai'oline,  daughter  (d'  Geoige 
Haenchen,  of  ITornbacli,  and  speedily  became  a  builder  on  his 
own  account,  erecting  many  houses  and  business  structures. 
The  buihling  of  bakers'  ovens  becaim^  a  specialty,  his  reputa- 
tion being  early  established  as  llu;  Ix'st  builder  of  siirli  ovens 
in  the  city,  many  of  fhem  of  lire  brick.  Mr.  Kreisclu-i  having 
discovered  in  New  Jei'sey  a  suitable  clay,  determined  to  endjark 
in  the  manufa(!ture  of  lire  brick  himself,  and  for  this  2uirj:>ose 
found  a  co-partnership  with  Charles  Atumpetoii  under  the  tirm 
name  of  Kreischer  &  Mumpeton.  To  overcome  the  piejiidice 
against  the  domeslic  article,  as  compared  with  the  bjiiglish,  he 
entered  into  a  contract  with  a  (lonsumer  l)y  which  a  furnace  was 
built,  one-half  with  imported  lire  brick  and  the  remainder  with 
brick  of  his  own  manufacture,  giving  a  bond  of  indemiuty 
against  loss  in  case  his  own  gave  out  before  the  imported 
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article.    The  result  was  in  his  favor  and  decisive.     In  a  lew 
years  the  English  article  was  almost  entirely  superseded  by 
brick  of  ATr.  Ki'cis(!lier's  nianuractui'e.     Mr.  liiuuijjuton  liaviug 
died  in  1840,  his  })artner  conducted  the  business  alone,  <.;iving- 
it  close  attention  and  introducing  from  time  to  time  impiove- 
nients  suggested  by  his  own  ex[)erieuce  aud  the  study  of  Euro- 
pean methods.  Its  extension  was  such  Lluit  tiie  factory  originally 
occuipying  one  city  lot,  covered  thirteen  lots.    Mr.  Ivriescher 
also  found  time  to  start  a  cheiiucal  woi-ks  in  1S50  and  works 
for  the  manufacture  oi'  ultra-marine  blue  in  1852.     He  linally 
pui'chased  an  extensive  [U'operty  in  Westlield  township,  Staten 
Island,  built  additional  works  near  his  nunes,  adjoining  the 
Staten  Island  sound,  with  superior  facilities  for  ti'anspcn  tation, 
and  ultimately  made  it  his  place  of  residence.    A  prosperous 
village  soon  gi'ew  up,  and  the  government  established  a  post 
oiWvAi  under  the  mime  of  Kreis(^herville.     Afr.  Kreischer  was 
in  ISGO  one  of  the  originators  of  the  Staten  Island  IJiiilway 
which,  by  his  subsequent  generous  aid,  was  rendered  self-sus- 
taining.   In  1805  valuable  clay  l)eds  were  purchased  at  Wood- 
bridge,  New  Jersey,  on  theStaten  Island  S(jund,  and  in  Chester 
count}^  Pennsylvania.    The  New  Y(U'lv  manufact(uy  was  re- 
built .and  a  new  system  of  ])uining  and  drying,  with  various 
improvfuncjits  in  machimu'y,  introduced.     In  b8(i7  huge  woiks 
were  erected  in  Philadi'lpliia,  the  New  York  woiks  al)aiidoned 
in  1870,  and  extensive  additions  nuide  to  the  Staten  Island 
establishment.  Mr.  Kreischer  had  meanwhile  kept  fully  abreast 
of  the  time  and  nuiintained  the   highest    reputation  for  his 
goods.     Meanwhile  his  sons,  George  Frederick,  Chai'les  (!., 
ar\d   Edward   P.,  after  a  thoi'ough  education  in  their  own 
ccuiulry  and  in  Imiioix',  wcri^  made  familiar  with  t he  business  to 
which  they  succeed(Ml  in  1878.     Mv.  Kreischer  was  one  of  I  he 
original  trustees  of  the  Dry  Dock  Savings  J^ank.     lie  was  an 
active  niend)er  of  the  Masonic  fratei'uity  and  connected  with 
various  charitable  oiganizations,  much  time  and  aid  having  been 
given  by  him  to  the  Association  for  the  Imiu'ovenient  of  the 
Condition  of  the  Poor  of  New  York.    At  Kreischerville,  named 
in  his  honoi-,  he  was  luild  in  high  esteem  foi'  his  active,  intelli- 
gent particii)ati(Ui  in  every  movement  tending  to  the  moral  and 
material  advancement  of  the  community.     One  of  his  latest 
acts  of  benevolence  was  the  gift  of  St.  Peter's  German  Lutheran 
Chui'ch  to  the  congregation,   free  of  debt.    The  death  of  Mr.

IIISTOUY  OF  KlOiniONJ)  UOUN'l'Y, 


Kreischei-  occurred  on  the  2r»rli  of  Aiignst,  18S0,  at  Kreischei'- 
ville. 

The  Jewett  \V liite  Lead  Conii)any's  works,  at  Poi-t  Ilicdi- 
mond,  on  Staten  Island,  were  estahlislied  in]S4"2,  under  the  linn 
name  of  Jolin  Jewett  &  Sons,  and  have  since  been  greatly  en- 
larged, nntil  tliey  now  occupy  about  two  and  a  half  acres  of 
ground.  The  main  building  for  manufacturing  purposes  is  one 
hundred  and  iifty  feet  long,  forty  feet  wide  and  thi'ee  stories 
high.  In  this  l)ui]ding  the  machinery  is  propelled  by  an  en- 
gine of  eighty  horse  power.  In  tliH  year  1802  another  l)uildiiig 
■was  elected  foi'  inanufac^tui'ing  jnirposes,  one  hundred  and  Iifty 
feet  long,  thirty-live  feet  wide  and  thi'ee  stoi'ies  high.  In  this 
building  the  machinery  is  i)ropelled  by  an  engine  f)f  foi'ty 
liorse  i)owei'.  The  works  have  a  capacity  for  producing  thit^e 
thousand  tons  of  pui'e  white  lead  annually,  and  they  consiinie 
about  two  tlionsand  tons  of  coal  and  employ  one  hundred  men. 
The  quality  of  their  productions  is  well  and  favorably  known 
to  dealers  in  all  parts  of  the  country. 

In  the  year  1882  the  company  was  reoi-ganized,  under  the 
name  of  "The  Jewelt  White  Lead  Company,"  with  the  follow- 
ing ollicers  :  Ijenjamin  (J.  Webster,  ])resident  ;  James  W.  Sel- 
lick,  secretary  ;  Charles  II.  Jewett,  secretary.  The  sub  oflice 
f(jr  the  ti'arisaction  of  business  is  at  28  l^iirling  sli]»,  in  the  city 
of  New  York. 

The  coiioding  houses,  of  wliiidi  there  are  three,  ai'e  frame 
sti'uctui'es,  each  about  onehundied  and  fifty  feet  long  and  sixty- 
tive  feet  wide,  and  of  the  usual  height  to  accommodate  I  he 
beds.  James  }^.  Pollock,  superintendent,  has  been  coiun'cied 
with  the  works  twt>nty-nino  years,  twenly  of  which  lu'  has  ln'tMi 
superinlendeiil,  i)roviiig  himself  a  very  successful  and  ellicient 
one. 

Two  of  the  i)artners,  Afessrs.  Q.  W.  Jewett  and  J.  .V.  Dt^aii. 
commenced  th(;  manufaclure  of  linseed  oil  in  180!).  Tln^  bnild- 
ings,  which  ai'e  neai'ly  a.  mile  west  of  the  white  lead  works,  also 
sland  ])etween  the  Shore  road  and  Kill  Yon  KuU,  and  partly  on 
a  large  wharf.  The  main  building  is  of  bi-ick,  thr(!e  stories  high, 
one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  long  by  seventy  six  feet  wide,  with 
an  addil ion  seventy-six  by  twenty-live  feet,  and  a  tower  con- 
taining a  public  clock.  This  establishment  ein])loys  abont 
fifty  men,  and  manufactures  about   half  a  million  of  gallons 
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of  oil  antmally.  The  worlcs  are  now  owned  by  J.  A.  Dean  & 
Company. 

The  niannl'actnre  of  silk  has  been  carried  on  for  sevei-al 
years  at  New  Brighton  by  the  Irving  Mannfactaring  Com- 
pany, under  the  management  of  John  Irving.  This  establisii- 
ment  has  been  lately  devoted  to  the  nianiifactnre  of  dress 
linings.  An  office  is  maintained  at  84  Franklin  street,  New 
York. 

At  the  same  place  in  New  Brighton  the  Manchester  ^laniifac- 
turing  Company,  consisting  of  dohn  Irving  and  William  (x. 
Hartley,  of  ]\lancliester,  England,  lecently  l)egan  operations. 
The  partnership  was  formed  in  tlie  early  ])art  of  188.")  for  the 
niannfacture  of  silk  and  cotton  plnsh,  niohaii',  woolen  uphols- 
tering and  di'ess  goods  and  velvets.  Foily  new  looms  of  im- 
proved invention  were  placed  in  the  old  silk  mill  on  Jersey 
street,  and  the  woi'lv  was  begun  during  rlic  ^nmnuM'.  A  force 
of  abont  lifty  men  and  girls  was  set  to  work.  Tlic  manufacture 
of  a  sillv  plush  strongly  resembling  sealskin  was  made  a  spec- 
ialty, Tlie  business  was  commenced  with  rlic  cm plo\'nu'n t  of 
about  $] 00,000  capital. 

John  Iiiving  was  boi'ii  A[)ril  17,  1844,  in  Connty  Derj'y,  Ire- 
land, and  educated  principally  at  the  night  s(^hools  of  his  na- 
tive place.  At  the  age  of  twelve  he  was  apjiicnt  iced  (o  the 
weaver's  trade  and  at  seventeen  embarked  in  the  numnfacture 
of  line  linen,  with  such  nnirked  suc(^ess  that  soon  after  he  had 
several  hjoms  in  o[)eration.  Discovering  in  America  a  wider 
lield  for  his  ability  he,  in  18GG,  emigrated,  and  settled  in  Pattei-- 
son,  N.  J.,  as  an  em])loyee  of  R.  it  M.  Adams  &  Co.  Leaving 
this  linn  at  the  (-xpiral  ion  of  the  third  year,  he  spent  three 
years  in  ISlew  York,  ami  then  establishe(l  in  Ibo.iklyn  a  factory 
for  the  nudving  of  book  muslins  for  the  dry  gwwd.s  irade,  wliit  h 
he  was  the  iirst  to  introduce  into  this  connlry.  In  I8SI  Mr. 
Irving  purchased  the  valuabh^  pro[)erty  now  owned  hy  liim  in 
New  Brighton,  and  began  the  mannfactnre  of  Indiu  linens, 
Vi('toria  lawns,  tarlatanes,  and  nu)hai  r  a  ml  si  I  k  plashes  for  np- 
holstery.  There  being  lift  h^  (compel  i  I  ion  in  these  falwics  he  is 
able  largely  to  (tontrol  their  prodn(;tion  and  linds  a  ready 
nuirket  in  all  the  large  cities  of  the  United  States.  .Mi  .  Irving 
devotes  his  attention  exclusively  to  his  extensiv(!  bnsiiuis.s,  ami 
as  a  conseqiuMice  has  no  leisure  to  bestow  upon  pnblic  entei". 
prises  or  private  schemes.     lie  was  married  on  the  loth  of 
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Api'il,  1804,  to  Eliza,  duugliter  of  Ro1)ei-t  IMcElroy.  of  Comity 
l)ei'ry,  IrelaiuL  Tlieir  children  are:  AVilliaiii,  AFai'^aret,  Joliri 
and  Geogre  W. 

The  Linoleum  works  are  located  at  tlie  western  extrennty  of 
the  Riclimond  turnpike,  on  the  shore  of  Arthur  kill  or  Staten 
Island  sound.  The  enterprise  was  established  here  a  little  more 
than  ten  years  ago,  by  a  joint  stock  company  having  a  capital 
of  four  hundred  and  lifty  thousand  dollars,  a  considerable  part 
of  the  stoclv  being  owned  in  England.  The  title  of  the  c(jrpo- 
ration  is  "The  Ameiloan  Linoleum  jNfanufacturing  Company," 
and  the  article  manufactured  is  a  floor  cloth,  which  is  nuule 
from  ground  cork  and  linseed  oil  under  patents  held  by  the 
company.  'JMiis  was  the  hrst  venture  in  the  manufacture  of 
such  an  article  in  this  country,  and  as  far  as  we  know  is  now 
the  only  one  in  operation.  The  article  is  a  substitute  for  oil 
cloth,  being  much  more  durable,  and  though  perhaps  more 
costly  to  begin  with,  is  for  the  reason  suggested  less  expensive 
in  the  end. 

The  i)lant  is  located  on  a  tract  of  about  two  hundred  acres 
owned  by  the  company.  Building  was  begun  in  August,  1873, 
and  in  the  course  of  three  years  the  woi'ks  erected  covered  an 
area  of  about  seven  acres.  The  m-.inufactured  goods  were  first 
placed  on  the  marlcet  in  January,  1875.  Jose|)h  Wild  was  tlie 
president  of  the  company  at  the  beginning  of  its  operations, 
and  J.  Cartledge  was  the  nuinufacturing  dire(;tor. 

The  company  has  been  eminently  successful  in  its  Inisiness, 
the  i)roducts  meeting  with  a  geneial  approval  and  ready  sale. 
Foi"  many  years  the  demand  for  their  goods  was  ahead  of  their 
ca]>a('ity  \o  sup])ly  it.  Steam  to  the  airuMint  of  one  hundred 
and  t'orly  horse  pow(>r  was  used  and  about  iwo  Inindretl 
worknu^Ml  em])loyed,  tlu'  works  being  run  \)y  night  and  b\' 
day.  Electric  lights  wei'e  used  to  facilitate  night  worl:.  A 
village  was  erected  about  the  works,  and  this  is  now  con- 
nected by  stages  making  several  trips  daily  over  the  beauti- 
ful macadamized  road  to  Port  Richmond,  about  five  miles 
distant. 

T)e  Jonge's  paper  factory  was  oi'iginally  located  in  New  York 
city,  but  as  business  increased  and  additional  facilities  became 
imperative,  the  works  were  removed  to  Staten  Island  in  18o2. 
They  are  located  on  tlie  south  side  of  Richmond  turnpike, 
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about  half  a  mile  fi'f)in  Tonipkinsville.  Louis  De  Jonge  and 
Cliarles  F.  Zent<^-iat'  ai'e  tlie  proprietors,  and  carry  on  the  busi- 
ness of  coloring,  })i'inring  and  finishing  fancy  [)ai)er,  under  the 
styh',  of  Tjouis  De  Jougi;  Ss^  (jo.  'I'he  ca[)ilal  iuvestinl  is  about 
$'200,(100,  and  tin;  annual  value  of  the  Tnanufacl  ures  about 
^'500,000.  The  works  cover  an  area  of  about  two  acres,  the 
principal  building  is  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  long  by 
forty  feet  wide,  wilh  a  wing  at  right  angles  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty-live  by  thirty  feet.  Prom  one  hundred  and  ten  to 
one  liundred  and  twenty  hands  are  regularly  em])loyed  in  the 
establishment,  and  tlie  engines,  in  the  aggregate,  are  al)out  one 
hundred  horse  power.  Tlie  ofRce  of  the  coni[)any  is  at  71  and 
73  Duane  street,  New  York  city. 

The  Windsor  plaster  mills,  said  to  have  been  among  the 
largest  of  the  kind  in  tin?  country,  wei'e  located  at  New  Brighton, 
on  the  shore  of  the  kills,  where  they  had  a  frontage  of  over 
two  hundred  feet,  ami  near  the  foot  of  Jei'sey  street.  About 
ninety  men  were  employed  there.  The  buildings  were  de- 
stroytr'd  by  fire  on  the  LUth  of  July,  1885,  destroying  pKO)- 
erty  to  the  amount  of  about  $225,000.  The  works  were  owned 
by  ]S[essrs.  J.  Vi.  King  t\r  Co.,  the  ''company"  being  P^'ter 
C.  Biegel,  (xeoige  II.  W'ooster  and  Geoi-ge  R.  King.  The 
debi'is  was  immediately  cleared  away  and  tlu'  mills  weie 
rebuilt. 

About  twenty-five  or  thirty  years  ago  a  factory  was  estab- 
lished at  Seguine's  Point  for  the  pur[)ose  of  obtaining  the  oil 
from  palm  nuts,  by  e.vpressing.  The  works  were  erected  l»y  a 
company  composed  of  Joseph  II.  and  Stephen  Seguine,  Isaac; 
K.  Jessii])  and  MiijiU'  Picnm^tt.  The  woi'lc  did  not'  prove  remu- 
neralivc,  and  ihe  csiabli.shmcnl  was  a  fl  eiw  ard  (IcvoUmI  to  ihi' 
mauufaclur((  of  candles.  This  was  also  abandoned  ;is  unprolit 
able,  and  about  the  y<'ar  IS()5  tlu^  fac^tory  was  .-.old  to  Algciiion 
K.  -lohnson. 

In  (he  factoiy  above  mentioned,  sometime  aftei'  its  inii-cliase 
by  Mr.  Johnston,  the  .lohnston  l^irothei-s,  of  whom  Ik;  was  one, 
])laced  their  machinery,  and  began  the  manufac^ture  of  dental 
su})plies.  This  work  consists  of  a  wide  range  of  articles  :  gold 
foil,  dental  instiaimeuts,  dental  chairs,  biackets,  engines, 
lathes,  iiduilers,  and,  in  short,  whatever  a  dentist  needs  in  his 
business. 

The  li([uefaction  of  nitrous  oxide  gas  was  first  accomplished 
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in  tliis  conntry  and  on  a  commercial  scale  at  these  works.  The 
business  of  Johnston  Brothers,  and  that  of  tlie  late  Mr.  S.  S. 
White  have  l)een  merged  into  the  "  S.  S.  White  Dental  IVfanu- 
i'acturing  C(Miii)any,"  and  is  now  located  here.  About  two  hun- 
dred hands  ar(^  cniployinl,  and  the  ^oods,  wlncli  are  ackiiowl- 
;is  the  Itcst  made,  in  1  he  woi'id,  are  sunt  all  ()\'ci'  I  he 
U  in  ted  Stales  and  to  every  part  of  Europe. 

Othei'  UKUiutiK/tures  have  l)een  in  operation  on  the  island. 
Among  them  was  the  nuinufacture  of  rubber  cloth,  which  was 
begun  by  tiie  New  York  Imlia  Rubber  Cloth  Compau}^  in  1835. 
This  company  was  incoi'porated  by  an  act  [lassed  ]\lar('h  11 
of  that  yeai',  with  a  ca[)ital  stock  ol"  ,^1()0,0()(),  w  inch  was  divided 
into  shares  of  iifty  dollars  each.  The  dii'ectors  a[)pointetl  by 
the  act  were:  Samuel  Marsh,  Nathan  Barrett  and  David  V.  N. 
Mersereau.  A  building  was  erected  in  New  Iji'igliron,  and 
the  l)usiness  was  for  a  time  successfully  carried  on.  The 
building  lias  since  been  used  in  the  manufactui'e  of  paper 
hangings. 

McCullougii's  shot  factory  was  in  operation  for  several  years 
l)efore  arul  (hning  the  late  war.  in  May,  1802,  it  was  work- 
ing day  and  night  to  supply  government  contracts  for  min- 
ie  balls,  to  tile  amount  of  several  hundred  Ions.  Ir  stood 
near  the  steamboat  landing  at  Staplet(jn.  Ab(uit  the  close  of 
the  war  it  was  abandoned  for  the  purpose  for  winch  it  had 
been  used,  and  the  tower  was  })ulled  down.  The  luiilding 
otiiervvise  was  eidarged  and  converted  into  a  cream  tai  tar  fac- 
t(jry,  and  this,  after  rniniing  but  a  few  weeks,  was  declared  a 
nuisance  and  closed  by  order  of  the  courts. 

The  manufacture  cd'  n\owing  nuichiiu's  by  the  ITopkius 
Mower  Company  is  alioul  l^eing  establisln>d  ujioii  the  island, 
l)ut  at  the  time  of  this  writing  theii' plans  are  not  sathcitMitly 
developed  to  beciome  a  pai-l  of  histoiy.  The  coiu});ni\'  has 
been  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  New  Jersey,  and  its  of- 
ficers are  :  Alexander  M.  Holmes,  president  ;  Rev.  Thomas 
S.  Yocum,  vice-president ;  Tluunas  L.  James,  treasui'er,  and 
A.  K.  Jolmston,  secretary. 

There  are  two  gas  light  comi)anies  doing  business  on  the 
islarul.    Tiiese  are  the  R,ichmond  County  Gas  Light  Com[)any, " 
which  has  been  established  about  twenty-Hve  years,  ami  the 
Staten  Island  Gas  Light  Company,  established  in  1884.  Both 
have  their  manufacturing  works  at  Stapleton.    The  former  has 
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about  fifty  miles  of  mains  laid  and  manufactures  about  thirty 
million  cubic  feet  of  gas  per  annum.  Their  grounds,  build- 
ings, etc.,  are  valued  at  about  $100,000.  The  capital  stock  ol 
the  comx)any  is  $400,000,  nearly  the  whole  of  wliich  has  been 
actually  issued.  The  annual  dividends  have  generally  been  as 
liigh  as  six  or  seven  per  cent.
